been  the  conduft  of  our  beft  HiftotfUftS'  t<>  have  dwelt  too

much  on  the  general  defcription  of  great  events,  cfth^rtoat- 
tend  to  what  they  might  have  though t:ht{k\hikrterj;Ot  toie 
fo  exact  in  point  of  time,  as  particular  i&ftyw&x*  required  : 
the  Chronologist  therefore  has  been  vfttyjbrffci&xQy  called 
in  to  the  aid  of  the  Historian  ;  who,  contenting  himfelf 
in  an  humbler,  though  not  lefs  ufeful  fphere,  has  given  fyfiem 
to  defcription,  and  regularity  to  fads  ;  and  thus  by  erefting 
landing  places  (if  we  maylo  exprefs  ourfekes)  for  the  Reader's 
recollection,  have  affifted  the  memory  in  recovering  thofe 
impreffions,  which  are  but  too  fubjedt  to  be  worn  out  in  the 
unchronicled  fuccefiSon  of  events. 

To  arrange  fa£h  in  the  order  they  have  happened,  and  to 
give  to  each  its  proper  date,  have  been  likewife  very  ufeful 

in 
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in  accounting  for  the  operation  of  Arts  and  Sciences  on  Hi- 
ftorical  Events ;  as  by  this  knowledge  we  are  led  to  com- 
pare more  accurately  the  ufe  of  fuch  Arts  arid  Sciences,  the 
difficulties  they  removed,  and  the  good  effe&s  they  produced 
to  Society.  Who,  for  inftance,  that  did  not  know  the  exaft 
time  the  ufe  of  the  compafs  was  difcovered,  but  muft  be  at 
a  lofs  t©  account  for  the  rapid  progrefs  navigation  made  in 
one  cenjury,  more  than  in  the  accumulated  seras  of  antiquity  ? 

Thefe  then,  with  other  various  advantages,  that  are  derived 
from  this  ufeful  Ally  to  Hijlory,  it  is  prefumed  will  entitle  the 
British  Chronologist  to  public  protection  ;  particular- 
ly as  it  regifters  every  interefting  event,  from  the  earlieft  pe- 
riod of  our  afcertained  hiftory  to  the  prefent  time,  in  that 
poncife,  yet  clear  manner,  that  whilft  it  fully  fatisfies  the  tern- 
per  of  curioQty,  if  is no  means  a  bujinefs  to  the  memory.

Manufcripts ;  it  being  the  wifti  of  the  Editor  to  leave  no 
induftry  and  expence  unexerted  in  producing  a  much  more 
txacly  ufeful,  and  extenfive  fyftem  of  British  Chronolog* 
than  has  ever  been  offered  to  the  Public.

ROMAN  GOVERNMENT. 


Ann.  anti  fXATUS  JULIUS  C&SAlVt 
Cbnjl.55.  \j  firft  dcfccnt  on  Britain,  was 
on  the  26th  of  Augujl,  in 
the  afternoon,  at  Dover,  and  the  firft  bat- 
tle was  fought  at  Deal. 

He  had  fen* over  before  him  Cmius  king 
•f  the  Attrebatii  ( Arteis )  to  invite  the  &Vi- 
tijb  Princes  to  enter  into  an  alliance  with 
the  Remans  }  but  Ccmius  was  imprifomd  by 
the  Briton,  and  rot  rrleafcd,  till  C/ffar  de- 
feated, and  compelled  them  to  fuc  for  peace. 

The  fliips  on  which  the  Roman  horfc  cm- 
barked,  being  afterwards  dilpcrfed-  by  a 
florin  as  they  lay  in  the  Downs  t  the  Bri- 
ton commenced  humilities  again ,  and  fur- 
rounded  the  feventh  legion  ;  but  Cafar 
marching  to  the  afliftance  of  the  legion, 
the  Britons  were  defeated  a  fecond  time, 
amd  gave  holtages  as  pledges  of  their  fideli- 
ty; whereupon  C*far  re-embarked  all  his 
forces,  Stpt.  ao,  and  returned  to  the  .conti- 
nent, about  the  autumnal  equinox. 

He  found  Britain  divided  into  feveral 
Petty  kingdoms,  or-  principalities,  united 
however  under  Cajfibtlan,  to  oppofe  bis  iu- 
vafion. 

54.  The  following  year  Carfar  made  a 
fecond  defcent  on  Great  Britain,  his  fleet 
eonfifting  of  fix  hundred  veflcls  and  twen- 
ty-eight galliea,  with  five  legions,  and  two 
thousand  horfe  ;  be  advanced  to  the  St  our y 
ntxr  where  Canterbury  sow  it,  where  he

on  the  death  of  Prafutagus,  feircd  the  whole, 
whipped  queen  Boadicea  his  widow,  and 
ravi/hed  his  daughters.  Whereupon  queen 
Boadicea  incited  the  Brions  to  revenge  her 
wrongs,  and  aflcmbling  250,000  men,  fell 
upon  the  Romans,  in  London,  Camehdunum, 
Verulam,  and  the  reft  of  their  colonies  and 
fett'ements,  deflrnying  upwards  of  70,000 
Romans,  men,  women,  and  children  j  but 
Suetonius  Paulinus  the  Roman  general,  re. 
turning  from  the  conqueft  of  Mono  (  Angle- 
fea)  gave  battle  to  the  Britons,  command- 
ed by  Boadicea,  and  obtaining  the  victory, 
look  a  fevcre  revenge,  lulling  fourfcore 


thoufand  Britons,  having  no  regard  either 
to  fex  or  age :  and  Boadicea  put  an  end 
to  her  life  by  a  dole  of  poifon. 

65.  Nero  burnt  Rome,  and  began  the 
firft  perfecution. 

69*  Frontinus,  governor  in  Britain,  fub- 
dued the  Silures,  who  inhabited  the  fo« 
reft  of  Dean  and  the  counties  of  Hereford 
and  Monmouth, 

78.  Julius  Agricola  appointe^  governor 
in  Britain,  and  comulcatcd  the  reduc- 
tion of  Anglejea.

Agricola'*  fleet  fubdued  the  Orkney  ifie% 
and  reduced  the  Caledonians,  whom  he  fub- 
dued at  Forten-Gail  camp,  fixtccn  milei 
beyond  Perth. 

86.  Agricola,  was  recalled  by  the  em- 
peror Domitian,  through  envy  of  his  re- 
nown, and  foon  after  poifoncd  by  Domi- 
nant order. 

88.  The  Caledonians  make  irruptions 
into  Britain,  deftroy  part  of  the  boun- 
dary of  caftlcs,and  retreat  with  their  booty,

449.  ihe  fiift  em!  -rltation  of  Saxons, 
arr.ved  at  Abbnjieet,  in  the  iflc  of  Tba- 
nrf  in  three  gjllics,  being  commanded 
by  licrgif:  and  ll.rj'a,  two  brothers  :  king 
Vonigen:  agreed  tj  take  them  into  his  pay  ;

defend  his  country  a*airill  the  P/e7r  and 
Scots,  and  accordii  fily  auv.ujccd  againlt  them, 
met  them  near  StaxfaJ  in  Lincdnjbire, 
where  he  repullcd  ihem>  and  compelled 
them  to  retire  further  not th ward. 

450.  The  Saxont,  however,  fent  for 
further  reinforcements,  whLh  arrived  in> 
fitteen  Jrge  lhii  s,  confining  of  Saxons9 
Jutet  ( Danes )  and  Ar.<J<\  (>f  Slepoick)  and 
with  them  came  Rivtra,  ti  e  beautiful 
niicc  cf  llenzijl,  whom  Northern  married, 
and,  i  ;  conli deration  thereof,  made  her 
father  king  of  Kent, 

451.  The  Saxons  hjving  driven  the 
Bids  and  Sots  una  the  north  pirt  of  the 
ifland,  introduced  ftill  greater  numbers  of 
the.r  countrymen. 

452.  Jlengif!  Lnt  for  a  fnither  fupply  j 
with  whom  airived  Oda  h's  brother,  who 
brought  with  him  his  fon  E!>u>a. 

454.  fonigrrn,  compelled  by  his  fub- 
jrc"U  to  admit  his  fon  Vortim^r  partner  ia 
the  throne,  was  deprived  0!  ail  authority. 

The  Briton:  endeavoured  to  rid  the  king* 
dem  of  the  Saxom  j  but  were  refilled  by  the 
Saxons,  when  a  war  commenced,  whicbi 
tern.inA'ed  in  favour  of  the  Utter. 

455.  The  frft  battle  was  fought  at 
Ayitsfird  in  Kent,  when  the  Saxons  werei 
commanded  by  Hwgifl  and  Jl^-ja,  and  the 
Britons  by  Mortimer,  Here  lie  ja  was  flaiq 
and  buried  near  the  fpot  which  is  now*  call* 
ed  Horded',  -r.d  Hengifi  with  his  own  hand 
fivw  Catigem  the  brother  of  Vortimer,  who 
w  as  buried  near  Aylesford ;  and,  notwith— 
ftanding  the  Saxw  had  pot  the  advantage 
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<ef  the  day,  immediately  after  the  battle 
Hkngtfi  firft  took  u^on  him  the  title  cf 
King  of  Ktnt. 

45?.  Two  yean  after,  another  battle 
*a>  fought  near  Crayfird  in  Kent,  where- 
in Vorttw.er  was  entirely  defeated,  with 
the  lof-  of  more  than  4000  men  and  his  btft 
officers. 

Vorttmer  retired  and  /hut  himfelf  up  in 
LcJj*,  not  being  able  u>  keep  the  field  j 
and  Hmgijl,  to  terrify  the  Brittns,  ravaged 
the  country  in  a  mtrnlefs  m inner  :  they 
that  were  moft  expofed  to  the  fury  of  the 
Saxons  left  their  habitations  and  fled  to 
the  woods  for  meter. 

458.  The  Britons  dc fired  afliftance  of 
the  kings  of  Armorica,  when  Ambriftut  was 
fent  with  10000  men,  but  through  jtaloufy 
prevented  tram  being  joined  by  the  Briton:, 
who  became  a  prey  to  their  inteftine  broils, 
in/lead  of  uniting  againft  the  common 
enemy. 

Numbers  of  the  Britcns  retired  into  Wales, 
and  fome  went  to  Hdlar.d,  and  landed  near 
Laydtn. 

Thus  the  unhappy  Britons,  for  feven  or 
C'ght  years,  fuftrrcd  all  the  calimit-rs  of  a 
civil  war,  till  by  agreemsnt  a  divilion  of 
the  kingdom  put  an  end  to  their  animofttics. 

466.  The  war  was  again  renewed  a  gain  ft 
their  temmon  enemy  the  Saxons,  and 
in  the  ftrft  engagement  Hengifi  loft  Wtpped 
bis  general,  at  Ipfwich  in  Suffolk. 

,467.  It  was  in  this  war  the  famous 
Arthur  at  14  years  of  age  firlr  made  his  ap- 
pearance. He  was  King  of  Cornwall  and 
Devon. 

47  J.  A  battle  was  loft  by  the  Britons, 
which  enabled  the  Saxont  to  enlarge  their 


475.  Vertimer  died  by  poifon,  given  hy 
fiis  mother  in  law  Rvwena,  at  the  infti- 
gaticn  of  Btngijl,  and  was  buried  at  Lin- 


476.  Henglfi  rntemined  Vortirem  and 
300  of  his  principal  noblemen,  whom  he 
murdered  on  May  1,  and  in  memory  of  it 
jhnbrrjivi  erected  Store-hence  in  Wiltfhire. 

jfmt"~sfiut  atfurr.ed  the  cV.rple  in  Britain, 
a/ter  the  manner  of  t!ie  Remans. 

477.  IJengifi't  treachery  and  murder  of 
the  Br, dp  nobles  rendered  him  hated, 
and  his  country  became  depopulated,  by  the 
inhabitants  retiring  to  other  parts  j  which 
Induced  him  to  fend  to  Germany  for  Ella, 
awho  Ja/jdcJ  at  Whiterirg  in  SuJJ'ex,  but  not 
without  oppoHtivn. 

With  him  arrived  hit  font,  tbe  youngeft 
was  Cjfa,    He  bad  continual 


wars  with  the  Britons,  the  particulars  where* 
of  are  unknown,  except  that  they  fettled 
on  the  fea-coatt,  and  were  called  the  South' 
S  axons,  and  their  country  Sujjex,  Thofe 
that  were  fettled  on  the  eaft  coaft  were 
called  Eafi- Saxons,  and  their  country  EJfex* 
The  count))'  between  EJftx  and  Svjfex  waa 
termed  Jl'idJiefex.  As  lor  Kent,  it  retained 
its  ancient  name. 

Without  any  previous  treaty  or  truce, 
both  Britons  and  Saxons  laid  quiet  for  eight 
years. 

4S5.  The  Britons  took  arms  against 
Vortigern,  purfued  him  Into  Walet,  where 
they  befieged  him  in  a  caftle  which  took 
fire,  and  he  perifhed  in  the  flames,  after  a 
troublefome  reign  of  30  years. 

4S7.  Ambrofiut  renewed  the  war  againft 
the  Saxons,  and  obtained  a  fignal  victory 
over  Ella  and  his  two  eldeft  fons. 

488.  Hengifi  died,  aged  69,  having  been 
in  Britain  39  years,  and  on  tbe  throne 
of  Kent  33. 

490.  Prince  Arthur,  who  had  long 
aflifted  Ambrofiut,  made  a  voyage  to  Jerm* 
J'alem. 

49  f .  Anbur  returned,  and  defeated  the 
Northumbrian  Saxons. 

Ella  having  taken  a  ftrong  place,  where 
now  Brvernfty  is,  in  Suffix,  aflumed  the 
title  of  King  of  the  South  Saxons,  and 
was  elected  the  Monarch  or  General,  ia 
the  room  of  Hengifi. 

494.  Arthur  again  defeated  the  Northum- 
brian Saxons,  on  the  river  Dug-la,  near 
Wtfgan  in  Lancajbire. 

495.  Cardie,  a  Saxon  general,  arrived 
in  Britain,  from  whom  defcended  the 
kings  of  England,  in  the  male  line,  to 
Edward  the  Confeflbr,  and  in  the  female 
line,  to  his  pre  fent  Majefty. 

The  fame  year  Arthur  befieged  York,  but 
was  obliged  to  raife  the  fiego,  as  Ctrdk'n 
landing  had  brought  frefh  troops. 

497.  Arthur  defeated  the  revolted  Aib* 
jecls  of  Ambrofiut,  and  drove  their  lead- 
er into  Wales,  where  he  procured  the  pof- 
feffion  of  Breeknoc  and  RaJmrJbire,  which 
he  erected  into  a  kingdom. 

50 1 .  Porta,  another  Saxon,  landed  at  the 
place  now  called  P  or tf mouth,  with  mors 
Saxons,  who  became  fo  very  numerous,  that 
Arthur  quitted  the  field  and  retired  to  London* 

504.  The  valiant  Arthur  again  took  the 
field  at  the  head  of  15000  men,  and) 
defeated  the  Saxons  under  Cerdie  mat  Bofion, 
and  foonaftera  fecond  time,  near  Gainsford. 

co8.  The  Br  horn  were  defeated  at 
Chard/ord  in  Hampjbtre,  5000  men  were 
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flain,  and  Amhrtfiut  died  in  a  very  advanced 
age. 

Arthur  fucccsdcd  Ambrofiu%  in  the  go- 
vernment, and  his  name  was  terrible  to 
the  Saxuns :  he  was  crowned  at  Curlew, 
and  defeated  the  Northumbrians  on  the  bor- 
ders of  the  river  Rilroit,  that  runs  through 
haneajbtre,  which  was  his  tenth  victory  over 
the  Saxons  j  and  foon  after  again  defeated 
another  army  of  theirs  at  Qadbury  in  Sj- 
m.rj'etjb'irt. 

511.  The  battle  of  Baden-Hill  near 
B>ub,  where  a  molt  complete  victory  was 
gained  by  Arthur,  wherein  two  of  theS.:xnn 
chiefs  were  flain,  and  Cerdic  was  onligcd 
to  retire  to  an  inaccefltble  poft.  Here  Ar- 
thur flew  400  with  his  own  hand. 

51a.  The  Piels  made  a  defcent  in  the 
north  in  favour  of  the  Saxons,  again  ft 
whom  Arthur  went,  defeated  them,  and 
ravaged  their  country* 

The  fame  yeai  died  Cutr.h'er,  the  wife 
of  Arthur,  and  (he  was  buried  in  the  county 
cS  Angus  in  Scotland. 

Arthur  retired  to  York  to  regulate  the  af- 
fairs of  the  church. 

5,13.  Cerdic  rcccivd  a  fupply,  of  troops, 
which  landed  at  Callhot  in  llamffiire,  from 
Germany,  to  reinforce  his  army,  after 
his  defeat  at  Baden-Hill ;  took  the  field 
again,  and  committed  great  devaflations. 

519.  Cerdic  defeated  the  Britons,  which 
made  them  defpair  of  extirpating  the  Sax- 

tHU. 

510.  The  bifhopricofSt.  David's  found- 
ed by  Arthur,  and  Dubr'uius  was  the  firft 
Bifliop. 

521.  Cerdic  founded  the  Wejl  Saxon 
kingdom,  and  was  crowned  at  frtnebejier, 
»3  years  after  his  arrival  in  Britain. 

527.  Ercbemoin  began  to  affume  the  title 
of  King  of  the  Eaft  Saxons. 

About  the  fame  time  multitudes  of  Angles 
landed  on  the  e  jftern  coaft  of  Britain,  where 
without  difficulty  they  fettled,  and  founded 
a  nfth  kingdom  under  the  name  of  Eajl 
Angles* 

Arthur  was  in  the  north  when  they 
landed,  and  Cerdic  gave  him  battle  and  de- 
feated him  at  Cbcrdfey  in  Buckingham/hire. 


528.  Arthur  made  a  treaty  with  Cerdk 
and  affumed  the  title  of  Emperor. 

530.  Cerdic  fubdued  the  111 e  of  fright 
and  cruelly  deftroyed  the  inhabitants. 

531.  Mfdred,  Arthur'' %  nephew,  debauch- 
ed the  Queen  in  private,  and  married  her 
publickly  ;  furrendcred  a  great  part  of  Ar- 
thur %  dominions  to  Cirdie,ztid  was  crowned 
King  of  the  remainder  at  London. 

53a.  Cerdic  invited  over  more  Saxons. 

533.  Cerdic  gave  the  Ifle  of  tVtgbt  to 
his  nephews. 

535.  Arthur  returned  from  Armor tea  and 
discovering  Modred'%  villany,  raifed  for- 
ces, and  after  feveml  defeats  in  favour 
of  Arthur,  a  decifive  one  was  fought  in 
54a,  near  Camelferd,  wherein  both  fell,  and 
with  Arthur  all  the  hopes  of  the  Britons, 
Arthur  was  buried  at  GlaJJcnbury,  aged  90, 
76  years  of  which  was  fpent  in  continual 
ctcrtife  of  arms.  He  was  born  at  Tindagcl 
in  Cornwall. 

547.  Ida,  an  Angle,  landed  at  Flambo- 
reugb,  and  became  the  firft  King  of  Nor- 
thumberland. 

55a.  The  Britons  made  a  weak  effort 
againft  the  Saxons  without  fuccefs. 

560.  The  bilhoprick  of  St.  Afapb  found- 
ed by  Kentiger,  a  Set.  Himfclf  the  firft 
bifhop. 

571.  Ufa  affumed  the  title  of  King  of 
the  Eajl  Angles. 

C71.  Chevlsn  obliged  the  kings  of  Kenrw 
Efex  and  Suijex  to  fubmit  to  him  as  their 
fuperior.  He  then  attacked  the  Britcnsp 
but  death  feized  him  in  the  midft  of  his 
victories. 

584.  Crida,  a  Saxon  chief,  arrived  in 
Britain  with  a  large  fleet,  and  made  great 
conquefts,  which  obliged  the  Bnnns  to  rr- 
tire  entirely  into  Cambria,  and  Crida  founded 
the  kingdom  of  Mcriia,  which  was  the  latt 
of  the  feven  Saxon  kingdoms,  tailed  the 
Heptarchy.

HE  NG  1ST,  firft  monarch  of  Britain, 
landed  in  the  i fie  <  f  Tbar.ct,  4.") ;  and  after 
having  furpriled  Vsrtigern,  and  put  to  death 
a  great  numb  r  of  the  Brirwt,  took  poiTef- 
fion  of  the  b  ft  part  of  his  domii  ions,  and 
bid  the  foundation  of  the  monarchy.  He 
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bore  in  h?s  ftandard  the  white  horfe  bla 
coned,  in  the  lame  manner  aa  borne  by  the 
dukes  or*  Bmnfwick.  He  was  born  at  Angria 
In  Wtfybalia,  and  It  ft  behind  him  two  Ions 
and  a  daughter,  having  leigned  thirty-three 
years,  died  in  4S8,  and  was  fucccee-ed  by 

ELLA,  the  fecond  monarch,  fent  tor  by 
Her.  gift  in  the  23d  year  ot  his  regn,  who 
brought  with  him  i  fupply  ot  Saxons,  and 
landed  at  Shorcham  xnSuJJrx.  He  continued  in 
Brit  tin  rive  years,  harraihng  the  natives,  he- 
fore  he  aflumed  thetile  of  king  ot  tke  South' 
Saxons,  which  he  governed  for  fix  years  be- 
fore the  death  ot  Hrngijl,  after  uhom  he 
Succeeded  as  the  fecond  monarch.  He  had 
three  fons,  the  eldcft  died  before  their  fa- 
ther, and  theyoungrft  fucceeded  him  in  the 
kingdom  of  the  Sbutb-Saxem.  Ella  was 
JTucceeded  by 

CERDJC,  the  third  monarch,  who  ar- 
rived in  Britain  and  overcame  a  Britijb  fuve 
reign,  called  NatanLod,  near  the  f;>ot  now  cal- 
led Chard,  in  Hamfjhire,  in  the  feventh  year 
©f  the  reign  of  Ella  s  monarchy,  and  in  about 
lix  years  after  began  the  kingdom  of  the 
IVtjl-Saxoni,  where  he  reigned  thirteen 
years,  vt  hen  he  afTumed  the  monarchy, which 
he  continued  the  fpace  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  dying  in  534,  left  two  fons. 

KENRIKE,  fecond  king  of  the  Wtjl-Sa- 
mens,  fourth  monarch,  the  cldeft  fon  of  Ctr- 
die,  and  immediately  after  the  death  of  his  fa- 
ther, fucceeded  in  his  whole  dominions.  He 
twice  defeated  the  Brit  cm  in  the  3*d  year  of 
his  age.  He  reigned  26  years,  and  died  560. 
He  left  three  fons,  theeldeft  was 

CHEFLINE,  the  third  king  of  the  Wtjl- 
Saxont,  and  fifth  monarch,  fucceeded  his 
father  in  both  his  dignities,  and  enlarged 
his  kingdom  of  the  Wtfi-Saxom  j  but  treat- 
ing his  lubjetts  with  contempt,  he  was  by 
them  compelled  to  abdicate  his  throne  in 
the  thirty -third  year  of  his  reign,  and  died 
in  banifliment  in  593.  He  had  two  fons, 
the  youngeft  of  whom  furvived  him. 

ETHELBERTr  fifth  king  of  Kent,  and 
iixth  monarch  of  Britain,  began  to  reign  593. 
St.  Aurv/fine  firft  arrived  in  his  dominions, 
in  596,  with  his  followers,  were  entertained 
by  the  king  at  Canto  bury,  where  they  fettled, 
and  to  whofe  doctrine  Etbtlbtrt  became  a 
convert,  and  gave  Canterbury  to  the  ufe  of 
the  Auguftinet.  He  alfo  procured  from 
Etbelbrrt  the  gift  of  an  idol  temple  without 
the  walls  of  the  city,  as  a  burial  place  for 
himfelf  and  fucceflfors,  which  he  afterwards 
converted  into  a  monastery.  This  King  was 
|he  firft  that  caufed  the  laws  of  the  land  to 
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did  many  things  that  are  worthy  to  be  ex- 
amples to  his  fucccflTort.  He  died  February 
24,  616,  the  twenty-firft  of  his  chriftiani'y, 
the  twenty-third  of  his  monarchy,  and  the 
fifty-fixth  of  his  reign  over  Kent,  and  wai 
buried  at  Canterbury,  His  firft  wife  was 
the  daughter  of  Cbilptrike,  king  of  France, 
by  whom  he  had  three  children,  a  fon  and 
two  daughters.  He  ha<t  a  fecond  wife, 
whofe  name  is  not  tranfmittcd  to  us,  being 
unworthy  of  remembrance,  tor  marrying 
her  fon-in-law,  after  the  death  of  hi»  father* 
Pope  Btnriface  presented  Etlellert%  eldest 
daughter,  Etbdlurge,  wirh  a  looking  glad 
and  an  ivory  comb,  (whLh  was  prcfervedf 
in  Sir  Robert  Cotton 's  collection)  in  order  to 
induce  her  to  be  married  to  £</ww,  king  of 
Ncr: bun ber land. 

REDfFALD,  third  king  of  tht  Ea/l-An* 
g/ctf  became  the  feventh  monarch  or  Bri* 
tain  about  616  }  and  in  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  his  reign  over  the  Eafi-Angkt ;  who 
in  the  fecond  year  of  Ins  reign  had  efta- 
bliflied  Edwin  on  the  throne  of  Nortbumber* 
land*  He  d  ed  in  the  eighth  year  of  hit 
monarchy,  and  the  thirty -firit  of  his  reign 
over  the  Eajl- Angles,  in  the  year  of  Ctrijt 
624.  He  had  two  fons,  the  eidrft  died  be- 
fore his  father,  and  the  youngeft  fucceeded 
him  in  the  throne  of  the  Eajl-A>glei. 

EDfflN  the  Great,  king  of  h^rtbumben* 
land)  fucceeded  Rtdwa/d  as  the  eighth  mo- 
narch of  Britain,  in  the  year  624  ;  he  waa 
the  firft  chriftian  ?nd  the  ninth  king  of 
Northumberland.  Hs  received  baptifm  the 
12th  of  Af>ril  in  the  eleventh  year  of  hi* 
reig-.,  in  627,  about  one  hundred  and  eighty 
years  after  the  arrival  of  the  Saxcrts.  He 
loft  his  life  in  a  battl-,  Oflofier  4,  633,  the 
fixth  of  his  chriftianity,  the  rinth  of  hi* 
monarchy,  and  the  forty- feventh  year  of  hit 
age.  His  body  was  buried  at  HTrby,  in 
YorVJhire.  He  had  two  fons  by  his  firft 
wife,  by  his  fecond  he  had  two  fons  and  two 
daughters. 

OSWALD,  the  tenth  king  of  Northum- 
berland, and  the  ninth  monarch  of  Britain  p 
in  634,  erecled  a  crofs  of  wood,  which  it 
faid  by  Btdt,  to  be  the  firft  altar  to  Cbrift 
among  the  Brmiciant.  He  was  (lain  at 
Maferfitld  in  Sbropfhire,  Auguft  1,  643,  in 
the  ninth  year  or  his  monarchy,  and  the 
thirty-eighth  of  his  age.  He  married  K'me~ 
burg,  daughter  of  Kingtis,  the  firft  chriftian 
king  of  the  WefiSaxcns,  by  whom  he  had 
a  fon  named  Etbehvald. 

CJWT,  the  eleven  h  king  of  Northumbtr- 
land,  became  the  tenth  monarch  of  Britain 
in  643,  on  QBtitr  13.    He  totally  defeated 
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frnJa  the  Mercian,  and  Et be/red  king  of  the  | 
taji- Angles,  on  November  6,  67  3, and  reigned 
ia  great  glory  for  thirty-three  yean.  He  it 
was  that  decided  the  long  controverfy  for 
the  ceLbr-itien  of  Eafier.  He  died  February 
15,  670.  Hit  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Ed- 
tein  of  Northumberland,  by  whom  he  hid 
two  font  and  two  daughters. 

HULFUERE,  fixth  king  of  the  Mer- 
eians,  became  eleventh  monarch  of  Britain  in 
67 1  j  he  began  to  reign  in  Mercia  in  659,  and 
reigned  ever  them  feventcen  years,  and  was 
monarch  of  Britain  four,  He  died  in  675, 
tod  was  buried  at  Peterborough.  He  married 
the  daughter  ofErcombert  oi  Kent,  by  whom 
be  had  three  fons  and  a  daughter. 

E7HELRED,  the  feventh  king  of  Mer- 
tia,  and  the  twelfth  monarch  of  Britain, 
succeeded  his  brother  IVulfbere  in  both  dig- 
nities, in  675.  In  the  beginning  of  hit 
reign  hedeiolated  great  part  of  Kent,  and  in 
677  deftroyed  the  city  of  Roebefter,  and 
many  religious  foundations  j  in  recompence 
for  which  he  became  a  monk,  and  died 
abbot  of  Bradnry,  in  the  thirtieth  year  of 
his  reign,  and  of  Cbrifi  70 5.  He  married 
the  daughter  of  Ofzvy,  of  Northumberland, 
by  whon  he  bad  a  fon  who  outlived  his  fa- 
ther but  did  not  fucceed  him  in  his  ho- 
xuiun. 

KENRED,  his  nephew,  the  eighth  king 
of  Mercia:,  and  thirteenth  monarch,  fuc- 
ceeded  his  uncle  in  his  dominions  in  705, 
and  reigned  in  peace  for  four  years,  and  then 
following  his  uncle's  example,  became  a 
monk.  In  his  reign  pope  Conftantine  or- 
dained the  adoration  of  images  to  comme- 
morate faints.    He  was  fucceeded  by 

CHELRED,  fon  to  Etbelred,  ninth  king 
of  the  Mercians,  and  the  fourteenth  monarch, 
in  709.  He  was  killed  in  battle  with  has, 
king  of  the  Wtft-Saxsnt,  after  a  reign  of 
feren  years,  716.  He  died  without  chil- 
dren, and  was  buried  at  Lad  jit  Id. 

ETHELBALD  I.  tenth  king  of  the 
Mercians,  became  fifteenth  monarch  of  Bri- 
tain, in  716.  The  beginning  of  his  reign 
was  debauched,  but  he  reformed  on  being 
admonished  by  Cutbbcrt,  archbirtiop  of  Can- 
terbury, and  by  way  of  an  atonement  built 
Crcy  land- Abbey  in  Lincoln/hire.  In  the  thir- 
tieth year  of  his  reign  it  was  enacted  that 
the  fcriptures  mould  be  read  in  monasteries, 
and  the  Lord's  prayer  and  Creed  taught  in 
the  Sax&n  tongue.  In  the  fortieth  year  of 
his  reign  he  was  flain  by  his  own  fubjeds, 
when  he  was  leading  his  troops  againft  Cutb- 
rtJ  the  Weft-Saxon,  at  Stecndine,  three  miles 
from  Tamxecrtb  in  Wamitkjbire,  and  was 
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buried  at  Repron  in  Derby/hire,  in  757,  leav- 
ing neither  wife  nor  child. 

OFF  A,  the  1  ith  king  of  the  Merciant, 
and  1 6th  monarch.  He  was  born  lanoe, 
deaf,  and  blind,  which  continued  till  he 
arrived  to  manhood,  when  the  Mercian  no- 
bles received  him  fur  their  king,  and  h« 
began  his  reign  with  a  greater  profpccl  of 
glory  than  any  of  his  predecefibrs.  H« 
took  up  arms  againft  Kent,  flew  their  king 
at  Otteford,  and  conquered  that  kingdom. 
He  made. great  bavock  beyond  the  Hnmber, 
whence  returning  triumphant,  he  went 
againft  the  Weft-Saxvis.  He  caufed  a  great 
trench  to  be  dug,  from  Briftol  to  Bafing- 
tvark  in  Flirt/hire,  as  the  boundary  of  th« 
Britons  who  harboured  in  Wales,  in  774  ; 
which  the  Weljb  endeavoured  to  deftrny,  but 
were  repulfcd  with  great  loft.  The  ledger- 
book  of  St.  Albans  lays,  Offa  firft  ordained 
the  founding  cf  trumpets  before  the  kings 
oi  England,  to  denote,  his  appearance,  and 
require  refpefh  He  repulfcd  the  Danes,  to 
their  great  lofs.  He  admitted  his  fon  Eg- 
fryd  a  partner  in  his  fovereigniy,  and  out  of 
devotion  paid  a  vifit  to  Rome,  where  he  made 
his  kingdom  fubjeel  to  a  tribute,  then  call- 
ed Peter-pence,  and  procured  the  canoniza- 
tion of  St.  Alb  an.  At  his  return  he  built 
St.  Albans  monaflery,  oppofite  Verolanium 
in  Herrfordjhire,  793.  Kc  dird  at  QJfirv, 
June  ao,  794,  in  the  39th  year  of  his  reign, 
and  was  buried  at  Bedford,  in  a  chapel  fine* 
fwallowed  up  by  the  river  Oufe.  He  had 
iflue  by  his  queen,  one  fon  and  three  daugh- 
ters. 

EGFRTD,  the  12th  king  of  the  Mer- 
cians, and  17th  monarch  of  Britain,  fucceed-  . 
ed  his  father  in  both  dignities,  on  the  13th 
of  July,  794 ;  died  the  1 7th  oi  December  ft-J- 
lowing,  and  was  buried  in  the  a'ubey  church 
of  St.  Albans,  leaving  neitrrr  wife  or  child. 

KEN  WOLFE,  13th  kir;.-  <  f  the  Mer- 
cians, and  liUh  monarch,  fucceed.  I  Eg  fryd 
in  79s.  He  was  an  example  of  piety,  and 
impartially  adminiftered  jufticc  ;  he  was 
temperate,  humMe,  courteous,  without  o- 
ftcntation,  in  peace  ftudious  to  enrich  his 
fubjefls,  and  in  war  firm  and  determined, 
which  crowned  his  endeavours  with  victo- 
ry. He  conquered  Kent,  gave  that  king- 
dom to  Cut  bred,  and  kept  their  king  Pren 
captive  in  Mercia.  He  built  Wimbevmb 
monaftcry  in  GUuctftetjhire,  where  he  led 
Pren  to  the  altar,  and  relcafcd  him  without 
r-nfomor  even  intrcjty.  He  died  in  8x0;, 
in  the  aadycar  of  his  reign,  and  was  buried 
at  Wincbcwnb*  He  left  one  fon  and  two 
daughters. 

C  EGBERT 
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EGBERT,  the  i7tb  king  of  the  Weft-  * 
Saxons,  and  19th  but  firft  folc  monarch  of 
the  Englijk.  He  begin  hit  reign  over  the 
HM- Saxons  in  800.  The  Ccmijh  and  JFrJfc 
aflociated  againft  him,  which  provoked  him 
%o  enact,  a  law,  commanding  no  Briton  to 
prefume  to  pa  ft  Offas  ditch,  and  immediate 
death  to  hi*  enemies  that  durft  fet  foot  up- 
on Englifb  ground.  He  took  Cbefter,  and 
caoicd  their  broken  image  of  Cadwalh  to  be 
thrown  down  from  the  weftern  gate  of  Lon- 
don. He  conquered  Merria,  and  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  lole  monarchy.  Hit  fuc- 
ceft  was  fo  great,  in  a  war  undertaken  in 
809,  that  in  one  campaign  be  reduced  ail 
Cornwall  to  his  obedience, 
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$98.  Aujiin  is  eonfecratr  d  archbifliop  of 
Canterbury,  by  Eutbcrius  archbifliop  of  ArUt 
an  France. 

602.  AuJKn  endeavour*  to  perfuade  the 
Britijb  biftiop5  to  fubmit  to  him  in  the  ob- 
fcrvation  of  E after,  and  to  accept  him  for 
their  bifliop,  which  they  rcfufe. 

604.  St.  JWs  in  London  founded  by 
Etbelbert. 

Mahomet  began  his  opinions. 

The  biflioprick  of  London  founded  by 
Etbelbert  king  of  Kent,  St.  Miletus  the  firft 
bifliop. 

The  biflioprick  of  Bath  and  Welh  found- 
ed by  Ina,  king  of  the  Wefi-Sa\xons.  Add- 
mus  the  firft  bifliop. 

The  biflioprick  of  Rocheftir  founded  by 
Etbelbert,  king  of  Kent.  St.  Juftus  the  firft 
bifliop. 

Avflin  archbi&op  of  Canterbury  dies. 

605.  A  court  of  chancery  fo  long  ago  as 
this  year,  according  to  Si  Idas.  Augemundux 
the  firft  chancellor. 

611.  St.  Peter*  church  and  abbey  of 
'  Wiftminftr  founded  by  Sebert,  king  of  the 
Eafl-Saxous. 

The  arch'oiflioprtck  of  York  founded  by 
Fdwh  king  of  the  Northumbrian*  St. 
Poulinus  the  firft  archbifljop. 

635.  York  being  made  an  archbifliop's 
fee,  Hcnorins  the  pope  fent  a  pall  to  Paulinut 
the  archbifliop  j  as  he  did  another  pall  at 
the  fame  time,  to  Hsnoritts  archbiihop  of 
Canterbury  \  and  fent  alfo  decretal  letters, 
wherein  he  directed,  that  if  either  the  arch- 
bifhop of  Canterbury  or  York  fliould  die,  the 
Jurvivor  might  ordain  and  confecrate  ano- 
ther, without  applying  to  Rome, 

637.  Soon  after  Kwrgillut  king  of  the 
Wefi-Saxm,  with  his  people,  and  the  reft 
•f  the  Saxon  kings,  received  the  chriftian

faith.  During  the  Sax™  heptarchy,  whicfc 
did  not  continue  300  years,  it  is  obferved, 
that  no  lefs  than  30  Englijh  Saxon  king* 
and  queens  rcfigncd  their  crowns,  to  enjoy 
a  religious  folitude. 

640.  Ercombert,  king  of  four,  commands 
the  heathen  images  to  be  deftroyed,  and  en- 
forces the  obfervation  of  Lent,  by  civil  fanc- 
tions. 

643.  The  univerfity  of  Cambridge  is  faid 
by  fome  to  be  founded  by  Sigebert,  king  of 
the  Eaft-Angles,  about  this  year. 

650.  The  biflioprick  ofWincbefter  found- 
ed by  Kmegillnt,  king  of  the  freft-Saxons* 
St  B'tfinns  the  firft  bifliop. 

656.  The  biflioprick  of  Litchfield  and 
Coventry  founded  by  Ofwy,  king  of  JW- 
tbnmberland*    Duma  the  firft  bifliop, 

663.  Glafs  invented  by  a  bifliop,  and 
brought  into  England  by  Bencdifl  a  modk. 

669.  A  frhool  or  feminary  creeled  at 
Crecklade  in  Wiltjhire,  where  befides  divini- 
ty, was  taught  Latin,  Greek,  arithmetic, 
mufic,  and  afironomy. 

678.  The  appeal  from  England  to  the 
fee  of  Rcme,  by  Wilfred,  archbifljop  oi  Can~ 
urbury  \  the  decree  from  thence  treated 
with  contempt. 

679.  The  biflioprick  of  Worcefter  found* 
ed  by  Etbelred,  king  01  the  Mercians.  Bo- 
felut  the  firft  bifliop. 

680.  The  canons  of  five  general  coun^ 
cils  ( vias.  Nice,  Conftantinople,  Epbefus,Cha(- 
cedon,  and  another  at  Cor.fi  am  ix  op  It )  received 
in  England. 

The  biflioprick  of  Hereford  founded  by 
Mil/ride,  a  nobleman  of  that  county.  Put- 
ta  the  firft  bifliop. 

690.  The  biflioprick  of  Durham  was 
tranflated  from  Linditfante,  or  Holy  Ifland, 
by  AldermusXht  twenty-fourth  bifliop  there- 
of, himfclf  being  the  firft  bifliop. 

710.  A  fynod  held  at  Alnemick  in  Nor- 
thumberland, when  the  worfttipping  of  ima- 
ges was  introduced  into  England. 

720.  Ina,  king  of  th  e  fVtJI-Saxoni,  went 
to  Rome,  and  made  the  Pope  a  prefent  of 
the  tax  fince  called  Peter-pence  or  Romc-fcot* 
It  was  called  Peter-pence,  becaufe  it  was  to 
be  paid  on  the  feaft  of  St.  Peter  ad  vtncuJa  t 
it  was  given  for  maintaining  an  Englijh 
fchool  at  Rome,  though  future  popes  pre- 
tended k  was  a  tribute  due  to  the  fee  of 
Rome  from  this  nation. 

741.  A  fynod  held  of  Engfi/b  bimops, 
when  a  canon  was  made  again  ft  the  drun- 
kennef*  of  the  clergy.

The  Heptarchy  being  ended,  by  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  feven  kingdoms  under  the  do- 
minion  of  the  king  of  Wtjftx,  except  Aflrr- 
eia,  Ejfl  Amelia  and  Northumberland,  which 
still  preferred  a  lhsdow  of  liberty;  and 
probablj  Egbtrt  would  not  have  permitted 


other  kings  to  be  c  ho/en,  after  the  death  of 
tbofe  who  were  then  on  the  throne,  if  the 
Dana  had  not  began  their  invasions,  and 
prevented  him  from  purfriag  his  intended 

meafures. 

The  government  of  the  Heptarchy,  from 
HengiJ,'*  arnval  to  its  ditfclution,  was  37$ 
years.  Various  circumftances  occurred  tt 
procure  that  event )  the  principal  of  which 
was  the  great  inequality  amongft  the  feven 
kingdoms,  in  extent  and  power.  The  Hep- 
tarchy  was  hardly  founded,  before  the  kings 
of  Weffex  fubdued  Suffix  and  Kent  J  and  the 
kings  of  Mtrc'ta  had  nearly  conquered  £/- 
ft*,  when  it  was  itfelf  reduced  by  Egbtrt, 
and  Eafi  Augl'ut  was  conquered  by  the  Mer- 
cians. But  the  principal  caufc  ot  the  dif- 
folution  was  the  default  of  male  heirs  in 
the  royal  families  of  all  the  kingdoms, 
Fl  'cjJ'ex  excepted  ;  whence  srofe  thofe  diyi- 
fions  among  the  great  men,  which  exceed- 
ingly weakened  their  refpcOjve  ftatci.

A  BOUT  this  year,  Egbtrt,  the 
£\.  17th  king  of  the  trefl  Saxo/ts, 
brought  mod  of  the  other  Saxon  princes 
sinder  his  government,  and  reigned  feven- 
years,  the  firft  fole  monarch  of  this 
to  which  he  firft  [8*9]  gave  the 
name  of  England. 

833.  The  Danes  landed  a  third  time, 
with  great  forces,  St  Cbarmoutb  in  Dorfet, 


about  this  year,  and 
ground  againf*  king  Egbtrt. 
8?<.    Evbtrt  engaged  th< 


maintained  their 


35.  Egbtrt  engaged  them  in  a  fecond 
battle,  and  forced  them  to  quit  the  ifland. 

838.  Egbtrt  having  reigned  king  of  the 
Wift  Saxons  36  years,  and  upwards  of  10 
fole  monarch  of  England,  died,  and  was  bu- 
ried at  rVinebefier,  February  4.  He  left  two 
font  and  a  daughter.

838.  r-T^HE  eldeft  fon  of  Egbtrt  fucceed- 
X  ed  his  father.  He  is  faid  to 
have  been  a  monk  and  bifhop  of  IVmcbefler, 
and  abfolved  from  his  vows  by  pope  Gre- 
gory IV. 

840.  The  Dana  very  much  infeft  the 
kingdom.  Etbehvolf  went  againft  them  in

This  year  is  remarkable  for  the  entire

S41.  Etbehvolf  refigned  to  his  natural 
fon  A-bt/Jtan,  the  kingdoms  of  Kent,  EJfex, 
Sujfex  and  Surry,  with  the  title  of  King  of* 
Kent',  referving  to  himfelf  the  fovereignty 
of  all  England,  with  the  kingdom  of  Wcjfcx* 

Etbelred,  who  ruled  in  Northumberland, 
was  expelled,  but  three  years  after  was  re- 
taliated. 

S43.  The  Dana  again  harrafs  the  Eng- 
fi/b  coafls. 

845.  They  landed  this  year  at  Parti  in

Atbelflan  purfued  them  with  his  fleet) 
and  took  nine  of  their  mips  near  Sandwich 
in  Kent, 

85a.  Notwithstanding  their  ill  fucceft 
laft  year,  tbey  landed  again,  in  the  Thames, 
where  they  arrived  with  300  (hips,  and  no- 
thing being  able  to  oppofe  them,  they 
landed  near  London,  where  they  began  their 
ufual  ravages.  Linden  and  Canterbury  felt 
unmercifully  the  effects  of  their  rapine. 
They  then  attacked  the  King's  army,  at 
Oakley  in  Surry ,  but  met  with  fo  great  a 
defeat  that  but  few  efcaped.  Atbdftun  is 
tio  more  fpoken  of,  but  fuppofed  to  have 
loft  his  life  in  this  battle. 

853.  The  Wetjb  took  up  arms,  but  were 
Toon  reduced  to  obedience. 

E'behvslf,  with  the  confent  of  the  tri- 
butary kings  and  his  great  council,  granted 
the  tythes  of  all  England  to  the  church  j 
and  carrying  his  fon  Alfred  along  with  him 
to  Rome  [854]  he  rebuilt  the  Englijh  col- 
lege there,  extending  the  gift  of  Pttcr- 
pence  over  ail  his  dominions,  for  the  bet- 
ter fupport  of  the  ftudents  there.  He  obli- 
ged himi'elf  alfo  to  fend  to  Rente  annually 
3C0  marks,  200  whereof  were  to  purchafe 
wax  tapers,  for  the  churches  of  St.  Peter 
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and  St*  Paul,  and  the  remaining  hundred  t9 
be  at  the  Pope's  difpofal.  In  his  return 
from  Rome,  he  vifitcd  the  court  of  France, 
and  married  Judith,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
king  of  France,  a  princefs  of  but  twelve 
years  of  age,  which  unfuitable  match  in- 
duced his  fon  Etbclbald  to  confpire  agtinlt 
his  father. 

The  Kiag  returned  to  England,  and  war 
compelled  by  his  fon  [855]  to  furrender  tho 
Kentijb  dominions  t6  him,  with  the  fame 
power  as  held  by  Atbelflan,  who  was  dead. 

About  this  time,  Edmund,  a  youth  of  roy- 
al extraction,  was  crowned  king  of  Eafl 
An?lia, 

856.  Eileltvclf  finding  death  approach- 
ing, made  his  will,  wherein  he  difpofed  of 
his  dominions  to  Ethelbert,  and  after  hit 
deceafe  to  Etbelred,  and  after  him  to  Alfred 
his  youngeft  fon.  This  is  the  firft  inftance 
of  our  kings  difpofing  of  their  dominions 
by  will* 

S57.  Etbelwolf  6lcd  Jan.  13,  and  was 
buried  at  Steining  in  Sufftx,  having  reigned 
20  years,  leaving  behind  him  four  fons  and 
one  daughter,  who  was  married  to  But  bred 
king  of  Mcrcia,  and  died  in  SS8.  Ethel- 
bald,  his  elded  fon,  was  already  in  pofieffion 
of  rVeJJ'fX  J  Etbelberf,  the  fecond  fon,  had 
for  his  fharc  Kent,  EjJ'ex,  Surrey  and  Suj]'ex9 
comprized  under  the  name  of  the  kingdom 
of  Kent ;  but  Etbelred  and  Alfred  were  but 
ill  provided  for,  till  tlicy  afcended  the  throne. 


ETHELBALD. 


857,  X_T^  fucceeded  his  father,  and  not- 
JTjl.  withftanding  he  oppofed  him  for 
honouring  the  emperor  Charles's  daughter 
with  being  his  queen,  after  his  death,  con- 
trary to  all  hws,  took  her  for  his  own  wife. 
This  reign  wai  remarkable  for  no  event  of 
moment,  nor  for  any  aclion  of  his  worth 
recording,  except  being  brought  to  a  fenfe 
tf  his  fault  in  marrying  his  Hep-mother, 


for  which  he  was  obliged  to  make  hit 

peace  with  the  priclts,  by  donations  to  mo- 
nafteries,  abbeys,  and  other  religious  foun- 
dations. 

He  reigned  about  two  years  and  a  half, 
and  left  his  whole  kingdom  to  his  brother 
Etkelbert.  He  died  Dec.  20,  860,  and  wa,t 
buried  firft  at  Sherburne  in  Dcrferjbire,  but 
removed  to  Salijbury. 


ETHELBERT 


S60.  ^Uceeeded  his  brother,  both  by  his 
^  father's  as  well  as  his  brother's 
appointment.  He  was  crowned  Jan.  S60-1. 

861.    This  year  the  Danes  renewed 
their  invafions,  and  as  they  had  fo  long 
kept  from  hence,  there  were  no  prepara- 
tions to  repulfe  their  attacks.    They  land- 
j*  at  fortsnyrs* 


862.  They  burnt  fPincbefler,  but  w 
checked  in  their  deflation.  Soon  after 
they  again  landed  in  the  ifle  ofThanrt,  and 
were  preparing  to  ravage  the  country,  to 
prevent  which  Etbelbert  gave  them  a  fum 
of  money.  As  foon  as  they  h.id  received 
the  money  they  pillrged  the  country,  de- 
all  with  fire  and  fword.

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S63.  They  bndcd  again,  in  the  ifle  of 
Ybaxct,  where  they  wintered,  and  in  the 
fp  ring  made  their  incurfioru. 

Etbelbert  gave  them  money  to  quit  the 
Jand,  which  they  no  fooner  had  received, 
but  they  made  inroads  into  Kent,  and  de- 
Cray  cd  all  before  them  with  fire  and  fword. 

£65.  Etbtlbtrt  began  levying  an  army  to 
intercept  them,  but  his  preparations  occa-

266.  Etbtlbtrt  died,  having  reigned  fix 
years,  during  which  time  hiftory  afford*  but 
few  events  befidcs  the  invafions  of  the  Diner. 
He  was  buried  near  his  brother,  at  Sber* 
borne,  leaving  behind  him  two  fons,  Adhtlm 
and  EtbeJward,

J66.  f  r'HE  third  fon  of  Etbckvolf,  fuc- 
X    ceeded  to  the  crown,  in  whofe 
reign  the  Danes  commit  great  ravages  thro* 
the  whole  kingdom. 

S67.  The  Danes  in  particular  ravaged 
the  monasteries  for  their  moft  valuable  ef- 
fects, and  multitudes  of  nuns  were  expofed 
to  their  luft.  To  prevent  the  like  at  Col- 
dxrgham  in  the  county  of  March  in  Scotland, 
the  atbefs  =nd  nuns  cut  ofi*  their  nofes  and 
npper  lips,  to  fcreen  themfelves  from  the 
outrages  they  w*re  threatened  with,  for 
.  -which  the  Danes  let  fire  to  the  monaftcry, 
and  the  nuns  were  all  burnt  in  it.  They 
id  fire  to  the  city  of  Yerk  [869]  $  and  mur- 


der Edmund,  titular  king  of  the  EaJI-An- 
gles  [870]  the  place  of  whofe  burial  is  fince 
called  St.  Edmund's  Bury,  They  deftroyed 
the  mona Aeries  of  Bradney,  Croivland,  Pe- 
terborough t  Ely  and  Huntingdon. 

871.  Etbelred  overthrew  the  Danes  at 
Affenfon,  which  was  the  greateft  loft  the 
Danes  had  ever  met  with  in  England.  He 
had  nine  fct  battles  with  the  Danes  in  one 
year,  and  was  wounded  between  Abingdon 
and  IVallingfcrd  in  Berkfire,  which  occa- 
fioned  his  death,  April  27,  872.  He  wm 
buried  at  Wtnborne  in  Dor  fct  p. ire,  and  left 
two  fon  1  and  one  daughter. 

In  this  reign  happened  a  great  plague. 


ALFRED 

S-2.  T~*Otirth  fon  of  Etbehoolf,  fucceed- 
X/  cd  his  brother  in  the  lid  year 
of  hi<  age,  was  crowned  at  Wincbtper,  and 
is  diftinguifhed  by  thr  title  of  Alfred  the 
Great,  at  whofs  coronation  was  firft  ufed 
the  ceremony  of  crowning  and  anointing. 
He  was  born  at  fVartage  in  Berks,  849,  and 
was  obliged  to  take  the  field  againft  the 
Danes  within  one  month  after  his  corona- 
tion, at  rVdton  in  Wilt:,  with  various  fuc- 
refj,  but  at  length  defeated  them. 

876.  The  Danes  divided  their  army ;  one 
part  feirei  on  Exeter  where  they  wintered, 
and  the  other  went  to  Northumberland.  Al- 
fred defeated  rhcm  at  Exeter %  but  they  again 
made  head  againft  him  at  Chippenham,  where 
he  was  worftcd,  and  foon  after  at  Brifiol, 
where  he  rccovertd  ftrength,  and  attacked 
them  in  camp,  at  Abingdon  in  Berk/lire. 
He  fought  feven  battles  with  them  the  fame 
year. 

877.  AnotheHuccour  of  Danes  arrived, 
and  Alfred  was  obliged  to  difguife  himfelf 
in  rhe  fervice  of  a  ftiepbeTd,  in  the  ifle  of 
jUdtrfey,  ia  the  county  of  Smerfct, 


the  GREAT, 

878.  In  the  difguife  of  a  mufician,  he 
difcovered  the  Danes'  carelefs  way  of  liv- 
ing, and  collecting  his  fcattered  friends,  at- 
tacked and  defeated  them. 

He  compelled  their  king  Gut  brum,  with 
thirty  of  the  chiefs  of  the  army,  and 
divers  of  the  common  foldiers,  to  be  bap- 
tized, and  forced  them  to  retire  out  of  the 
kingdom. 

879.  Alfred built  Sbaft/bury. 

881.  The  lYeljk  princes  did  homage  ta 
Alfred. 

886.  Alfred  puts  the  Engtifh  upon  build- 
ing lliips  for  their  fecurity. 

He  rebuilt  the  city  of  London,  which  had 
been  burnt  and  deftroyed  by  the  Danes, 
about  the  year  859. 

There  was  at  this  time  hardly  a  layman 
that  could  read  English,  or  a  pricft  that  un- 
derftood  Latin  in  Britain. 

He  reftored  learning  in  the  univerfity  of 

Oxford. 

Alfred  was  inverted  by  Etbelred  with  the 
dignity  and  title  of  an  Earl,  the  firft  of  that 
title  being  titula/.  % 

Mo,  The 
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889.  The  Danes  returned,  but 
ftpulfed* 

890.  Alfred  divided  the  kingdom  into 
•ounties,  hundreds,  and  tithinga. 

He  introduced  the  way  of  building 
with  brick  and  ftone  ;  and  was  the  firft 
that  had  a  method  of  dividing  time  by  can- 
dles made  of  wax,  marked  with  lines 
-which  ferved  foi  fo  many  hoars  ;  and  to 
prevent  the  wind  from  making  them  burn 
unfteadily,  he  invented  the  expedient  of 
inclofing  them  in  lanthorns.- 

892.  The  Danes  arrived  again  with  150 
Hups,  and  harrafled  the  land. 

893.  The  Dane*  with  300  fail  of  mips 
invaded  England again,  under  one  Haftirtgs, 
and  were  encountered  at  fea  by  the  /hips 
lately  built  by  king  Alfred',  whereupon 
•  peace  enfued. 

897.  A  plague  happened  this  year, 
which  ravaged  throughout  the  land  for 
three  years,  and  deftroyed  many  great  men 
and  mini  ft  era  of  ftate  as  well  as  other*. 

The  Danes  came  up  the  Thames,  and  by 
fome  fmall  boats  went  up  the  river  Lea, 
and  built  a  fortrefs  at  Ware,  when  king 
Alfred  turned  the  courfe  of  the  river,  and 


left  the  mips  dry,  which  obliged  the  Dan* 
to  remove. 

900.  King  Alfred  died  at  Farri*gd*t  ia 
Berkjlt'sre,  Offober  28,  in  the  04th  year  of 
his  reign,  and  was  buried  at  Wtnebefter, 
He  had  by  his  firft  queen,  two  foas  and  a 
daughter ;  by  his  fecond  queen,  two  fona 
and  Ave  daughters ;  and  by  his  third  and  law 
queen,  he  had  two  fons  and  two  daughters. 

He  is  faid  to  have  fought  56  fet  battlee 
with  the  Danes  by  fea  and  land.  The  fama 
year  he  died  he  formed  a  body  of  laws,  af« 
terwards  made  ufe  of  by  Edward  the  Con- 
feffbr,  and  was  the  ground-work  of  the  pre* 
fent.  He  obliged  his  nobles  to  bring  up 
their  children  to  learning,  and  to  indue* 
them  thereto,  he  pcrmiued  none  into  offica 
unlefs  they  were  learned. 

He  conferred  the  order  of  knighthood 
upon  his  grandfon  Atbelfian,  who  appears  to 
be  the  firft  knight  ever  made  by  any  of  our 
Englifh  monarchs. 

This  prince  took  a  furvey  of  all  England 9 
the  rolls  whereof  were  lodged  at  Wincbefer  5 
from  which  model  Doomfday-book  was  af- 
terwards made  by  William  the  Conqueror^ 
but  with  more  exactnefa. 


E  D  WARD  the  ELDER, 


900.  T^Ldell  fon  to  king  Alfred,  fucceed- 
M2j  fc<*  n'»  father,  and  was  crowned 
at  Kingfton  upon  Thames*  In  the  begin- 
ning of  hts  reign,  Etbelwold,  the  fon  of 
Etbelred,  his  father's  elded  brother,  laid 
claim  to  the  crown  }  but  being  overpow- 
ered, he  fled  to  the  Dams,  who  acknow- 
ledged him  for  king  of  England,  and  fought 
feveral  battles  with  Edward  on  his  behalf. 

904.  Elfleda,  the  King's  After,  fignalked 
her  courage  in  making  head  again  ft  the 
Danes,  and  fhe  was  no  lefs  remarkable  for 
bcr  wifdom  than  her  courage. 

905.  A  battle  was  fought  near  Bury, 
%'here  the  royal  party  fucccedcd,  and  Ethel- 
%uold  was  flain. 

IVeUs  made  a  bi mop's  fee. 
907.  A  treaty  with  the  Danes. 

910.  The  Danes  landed  again,  and  were 
rcpulfcd  with  confiderable  loft. 

911.  LeoTm  prince  of  Wales  did  homage 
to  Ediuard  for  his  principality. 

916.  This  King  improved  the  univerfity 
of  Cambridge,  confirmed  their  former  privi- 
leges, and  granted  them  others  :  he  enlarged 
his  dominions,  reducing  the  Danes,  the 
Scon,  and  the  Weljh,  to  his  obedience. 


917.  The  Danes  landed  again,  and  hav*« 
ing  ravaged  the  country,  returned  noma 
With  the  plunder. 

91S.  This  year  there  happened  a  violent 
florin  at  Cambridge. 

^  The  princefs  Elfitda  died  at  Tamwwtb  in 
Stafford/hire,  and  was  buried  in  the  porch  of 
the  monaftery  at  Ghucefter,  which  ffje  and 
her  hufband  the  king  oi  Mercia  had  found- 
ed. It  is  faid,  that  in  refpeft  of  the  cities 
/he  built,  the  caftles  flie  fortified,  and  ths 
armies  flic  conducted,  but  few  men  could 
equal  her  ia  wii'dom,  courage  and  conduct. 

919.  Another  invafion  of  the  Danes, 
when  they  were  routed,  and  fued  for  peace. 

920.  An  army  from  Ireland  landed  in 
Wales,  and  advanced  loCbeJlcr,  but  were  rc-« 
pulfcd  with  great  lofs. 

925.  Edward  died  in  the  24th  year  of 
his  reign,  at  Farringdan  in  Btrhfltire,  and 
was  buried  near  his  father.  He  built  and 
repaired  feveral  caftles  and  towns,  via.  in 
918  he  built  two  caftles  at  Buckingham,  one 
on  each  fide  the  Oufe  ;  in  9x9  he  built  one 
at  Bedford  on  the  fouth  of  the  river  J  in  920 
he  repaired  and  fortified  Maiden  in  Effex  \ 
in  921  he  did  the  fame  at  Towcefter  in  Nor- 
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Ammptanfi-irt,  Wtgmort  in  Herefird/hift,  'Col- 
tbtfier  in  £tf«r,and  Huntingdon  ;  in  922  he 
buik  a  cattle  at  Strnmfurd  in  Lincoln/hire  j 
in  0,23  he  repaired  Tbehvall  in  Cbeft'ue,  and 
Mamctrfter  §  in  9x4  he  built  the  town  of 
a\smngbam,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  Trrw, 
and  alio  one  near  Bakrwetl  in  Derlyftirs. 

Edward  had  three  wives  :  the  firft  na- 
med Egwina,  a  (hepherd't  daughter,  by 
whom  he  had  three  children  ;  Atbtlfttn 
who  fueceedrd  him,  Alfred  why  died  loon 
after  his  brother's  coronation,  and  a  daugh- 
ter called  Edith*.

£  l/war J  the  eldeft  died  a  few  days  after 
feii  lather,  at  Oxford^  Edwin,  who  after- 


wards came  to  a  tragical  end.  Of  the  fix 
daughters,  the  eldeft,  Elfteda,  was  a  obeli  of 

Rumfey  in  IlamflVirc  j  Ogina,  the  fecond, 
was  married  to  Cbarlet  the  Simple,  king 
of  France  }  Ediida,  the  third,  died  a  nan  5 
Edtliba,  the  fourth,  married  the  earl  of  Pa* 
rh\  Edgitba,  the  fifth,  was  wifeof0f£e 
emperor  of  Germany  \  and  Edgrva,  tho 
youngeft,  was  married  to  Lm'ir  the  Blind, 
king  of  Provence.  By  his  third  wife, 
£ }va,  Edward  bad  two  fans  and  two  daugh- 
ters :  Edmund  and  Edred,  the  two  fons,  wer# 
afterwards  kings  of  England ;  Edburga, 
the  eldeft  daughter, was  a  nun,  and  her  filter 
Tbyra  was  the  wife  of  Ggrvan  UI.  king**

1^  fon,  and  was  crowned  at  King  ft an 
•pen  names  by  Aibdm  archbifhop  of  Can* 
iarbury,  wuh  far  greater  magnificence  than 
uf ual . 

A  plot  was  formed  to  feize  Atbelftan, 
which  was  di  (covered  and  prevented. 

926.  The  Danti  fettled  in  England  re- 
volted, but  by  Atbelftan  %  immediately  at- 
tacking tbem,  before  they  had  collected 
their  ftrength,  they  were  fubdued,  and  A- 
tbelftan,  to  prevent  farther  blood  (bed,  par- 
doned the  revolters,  and  gave  his  fiftcr  in 
marriage  to  Sitbric  king  of  Northumberland, 
who  dying  foon  after,  Atbelftan  feized  all 
that  kingdom. 

9*7.  Atbelftan  had  an  interview  with 
Ctrftamtin*  the  king  of  Scotland,  to  perfuade 
him  to  deliver  up  God/rid,  a  Danifh  prince, 
and  for  that  end  purpofed  meeting  him  at 
Dacrt  cafUe  in  Cumberland,  during  which 
titnzGtdfrid efcaped,  and  Atbelftan,  after  ad- 
mitting Confiemt  'tne  %  excufes  for  the  c  I  cape 
of  the  Danxftt  prince,  obliged  him  and  the 
Icing  of  Cumberland  who  was  prefent  with 
him,  to  do  homage  for  their  kingdoms. 

928.  Atbelftan  deftroyed  the  caftle  of 
York  for  having  weltered  Godfrld. 

929.  Atbelftan  returned  to  England,  ^nd 
Anlajf,  a  Danifh  prince,  brother  of  God/rid 
who  had  fled  to  Ireland,  returned  to  Scot/and, 
and  induced  Conftantine,  who  was  difgufted 
with  Atbelfian  for  his  haughty  behaviour  to 
him  at  Dacre,  to  embark  in  concert  with 
him  to  recover  Nortbtimberlsnd. 

93a.  Atbelftan  commenced  a  wax  with 
4fr~4  king  of  Wata.

933.  Ccnftaatuu  feat  force*  to  affilt  th» 

Wtlftt. 

934.  AtbeiRan  marched  into  Walet,  and 
giving  Uowet  battle,  obtained  a  complete 
victory,  but  rcftorcd  him  his  dominions, 
faying,  it  was  more  glorious  to  make  a 
king  than  to  be  one. 

935.  Atbelftan  marched  againft  Scotland, 
but  concluded  a  peace  with  Conftantine  and 
reftoted  him  all  the  places  he  had  taken. 

936.  A  freftt  war  in  the  north,  and 
Atbelftan  expelled  the  Srafi  out  of  Cumber- 
land. 

937.  A  fevere  froft  in  England,  which 
lafted  120  days  ;  it  began  Dee.  22. 

938.  Conftantine  of  Scotland  renewed  the 
war,  and  received  affiftance  from  Anlaff  of 

Ireland. 

At  the  inftigatioaof  a  courtier,  Athtlftam 
condemned  his  brother  Edwin  to  be  expofed 
in  a  boat  without  oars,  out  of  whicti  the 
Prince  leapt  into  the  fra  and  was  drowned. 
The  King  had  rcmorfe  for  his  conduct,  and 
to  avert  the  vengeance  of  Cod,,  built  Mid- 
dlctzn  abbey  in  Dorfetft  'ire,  and  foon  after 
ordered  his  advifcr  of  the  murder  to  be  be- 
headed. 

He  defeated  the  united  force*  of  the  Darn 
and  Scon,  and  made  the  princes  of  rVala 
tributary  to  him.  Soon  after,  on  their 
making  fubmimon,  he  reftored  them  to 
their  eitates.  He  efcaped  being  aflaffinatcd  in 
his  tent  [93S]  which  he  revenged  by  attack- 
ing hii  enemy,  when  five  petty  fovereignsv 
twelve  dukes,  and  an  army  who  came  to  the 
afliOance  of  Anlaff  of  Ireland,  were  flainj 
which  battle  was  fought  near  Dunbar  ia 
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Kecaufed  the  Bible  to  be  translated  into 
the  Saxon,  which  was  then  the  mother 
tongue. 

Murder  was  punifhed  in  this  reign  but 
by  pecuniary  mulcts.  Guy  earl  of  War-

969.  Edgar  ordered  the  ifle  of  Tlanet  to 
be  laid  wafte  for  infulting  his  laws.  In 
the  early  part  of  his  nrign  he  took  a  nun  by 
force  out  of  a  convent,  and  after  debauching 
her,  refufed  to  reftore  her.

he  murdered. 

975.  He  died  in  the  thirty-fecond  year 
of  his  age,  and  the  feventeenth  of  his  reign, 
and  was  buried  in  the  abbey  of  Glajlonbury, 
Among  other  laws,  he  enacted  one  to  fup-

The  Dana  invaded  the  kingdoni>  but 
were  restrained  from  further  raifchicf*  by 
Etbelred  paying  them  10,000/.    to  dcfift 
and  depart}  notwithstanding  they  then  de- 
parted, fo  great  an  emolument  excited  them 
fo  commence  hoililitics  foon  after,  and  they 
made  frequent  invafions,  in  993,  995,  996, 
998,  and  999,  receiving  at  one  payment 
about  30,000/.  raifed  by  a  land-tax  called 
Danegth,  and  the  Danes  grew  fo  imperious 
?s  to  acquire  the  title  of  Lord-Danes,  which 
induced  E: belied  to  order  a  general  maflacre 
of  them  on  Nw.  13,  icoz,  which  began 
at  Wekuin  in  Hertford/lire.    This  aft  cx- 
afperatcd  the  Danes,  and  excited  them  to  re- 
venge their  countrymen's  deaths  j  for  which 
fuirpofc  Swain  landed  on  the  cojft  of  Devon, 
in  1003,  and  on  the  coaft  of  Norfrfk  the 
year  following,  when  he  deftroyed  the  city 
«>f  NorwUb  and  the  town  of  Tbetford  }  nor 
did  he  quit  the  kingdom  till  Etbelred  had 
paid  him  36,000/.  which  he,  the  year  fol- 
lowing, domandeJas  an  annual  tribute }  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  this  demand,  he  fent 
a  fleet  j  to  oppofe  which,  in  1007,  Etbelred 
fitted  out  one  much  larger  than  aoy  ever  pof. 
Irfied  by  bis  predeceftor*  i  but  by  the  dif- 
fenfions  of  the  nobility,  it  was  rendered  u fe- 
lt-fs,  and  the  Danes  pillaged  Kent,  and  Se- 
cured their  wiqtcr  quarters  in  the  ifle  of  I

Etbelred'*  avarice  and  cruelty  foon  oegan 
to  (hew  itfelf,  by  his  exacting  large  fume 
from  his  fubjects,  and  two  Danilh  Lord* 
were  facrificed  for  their  c dates* 

Edward  the  King's  fon  married  Algitha9 
widow  of  one  of  thefe  loeds,  contrary  to  his 
father's  knowledge  or  conferee 

Canute  returned  with  a  fleet  of  xeo  sail  and 
landed  at  Sandwich,  which  oecalioned  Et bet- 
ted to  retire  to  the  north  ;  but  by  evading 
a  battle  with  the  Danes  he  loft  the  affection* 
of  his  fubjects,  and  retiring  to  Lcndoo  he 
expired,  aiU-ratroublcforac  reign  of  3  J  yea  r*^ 
and  was  buried  at  St.  Paul'%,  Afrilz\,  1016. 

In  this  reign  it  was  firft  enacted,  that 
priefts  ftiould  not  marry  $  it  being  the  cuf- 
torn  before  for  them  to  take  two  or  three 
wives.

ledged Canute  for  their  King.  Edmund  wn 
crowned  at  Kirgiaa.

tat*  Hunger},  where  they  refided  many 
years. 

Canute  married  Emma,  the  widow  of 
Ititlrtd,  and  fettled  the  fuccefiion  on  the 
iiTae  of  their  marriage. 

All  the  great  men  fwore  fealty  to  Canute, 
and  renounced  the  iffue  of  Edmund. 
He  divided  England  into  four  provinces. 
He  kept  up  a  body  of  Danifh  troops,  and 
exacted  of  the  Englijft  in  one  year  near 
100,000/.  to  fubfifl  them. 

101S.  The  city  of  Lend**  paid  1 1,000/. 
ftr  amumr  Land-tar,  being  one  feventh  of 
the  whole  collected  in  the  kingdom,  that 
being  8a,ooo/.  Canute  difpatched  feveral 
opulent  noblemen,  whofe  power  he  dreaded 
and  whofe  fidelity  he  fufpected.

1054.  Macbeth,  king  of  Scotland,  w» 
depofed  by  king  Edward,  and  Makdn 
made  King  in  his  ftead. 

1655.  Harold,  fon  of  earl  Godwin,  in 
great  favour  with  Edward. 

Tofti,  Harold**  brother,  made  carl  of 
Northumberland. 

1056.  Alfgar,  fon  of  the  duke  of 
Mtrcia,  brother-in-law  to  Harold,  banifhed, 
for  carrying  on  treafonable  correfpondence 
with  Griffin,  king  of  Wales. 

Alfgar  retired  into  Wales  and  was  re- 
ceived by  Griffin,  and  in  conjunction  they 
entered  Herefmdjkire,  and  deftroyed  Hereford, 
burning  both  the  church  and  monaftery. 

The  Wtljb  were  defeated  by  Harold,  who 
procured  EdwareT%  pardon  for  Alfgar,  and 
he  was  re ft ore d  to  hi*  eftates. 

The  bifhoprick  of  Salijhury  was  tranflated 
from  Wilton,  by  Herm annus  the  twenty-fifth 
bifliop  of  Wilton  ;  himfelf  the  firft  bifliop. 
^  1057.  Prince  Edward,  eldeft  fon  of 
Edmund  Ironjide,  being  fent  for  out  of  Hun- 
gary by  his  uncle  king  Edward,  arrived  ia 
England.  The  crown  belonged  to  him  by 
right  of  inheritance,  if  his  father  Edmund 
honfide  was  legitimate  :  but  Matthew  Paris 
fays  that  king  Etheired  had  Edmund  Ironfda 
by  a  concubine. 

ic 58.  This  year  the  King  firft  took  on 
him  to  cure  the  evil  by  the  touch. 
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Griffin,  prince  of  Wales,  delivered  by  his 
fubjects  into  Edward* s  poflefiion,  was  put 
to  death  at  London  for  rebellion. 

Leofrie,  the  great  duke  of  Mereia,  died, 
mnd  was  buried  in  Coventry  monailcry, 
which  his  lady  had  built.  Coventry  was 
eafed  of  fome  heavy  taxes  by  his  lady  Cod'rva. 
His  fon  Alfgar  fucceeded  him  in  his  ho- 
noun,  and  dying  the  year  following  [1059] 
was  buried  near  his  father*

106a.  The  Confeffor  defigned  Edward 
lor  hit  fuccefibr,  but  he  died  foon  tfter  his 
arrival,  in  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  hfs 
teign,  leaving  one  fon,  named  Edgar  Elbe* 
/mo-,  and  two  daughters,  Margaret  and 
Cbri/lian. 

Harohft  ambition  and  hopes,  revived 
hy  the  death  of  prince  Edward,  afpired 
to  the  crown,  and  went  to  demand  the 
hoftages  given  the  King  by  Godwin  his  fa- 
ther, but  was  referred  to  the  duke  of  Nor- 
mandy, to  whom  he  went,  and  promifed 
William  every  a  Alliance  to  his  afcending  the 
throne.

Edward  can  fed  the  Saxcn  laws  and  cuf- 
toms  to  be  written  in  Latin,  and  collected 
them  into  a  body,  which,  from  thence, 
were  called  the  laws  of  Edward  the  Con* 
feflbr,  and  caufied  the  original  Doemfday 
book  to  be  made. 

Having  been  educated  m  Normandy ,  he 
preferred  the  Norman  to  the  highctt  polls 
in  church  and  Hate,  introducing  the  trench 
language  and  cuftotns. 

The  King,  a  little  before  bis  death,  de* 
dared  the  duke  of  Normandy  (his  coutin  by 
the  mother's  fide)  hisfneceflbrj  and  this 
was  faid  to  have  been  done  with  the  con* 
fent  of  the  Englipi  nobility. 

King  Edward  was  born  at  Jffif  in  0»- 
ford/hire,  and  reigned  twenty-three  years  t 
he  died  the  fifth  of  January  >  1066,  and

loi6.  QECOND  fon  of  Godwin,  earl  of 
Kent,  a  powerful  and  popular 
nobleman,  by  the  art)  fiance  of  the  clergy 
his  friends,  fehsed  the  crown,  and  was 
crowned  at  Oxford*  His  pretentions  were, 
that  the  Confcflor  had  appointed  him  his 
fucceffor;  though  hiltory  informs  us,  that 
the  Confeffor  appointed  William  duke  of 
Normandy  his  fuccelTor,  and  that  to  this 
fettkmcnt  Harold  himfclf,  and  the  reft  of 
the  nobility,  were  fworn. 

Sept.  a  5,  1066.  An  invafion  of  England 
in  different  parts;  by  Toft  i,  Hare /a"  $  bro- 
ther, in  the  fouthern  parte,  and  by  Harfager 


of  Norway,  in  Tor I /hire.  Harold  met  them 
near  Stanford-bridge,  fioce  called  Battle- 
bridle,  where  the  forces  of  Harold  were 
victorious,  which  is  one  of  the  great  eft  vic- 
tories recorded  in  hiflory. 

William  duke  of  Normjrdv  made  a  defcent 
upon  the  coaft  of  Suffix  [Sept.  29]  with  a 
very  fine  army,  in  order  to  make  good  bit 
claim  to  the  crown. 

He  came  to  an  engagement  with  Harold, 
[Off.  14]  who  was  killed  upon  the  rpot, 
and  his  army  entirely  defeated  at  Haft'tngt.

crown  of  England,  as  the  gift  of  t)  e  late 
Jsing  Edward,  furnained  the  Confcflor. 


After  the  battle  of  Najlingj,  tru 
retired  to  Romney,  [Oelober  15]  and  then 
to  Dover,  which  he  befieged  and  took,

Edgar  Aihtl.ng  heir  to  the  crown,  and 
the  nobility,  fubmit  to  William.

1067.  William  creeled  Battle-abbey,  to 
perpetuate  h»  victory  over  Harold,  and  ex- 
empted it  from  ecclenaJticml  juriftiaion.

The  Scots,  in  behalf  of  Edgar  Atbehng,

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and  the  thirteenth  of  his  reign.  He  wa# 
buried  in  St.  Sioitbiri**  at  Wincbejler,  ani 
left  neither  wife  nor  iflue. 

The  earl  of  PoiSiitrt  offered  to  mortgage 
his  dominions  to  William,  who  intended  to> 
have  carried  him  the  money,  and  taken 
pofleffion,  but  his  unforefecn  death  pre- 
vented it. 

The  King,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
had  the  archbiftioprick  of  Canterbury ,  the 
bifhopricks  of  Wmcbefier  and  Sali/bury,  and 
twelvf  abbeys  in  his  hand*;  and  in  his 
reign,  difpofed  of  the  bifhoprieks  and  mo* 
naileries  to  thofe  that  bid  moft  for  them.

fclf  to  be  recognised  king  of  England :  Ro- 
bert, his  eldeft  brother,  being  then  upon  his 
voyage  from  the  holy  land.

He  held  the  firft  a/cat  council  (which 
feme  are  pleafed  to  call  the  firft  parlia- 
ment) wherein  the  prohibiting  prieft*  their 
wives  and  concubine*  was  eonfidered ;  and 
the  bifhops  and  clergy  granted  to  the  King 
the  correction  of  them  for  this  offence; 
by  which  means  he  raifed  vaft  fums  of 
money,  compounding  with  the  pricfts  for 
certain  annual  payments,  to  permit  them 
the  enjoyment  of  their  wives  and  concu- 
bines. 

In  this  King's  reign,  wheat  to  make 
bread  for  one  hundred  men,  one  day, 
was  valued  at  one  flailing  j  one  fheep 
at  four  pence  ;  one  hide  of  land  (as  many 
acres  as  one  team  could  plow)  was  taxed  at 
one  /hilling  per  annum  ;  and  there  being 
244,400  hides  fouth  of  the  Humber,  this 
tax  amounted  to  ix,x»o/.  to  which  may  be 
added*  about  an  eighth  for  the  lands  north 
of  the  Humber.

There  were  no  regular  taxations  in  thif 
reign  ;  but  the  contending  parties  main- 
tained thcmfelves  principally  by  the  plun- 
der of  each  others  tenants.

HIS  ISSUE. 

King  Stephen,  by  his  wife  Maud,  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Eu/lace  carl  of  Boulogn,  had 
iffuc  three  fons,  Baldwin,  Eufiace  and  Wil- 
Ham  \  and  two  daughters,  Maud  and  Mary  j 
all  of  them  died  without  iflue. 

His  natural  children  were  William  carl  of 
Belcgne,  and  Gervaje  abbot  of  Wefiminfier.

Several  ftatute*  made  at  Clarendon, 
to  retrench  the  power  of  the  church,which 
are  fubferibed  by  the  arch  bi  ft  op?  and  bi- 
lhops.  The  Pope  rcfules  to  confirm  the 
laws  made  at  Clarendon  by  his  bull.  Bee- 
ket takes  pr.it  with  the  Pope,  againft  the 
King,  is  impeached,  tried,  convicted,  and 
fined.  He  quits  England,  November  a,  and 
ltuts  himfelr  under  the  prote&ion  of  the 
rope  and  the  French  king.  He  is  receiv- 
ed with  grest  pomp  by  the  Pope.  This 
•ccafions  a  war  between  France  and  Er.7- 
land. 

1165.  Henry  vifits  Normandy  to  confer 
with  the  Pope,  but  is  prevented  by  Becket, 
and  returns  to  England, 

The  Weljh  in  arms,  and  endeavour  to 
Aiake  off  the  Engfijb  yoke. 

Henry  returns  to  Normandy. 

He  forbids  all  intercourse  of  the  clergy 
with  Rome . 

■  J 1 66.  Some  German  hereticks  arrived  in 
England,  and  were  condemned  at  Oxford, 
and  the  King  forbidding  any  perfon  to  re- 
lieve them,  they  were  ftarved  to  death. 

A  council  held,  when  excommunication 
wn  denounced  by  Becket  againft  the  obfer- 
Yers  of  the  conftitutions  of  Clarendon. 

1167.  The  emprefs  Maud,  Henry*  mo- 
fher,  died  Sept.  to,  and  was  buried  near 
JRcucn. 

Prince  John  born. 

1 1 68.  Henry,  eldeft  fon  of  king  Henry  II. 
ltd  homage  to  the  king  of  France  for  Jnjou 
and  Maine,

Jtfery  the  fourth  fon  of  Henry  IT.  by 
the  command  of  his  father,  did  homage 
alio  lor  Britany  j  and  Jefftry  thereupon  te- 
ceived  homage  of  the  barons  of  Britany. 

1169.  Becket  excommunicates  molt  of 
the  clergy  of  England. 

Princefs  Eleanor,  the  King's  daughter, 
married  to  Alpbonfui  king  of  Caftile. 

1 170.  John,  fixth  fon  of  king  Henry  II* 
(afterwards  kingef  England)  created  duke 
of  Cornwall. 

The  King  caufes  bis  fon  Henry  to  be 
crowned,  and  William  king  of  Scots,  and 
his  nobility,  to  fwear  allegiance  and  fealty 
to  him  againft  all  men,  faving  the  fealty 
they  owed  to  himlelf. 

The  young  King's  coronation,  without 
his  Princefs,  gave  difguft  to  the  French 
court,  and  occafioned  a  fhort  war.  Henry 
vifned  Normandy,  and  made  up  his  breach 
with  Becket,  and  held  his  ftirrup  whilft 
he  was  getting  on  horfeback.  The  excom- 
municated prelates  vifited  the  King  in 
Ntrmandy  with  their  complaints,  and  he 
ordered  Becket  not  to  ftir  out  of  the  bounds 
of  his  pari  ft. 

1 171.  He  receives  arch biftop  Becket  into) 
favour,  after  fix  years  exile.  Becket  not- 
withstanding excommunicates  the  King's 
friends,  who  complain  of  this  ufage  to  the 
King. 

117a,  Dec.  30.  Becket  is  murdered  in 
the  cathedral  it  Canterbury,  by  four  knights. 

The  King's  expedition  againft  Ire/and, 
where  he  receives  the  fubmiflion  and  oaths 
of  the  Irijb  princes. 

He  conftitutes  his  youngeft  fon  Jebn, 
Lord  of  Ireland,  and  defigned  to  have  made 
him  King,  having  obtained  the  Pope's  con- 
currence. 

The  King  fubmits  to  do  penance  for 
Becket*  murder,  and  enlarges  the  Pope'a 
authority  in  England. 

1171.  A  con  1  piracy  formed  againft  the 
King  by  the  Queen,  the  young  king  Henry, 
and  his  two  brothers,  on  account  of  Fair 
Rofamond,  a  concubine  of  the  King's. 

Queen  Eleanor  is  made  a  ftate  prifoner. 

1 1 74.  They  draw  the  French  king  and 
the  king  of  Scots  into  the  quarrel,  which 
occafions  a  bloody  war,  in  which  William 
king  of  Scots  is  taken  prifoner,  July  1 3. 

Henry  arrived  in  England,  and  reduced  all 
the  inforrrftions. 

King  Henry  finifhes  his  penance  for 
Beckct's  murder,  receives  eighty  hftes  from 
the  hands  of  the  monks  of  Canterbury,  and 
offered  a  gift  of  40/.  per  annum  for  find- 
ing confttnt  lights  at  Beckett  tomb  j  he 
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llfb  agreed  to  pay  the  knights  of  Jtrufa- 
lem  the  ex  pence  or  maintaining  zoo  loi- 
ter j  in  the  holy  war. 

A  peace  concluded  between  king  Henry 
and  bis  fons. 

The  king  of  Sat  land  and  David  his 
brother,  did  homage  to  king  Henry  II.  for 
all  the  territories  they  were  pofkfled  of, 
«it.  Scotland  and  Gahuay\  they  alio  fwore 
allegiance  to  the  King  and  his  fon  Henry. 

The  bi&ops  and  abbots  of  Scotland  fwore 
allegiance  and  fealty  to  the  laid  kings  of 
England,  and  their  heirs. 

They  alfo  fwore  they  would  continue  in 
fubjection  to  the  church  of  England. 

The  earls  and  barons  of  Scotland  fwore 
allegiance  and  fealty  to  the  faid  two  Jtings, 
Htnry  and  his  fon. 

This  agreement  was  confirmed  under  the 
seals  of  the  king  of  Scotland,  and  his  bro- 
ther David,  and  the  caftles  of  Roxburgh, 
Berxo'uk,  Gedtvorth,  Edinburgh,  and  Ster- 
ling, were  put  into  the  hands  of  king 
Henry  the  elder,  as  a  fceurity  for  the  per- 
icrniance  of  it,  on  the  part  0/  the  king  of 
Sat  land  and  his  barons. 

1 175.  A  fynod  was  held  at  Wefiminjler, 
%here  were  difputes  between  the  archbifhops 
oi  Canterbury  and  Tori. 

1176.  The  kingdom  fir  it  divided  into 
ix  circuits,  and  three  judges  appointed  for 
each  circuit. 

Aug.  17.  Joan,  a  daughter  of  Rcfamond, 
was  married  to  Will'sam  kjng  of  Sidy. 

Lcndcn  bridge  begun  by  Peter  Coins  an  t 
a  prietr,  which  was  35  years  in  building. 

1 1 77.  The  trench  king  comes  in  pil- 
grimage to  Thomas  a  Beckett  tomb}  he 
o^ered  there  a  mailivc  cup  of  pure  gold,  and 
gave  to  the  monks  7200  gallons  of  wine 
yearly,  and  made  the  Augvjiir.es  toll  or  cuf- 
tom  free  throughout  his  dominions.  The 
fame  time  the  earl  of  Flanders  had  a  con- 
ference with  Henry,  and  vifited  Becker's 
Comb.  After  which  Henry  went  to  Nor- 
mandy in  Augufi  and  returned  in  July  1178. 

Dec.  Henry  purchased  the  earldom  of 
Afjrch*.  from  Audcbtrt  its  earl. 

Clafs  windows  began  to  be  ufed  in  pri- 
vate hoofer. 

Henry  feverrly  puniflicd  the  debafers  of 
the  coin,  and  in  Nw.  11S0,  there  was  a 
new  coinage. 

Thia  year  Lewis,  king  of  France,  died, 
and  was  fucceedpd  by  his  fon  Pbilif*. 

StSi.  Rer.ry  debauched  his  fon  RiclarJ,% 
intended  princefs,  which  gave  great  um- 
brage to  hi*  fon  j  to  avoid  wbofe  refent- 
Kent,  he  endeavoured  to  embroil  him  in  a 


quarrel  with  bis  brother,  Henry,  bu,t  it 
proved  ineffectual,  and  cemented  them  the 
ftronger  :  they  formed  a  defign  of  revenge, 
but  were  prevented  by  young  Henry's  death, 

1183,  June  II.  The  young  Jang  Henry 
died  in  the  thirtieth  year  of  his  age,  having 
borne  the  title  of  Ring  near  thirteen  years,'  , 

Princefs  Margaret,  young  Henrys  widow, 
was  fent  home  to  her  brother,  and  fhe  fome- 
time  after  was  married  to  Bela,  king  of 
Hungary. 

1 1 84,  The  King  gave  50,00c  marks  of 
filyer  to  aflift  at  a  crufade,  but  declined 
going  in  perfon. 

1 185,  An  earthquake  overthrew  the 
church  of  Lincoln,  and  other  churches  j  at 
the  fame  time  there  was  almoft  a  total 
edipfe  of  the  fun. 

The  Pope  font  Henry  *  crown  made  of 
peacock's  teat  hers,  for  him  to  crown  hit 
fon  John  king  of  Ireland  with.  Jwbn 
barked  for  that  ifland,  but  fbon  after 
turned. 

The  King's  fon  Richard  rebels  again  ft 
him  again,  and  is  encouraged  by  the  king 

of  France. 

1 1 86,  Henry  threatened  to  dSftnherit  hit 
fon  RiJard  for  his  turbulent  conduct, 
which  otcafioncd  his  fubmiflion. 

1187,  Aug  19.  Jfffcry,  another  of  the 
King's  fons,  killed  at  a  tournament  at 
Paris,  and  buried  in  Notre  Dame  church. 

Richard  and  John,  the  King's  fons,  in 
conjunction  with  the  king  of  France,  har- 
rafs  Henry. 

j  189."  Hinry  was  dcfcrteJ  by  his  French 
fubjc£b,  ard  *as  every  where  defeated,  and 
obliged  10  fubmit  to  hard  terms. 

July  6.  King  Henry  died  in  Normandy  t 
with  grief,  uttering  imprecations  again ft  his 
f  -ns, which  the  bilhops  prefent  could  not  per- 
fuade  him  to  revoke,  in  the  fifty -fixth  year 
of  his  age,  and  the  thirty-fifth  of  his  reign, 
and  was  buried  at  Fontcvtrard  in  France.

I1&9.  U  ICHA RD,  (furnamed  Carur 

JV.  ***  L'°n )  wa»  l"c  lhird»  butel" 
defr.  furviving  fon  of  Henry  II. 

Herelcafed  his  mother  Eleanor  who  had 
been  prifoner  fixteen  years,  and  beftowed  on 
her  the  adminiftration  of  government  dur- 
ing his  abfence. 

He  did  homage  to  the  king  of  France, 
and  was  crowned  duke  of  Normandy  at 
Rouen  on  July  ao. 

Richard  returned  to  England,  and  landed 
at  Port  J 'mouth,  Aug,  12)  and  from  thence 
went  to  jVincbcfler,  Aug.  15,  where  he  look 
account  of  his  fathers  treafures,  to  the 
amount  of  900,00c/.,  from  whence  he  re- 
turned to  Wcfiminficr. 

Sept.  3.  He  was  crowned  at  rVeftminfter, 
•when  the  mob  falling  upon  the  Jews,  who 
came  to  offer  their  prefents,  murdered  many 
of  them,  and  plundered  their  houfes.  The 
example  of  the  Lcndirtcrs  was  followed  at 
Norwich,  Feb.  6,  at  Stamford,  March  7, 
St.  Edmunds  Bury,  March  18,  and  at  Lin- 
tun  and  Lynn. 

He  relcafcd  the  fubie&ion  of  the  king- 
dom of  Scotland,  to  William  king  of  Scots, 
and  delivered  up  to  him  the  caftles  of  Rox- 
burgh and  Berwick. 

The  citizens  of  LonJcrt  obtained  two  offi- 
cers to  govern  in  the  city,  which  we  re  called 
bailiff*,  or  mcriffs. 

The  Jrtct  defended  themfelves  in  the 
tower  of  York,  and  rather  than  fall  into 
the  hands  of  their  enemies,  cut  their  own 
throats. 

Sett.  5.  Richard  received  the  homage  of 
all  the  great  men. 

A  fynod  held  at  Wefhninfter. 

1189.  King  Richard,  with  an  army  of 
300,000  foot  and  5000  hoifc,  and  Philip 


the  French  king,  engage  in  the  holy  war. 
To  defray  the  expence  of  which,  he  fold  al- 
moft  all  the  crown  lands,  and  faid  if  he 
could  meet  with  apurchafcx,  he  would  fell 
London  itfelf. 

Richard  bellowed  fix  earldoms  on  hit 
brother  John,  and  the  rich  heirefs  of  Glo- 
cefter  in  marriage,  to  prevent  him  from  tak- 
ing the  advantage  of  bis  abfence  and  feizing 
the  crown. 

He  appointed  Longchamp,  his  favourite, 
and  the  bifhop  of  Durham,  regents  of  the 
kingdom  during  his  abfence,  and  made  an 
alliance  with  the  king  of  Scotland. 

1 190,  Dec.  it.  Richard  embarked  from 
Dover  for  Calais  with  all  his  troops,  and 
joined  Philip  of  France  at  Vcxclai,  after  they 
had  concerted  mcafures  they  marched  to 
Lyons,  when  their  army  conftftcd  of  above 
100,000  men  j  and  there  feparated.  Richard 
went  to  Marf eilles. 

Aug.  7.  He  fa*  led  from  thence  with  a 
large  fleet  to  Mcjpna,  but  was  difperfed  by 
a  ftorm.    Richard  feized  a  caftle  near  Mij- 
Jina,  but  was  rcpulfcd. 

1191.  The  lun  totally  eclipfed. 

The  rrgcats  in  England  difagreed,  and 
Longchamp  afTumcd  the  whole  management, 
which  occafioned  his  being  tried,  condemn- 
ed and  imprifoned  by  prince  John,  vtho  alfo 
ejected  him  out  of  the  regency.  The  Pope 
efpoufing  Longchamp' %  caufe,  as  he  wat 
archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  ordered  John  ta 
be  excommunicated,  but  the  EngUJb  clergy 
refufed  to  obey  the  orders. 

King  Richard  conquers  the  island  of  Cy- 
prus, and  there  marries  [May  12]  Bcrtu- 
gutla,  daughter  to  the  king  of  Navarre. 

Aug.  18.  Richard  bchuaded  near  5000  of 
his  Turiijb  prifoners  for  Saladlne%%  not  com- 
plying 
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plying  to  the  articles  of  the  truce,  and  &r- 
followed  his  example,  at  the  ex  pence 
ol  the  lives  of  fume  thoufaod  chriftians. 

Sept.  3.  Richard  obtained  a  great  victory 
over  SaUdine,  and  repaired  the  cities  that 
hid  been  difmantlcd,  via.  Afcalon,  J  off  a, 
and  Cajaria.  He  Coon  alter  detcatcd  a 
7urlijb  troop  of  10,000  who  were  guarding 
a  caravan  to  Jerujalem.  He  took  on  this 
occafto  .1  3000  loaded  camels  and  4000  mules, 
and  an  inestimable  boot}*  which  he  gave 
among  his  troops.  He  foon  after  found  the 
Italian,  Bmrgundian  and  Adrian  troops  de- 
icrt  him. 

The  kings  of  England  and  Franc*  take 
th:  city  of  Aart. 

1 19s,  Junt.  The  two  Kings  fall  out, 
whereupon  the  Frtncb  king  returns  home. 

Sept.  25.  King  Richard  made  a  truce  with 
Saladinc%  and  left  the  holy  land. 

08.  8.  Richard  embarked  for  England, 
and  was  fhipwrecked  near  Aquileia,  but 
taking  the  road  to  Vienna,  he  was  feized  by 
the  duke  of  Aufirta,  who  fent  him  prifoner 
to  the  Emperor,  and  he  was  arraigned  as  a 
criminal  before  the  diet  of  the  empire, 
where  he  pleaded  his  caufe  fo  well  as  to  gain 
all  the  German  princes  in  his  favour,  but 
the  avaricious  Emperor. 

His  brother  Jcbn  attempts  to  make  him- 
felf  king,  for  which  purpofe  he  made  a 
Jearue  with  Philip  of  France. 

Grain  fo  fcarce  that  wheat  was  fold  for 
30*.  per  quarter,  equal  to  6/.  of  the  prcfent 
money. 

A  fever  raged,  which  lifted  five  months, 
that  carried  oft  innumerable  multitudes  of 
people.  On  Whitfunday,  two  furs  appear- 
ed, fa  like  each  other  that  the  afimnumers 
were  obliged  to  view  them  With  their  in- 
ftrumcnts  to  riiftmguifli  them. 

1 193.  A  fynod  held  at  York. 

Great  lums  raifed  by  the  Engtijh :  for  the 
King's  r^nfom  only,  190,000  marks. 

1 194.  Richard  releafed  Feb.  4. 
March  20.  He  returned  to  England,  and 

Lnded  at  Sandwich,  where  he  was  received 
with  evtry  mark  of  fidJity  from  his  fub- 
jetls,  alter  an  abfence  of  four  years. 

Soon  after  Richard**  arrival  he  reducecd 
his  brother's  party,  cited  him  to  appear  be- 
fore him,  to  which  he  did  not  comply,  and 
was  therefore  condemned  to  lofe  all  his 
pofTrffioris  and  be  rendered  incapable  of  in- 
heriting the  crown.

1 197.  King  R'ubard obtains  a  great  vic- 
tory over  the  French. 

About  this  time  lived  Robin  Hood  and  little 
John,  the  former  was  betrayed  at  a  nunnery 
at  Berkley }  being  nek  be  defired  to  be  blood- 
ed, and  was  bled  to  death. 

A  great  famine  throughout  England  at- 
tended with  a  mortality.  During  this  fa- 
mine Richard  found  fome  flaps  at  St.  VaUri 
full  of  ccrn  exported  from  England \  he  or- 
dered all  the  people  belonging  to  the  veflel 
to  be  banged,  and  fent  the  corn  back. 

x  198.  He  is  wounded  v.  ith  a  poifoned  ar- 
row, of  which  wound  he  died,  April  the  6th

the  icnth  year  of  his  reign. 

Hi«  body  was  buried  at  the  feet  of  his  fa- 
ther's, at  Fonteveroud,  his  head  at  Rouen, 
and  his  heart  at  Charron  in  Poitlou,  accord- 
ing to  his  own  orders. 

He  left  no  ifTue. 

The  King  received  the  wound  of  which 
he  died,  at  thefiegeof  the  C'ftlcef  Cbaleume, 
belonging  to  one  of  his  vaffals  (viz.)

of  the  Cijlmianx,  the  king  demanded  their 
wool,  for  which  they  compounded. 

For  the  liberty  of  tournament  every  earl 
gave  twenty  marks,  every  baron  ten  marks, 
every  landed  knight  four  marks,  and  every 
knight  of  fortune  two  marks. 

1185,  1196.  Thefe  two  years  were 
raifed  1,100,000  marks,  butnotfaid  how  ; 
alio  an  aid  of  five  millings  of  e*»ery  plow- 
land. 

Great  fums  alfo  raifed  by  fcitures,  6 net,

John,  in  difguft,  retired  to  the  ifle  of 
Wight,  and  his  troops  ravage  the  kingdom. 

The  barons  invite  over  Lewis, 
the  dauphin  of  France,  to  their  afliftance, 
who  had  great  fuccefs  againft  the  King's 
troops. 

Alexander  king  of  Scotland,  entered  Eng- 
land} he  reduced  Northumberland,  parted 
into  the  heart  of  the  nation,  met  Lewis, 
and  did  him  homage. 

Tike  King  being  much  h  area  fled,  pro- 
ceeds into  Lincoln jhirt,  over  the  wafties  be- 
tween that  county  and  Nc;folk,  where  he 
loft  many  of  his  forces,  with  all  his  trea- 
sure, baggage  and  regalia,  and  himfelf  nar- 
rowly efcaped  with  life.

OJwald  and  St.  Wulftan  at  the  head. 


He  was  the  firft  king  of  England  wh» 
coined  fterling  money,  and  gave  the  cinque 
ports  their  privileges.

Henry  made  his  public  entry  into  Londtn, 
where  he  fwore  to  maintain  the  people  in 
their  ancient  privileges,  3nd  the  Legate  pro- 
ceeded to  puniit  the  ecclefiafticks  that  had 
adhered  to  the  Dauphin.  The  biftop  of 
Linroin  paid  to  the  Pope's  ufe  toco  marks, 
and  100  to  Che  Legate,  whofc  example  being 
followed  by  many  other  hi/hops  and  reli- 
gious perfons,  wit  fums  were  raifed  for  the 
Pope.

The  clergy  fleeced  or  all  their  money  by 
Otihebon,  the  Pope's  legate ;  and  300  rich 
benefices  and  prebendaries  appropriated  to> 
the  ufe  of  the  Pope  and  his  legate,  who  in 
h:s  return  was  ftrtpped  of  all  his  riches  by 
the  Emperor. 

Tin  mines  were  fir  ft  discovered  in  Ger-

Prince  Ediva rJ  arrived  in  Eng- 
land with  fome  forces,  and  fiiddenly  came  to 
London,  where  he  took  o  it  of  tlu- trcafury 
of  the  Templars  10,000/.  depofited  there  by 
the  citizens  of  London. 

The  earl  of  Leictjier  chofen  general  of 
the  barons  forces,  w  ho  determined  to  force 
tha  King  to  a  compliance. 

The  foreigners  d:fyerfed  throughout  the 
kingdom  were  the  firft  who  frit  the  fad 
effects  of  the  rupture,  2nd  the  barons  plun- 
dered without  mercy  the  cftates  of  the 
King's  adherents. 

The  barons  became  pnflefTed  of  Clocefier, 
Hereford,  Bridgnorth ,  War  after,  &c,  and 
the  Londoners  declared  againft  the  King. 
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He  entered  into  a  treaty  with  the  baron?, 
which  he  concluded  contrary  to  the  will  of 
his  queen. 

The  citizens  of  London  infulted  the 
Queen  as  the  was  palling  by  water  through 
London  bridge,  by  pelting  her  with  mud 
and  ftones,  and  giving  her  opprobrious  lan- 
guage, which  highly  incenfed  the  King,' 
who  foon  after  collected  arms  and  provifions 
into  the  caftles  in  his  polTeffion,  and  thia 
giving  umbrage  to  the  barons,  each  party 
was  ready  to  take  the  advantage  of  the  other. 

Prince  Edward  demanded  provifion  of 
the  inhabitant!  of  Briftd  to  furnifli  that 
caftle  with,  which  they  refufed ;  on  which 
he  (hut  himfelf  up  in  it,  and  was  blockaded 
by  the  inhabitants,  but  efcaped  from  it 
by  ftratagem. 

He  arrived  at  Windfor  and  there  Aut 
himfelf  up,  till  the  barons  obliged  him  to 
furrender  it,  and  himfelf  was  taken  prifoncr. 

A  truce  was  agreed  upon,  and  peace  con- 
cluded between  the  King  and  the  barons,  but 
it  did  not  reitore  tranquility  to  the  nation  £ 
for  as  the  King  was  forced  to  it,  he  foon 
broke  it,  by  endeavouring  to  furprife  Do-vcr 
earth-. 

The  earl  of  Leiccfltr  endeavoured  to  get 
poflci^on  of  London  in  behalf  of  the  barons  1 
he  was  obltru&ed  by  the  King,  but  with 
the  afliftance  of  the  inhabitants,  after  a 
flcirmitn,  wherein  he  was  fuccefsful,  he 
entered  London* 

1264,  Jan.  25.  The  cafe  between  the 
King  and  his  barons  is  referred  to  the 
French  king,  who  determined  iu  favour  of 
the  king  of  Englaud,  [Feb.  3]  but  the 
barons  re  u fed  to  obey  his  award,  where-, 
upon  the  war  was  renewed. 

April  3.    The  King  fehed  Northampton* 

Henry  attended  by  prince  Edward,  hat- 
ing Ivlc  England  to  meet  Lewis,  king  of 
France,  at  Amiens,  returned  to  England, 
and  called  a  parliament  at  Oxford  j  but  the 
barons  recommenced  hoOilities,  [April  3  J 
when  the  King  gained  fevcral  advantages, 
and  marched  to  London,  but  was  refufed 
any  ailiftance.  Thence  he  went  to  Least* 
in  Svjfex,  where  the  earl  of  LeiceRtr  pre- 
fented  him  a  rcfpeelful  petition,  which  he 
rejected  with  contempt,  and  the  baron* 
renounced  their  fealty,  May  is. 

Ms>ntf(,ri,czr\  of  Leicefier,  and 
the  barons,  defeated  the  King's  forces* 
and  took  Henry,  the  king  of  the  Romans* 
and  prince  Edward  pnfoners }  5000  mea 
were  flairs. 

1264,  Earl  Montfort  called  a  parliament 
at  Wincbefer  in  the  King's  name,  which

was  concluded  between  France  and  Are  agon, 
Edward  went  into  Norfolk.

The  Jenvt  were  all  feized  by 
order  of  the  King,  who  extorted  large  fuma 
ot  money  from  them,  to  the  amount  of 
12,000  pounds  of  filver. 

This  year  Eleanor  the  King's  mother  was 
veiled  a  nun  2t  Ambrcjbury,  but  obtained  a 
licence  from  the  Pope  to  retain  her  join- 
ture. And  the  fame  year,  Mary  the  Kiog't 
daughter,  was  veiled  a  nun  in  the  fame 
monaftery. 

Alexander  III.  king  of  Scotland,  taken  off 
by  a  premature  death :  this  prince  bore  a 
moft  amiable  character.

The  Frrffc&king  over- 
runs great  part  of  Gafcogny. 

XZ97.  The  clergy  Refuting  to  grant  the 
King  any  taxes  towards  his  wars,  he  feiz.es 
upon  their  lay-fees,  and  puts  them  out 
of  his  protection  j  whereupon  they  fubmit, 
and  grant  the  fifth  of  their  goods. 

The  king  taxes  the  nation,  and  feizes 
provifion  for  his  voyage  arbitrarily  ;  againft 
which  the  clergy  and  batons  remonftrate, 
and  prohibit  levying  the  taxes.

Jclj  7.  King  Edward  died  of  a  dyfen- 
fery  at  Burgb  upon  the  Sands,  in  his  march 
to  Scotland,  in  the  68th  year  of  his  age,  and 
the  35th  of  his  reign,  and  was  buried  in 
We/hrin/ler  abbey,  Off.  8. 

This  prince  for  the  new  model  he  gave 
the  EngHjb  law,  dcfervedly  has  the  name  of 
the  Engjijb  Jufiinlan  ;  and  proved  to  his 
countrymen  of  more  advantage  in  his  civil 
than  his  military  capacity,  great  as  it  was. 

Edward  was  thefirft  fovercign  of  Eng- 
InJ,  that  quartered  the  arms  of  England 
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and  France,  and  the  firft  EngUJb  fovereiga 
that  was  called  Lord  of  Ireland  on  bis  coin. 

HIS  ISSUE. 

By  Eleanor  his  firft  wife,  daaighter  of 
Ferdinando  111.  king  of  Spain,  he  had  lflue, 
John,  Henry,  and  Alphonjo,  who  died  y^ung ; 
his  fourth  fon  was  Edward,  afterwards  king 
Edward  II. 

He  had  alfo  nine  daughters,  Eleancr9 
Joan,  Margaret,  Alice,  Beatrix,  Mary, 
and  Elixabetb,  and  two  others  that  died  in 
their  infancy. 

He  had  by  his  fecond  wife,  Thomas,  af- 
terwards  earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Edmund,  af- 
terwards earl  of  Kent,  and  one  daughter 
named  Eleanor.

He  recalls  Piers  Gaveflen  from 
kanifhmcnt,  made  him  earl  of  Cornwall, 
Jord  of  Man,  guardian  and  treafurer  of  Erg- 
land,  and  heaps  many  other  preferments 
upon  him. 

13CS,  Jan.  23.  The  King  marries  the 
Jady  JJaiil,  daughter  to  Philip,  king  of 
France,  at  Bologn. 

There  were  prcfent  at  the  ceremony,  the 
Icings  of  frame,  Navarre,  Alwain,  and 
Sicily,  with  the  queen*,  Mary  of  France, 
Margaret,  dowager  of  England,  and  the 
queen  of  Navarre.  Jjabeita  was  between 
twelve  and  thirteen  years  old.

He  is  recalled,  and  irvfultcd  the  lords, 
who  addrefs  the  King,  and  propofe  bard 
ttrms  to  him,  to  which  he  complied.

TheQueen  was  infulted  by  one 
cf  the  confederate  barons  at  Leeds  caftle,  in 
her  journey  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Canterbwj, 
and  foe  flirred  up  the  King  to  a  revenge, 
who  levied  troops  and  took  the  caftle. 

Warwick  caftle  taken  by  the  King  from 
the  barons. 

A  war  commences  between  the  King  and 
the  lords  j  and  the  King  reveries  the  ba- 
nishment of  the  Spmcers. 

1312.  The  earl  of  Laneajler,  and  the 
lord*  being  defeated,  the  Earl  and  many 
o-.hen  are  condemned  as  traitors,  and  ex- 
ecuted the  iSth  of  March. 

The  order  of  the  knights  templars  was, 
aboliihcd  by  pope  Clement  the  firft. 

The  knights  templars,  were  an  order  of 
knights  inttituted  by  Baldwin,  king  of  'Jc- 
rufairm  (about  200  years  before  this  time) 
for  the  defence  of  that  city,  and  of  the 
pihjrims  that  travelled  thither;  and  were 
afterwards  difperfed  through  all  the  king- 
doms of  chrirtendom  :  they  were  enriched 
by  vail  donations  of  the  fuperftitious  world, 
having  no  lefs  than  fixtecn  thou  fa nd  lord- 
ships, befides  other  lands,  conferred  upon 
them  ;  and  neglecting  to  cbfcrvs  the  firft  in- 
ftitution  of  their  order,  *nd  being  charged 
with  the  mod  drtefted  crimes,  particulaily 
fodomy,  and  denying  our  Saviour;  all  the 
princes  of  Europe,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Pope,  agreed  to  imprifon  their  perfons, 
and  feue  all  their  lands  and  effects  at  once, 


and  aholifh  their  order.  Their  revenues 
being  afterwards  transferred  to  the  knights 
hofpitallers ;  but  whether  their  immenfe 
riches,  and  their  infolcnt  behaviour,  were 
not  the  grand  motives  for  fuppreflinz  this 
order,  is  much  doubted ;  for  none  of  the 
crimes  they  were  charged  with  were  proved 
agiinft  the  Erglifh.  te-rplarsy  and  the  con- 
teflions  of  thofe  in  France  were  extert- 
rd  by  torture.  The  Engfyb  templars  were 
only  fent  into  other  monasteries. 

1323.  The  King  made  an  unfuccsfsful 
expedition  into  Scotland ;  and  a  truce  is  con- 
cluded for  thirteen  years. 

1324.  TheQueen  being  difobfiged  by* 
the  Spencers,  takes  part  with  Mir  timer 
and  the  lords,  again  ft  the  King,  and  goes 
into  France  with  her  fon,  prince  Edward* 

1325.  TheQueen  and  all  her  adherents, 
are  dechrtd  enemies  to  the  kingdom. 

1326.  Oriel  College  in  Ocfjrd,  founded  by 
the  King,  or  by  his  almoner  Adamde  Biomt. 

The  Queen  removes  into  Hainault  with 
her  fon  thirteen  years  of  age,  whom  fhc 
marries  to  PbiRppa,  the  earl  of  Hainault** 
daughter,  and  raifes  an  army  of  2000  men 
againft  the  King. 

Sept.  iz.  She  lands  in  EJfex,  and  drives 
the  King  into  Wales.  The  elder  Spencer  is 
taken  by  her  at  Brijiol,  and  hanged. 

King  Edward  concealing  himfelf  with 
the  younger  Spencer  in  Wales,  prince  Ed" 
ward  was  declared  Cu/lts,  or  guardian  of 
the  kingdom. 

The  King  and  the  youn^rr  Spexcrr  are 
taken  at  Catrf.lly  in  Clin  ^an/are.  The 
King  is  iroprifoncd  at  Kenekuortb. 

Great  cruelties  commiucJ  by  the  Queen 
on  the  pri  loners. 

1327.  Spencer  is  hanged  and  quartered. 
The  younger  Sper.ccr  was  made  Lord 

Chamberlain  by  the  barons,  beciuic  they 
thought  him  unacceptable  to  the  King ; 
but  as  he  infinuated  himfelf  into  the  King's 
favour,  they  were  as  impatient  to  remove 
him,  raifed  forces,  plundered  the  eftatrs  of 
both  father  an  1  fon,  deftroyod  their  ccra 
and  cattle,  abufeft  and  murdered  th<r:r 
tenants  and  dependants,  and  compelled  the 
King  to  banimthem:  but  the  King  after- 
wards recalled  the  Spevrers,  defeated  the 
barons  forces,  and  executed  the  earl  of  Lan- 
ca/l'r,  and  fome  other  chiefs ;  but  the 
Queen  and  her  adulterer,  Mortimer,  retiring 
into  Frane,  and  brin^in'j  over  with  them  1 
forr'pn  force,  and  having  prepared  the 
people  to  depofc  the  King,  the  Sp-n-:er>  were 
murdered  puMickly  without  any  fnrrr»<  of 
law,  and  th*  King  himfelf,  not  long  after, 
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in  a  more  private  manner.  The  character 
©f  the  elder  Spencer  is,  Tbat  be  was  a  per/on 
cf  great  itteg/ity,  wife  in  council,  ft  out  in 
arms.  And  the  barons  themfclves  looked 
upon  the  younger  Spencer  as  an  ableminifter, 
when  they  placed  him  near  the  King,  and 
yet  the  retaining  thefe  two  noblemen  in  the 
miniftry,  was  looked  upon  a  fufficicatreafon 
for  depofing  their  fovercign. 

Jan.  The  Queen  and  Prince  called  a 
parliament  in  the  King's  name,  where  fix 
articles  are  drawn  up  again  ft  bim  for  male- 
adminiftration. 

The  nobility  Tend  thefe  articles  to  the 
King,  and  by  their  deputies  renounced  all 
homage  and  fealty  to  him* 

They  judged  him  unfit  to  rule,  and  depo- 
fed  him  ;  but  the  Prince  refufed  to  accept 
the  crown,  unlefs  his  father  would  rcfign  it ; 
whereupon  a  formal  resignation  is  extorted 
from  him  in  the  19th  year  of  his  reign, 
and  43d  of  his  age,  and  Edward  his  fon  is 
declared  King,  ao  Jan, 

One  of  the  principal  events  in  this  reign 
was  thedi(Tolutionof  the  knight's  templars, 
which  Edward  complied  to,  at  the  earneft 
folicitation  of  the  Pope  and  the  king  ot 
France.  Their  prodigious  riches  and  infup- 
portable  pride  rendering  them  odious.  They 
were  poflefled  at  their  diflblution  of  above 
l6,cco  lordfliipt,  befidcs  other  lands.  The 
grand  maftef  of  the  order  was  then,  in  Paris 
where  he  was  fetzed,  and  with  fifty-fevea 
others,  burnt.  Under  the  accuf.uion  of  he- 
refy,  fodomy,  an i  numberlefs  other  crimes. 
Edward  caufed  all  in  England  tobefeixed 


on  one  day,  Jan.  7,  1322,  and  foon  after 
held  a  national  fynod  at  J^ondon,  where  they 
were  condemned,  but  not  treated  with  that 
rigour  they  were  in  France.  They  were 
only  difperfed  in  the  monaftcrics  to  do  pe- 
nance, with  a  moderate  penfion  paid  out  of 
the  revenues  of  the  order.  The  Pope  re- 
ferred to  the  holy  fee  the  difpofal  of  the 
eftates  of  the  order,  and  fliortly  after  align- 
ed them  to  the  hofpitallers  or  knights  of  St. 
Jobn  of  JcrtifaJem,  now  called  the  knights 
of  Malta. 

HIS  ISSUE. 

Edward,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  fucceeded 
him. 

Jobn  furnamed  of  E  It  bam,  hie  feconct 
fon,  afterwards  earl  of  Cornwall,  who  died 
unmarried. 

He  had  two  daughters,  Joan  married  to> 
David  prince  of  Scotland,  fon  and  heir  of 
Robert  Bruce;  and  Eleanor  married  toUgr-. 
nold,  fecond  earl  of  CeJder.  - 

Taxes  in  this  Rxiok. 

Firft  of  Edward  II.  the  laity  gave  a  twen- 
tieth part  of  their  moveables.  In  the  fe- 
cond, a  twenty-fifth.  In  the  feventh,  a 
twentieth.  In  the  eighth,  a  twentieth. 
In  the  ninth,  the  citizens,  burgefles,  and 
tenants  in  ancient  demefne,  a  fifteenth.  In 
the  fifteenth  year,  a  tenth  of  the  commu- 
nity, and  a  fixth  of  the  c  itizen),  burgdicSp 
and  tenants  in  ancient  demefne. 
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1327.  TJ*  D  WAR  D  furnamed  JVinJ/or, 
Py  eldeft  fon  of  Edward  II.  and 
queen  Eleanor,  being  under  14.  years  of  age, 
fucceeded  to  the  crown,  Jan.  ao,  in  his  fa* 
ther's  life-time,  in  the  manner  above  relat- 
ed. 

Jan.  26.  The  King  was  crowned  at 
Wrftminjler,  and  a  general  pardon  proclaim- 
ed, which  was  afterward  imitated  by  fuc- 
ceeding  kings  at  their  coronation. 

Feb.  2.  The  King  received  the  order  of 
knighthood  from  the  hands  of  the  earl  of 
Lane  after. 

The  arch bi (hop,  and  eleven  others  of  the 
nobility,  are  appointed  guardians  to  the 
young  King  ;  but  the  Queen  and  Mortimer 
take  upon  them  the  adminiftration  of  the 


Roger  Murt'imer  ha  J  as  great  an  influx 
ence  over  the  Queen  as  Sptncer  had  over 
the  late  King.  He  executed  the  office  of 
prime  minifter,  and  managed  the  affairs 
of  the  kingdom  according  to  his  plea- 
fure. 

As  the  parliament  was  at  the  Queen's  de- 
votion, fiie  procured  the  grant  of  a  dowerf 
exceeding  two  thirds  of  the  revenues  of  the 
crown. 

The  parliament  afligned  a  hundred  marks 
a  month  for  the  maintenance  of  the  King  \ 
a  fum  more  than  fufficient  for  the  expences 
of  that  unfortunate  prince,  who  was  treat- 
ed in  his  confinement  after  a  very  unbecom- 
ing manner. 

The  fame  parliament  annulled  the  fen- 
tenccs  paffed  in  the  late  reign,  as  well 

againft 
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Ifainft  the  1'te  earl  of  hancafter  and  hit 
•j  hcrenw,  aft  againft  thoie  that  favoured  the 
tchf  ns  of  the  Queen. 

The  Scats  invade  England. 

Sir  J  amies  Murray  and  Sir  James  Dour '.is 
with  ac.coo  men,  ravaged  the  borders  of 
England,  and  on  Feb.  2,  endeavoured  to 
forprice  Norbam  caftle,  but  the  governor 
took  feveral  of  them  prifoncrs  and  flew  a 
great  number. 

The  Scots  ravaged  the  borders  of  the  Tyne 
between  Carlifie  and  Newcaftle;  they  were 
parfoed  by  the  King's  army  but  with  little 
A>cce;  .  The  Scott  having  kept  their  inac- 
c.iTulc  ports  above  a  fortnight,  retired  in 
the  night  to  their  own  country,  too  far  for 
£ Jwar  Ts.purfuit. 

April  14.  The  depofed  King,  who  had 
for:  fjme  time  been  confined  at  KmeintCYtb 
caile,  was  removed  to  Berkley  caftle,  to  be 
treated  with  greater  k  verity  than  his  late 
keeper  chofe  to  comply  with.  In  his  re- 
moval thither,  he  was  carried  firft  to  C  ■  ft 
caftle,  and  then  to  Bnftol,  under  the  con- 
c  iek  of  Sir  Jcbn  Ma/t'ravers  and  Sir  Thomas 
Carrey,  botli  of  very  brutiftt  tempers. 

In  the  journey  they  made  him  fritter  a 
tboufand  indignities,  even  to  the  crowning 
him  with  ftraw,  riding  all  night  and  not 
fullering  him  to  deep,  bting  fcarccly  covered 
with  clothes  that  he  might  feel  the  damps  of 
the  night ;  they  caufed  him  to  be  fhavrd  in 
•9  open  field,  with  water  taken  from  a 
frinking  ditch,  which  made  him  mcd  a 
torrent  of  tears,  and  in  fpite  of  them  faid 
he  would  be  fhaved  with  warm  water.  The 
podnefs  of  his  conftitution  prevented  him 
from  being  poifoned,  which  his  keepers 
federal  rimes  attempted.  Thefe  wretches 
finding  their  attempts  ineffectual,  fent  for 
freih  inftrueliona,  and  received  an  equivocal 
order  from  Orleton  biftiop  of  Hereford,  one 
of  the  Queen'?  creatures,  wherein  he  ad- 
vifed  them,  at  the  fame  time,  to  murder 
Edward,  and  exhorted  them  to  refrain  from 
fuch  a  crime  ;  and  indeed  the  words  afcribed 
:  j  him,  are  capable  of  both  thefe  fenfes, 
according  to  the  difference  of  the  pointing  t

Sept.  xx.  Edward* s  keepers  laid  a  pillow 
on  his  face,  and  thruft  a  horn  pipe  up  hit 
body  through  which  they  ran  a  red  hot  iron, 
and  burnt  his  bowels.  His  body  was  pri- 
vately buried  in  the  cathedral  of  Clocefter, 
where  foon  after  hit  fon  caufed  a  ftately 
tomb  to  be  erected*

created  carl  of  Cornwall* 
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Jan.  14.  King  EdwardlU.  folcmnizes 
his  marriage  with  Pkiltppa,  the  earl  of  Has- 
naulty&  youngeft  daughter,  at  TV*. 

CbarUs  the  Fair,  king  of  France,  died  Feb* 
I,  without  male  itiue,  leaving  his  Queen 
big  with  child.  Edward  claimed  the  re- 
gency of  the  kingdom  of  France  during  the 
Queen's  pregnancy,  as  nephew  and  nearcft 
relation  to  the  late  King;  but  it  was  claim- 
ed and  adjudged  to  Philip  de  Valois,  coufin 
german  of  the  late  King. 

March.  A  parliament  held  at  York, 
when  fcvcral  of  the  lords  did  not  attend, 
through  their  difiatisfaflion  uf  the  Queen 
dowager's  conduct. 

April.  The  queen  of  France was  deliver- 
ed or  a  daughter,  and  Philip  caufed  himfclf 
to  be  crowned  king. 

Edward  rcftorcd  Scotland  all  that  Edward 
I.  had  taken  from  then,  which  occafioned 
great  murmuring  in  England. 

June  17.  He  renounces  all  pretention* 
of  fupcriority  over  Scotland.  , 

The  lady  Joan,  filler  to  king  Edward 
III.  is  married  to  David  Bruce,  the  fon  of 
Robert,  king  of  Scotland,  being  but  feVcn 
years  of  age. 

The  earl  of  Lancafter  is  attacked  by  the 
Quccn-mothcr,  who  ftirred  up  the  young 
King  againft  thim,  which  induced  pre- 
parations tor  his  defence  againft  the  court  ; 
and  a  manifefto  was  publiftied,  containing 
complaints  againft  the  Queen  dowager  and 
Mortimer. 

1329,  April.  Philip  regent  of  France  fum- 
moned  Edward  to  appear  before  him,  and 
do  Kim  homage  for  Cuienne  and  Penrbieu. 

Edward  privately  protefts  againft  the 
homage. 

Jung  6.  Edward  failed  from  Dover  for 
France,  (having  appointed  his  brother  John 
of  E  It  bam,  regent  in  his  abi'ence)  with  a 
retinue  of  1000  horfe,  and  arrived  at  Amiens, 
where  he  did  homage  to  Philip  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  kings  ot  Navarre,  Majorca, 
and  Bohemia,  and  prom  i  led  to  ratify  the 
homage  under  his  great  feal  on  his  return  to 
England,  which  he  did  not  comply  with, 
but  ufed  every  delay,  fo  as  to  occauon 
Philips  demoliihing  the  caftle  of  Xaintet 
and  plundering  the  town. 

July  9.  Robert  Bruce  king  of  Scotland 
died,  and    was  fucceeded    by    his  fon 


1330,  March  19.  Edmund  earl  of  Kent, 
king  Edward**  uncle,  is  beheaded  at  the 
inftigation  of  Mortimer,  aged  18. 

April  xo,.  Queen  Pbilipfa  crowned  with 
great  magnificence.

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May  8.  The  unexpected  refentment  of 
Philip  produced  a  new  treaty  between  the 
King?>  and  Edward  fent  letters  patent 
under  the  great  leal  to  confirm  the  homage. 

June  15.  This  year  prince  Edward 
a/ierwards  rtilcd  the  Black  Prime,  was  born 
at  Woodjlock. 

Oil.  19.  The  King  being  made  frn- 
fible  of  Maimer  %  famil.arity  with  his  mo- 
ther, and  taking  umbrage  at  his  arbitrary 
proceedings,  feired  his  perfon  in  Nctthgbtm 
cattle. 

Gunpowder  was  invented  this  year  by 
Swarthy  a  monk  of  Cologne, 

The  King  diflblved  the  parliament  and 
called  another  to  meet  at  Mfmnfltr,  Nov. 
j 5,  when  he  afTumed  the  reigns  of  govern- 
ment, though  he  was  not  arrived  to  the  age 
prescribed  by  law. 

The  Queen  dowager  fcized,  confined,  and 
her  dower  reduced  to  3000/.  per  annum. 

The  carl  of  March  was  treated  with  the 
Jcft  rigour  he  defcrved,  and  the  impeach- 
ment brought  before  the  parliament  contain- 
ed fcveral  heavy  charges,  vix.  that  he  had 
afTumed  the  government  of  the  kingdom 
without  authority,  contrary  to  the  exprefs 
regulation  of  parliament }  that  he  had  placed 
fpies  about  the  King ;  that  he  had  procured 
the  death  of  Edward  11.  by  his  exprefs 
order;  that  by  his  contrivance  the  late  earl 
of  Kent,  the  King's  uncle,  loft  his  life  j 
that  he  bad  appropriated  to  his  own  ufe 
ao,oooA  of  the  King's  money  j  and  that 
he  lived  in  a  too  familiar  manner  with  the 
Queen-mother.  For  all  which  he  was 
condemned  as  a  traitor,  to  be  hanged  and 
drawn,  on  the  common  gallows  at  Tyburn, 
Nov.  19,  where  hit  body  hung  two  days 
and  nights. 

1 33 1.  This  year  the  art  of  weaving 
cloth  was  brought  from  Flanders  to  England, 
by  John  Kemp,  to  whom  the  King  granted 
his  protection ;  and  at  the  fame  time  invited 
ever  fullers,  dyers,  &c. 

Sept.  30.  A  parliament  was  held  this 
year  at  rVeftminjlcr. 

King  Edward  formed  the  project  of  con- 
quering Scotland,  and  made  ufe  of  Baliol  xo 
accomplish  his  end  $  and  at  the  lame  time 
pretends  friendfliip  to  David. 

1332.  Bal'nl  embarked  with  an  army  of 
a  500  men  and  landed  at  Kingborn,  March  5, 
near  Perth,  and  defeated  David1*  troops 
in  four  battles,  one  of  which  was  at  Cladtf- 
more  [Aug.  !!•]  nwr  St*  Jobnt  town. 
David  of  Scotland  retired  to  France  for  pro- 
tection* 

Edward  countenanced  the  fending  out 
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fliips  by  private  perfons  in  their  own  namf, 
who  gave  chace  to  a  fleet  provided  by  Da- 
via"*  adherents,  and  which  was  his  laft  re- 
fuge. This  fleet  they  deltruyed,  and  Da- 
vid'* hopes  vani/hed. 

1333,  July  19.  E dward defeats  the  Scott 
at  Haiidvwn,  which  ended  in  the  entire  rout 
of  the  Scotch  army.  Seven  Scotch  earls  were 
(lain  on  the  fpet,  with  900  knights,  40CO 
gentlemen,  befides  15,000  common  fol- 
dicrs  ;  which  defeat  was  fulloued  by  the 
furrender  of  Berwick,  which  kirg  Edward 
annexed  tor  ever  10  the  crewn  of  Ergland. 

Edward  Baliol  fun  of  'John  Baftol  late 
king  of  Scotland,  *vas  crowuc  J  King  thereof 
at  Scone,  Sept.  zj,  1333. 

1334.  Baliol  held  his  firft  parliament  at 
Edinburgh,  February  'C,  to  which  Edward 
fent  his  commiiTioncrs.  Bai'vA  caufed  all 
he  had  done  in  favour  of  Edward  to  be  ra- 
tified and  confirmed,  and  he  gave  up  to  Ed' 
ward feveral  places,  viz.  Cedhurgb,  Selkirk, 
Roxburgh,  Dumfries,  and  the  cattle  cf  Edin- 
burgh, in  reward,  as  he  faid  in  his  letters,  fcr 
the  afllftance  received  from  Edward,  to 
whom  at  the  fame  time  Baliol  did  volun- 
tary homage  for  the  kingdom  of  Scotland, 
with  all  the  circuraftances  denoting  an  en- 
tire fubjeclion. 

By  this  fubmiflion  Band  forfeited  the 
eftcem  and  affection  of  his  fubjects,  which 
induced  tbem  to  rebel  againft  him. 

Dec.  14.  Lord  Archibald  Douglas,  with 
the  earl  of  Mar,  impiovcd  this  difcontcnt 
and  headed  the  party  of  mahrcontents,  w  ho 
attacked  and  defeated  Baliol,  forcing  him  to 
efcape  on  an  horfe  without  a  faddle  to  Car- 
life,  from  whence  he  fent  Edward  word  of 
his  fituation. 

Baliol  being  defeated  by  the  party  that 
adhered  to  David  king  of  Scotland,  king 
Edward  marched  into  Scotland  to  his  aflifl- 
ance,  but  returned  without  effecting  any 
thing  in  favour  of  Baliol;  he  ravaged  the 
country  and  returned  to  England }  in  the 
mean  time  the  Scotch  army  retook  fome  of 
the  places  from  the  Englijb. 

1335.  Edward  in  the  fpring  attacked 
Scotland  by  fea  and  land,  and  advanced  as  far 
as  the  northern  ocean,  and  in  the  mean  time 
his  brother  the  earl  of  Cornwall  ravaged  the 
weftern  counties  of  the  kingdom.  The  earl 
of  Murray  regent  of  Scotland  taken  prifoner 
by  the  Englijh. 

The  Pope  and  king  of  France  endeavour- 
ed to  divert  Edward  from  his  war  in  Scot- 
land, but  without  effect.  The  Scots  fubmit 
to  Edward,  and  he  returned  in  triumph  to

13  56.  The  Englifh  troops  left  in  Sctt- 
Ltd  defeated,  and  (heir  leader,  the  earl  of 
Atbol  flain,  which  revived  the  courage  of 
the  Sett. 

Two  parliaments  were  held  this  year, 
the  firif.  at  Nm  tampan  in  May,  and  the 
other  at  N.uingbxm,  on  Sept.  25,  which 
granted  him  Urge  fupplies.  It  bid  a  tax 
on  every  bag  of  wool  tranfported  by  EngUjh 
merchants  40*.  and  by  foreigners  3/. 

0c7.  5.  John  of  Eltbam,  the  King's 
brother,  died  at  Pirtb  in  Scotland,  and  was 
buried  at  Weflminjlir. 

1337,  Jan.  Ed-ward  returned  to  Scot- 
land,  and  ravaged  the  country  with  great 
fury  j  he  burnt  the  town  of  Aberdten,  and 
fbroe  o:her  places  of  If  fs  note,  and  leaving 
a  ftnall  army  with  Bahol,  returned  to  Eng- 
land. 

His  fucccfTes  in  Scotland  made  him  form 
a  d-fig.n  on  France,  pretending  the  falic  law, 
in  excluding  females  from  the  fucceflion  to 
that  crown,  did  na  exclude  their  male  if- 
fue,  and  on  that  founded  his  pretention  to 
the  crown. 

Edward  formed  fever  a  1  alliances  with 
foreign  princes,  viz.  the  emperor  Lewit  of 
Bavaria,  the  duke  of  Brabant,  the  earls  of 
Gvitdtr  and  Hainault,  the  archbtftop  of 
Cthgff,  tec.  but  more  particularly  the 
great  Jama  d* Art  evil le,  a  brewer  of  Ghent, 
whom  Edward  aftaftcd  with  troops  till  he 
cxmld  collect  all  his  army  together. 

The  Englijb  troops  gained  great  advan- 
tages in  F lander t. 

This  year  was  remarkable  for  the  King's 
commitlion  for  feieing  the  cftates  of  t  e 
Lombards  or  ,  ufurers,  who  were  grown 
odioas  on  account  of  their  extortions  ;  and 
for  his  fcixing  the  revenues  of  alien  priories, 
efpeciaily  thofe  of  the  Clunic  and  Cifter- 
ttjn  order  j  both  which  proceedings  the 
parliament  countenanced,  and  they  produced 
ih?  King  J^rge  fupplies  for  the  war. 

While  Edward  was  making  his  prepa- 
ration for  this  important  war,  he  fum- 
moned  a  parliament  in  the  middle  of 
Mjrcb,  wherein  it  was  enacted,  that  no 
wool  of  Englijb  growth  ftould  be  for  the 
future  traniported  beyond  fea,  and  that  all 
clct;  worker*  mould  be  received,  from  what- 
ever foreign  parts  they  came,  and  encou- 
raged. It  was  alfo  ordained,  that  none 
ftould  wear  any  cloaths  made  beyond  fea, 
except  the  King,  Queen,  and  their  chil- 
dren i  alfo  that  none  ftould  wear  foreign 
furs  or  ftlks,  unlefs  he  was  worth  100/, 
per  annum.  In  this  parliament  the  King 
created  prince  Edward,  his  elder*  fon,  duke 
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of  Cornwall,  being  the  firft  in  England  that 
bore  the  title  of  Duke.  He  was  veiled  with 
the  dukedom  by  a  wreath  on  his  head,  a 
ring  on  his  finger,  and  a'filver  verge  in  . 
his  hand  ;  fince  which  time  the  eldeft  fun 
of  the  king  of  England  is  born  duke  of 
Cornwall.  At  this  lolemnity  he  created  fix 
earls  and  twenty  knights. 

Edward  wrote  to  the  Pope  and  cardinals 
to  jullify  his  claim  on  France,  and  de- 
manded the  crown  of  Philip,  by  the  duke 
of  Brabant,  whom  he  made  his  lieutenant- 
general  for  that  kingdom,  with  orders  to 
the  Fremb,  whom  he  called  his  fubjecls, 
to  pay  him  obedience. 

Bentdicl  XII.  who  filled  the  papal  throne, 
ufed  all  his  influence  with  the  two  kings 
to  prevent  a  war,  and  for  that  purpofe  font 
two  legates  into  England  to  perfuade  them  tar  ' 
peace,  but  without  any  other  effect  than  » 
ftort  truce. 

1338,  Feb.  3.  There  was  a  parliament 
held,  in  which  the  laity  granted  the  King 
one  half  of  their  wool,  for  the  next  fum- 
mcr,  and  at  the  fame  time  be  took  the 
whole  from  the  clergy,  making  them  pay 
n  ne  marks  for  every  fack  of  the  bell 
wool. 

July  15.  Edward  fet  taxi  from  Orwell 
in  Suffolk,  with  a  fleet  of  500  fhips,  for 
Antwerp,  where  he  arrived  July  2a. 

He  was  made  vicar  of  the  empire,  and 
had  an  interview  with  the  Emperor  at  C»- 
Icgne,  where  two  thrones  were  erected  in 
the  public  market  place  for  their  reception. 

Edward  vifited  Ghent,  and  granted  the 
principal  cities  feveral  privileges,  in  order 
to  encourage  their  trade  with  England. 

1339,  May  7.  Edward  whilft  abroad 
created  the  duke  of  Juhen  a  peer  of  Eng' 
lard,  by  the  title  of  earl  of  Cambridge,  with 
a  grant  of  20/.  a  year,  payable  out  of  the 
i  flues  of  Cambridgfpnre,  with  a  pen  Hon  of 
1  coo/,  per  annum,  but  he  never  had  a  fum- 
mons  to  parliament.  He  was  queen  Phi* 
lippa**  nephew,  and  died  without  iflue. 

July  21.  Edward  gave  the  duke  of* 
Brabant  no  lefs  a  fum  than  60,000/,  to  be 
allured  of  his  afliftance. 

Aug.  8.  The  expence  daily  encreafing 
on  Edward,  it  compelled  him  to  borrow 
money  from  all  the  foreign  princes  that 
could  fupply  him,  nor  did  he  fcruple  the 
afliftance  of  private  perfons,  and  took  up 
fuch  fums  at  they  were  willing  to  lend, 
though  never  fo  fmall.  He  even  pawned 
his  crown  to  the  archbiftop  of  7V/ers  for 
50,000  florins.  His  cxpences  may  be  feen 
by  the  following  account.

Edward  put  bimfelf  at  the 
head  of  40,000  men,  and  [Oil,  22]  offered 
battle  to  Philip,  who  retired.

Edward  takes  on  him  the  title  of  King 
of  France,  and  quartered  with  his  own 
arms  the  Fleurs  de  luce  of  France,  He  at 
the  fame  time  ufed  the  motto,  Dm  et 
man  droir. 

Feb.  8.  The  King  publi wed  a  declara- 
tion addrcflcd  to  the  French,  and  a  mani- 
fcftoagainft  Philip,  whom  he  only  Ailed  the 
carl  of  VaUii, 

Feb.  21.  He  embarked  for  England, 
'When  he  fummoncd  a  parliament,  which 
met,  March  29*  and  made  him  large  grants. 

This  year  Thomas  Blanket,  and  fome  other 
inhabitants  of  Brijlol,  fet  up  looms  in  their 
own  houfes,  for  weaving  thofe  woollen 
clothes  (h^t  yet  bear  that  name. 

The  Pope  exhorted  Edward  to  quit  his 
title  and  pretentions  to  france,  which  he 
treated  with  indifference. 

About  this  year  the  ifle  otf  Man  was 
conquered  by  Wi[l'i2in  Jiiontacute,  earl  of 
Salijhurv,  who  thereupon,  was  honoured 
with  the  title  of  king  of  Man,  This 
ifland  was  fubjec"t  to  Scotland  before. 

Edward  in  perfon  pbtained  a  viclory 
ever  the  French  it  fea.  He  took  and  funk 
all  their  ihips,  being  400  fail,  and  Mcilled 
30,000  men. 

The  King  entered  France  with  an  army 
of  150,000  men,  but  a  truce  for  a  year  was 
agreed  on. 


As  foon  as  the  trace  was  figned,  Edward 
with  his  queen  Plilippa,  who  had  lived 
three  yean  in  the  low  countries,  returned 
to  England.  She  had  been  delivered  there 
of  two  princes,  the  laft  of  whom  was  John 
of  Gaunt.  She  landed  at  the  tower,  Nov.  30. 

John  of  Gaunt,  third  fon  of  Edward  III* 
created  earl  o<  Richmond. 

The  Emperor  and  the  duke  of  Brabant 
withdrew  their  troops  from  Edward,  and 
the  Emperor  revokes  the  grant  of  vicar  ge- 
neral to  Edward. 

Edward  returned  to  England,  and  quar- 
relled with  the  archbi&op  of  Canterbury  for 
his  mifcondutt  in  his  abfence. 

April  x^.  A  parliament  met  and  grant* 
ed  Edward  further  fupplies. 

1341.  The  King  and  the  Archbifhop 
were  reconciled. 

The  Pope  (hewed  great  partiality  to 
France,  and  put  Flandert  under  an  interdict. 

1342.  During  this  year  Edward  was  in 
Bretagne,  amfting  the  earl  of  Montfrrt 
againtt  the  king  of  France,  where  he  befieged 
and  took  Nantes,  Rennes,  Vannes%  and  Gum- 
gamp,  out  by  the  mediation  of  the  Pope  a 
truce  was  granted  for  three  years,  and  £</■« 
ward  returned  to  England,  Mar.  %• 

1 343.  The  Englijb  fleet  defined  againft 
Scotland  was  rendered  unserviceable  by  a  vio* 
lent  ftorm,  and  Edward  granted  a  truce. 

Pavid,  aflifled  by  the  French  king, 
marched  againft  England,  and  penetrated  to 
Durham,  which  he  took,  and  put  all  the 
inhabitants  to  the  fword. 

Edward  marched  towards  Scotland,  and 
relieved  Wark  caAle,  which  the  Scots  had 
befieged. 

He  vifited  the  countefsof  SaTi/bury,  his 
cou fin  germ ain. 

He  concluded  a  truce  with  David  for 
two  years. 

1343,  >«}.  BaTuJ  quitted  Scotland, 
and  was  reftored  after  nine  years  abfence. 

1 344,  April 23.  Edward  called  a  parlia* 
mcnV  for  the  welfare  and  tranquility  of  the 
kingdom,  when  feverai  good  regulations 
were  made  ;  among  others  was  ihtftatnte  of 
prrmifims,  which  excluded  foreigners  from 
Erglifk  ecclefi  aft  teal  preferments,,  and  re- 
duced the  papal  authority  in  England  > 
which  aft  has  unce  been  frequently  renewed, 
and  called  the  Jiatute  of  praemunire.  Ed- 
ward alfo  very  folemnly  renewed  the  Magra. 
Char i<t. 

The  Madiera  iflands  di  (covered. 

In  this  parliament  the  King  created  bis 
eldeft  fon  Edward,  prince  of  Wales*  an<* 
inverted  him  with  a  coronet  and  a  ring  of 
gold.   This  Prince  was  then  13  years  old. 

*  Kin| 
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King  Edward  ordered  tournaments  to  be 
published,  and  gave  honourable  invitation 
and  reception  to  all  perfons  of  dittincxion, 
whether  natives  or  foreigners,  careffing  them 
with  the  grcatett  politcnefs,  magnificence 
a*d  liberality  j  and  to  avoid  all  diltincrion 
of  rank,  he  erected  a  circular  hall  200  feet 
in  diameter,  at  IFtnd^,  where  [Jam.  1] 
he  feaited  all  the  knights  at  one  table, 
which  was  called  the  round  table,  in  me- 
mory of  the  great  Arthur,  who  it  ia  pre- 
tended firft  inftituted  an  order  of  knight- 
hood by  that  name. 

Cold  hrft  coined  in  England  this  year. 

Philip  of  France  published  a  like  tourna- 
ment, and  by  that  means  got  into  his  power 
several  of  the  noblemen  of  Brttagnt,  who 
had  tided  with  Edward,  and  beheaded  fome 
of  them,  which  provoked  Edward  to  fend 
Philip  a  defiance,  and  made  great  prepara- 
tion tor  renewing  the  war  in  France, 

1345,  Jane  j.  A  parliament  was  held 
at  W(fimir.fiery  who  granted  large  fupplies 
for  carrying  on  the  war  with  France. 

July  3.  Edward  embarked  for  Flanders 
from  Sandwich,  and  returned  to  England 
again  in  three  weeks,  leaving  the  carl  of 
Derby  to  begin  hoftilitics. 

1346.  The  duke  of  Normandy  made 
great  progrefs  in  Cuienue,  in  oppoiition  to 
Derif  j  he  engaged  in  the  remarkable  ficge 
of  A.^uillon. 

Edward  held  a  parliament  at  Wejtmxnfler, 
w  here  by  the  advice  of  the  great  council  he 
Cook  into  his  hands  all  the  revenues  in 
England  enjoyed  by  alien  ecc)eti  attics,  and 
the  cardinals  of  the  French  faction. 

To  relieve  the  brave  defenders  ofAjgvUlcn 
Edward  battened  his  warlike  preparations, 
and  embarked  July  4,  but  was  driven  back 
te  Cornwall  by  a  ttorm.  He  re-embarked 
with  bia  army,  which  confirmed  of  1600  Grips 
great  and  fmall,  containing  4000  men  at 
srmi,  10,000  archers,  12,000  Wdjb  foot- 
men, and  6000  Ir'tfr,  befides  a  great  num- 
ber of  the  chief  nobility,  and  the  young 
prince  of  Wales,  then  but  15  years  and  one 
month  old,  all  of  whom  landed  in  Nor- 
The  moment  the  King  landed  he 
the  Prince  his  fon,  and  fcveral  of 
the  young  lords, 

Edward  with  his  army  ravaged  the  coun- 
try, bvrning  and  plundering  whatever  came 
in  his  way. 

He,  among  many  other  fuccefles,  made 
the  conftable  of  France  his  prifoner. 

Edward  advanced  to  P rift,  where  PbiKp 
endeavoured  to  enclofe  him  between  the 
$ein*  and  the  Oyfc,  but  he  took  inciter  in

Aug.  24.  Edward  encamped  at  CreJJy, 
and  the  fame  afternoon  at  four  o'clock  tne 
battle  began.  The  French  army  confined 
of  above  100,000  men.  The  king  of  Bo- 
hemia, who  though  blirid,  was  prcfent  at  the 
battle,  having  caufed  his  horfe's  bridle  to 
be  fattened  to  thofe  of  two  brave  knights, 
was  ilain,  and  his  ftand4rd,  on  which  was 
embroidered  in  gold,  three  oft  rich  feathers, 
with  thefe  words,  leb  Dicn,  that  is,  / ferve, 
was  taken  and  brought  to  the  Pnn-e  of 
iValet,  who,  in  memory  of  that  day,  bore 
three  oftrich  feathers  in  his  coronet,  with 
the  fame  motto,  which  ie  ftill  continued  by 
all  princes  of  Wales.  The  E*gfi/h  in  thie 
battle  gained  a  complete  victory,  and  Ed* 
•zvard  the  Black  Prince  immortal  honour. 

In  this  battle  the  EngCtJh  ufed  cannon  or 
great  guns  for  the  firft  time. 

France  loft  in  this  battle  the  king  of 
Bohemia,  the  earl  of  Alenfon,  the  duke  of 
Lorrain,  the  earl  of  Flanders,  the  earl  of 
Blots,  1 1  princes,  8  bannerets,  1100  knights, 
upwards  of  80  ftandards,  and  above  30,000 
common  foldiers. 

The  King  published  orders  in  his  camp 
that  the  prifoners  should  not  be  infulted 
in  their  misfortunes,  but  that  his  troops 
would  thank  God  for  their  victory. 

Edward  the  day  after  the  battle  of  Crejfy 
defeated  a  body  of  militia  that  was  coming 
to  Pbil'tf*  afliftancc,  when  he  flew  7000 
on  the  fpot. 

He  proceeded  to  Calaixf  which  he  inverted 
Sept.%,  1346,  and  reduced  to  great  extre- 
mities by  famine  j  to  alleviate  which,  the 
governor  turned  out  of  the  place  all  ufeleft 
perfons,  to  the  amount  of  1700,  whom, 
Edward  relieved,  and  let  go  where  they 
p  leafed. 

The  king  of  Scotland  entered  England 
I  with  an  army  of  50,000  men,  with  defign 
to  draw  Edward  from  the  fiege  of  Calais* 
To  oppofe  the  Scots,  who  had  advanced  to 
Durham,  queen  Philippa  took  upon  her  the 
command  of  fome  troops,  and  proceeded  at 
their  head  with  great  expedition,  and  gave 
him  battle  [OH.  17]  at  NeviTuQt'ofs  near 
Durham,  where  the  totally  defeated  the 
Scott  and  took  David  prifoner,  whom  fhe 
brought  to  London.  There  were  no  lets 
than  ao,ooo  Scots  flain.  The  Scotch  king, 
though  he  had  two  fpears  hanging  in  his 
body,  his  leg  alxnoft  incurably  wounded, 
and  his  fword  beat  out  of  hie  hand,  refufed 
to  furrender  to  the  governor  of  Raxherou^b 
cattle,  and  at  the  fame  time  ftrock  him  m 
the  face  with  his  gauntlet  fo  fiercely  as  to 
knock  out  two  of  hit  teeth  j  however  the 

governor, 
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governor,  whofc  name  was  Cepdaxd,  con- 
veyed him  out  ot  the  ridd,  but  rctuhng  to 
deliver  hit  pri  loner  to  the  Queen,  who 
Aaycd  at  Nemafile  during  the  battle,  he 
went  to  Edward  at  Calais  to  excufe  his 
rclufal,  and  was  rewarded  with  500/.  a 
year  in  land,  and  made  a  knight  banneret. 

Edward? %  troops  in  Normandy  defeated 
Cbaria  de  Blots  and  took  him  prifoncr,  near 
La  Roche  de  Rein. 

Philip  of  France  tried  to  relieve  Calais 
with  an  army  of  2  50,000  men,  and  offered 
battle  to  Edward,  but  without  fuccefs  ;  he 
then  challenged  him  to  combat  by  fix  on  a 
fide,  but  was  rejected. 

Edward  received  a  reinforcement  of 
17,000  men,  and  Philip  retired. 

1347,  Aug.  4.  Calais  furrend  ered  to 
Edward  on  the  terms  of  life  to  the  inha- 
bitants and  foldicrs,  except  fix  of  the 
burghers  who  were  to  be  the  victims  of 
Edward" s  revenge.  Thefe  fix  went  bare- 
footed, in  their  fliirts,  with  halters  about 
their  necks,  and  presented  the  keys  of  the 
town  to  Edward,  whom  they  found  highly 
SDcenfcd  againit  them  j  and  notwithstanding  I 
the  intexceffion  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  j 
other  noblemen,  be  commanded  them  to  be  | 
leii  to  execution  ;  but  he  could  not  refiit  the  j 
Solicitations  of  the  Queen,  (who  on  her 
knees  with  tears  intreated  him  in  their  be- 
Jul.')  and  was  overcome  by  her  influence. 
The  Queen  ordered  cloaths  to  be  brought 
them,  and  entertained  them  in  her  tent, 
difmifiing  them  with  prefents  ;  an  action 
which  did  then  and  ever  will  redound  to 
the  honour  of  that  princefs. 

A  few  days  afterwards  Edward  made  his 
entry  into  Calais,  he  turned  out  all  the  na- 
tive 'inhabitants  and  peopled  it  with  Entfijh, 
vhich  done,  be  returned  in  triumph  to 
Eejr/and,  where  he  arrived  OR.  2.

The  men's  cxcetTes 
were  no  lefs  fcandalous. 

Philip  of  France  endeavoured  to  corrupt 
the  governor  of  Calais  to  deliver  it  to  him, 
but  was  prevented,  and  his  troops  routed  by 
Edward  and  his  fon,  Jan.  1.  The  King 
generoufly  treated  his  pri loners,  and  to 
Euftace  of  Ribaumont,  a  knight  of'Picardf, 
he  gave  a  ftring  of  pearls  of  great  value,  tor 
his  valour. 

Feb.  8.  Edward  *n&  the  Prince  returned 
to  England,  where  he  [April  23  J  inftitutei 
the  Order  of  the  Carter,  which  has  never 
increafed  its  number,  being  originally  but 
26,  including  the  fovercign. 

Aug.  The  plague,  which  had  raged  for 
fome  time  in  Ajia  and  part  of  Europem 
fpread  itfclf  into  France,  and  from  thence 
into  England,  where  it  made  its  firft  ap- 
pearance in  Dorjetjhire,  and  then  fpread  all 
over  the  kingdom,  and  carried  of>\ one  half 
of  the  nation  :  London  efpecially  felt  its 
violence,  where  in  one  year  50,000  pcrfons 
were  buried  in  one  church-yard,  now

The  prince  of  Wales  made  great 
ravages  in  Languedi*,  Perigord  and  le  Lireou- 
fin  with  an  army  of  12,000  men  3nd  befieged 
Uzarges,  but  the  French  king  approaching  at 
the  head  of  40,000  men,  he  withdrew  from 
the  nee  and  intrenched  himfclf. 

The  Fremb  king  demands  of  the  prince 
of  Walts  four  of  his  noblemen  to  be  at  his 
tnercy,  and  himfelf  and  troops  to  furrendcr 
prifemers  of  war,  which  was  honourably 
rejected  by  the  Prince.

Sept.  29.  Edward  the  Black  Prince  ob- 
tain* a  great  victory  over  the  French  at 
PaSicrs,  where  John  the  French  king  aitf 
his  fon  PLil if  arc  taken  prifoncrs. 

At  the  battle  of  Poielhrt  the  Frenth  hi& 
flain  6000  men,  among  whom  were  800 
nobics,  the  duke  of  Bourbon,  the  duke  or 
Attcnts  and  fifty  other  great  lords. 

King  Edward  cauled  a  public  tbankf- 
giving  fur  eight  days. 

1357,  April.  A  truce  concluded  for  tw» 
years  with  France, 

May.  The  Prince  made  his  triumphant 
entry  into  London,  with  king  John  hi* 
p<ifoner,  and  was  ^net  by  the  lord  mayor 
and  jidermen  in  all  their  formalities  j  th« 
citizens  hung  out  their  plate,  tapcftry» 
and  armour,  fo  that  the  like  had  never  beat 
fcen  in  the  memory  of  man.

J377vTj  1CHARD,  the  only  furviving 
£v  child  of  Edward  prince  of 
Wales  (cilled  the  Black  I  *rince.  eldelt  fon 
of  Edward  III.  by  Jean  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Edmund  earl  of  Kent)  fuccceded  to!  the 
crown  on  the  death  of  his  grandfather) 
being  about  eleven  years  old. 

July  16.  The  young  King  was  crowned 
at  Wejlminjler. 

The  coronation  oath  of  Richard,  with 
fomc  little  alteration,  was  the  fame  as  that 
now  ufed. 

The  champion  at  this  coronation  is  the 
6rft  mentioned  in  hiftory,  bur  was  certainly 
of  an  older  date,  as  it  was  claimed  by  virtue 
of  a  right  annexed  to  Scr'rveliy  manor  in 
Lincoln/hire. 

Immediately  after  the  folcmnity,  the 
young  King  conferred  icverat  dignities  on 
jiis  uncles  and  other  noblemen,  to  whom 
he  granted  penfions  of  1000  marks  each. 

The  truce  with  France  expired  without 
being  renewed  or  prepared  againft,  and  the 
French  infefted  the  coafts  of  England,  and 
burnt  Portsmouth,  Rye,  Haftings,  Dartmouth, 
Plymouth,  and  feveral  other  places,  and  de- 
feated fome  troops  headed  by  the  Prior  of 
Lewes  in  Kent.  They  were  rcpulfcd  at 
fftn(b*fler,  but  landed  in  the  ifle  of  Wight, 


and  made  a  fruitlefs  attack  on  Carijhnii 
cattle. 

Orders  were  iflued  for  arming  the  clergy* 

The  King's  uncles  governed  the  fate. 

Sept.  8.  The  earl  of  Dunbar  feized 
Roxborcurb  cattle,  but  it  was  foon  after  re- 
covered by  the  earl  of  Northumberland,  at 
the  head  of  10,000  men,  who  ravaged  the 
borders  of  Scotland. 

Tbomas  of  Woodftock  was  created  earl  of 
Buckingham. 

Henry  Piercy,  lord  conftable,  created  earl 
of  Northumberland. 

Cuifcard  cTAngoulefm,  the  King's  go- 
vernor, created  earl  of  Huntington. 

08,.  13.  The  King  held  a  parliament, 
which  fettled  the  adminiftration  during  the 
minority,  when  the  duke  of  Lancafier  was 
difjppointed  of  being  fole  regent,  and  Alice 
Pierce,  the  late  King's  favourite,  had  all 
her  ettates  confifcated,  and  herfclf  banifted.

The  prague  raged  in  the  north  of  England,

The  duke  of  Lancafter*  lofty  fpirit  in- 
fringed the  fanctuary  of  rJ^minfter,  where 
a  knight  and  a  monk  were  killed  for  re- 
tifting  hit  orders. 

The  king  of  Navarre  delivered  Cbtrlurg 
to  the  Enzfytr,  which  the  EngRfit  garrifoned. 

A  great  pheue  in  the  north  of  England 
which  did  great  havoc k,  and  depopulated 
ieveral  parts.

1379>  Apr  il  z  5.  A  parliament  met^  at 
Wejlminfttr,  and  laid  a  tax  upon  every  man 
in  the  kingdom,  from  the  higheft  to  the 
loweft.  Every  juftice  of  two  benches,  with 
the  chief  baron,  was  to  pay  5/.  an  earl  4/. 
the  lord  mayor  of  L  on  dsn  4/.  every  alder- 
man 4oi.  and  a  baron  the  fame ;  every  ad^ 
vocate  at  law  40 r,  tec.  Sec,  every  pcrfoa 
being  rated  according  to  hi?  ftation. 

Aug.  4.  The  king  of  France  <  on  ti  fearing 
Bretagnc,  they  recalled  their  fovercign. 

The  war  continued  in  France,  but  with- 
out any  decifive  battle. 

Dec.  16.  A  fleet  of  Engnfi  ihi  s,  with 
troops  for  the  afliftance  of  the  duke  of 
Brttagne,  were  tor  the  moft  part  loft  in  a 
violent  ftorm, and  above  1000  men  drowned. 

1380,  Jan.  17.  A  parliament  was  held 
at  fVeftnt'mftcry  in  which  foreign  ecclcfU 
allies  were  rendered  incapable  of  holding 
benefices  in  England,  and  it  alfo  expelled 
f  reign  monks. 

Fourteen  commiffloners  were  appointed, 
tn  examine  into  the  difpofal  of  the  re- 
venues of  the  crown. 

Cbarlriy  king  of  France,  died,  and  wa» 
fucceeded  by  his  fon  Charles  VI.  a  youth 
about  twelve  years  of  age,  with  whom  the 
duke  of  Bretagne  made  a  treaty,  and  the 
Engl'tjb  troops  returned  to  England,  April  30* 

1381,  May.    The  truce  with  Scotland 
was  renewed  on  account  of  the  plague. 

Bills  of  exchange  are  firft  mentioned  at 
ufed  this  year. 

A  great  earthquake  in  different  parts  of 
Europe* 

Nov.  i.  A  parliament  met  at  Northamp- 
ton, when  the  King  having  a  preffing  oc- 
casion for  money,  an  I  the  treafuries  of  the 
rich  having  fupplieti  the  l  ift  grant,  this  was 
to  be  levied  by  way  of  poll  tax,  from  which 
no  perfon  was  exempt,  not  even  the  monks 
and  nuns  j  all  above  15  years  old  were  to 
pay  twelve  pence  each. 

The  feverity  with  which  the  tax  gatherers 
collected  the  money  occafioned  a  rebellion, 
headed  by  Walter,  a  tyler  of  Deptford. 

Tyler  t  rabble  confifted  of  above  100,000 
men,  and  were  fpirited  up  by  John  Ball,  a 
prieft,  whom  the  mob  let  out  of  Maid  ft  one 
gaol,  on  May  3.  He  preached  to  the  army 
upon  this  proverbial  rhyme ; 

«  When  Adam  dalfe  and  Eve  fpan, 

*  Who  was  then  a  gentleman  F 
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Thsy  firft  cleared  the  gaols  of  all  the 
prifontrs,  and  thsn  proceeded  to  London, 
where  at  firft  they  met  with  refittance  j  but 
forcing  their  paflagc  over  the  bridge,  they 
plunde.vo  he  tity  and  feiztd  on  the  tower, 
wherein  were  600  warlike  men  aid  6coo 
archers  ;  they  there  fomv]  the  archbiftiop 
of  Canterbury  arid  the  Lord  Trcafurer,  with 
many  other  noblemen,  who  were  imme- 
diately beheaded  by  the  rebels  j  then  they  pro- 
ceeded toth:  palace  of  the  duke  of  Lar.cjjicr, 
at  tiic  Savoy,  which  they  burnt,  with  the 
archbiihop  of  Canterbury's  palace,  and  the 
magnificent  priory  of  St.  John  s,  Clcrkenwell, 
on  May  24.  This  done,  they  divided  th&m- 
felves  into  three  bodies  j  Wat  Tyler  remain- 
ed abort  the  tower  with  30,000  men  ;  Jack 
Straw,  another  of  iheir  haders,  advanced 
into  the  city  wi;  h  the  rebels  of  Ejjex,  to  the 
number  of  6o,coo  ;  the  rcrt,  under  the 
conduct  of  another  leader,  lodged  them- 
themfclves  upon  MiU-End-Green.  The 
King  publimed  a  general  pardon,  which 
the  Effextntn  embraced  md  returned  home. 
Wat  Tyler  rejected  the  oljtr,  and  the  King 
proposed  a  conference  with  him  in  Smith- 
field,  where  Wat  behaved  with  great  info- 
lence,  and  took  hold  of  the  King's  horfe's 
bridle,  and  threatened  the  King  with  hjs 
fword,  which  fo  exafpcr.»rcd  William  Wal- 
worth, lord  mayor  of  LokJck,  who  attend- 
ed the  King,  that  without  confjdering  the 
danger  to  which  ths  King  was  expofed,  he 
difcharged  fuch  a  blow  on  the  rebel's  head 
with  his  mace,  that  he  laid  him  dead  at 
the  King's  feet.  The  rebels  were  pre- 
paring to  revenge  his  death,  which  the 
King  prevented  by  crying  out  in  a  refolute 
and  courageous  voice,  **  "Will  you  kill  your 
King,  who  witl  then  redrefs  your  wrongs  ?'* 
which  ftaggered  their  refolution,  and  they 
threw  down  their  arms.  On  this  occafion 
the  dagger  was  added  to  the  city  arms,  and 
the  King  knighted  Walworth  and  feveral  of 
'the  aldermen  on  the  occafion,  and  granted 
them  lands  for  ever. 

There  were  other  infurredtions  in  Nor- 
folk and  Suffolk,  where  the  rioters  burnt  all 
the  ancient  charters  in  the  abbey  of  St. 
Edmund/bury^  and  of  the  univerfity  of 
Cambridge,  but  they  were  defeated  by  the 
lilhop  of  Norw't<bt  at  Nertb  Wallbam  in 
Norfolk. 

July  2.  Upward  of  1500  were  hanged, 
the  chief  of  whom  was  Jack  Straw. 

The  duke  of  l.ancaficr,  upon  the  firft 
jiews  of  the  infurre&ion,  concluded  a  truce 
with  the  Scott. 

The  King,  vho  had  been  defirous  of 


being  married,  demanded  the  daughter  of 
Barnabas,-  duke  of  Milan,  in  1 379  9  hut 
this  not  fucceeding,  he  demanded,  in  1380, 
a  daughter  of  the  late  emperor,  Lewis  of 
Bavaria,  and  had  no  better  fuccefs  than 
in  the  former  ncgociationj  at  laf>,  on 
May  2,  1381,  his  mar  rage  with  Ann  of 
Luxemburg!) ,  lifter  of  th*1  emperor  Wtn- 
cejlaus,  was  concluded  at  Nurcnsburg,  who 
arrived  in  England,  at  Dover,  the  latter  end 
of  December,  and  was  married  to  the  King 
in  the  chapel  royal  at  Wejlmiajter  on 
Jan.  14  following,  and  was  crowned  foon> 
after.  Inftcad  of  her  bringing  a  dower, 
king  Richard  gave  the  emperor  no  lefs  than 
10,000  marks,  or  So,ooo  florins,  for  his 
alliance,  and  was  alfo  at  the  whole  charge 
pf  bringing  her  over. 

At  the  Queen's  requeft  the  King  granted 
a  general  pardon. 

138a.  Edmund,  earl  of  March,  grand  fort 
of  Roger  Mortimer,  who  was  beheaded  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  died 
in  February,  in  his  government  of  Ireland. 
He  had  married  Pbiiippa,  only  daughter  of 
Lionel  duke  of  Clarence,  third  fon  of  Ed- 
ward III.  and  by  her  had  a  fon  called 
Roger,  who  fucceeded  him  in  bis  honour 
and  eft  ate, 

May  5.  The  parliament  met,  and  patted 
an  act,  empowering  biuops  to  impnfon  he<r 
reticks  without  the  King's  licenfe. 

Richard  made  choice  cf  flattering  fa- 
vourites, to  whom  he  granted  a  confider- 
able  fum  j  but  they  were  refufed  to  be 
fealed  by  the  chancellor,  as  being  indif- 
crect  grants,  which  the  King  refented  and 
demanded  the  feaJ,  and  fealed  them  himfelf. 

03.  6.  A  parliament  met  and  revoked 
the  late  power  given  the  bifliops  of  im- 
prifoning  hcrctick;. 

Tbc  fchifm  continuing  in  the  church, 
Urban  published  a  crufade  againft  Clement 
and  his  adherents,  of  which  the  bifliop  of 
Norwich  wa$  made  general,  and  the  Eng. 
lijb  nobles  engaged  in  it  with  seal. 

1383,  Feb.  24.  A  parliament  was  held 
at  Wefiminfier,  when  H^ickhif  p refented  fevers 
articles,  containing  the  lubftance  of  his 
doctrine.  This  parliament  approved  of 
the  crufade  and  granted  a  fupply. 

April  23.  The  bifhop  of  Norwich  em> 
barked  with  50,000  foot  and  2000  horfe. 
When  he  arrived  at  Calais  he  attacked. 
Flanders  contrary  to  his  directions,  and 
was  obliged  to  retire,  after  having  in  bat-, 
tie  killed  10  or  12,000  of  the  French. 

03.  25.  The  French  and  Scots  in  con- 
jun&iga  made  defcents  into  England^  whicfc 
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tbliged  JlkWto  call  a  parliament,  who 
g:  jnted  him  a  fubfidv  to  continue  the  war. 

Thcmas  lord  Mvwbray,  earl  of  Noeting- 
kiMy  »«  made  the  fint  earl  marina  1 

1 384,  26.  A  truce  with  France, 
and  the  duke  of  Lancafier,  with  acoo 
Jances  and  6000  archers  went  .  nd  rtvaged 
Scotland  to  the  very  Rates  of  Edinburgh. 
There  was  an  army  aflen.bled  by  the  King 
at  AVttvu/?//,  but  by  the  mediation  of  the 
duke  of  Burgundy,  a  truce  was  granted, 
and  the  duke  of  Lane  after  returned  heme. 

April  x  5.  A  parliament  met  and  granted 
the  King  further  fupplies. 

The  duke  of  Lancafier  fufpe&ed  and  ac- 
eufed  of  confpiring  the  King's  death,  but 
was  acquitted. 

Edmund  of  Lsngley,  fifth  fon  of  king 
Ea-warA  111.  earl  of  Cambridge,  created 
duke  of  Ytrk.  ' 

A  parliament  met  November  i»,  at  ff 'cfi- 
mirfer,  which  granted  the  King  a  larce 
fupply,  and  reverted  the  fentence  pail  .'fainft 
Alice  Pierce  in  a  former  parliament. 

The  truce  with  France  and  Scotland  being 
expired,  the  duke  of  Lancafier  went  to 
Paris  to  prolong  it  for  three  months,  where 
he  fpent  50,000  marks. 

A  project  formed  to  deftroy  the  Duke, 
which  he  avoided,  and  by  the  influence  of 
the  princels  of  Wales  was  reconciled  to  the 
King. 

1385.  The  truce  being  again  expired, 
France  prepared  to  exert  itfclf,  and  for  that 
forpoie  fcnt  fuccours  to  Scotland,  in  order  to 
favour  the  intended  defcent  on  the  fouth 
coaft  of  England. 

An  army  levied  on  the  borders  of  Scotland 
confiitipg  of  300,000  men.  The  duke  of 
Lancafier  with  6o>coo  marched  into  Sect- 
land,  and  drove  their  army  before  him. 

Berwick  caftlc,  lately  taken  by  the  Scots, 
is  recovered. 

France  deferred  her  expedition,  and  Rich' 
ard  entered  Scotland  in  Augufi,  but  neglects 
the  opportunity  of  fubduing  that  kingdom. 

The  Sects  made  a  diverfion  in  Cumberland, 
where  they  defrroyed  Penrith,  made  an  at- 
tempt on  Carfijle  and  cruelly  ravaged  the 
gauntry.  Richard  returned  to  England, 
without  attempting  to  refift  the  Scots  in  Cum- 
berland, which  gave  great  difguft  to  his  fub- 
jeers. 

The  lord  Hdland,  the  king's  brother, 
quarrelled  with  and  killed  the  earl  of  Staf- 
ford*t  eldest  fon,  and  took  fanctuary  in  Be- 
verlty  abbey.  The  King  refufing  to  pardon 
h«m  at  their  mother's  earneft  felicitation  ; 
fkc  died  of  grief  at  JVallingford  caftle,  and 
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was  buried  in  the  church  of  the  friars 
minors  at  Stanford,  where  the  king  after- 
wards built  a  cJupc). 

The  King  foon  after  pardoned  his  brother. 

Sept.  The  duke  of  Lancafier  being  in- 
vited to  accept  the  crown  of  Cafiile  to  which 
he.  l*id  a  claim,  folicited  aififtancc  from 
Richard.  * 

08.  18.  A  parliament  held  at  We/ln'm- 
fier,  and  granted  fupplies  for  the  expedition. 
The  earl  of  March  (grandfon  of  Mortimer, 
executed  as  a  traitor  in  the  late  reign)  de- 
clared preemptive  heir  to  the  crown. 

Before  the  parliament  broke  up  the  King 
conferred  on  the  earl  of  Cambridge,  his  uncle, 
the  title  of  duke  of  Tvk  ;  and  on  his  other 
uncle,  the  earl  of  Buckingham,  that  of  duke 
of  Gh'efter.  The  earl  of  Oxford,  Robert  de 
Vcre,  he  created  the  marquis  of  Dublin,  and 
focn  afer  duke  of  Ireland.  This  favourite 
was  the  firft  that  bore  the  tide  of  mar  quia 
in  England. 

This  year  Dr.  Wickhff  died  at  his  parifli 
at  hutttrivorth  in  Leicejterjkire  :  he  was  dug 
up  forty  years  afterward,  and  burnt  for  a 
heretick. 

Some  of  his  opinions  condemned  by  the 
Pope  and  bifhops  as  heretical,  were  thefe, 

(  -jix.) 

That  the  material  fubftance  of  bread  and 
wine,  remained  after  confecration  in  the 
facramcnt  of  the  altar  ;  that  Chrift  is  not 
in  the  facramcnt  identically,  and  really,  in 
his  own  corpore.il  prefence. 
That  all  external  confeflion  is  unprofitable. 
That  if  the  Pope  be  an  ill  man,  he  has 
no  power  over  the  faithful.  • 

That  friars  ought  to  get  their  living  by 
labour,  not  by  begging. 

Many  of  fVich!iff%t  difciples  were  impri- 
foncd  in  this  reign,  for  maintaining  fuch 
doctrines. 

1386.  The  king  of  Armenia,  who  had 
been  expelled  his  dominions  by  the  Turks, 
vifitcd  England  for  fuccour,  when  Richard 
granted  him  ioco/.  per  anrum. 

Aug.  1.  The  duke  of  Lancafier  embarks 
for  Spain,  with  an  army  of  ao,oco  men,  to 
recover  his  kingdom  of  Cafiile,  but  is  un- 
fuccefsful. 

OH,  1.  A  parliament  met  at  rVefim'wffer, 
and  as  a  great  army  had  been  levied  to  refift 
the  French,  the  King  wanted  a  fupply ; 
which  the  parliament  not  readily  granting, 
and  addrcfling  him  again  ft  his  favourites, 
he  retired  in  difguft  to  Eltham,  and  dis- 
putes arofc  between  the  King  andparliament. 

The  firft  company  of  linen  weavers  fct- 
in  England  this  year. 
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Cel.  31.  The  Trench  prepare  a  vaft  Meet 
and  army  to  invade  England,  but  are  dif- 
perfcd  by  a  ftorm. 

The  parliament  oblige  the  King  to  dif- 
charge  his  favourites,  Michael  de  la  P  le 
*arl  of  Suffolk,  and  Robert  d<  Fere  duke  of 
Ireland ;  but  they  are  reftored  to  favour  on 
the  rifin*  of  the  parliament. 

13*7.*  William  of  Wickbam.  bifhop  of 
tFinchcjler,  founds  a  college  at  Wir.:i,Jl:r. 

The  flrft  high  admiral  of  England  ap- 
poinred. 

Af^ro  S.  The  earls  of  Arvndzl  and  AV- 
fr'n^iviw -having  taken  ah-gc  fleet  cf  Frev  h, 
Sfani/b,  and  FUmijb  merchantmen,  and 
brought  them  to  England,  incurred  the 
King's  dilplcafure  and  refined. 

The  duke  cf  Ireland  divorced  his  wife, 
firft  coufintothc  King,  and  grand  daughter 
to  Edward  III. 

The  King's  favourites  endeavour  to  make 
him  abfolute,  and  the  King  communicated 
liis  defign  to  the  fherififs,  who  refufi-  to  en- 
gage in  the  plot  ;  but  the  judges  determine 
ihat  the  King  is  above  the  law. 

Propofals  of  reconciliation  with  the  King 
and  nobles  renoercJ  ufclefc  by  the  earl  of 
Suffolk,  upon  which  the  confederate  lords 
take  arms. 

The  duke  of  Gkeeftcr,  and  the  lords  of 
his  party,  defeat  the  King's  forces  com- 
manded by  the  duke  of  Ireland  j  whereupon 
the  duke  goes  to  Flanders,  where  he  dies. 

13S8.  Bcmbs  were  this  year  invented 
by  a  man  at  Venlo. 

The  King  took  refoge  in  the  tower, 
when  il  was  discovered  he  intended  to  fell 
Calais  and  Cberburg  to  Cbcrrlct  of  France. 

The  confederate  lords  take  pofleflion  of 
London,  feire  upon  the  judge?,  and  compel 
the  King  to  difcard  his  miniftcrs,  and  call  a 
parliament,  where  they  attaint  the  archbi- 
aliop  of  York,  the  duke  of  Ireland,  the  carl 
Of  Suffolk,  chief  juftice  Tre/Jilian,  and 
others  j  and  afterwards  hangup  TrrJJilian  (the 
jf'ffreyi  of  bis  time)  and  levcral  other  per- 
Jons  of  quality,  and  banifh  the  ctfier  judges. 

The  confederate  lords,  at  a  conference  with 
the  Kinp,  reproach  him  with  his  conduct, 
which  Richard  anfwercd  with  tears;  and 
tipen  his  not  meeting  them  at  Wefiminjier 
as  required,  they  threatened  tochufe  a  new 
one,  which  made  him  comply  and  confent 
to  the  banishment  of  his  favourites  j  and 
the  judges,  who  had  favoured  his  defipns, 
were  taken  off  the  benches  in  Wejlmnfler- 
J/<i//and  fent  to  the  tower. 

They  alfo  compel  the  King  to  renew  his 
coronation  oath,  and  pafs  an  ad  of  general 
pardon. 
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1 389,  Feb.  3.  The  parliament  met,  snj 
paired  an  acl  for  a  general  pardon. 

The  Scots  had  taken  the  advantage  of  the 
troubles  and  were  advanced  to  Neivcajilet 
committing  great  ravages  on  the  borders, 
when  Hot/pur,  fon  of  the  earl  of  Nortbum- 
bcrhr.d  nurched  ag  linft  them,  and  with  hit 
own  hand  flew  Doughs  thtir  leader,  but  he 
was  defeated  and  taken  prifoncr. 

The  Engl'ijh  high  admiral,  the  earl  of 
j  Arundel,  took  from  the  Frcr.cb  80  laden 
mips,  rod  plundered  the  iflcs  of  Rce  and 
Olcron,  foon  after  which  the  two  crowns 
agree  on  a  truce  for  three  years. 

1390,  ^an.  14.  The  king  declares 
himfelf  of  age,  and  makes  alterations  in 
his  miniftrv. 

William  of  Wtc'.bammi&t\&t&  chancellor. 

Edivard  Phrtagenet,  eldeft  ion  of  Ed' 
tnurd  <  f  Lxigley,  duke  of  York,  created  earl 
of  Richmond. 

The  Kin-  makes  over  Gefcogny  to  hit 
unrle  the  duke  of  Lancajlcr. 

The  Duke  had  met  with  better  fuccefs  in 
a  fceond  expedition  to  Spain,  than  he  did  in 
the  fir  ft,  for  he  compelled  the  King  oF 
C<:/ii!e  to  pay  him  6oo,coo  livres,  and  give 
hu;i  funrity  for  an  annuity  of  40,000  livrr s, 
I  du-inp  his  own  and  his  duchefs's  life  ;  and 
that  King  married  his  fon  to  the  Duke's 
daughter  Katbenne,  fettling  the  fucceflion  to 
the  crown  of  Cajlilt  on  the  iflue  of  that 
msrriagc. 

1 39 1.  A  terrible  plague  and  a  famine 
veiy  fe^ere  in  England. 

The  King  was  fo  extravagant  in  his  ex- 
penecs,  that  in  bis  kitchen  alone  he  had 
above  300  dotrefticks,  and  is  faid  daily  to 
entertain  6coo  perfons. 

Flavin?  cards  invented  for  the  amufe- 
mcnt  of  the  king  of  France. 

1392.  As  hi?  revenues  were  not  fuffi- 
cient  to  fupport  his  expenccs,  he  attempted) 
to  borrow  1000/.  of  the  citizens  of  Lcndont 
but  was  refufed,  which  he  refented,  and 
under  colour  of  puni/hing  a  tumult  of  little 
confequencc  he  ftripped  the  city  of  her  pri- 
vileges, [May  15.]  took  away  the  charter, 
and  removed  the  courts  of  juftice  to  York  5 
nor  would  he  reftore  them  till  the  Londoners 
had  prefented  him  with  io,coo/.  and  twa 
gold  crowns.  By  this  he  entirely  forfeited 
the  aflefrion  of  the  citizen*,  who  made 
him  fcnfible  afterwards,  how  dangerous  it 
was  for  a  king  of  England  to  have  London 
for  his  enemy. 

JVW.  3.  A  parliament  was  held  this 
year  ztWeflminjla,  which  granted  the  King 
a  fubfidy. 
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1393.  A  rebellion  in  Ireland,  and  the 
Xing  prepared  for  his  journey,  and  called  a 
parliament  [Jan.  22.]  at  Wijinunfter ,  for  a 
lup ply  for  that  purpose. 

The  mercers  company  in  London  incor- 
porated. 

1394.  The  King  fet  out  for  Ireland  &n 
January  9,  and  from  thence  fcr.t  his  uncle 
the  duke  of  Gloccficr  to  folicit  a  further 
fupply  from  parliament,  who  met  January 
35,  1395*  which  was  called  by  the  duke 
of  Ysrk,  who  was  then  regent  in  England. 

Sept.  The  King  fet  out  for  Ireland,  at- 
tend by  the  duke  of  Gkcefier,  and  the  earls 
cf  Marcbt  Nottingham,  and  Rutland,  &c. 
where  at  firil  he  made  fome  pro£ref3 
again  A  the  rebels,  but  as  the  feafon  would 
cot  permit  him  to  proceed,  he  went  to 
D*llin>  where  he  held  a  parliament. 

1395.  Jv**7»  Queen  Ann*  died  at  3 bene, 
In  Surrey. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  the  Queen,  the 
due  hefts  of  York  and  Lan rafter  both  died. 

rVUkTiff^ s  doctrine  gains  ground  in  Eng- 
land, and  bis  followers  growing  numerous 
•made  the  clergy  apprehenfive  of  confe- 
rences ;  they  folicited  the  return  of 
the  King,  who  left  the  earl  of  March  to 
manage  the  war,  and  arrived  in  England 
in  May,  to  fupptefs  the  Lollards. 

1396.  The  duke  of  Lancaftcr  married 
the  lady  K-atherint  S  win  ford,  widow  of  Sir 
Tixma*  Steinford,  by  whom  he  had  four  chil- 
dren, in  the  life-time  of  his  former  duchefs. 
Tbefe  be  afterwards  procured  to  be  made 
legitimate  by  act  of  parliament ;  and  from 
John  Beaufort,  eldeft  fon  of  John  of  Gaunt, 
ty  Katherint  Swinford,  Henry  VII.  of  the 
houfe  of  Lancafler,  derived  his  right  to  the 
crown. 

This  year  died  at  Lotrvain,  the  duke  of 
IreJaxd,  the  King's  favourite,  whofe  corpfe 
was  brought  into  England,  where  he  was 
buried  at  Earl's  Cola  in  Efj'ex,  with  great 
pomp,  at  the  King's  expence,  who  attended 
Che  funeral  in  pcrfbn,  but  the  nobility  re- 
futed to  attend. 

The  Gafcem  refufed  to  acknowledge  the 
duke  of  LaueafUr  for  their  foverugn,  and 
the  King  revoked  the  grant  of  that  fove- 
reignry, 

John  Eeaufcrt  (cldcft  fon  of  Jcbn  of 
Gaunt')  created  earl  of  Rutland. 

OS.  31.  The  King  married  Ifabel, 
daughter  of  Charles  VI.  king  of  France, 
hot  seven  years  old,  and  a  peace  was  made 
for  30  year*. 

They  were  married  in  St.  Nicholas 
fhuxch  at  Calais,  fcy  the  arehbimop  of  Can- 
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terbury^  and  die  was  crowned  the  January 

following. 

RicharJ  is  faid  to  have  expended  on  hut 
marriage  not  lefs  than  300,000  marks,  and 
j  received  with  the  Queen  but  aoo,ooo. 

The  duke  of  Glwcefler,  who  liked  nei- 
ther the  marriage  nor  the  truce,  reproached 
the  King. 

Rkbard**  execflive  expeoces  occafionei 
him  to  make  ufc  of  illegal  methods  for  a 
fuppiy,  fo  that  almoft  all  the  nobles  an4 
rich  men  were  obliged  to  lend  the  King 
money,  though  it  was  well  known  he 
never  intended  to  repay  it. 

1 397,  Jan.  2.2.  The  King  called  a  par- 
liament at  Wcfttn'xnjler,  which  granted  bun 
fupplies.  In  this  parliament,  the  judges 
banifhed  to  Ireland  obtained  leave  to  return 
to  England, 

The  King  reftored  Cberburg  and  BrrJ}  to 
the  French,  which  gave  great  umbrage. 

1  lie  duke  of  Gbcefter  again  reproached 
the  King  with  his  conduct,  which  gave 
Richard  great  difgufr,  and  the  dukes  of 
Lancafler  and  York  quitting  the  court,  the 
King  determined  to  get  rid  of  him. 

He  trepanned  the  Duke  into  his  power 
and  fent  him  to  Calais. 

Aug.  j,  The  King  called  a  meeting  of 
the  peers  at  Nottingham. 

Blacktv ell-ball  purchafed  by  the  city  cf 
London. 

Richard  began  repairing  rVeftminJler •hall, 
and  caufcd  the  walls,  windows,  and  roof  to- 
be  taken  down  and  new  built,  with  a  ftato- 
ly  porch,  as  it  now  remains. 

Sept.  17  The  King  called  a  parliament 
that  repealed  the  acts  which  abridgrd  hit 
prerogative,  and  particularly  an  act  which 
empowered  eleven  lords  to  infpect  the  pub- 
lic revenues,  and  call  bis  minifters  to  ac- 
count :  and  it  was  declared  they  weretraiter- 
oufly  obtained. 

The  lords  that  had  appeared  in  arm* 
again  ft  the  King  were  many  of  them  at- 
tainted and  executed. 

The  archbifhop  of  Canterbury  was  im- 
peached for  being  one  of  the  Lords  com* 
miffioners,  appointed  by  parliament,  ia 
X386,  for  the  inflection  of  the  admini- 
stration of  public  affairs. 

The  e?rls  of  Arundel  and  Warvo'stk  were 
accufed  of  the  fame,  their  eflates  confif- 
cated,  and  Arundel  executed,  at  which  the 
King  was  prefent.  The  archbUhop  waa 
banifhed  as  well  as  Warwick* 

The  duke  of  Gltxtflcr  was  fmothered  at 
Calais,  as  the  King  apprehended  danger, 
mould  he  publickly  executed.    Hi*  corpfe 
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was  brought  to  England  and   buried  in 
Wejiminjier  abbey. 

The  King  gratified  feveral  of  the  lords 
with  the  titles  and  citates  of  thofe  who  were 
executed. 

1398,  Jan.  29.  The  parliament  met 
again,  and  ftrove  to  carry  the  prerogative 
royal  to  its.greateft  extent. 

They  parted  an  aft,  delegating  their  au- 
thority to  a  fclccl  number  of  lords  and  com- 
mons nominated  by  the  King. 

During  this  feflion,  Richard  brought  into 
Sbmvjhury  a  numerous  guard  of  the  militia 
of  Cbejbire,  who  exprcflcd  fo  (trong  an  in- 
clination to  ferve  him,  that  to  gratify  the, 
county,  he  creeled  it  to  a  principality,  and 
added  to  the  reft  of  its  titles,  that  of  prince 
of  Chejicr. 

Edward  Plantagenet,  duke  of  Lancajler, 
created  duke  of  Aumcrle. 

Henry  of  Botingbr'Ae  created  duke  of 
Hertford.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  earl  Humphrey  dt  Bobun  \  ;»ftcr 
the  extinction  of  whofe  line,  the  Staffordi 
fomctimes  ufed  the  ftile  of  Hereford. 

Ocl.  6.  Commiffioners  from  Scotland 
met  fome  others  from  England,  at  Haudct:- 
fank,  on  the  borders  of  the  two  kingdoms, 
for  fettling  an  exchange  of  prisoners  taken 
fince  the  truce  at  Leulittgbam,  1389,  and  to 
regulate  other  affairs. 

Nov.  A  rebellion  broke  out  in  Ireland, 
when  Roger  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  go- 
vernor of  Ireland,  was  killed  in  battle. 
This  Prince,  who  was  declared  by  act  of 
parliament  prefumptive  heir  to  the  crown, 
left  two  fons,  both  of  whom  died  without 
iflue  j  but  the  marriage  of  Ann  their  fifter 
with  the  duke  of  York'%  fecond  fon  proved 
a  fertile  fource  of  troubles,  which  long  af- 
flicted this  kingdom. 

The  King  prepared  for  his  journey  to 
Ireland,  and  for  that  purpofe  extorted  mo- 
ney from  hit  fubjecls  in  an  arbitrary  man- 
ner, which  rendered  him  more  odious  than 
ever. 

Dec,    A  quarrel  between  the  duke*  of 

Hereford  and  Norfolk  propofed  to  be  de- 
cided by  duel,  but  prevented  by  the  King, 
who  baniflied  both  the  dukes,  contrary  to 
the  privileges  of  the  nobility. 

1399,  Feb*  a.  yobn  of  Gaunt,  duke  of 
Lancajicr,  died,  and  was  buried  in  St. 
Paul's  church,  and  his  fon  the  duke  of 
Hereford* s  crVitc  was  feiaed  by  the  King. 

Seventeen  counties  charged  with  treafon, 
in  adhering  to  the  duke  of  Gbcejler  ten 
years  before,  and  obliged  to  purchafc  their 
pardons  of  the  King. 


:hard  it. 

Large  fumt  extorted  from  the  fubjecls'* 
by  way  of  loan,  and  their  provifiom  fciaed 
for  the  ufe  of  the  army  without  paying  for 
them. 

The  earl  of  Northumberland  declared  a 
traitor  by  the  King,  who  aifo  baoithed  him 
and  confiscated  his  eftates. 

The  duke  of  York  being  appointed  guar- 
dian of  the  kingdom,  the  King  embarked  for* 
Ireland,  where  he  arrived  May  31,  at  IVatcr- 
/or*/,  from  whence  he  marched  to  Dublin. 

He  was  attended  by  the  fons  of  the  duke 
of  Lancaftr,  by  his  third  wife,  and  by 
thole  of  the  late  duke  of  Glocefier,  whom 
he  carried  like  holt  ages,  and  took  with 
him  the  beft  part  of  his  jewels,  as  if  he 
had  forefeen  he  (hould  never  more  return 
to  his  palace. 

July  4,  In  his  abfencc,  Henry,  late 
duke  of  Hereford,  now  duke  of  Lancajlert 
landed  in  Ydkjkirc,  and  was  joined  by  the 
nobility  and  gentry. 

The  Regent  endeavoured  in  vain  to  pre- 
vent a  general  revolt,  but  his  counfellort 
retired  to  St.  Albant,  and  London  declared 
for  the  duke  of  Hereford, 

The  Duke  publi/hcd  a  mani  fefto,  having 
taken  the  title  of  the  duke  of  Lancafter, 
declaring  he  came  to  redrefs  grievances, 
and  that  he  had  no  defign  upon  the  crown. 

The  Regent  endeavoured  to  levy  troops, 
but  without  accompiifhing  his  defign,  which 
occafioned  the  minify  to  defert  him  and 
retire  to  Briftsl,  and  the  Regent  threw  up> 
the  care  of  public  a  Hairs,  and  retired  to  hu 
his  own  houfe. 

The  duke  of  Lancajler  marched  to  L«r- 
don,  and  was  received  with  joy  j  from  thence 
he  wont  to  BriRol,  which  furrendered  to 
him  immediately.  The  carl  of  Wihjbirt 
and  his  companions  he  beheaded. 

When  Richard  heard  of  thefe  tranf- 
aclions,  he  imprifoncd  the  Duke's  brothers, 
with  the  duke  of  Glocefier  %  fons,  but  was 
detained  by  contrary  winds,  which  occa- 
fioned the  difperfion  of  fome  troops  raifed 
in  Cbejhire  and  Walei  for  his  afiiftance. 

Richard  landed  at  Milford-Hoven,  and  in 
the  midft  of  his  diftrefs  retired  to  C0r.1v ay 
caftle,  and  propofed  an  accommodation  witH 
the  duke  of  Lancajler,  when  he  offered  to 
the  duke  of  Northumberland  to  refign  hii 
crown,  provided  that  life  was  promifed  him 
and  eight  others,  and  defired  an  interview 
with  the  duke  of  Lancafter. 

The  King  and  the  Duke  had  an  inter** 
view,  and  on  Aug.  20  went  together  to 
Cbefter,  and  from  thence  to  London,  where 
Rhhardwu  confined  in  the  tower. 
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H'ubard'  s  treafure  and  jewels,  to  the  va- 
lue of  -oo,coo/.  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
duke  of  Lancafier,  who  fummoned  a  par- 
liament io  the  King's  name. 

Sept.  29.  Richard  made  a  public  refig- 
nJtico  of  his  crown,  by  delivering  it  up, 
with  thefcepter,  and  other  enfigns  of  royalty, 
*od  by  an  inftrumcnt  figned  with  his  own 
hand,  confeflVd  hirofelf  unworthy  and  un- 
fit any  longer  to  govern }  which  was  the 
aext  day  laid  bef  ore  the  parliament,  who 
c;d£ied  artidrs  of  accufction,  and  reafons 
for  the  depofition,  to  be  exhibited  j  when 
tic  duke  of  Lancajler  claimed  the  crown. 

During  this  reign  the  cuftom  prevailed  of 
wearing  piked  ihoes,  tied  to  the  knees 
with  ribbands  and  chains  of  filver. 

The  ladies  wore  high  d reflet  on  their 
Heads,  piked  horns,  with  long  trained 
gowns,  and  rode  on  fide  fiddles,  after  the  ex- 
ample of  the  princefs  Ann  of  Bohemia,  who 
firft  brought  that  faflrion  into  this  country, 
fcefore  which  time  they  n/ed  to  ride  aftride 
hie  men. 

It  is  remarkable,  that  when  Richard's 
lecond  wife  came  from  Bohemia,  (he  had 
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no  fooner  fet  foot  on  ihore,  hot  fuch  a 
violent  tempeft  immediately  arofc,  as  had 
not  been  feen  in  many  years  j  feveral  mips 
were  darned  in  pieces  in  the  harbour,  and 
the  mip  in  which  the  Queen  came  over 
was  mattered  and  broken  :  which  was  tha 
more  obfervabie,  becaufe  his  fecond  wife 
brought  a  ftorm  with  her  to  the  Etiglilh 
coafts,  in  which  the  King's  baggage  was 
loft,  and  many  fhips  of -his  fleet  caft  away.

1399.  TJ£  NRY,  furnamed  of  BoTing* 
XX  broke,  only  fon  of  John  of 
Cuttt,  (duke  of  Lancjfier,  and  fourth  fon 
ofEJvardUl.  by  Blanch,  his  firft  wife) 
chimed  the  crown,  as  is  above  related. 

He  ordered  the  laft  parliament,  fum- 
moned in  king  Richard's  name,  to  aflemble, 
without  ifluing  new  writs. 

The  archbilhop  of  Canterbury  harangued 
tht  parliament  in  praife  of  the  new  King, 
»d  adjourned  them, to  the  14th  of  Offober. 

King  Henry  filled  feveral  ports,  and  large- 
ly rewarded  the  earls  of  Northumberland  and 
Wtpmztland  for  their  amftance. 

Henry  gave  the  ifle  of  Man  to  the  earl  of 
V trtbumberland. 

08.  1  j.  This  being  Ed-ward  the  Con- 
ffflor's  day,  Henry  was  crowned  with  all 
the  ofual  formalities,  being  then  33  years 
He  lodged  the  night  before  in  the 
rower  of  Leaden,  where  he  made  his  three 
font,  with  feveral  fons  of  the  nobility,  and 
wiers,  to  the  number  of  forty-fix,  knights 
cf  the  bath.  At  bis  coronation,  he  was 
anointed  with  a  pretended  miraculous  oil, 
<«id  to  be  brought  by  the  Virgin  Maty  to 
St.  Thomas  of  Canterbury, 

The  dukes  of  Matter  and  Somerfet,  the

earls  of  Kent  and  Albemarle  (who  had  ad- 
hered to  Richard)  were  deprived  of  their 
honours  and  eflatcs. 

Prince  Henry,  fon  to  Henry  IV.  thirteen 
years  old,  was  created  prince  of  Walts,  and 
the  fucceflion  of  the  crown  limitted  to  him 
and  his  iflue,  remainder  to  his  three  younger 
brothers  fucceffively. 

This  parliament  examined  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  former  one,  and  reverfed  feve- 
ral ads  of  attainder,  and  repealed  feveral 
laws  for  defpotifo,  and  the  King  granted 
a  general  pardon. 

Among  others,  they  reverfed  the  attain- 
ders of  his  uncle,  the  duke  of  Glocefter, 
and  his  friends,  and  revived  the  ftatutea 
paffed  in  the  ink  of  Richard  II.  and  re- 
duced all  treafons  to  the  25th  of  Edto,  III. 

Off.  21.  Edmund  Mortimer,  earl  of 
March,  confidering  it  dangerous  and  fruit- 
lefs  to  aflert  his  right  to  the  crown,  retired 
to  his  eftate  near  the  borders  of  Wales, 

Thomas Merks,  b ifli op  of  Carlijle,  made  a 
fpeeoh  in  parliament  againft  king  Henry's 
ufurpation,  but  it  produced  nothing  in 
favour  of  Richard,  and  himfelf  was  com- 
mitted prifoner  to  St,  Albans  abbey,  but 
was  foon  after  rc)cafcd. 

K  The 
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The  parliament,  however,  determined 
that  Richard  mould  be  kept  in  confinement 
during  his  life,  with  a  princely  allowance} 
bat  in  cafe  any  perfon  (hould  attempt  hit 
deliverance,  Richard  iliould  be  the  firft 
man  that  mould  fuffcr  death. 

Henry  promifed  the  clergy  his  protection, 
and  aflured  them  he  would  extirpate  herely, 
and  having  had  a  large  fuppiy  fcr  his  ex- 
pences,  he  diflblvcd  the  parliament. 

He  dif.Mtched  ambafladors  to  all  the 
different  court*,  to  give  a  plaufibie  rcafon 
for  Rt  L'iird  i  depofition  and  his  own  pro- 
motion. 

The  Gafcwi  were  prevented  from  a  re- 
volt. • 

The  Setti  broke  the  truce  and  took  JVerk 
ca(tle  which  they  razed,  to  the  ground. 
They  foun  after  fjgn  a  treaty  and  return 
home. 

Gcoft'y  Chancer  the  poet,  died  this  year. 

A  ^rcat  ennfp  racy  of  the  nobility  to  rc- 
ftorc  king  RiJtrd. 

They  ire  defeated,  and  more  noblemen 
executed  rh»n  in  any  prccrding  reign. 

1400  K.inf:  Rl<  ard  was  murdered  in  Pon- 
ifral  cilllr,  b.iug  attacked  by  eight  perfons, 
«if  whim  Ur  flew  four.  He  w.is  buried  at 
Langfey,  and  fourteen  years  after  removed 
by  kin'^  Henry  V.  and  honourably  interred 
in  U'tjfminfur  abbey.  lie  lived  thirty-three 
years  and  rcipn.-d  twenty-  two  year*  and  three 
months.

The  emperor  UC<,»Jlar.:hcp!c  vifitcd  Erg- 
land. 

The  King  marrird  his  eldeft  daughter 
Blanch  to  Lewis  of  'Bavaria,  prince  pala- 
tine of  .the  Rhine,  and  pave  her  a  fortune 
of  40,000/.  fom=  fay  but  40,000  nobles. 

140 1,  J^n.  Henry  alfemblcd  a  parlia- 
ment which  pitied  Several  adls  in  favour 
of  the  clergy. 

Feb.  12.  A  Lollard  wis  condemned, 
named  wVUTum  Sawtry,  and  burnt  in  Lon- 
don. 

,  A  negociation  was  on  foot  about  fending 
back  king  Richard'i  widow.  And  at  the 
fime  time  a  marriage  propofed  between  her 
and  //fury's  fon,  which  did  not  take  cifrtt, 
and  the  Qaeen  was  fent  home. 

1401,  Aug.  1.  The  duke  of  York,  the 
King's  uncle,  died,  and  wss  buried  at  Lang' 
ley  abbejr  in  Htrtfvrdfhtre. 

Own  C Undo  ever  taking  advantage  of  lLn~ 


ry'i  negligence,  revolted  ;  on  which  Henry 
published  a  pardon  for  the  hVeljb,  provided 
they  fubmittcd  by  a  certain  time,  which 
they  neglecled,  and  Oct.  a,  Henry ,  marched 
againft  them,  but  they  retiring  to  the 
mountains,  Henry  could  only  ravage  the 
country,  which  be  did,  and  rctoj-nej  to 
London. 

A  plot  was  difcovered  by  the  King  him- 
fclf,  againft  his  life,  by  means  of  an  iron 
inftrumcnr,  with  three  lharp  ftikes  placed 
in  his  bed.

The  new  Queen  arrived 
in  England,  and  the  King  received  her  at 
Weftminflcr,  where  the  marriage  was  con- 
fummated,  and  flic  was  folemnly  crowi  ed, 
the  27th  of  the  fcme  month. 

The  French  under  IValerm  earl  of  Vol, 
who  married  the  fiftar  of  Richard  II.  made  . 
a  defcent  on  the^l*  oitrtgbi,  which  Homy 
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rock  little  notice  of ;  and  foon  after  the  | 
duke  of  Orleans  fent  him  a  challenge,  in 
reverse  for  the  death  of  Richard  II.  which 
ended  in  abuiive  mdLigtrs  to  each  other. 

1  he  carl  01  Northumberland  at  the  battle 
of  Riitt&vwn  had  taken  fcvcral  prifoners  of 
creat  quality,  which  Hen-y  demanded  of 
him,  and  obliged  him  to  rcfign.  This  gave 
tJx  Earl  great  difguft  and  he  determined  to 
refent  it,  by  forming  a  conspiracy  in  favour 
ti  M  rimer  earl  of  March,  then  a  prifoner 
ta  ffjls,  whom  Henry  tvfufed  to  rel^fe. 

Th:  con.'piracy  wi?  formed  by  the  duke 
of  Sarry,  the  earls  of  jVo thumb a land  and 
StUJbtiry,  Ozuen  Glendtnver,  and  others. 

July  21.  They  are  defeated  by  king 
Henry  at  Sbrrtojbury,  and  young  P'urcy, 
furnamed  Hcff>ur,  killed. 

Young  Pt-.icy  and  Douglas,  fen fible  of 
the  faperiority  of  their  ei  c mies,  depended 
chteHy  on  taking  off  the  King  in  the  be- 
ginning  of  the  engagement.  They  charged 
with  the  utmoft  fury  the  troops  which  de- 
fended the  royal  flar.dard,  and  killed  the 
ftandard- bearer,  and  fevml  other  knights 
habited  in  the  King's  ccat  armour.  The 
King  himfelf  was  once  dismounted,  and  his 
fen  the  prince  of  WaUi  wounded  in  the 
face,  in  the  violent  charges  made  by  Piercy 
zni  Dwglas.  In  this  battle  fell  moil  of 
the  gentlemen  of  Chtfkire,  and  5000  of  the 
common  foldiers  on  the  part  of  the  male- 
contents,  with  about  1500  on  the  King's 
fide. 

The  Bretr,n:  made  a  defcent  on  the 
wrftern  marts  of  England,  burnt  Plymouth, 
and  committed  other  ails  of  cruelty,  which 
the  regency  of  Breiagee  declaimed,  but  the 
inhabitants  of  Plymouth,  without  the  King's 
commillion,  revenged  the  injury  they  fuf- 
tained,  on  the  coafts  of  Br\tan*y. 

1404,  Jan.  15.  The  parliament  met 
and  granted  the  King  a  fubfidy,  which  muft 
have  been  a  very  extraordinary  one,  as  all 
the  records  relating  to  it  were  ordered  to 
be  deftroyed. 

The  people  crave  reformation  of  the 
Kind's  houfe,  and  that  he  would  difmifs 
t^me  number  of  the  retinue,  feeing  that 
ji  now  more  chargeable,  and  left  honour- 
able, tb»n  bis  progenitors  ;  and  that  the 
ancient  ordinance  of  the  heulhold,  in  cafe 
or*  the  people,  might  be  kept  j  and  that 
the  officers  of  the  houfhold  be  fworn  to  put 
the  ordinance  and  ft  at  utes  in  due  execution, 
and  to  confider  the  grief  of  hit  fubjeOs,  by 
unjoft  purveyance,  contrary  to  the  ftatutcs, 
which  by  an  ordinance  in  council  the  King 
doth  willingly  condefcend  unto;  whereby 
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the  charge  of  the  hoofe  was  I: mitred  to 
16,000  marks.  And  to  cafe  the  charge 
of  the  King's  hoofe,  the  Queen  did  allot 
a  portion  of  hrr  joi  ture,  befitting  her 
own  expences,  to  the  trc^furer  of  the 
houfe. 

The  King  granted  a  genera)  par.lon. 

William  cilViclbam,  bifhopof  Winchefler, 
died  this  year,  who  founded  New  Ccllege  in 
Oxfordt  and  another  at  IVincbtfier. 

A  counterfeit  king  Richard  let  up  againft 
Henry. 

li'r.ry  diftovcred  the  impoftor,  and  pu- 
nifbes  the  promoter*. 

Anuther  dciccnt  of  the  Brc.'cu  who 
landed  ^Portland,  but  they  were  repulfed  ; 
they  then  landed  at  Dartmouth,  where  the 
women  fignalized  thcmfclves,  drove  them 
back  to  their  /hips,  and  took  fcvcral  prifoners 
of  difrinftion.  Notwithstanding  thefe-  fre- 
quent landings  the  nations  were  not  at  war 
with  each  other. 

Juiy  20.  A  truce  was  concluded  with 
Scotbrd  for  a  year.  Owen  Clendower  not 
ojily  continued  in  his  rebellion,  but  had 
taken  fevera)  places. 

Cel.  6.  The  parliament  met,  which 
confifted  of  fuch  as  were  not  (killed  in 
the  laws,  and  to  which  the  cler0  af- 
terwards gave  the  epithet  of  the  ill'veratt 
farl.anur.t,  for  their  petitioning  the  King, 
who  demanded  a  fupply,  to  feire  part  of 
the  revenues  of  the  clergy,  as  they  pof- 
fefTed  a  third  part  of  the  lands  of  Eng- 
land, and  did  him  no  pcrfonal  fervice,  but 
fpent  their  revenues  in  luxury  and  idle- 
ness, inftead  of  applying  them  to  tht  ufes 
their  founders  intended  them,  but  the  mo- 
tion was  rejected. 

Toward  the  end  of  this  year  Innocent  VII. 
notified  to  the  King  his  promotion  to  the 
papal  throne. 

1405,  Feb.  1.  The  King  hid  informa- 
tion of  a  combination  againft  him. 

The  children  of  Mortimer,  earl  of  March, 
who  had  been  confined  in  Windfcr,  as  pledges 
of  their  father's  allegiance,  were  conveyed 
away,  but  the  King  caufed  fuch  diligent 
fearch  to  be  made  after  them  that  they  were 
difcovercd  and  brought  back  ;  and  the  duke 
of  TVJr  being  fufpeclcd,  was  taken  up  and 
committed  to  Pavtr.jey  caftle,  but  foon  after 
releafed  for  want  of  evidence. 

The  prince  of  Wales  with  a  numerous 
army  went  againft  the  Weljb,  and  defeated 
them  at  Monmouth,  March  it,  and  foon  after 
again,  May  14,  when  Glt*d'*oer%  (on  was 
taken  prifoner.  The  rVcljb  however  perfift 
in  their  revolt. 

K  *  They 
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The  Weljb  relied  on  the  affifiance  of 
France,  who  regarded  net  the  treaty  of 
peace,  as  they  this  year  had  taken  from 
England  above  fixty  places  in  Guicnne. 

Great  guns  firft  uied  in  England  this 
year,  at  the  fiege  of  Berwick. 

The  King  called  a  council  of  the  lords, 
and  defired  an  aid  of  money,  being  aflumed 
to  afk  the  parliament  who  had  lately  granted 
him  a  considerable  fubfidy.  But  the  lords 
flatly  refufed  to  comply  with  bis  defires 
without  the  confent  of  parliament.  The 
clergy  made  the  fame  denial,  and  the  King 
difmifled  them  with  figns  of  difpleafure. 

A  new  infurre&ion  againft  king  Henry  in 
the  north,  by  'I'bomat  Mnvbray,  earl  mar- 
ihal,  the  archbifhop  of  York,  and  Henry 
Piercy,  earl  of  Northumberland,  &c.  which 
•  is  fnppreflTud. 

Tiie  archbimop  of  Tcrk  and  the  earl 
marfhal  were  taken  by  ftratagemby  the  curl 
of  Wcfimoreland,  but  the  earl  of  Northum- 
berland efcaped  to  Berwick. 

The  King  arrived  at  Pontefraff,  where 
the  two  noble  prifoners  were  tried,  con- 
demned, and  beheaded.  This  is  the  fir  ft 
inflance  of  a  bi/hop  fuffering  death  in  Eng- 
land upon  the  fentenceof  a  civil  judge. 

The  Pope  excommunicated  ail  concerned 
therein,  which  colt  Henry  large  furas  to 
procure  abfolution. 

From  Pcntefratl  the  King  went  to  York, 
where  the  lords  Hafiings  and  FalccnbriJge, 
met  with  the  fame  fate. 

The  carl  of  Northumberland  retired  into 
Scotland,  but  Henry  became  mafcr  of  Ber- 
wick and  feveral  other  cartlcs  of  the  E-rl's 
after  which  he  returned  to  London. 

Aug.  7.  The  French  landed  in  JVales,  with 
140  fail  and  12,000  men,  but  the  lord  Berkley 
and  Henry  Pay  took  fourteen  and  deftroyed 
fifteen  of  their  fliips  in  Milford  Haven. 

The  King  marched  againft  them,  but 
being  retarded  by  fevere  weather,  the  French 
re-embarked. 

Sept.  8.    Thii  year  the  Seott  made  in- 
roads but  were  repulfed. 

Off.  3.  The  King  made  a  grant  of  the 
Ijle  of  Man  to  Sir  John  Stanley,  anceftor  of 
the  earls  of  Derby. 

1406,  Off.  10.  Pbilippa  the  King's 
daughter  embarked  for  Denmark,  and  her 
nuptials  were  not  confummated  till  next 
year,  Off.  15. 

A  parliament  met  at  Weftminfter,  but  ai 
they  refufed  any  fupplies,  and  only  parted  an 
aft  for  the  freedom  of  elections,  the  King 
Jkept  them  affembled  till  they  complied. 
This  parliament  gave  the  merchants  of 


England  a  remarkable  commiflion,  v'ue.  that 
they  mould  guard  the  feas  from  May  I,  till 
Michaelmas  1406,  and  in  confi deration  there- 
of have  three  millings  from  every  tun  of 
wine  imported  or  exported,  twelve  pence  in 
the  pound,  and  the  fourth  part  of  the  fub- 
fidy of  wools,  leather,  Sec. 

The  King  endeavoured  to  get  the  earl  of 
Northumberland  delivered  him  by  the  Scotch 
lords,  but  was  difappointed  by  his  retreat 
into  rVales,  where  he  joined  Glendower. 

Jamei  a  prince  of  Scotland,  fonof  King 
Robert,  goes  to  France  f<  r  education,  but 
putting  on  thore  in  Norfolk  was  detained  by 
king  Henry,  and  confined  in  the  tower  of 
London. 

Robert,  king  of  Scotland,  died  of  grief, 
three  days  after  receiving  the  news  of  his 
fon's  confinement,  and  James  became  king. 
His  uncle,  the  duke  of  Albany  took  on 
him  the  regency,  during  the  imprifonment 
of  the  young  King. 

The  French  attempted  to  land  in  ffales, 
with  thirty-eight  mips,  in  order  to  aflirt 
Glendowrr,  but  a  violent  florm  deftroyed 
their  fleet. 

1407.  A  confpiracy  in  London  fuppreiTcd 
before  it  was  carried  into  execution. 

A  terrible  plague  raged  in  London  this 
year,  which  fwept  away  above  30,000  in7 
habitants. 

The  King  not  daring  to  fray  in  London 
whilftthe  plague  raged,  retired  to  the  caitle 
of  Leeds  in  Kent,  but  being  defirous  of  re- 
moving to  P/ef/y  in  Norfolk,  he  took  flap- 
ping at  S(\uetvborougb  in  the  JJle  of  Sbeepy  to 
crofs  over  to  Lea  in  EjJ'ex,  bot  narrowly 
efcaped  being  taken  by  fomc  Fr:r.cb  pirates, 
who  took  ill  his  baggage  and  moll  of  his 
attendants. 

Aug.  5.  Robert  Knalles,  who  had  fig- 
nalized  himfclf  in  the  wars  with  France 
under  Edward  III.  died  at  his  feat  at 
Scenetborp  in  Norfolk,  and  was  buried  in 
White  Friars  church,  London,  which  he 
had  built,  He  likewife  built  Ricbefter 
bridge,  and  founded  a  college  for  fecular 
canons  at  Pontefratl. 

Off.    The  French  attempted  to  take  G»i- 
enne  and  Calais  hut  without  fuccefs. 

Nov.  The  duke  of  Burgundy  caufed  the 
duke  of  Orleans  to  be  aflaflinated  for  ob- 
firucling  his  taking  Calais,  and  was  fo 
powerful  as  to  procure  his  pardon  from 
the  king  of  France,  who  was  brother  to 
the  duke  of  Orleans. 

The  collars  of  55  firfl  worn  in  England. 

1408,  Feb.  19.  The  carl  of  Northumber- 
land nik%  another  infurrcction  in  the  northi 
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tt  Tori,  but  was  killed  before  be  could  af- 
JLembtc  hi*  force*. 

The  abbot  of  Halts  was  taken  fighting  by 
the  Earl's  f.de,  and  was  hanged  Jouo  after. 

A  truce  with  Bretagne. 

03.  io.  A  parliament  was  held  at  (7/o- 
teher,  and  in  A'W.  was  removed  to  If^ejimin- 
/er,  where  it  granted  fupplie»  to  the  King. 

The  earl  of  Kent  attacked  the  French 
pirates  and  was  killed,  but  they  were  all  put 
to  the  fwurd. 

AW.  7.  The  truce  with  Pticlou  and 
C  mien  re  renewed. 

1409,  March  25.  The  fchifm  of  the 
church  ended  by  the  council  of  Fifa,  which 
commenced  in  1378. 

The  Lzlkrds  encreafe  in  Er«!and,  and 
the  clergy  condemn  Wickiifi**  books  to  be 
burnt. 

1410.  The  revenues  and  profits  of  the 
crown,  together  with  the  lubfidy  of  wool, 
and  tenths  of  the  clergy  amounted  to  no 
more  than  48,000/.  per  annum>  of  which 
14,000  marks  were  allotted  for  the  expence 
of  the  boulholj,  and  moft  of  the  reft  to  the 
guard  of  the  fea,  and  defence  of  the  king- 
dom. 

Jan.  A  parliament  being  fummon- 

ed,  the  fherifTs  were  ordered  to  have  no  re- 
gird  to  the  majority  of  voices  at  elections, 
hot  ta  return  fuch  members  as  would  be 
mcft  ferviceable  to  the  court.  The  com- 
mons, however,  petitioned  the  King  to  paf« 
an  b&  for  fining  Ok  rifts  that  made  falfe 
returns  :  prayed  again,  that  part  of  the  re- 
venues of  the  clergy  might  be  applied  to 
the  defence  of  the  kingdom,  and  that  the 
fiatute  for  burning  hereticks  might  be  re- 
pealed. 

The  petitions  of  the  parliament  were 
rejected  by  the  King,  through  tear  of  the 
clergy,  and  he  ordered  Tbcntas  Badly  for 
execution  j  the  prince  of  Wales  attended  the 
execution,  and  as  the  poor  wretch  gave 
fain  hie  figns  of  the  torture  he  endured, 
crdered  the  fire  to  be  removed,  ami  pro- 
mi  fed  htm  a  penfion  for  life  and  a  pardon,' 
provided  he  would  recant ;  but  Badly  re- 
covering his  fpirits  refufed  to  comply  with 
the  offer,  and  fettered  death  with  heroic 
courage.  The  commons  confidering  his  exe- 
cution as  an  infult,  refufed  to  grant  fupplies, 
till  it  was  obtained  by  force,  May  3. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  formed  a  defign 
to  besiege  Calaii,  but  his  preparations  at  St. 
Qmert  were  con  fumed  by  fire. 

A  truce  with  France.

141 1.  The  duke  of  Burgundy  defirej 
king  ILnryt  afliftance  againft  the  duke  of 
Or  leant.

Guildhall  London  was  rebuilt  this  year, 
at  the  city's  cxpence. 

The  truce  with  France  was  prolonged  fot 
five  years. 

The  univerfity  of  St.  Andrew**,  in  ScU* 
land,  was  founded  about  this  time. 

AW.  3.  The  parliament  met  at  Wejl- 
minfter,  petitioned  the  King  for  a  general 
pardon,  which  he  granted,  excepting  only 
Glcndov/er  and  his  adherents.  This  pardon 
was  dated  Der.  22. 

1412.  King  Henry  takes  the  part  of  the 
duke  of  Orleans,  and  fends  an  army  into 
France  to  his  afliftance. 

Thomas  duke  of  Clarence,  created  duke  of 
Albemarle. 

Whilft  king  Henry  was  endeavouring  to 
recover  his  reputation,  which  had  fuffered 
fincc  his  acceftion,  the  prince  of  Walts 
was  daily  deftroying  his  by  vicious  excciTcs. 
Nothing  was  talked  of  but  the  riotous  and 
extravagant  pranks  of  the  Prince  and  his 
companions;  and  one  of  his  favourites 
being  arraigned  for  felony  before  William 
Gafecigne,  the  chief  juitice  of  the  King't 
bench,  the  Prince  was  prefent  at  the  trial, 
to  over-awe  the  judge,  bat  his  pre  fence 
not  preventing  the  condemnation  of  the 
criminal,  the  Pnnce  was  fo  cxafperated  as 
to  ftrike  the  judge  on  the  face,  who  not 
regarding  the  quality  of  the  offender,  com- 
manded him  to  be  arreftcd  on  the  fpot  and 
committed  him  to  pnfon,  to  which  the 
Prince  as  readily  fubmitted.  The  judge's 
courage  and  the  Prince's  moderation  were 
equally  pleafing  to  the  public. 

1413.  Jan.  The  King  was  feised  with 
fits  and  he  called  a  parliament  in  Feb*  but 
being  very  ill  could  not  attend  to  any 
bufinefs. 

It  was  foretold  by  a  monk  that  he  .was 
to  die  in  yerufalem,  he  therefore  prepared  to 
dedicate  the  remainder  of  his  life  to  that  glo- 
rious eipedition.  Accordingly  he  took  the 
CTofs,  called  a  great  council,  and  communis 
cated  his  defign,  and  ordered  all  things  for 
his  voyage;  but  his  fear  of  lofing  his 
crown  made  him  always  keep  it  on  his 
pillow  when  he  flept. 

His  laft  fit  feised  him  as  he  was  at  his 
devotion  in  St.  Edward**  chapel  in  Wefi- 
minflrr  abbey }  and  from  thence  he  was  car- 
ried to  the  abbot's  apartments.  Some  time 
after,  recovering  him/elf,  and  feeing  a  ftrange

fie  removed  fome  of  the  judges,  and  ad- 
vanced fuch  in  their  room,  as  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  law  joined  a  perfcc*  integrity  ; 
he  did  the  f-me  with  regard  to  inferior  ma- 
gjitrates,  and  took  particular  care  to  till  the 
vacant  benefices  with  pcrfous  of  found  prin- 
ciples and  known  merit. 

Ke  founded  three  rrligious  hcufcs  at 
Sostmcp  now  Richmond y  one  of  Carthufuru, 
another  of  CeieJIine  monks,  and  a  third  of 
Br -print  nuns,  to  pray  night  and  day  for 
the  repofe  ol  his  father's  foul. 

The  parliament  met,  who  had 
been  fummoneri  in  March ,  and  was  well 
iaclmed  to  the  new  King  ;  they  palied  fe- 
veral  wholesome  ftatutes,  tending  to  the 
prefer  ration  of  the  public  peace  :  among 
many  others,  an  zCt  was  made  to  prcv-.ut 
frauds  in  the  election  of  members  <>t  p.irlia- 
ment  j  and  in  another  it  was  enacted,  ihat 
no  under  Arrirr,  IherifT's  clerk,  receiver  or 
bailiff,  mould  be  an  attorney  in  the  King's 
court,  during  the  time  that  he  is  in  office 
unJer  any  fuch  flierirT.  This  parliament 
granted  the  fame  fubudies  as  were  granted 
to  Henry  IV. 

A  proclamation  was  irtued  again  ft  herefy, 
and  particularly  againft  the  kKukilptes  or 

Loihrd*. 

May J  5.  A  convocation  of  the  clergy*  met, 
under  the  direction  of  Thomas  Arundel,  abp. 
of  Camterfary,  who  was  extremely  incenfed 
again  it  the  LMardt,  and  procured  a  pro- 
clamation, which  forbid  their  holding  any 
meetings,  or  to  be  p'efent  at  their  preaching, 
under  penalty  of  imprifonnient  and  the  for- 
feit of  their  cnccls. 

Sir  John  Oldwji/e,  baron  of  C.'ketn,  was 
deemed  a  firm  adnercnt  to  that  fecr,  and 
was  therefore  orders:  to  be  prol'scutrd,  but 
being  the  King's  domeftic,  they  applied  to 
his  Majefty  for  permifi.on,  who  fuftcred 
him  to  be  cited  before  the  court,  but  Sir 
7*w  flighted  the  citation,  and  wjold  not 
XucTex  it  to  be  ferveu  on  him,  for  which  the 
King  ordered  him  to  be  fared  and  com- 
mitted to  the  tower. 

yane  15.  The  duke  of  liyrgundy  fent 
an  embaiTy  to  Edward  to  form  an  alliance. 

Thomas  duke  of  CLirtnct,  general  of  the 
forces  fent  to  France  by  the  late  King,  ar- 
rived in  England. 

July  14.  The  troubles  in  France  en- 
crrafing,  Henry  fent  an  embafly  to  Paris 
to  adju.il  ail  differences ;  but  the  next 
month  a  new  revolution  took  place  in  the 
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c<5urt  of  France,  when  the  duke  of  flwr- 
gur.dy  retired,  and  the  Orlean  faction  iiTuai 
a;i  edict  againfl  him. 

Sept.  16.  A  truce  wai  agreed  on  be- 
tween France  and  Eirrfard  for  one  year,  in 
which  the  Scots  were  included.

Henry  demanded  the  re* 
eftabiiihme.it  of  the  treaty  of  E/xtagnc;  the 
ambflftdors  offered  Catherine,  the  youngeft 
vf  Charles  the  Fourth's  daughters ;  this  Henry 
did  not  reject,  but  prolonged  the  true*  to> 
February y  I415. 

After  the  departure  of  the  French  arrtbaf- 
fadors,  Henry  lent  an  cm tally  to  France,  to 
continue  the  ne^nciat'on  and  marriage. 

'i'b-  F'.cr.cb  king  not  thinking  the  power 
cf  t^c  ambaii"a<L/rs  fufneient,  wrote  to 
iirnty  lVnd  fuller  power*,  upon  which 
In  fent  five  more,  all  eminent  for  thctr  high 
birth  and  polls. 

After  feveral  conferences,  and  many  pro- 
pofals  on  both  fides,  nothinj  w,>s  concludrj, 
and  the  conferences  ended  March  23,  1414. 

This  year  the  grsateft  p.irt  of  Norwich 
was  burnt. 

Thff  King  furprifed  the  LolLrds  af- 
fcmblcd  in  St.  Giles**  fieL's,  k:iled  fome, 
and  took  others  prifont/*,  among  whom 
were  Sir  Rc*'r  A:1,<iy  Eei»rfv  tho  preacher, 
and  five  m^re,  whu  were  conocmnrd  tor 
herefy,  and  burnt  alive  ;  an.l  aH  r.ft  paffrd 
f<>on  after  fur  cor.rifi atint;  the  lands  and 
goods  of  perfons  cvnvicU-d  of  herefy. 

Feb* 
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Feb.  10.  J&arv  Cbicbley  made  arch- 
biuSop  of  Canterbury,  upon  the  death  of 
Arundel. 

April  30.  The  King  called  a  parliament 
at  Leicefier  to  obtain  the  neceflary  aids. 

The  parliament  went  upon  profecuting 
the  Lollards  j  feveral  were  burnt  alive,  fome 
left  the  kingdom,  and  others  abjured  their 
religion,  to  efcape  the  torments  prepared 
for  them. 

The  commons  petitioned  the  King  to 
feize  the  cbuich  lands  \  they  remonstrated, 
that  the  temporalities  amounted  to  320,000 
marks  yearly,  and  would  fufike  to  main- 
tain 15  earls,  1500  knights,  6200  cfquires, 
and  100  hofpitals,  and  20,000/.  be  brought 
into  the  King's  trcafury  ;  and  befidcs  that 
fum,  divers  religious  houfes  poflefled  as 
many  temporalities  as  would  maintain 
1  5,000  prtcAs  and  clerks,  allowing  to  each 
feven  marks  a  year. 

One  hundred  aud  ten  alien  priories  fup- 
prctTcd  this  year,  and  their  revenues  given 
to  the  crown. 

The  Frenrb  king  fent  ambafladors  to 
England,  to  treat  with  Henry  upon  a  truce 
*nd  the  marriage. 

King  Henry  renewed  the  claim  of  the 
kings  of  England  to  the  crown  of  France. 

The  commons  approved  of  the  King's 
cbiming  the  crown  of  France,  and  granted 
him  a  lubfidy  of  300,000  marks. 

Henry  Piercy,  who  was  left  as  an  h  oft  age 
in  Sailandf  being  now  of  age,  he  petitioned 
pari.amcat  that  he  might  be  reftorcd  to  his 
father's  eitates  and  honours,  which  was 
granteJ. 

The  King  crr.cr-ncd  to  his  brother  John 
the  earldom  of  Richmond. 

The  Dauphin,  in  derifion  of  Henry' % 
youth,  fent  him  a  tun  of  tennis  bails, 
thinking  him  fitter  for  play  than  war. 

Sfpt.  The  duke  of  Burgundy  was 
driven  to  great  /traits,  and  Charles  went 
a  gain  ft  him  in  perfon,  but  was  feized  with 
a  frefh  fit  of  lunacy,  upon  which  the 
Dauphin  was  made  Regent,  who  granted 
the  duke  of  Burgundy  a  peace. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  fent  the  provoft 
of  St.  Dennis  to  renew  the  treaty  begun 
Svith  Henry. 

John  Plantagenet,  third  fon  of  Henry  IV. 
lord  admiral,  created  duke  of  Bedford. 

Humphrey,  fourth  fon  of  king  Henry  IV. 
created  duke  of  Ghuccfler. 

Jcbn  duk«r  of  Bedford,  third  fon  to  king 
Henry  IV,  Sec.  created  earl  of  Kendal. 

The  King  affcmblcd  his  troops  at  S§utb» 
amUan. 
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1415,  Jan.    The  truce  was  prolonged 

with  France  till  June  8. 

April  16.  The  Kingaflemblcd  the  lords, 
and  acquainted  them  with  his  intentions  of 
going  into  France. 

The  truce  was  further  prolonged  with 
France  to  the  i  5th  of  July* 

The  archbifliop  of  Bourges,  one  of  the 
French  ambafladors,  had  words  with  the 
King  upon  his  determination  of  entering 
France. 

Henry  continues  his  negociations  with 
the  duke  ef  Burgundy. 

May  28.  The  King  iflued  orders  to  tbe 
bimops  to  put  all  the  clergy  in  a  condition 
of  array  fuitablc  to  their  eftates  and  income. 

Henry  enters  into  indentures  with  his 
officers,  for  their  own  and  their  foldiers 
pay  :  every  duke  was  to  have  1 c,j.  aJ.  per 
day,  every  earl  6s.  Sd.  every  baron  4*. 
every  efquire  or  man  at  arms  is.  and  every 
archer  6d.  each  fquire  had  four  horfes,  and 
each  archer  one. 

Augufi  11.  The  King  embarked  with 
50,000  men  for  France,  and  landed  in  Nor- 
mandy, having  appointed  his  brother,  tha 
duke  of  Bedford,  regent. 

Aug.  21.  Henry  landed -with  his  troops 
at  Havre  de  Grace. 

A  confpiracy  againft  king  Henry,  by 
Richard  Plantagenet  earl  of  Cambridge,  and 
others.    The  confpirators  were  taken. 

Sir  Thomas  Grey  was  tried  and  condemned 
by  a  common  jury. 

The  earl  of  Cambridge,  Sir  Thomas  Grey, 
and  lord  Scroop  were  executed. 

Sept.  16.  Henry  fent  a  challenge  to  the 
Dauphin,  to  decide  by  fingle  combat  the 
difference  between  France  and  him,  but  he 
received  no  anfwer. 

Sept.  22.  He  took  Harfieur,  and  made 
it  an  Envfifb  colony,  appointing  his  uncle, 
Thomas  Beaufort,  earl  of  Dorfet,  governor  1 
the  fiege  lafted  five  weeks. 

Henry,  after  taking  Harfieur,  iiTued  a 
proclamation  throughout  England,  that  fuch 
perfons  as  would  fettle  there,  mould  have 
houfes  fecured  to  them  and  their  heirs, 
upon  which  numbers  went  over  to  refide 
there. 

The  conitable  of  France  carried  the  French 
king  to  Roan,  where  the  earl  of  Dorfet, 
governor  of  Harfieur,  made  an  incurfion  to 
the  gates  of  the  city,  and  carried  away  a 
great  booty  s  on  his  return  he  was  purfued 
by  the  French,  who,  though  fuperior  t» 
him  in  number,  were  made  to  retire. 

The  Conftable  befteged  Harfieur,  and  a 
fleet  of  French  /hips  blocked  up  Portfmeutb 

and 
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lad  Scutbamptta,  and  made  an  attempt 
Ufoa  tbeifle  of  /Tyor,  but  were  repulfcd. 

A  great  flux  raged  in  the  Englijb  army, 
that  not  above  a  fourth  part  were  able  to 
hear  arms  j  the  bifhop  of  Norwich  and  the 
earl  of  died. 

//«7  is  much  harrafTed  in  his  retreat 
to  Calais  j  he  palled  the  Smnu  on  the  19th 
*i  October,  and  at  a  village  near  Corbie,  a 
horalion  commanded  by  Hugh  Stafford,  lord 
Batrfbw,  endeavouring  to  difperte  a  party 
that  intercepted  their  march,  had  many  of 
kit  men  killed  and  the  ftandard  taken,  but 
it  was  recovered  by  a  StaffcrMWt  gentleman. 

Bttry  offered  to  reft  ore  HarJUur,  feeing 
hirafcllfo  inferior  in  number  to  the  French, 
which  was  rejected. 

He  met  the  French  army,  who  offered 
ten  battle  by  a  herald,  00.  **,  which  he 
accepted,  and  prefented  the  herald  with  a 
robe  of  2co  crowns  value* 

Henry  fent  Dfvid  Gam,  a  Weljb  captain, 
to  view  the  ftrength  of  the  enemy,  who 
reported,  «  There  were  enough  to  be  killed, 
eoocrii  to  be  taken  pri/onera.  and  enough 
to  ran  away.'* 

The  French  were  three  timet  in  number 
to  the  Er.giijh  troops.  The  two  armies 
vere  drawn  up  in  order  of  battle  on 
*S ;  the  King  put  himfelf  at  the  head 
tf  the  tecond  line,  with  a  gold  crown  on 
h«  helmet  for  a  creft,  and  near  him  the 
faadard  of  England. 

Before  the  battle,  Henry  fent  to  the  French 
{taerali  a  fecond  offer  of  accommodation ; 
the  terms  were,  that  Henry  mould  renounce 
ill  sreten6ons  to  the  crown  of  France  and 
r'"3re  Harfeur ;  Cvienne  and  Pent  bin  to 
I*  delivered  to  him,  and  the  princefs  Ca- 
tkrne  (with  300,000  crowns)  to  be  given 
ia  marriage. 

The  Engfijb  perceiving  the  French  not 

to  move,  began  the  charge ;  Henry  fought 

is  foot,  at  the  head  of  his  troops,  with 

P*at  courage.   The  French  employed  eigh  - 

tea  cavaliers  to  charge  the  King,  who  was 

hard  paflxed,  and  would  probably  have  been 

token,  had  not  David  Gam,  the  Weljb  cap. 

tun,  and  two  .other  officers,  faved  him, 

at  the  eipence  of  their  lives  ;  the  eigh- 

t!ea  Frenchmen  were  all  killed  upon  the 
ipet. 

The  King  fupported  his  brother  the 
-he  of  Gh(fjier9  who  was  knocked  down, 
»»d  fought  over  him,  till  he  received  a 
blow  that  he  fell  upon  his  knees,  but  his 
|M*d  refcued  him. 

The  duke  of  Alenfon  having  found  the

Henry  knocked  him  down,  and  though  he 
wifted  to  fave  him,  the  Englijb  troops  fur- 
rounding  him,  put  an  end  to  his  life. 

The  French  loft  in  this  battle,  which 
was  near  the  caftle  of  Azinceurt,  many  of- 
ficeri  of  note  and  ? 0,000  private  men. 

TheEngli/h  had  killed,  the  duke  of  Tork9 
the  young  earl  of  Suffolk,  and  near  i6oomen* 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  challenged  tho 
King  to  fmgle  combat,  which  he  thought 
proper  to  re j eft. 

Nov.  16.  Henry  returned  to  England, 
taking  with  him  the  principal  prifoners  $ 
he  met  in  this  pafTage  a  great  ftorm,  which 
destroyed  fcveral  of  hit  (hips. 

Nov.  23.  The  King  made  hit  entry 
into  London,  and  was  met  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  who  prefcnted  him  with 
1000/.  in  gold,  in  two  gold  bafons,  each 
valued  at  500/. 

The  King  orJereda  public  thankfgiving. 

Nov.  30*  He  caufed  the  bodies  of  the 
duke  of  York  and  the  earl  of  Suffolk  to  be 
honourably  interred. 

The  church  fervice  was  changed  from 
the  ufe  of  St.  Paul  to  the  ufe  of  Sarum. 

Seven  dolphins  were  difcovered  playing 
in  the  river  Thames,  when  four  were  taken. 

1416,  March  16.  The  parliament  met, 
and  ordered  the  fubfidy  to  be  paid  fooner 
than  it  wat  appointed. 

Afrit  16.  The  Dauphin  wat  poifoned  at 
Campeigne,  and  the  king  of  Sicily  wat  fuf- 
pectedof  the  deed,  to  make  way  for  hit  fon  ;

Auguji  iv  The  King  fent  the  duke  of 
Bedford  with  ao,ooo  men  into  France,  to 
relieve  HarjJenr,  the  Englijb  met  the  French 
fleet  before  that  place,  obtained  a  vic- 
tory, and  funk  feveral  of  their  mips  )  the 
conftable  raifed  the  fiege  and  retired. 

Sept.  4.  The  King  embarked  at  Sand* 
wren,  with  a  fleet  of  40  fail,  and  arrived  at 
Calais  the  next  day. 

OB.  to.  The  King  concluded  a  truce 
with  France  till  Feb.  2,  and  returned  to 
England  to  meet  the  parliament. 

The  commons  granted  him  two  tenths 
and  two  fifteenths  on  the  laity,  and  the 
clergv  gave  two  tentht. 

The  duke  of  Dorfet  wat  made  duke  of 
Exeter,  with  a  penfion  of  1000/.  a  year  for 
life. 

Nov.  The  emperor  Sigtfmund  came  into 
England,  and  entered  into  an  alliance  with 
Henry  again  ft  the  French,  and  was  inftalled 
a  knight  of  the  garter, 
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A  negotiation  was  entered  upon  between 
Henry  and  the  French  prifoncrs,  and  the 
duke  of  Bourbon  was  allowed  to  go  to  France 
to  fulfil  the  engagements  he  made  with 
Henry,  which  afterwards  came  to  no- 
thing. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  entered  into  an 
alliance  with  the  king  of  England. 

The  King  pawned  his  crown  and  jewels 
to  pufli  his  conquefts,  to  the  bifhop  of  fVin- 
ebtjler,  his  uncle,  for  100,000  marks,  and 
part  of  his  jewels  to  the  city  of  London  for 
XO,coo/.  fterling. 

The  Englijh  gained  a  gTeat  victory  over 
the  French  at  fea. 

The  council  of  Conftance  called  for  the 
election  of  a  Pope,  three  afpiring  after  the 
papacy  at  once, 

1417,  March  and  April,   Henry  made 
himfelf  matter  of  St.  Loot  Car  en  turn,  St. 
le  Vicomte,  and  many  other  places  in 


Normandy,  and  laid  fiege  to  Cherbourg, 
which  1  ailed  three  months. 

April  14.  The  King  ordered  Helborn  to 
be  paved,  it  not  being  fo  before. 

July  18.  King  Henry**  fecond  expedi- 
tion to  France,  with  an  army  of  26,000 
men,  on  board  a  fleet  of  1500  fail ;  he  took 
Caen,  Calais,  and  feveral  other  places. 

The  duke  of  Burgundy  diflatisfied  with 
the  Con  (table's  conduct,  took  up  arms  and 
inarched  toward  Paris. 

Aug,  Henry  continued  his  conquefts, 
and  made  himfelf  mailer  of  Bayeux,  Argen- 
tan,  Chateau  de  V  Atgle,  AJenfon,  and  forae 
other  places. 

The  French  queen,  lfabetta,  who  had 
been  confined  by  the  Cooftable,  joined  the 
duke  of  Burgundy,  and  ftiled  herfelf  Re- 
gent. 

Nov.  16.  The  parliament  met,  and 
granted  the  King  one  tenth  aad  a  fifteenth, 
and  the  clergy  two  tenths. 

Nov.  28.  A  conference  was  held  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  which  was  broke 
mp  without  effect. 

Dec.  ao.  Henry  took  the  town  of  Fa- 
laije. 

The  duke  of  Bretagne  came  and  made 
a  truce  with  Henry  for  one  year,  and  alfo 
in  the  name  of  the  queen  of  Sicily,  for 
Anjxt  and  Maine. 

Ouecn  Joanna  of  Navarre,  widow  of 


Henry  IV.  and  mother  in  law  to  the  pre- 
fent  King,  was  accufed  of  confpiring 
againft  hijn. 

The  Scott  invaded  England  but  were 
forced  to  retire,  and  the  Mngiijb  returned 
vi*t. 


141 8,  Feb.  Sir  John  Oldrftftk  is  tafcet, 
and  burnt  in  St.  Giles's  fields. 

May  18.  The  Burgundiant  made  them* 
fclves  mafters  of  Paris,  and  murdered  many 
of  the  Conftable's  party. 

June  1  a.  The  mafiacre  was  renewed, 
and  the  Conftable  murdered,  with  the 
Chancellor  and  others,  to  the  number  of 
2000. 

June  14.  The  Queen  and  duke  of  Bur' 
gundy  entered  Paris. 

A  plague  broke  out  in  that  city  that  car- 
ried off  in  three  months  above  40,000 
pcrfons, 

John  Pljrxagenet,  third  fon  of  Henry  IV. 
created  earl  of  Carlijlc. 

The  Eng/ijb  took  Cherburgh,  and  feveral 
other  towns  in  France,  and  laid  fiege  to 
Rouen,  the  capital  of  Normandy. 

1419,  Jan.  19.  Rouen  furrendered  npo« 
articles. 

Henry  continued  to  them  all  their  privi- 
leges, for  the  fum  of  300,000  crowns, 
and  cflablifhed  there  his  exchequer  and 
chamber  of  accounts  of  the  revenues  of 
Normandy. 

Feb.  1  a.  A  conference  was  held  with 
the  Dauphin  at  Louviers,  and  Henry  granted 
him  a  truce  till  Eafier,  for  all  the  country 
between  the  Loire  and  the  Seine,  Normandy 
excepted. 

June  30.  A  treaty  was  fet  on  foot  be- 
tween .England  and  France  at  Melun,  but 
proved  ineffectual. 

July  28.  Henry  took  Pentoifc,  and  made 
a  great  booty,  to  the  amount  of  2,000,000 
ot  crowns. 

Aug.  18.  The  Dauphin  murdered  the 
duke  of  Burgundy. 

He  fent  the  duke  of  Vendome  into  Scot' 
land  to  demand  aflifbnce,  when  7000  men 
were  levied  and  fent  over,  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  earl  of  Buchan. 

OB.  16.  A  parliament  was  held  at  rVtjl~ 
minfier,  which  granted  the  King  one  fif- 
teenth and  a  half,  and  one  tenth  and  a  half* 

Nov.  The  King  granted  the  Parifians  a 
truce  till  Dee.  4. 

Dec.  14.  A  fecond  treaty  of  peace  be* 
tween  the  French  king  and  the  king  of 
England,  wherein  it  was  ftipulated,  that 
king  Henry  fhould  marry  the  princefs  Ca- 
therine, the  French  king's  daughter;  that 
he  fhould  have  the  regency  of  France  during 
the  French  king's  life,  and  fucceed  him  in 
his  throne  after  his  death.  The  French 
nobility  fware  fealty  to  htm. 

14*0,  Jan.  5.  A  treaty  was  made  be- 
tween Henry  and  the  duke  of  Burgundy. 
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The  Dauphin  ft  ill  oppofcd  king  Henry, 
whereupon  the  king  laid  fiege  to  Meiun  and 
took  it,  with  feveral  other  towns. 

April  t3.  Henry  takes  the  title  of  King 
0/  France  on  a  new  coin. 

May  21.  The  agreement  between  the 
Icings  of  England  and  Trance  was  ratified  by 
the  French  parliament  at  Paris,  and  Tent  to 
England  to  be  recorded  in  the  court  of  Ex- 
chtyner  at  Weftntinfter. 

junt  2.  Henry  married  Catherine,  the 
daughter  of  Charla  VI,  of  France,  at 
Ireyes.

J 
which  lafted  feven  months. 

Aug.  The  Dauphin  took  la  Charitie  and 
beficged  Cefne.  The  King  marching  to  the 
relief  of  Cofre  was  feised  with  a  flux  at 
Son/is he  fent  the  duke  of  Bedford  with  the 
troops  to  join  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  upon 
which  the  Dauphin  raifed  the  fiege  and  re- 
tired. 

The  King's  illnefa  increafing,  he  return* 
ed  to  Vmcennet. 

Aug.  31.  The  King  died  in  Erance,  in 
the  34th  year  of  his  age,  and  the  10th  of  hit 
reign,  and  was  buried  at  Weftrn'mfier,  leaving 
the  duke  of  Bedford  regent  in  France,  and 
the  duke  of  Glocefter  regent  of  England,  dur« 
ing  his  fon's  minority. 

The  physicians  having  notified  hit  death, 
the  King  received  it  with  great  compofure 
of  mind  ;  he  fent  for  his  confeflor  and  or- 
dered the  chaplain  to  read  the  feven  pene- 
tential  pfalms,  and  declared  he  defigned  to 
have  warred  againft  the  Infidels. 

The  Queen,  in  honour  to  the  King's  me- 
mory, caufed  a  ftatue  of  filver,  gilt,  to  be 
laid  on  his  tomb,  as  large  as  life,  which  in 
the  latter  end  of  Henry  VIII.  was  conveyed 
away.  He  was  buried  at  the  feet  of  Ed~ 
ward  the  Confeffor. 

The  firft  commiffion  of  array  which  oc- 
curs in  Englifb  hiftory  was  iffued  in  the 
courfe  of  this  reign.

Sept.  The  earl  of  Richmond  was  in- 
formed by  cxprefs,  of  the  proceedings  in 
his  favour;  he  acquainted  the  duke  of 
Bretagne  thereof,  who  promifsd  to  affift 
him.

His  wife  was  Anne,  the  fecond  daughter 
of  Richard  iVcvil,  earl  of  Warno'tci  a*»d 
Salijhury  (mrnamed  the  Mute-King)  who 
was  firft  married  to  Edward  prince  of 
Walei,  fon  to  Henry  VJ. 

His  iiluc  was  Edreard,  earl  of  Sa&jburj, 
ireated  prince  of  Walts,  the  crown  being? 
fntailcd  upon  him  by  parliament,  but  he 
di»d  before  his  father.

Richard  left  but  one  natural  fon,  fur- 
named  John  of  Gheefier,  a  minor,  whom 
he  bad  appointed  governor  of  Calais,  Guifncs, 
and  all  the  marches  of  Pieardy,  and  a  na- 
tural daughter,  named  Catherine  Plantagtnct, 
who  died  young. 

Thus  ended  the  reign  of  the  Plant  ageneti, 
and  the  end  of  a  civil  war  that  lulled  30 
yeais,  which  destroyed  above  100,000  Erg- 
lijbmen,  and  a  great  number  of  piinces  of 
the  two  contending  houfes.

Men  were  obliged 
to  redeem  their  perfons  from  prifon  by  fa- 
criheing  their  cfrates,  till  he  had,  in  a  man- 
ner, engrofTed  all  the  riches  of  the  kingdom. 
His  fubjccls,  like  flaves  in  the  mines,  bad 
no  other  profpeet  than  611ing  their  mailer's 
confers  ;  and  the  parliament,  either  awed 
or  bribed  by  the  court,  countenanced  his 
extortions,  and  chofe  the  infamous  Dudley, 
the  chief  ioltrument  of  thefe  oppressions,, 
their  fpeaker.

Cherries  were  this  year  firft  planted  in 
Kent,  where  an  orchard  of  32  acres  pro- 
duced 1000/.  Apricots  were  brought  here 
by  Henry  %  gardener. 

Archbiftiop  Cranmer  and  the  convocation 
divorced  the  King  from  AnneCleve,  on  pre- 
tence the  King's  internal  free  confentwas 
wanting  at  the  marriage,  and  that  he  had 
never  confummatcd  the  marriage  ;  the  par- 
liament palled  an  act,  confirming  the  judg- 
ment of  the  convocation.

1442.  Queen  Catherine  Howard  was  ac- 
cufed by  archbiibop  Cranmer  of  incontinence, 
by  the  information  of  one  Lajcella. 

She  was  attainted  of  high  treafon  by  aft 
of  parliament,  without  being  brought  to  a 
trial,  and  beheaded  on  Tvu>cr-bill,  Feb.  13. 

She  confefied  her  guilt  of  criminality 
with  Derbam,  Ma  mix  k  and  Culpepper.

ment j  fettled  it  on  the  illue  of  his  fitter 
Mary,  by  Charles  Brcnd:nf  duke  of  Suffolk, 
id  tjfc  his  tv.o  daughters,  Mary  and  Eliza- 
beth-, died  without  i(!ue,  to  the  excl^fion 
of  Margaret  his  eldeft  fiftcr,  who  had  mar- 
ried 'James  V.  king  of  Scots.

Kow  although  this  may  appear  to  be  an 
almoft  incredible  fum ;  yet  we  are  not  to 
imagine,  that  it  was  the  only  income  of 
thefe  religious  houfes:  tor  It  was  only  the 
referred  rent  of  their  manors,  and  the 
yearly  produce  of  their  demefnes,  without 
computing  fines,  hemott,  renewals,  deo- 
dands,  &c  which  would  have,  psrhaps, 
amounted  to  twice  as  much.  But  to  be 
mere  exalt  in  our  calculations,  let  ui  from 
this  yearly  income  of  the  nv>nall^rk  houfes, 
deduct  a  fixth  part  for  demefnes,  and  then 
the  remainder  will  be  merely  their  referred 
rents.  If  therefore  from  3,177,28a/.  191. 
6d.  you  will  fuhtraa  546,213/.  6s.  yd. 
there  will  exactly  remain  fur  their  rent, 
2,731,069/.  I2i.  lid.  Now  the  referred 
rent  beinf,  in  all  church  tenures,  at  kali  a 
fifth  part  of  the  ettatc;  it  will  follow,' tUr 
the  lands  which  the  monks  had  out  upon 
lives,  in  alJ,  amounted  to  the  fum  of 
13,655,345/.  41.  "jd.  and  if  to  this  you  add 
rheir  demefnrs,  we  may  fairly  affirm  that 
the  whole  land,  which  the  monks  wrre 
lorJi  of,  came  to  14,101,558/.  nr.  id. 
How  great  at  part  of  our  land  thii  mud  be, 
you  may  learn  from  the  following  calcula- 
tion. The  land  tax,  is  paid  fo  unequally, 
that  when  it  is  nominally  four  millings  in 
the  pound,  though  in  the  midland  counties 
they  are  kept  up  to  the  rigour;  yet  in  the 
north  and  in  the  well,  in  many  diitri&s 


only  one  and  a  half,  and  others  two,  but  in 
aim  oft  no  place  above  two  and  a  half  is  paid. 
We  may  therefore  fairly  affirm,  that  when 
the  land-tax  is  aliened  for  four,  it  brings  in 
but  full  two  ihillings  in  the  pound,  or  a

reckoning  one  place  with  another.  The 
land-tax  is  fuppofed  one  year  with  another 
to  bring  in  2,000,000,  and  thi*  may  be 
accounted  when  multiplied  by  ten,  to  be 
the  value  of  all  the  lands  ip  England which 
is  ao,ooo,oco^iT  annum.*  Or  which  only 
14*501,-55$/.  rrr.  zd.  was  dependent  on  our 
poor  and  humble  clergy,  which  is  in  other 
words,  that  the  moaks  were  mafters  of 
above  fourteen  parti  out  of  twenty  of  the 
whole  kingdom.  And  out  of  the  fix  parts 
which  were  thus  kindly  left  dependent  on 
on  king,  lords,  and  commons,  were  the 
four  numerous  orders  of  Mendicants  to  be 
maintained,  againft  whom  no  gate  couU 
be  Ihut,  to  whom  no  provifon  could  be 
denied,  and  from  whom  no  iecrct  could  be 
Concealed. 

If  this  calculation  mould  appear  greater 
than  can  cafily  be  given  credit  to,  loek  in- 
to Pcpi Ik  countries,  where  you  will  difcover 
that  their  clergy  are  to  the  full  as  rich  in 
proportion  as  ever  ours  were  here.  A  fla- 
grant infiance  of  which,  we  have  from  a 
calculation  taken  by  the  great  duke  of  Tuf- 
cany  hirnfclf  in  his  own  dominions,  wherein 
the  priefthood  were  found  to  enjoy  f even- 
teen  parts  in  twenty  of  the  whole  land} 
which  had  it  not  beon  for  that  fejfonable 
ftatute  of  Mortmain,  they  would  foon  have 
poflefled  here. 

As  the  religious  houfes  in  this  ifiand 


msbeaj  was fr>1d for  tbrrc  JhWtngt  tbe  qv.irter ;  in  bit  Jerrntb  year,  nvbe*  a  terrible  dearth  buf- 
fered, it  did  nit  rife  to  above  twenty  pence  tbcbufkel ;  and  in  bh  tet.tb  and fifteenth years,  nv/n 
fdd  fjr  fzur  /killings  tbe  quarter.  In  the  reign  cf  queen  Mary,  unlfs  in  time  cf  famine, 
wheat  was  commonly  fold  for  Jive  jbillinvi  the  quarter  in  LonJjn,  and  far  /our  Jhitlings  tbe 
quarter  it  tbe  country.  So  tbat  we  may  fairly  compute  tbe  price  of  wheat,  in  Henry  Vllltc* 
time,  u  have  been  four  Jbillings  tbe  quarter,  wlitb  multiplied  ly  twelve,  amounts  to  two pcundt 
light  Jbil/iKgr,  which  is  but  a  reafcnalt' price  for  wheat  at  this  day. 

\  In  the  tenth  year  of  ting  Henry  Vll.  120,000!.  was  granted by  parliament  for  the  Scotch 
%ojr,  which  was  looked  up>n  to  be  fo  exorbitant  a  tax,  tbat  16,000  men  roiein  rebellion  to  of" 
f*fe  its  bring  lei  itd.  This  aid  ("which  was  granted  but  thirty-eight  years  befre  tie  dijfJution 
cf  the  abhits)were  we  to  multiply  it  by  twelve,  would  make  but  a  trifling  fum,  compared  with 
tb:  jubfdies  tbat  have  been  yearly  railed  for  tbe  late  wars. 

•  Gregory  King" s  calculations,  publijbed  by  Dr.  Davenant,  compute  tbe  wbtle rent  *f  lands 
in  England  to  be  but  r4,ooo,ooo,  ar.d  Sir  William  Petty'r  calculations,  wb;  b  were  much 
mlder%  da  only  compute  them  at  8,ooo,coo  a  year. 

The  latter  of  tbe  ft  wrote  in  the  middle  cf  tbe  reign  of  king  Charles  17.  and  tbe  former  in  the  ,. 
reign  cf  kir.g  William.    And  thevafi  dijftrence  between  them  as  r*  tbe  annual lalut  o  f  ait  tb§ 
lands  and  htufti  in  England,  we  may  chiefly  attribute  to  ow  trade,  tbe  enrrtafe  of  which  has,

When  in  any  fociety  of  religious  perfons, 
whether  male  or  female,  one  abbat  or  ab- 
befs  (fo  called  from  the  Hebrew,  abba, 
which  fignifies  father,  in  EngH/h)  prefided, 
then  thnt  was  Ailed  an  Abbey.  This 
governor  had  the  folc  power  over  the  con- 
vent, could  place  or  difplace  any  officer  at 
pleafure,  and  prefcribe  what  rules  the  monks 
or  nuns  fhould  be  obligccUo-  obferve. 

But  when  the  chief  perfon  in  the  mo* 
naftery  bore  the  name  of  Prior,  that  wis 
ftiled  a  Pa  ior  v.  And  thefe  kind  of  reli- 
gious houfes  were  of  two  forts  j  either  they 
were  fuch,  whofe  Prior  was  independent, 
and  as  abfolute  a  tyrant  .if  any  Abb  it  could 
be,  or  they  were  fuch  as  depended  upon 
fome  great  abbey,  from  which  they  received 
their  Prior,  and  to  which  they  were  often 
obliged  to  pay  a  imall  penfion  or  annual 
acknowledgement.  And  whenfoever  the 
convent,  to  which  any  priory  belonged, 
was  beyond  the  feas,  then  it  was  ftilcd  an 
^Ilien  Pa  10a  v. 

When  a  certain  number  of  fecular  canons 
aflVmblcd  thcmfelves  under  the  govern- 
ment of  a  warden,  dean,  provoft  or  matter 
tbey  were  called  a  College  or  aCoL* 
XFCi ATI  Church. 

Whenfoever  the  knights  templars,  or 
hofpitaJlers  had  any  considerable  manors  or 
farms,  they  creeled  churches  for  the  fer- 
Tice  of  God,  and  built  a  convenient  hotifr 
for  habitation,  to  which  they  fent  part  of 
their  fraternity,  under  the  command  of  one 
preceptor.  And  thefe  houfes  were  called 
Pa  ec  bp  Tories  or  Commander  its* 

When  the  fociety  of  religious  perfons 
ronfifted  of  men,  it  was  called  a  Mona- 
stery. 

When  it  confuted  of  women,  it  was

(riled  a  Nunnery,  from  the  HArtiD* 
filia,  according  to  Ihfpitiiatt, 

When  any  monaltery  or  nunnery  was 
fubjelt  to  another,  then  it  was  called  a 
C  a  1 1..    And  many  have  imagined  that  the 
revenue  of  the  cell  was  included  in  that  of 
the  mother  abbey;  which  if  it  were  true, 
would  very  much  diminiili  the  calculation 
I  have  made  of  the  monaftick  wealth.  In 
juftirication  of  my  method,  I  have  thia 
therefore  to  fay  :  Firft,  that  all  thofe  who 
luve  written  upon  this  fubject,  have  cal- 
culated cells  diftinct  from  the  abbiee  they 
appertained  to.    Secondly,  that  many  cells 
wcie  given  in  at  their  diffolution  at  a  certain 
value,  and  their  mother  abbies  reckoned  op 
diflintt  frosi  them  at  another  value  ;  and  we 
can  fcarce  imagine,  that  the  monks  would 
at  that  time  make  thcmfelves  appear  more 
rich  than  they  really  were*    Thirdly,  that 
of  the  cells  mentioned  in  my  catalogue,  a 
conliderablc  number  were  alien  priories,  ant 
belonged  to  monafteriet  abroad,  which  ara 
not  valued  there  at  all.    Fourthly,  that 
the  whole  number  of  cells,  which  can  be 
thought  to  have  been  included  in  the  re* 
venue  of  their  mother  abbies,  amount  not 
to  above  forty,  whofe  part  in  my  calcula- 
tion would  eafily  be  fupplieJ,  by  inferring 
in  their  room  chantries,  gilds,  and  hofpi- 
tals,  which  were  equally  detrimental  to  tha 
public,  and  lupcrititious  in  their  founda- 
tion. 

Chantries  were  chapels  creeled  and 
endowed  for  the  finging  of  mafles  for  the 
fouls  of  the  deceafed. 

Hospitals  wCTe  houfes  founded  for  the: 
entertainment  of  all  who  went  any  pilgri- 
mage on  a  religious  pretence. 

Giloc  were  focieties  of  lay  brethren, 
who  lived  together  like  monks,  but  wer< 
profcfTcd  of  no  order.

The  chief  oppofers  of  the  reformation 
were  the  princefs  Mary,  IVriotbejley  earl  of 
Southamptan,  bilhop  of  Durham,  Bonner 
bilhop  of  London,  Gardner  bilhop  of  Win- 
chefler,  with  other  bilhops  and  inferior 
clergy.

The  proteftants  in  Germany  were  defeat- 
ed, and  the  elector  of  Saxtny  and  the  prince 
of  Hejfe  maJc  pri loners  by  the  Emperor. 
Several  of  the  German  divine?  taking  refuge 
in  Erv/jrd,  were  allowed  penfions  hcrt* ;

Nov,  4*  The  parliament  met,  and  t€* 
pealed  all  ftatutcs  that  had  created  any  nev# 
trcafons  or  felonies  in  the  laft  reign,  parti- 
cularly that  which  eftablifljcd  the  fix  ar- 
ticles.

VIII.  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Seymour,  lord 
high  admiral. 

The  Admiral  endeavoured  to  get  himfelf 
made  governor  to  the  King's  pcrfon,  which 
occaftoncd  a  quarrel  between  him  and  hit 
brother  the  Protector.  The  war  with  Scot" 
land  was  renewed,  and  Hadington  taken  by 
the  Englijh, 

The  Scots  fent  their  queen  to  France,  and 
introduced  6000  French  forces,  which  ra- 
vaged the  north  of  England,  and  treated  the 
the  Scots  like  a  conquered  people.  They 
murdered  the  provoft  of  Edinburg  and  hia 
fon,  with  great  numbers  of  the  commoa 
people. 

The  Protector  tried  to  make  a  peace  with 
Scotland  in  vain. 

The  Protector  introduced  a  body  of  Ger' 
mans  into  England,  under  pretence  of  th« 
Scoub  war,  but  in  reality  to  fupport  hit 
I  ufurped  authority. 

1  Aug, 
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Alg.  The  new  liturgy  w*5  every  where 
fet  up,  but  the  prince's  Miry  refuted  to 
comply  with  it. 

Sept.  The  Queen  dowager  died  in  child- 
tad. 

Ncv.  24.  The  parliament  met,  and 
was  alnioft  wholk  taken  up  with  matters  of 
religion. 

By  an  act  made,  priefrs  were  allowed  to 
marry. 

An  act  was  made  to  confirm  the  new 
liturgy. 

1549,  Jan.  1  19.  The  lord  high  ad- 
miral was  impeached  and  fent  to  the 
tower. 

March  70.  The  lord  high  admiral  was 
attainted  in  parliament  of  high  treafon, 
and  beheaded,  without  being  heard. 

His  grcatcft  crime  was  his  afpiring  to  be 
at  the  head  of  the  miniftry,  and  coual  if  not 
fuperior  to  hi*  brother  the  Protector. 

This  year  lord  lieutenants  of  counties  - 
were  firft  appoinaed. 

Anabapt:ih  came  into  England,  who  de- 
ny the  divinity  of  our  Saviour,  and  are 
burnt. 

April  12.  J-.  jn  of  Kent,  ananabaptift, 
vas  condemned  to  be  bunrt. 

The  Protector  pulled  down  feveral 
charches  to  build  him  a  palace,  now 
called  Svmcrfet-bovfe. 

July.  Trie  rebels  befiegcd  Exeter,  the 
town  was  driven  to  great  diftrefs  fo  as  to  eat 
their  horfes,  till  relieved  by  lord  EuJJcll, 
who  defeated  them  and  took  Awundti 
and  the  mayor  of  Bodmin,  and  hanged 
them.  • 

The  rebels  loft  600  men. 

Several  rebellions  happened  about  inclo- 
fures,  but  were  fupprefl'cd  j  the  greateft  in 
Norfolk,  headed  by  Kctt,  a  tanner,  againft 
whom  Dudley,  earl  of  Warwick,  went  with 
an  aimy,  A^g.  27,  fiew  above  2000  of  his 
followers,  and  hanged  him  in  chains  on  the 
top  of  Norwich  cattle,  Nov.  20. 

Sept.  The  rebels  made  demands  of  the 
King's  general  in  fifteen  different  articles, 
which  were  rejected. 

The  French  attempt  recovering  of  Bou- 
hgne,  equipt  a  powerful  fleet,  and  attempt- 
ed a  defcent  on  the  ifles  of  Guernsey  and 
Jt'fey,  but  were  attacked  at  fea  by  \hcEng- 
lijb  and  loft  1000  men. 

The  earl  of  Warwick  made  lord  high  ad- 
miral. 

Bonner  bitiiop  of  London  was  fent  to  the 
piarlhalfca,  rcfuiirg  to  comply  with  the 
rites  of  the  chuuh. 

H or fc -guards  iuVituftd. 
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OH.  14.  The  privy  council  and  the  city 
of  London  entered  into  meafufel  to  depofe 
the  Protector;  whereupon  he  carried  the 
King  with  him  to  Wtndjor,  and  ttood  upon 
his  defence,  but  was  obliged  to  fubmit; 
whereupon  they  charged  him  with  ufurping 
fovc  reign  power  and  fent  him  to  the  tower; 
and  fix  lords  were  appointed  to  be  the 
King's  governors,  but  the  adminiftration 
was  lodged  chiefly  in  Dudley  earl  of  War- 
wick. 

The  parliament  met  the  4th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1549*  pa  fled  an  act,  making  it  treafon 
for  twelve  perfons  to  afl'emble  with  an  in- 
tent to  kill  or  imprifon  any  of  the  privy- 
council,  or  to  alter  any  law,  if  they  did 
not  difperfe  within  an  hour  after  proclama- 
tion made  to  depart ;  and  it  was  made 
felony  to  afl'emble  to  throw  down  fences, 
pull  down  houfes  or  barns,  to  abate  the 
price  of  victuals,  or  the  rents  of  lands,  fifr. 
and  it  was  made  felony  alfo  to  procure  or 
incite  others  to  aflemble  to  commit  any  of 
the  faid  offences. 

Nov.  13.  Pope  Paul  III.  died,  and 
cardinal  Pole  was  addrefled  to  fuccced  him  5 
but  they  afterwards  chofe  the  cardinal  de 
Monte,  who,  on  his  elevation,  took  the 
name  of  Julius  III. 

Scotland  enjoyed  a  great  tranquility  after 
the  conclufion  of  the  peace.  Janes  Hamil- 
ton, earl  of  Arran  in  Scotland,  and  duke  of 
Cbatclaraut  in  France,  governed  the  king- 
dom as  Regent. 

By  3  and  4  of  Edward  VI.  cap.  IT. 
The  King  was  empowerd  to  nominate  fix- 
teen  bilhops  and  clergymen,  and  fix  teen 
laymen,  to  compile  a  body  of  ecclcfiaftical 
laws. 

3  and  4  Edward  VI.  cap.  12.  It  wat 
enacted,  that  the  King  might  appoint  fir 
prelates,  and  fix  others,  to  draw  up  a  form 
for  confecrating  bilhops,  pricfts,  and  dea- 
cons. 

1550.  4  Edward  VI.  An  actpafTed  for 
inflicting  pains  and  penalties  on  the  late 
Protector,  whereby  he  was  deprived  of  all 
his  place:,  his  goods  and  chatties  confiscat- 
ed, and  his  lands  to  the  value  of  2000/.  per 
annum  forfeited  to  the  crown;  but  he  waa 
releafed  from  the  tower,  on  giving  10,000/. 
fecurity  for  his  good  behaviour,  and  on  the 
16th  of  February  he  received  his  pardon, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  council-board 
again. 

In  this  parliament  peers  cldeft  fons  were 
firll  permitted  to  fit  in  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons, anU  the  firft  journal  taken  of  that 
houfe. 

The 
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The  waterman*!  company  in  London,  in- 
corporated this  year. 

Feb,  ft.  The  marquis  of  Northampton 
was  made  lord  great  chamberlain  of  Eng- 
land, the  lord  Went  worth  lord  chamberlain 
of  the  houfhold,  Sir  Thomas  Darcy  vice 
chamberlain  and  captain  of  the  guards,  and 
Sir  Anthony  Wingfield  comptroller. 

April  1.  The  bimoprick  of  Weftminjlcr 
was  united  to  that  of  London* 

April  25.  A  peace  is  concluded  with 
Trance,  and  Boulogne  delivered  up.  But  the 
French  king  ftipulatcs  to  pay  the  king  of 
England,  in  confederation  thereof,  and  of 
the  tribute  in  arrear  from  France,  400,000 
crowns ;  and  it  was  agreed  that  this  treaty 
ihould  not  prejudice  the  claim  of  England 
cither  to  France  or  Scotland. 

The  city  of  London  purchafed  from  the 
King,  all  the  liberties  of  the  borough  of 
Somthwark  for  the  fum  of  1000  mark^. 

A  court  was  erected  at  this  time,  to  en- 
quire who  opprefled  the  people  by  their  ex- 
tortions, or  defrauded  the  crown  of  the 
publick  revenues  ;  and  fcveral  were  fined 
very  feverely  for  offences  of  this  kind. 

The  nation  being  at  peace  with  all  its 
neighbours,  the  earl  of  Warwick  diibanded 
the  army. 

The  earl  of  Arundel  was  fined  in  11,000/. 
payable  in  twelve  years. 

Many  alterations  were  made  in  almoft 
every  diocefe,  almoft  all  the  manors  belong- 
ing to  them  were  furrendered  into  the 
King's  hands  and  given  among  ft  the  cour- 
tiers, in  lieu  of  which  were  bellowed  worfc 
manors,  and  impropriated  tithes. 

May  8.  Commiflioners  were  appointed 
to  vifit  and  reform  the  univcrfity  of  Ox- 
ford. 

This  year  the  bible  was  publimed  in 
Englijb,  of  Ttndal\  tranflation,  revifed  by 
Cover  dale, 

June  29.  An  order  of  council  was  made 
that  no  bifliop  ihould  henceforth  keep  any 
other  benefice  than  his  biflioprick  only. 

The  Thames  ebbed  and  flowed  three 
times  in  nine  hours  below  the  bridge. 

1551.  The  council  prohibit  the  princefs 
Mary  having  mars  in  her  chapel  j  but  ihe 
refuleth  to  comply  with  them. 

April,  Afweatingficknefsraged  through- 
out England,  which  carried  off  numbers, 
with  many  of  the  nobility.  The  duke  of 
Suffolk  and  his  brother  died  of  it. 

An  earthquake  in  Surrey, 

A  confeflion  of  faith  was  propofed,  which 
the  princefs  Mary  refufed. 

July  9.    Edward  fent  an  embafly  to 


France,  on  pretence  of  carrying  the  order 
of  the  garter  to  the  King.  Thn  marquis 
of  Northampton  presented  the  collar  of  the 
order  to  the  King.  Then  they  treated  con  • 
ccrningthe  marriage  with  Francis's  daugh- 
ter, which  was  concluded  the  19th  of  July, 
and  figncd  at  Angiers. 

Henry  in  return  fent  an  embafly  into 
England,  and  the  mar/h.il  Montmorency 
prelcntcd  the  King  with  the  order  of  St. 
Mubael, 

Nov.  The  Queen  dowager  obtained  the 
regency  of  Scotland,  in  the  room  of  the  carl 
of  Arran. 

The  King  founded  a  college  at  Gakvay 
in  Ireland, 

The  King  appointed  a  council  of  thirty, 
and  a  prclident  for  the  government  of 

Wales, 

The  duke  of  Northumberland,  attempted 
to  get  the  bifhop  of  Durham  condemned, 
which  proved  fruitlefc. 

J  552.  The  duke  of  Somerfet  being 
eftcemed  the  moft  likely  to  oppofe  Dudley  % 
(the  duke  cf  Ncrthvmherland J  ambitions 
projects,  his  final  ruin  was  rcfolved.  He 
was  fent  to  the  tower,  under  pretence  of 
confulting  and  inciting  others  to  imprifon 
Northumberland,  and  two  other  lord*  of  the 
council,  and  convicted  of  felony  for  this 
offence  by  his  peers,  for  which  he  was  be- 
headed, January  22,  two  months  afterwards. 
The  young  King  would  never  have  con- 
feifted  to  his  uncle's  execution,  if  hk  ene- 
mies had  not  made  his  Majefty  believe,  he 
had  much  worfe  defigns  than  thofe  he  was 
convicted  of.  • 

Jan,  Crowns  and  half  crowns  firft 
coined. 

Several  biftiops  are  deprived  of  their  fees 
for  not  complying  with  the  reformation. 

The  common  prayer  book  was  eftabttihed  . 
by  aft  of  parliament. 

Another  act  declaring  the  marriage  of 
the  clergy  valid. 

Articles  of  religion  were  confirmed  by 
the  convocation. 

The  parliament  meeting  on  the  23d  of 
January  refufed  to  approve  the  fentencc 
againft  the  duke  of  Somerfet, 

An  act  patted  this  fefiion  requiring  two 
living  witneffes  in  cafes  of  high  treafon,  to 
be  produced  to  the  prifoncr's  face  in  court. 

The  common  prayer  book,  with  the  al- 
terations, and  the  order  of  confecrating 
bifcops,  prieils,  and  deacons,  was  confirm- 
ed by  another  act. 

Penalties  were  inflicted  on  thofe  who 
were  pre  fent  at  any  other  foim  of  prajrr, 
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fifr.  and  on  thofe  who  made  any  disturbance 
in  churches  ;  and  the  number  of  holy  days 
were  afcextaincd. 

Monies  and  nuns  were  rendered  capable 
of  inheriting  cftatcs. 

Great  part  of  the  lands  belonging  to 
bifhopiick:-,  deans,  and  chapters,  were  foil- 
ed by  the  ministry,  and  fold  and  transferred 
to  laymen. 

Bishops  who  held  their  fees  for  life,  were 
now  obliged  to  hold  them  during  their  good 
behaviour. 

Thofe  that  had  any  chantry  lands  be- 
llowed on  them  at  the  beginning  of  this 
reign,  were,  by  the  duke  of  Northumber- 
land, obliged  to  restore  them  to  the  crown. 
The  Duke  alfo  laid  heavy  fines  on  the 
nobility  who  were  engaged  in  an  oppo- 
site interest. 

This  year  the  King's  debts  amounted  t* 
251,179/.  and  comroi (lions  were  granted  to 
certain  perfons  to  fell  part  of  the  chantry 
lands  for  the  payment  of  them. 

Fel.  2.  There  was  a  king  at  arms  ap- 
pointed for  Ireland,  by  the  name  of  £//- 

Cardan,  the  famous  Italian  philofophcr, 
palTcd  through  England,  in  his  return  from 
Scotland, 

Feb.  26.  Sir  Ralph  Var.et  Sir  Miles 
Partridge,  Sir  Michael  Stanhope,  and  Sir 
TLomas  Aurundelwtre  executed,  as  accom- 
plices to  the  duke  of  Somcrfet. 

April  6.  The  King  fell  fick  of  the 
fmalJ  pox  and  meaflc*,  which  brought  upon 
him  a  confumption. 

April  15.  The  parliament  was  diflblved 
which  had  fat  five  years. 

Heath  and  Day,  biShops  of  Woraf.er  and 
Cbicbejier  were  deprived,  for  too  ofenly  op- 
posing the  reformation. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  made  him- 
felf  abfolute,  and  charged  lord  Paget  with 
fcvcral  raifdemeanors,  had  him  fined  in 
6ccc7.  and  the  order  of  the  garter  taken 
fn*m  him,  which  he  procured  for  his  eldcft 
fon,  Sir  Arthur  Dudley,  carl  of  rVarwkk. 

Sterne- old  translated  the  pfalms  into  Eng- 
liS>  metre,  afterwards  put  into  verfe  by 
'Jihn  Hopkins* 

A  fhort  catechifm  was  published  by  the 
bifbop  of  H^nchefler. 

The  corporation  of  the  merchants  of  the 
fteel-yard  (being  members  of  the  Hans 
towns,  who  engrollcd  all  the  foreign  trade 
•t  Europe)  was  diflblved  this  year,  and 
foreign  trade  encouraged  in  Englijb  bot- 
tom!. 

Aug.  14.    Ftnflall  bilhop  of  DurLam^ 
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was  deprived  and  his  fee  fuppreflcd,  and  the 
duke  of  Northumberland  was  made  count 
Palatine.  - 

1553.  A  new  parliament  was fummon- 
ed  to  meet  the  firft  of  March,  and  the  fe- 
veral  corporations  were  required  to  chufe 
fuch  members  as  were  recommended  to 
them  by  the  King's  council,  and  the  She- 
riffs were  required  to  return  fuch  knight* 
as  were  named  in  the  King's  letters. 

They  grant  the  King  two  tenths  and  two 
fifteenths.  And  they  alfo  made  a  re- 
markable aft  for  avoiding  excefs  in  winet. 
It  enjoined,  that  no  pcrfon  Should  keep 
above  ten  gallons  of  wine  in  his  houfe,  un- 
lefs  he  was  worth  1000  marks. 

The  clergy  gave  fix  Shillings  in  the  pound, 
to  be  levied  in  three  years. 

March  31.  The  parliament  was  dif- 
Tolved. 

This  was  fuch  a  plentiful  year,  tha^a 
barrel  of  beer  with  the  cock  was  fold  for  fix- 
pence,  and  four  great  loaves  for  one  penny. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  married  hia 
fon  Guildford  Dudley  ,  to  the  lady  Jane  Grey, 
grand-daughter  to  Mary  queen  of  France, 
Sifter  to  Henry  VII I.  and  prevails  on  the 
young  King  to  fettle  the  crown  on  this  lady, 
to  the  exclufion  of  the  princeffes  Mary  and 
Eliscabetb.  The  Duke  alfo  prevails  on, 
him  to  fign  another  commiffion  for  the  vi- 
sitation of  the  churches,  by  virtue  whereof 
he  feiaed  on  the  remainder  of  their  plate 
and  ornaments. 

June  15.  When  the  judges  were  caKcd 
in  to  draw  an  alignment  of  the  crown  to 
Jane  Grey,  they  rerufed,  until  threatened 
by  the  Duke,  who  had  a  pardon  pa  fled  the 
great  feal,  exempting  them  from  punifh- 
ment. 

June  21.    The  fettlement  was  at  laft 
figntfd  by  all  the  council. 

Edward's  difcafe  grew  worfe  and  all  figne 
of  recovery  vanished,  upon  which  the  earl  of 
Northumberland  advifed  the  phyficians  to 
be  difcharged,  and  the  King  was  committed 
to  the  care  of  an  old  woman. 

July  6.  King  Edward  died  at  Green- 
wich, in  the  16th  year  of  his  age,  and  the 
7th  of  his  reign,  and  was  buried  at  Wtfl- 
minjler,  near  the  body  of  king  Henry  VII. 
his  grand-father,  with  great  funeral  pomp, 
and  the  unfeigned  mournings  of  an  aft'ec-  ' 
tionate  people.  The  funeral  charge  amount- 
ed to  475/. 

The  King's  yearly  houfhold  expences 
were  upon*  an  average  62,000/.  per  annum. 

He  founded  St.  Bartholomew  s  hofpital, 
and  Bridewell,  an^l  improved  the  hofpital 
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pfCbri/Ti  church,  tnd  St.  Thcntai's  hofipiuL 
Southwark,  and  gave  hi*  palace  of  Bridewell 
to  the  city. 

In  attempting  to  find  out  a  paflage  to  the 
Eaft  Indies  by  the  north-earl  in  the  laft  year 
•f  this  reign,  the  way  to  Jtrcbangcl  in  Mof- 
€«*yt  by  the  North  Cape,  was  discovered  by 
captain  CanfelJor,  The  two  other  (hips  em- 
ployed with  him  to  attempt  a  north-eaA  paf- 
fage,  and  commanded  by  Sir  Hufb  Wil- 
iougbby  the  admiral,  and  captain  Dufortb, 
t>otn  periihed  with  their  commanders  and 
crew,  on  the  coaft  of  Ruffian  Lapland. 

It  is  laid  king  Edward  was  m  perfon 
beautiful.  He  kept,  and  writ  the  charac- 
ters of  all  the  chief  men  in  the  nation,  all 
the  judges  and  confiderablc  men  in  office, 
their  way  of  living,  and  their  zeal  for  re- 
Iegioa.  He  ftudied  the.  bufinefs  of  the 
mint,  with  the  exchange  and  value  of 
inoney*  He  under  flood  fortification.  He 
knew  all  the  harbours  in  his  dominions,  as 
*Mo  in  Scotland  and  France,  and  the  depth 
of  water  going  into  them.  He  acquired 
great  knowledge  in  foreign  aftairs.  He 
took  notes  of  every  thing  he  heard,  which 
jie  writ  in  Greek  characters,  that  thofe  about 
him  might  not  understand  them,  and  after- 
wards copied  out  fair  in  the  journal  or  diary 
that  he  kept  1  this  journal  is  Aill  preferred 
in  Sir  John  Cotton  1  famous  library. 


Statutes  in  this  Reign. 


Betides  the  ftatutes  already  recited,  the 
following  afts  were  made  in  this  reign, 
wia:.

An  act  for  avoiding  txcefs  of  wines. 

The  King  ordered  a~~"*ifitation  to  the

1  Edw.  VI.  Enacted,  that  all  beggars 
and  idle  people  ihould  be  flaves  to  thofe  that 
apprehend  them,  unlefs  they  were  impo- 
tent ;  and  clerks  convict  were  to  be  flaves 
to  rhofe  that  mould  take  them  up  J  and  the 
matters  of  fuch  flaves  were  allowed  to  put  ■ 
iron  collars  about  their  necks :  but  this  > 
law  was  repealed  by  3  and  4  Edward  VI. 
Cap.  16. 

An  ad)  patted,  to  confirm  the  one  palled 
\n  the  late  reign,  enacting  2374  chantries 


and  other  religious  foundations,  for  the 
of  the  crown,  with  a  referve  of  penfton*  to 
be  pajd  to  the  difcatded  incumbent. 

It  was  alfo  decreed,  that  all  who  denied, 
the  fupreroacy  of  the  King,  or  maintained, 
thttjof  the  Pope,  fhould  for  the  firft  offence 
forfeit  their  goods  and  chattels  and  be  im- 
prisoned during  pleafure,  for  the  fecond 
offence  mould  be  (object  to  premunire  ;  and 
for  the  third  offence  be  attainted  of  high 
treafon. 

Cap.  7.  Tt  was  enacted  that  the  King's 
death  ihould  oot  discontinue  any  fuit. 

Cap.  13.  Tunnage  and  poundage,  with 
the  duties  on  wool  and  leather,  which  had 


been  granted  to  Henry  VII.  and  Henry  VIII. 
were  granted  to  the  King  for  life,  for  the 
guard  of  the  feas. 

lEdw.Vl.  Cap.  3.  Enacted,  that  the 
King's  purveyors  mould  take  no  provifions 
for  the  ufe  of  his  highnefs,  without  the 
confent  of  the  owners. 

2  and  3  Edw.  VI.  Cap.  24.  Enacted, 
that  where  a  perfon  was  wounded  or  poifon- 
ed  in  one  county,  and  died  in  another,  the 
murderer  might  be  tried  where  the  party 
died. 

m  Cap.  xy  The  benefit  of  clergy  taker* 
from  horfeftealers* 

5  and  6  Edwi  VI.  Cap.  9.  The  benefit 
of  clergy  is  taken  from  houfe-breakers. 

PuniihmentJ  are  inflicted  on  foreftallers, 
rcgraters,  and  ingroflers  of  corn. 

Cap,  15.  Ale-houfe-keepers  are  rev 
quired  to  take  licences,  and  enter  into  re- 
cognisances to  keep  good  order  in  their 
boufes. 

An  act  parted  to  eftablifh  the  woollen 
manufactory,  and  for  more  fully  regulating 
the  different  kinds  of  them. 

In  6  Edw*  VI.  They  gave  him  a  fub- 
fidv  of  two  tenths  and  two  fifteenths,  to  bo 
paid  in  two  years. 

Twenty  thoufand  pounds  weight  of  bul- 
lion was  appointed  to  be  made  fo  much 
bafer,  that  the  king  might  gain  thereby 
140,000/. 

7  Edw.  VI.  Cap.  5.  Enacted,  that  no 
perfon  mall  fell  the  wines  of  Guienne  of 
Gafccny  for  more  than  tv.-o-pence  a  quart, 
nor  the  wines  of  Rtxbelte,  or  any  other 
French  wine,  for  more  than  three-pence 
a  quart ;  and  the  number  of  taverns  and 
wine-cellars  in  London,  were  retrained  to 
forty, 
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The  INTER-REGNUM. 


A  T  the  death  of  Edward,  the  earl  of 
j\  Northumberland  endeavoured  to  get 
Ihe  princefs  Mary  and  Elizabeth  into  poflef- 
fion,  and  under  pretence  fends  for  Mary 
(concealing  the  King's  death)  to  aflift  in 
the  council,  which  Mary  accepted,  but  was 
acquainted  by  the  earl  of  Arundtl  of  his 
dcfigti.  She  retired  into  Norfolk,  and  raifed 
forces  attached  to  her  perfon  \  (he  writes  to 
the  council  and  was  anfwered  not  fatisfac- 
torily,  and  withdrew  to  Framlingbam  caille 
in  Suffolk,  and  aflumed  the  title  of  Queen, 
and  had  her  title  proclaimed  in  the  city  of 
Norwich.

•ueen,  oat  Gilbert  Pot,  a  vintner's  fcrvant, 
was  fct  on  the  pillory,  with  his  ears  cut 


off  and  nailed  to  it,  only  for  exprefling 

himfclf  flightly  of  the  new  Queen. 

Mary  left  nothing  on  her  part  to  aflert 
her  right :  me  promifed  to  leave  religion  in 
the  fame  (late  (he  found  it.  Many  of  Nor* 
tbumberland**  party  deferted  him,  but  he 
fent  the  e*rl  of  Suffolk  with  Soco.mea 
againft  Mary,  and  advanced  as  far  as  Bury* 
Northumberland  joined  him,  and  finding  the 
defertion,  writes  to  the  council,  who  af- 
fembled  under  pretence  of  raifing  more 
men,  but  unanimoufly  agreed  to  return  to 
their  duty  and  allegiance,  and  proclaim 
Mary  queen.  The  tower  gates  were  thrown 
open,  and  lady  Jane  refigns  thofe  enfigne 
of  loyalty  they  had  loaded  her  with,  which 
ihe  paflefled  only  ten  days.

She  reieafed  the  old  duke  of  Nor/oik,  the 
W  Courtney,  and  bifliop  Gardner,  whom 
a  few  day*  afterwards  fhe  made  high  chan- 
cellor of  England.  xlifliop  Bonner  was  re- 
leased, and  re-inflated  In  his  feat. 

The  Popiin  bifhops  are  reftorcd,  and  the 
Proteftant  bifhops  (particularly  Conerdalt 
bifhop  tf  Exeter,  and  II.  per  bimop  of 
QJucjier)  committed  to  prifun,  fox  cxer- 
ci£n$  their  functions, 

Axchbiwop  Crawmer,  bimop  Latimer,  and 
and  fwral  more  of  the  Proteftant  clergy 


are  committed  to  prifdn,  for  treafon,  in 
oppofing  the  Queen's  acccflion,  and  feveral

'July  30.  Crtrmer  was  cited  before  the 
flar-chamber,  and  cfcaped  without  punim* 
ment. 

Aug.  The  county  of  Suffolk  addrefled  the 
Queen  ;  the  deputies  were  ill  received,  and 
Tbomai  Ccbb,  who  fpoke  very  free,  was  fet 
in  the  pillory. 

Judge  Haiti  was  thrown  into  the  Mar- 
fhalfca,  for  charging  the  jufticcs  of  Kent  tm 
conform  to  the  laws  of  Edward  not  yet  re- 
pealed j  he  was  afterwards  removed  to  the 
Counter  and  Fleet,  where  he  endeavoured  to 
kill  himfclf.  He  was  fet  at  liberty,  and 
fome  time  after  drowned  himfelf. 

Aug..  3.  The  Queen  came  to  1  :  t 
with  her  fitter  Eiixabeth. 

Aug.  ix.  Bimop  Gardner  was  made 
lord  Chancellor,  and  the  duke  of  Norfolk 
lord  High  Steward,  for  the  trial  of  the 
dulce  of  Northumberland,  and  his  fons. 

Aug.  1 3.  Bonner's  chaplain  preached  a 
fermpo  ax  St.  PauT s,  and  abulcd  the  admi- 
niflratlon  of  Edward,  whereupon  the  peo- 
ple much  abufed  hixn  ;  but  he  was  refcuei 
by  two  Proteftant  minifters. 

Aug.  18.  The  late  King's  funeral  was 
folemnixcd  at  Wefiminfter.  The  Queen 
had  a  folemn  fcrvicc  performed  in  her  owri 
chapel,  with  all  the  ierexoonies  of  $5 
church  of  Romt.

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Aug.  22.  The  duke  of  Northumberland 
was  condemned  and  executed,  with  Sir 
Join  Gates,  and  Sir  Thomas  Palmer* 

The  Queen  prohibited  all  perfons  to 
f  reach  without  her  fpecial  licence. 

The  reformed  who  were  foreigners  were 
allowed  to  leave  the  kingdom. 

Sept.  The  order  of  the  garter  was  re- 
flored  to  William  lord  Paget, 

Sept.  28.  The  Queen  made  fifteen 
knights  of  the  Bath,  and  ninety  knights  of 
the  carpet. 

Od.  1.  The  Queen  was  crowned  at 
JYeJlm'wfter,  and  was  obliged  to  borrow 
2o,oco/.  of  the  city  of  Louden* 

Two  bifhops  were  excluded  the  houfc,Dr. 
Taylor  and  liar  Icy  f  for  not  kneeling  at  the 
mafs,  which  was  celebrated  before  the  two 
houfes,  accompanied  with  all  the  rites  and 
ceremonies  of  the  Popifti  church. 

An  aft  pafled,  repealing  nine  laws  made 
in  favour  of  the  reformation. 

A  pardon  was  published,  out  of  which 
the  proteftantsincullody  were  excepted. 

The  Q-ieen  rcftored  the  fifteenths  and 
tenths  which  were  granted  the  crown 
in  the  laft  parliament,  and  promifed  to 
pay  both  her  father's  and  her  brother's 
debts. 

03.  2.  The  earl  of  Stiff x,  who  had 
been  the  Queen's  general,  obtained  the 
honour  of  being  covered  in  the  prefence  of 
the  Queen. 

Ocl.  4.  The  archbifhop  of  Tork  was 
fent  to  the  tower,  and  the  bilhop  of  Exeter 
was  rcftored. 

Ok1}.  5.  A  new  parliament  was  fum- 
moned,  wherein  the  elections  were  fo  in- 
JJuenced  by  the  court,  that  few  proteftants 
were  chofen.  The  proteftant  biibops  were 
excluded  the  upper  houfe,  and  an  aft  pafled 
declaring  that  no  offence  mould  be  deemed 
high  treafon  which  was  not  fo  by  the 
25th  of  Edward  111.  or  any  crime  ad- 
judged felony,  or  a  premunirc,  but  what 
were  fo  before  thereigti  of  Henry  VIII. 

The  parliament  met,  and  lafted  but  eight 
dayf. 

Mary  published  a  declaration,  with  li- 
berty of  confciencc  in  affairs  of  religion. 
*  An  aft  parted  prohibiting  the  disturbing 
a)f  pricfts  laying  mafs,  or  the  breaking  down 
altars  or  images. 

Another  aft  declaring  it  felony  to  aflcm- 
ble  to  the  number  of  twelve,  to  procure 
any  alteration  in  the  laws,  to  lay  open  en- 
dofures,  or  to  commit  any  aft  of  violencr, 
if  they  did  not  difpfrfe  within  an  hour  after 
f  reclamation  made  to  depart. 


And  an  aft  to  declare  all  writings  ftouM 
be  valid,  though  dated  in  the  reign  of  the 
late  ufurpcr  'Jane  Gr\*y. 

A  bill  of  tunnage  and  poundage  for  the 
Queen's  life  pafled  the  commons*  to  which 
the  lords  made  forae  amendments,  and 
pafled  it,  though  at  this  day  the  peers  can- 
not alter  a  money  bill. 

.The  aft  for  confirming  the  divorce  of 
the  Queen's  mother,  and  making  the  Queen 
illegitimate,  was  repealed. 

Another  aft  was  made,  repealing  all  the 
flatutes  made  in  king  Edward's  reign,  con- 
cerning religion. 

By  a  private  aft  the  attainder  of  the  mar- 
chionefsof  Exeter  was  revcrfed,  and  her  fon 
the  carl  of  Drvonfhire  reftored  to  all  his  ho- 
nours. Then  the  parliament  was  prorogued 
to  Oclcber  24. 

Comirendsne  was  fent  from  the  Pope  to 
negociate  with  Mary,  upon  which  the 
Queen  demanded  cardinal  Pale  as  legate. 

Nov.  3.  Archbifhop  Cranmer.  Guild' 
ford,  Dudley,  and  his  wife  the  lady  Jace 
Grey,  were  condemned  for  high  treafon. 

A  marriage  was  propofed  between  queen 
Mary  and  Pbifip,  prince  of  Spain. 

Dee.  6.  The  commons  addrefled  the 
Queen  again  ft  her  marriage,  fhe  difl'olved 
the  parliament. 

A  convocation  was  held,  and  tranfub- 
fiantion  eflablifhed.  A  difpute  upon  it  be- 
tween the  Popifh  and  Protcftant  clergy. 

1554,  Jan.  13.  The  Queen  granted  a 
pardon  to  the  marquis  of  Northampton,  who 
had  been  condemned  with  the  duke  of  Nor* 
tbumberland. 

^  The  Queen  fufpends  the  aft  againfi  the 
German  merchants. 

The  divorce  between  Henry  VIII.  and 
Catherine  was  repealed. 

A  treaty  of  marriage  being  fet  on  foot 
between  queen  Mary,  and  prince  Pb'dip  the 
Emperor's  fon,  heir  to  the  crown  of  Spain, 
the  parliament  addrefled  the  Queen  not  to 
marry  a  foreigner,  whereupon  they  were 
diflblved  j  and  the  Emperor,  at  the  inftance 
of  biihop  Gardner,  fent  over  1, 200,000 
crowns  to  be  applied  towards  promoting 
the  match. 

When  the  ambafladors  landed,  the  people 
of  Kent,  imagined  the  prince  of  Spain  waa 
in  their  company,  and  therefore  attacked 
them  Co  furioufly  they  were  obliged  to  fly 
for  their  lives. 

Articles  were  agreed  on  with  the  Em- 
ptor's mimftcrs  on  the  iath  of  January 
»553~4>  whereby  Pbllip  waa  to  have  the

tide  of  king  of  England,  an*  the  iflue  of 
this  marriage  were  to  enjoy  their  mother's 
dominions,  with  Burgundy  and  the  Ltw- 
Coun  tries',  and  if  the  archduke  Charles, 
PbUtf%  Ion  by  a  former  wife,  mould  die 
without  iflue,  then  the  iflue  of  this  match 
mould  enjoy  the  Spanifh  dominions. 

That  the  Queen  mould  have  the  difpofal 
of  all  offices,  employments  and  revenues  in 
this  kingdom,  and  only  natives  mould  be 
employed  here. 

That  if  the  Queen  died  firft,  Philip 
lliould  lay  no  claim  to  this  crown  ;  and  that 
England  mould  never  be  engaged  in  any 
wars  with  France  on  account  of  Spain, 

The  merchants  of  the  Sted-yard  being 
Germans,  were  licenfed  to  revive  their  traf- 
fick  again  in  London,  in  complaifance  to 
the  Emperor. 

The  nation  in  general  wasdifgufted  with 
the  Spanijb  match,  which  at  length  occa- 
sioned an  infurrccVion  of  the  Kentijb  men 
under  Sir  Thomas  Wyat. 

Wyat  entered  London,  but  was  defeated, 
and  yielded  himfclf  prifoner. 

Feb.  ii.  The  duke  of  Suffolk  having 
taken  refuge  in  the  houfe  of  one  of  his  do- 
me flick's  was  betrayed  and  delivered  up. 

Feb*  12.  The  earl  of  Devon flirt  was 
committed  to  the  tower. 

Feb.  14.  Brett  the  commander  of  the 
city  trained  bands,  who  had  deferted  to 
Wyat,  and  fifty-eight  more,  were  hanged, 
and  fix  hundred  pardoned. 

The  lord  Grey,  the  duke  of  SufolVt 
brother,  was  executed  with  twenty-two  of 
his  followers. 

A  little  to  qualify  thefe  feverities,  feve- 
tal  noblemen  and  other  gentlemen  were  re- 
leafed  from  the  tower  of  London  %  and  about 
6co  of  the  common  men  concerned  in  the 
rebellion  were  brought  before  the  palace 
at  Whitehall,  with  halters  about  their 
necks,  and  upon  making  proper  fubmif- 
fion,  received  their  pardon  from  the 
Queen  in  perfon.  Of  all  who  were  tried 
■one  cfVaped  being  condemned,  except  Sir 
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rlrogmort:»,  which  was  owing  to 
his  fpirit  upon  the  trial ;  his  calling  upon 
the  court  to  produce  any  one  overt  aft  of 
the  treafon  he  was  indicted  upon  j  no  proofs 
appearing  againft  him,  the  jury  brought 
him  in  cot  guilty.  Upon  which  the  attor- 
ney general  bound  the  jury  over,  com- 
mitted, profecuted,  and  feverely  fined  them  ; 
foch  was  the  iniquity  of  the  times,  and  ihe 
prejudice  of  people,  owing  entirely  to  the 
controverfy  of  the  church  and  raligion. 
His  broth sr  was  condemned.

Feb.  lS.  The  prineefs  Elbccbetb  waa 
confined  in  Whitehall. 

The  Emperor  fent  over  vaft  films,  for 
Gardner  to  corrupt  the  members  of  both 
houfes,  in  favour  of  Mary  and  the  Popifh 
religion. 

March  4.  The  Queen  ordered  the  bi- 
Jrnps  to  vifit  their  dioccfes,  and  gave  the 
chancellor  a  particular  order  to  purge  the 
church  of  all  married  biihops  and  priefts  j 
upon  which  seven  biihops  were  deprived, 
and  of  the  interior  clergy,  out  of  16,000 
then  in  England,  the  greater  part  were 
turned  out  for  having  wives. 

Mafs  was  publicly  reftored,  with  the 
liturgy  ufed  in  the  end  ot  Henry  VIII** 
reign.  Crastmer,  Ridley,  and  Latimer  were 
extom  municated. 

April  11.  Sir  Thomas  Wy at  beheaded, 
who  acquitted  the  Prineefs  and  the  earl  of 
Devinfhire  with  his  laft  breath. 

By  Gardner  t  malice  a  warrant  was  pro- 
cured, fipned  by  fome  of  the  privy  council 
for  the  Princefs's  execution,  but  the  Lieu* 
tenant  of  the  tower,  by  an  application  to  the 
Queen,  to  know  her  plcafure,  and  her  de- 
nying any  knowledge  of  the  matter,  faved 
the  Prinlcfs's  life. 

April  12.  The  lady  Jane,  with  her 
hufband  and  father,  were  executed. 

April  a  3.  The  Prineefs  Elizabeth  im- 
pri Toned  in  the  tower. 

Several  of  the  reformed  biihops  were  de- 
prived. 

Tuelve  thoufand  Protcftant  clergy  were 
deprived  of  their  preferments,  and  the  Po- 
pifh fervice  rertored. 

The  parliament  met,  and  enacted,  that 
the  regal  power  was  vetted  in  the  Queen, 
as  in  the  Kings  her  prcdeceflbrs.  Some 
doubted  of  it,  me  being  the  firft  Qucm, 
regnant  that  had  fat  on  the  throne  of  Erg- 
land,  unlcfs  the  emprefs  Maud  be  reckoned 
among  our  monarchs. 

The  treaty  of  marriage  between  the 
Quten  and  prince  Ptilip  was  ratified  in  this 
parliament ;  and  by  another  act,  the  bimop- 
rick  of  Duiham  was  reflorcd  to  its  former 
£ate. 

The  attainders  of  the  duke  of  Suffjl, 
Wyat,  and  their  accomplices  were  confirmed 
by  parliament. 

The  convocation  fent  down  a  committee 
of  their  memb  rs  \oO*f*rd,  todifpute  with 
archbifhop  Crtfnmer,  and  tht  biihops  Rll'ry 
and  Latimer,  who  were  taken  out  of  prifon, 
and  fent  thither  fcr  that  purpofe  ;  and  the  ' 
difpute  was  no  fooncr  over,  but  the  convo- 
cation fummoned  thofe  biih  >ps  to  appear, 

and 
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jiv  I  renounce  the  errors  they  had  maintain- 
ed 3t  Oxford,  and  on  their  refufal,  con- 
demned them  all  as  obftinate  hereticks. 

May  19.  The  Princefs  was  relcafcd  from 
the  tower,  and  fent  to  ffotdfick,  under  Sir 
iUnry Beningjteld.  ' 

May  25.  The  parliament  was  prorogued. 

July  I9»  Prince  Philip  arrived  in  Eng- 
tsvut,  and  was  married  to  the  Queen  at 
WU  befter  the  25th. 

Pb'ujp  brought  over  with  him  twenty- 
feven  chefls,  each  forty  inches  long,  rilled 
with  bullion,  ninety-nine  horfe  lo-ds  and 
two  cart  loads  of  gold  and  filver,  which  in- 
fufed  freffi  teal  for  the  Queen's  intercft,  and 
thofe  devoted  to  her  and  Gardner  s  doctrine. 

Aug.  12.  The  King  and  Queen  made 
their  entry  into  the  city  of  London. 

Sept.  The  old  duke  of  Norfolk  died, 
being  a  year  after  his  obtaining  his  liberty. 

The  parliament  met  on  the  nth  of  No- 
witter,  and  appeared  extremely  devoted  to 
Philit»  their  new  King. 

Tney  patted  an  act  reverfing  cardinal 
Pelt's  attainder,  who  came  to  England  there- 
upon, and  in  full  parliament  reconciled  the 
nation  to  the  fee  of  R  —  .  And  an  act 
patted  for  repealing  all  laws  that  had  been 
made  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Pope's  autho- 
rity ;  provided  that  all  bi/hoprirks,  cathe- 
dral churches  and  colleges  ftiould  remain  in 
their  prefent  (late ;  and  that  the  late  alte- 
rations of  the  lands  and  goods  of  the  church 
ftould  be  confirmed  to  the  prefent  pofieflbra. 

It  was  enacted  alfo,  that  the  Queen's  ti- 
tle of  fuprcme  head  of  the  church  Inould  be 
emitted. 

King  Philip,  to  gain  the  efteem  of  the 
people,  obtained  the  reicafe  of  many  of  the 
nobilitv,  and  in  particular  the  princefs 
Elizabeth. 

The  laws  againft  Lollards  and  hereticks 
were  revived,  and  the  ftatutes  of  Mortmain 
repealed.  The  confpiring  king  Pbiltf's 
death  was  made  trcafon,  and  the  praying 
that  God  would  touch  the  Queen's  heart 
and  turn  her  from  idolatry,  was  made  felony. 

1555.  Amhafladors  were  fent  to  the 
Tope,  who  rtfufed  them  audience,  becaufe 
the  Qtiecn  had  taken  the  title  of  Queen  of 
Ireland  without  his  leave. 

Thofe  perfrns  who  had  fcized  the  plate 
and  effects  of  the  church  were  called  to  a 
fevere  account,  and  foi\ed  to  purchafc  their 
pardons  with  large  fums. 

Feb.  4.  Mr.  Jutn  Robert,  the  firft 
tnartyr  of  thef«  tiroes,  burnt  for  herefy  at 
.  Lcndpn,  and  biibop  liocftr  at  Gbctfhr% 

Coaches  firft  ufed  in  England, 


Trinity  college,  in  Oxford,  founded  by 
Sir  Thomas  Pote. 

March.  Th e  Queen  reftored  the  church, 
lands  in  her  potteflion. 

March 23.  Popeyu/itfi  died,  and  was  frc- 
ceeded  by  Marcellus  II*  who  died  foon  after, 
and  was  fuccceded  by  Paul  IV. 

The  Pope  erected  Ireland  into  a  king- 
dom, and  demanded  the  reftitution  of  the 
goods  of  the  church,  and  the  payment  of 
l'ctcr-pcnce. 

Aug.  29.  King  Philip  grew  weary  of 
the  Queen  and  goes  to  Flanders. 

OX.  1 6.  Bi  /hop  Ridley  and  Latimer  were 
burnt  at  Oxford. 

03.  21.  The  parliament  met,  and  paf- 
fed  an  act  to  confirm  the  reftitution  of  fuft 
fruits  and  tenths,  and  granted  a  fubfidy. 

The  RvJJia  company  incorporated. 

1556.  Archbi/hop  Cranmer  recanted,  In 
hopes  of  life,  but  was  afterwards  burnt  at 
Oxford,  on  March  21,  and  the  fame  day 
cardinal  PoU  was  made  archbifhop  of  Ca»- 
terbuty. 

A  very  fevere  persecution  followed,  in 
which  about  300  proteflants  were  burnt, 
and  great  numbers  pcrifhed  in  prifon,  and 
by  other  hard/hips* 

Among  thofe  who  frittered  by  fire,  were 
five  biftiops,  twenty-one  clergymen,  eight 
laymen,  eighty-four  hufbandraen,  fervanta 
and  labourer*,  forty-five  women  and  four 
children. 

Jan.  16.  The  emperor  Cbarla  V.  re- 
figncd  the  crown  of  Spain,  and  all  his  do- 
minions, to  his  fon  Philip. 

The  Queen  repaired  the  old  monafteries 
and  erected  fcveral  new  ones,  and  crazed 
fome  things  out  of  the  records  which  had 
been  done  by  Henry  VIII.  againft  the  Pope, 

St.  John  Baptiji  i  college,  in  Oxford, 
founded  by  Sir  Thomas  White,  alderman  of 
London, 

1557.  The  Englijh  enter  into  an  al- 
liance with  Spain  againft  France,  and  the 
Queen  fent  over  8000  men  to  the  afljftanco 
of  the  Spaniards  in  the  low  countries,  under 
the  command  of  the  earl  of  Pembroke. 

The  Queen  granted  a  commiflion,  tend- 
ing to  erect  an  inquifition,  which  was  for* 
lowed  by  a  perfecution,  in  which  feventy- 
nine  proteftants  periihed. 

March  20.  King  Philip  arrived  in  Eng* 
land,  and  returned  to  BruJJels  on  July  7. 

June  7.    War  declared  againft  Frances 

Stafford  was  fent  over  to  England  by  the 
French  with  a  handful  of  men,  ne  furpriaed 
Scarborough,  but  was  defeated  and  hanged 
with  thirty-four  of  his  accomplices. 
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Anne  of  Clews  died,  the  fourth  wife  of 
Htwy  VIII. 

J*ly  15.  A  great  fcarcity  of  corn; 
wheat  was  fold  for  2/.  131.4*/.  malt  at 
2/.  41.  and  peafe  at  2/.  6i. 

The  emperor  of  RuJJia  fent  an  embafly 
into  England,  to  fettle  a  trade  with  that 
empire. 

The  council  gave  orders  to  the  magiftratcs 
to  perfecute  the  hercticlcs. 

1558,  Jan.  7.  Calais  furrendered  unto 
the  Trench,  after  it  had  been  in  the  poflef- 
fionof  the  Englifk  above  210  years. 

The  ftaple  of  wool  removed  to  Bruges* 

The  parliament  met  this  year  on  the  11ft 
of  January,  and  gave  the  Queen  a  fubfidy, 
one  tenth  and  one  fifteenth,  the  clergy 
having  granted  before  eight  ihillings  in  the 
pound  of  their  revenues  to  be  raifed  in  four 


An  aft  was  made  for  expelling  all  the 
French  out  of  the  kingdom  that  were  not 
denizens  ;  and  another  ad  was  made  for  re- 
storing Ambrtfe  Dudley  and  Robert  Dudlry, 
two  fons  of  the  late  duke  of  Northumberland 
to  blood. 

A  proclamation  was  published  prohibiting 
the  importation  of  heretical  books  j  and  it 
was  forbidden  to  pray  for  hereticks  at  their 
execution ;  and  whoever  were  poflefTed  of 
any  heretical  books  and  did  not  burn  them 
"without  reading,  fhonid  be  eftecmed  rebels, 
and  be  executed.  Five  perfons  were  bum- , 
eJ  at  Canterbury,  part  of  thirty-nine  that 
fuffered  this  year  for  religion. 

April  24.    The  Dauphin  was  married  to 
the  ^ONfl  of  Scotland. 

The  king  of  Sweden  demanded  the  prin- 
cess Efizabetb  in  marriage,  who  refufed 
htm.

The  Queen  of  England  di^d 
without  i flue,  in  the  forty-third  year  of  her 
age,  and  the  fTx'h  year  of  her  reign,  and 
was  buried  [Dec.  13]  in  Henry  Vllth's  cha- 
pel, with  gr?at  pomp.  The  bifhop  oiWin- 
ebtftrr  preached  the  funeral  ferroon,  praifing 
the  late  reign,  and  lamented  the  prefent 
Bate  with  fuch  freedom,  that  he  was  apprc- 
Jiejjd'-d  aid  confined. 


There  were  2^4  protectants  that  fu  tiered 
on  account  of  religion,  during  this  reign.

T?LlZABETH,t\\e  only  daughter 
JO,  of  Henry  VIII.  by  Aunt  Bullen, 
fuccccdcd  her  hah -lifter  queen  Mnryt  as 
well  by  the  appointment  of  her  father's 
will,  as  by  the  right  of  inheritance,  and 
according  to  the  act  of  fucccfiion  of  the 
thicty-fifth  of  that  Kiog. 

Nov.  19.  The  Queen  being  at  Uatf.dd 
was  proclaimed  there. 

King  Philip  propofed  to  marry  her,  but 
was  rejected.

Pope  Paul  IV.  dying,  is  fucceeded  by 
Pitts  IV. 

May  S.  An  act  patted  for  the  public 
worfhip  of  the  church  to  be  performed  in 
Ewgfijb. 

Jur.e  24.  All  the  laws  for  efUblifhing 
the  Popifh  religion,  which  were  made  by 
queen  Mary,  were  repealed,  and  the  Queen's 
fcpremacy  re-enacted. 

Nine  Proteftants,  and  as  many  Popifh 
divines,  were  alTigned  to  difpute  upon  lbme 
controverted  points  of  religion. 

An  act.  palled,  empowering  the  Q«ieen  to 
tike  the  lands  belonging  to  biihopridcs  to 
her  own  ufe,  as  the  bifhopricks  became 
▼oid,  and  to  fettle  impropriate  tithes  on 
fuch  fees,  in  lieu  of  them.

Kmx  coming  from  Geneva  to  Scotland*

An  infurreltion  in  Scotland  againft  th 
Queen-Regent,  on  account  of  religion 
France  took  part  with  the  Queen-Regen 
and  the  Englijh  with  the  malecontents. 
Elizabeth  ordered  an  army  of  8000

to  Berwick,  and  a  fleet  of  thirteen  fail  into 
the  Firth  of  Forth.

The  clergy  granted  queen  Elixabctb  four 
(hillings  in  the  pound,  to  be  paid  In  three 
years  }  and  the  parliament  gave  one  tenth 
and  one  fifteenth,  part  of  which  the  Queen 
returned  them  again. 

The  earl  of  Murray,  bafc  brother  to  the 
"  queen  of  Scots,  creates  her  great  troubles. 

The  rebel  lords  took  the  C^uccn  prifoner, 
and  compelled  her  to  refignlier  crown  to  her 
fon.  Botbwetl  made  his  cfcape  to  the  Ork- 
neys, and  found  means  to  get  over  to  Den- 
mark,  where  he  was  thrown  into  prifon, 
loft  his  fenfes,  and  died  miferably  ten  years 
after.

HE  who  reigneth  in  the  higher!,  to 
whusn  is  given  all  power  in  heaven  and  U 
earth,  hath  committed  one  holy  catholic 
and  apoftolic  church  (out  of  which  there  it 
no  falvation)  to  one  alone  upon  earth, 
namely  to  Peter  the  chief  of  the  apoJrles, 
and*  to  Peter  t  fuccefTor  the  biihop  ot  Rome, 
to  be  governed  in  fullneft  of  power.

aboSiihed  the  facrifice  of  the  maft,  prayers, 
fallings,  choice  of  meats,  unmarried  life, 
and  the  catholic  ceremonies  ;  commanded 
ail  the  kingdom  over,  books  mamfcilly  he- 
retical to  be  read,  and  impious  myfterics 
and  inftifutions,  according  to  the  rule*  of 
Calvin,,  which  the  herfclf  entertains  and  re- 
ceiveth,  to  be  Ukewife  obfenrcd  by  her  fub- 
je&*.  She  hath  prcfumcd  to  throw  bimops, 
parfons,  and  other  catholick  priefts  oat  of 
their  churches  and  benefices,  and  to  beOnw 
their  and  other  church-livings  upon  herc- 
ticka,  and  to  determine  of  ecclefiaftical 
matters  j  to  forbid  the  liihops,  clergy  and 
people  to  acknowledge  the  church  of  Rome, 
ci  to  obey  the  precepts  or  canonical  fanc- 
tions  thereof ;  hath  compelled  moft  of  them 
to  obey  her  wicked  laws,  and  jjo  abjure  the 
•authority  and  obedience  of  the  bifhop  of 
Home,  and  by  oath  to  acknowledge  her  to 
•  be  the  fole  govemefs,  as  well  in  fpiritual  as 
temporal  arratrs  ;  h-ith  impofed  penalties 
and  punishments  upon  thofe  who  obeyed 
not  the  lame ;  hath  crafted  them  of  thofc 
who  perfevered  in  the  unity  of  faith  and 
their  afore&id  obedience,  and  Hath  caft  the 
catholic  prelates  and  parfons  into  prifon, 
■where  many  of  them  being  fpent  with 
loaghnguiJhing  andforrow  miferably  ended 
their  lives. 

All  which  things  feeing  they  are  mani- 
fest and  notorious  to  all  men,  and  by  the 
cleared  testimony  of  very  many  fo  fufficient- 
ly  proved,  that  there  is  no  place  at  all  left, 
•cither  for  excufe,  defence,  or  evafion : 
wc  feeing  that  impieties  and  wicked  actions 
are  multiplied  one  upon  another,  and  more- 
over that  the  persecution  of  the  faithful, 
and  affliction  for  religion,  growcth  every 
day  heavier  and  heavier,  through  the  miti- 
gation and  means  of  the  faid  Elizabeth ;

And  alfo  declare  the  nobility,  fubjects, 
and  people  of  that  kingdom,  and  all  others 
who  have  in  any  fort  fworn  unto  her,  tt> 
be  for  ever  abfolved  from  any  fuch  oath, 
and  from  all  manner  of  duty,  of  dominion, 
allegiance,  and  oSedience  to  her.  At  We 
alfo  do  by  the  authority  of  thefe  prefenta 
abfclve  thent,  and  deprive  the  fame  Elirz*- 
beth  of  ber  fret ended  title  to  the  kingdom,  and 
all  other  things  abovefaid* 

And  we  command  and  forbid  all  and 
every  the  noblemen, '  fubjecls,  people,  and 
others  aforefaid,  that  they  prefume  not  to 
obey  her,  or  her  monitions,  mandates  of 
laws  j  and  thofe  who  (hall  do  otherwife 
than  here  commanded,  we  do  involve  theta 
in  the  fame  fentence  of  anathema. 

And  bceaufe  it  would  be  a  matter  of  too 
much  difficulty  to  convey  thefe  prefents  to 
all  places  wherefoever  it  fhould  be  needful ; 
Our  will  is,  that  the  copies  thereof,  under 
a  public  notary's  hand,  and  fealed  with  the 
fcal  of  an  ecclefiaftical  prelate  or  of  hit 
court,  (hall  carry  altogether  the  fame  credit 
with  all  people  judicially  and  extrajudicially 
as  the  frefentt  mould  do,  if  thty  were  ex- 
hibited or  mewed.

This  year,  in  OFt&cr,  the  tide  ebbed  and 
flowed  thrice  in  one  hour,  at  Lymt  in  Dor* 

Jet, 

15S3.  King  James  makes  his  efcape,  and 
regains  his  liberty,  and  the  lords  that  had 
confined  him  are  bani&ed  j  and  Gvwry,  for 
another  confpiracy  of  the  like  nature,  was 
afterwards  beheaded. 

By  an  earthquake  in  Hereford/hire,  three 
acres  of  ground  in  Blackmore  were  removed, 
with  the  trees  and  hedges,  and  leaving  a 
deep  pit  behind,  Hopped  up  a  highway. 

Edmund  Grindal,  archbishop  of  Canter* 
bury,  died  on  the  6th  of  July  this  year, 
having  been  blind  for  fome  time. 

The  Queen  fufpended  him  in  the  year 
1  576,  for  not  fupprcfling  the  prophefyings, 
as  they  were  called,  among  fome  of  his 
clergy,  at  their  voluntary  meetings  without 
authority.  The  convocation  petitioned  the 
Queen,  in  the  year  15S1,  to  reftore  him, 
which  Ac  did  the  following  year. 

On  the  death  of  Dr.  Grindal,  Dr.  John 
rVbitgift  was  elected  archbifhop  of  Canter* 
bury,  when  the  Queen  recommended  to 
him  the  rcftoring  the  difcipline  of  the 
church,  and  the  obfervance  of  the  a&  of 
uniformity,  in  which  (he  apprehended  bis 
prcdeceflbr  had  been  too  remifs. 

Ttaeker  and  Coffing,  two  BrowniJTi, 
hanged  at  Bury,  tot  difperfing  Brvwn* 
books  againft  theeftablifhed  church. 

In  Ireland,  the  famous  rebel,  the  eleventh 
earl  of  Defmend,  was  taken  and  executed. 

The  Queen  lent  Walfvgbam  ambaflador 
to  James' %  court. 

This  year  died  the  lord  chamberlain, 
Thomas  Ratcliffe,  carl  of  Suffix. 

The  earl  of  Atrant  behaviour  caufes 
great  difcontent  amongft  the  Scots. 

The  king  of  Sweden  intreated  Elizabeth 
to  act  as  mediator,  between  him  and  the 
emperor  of  Mofccvy,  which  (he  undertook, 
and  procured  a  peace  between  them. 

The  Emperor  foon  after  died,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  fon,  who  granted  a  free 
traffick  of  al)  nations  to  his  domini- 
ons. 

The  crown  of  England  hid  had  that  ex* 
clufive  right,  upon  which  Elizabeth  remon- 
strated thereon  :  however,  the  Emperor  in- 
Y  2  filled 
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lifted  the  Englijb  should  pay  only  one  half 
the  ufual  customs. 

The  harbour  of  St.  Johns,  in  New- 
foundland) was  taken  pulVeilion  of  for  the 
Englijb  crown,  by  Sir  Humphrey  Gilbert, 
who  was  caft  away  upon  hSs  return  from 
Worth  America* 

A  con  fpi racy  is  formed  to  take  .the 
Queen'*  life  away,  by  John  SomerviL'e,  a 
gentleman  of  Warwick/hire  :  be  attacked 
fome  of  her  attendants,  but  was  fecured 
and  tried  at  Guildhall,  and  found  guilty  of 
high-treafon. 

1584.  Jan,  Mtndoxa,  the  SpanUb  am- 
baflador,  being  discovered  to  be  in  the  plot 
with  Tbregmorton,  is  ordered  to  leave  Eng- 
land, and  an  ambaflador  was  fent  to  the 
§pfin\jb  court,  but  was  refufed  an  audience. 

New  overtures  are  made  by  Mary  for  her 
releafe,  promifing  to  influence  her  fon  to 
reftore  the  exiled  Englijb  lords  ;  tbefe  pre- 
liminaries ferved  as  a  foundation  of  many 
conferences,  but  a  freih  difcovery  of  the 
jefuits  intrigues  with  Spain  againlt  Eliza- 
beth, defeated  the  promt  led  releafe. 

One  Creigbton,  a  jefuit,  was  employed  by 
Mary  to  the  court  of  Rome,  to  bring  12,000 
ducats,  and  upon  his  return  was  taken,  and  j 
his  papers  fent  to  England  with-  him,  in  ! 
which  was  found  a  confederacy  with  the 
Pope,  the  king  of  Spain  and  the  Gui/es,  to  de-  1 
throne  Elizabeth,  and  marry  Mary  to  fome  ! 
catholic  nobleman,  and  to  fettle  the  fuc- 
ceffion  of  the  Englifh  crown  on  that  ifiiie. 

July  12.  Tbrogmortcn  is  executed  for 
being  in  a  confpiracy  to  fet  the  queen  of 
Scots  at  liberty,  &c.  being  racked  into  a 
confeflion  of  the  crime* 

Emanu el  college,  in  Can/bridge,  founded 
by  Sir  Walter  Mildsnay,  knight,  chancellor 
and  treafurer  of  .the  exchequer,  &c. 

An  aflbciation  is  entered  into  by  the 
Englijb,  for  the  preservation  of  queen  Eli- 
zabeth, upon  fome  practices  of  the  king  of 
Spain,  and  the  duke  of  Guife,  to  dtftroy 
her , 

The  queen  of  Setts  taken  out  of  the 
cuftody  of  the  earl  ot  Sbrcwjbury,  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  Sir  Dreno  Vrury,  and 
Six  Amias  Paula,  who  confine  bet  mote 
AriGly. 

This  princeff  ufed  to  bathe  every  day  in 
vine,  while  fhe  was  in  the  cuftody  of 
the  earl  of  Shrewjhury. 

The  prince  of  Orange  aflaflinated  at 
Delft. 

27.  Efiz.  Cap.  a.  Enacts,  that  all  priefts,  ' 
jefuits,  and  other  ecclefiaftics,  natives  of 
the  Queea,|  dominions,  *nd  of  the  popith 
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religion,  coming  into,  or  remaining  in  Etig* 
land,  ihall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  higa- 
treafon,  and  their  receivers,  aiders,  and 
maintainers,  knowing  them  to  be  fuch, 
(hail  be  adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  without 
benefit  of  clergy. 

Thofe  who  fend  relief  to  any  popifh  ec- 
clefiaftical  perfon,  or  feminary  beyond  fea, 
Hull  incur  a  premunire. 

The  earl  of  Arran,  the  Scotch  king's  fa- 
vourite  and  counfellor,  was  won  over  to 
Elizabeth,  and  made  a  private  treaty  to 
keep  the  young  King  unmarried  for  three 
years,  (he  having  heard  be  detigned  to 
marry  a  daughter  of  France. 

The  queen  of  Scots  is  removed  to  Charily 
caftlc. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh  difcovered  Virginia. 
nam  d  fo  by  him  in  honour  to  his  virgin 
miftrefs,  Elizabeth. 

The  Queen  fends  Davijon  into  Scotland, 
to  gain  the  earl  of  Arran,  in  which  be 
fucceeded. 

The  earl  of  Arran  for  Scotland,  and  the 
earl  of  Hun/don  for  England,  met  upon  the 
borders  of  the  two  kingdoms,  and  con- 
ferred .  ' 

Elizabeth  difcovers  all  Mary%  fee  rets, 
by  means  of  Grey,  the  Scotch  ambaflador, 
whom  fhe  won  to  her  favour. 

Mary  fends  pmpMaJs  to  Elizabeth,  which 
encreaies  her  fufpicion. 

This  year,  Walter  Raleigh,  efq.  went  to 
difcovcrthe  country  adjoining  to  Florida, 
in  the  Wefi-lndtxi,  and  returned  in  A»gvft, 
bringing  two  natives  along  with  him. 

15S5.  A  fubfidy  of  fix  {hillings  in  the 
pound  to  be  paid  by  the  clergy,  in  three 
years  confirmed ;  and  one  fubfidy  and  two 
fifteenths  given  by  the  laity. 

The  afiociation  that  had  been  volunta- 
rily entered  into,  is  approved  and  con- 
firmed by  act  of  parliament,  and  twenty- 
four  commiflloncrs  were  appointed  for  the 
trial  of  fuch  perfon s,  as  mould  lay  any 
claim  to  the  crown,  or  attempt  any  thing 
againft  the  prefent  Queen,  (which  was 
intended  chiefly  againft  the  queen  of 
Scots.) 

Captain  John  Davis  finiflied  his  third 
voyage  in  qucft  of  a  north  weft  palftgc,  he 
failed  as  far  as  83°  of  northern  latitude, 
but  returned  without  fuccefs. 

Davis  difcovered  the  ftrait  which  goe» 
by  his  name,  to  the  N.  W.  about  tbia 
time. 

Mar.  a.  Dr.  Parry  is  condemned  and 
executed  for  a  defign  to  afiaiunatc  her  Ms. 
jefty, 

Queen 
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Qnecn  Eiixabetb,  at  the  intcrcefllon  of 
the  Dutch,  fend*  the  earl  of  Leicefier,  and 
6000  men,  to  their  amftance,  and  hat  the 
Brill  and  Fhijhing  delivered  into  her  hands, 
a*  a  fecurity  lor  her  charges.  They  agreed 
that  the  Engtijb  general,  and  two  more 
of  her  Majefty 's  iubje&i,  were  to  bead* 
milted  into  the  council  of  the  States  Gene* 
ral,  and  no  treaty  to  be  entered  into  but 
by  mutual  content,  in  consideration  of 
the  aififlance  Qxc  gave  the  Dutch  againft 

Sir  F ranch  Drake,  with  twenty-one  fail 
of  men  of  war,  and  land  force*,  com- 
manded by  the  earl  of  CarliJIe,  forprifc 
and  plunder  St.  Domingo,  in  Hifpaniola, 
take  Carthagtna,  and  arrive  at  Virginia  in 
Hot  via,  where  they  take  on  board  captain 
Ralph  Lane,  and  a  colony  that  were  in  di- 
Jirefs,  having  been  fent  thither  by  Sir  Wai- 
ter Raleigh,  and  with  them  the  tobacco 
plant  w«  firft  brought  to  England. 

The  Queen  aflifU  the  king  of  Navarre, 
and  the  French  proteitants  with  money 
and  ihipft,  whereby  they  were  enabled  to 
raife  the  fiege  of  Rocbel/e. 

The  earl  of  Arundel,  a  bigotted  papift, 
refolved  to  retire  to  another  country  for  the 
free  exercife  of  his  religion,  but  was  be- 
trayed by  his  fervent,  and  was  fent  to  the 
tower. 

?>msi.  Picrcy,  earl  of  Northumberland, 
being  accufed  of  Iharing  in  the  confpiracy 
with  Thregmorten,  was  committed  to  the 
tower  ;  rearing  the  evidence  againft  him, 
he  fljot  himfelf  to  retain  his  fortune  in  the 
family,  disappointing  Elizabeth  of  its  for- 
feiture by  the  law. 

The  burghs  raifed  many  infurrections, 
but  were  reduced  by  Sir  John  Perot,  who 
compelled  thtm  to  give  boftages,  but  de- 
stroyed their  allies  the  lltbridian  Scots, 
30CO  of  whom  were  cut  to  pieces  at  Arra- 
dar  j  the  dread  of  this  procured  a  peace  for 
fome  time. 

Nov.  13.  A  new  pailiament  is  called, 
wherein  Mlbm  Parry,  LL.  D.  a  Wtljb- 
man,  boldly  oppof.  d  t  c  fanguinary  laws 
that  were  prnpofed  againft  pricfts  and  jefu- 
its,  for  which  be  was  committed  to  the 
gate-boufe. 

Coaches  were  firft  introdued  and  ufed  in 
England  this  year. 

The  king  of  France  was  invefted  with 
the  order  of  the  garter,  fent  to  him  by 
Eiixabetb. 

The  Queen  fent  Sir  Thcmat  Bodley  up- 
on an  cm  bad  y  into  Germany  and  Denmark, 
$0  endeavour  to  perfuadc  the  proteAaat, 
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princes  to  make  a  league  defensive  with. 
England* 

The  king  of  Scott  being  determined  to 
marry,  the  Queen  lent  Edward  Wot  ton  to 
divert  him  from  that  project,  in  which  he 
then  fuccceded. 

Thomas  Carr  and  Sir  Francis  Ruffe  I,  hold- 
ing a  conference  on  the  borders,  on  affair* 
relative  to  both  kingdoms,  a  quarrel  eofued 
between  the  guards,  and  Rujfel  was  flain. 

The  Queen  demands  fatnfa&ion,  and 
fuft'er*  the  Scotch  lords,  fugitives,  to  return 
home. 

kVoiton  forms  a  project,  to  feise  the  king 
of  Scots  at  Sterling,  but  was  difappointcd, 
and  is  obliged  to  Ay  into  England* 

The  fugitives  being  returned  to  Scotland, 
fcixe  the  King*  petfon,  and  compel  him 
to  reftore  the  exiles  to  their  estates. 

The  Queen  granted  a  licence  to  feveral 
merchants  of  London,  to  trade  to  Bar- 
bara. 

The  earl  of  Clinton,  lord  high  admiral/ 
died  j  he  was  fucceeeed  by  lord  Howard 
of  Effingham. 

The  prince  of  Condi  came  into  England 
to  folicit  affiuance  in  behalf  of  thei&gs*. 
nott.  The  Queen  fupplied  him  with  50,000 
crowns,  and  ten  (hips,  with  which  he 
raifed  the  blockade  of  Rocbelle. 

Pop*  Gregory  XIII.  dying  in  Afrif, 
S'sxtus  V.  fucccc-ied  him. 

15S6,  July,  A  new  treaty  it  made  be- 
tween England  and  Scotland.  It  was  agreed, 
that  if  England  was  attacked,  James  would 
affift  with  i7,coo  forces,  and  if  James  was 
invaded,  Elizabeth  mould  aid  with  9000* 
the  auxilaries  to  be  maintained  by  the 
prince  fo  aided. 

Sept.  ao.  Anthony  Babington,  and  others, 
are  convicted  of  confyiring  againft  queen 
F.Uxabttb,  and  executed  with  very  great  bar- 
barity in  St.  Giles's  fields. 

Seven  of  the  confpirator*  were  con* 
demncd  and  hung  up,  then  cut  down 
wbilft  alive,  and  their  bowels  taken  out  5 
but  the  other  feven,  by  the  Queen's  order, 
hung  till  they  were  dead,  and  then  were 
bowelled. 

Mary%  papers  were  all  feized,  her  two 
fecrctaries,  Nave  and  Curie,  were  fent 
to  London. 

Walfingbam  ufes  an  artifice  to  get  Mary  % 
\  papers  from  the  French  ambatiador. 

Eiixabetb  appointed  forty  two  commif- 
fionert,  and  five  judges  of  the  realm,  to 
try  the  queen  of  Scots, 

Oil,  1 1.  The  queen  of  Scots  is  charged 
with  being  a  promoter  of  the  confpiracy, 

and 
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to  try  her  at 

Fatheringay  eaftle  in  Northansptwjbire  j  but 
the  queen  of  &rt/r  not  acknow  ledging  their 
jurifdi&ion,  they  proceed  to  pafs  fentence 
of  death  upon  her. 

After  the  fentence  was  palled  upon  Ma- 
rjy  the  judges  declared  it  dki  nothing  dero- 
gate from  the  king  of  Scotland,  his  title  to 
die  crown  of  England  did  ftill  remain  en- 
tire. 

Elixabttb  defires  both  houfes  to  find  out 
fome  expedient  to  fave  Maiy'-i  life*  and  to 
procure  her  own  fafcty. 

The  parliament  will  find  none,  and  in- 
fill on  their  demand. 

The  parliament  was  prorogued  to  Ft" 
immry  15,  and  dillolved  March  23. 

The  lords  Bucthurfi  and  ft*aUy  were 
fent  to  acquaint  Mary  of  the  fentence 
palied  againft  herj  (he  defirrd  f>  have  a 
catholic  prieft  to  attend  h<r,  and  mewed 
great  ftrmnefs.

Elixabetb  exprefled  great  forrow  at  the 
new  s  being  brought  her  of  Marf%  execu- 
tion. 

Efinabetb  writes  to  the  king  of  Shetland, 
to  excufe  herfelf  from  being  the  inftru- 
mcnt  of  Mary\  execution.  * 

To  give  a  colour  to  this,  Daviftn  it  im- 
prifnned,  and  fined  in  to,oool ;  he  conti- 
nued a  long  time  in  cmtodv,  and  was 
obliged  to  pay  every  farthing  of  the  fi*e, 
which  reduced  him  to  beggary,  and  all  the 
favour  he  procured  from  the  Queen, 
a  very  flight  fupport.

-  At  the  fame  time  pope  Sixtms  V,  pubttuV* 
ed  acrufado  again  ft  queen  Eiixabetb,  declar- 
ing her  d -throned,  and  her  fubjea*  abfolved 
from  their  allegiance,  granting  indulgences 
to  all  thofe  who  fhoald  arTiil  in  dethroning

bers of  Catholic  k  volunteers  of  quality, 
from  feverai  kingdoms  of  Europe,  to  li/t 
tbemfelvcs  in  the  Sparijb  fervicc. 

To  oppofc  this  formidable  Armada,  the 
nocen  of  Eng/ard  aftemMed  a  numerous 
ricet  of  men  ox  war,  the  command  whereof 
Qsc  c,ive  to  the  lord  Howard  of  Ejfingbam, 
admiral  of  England,  affiled  by  thofc  cele- 
brated comnrunders,  Drake,  Hawkins,  and 
For hitbtr :  thefe  were  Rationed  near  Pty- 
rttntl,  to  receive  the  enemy  as  he  entered 
the  channel,  while  the  lord  Henry  Stymomr, 
fecond  fon  of  the  duke  of  Setne  fet,  com- 
manded another  fleet  of  forty  men  of  war, 
EngHJb  and  Dutch,  upon  the  coaft  of  Flan-* 
ders  to  prevent  the  duke  of  Parma  %  bringing 
over  forces  from  thence.  The  Queen  alfo 
aflembled  an  army  of  80,000  men,  20,000 
whereof  were  cantoned  on  the  foutJiern 
coaft  to  oppofe  a  defcent  there  ;  23,000  foot, 
and  xooo  hr.rfe,  under  the  command  of  fho 
carl  of  Leieefier,  were  pofted  at  Tdbnry, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  1  tames  ;  where  me 
made  the  following  fpeech  t  and  the  refidue 
conftfting  of  34,000  foot,  and  2000  bode 
remained  about  the  Queen's  perfon,  and  the 
militia  was  raiftd  to  reinforce  the  regular 
troops  where  there  ihould  be  occafion. 

The  Queen's  fpeech  at  Tilbury,  was  in 
thefc  words  :  "My  loving  people,  we 
«*  have  been  pcrfuaded  by  fome,  th..t  are 
"  careful  of  our  fafery,  to  take  heed  how 
"  we  commit  ourf elves  to  armed  tnulti- 
««  tudes,  for  lea/  of  treachery ;  but  aflure 
"  you,  I  do  not  deure  to  live  to  diftroft  my 
'*  fjithful  and  loving  people.  Let  tyrants 
"  fear,  I  have  always  to  behaved  myfclf, 
««  that  under  God,  I  have  placed  my  chief** 
"  strength  and  fafeguard  in  the  loyal  he.trts 
"  and  good-will  of  my  fubjects.  And 
"  therefore  I  am  come  amongft  you  at 
*'  this  time,  notfbrmyrccrcntion  ami  fport, 
"  but  being  refolved  in  the  raidft  and  hent 
"  of  tha  battle  to  live  or  die  among  ft  you 
"  all  j  to  lay  clown  for  my  God,  and  for 
**  my  kingdom,  and  for  ray  people,  my 
M  honour  and  my  blood,  even  in  the  do  ft. 
*  I  know  1  have  but  the  body  of  a  weak 
**  and  feeble  woman,  but  I  have  the  heart . 
•*  of  a  king,   and  ot  a  king  of  Erg^md 

«'  too  j 
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«  too;  imd  think  foul  fcorn,  that  /»< 
"  or  Spain,  or  any  prince  in  Europe,  mould 
dare  to  invade  the  borders  of  my  realms  : 
*«  to  which  rather  than  any  di (honour  {hall 
•*  grow  by  me,  I  myfelf  will  take  up  arms ; 
•«  1  myfelf  will  be  your  general,  judge,  and 
•*  rewardcr  of  every  one  of  your  virtues 
44  In  the  field.  1  know  already,  by  your 
•<  forwardnels  that  you  have  defcrved  re- 
«<  wards  and  crowns  ;  and  we  do  allure  you, 
**  on  the  word  of  a  prince,  they  (hall  be  duly 
•*  paid  you.  In  the  mean  time,  my  lien- 
«*  tenant-general  mall  be  in  my  ftead  ;-than 
"  whom  never  Prince  commanded  more 
**  noble  and  worthy  fubjecls  ;  not  doubting 
**  by  your  obedience  to  my  genera),  by  your 
*'  concord  in  the  camp,  and  your  valour  in 
«  the  field,  we  fhall  fhortly  have  a  famous 
**  victory  over  thofe  enemies  of  my  God, 
**  of  my  kingdom,  and  of  my  people.**. 
.  All  the  ports  and  acceflible  places  on  the 
eoaft  were  fortified,  and  llrongly  garrifoned. 
Orders  were  given  to  oppofe  the  enemy's 
defcent  in  all  places,  but  not  to  come  to  a  ge- 
neral engagement,  if  they  mould  land,  but 
retire  and  deltroy  the  country  before  them, 
that  the  Spaniards  mieht  meet  with  no  fub- 
fitlcnce,  and  be  perpetually  harrafled  in 
their  march  ;  and  both  the  king  of  Scot- 
land and  the  Dutrb  engaged  to  afllft  the 
Qjiecn  with  all  their  forces  againft  Spain, 

The  city  of  London  lent  the  Queen  great 
fums  of  money  on  this  emergency,  and 
being  dirt  fled  to  furnifh  5000  men,  and 
fifteen  mips,  they  raifed  10,000  men  and 
thirty  fhips. 

The  Spanijb  Armada  failed  from  the  river 
Tagus  in  Portugal  on  the  29th  of  May,  but 
being  difperfed  by  a  ftorm,  rendezvoufed 
iieiin  at  the  Greine  in  CaJicia,  from  whence 
they  fet  fail  again  on  the  tath  of  July,  and 
entering  the  Englifh  channel  on  the  19th. 
admiral  Howard  iuffered  them  to  pafs  by 
him,  following  them  clofe  until  the  2  1  ft, 
when  a  battle  begun,  and  a  kind  of  running 
right  continued  to  the  27th,  when  the 
Spaniards  came  to  an  anchor  in  Calais  road, 
in  order  to  wait  for  the  duke  of  Parma  and 
his  tranfports,  with  the  land  forces  from 
Flanders. 

In  the  mean  time  feveral  noblemen  and 
gentlemen  fitted  out  fhips  of  war  at  their 
own  charge,  and  joined  the  Engltjh  fleet, 
which  amounted  now  to  140  fail,  much 
lefs  indeed,  but  much  nimbler  failors  than 
the  Spanijb  galleons.  Another  large  fqua- 
dron  of  Enfrlijb  and  Dutch  lay  before  the 
harbours  of  Newport  and  Dunkirk,  and  ren- 
dered it  impracticable  for  the  duke  of 


Parma  to  tranfport  any  land  forces  frona 

F landers. 

The  Englifh  admiral  finding  he  could 
make  but  utile  impreflion  on  the  Armada 9 
the  galleons  being  fo  much  fuperior  to  him 
in  bulk,  fent  in  tight  or  ten  firewips 
among  them  in  the  night-time,  which  put 
the  Spaniards  in  the  utmoft  confufion* 
They  cut  their  cables  immediately,  and  pnt 
to  fea  }  and  endeavouring  to  return  to  the 
re  idezvous  between  Calais  and  GravcTm,  the 
Englifh  fell  upon  them,  and  took  feveral  of 
their  mips  ;  whereupon  they  all  bore  away 
for  S eo' land  and  Ireland. 

While  the  fleets  were  engaged,  the 
Qncen  appeared  on  horfeback  at  the  head  of 
her  army,  encouraging  them  to  defend  their 
country,  and  giving  her  orders  how  to  at- 
tack and  diftrefs  the  enemy  if  they  {hould 
land ;  but  they  were  fo  roughly  handled  at 
fea,  that  they  thought  of  nothing  elfe  but 
how  they  would  efcape  to  Spain  by  the 
north  of  Scotland  and  Ireland,  having  loft 
fifteen  great  mips,  and  4791  men  in  the 
feveral  engagements  with  the  Englijb  fleet, 
in  the  months  of  July  and  Auguji,  in  the 
channel;  fevenUrcn  mips,  and  5394  men 
were  drowned,  killed,  or  taken  upon  the 
coafl  of  Ireland,  in  the  month  of  September  5 
and  another  great  (hip,  with  700  men,  caft 
away  on  she  coaft  of  Scotland.  As  to  the 
lofs  of  the  Englifh y  it  was  fo  inconsiderable, 
that  none  of  our  hiftorians  mention  the  lofs 
of  one  fhip. 

A  medal  was  ftruck  on  the  retreat  of  the 
Spanijb  Armada,  with  this  inferipiion, 
Vcnit,  tridit,  fugit,  «« It  came,  and  faw,  and 
fled."  Another  with  firefhips  and  a  fleet  in, 
confufion,  with  this  motto,  Dux  fermir.a 
facia,  «<  A  woman  conducted  the  enter, 
prize." 

Soon  after  thefe  fuccefle*,  vhe.  on  the 
4th  of  September,  died  Robert  Dudley  earl  of 
Leictjlet,  fifth  fon  of  Jcbn  duke  of  Nor- 
thumberland, at  Cornbury  in  Oxford/hire  ;  he 
was  a  privy  counfellor,  mailer  of  the  horfe, 
fteward  of  the  Queen's  houfliold,  conftable 
of  tVindftr  cattle,  chancellor  of  the  univer- 
fity  of  Oxford,  juftice  in  eyre  of  the  forefta 
fouth  ot  'Trent,  captain  general  of  the  Eng- 
lijb forces  in  the  Netherlands,  and  of  one 
of  the  armies  raifed  againft  the  Spaniards  in 
England,  and  knight  of  the  orders  of  the 
garter  and  St.  Michael.  Though  he  conti- 
nued in  the  Queen's  favour  all  his  life,  he 
was  no  fooner  dead,  but  ihe  feized  all  hie 
etfe&s,  and  caufed  them  to  be  fold  at  a 
publick  fale,  for  the  payment  of  the  money 
we  had  lent  him.  s 

The 
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The  Queen  having  fung  7V  Drum  at  St. 
*a*rt  for  the  defeat  of  the  Spaniards,  cre- 
ated her  admiral,  the  lord  Charles  Howard, 
eari  of  Nottingham,  and  fettled  a  confider- 
able  annual  pen6on  upon  him. 

While  the  nation  was  in  danger  of  the 
Spariib  invafiort,  the  Puritans  endeavoured 
to  diftorb  and  diftrefs  the  government,  pub- 
lishing icurrilou*  pamphlets,  and  holding 
Synods  ana  aflembliea  of  their  clergy,  in 
opposition  to  the  laws,  which  occafioned 
Cartxarigbt,  and  others  of  their  chiefs,  to 
be  called  to  account. 

The  Qocen  railed  great  foms  by  way  of 
loan. 

Feb.  4*  The  parliament  met,  and  gave 
the  Queen  two  entire  fubfidies,  and  four 
fifteenths  and  tenths  j  and  a  fubfidy  of  fix 
milling*  in  the  pound  was  granted  by  the 
clergy  to  be  paid  in  three  yean,  which  was 
Confirmed  by  the  parliament,  though  the 
loan  was  now  collecting. 

This  year  a  prodigy  happened  in  Derfrt- 
Jbire,  a  field  of  three  acres  in  BLsckmore, 
with  the  trees  and  fences,  moved  from  its 
place,  palfed  over  another  field,  and  refted 
In  the  road  to  Hear*. 

This  year  the  art  of  making  paper  was 
firft  introduced  into  England,  and  the  firft 
mill  was  fet  up,  and  paper  made,  at  Dart- 
ford  in  Kent. 

Sept.  The  duke  of  Medina  returned  to 
Spain  with  only  60  fail  out  of  130,  and 
those  much  mattered. 

King  Jama  remained  firm  to  the  intercrt 
Of  Englandi 

1589.  31  Efiz.  Cap.  6.  Prohibits  fi- 
monaical  contra  els  and  preferments,  and 
clerks  fo  prefented,  are  rendered  incapable 
of  preferment. 

Pbibp  Howard,  earl  of  Arundel,  tried  and 
convicted  of  high  treafon  by  his  peers; 
Afril  i8,  for  correfponding  with  cardinal 
Allen,  and  praying  for  the  fuccefs  of  the 
Spanish  Armada,  but  was  pardoned. 

Admiral  Drake,  and  Sir  John  North  fit 
out  a  fleet  of  men  of  war,  at  their  own 
charges,  and  make  a  defcent  in  Spain  and 
Pcrtmgal  with  1 1,000  men,  (the  Queen 
only  afiilting  with  60,000/.  and  fix  fhips) 
marched  up  to  Li/bon  and  plundered  the 
country,  but  not  of  fumcicnt  to  defray  the 
expence  of  the  expedition. 

In  this  expedition  out  of  1 100  gentlemen, 
hot  3  50  returned. 

A  plot  was  difcovered  in  Scctland  formed 
by  the  earls  Huntley,  Botb-we/l,  and  others, 
againft  the  King.    Their  defign  was  to 
Vot.  L 
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feize  the  King's  perfon  and  reftore  the  Ca- 
tholick  religion  in  Scotland. 

June.  The  Engltjb  feixed  fixty  (hips  be- 
longing  to  the  Hans  towns  in  the  Tagut, 
they  were  laden  with  naval  ftores  to  equip 
a  fleet  againft  England. 

The  Haas  towns  complain  of  this  feiaur* 
without  effect." 

Henry  king  of  France  reduced  fevcral 
places  to  obedience. 

This  year  died  Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  chan- 
cellor and  under  treafurer  of  the  exchequer; 
arid  founder  of  Emanuel  college  at  Cant" 
bridge. 

The  duke  of  Guife,  the  head  of  the  league 
in  France,  was  afTaflinated  by  the  Queen's 
orders. 

Sidney-SuJJex  college  in  Cambridge,  found- 
ed by  Frances,  daughter  of  Sir  fPiirunt 
Sidr.ty,  and  countefs  dowager  of  Sujfex, 
who  died  this  year. 

This  year  Henry  III.  of  France  was  af- 
faflinated  by  James  Clement,  a  monk  j  and 
the  king  of  Navarre  fuccceded  him  by  the 
name  of  Henry  IV.  a  Proteftant,  whom 
queen  Elizabeth  fupplied  with  13,000/.  xtk 
money  to  fupport  his  right. 

Saffron  was  this  year  firft  planted  in 
England. 

1590.  Elizabeth  kept  the  kingdom  in  * 
pofture  of  defence  againft  Spam,  and  allots 
a  yearly  fum  of  8970/.  to  the  repairs  of  the 
navy. 

The  Queen  raifed  the  cuftoms  from 
14,600/.  to  50,CQo/.  per  annum. 

The  Queen  fortified  Milford  Haven. 

The  duke  of  Aforearur  became  maftcr  of 
Bretagne  ;  he  waa  of  the  houfe  of  Lerrain  : 
this  gave  the  Queen  great  uneatfnefs. 

Aug.  10.  King  Jane\  of  Sotland,  mar- 
ried Anne,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  II. 
king  of  Denmark,  itUpfal. 

The  enfigns  of  the  garter  fent  to  the" 
king  of  Scots,  and  to  Henry  IV.  the  French 
king. 

The  Puritans  denying  the  Queen's  fupre- 
macy,  and  inciting  the  people  to  rebellion* 
Udal,  One  of  their  preachers,  and  chief  of 
the  libellers,  is  convicted  of  felony,  but 
pardoned. 

Some  difturbances  happened  in  Ireland, 
the  rebels  were  taken  and  feveral  executed; 
and  Bryan  O'Nork  a  chiefrian,  fled  to  Scot" 
land,  but  was  delivered  up  by  Jama.  He 
was  tried  and  executed  at  London. 

This  year  Sir  Francis  rValfingbam,  fecre- 
tary  Of  ftate,  knight  of  the  garter,  and 
chancellor  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaficr,  died, 
2  and 
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and  left  no  eftate  behind  him,  though  he 
had  ferved  the  Queen  the  greatest  part  of* 
her  reign* 

This  year  there  was  a  dreadful  earthquake 
in  Bohemia*  Moravia,  and  Hungary, 

Sailcloth  was  this  year  firft  woven  in 
Uwd  for  the  uie  of  the  navy. 

The  band  of  penfioners  was  this  year 
frft  cftabUfbcd,  by  EUmabctb. 

The  art  of  weaving  ft oc kings  wa%  this 
year  invented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lee,  of 

Cambridge. 

Telefcopes  were  this  year  invented  by  Mr. 
Z.  Janfen,  a  fpeftaele  maker,  at  Middle* 
burg  m  Germany* 

1501.  Hackee,  who  perfonated  our  Sa- 
viour, a  man  much  followed  by  the  Puri- 
tans, was  convifted  and  executed  for  blaf- 
pbemy. 

The  Queen  fent  the  earl  of  Effex,  with 
4000  men,  to  the  afliftance  of  the  king  of 
frame  ;  but  the  French  not  joining  him  ac- 
cording to  agreement,  he  returned  without 
effecting  any  thing. 

The  French  invested  Roan  and  the  Earl 
again  went  over  to  the  fiege,  but  the  Queen 
recalled  him,  and  the  duke  of  Parma  railed 
the  fiege. 

The  Queen  fent  a  fleet  to  intercept  the 
return  of  the  Sjwnt/b  Wefi  India  fleet,  upon 
Mhich  the  king  of*  Spain  fent  a  fleet  of 
fifty-five  tail  and  obliged  the  Englifb  lhips 
to  return.  The  Weft  India  fleet  being  fo 
long  detained  at  the  Hamatinah,  put  to  fea 
at  an  improper  feafon,  and  was  rnoftly  fhip- 
Wrecked. 

Captain-  Lancafier,  and  captain  Rimer 
failed  to  the  Eaft  Indict,  in  order  to  begin 
a  trade  there :  Rimer  was  caft  away,  and 
hantafier  returned  richly  laden,  but  only 
with  (even  hands  on  board. 

Some  fliips  went  to  Cape  Breton,  which 
was  the  firft  of  the  Englijh  wbale  fiihery. 

The  Queen  erected  a  university  at  Dublin, 
which  (he  endowed  with  a  connderable  re- 
venue, and  the  ufual  privileges  granted  to 
univerfitie*. 

The  Queen  iiTuedtwo  proclamations,  one 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  warlike 
ftores  to  Spain,  and  the  other  ordering  her 
ftibiefts  not  to  harbour  any  peribn  coming 
from  the  Romiih  feminarics. 

AW.  Sir  Chriftepber  Hattou,  lord  chan- 
cellor died,  who  was  fucceeded  by  Sir  John 
Puckering* 

Brtn  O'Nork,  lord  of  Brtrey  O^Ryrh, 
In  Ire/a*!,  was  executed  at  Tyburn  for 
treatbn. 

1 592.   The  earl  of  Cumberland,  the  city 


of  London,  and  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  fit  out 
•  large  fleet  of  men  of  war,  with  land 
forces  og  board,  to  attack  the  Spani/h  fettle- 
rocntsin  America,  but  not  fucceeding  there, 
took  n  large  galleon  in  their  return,  at  the 
Azores,  valued  at  150,000/.  and  the  ad  ven- 
turers shared  the  plunder  j  the  crew  of  thin 
veucl  which  confiAed  of  600  were  mo  ft  of 
them  killed. 

Sir  John  Perrat,  lord  deputy  of  Ireland* 
condemned  to  die  for  reflecting  on  the 
Queen's  legitimacy. 

^The  earl  of  BotbwclJ made  an  attempt  to 
feise  the  king  of  Scotland,  but  the  design 
being  discovered,  he  Aed  to  England. 

The  Queen  went  to  Oxford,  and  was  moft 
agreeably  entertained  by  the  univerfity. 

Feb*  19.  A  new  parliament  met*  Sir 
Ediuard  Coke,  the  Queen's  Solicitor,  wan 
chofen  fpcaker  of  the  commons,  who  de- 
firing  a  j  ufual,  that  they  might  have  liber- 
ty 01  fpeech,  fife.  The  lord  keeper  an- 
fwered,  by  her  Majefty's  direction,  that 
the  granted  liberty  of  fpeech,  and  their 
ufual  privileges,  but  they  mult  not  meddle 
with  reforming  the  church,  or  transforming 
the  commonwealth,  or  receive  any  bil}s> 
exhibited  for  that  end  :  and  when  Mr. 
Peter  Wcntwortb  and  Sir  Henry  Bromley, 
delivered  a  petition  to  the  lord  keeper,  de- 
firing  the  houfe  of  peers  would  become  Ap- 
plicants with  them  to  her  Majefty,  that  (he 
would  fettle  the  fucceffion  of  the  crown, 
Wentivcrtb  was  fent  to  the  tower*  and. 
Bromley  to  the  fleet. 

A  very  remarkable  aft  pafled,  which, 
obliged  all  perfons  to  conform,  aod  repais  at 
leajt  once  a  month  to  the  eftablifhcd  church, 
under  pain  of  imprifonrncnt,  and  baniih- 
racnt  mould  they  refufc  to  fubmit. 

Another  confined  PopUh  recufanta  with i a 
five  miles  of  their  refpehive  dwellings. 

An  aft  palled  to  confirm  all  the  abbey 
lands  to  the  crown  and  grantees. 

The  parliament  granted  an  extraordinary 
aid  of  money. 

Sir  John  Fortefcue,  in  order  to  induce 
the  commons  to  consent  to  a  large  fupply, 
obferved,  that  the  Netberlandt  coft  the 
Queen  150,000/.  her  annum,  that  Ihe  had; 
paid  off  a  debt  of  4,000,000/.  the  crow** 
owed  at  her  acceffion  ;  that  the  had  va/Hy 
incrcafed  the  royal  navy,  and  furnished*  it 
with  brais  guns ;  that  no  prince  was  at  left 
expenccsin  his  court,  but  that  the  fubfUies 
did  not  produce  half  Co  much  as  they  did  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  VIU.  being  aHefled  f<» 
low,  and  therefore  infilled  the  fuppliet 
ought  to  be  greater.

1593.  The  Queen  fufpcc*ted  the  king

J  amies  demanded  Botbtoell  to  be  delivered 
up,  which  the  Queen  refufed,  but  baniih- 
cd  him  out  of  England. 

Sir  Francis  Bacon  in  this  parliament, 
moved  the  purging  the  ftatute  book,  and 
IciTcning  the  volumes  of  law,  which  the 
peple  could  not  obferve,  or  the  lawyers 
under  {land. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reftrain  the  bi- 
fheps  from  proceeding  againft  the  Puritans  t 
whereupon  the  Queen  fent  for  the  fpeaker, 
and  required  him  on  his  allegiance  not  to 
read  any  fuch  bill  if  it  was  exhibited. 

The  lords  defiricg  a  conference  with  the 
commons,  on  the  fupply,  it  was  resolved 
there  inould  be  no  fuch  conference,  the 
lords  having  nothing  to  do  with  the  taxes. 

At  length- the  commons  granted  three 
fobfidies,  and  fix  fifteenths  and  tenths,  and 
confirmed  a  grant  of  two  fubfidioi,  and  four 
{hillings  in  the  pound  given  by  the  clergy, 
ro  be  paid  in  two  years :  for  which  me 
thanked  them,  but  took  occafion  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  fome  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
fea-coaft  had  fled  up  into  the  country  on 
the  late  invafion,  but  fwore  by  God  if  (he 
knew  any  of  them  do  fo  for  the  future,  (he 
would  make  them  know  and  feel  what  it 
w  as  to  be  fearful  in  fuch  exigencies  of  the 
fate. 

By  35<E£x.  Cap.  a.  Popiih  recufants 
departing  five  miles  from  their  habitations 
were  to  forfeit  their  roods,  and  the  profits 
of  their  lands  for  life. 

Cap.  3.  Confirms  all  grants  of  abbey 
lands  made  by  the  crown. 

Cap.  5.  Perfons  absenting  a  month  from 
church  werato  he  imprifancU  without  bail. 

Cap.  6,  Prohibits  the  erecting  buildings 
on  new  foundations,  within  three  miles  ot 
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Cap.  14.  A  confirmation  of  the  Queen's 
funeral  pardon  j  a  pardon  being  publinSed 
•lmoft  at  the  end  of  every  lemon. 

During  this  felfion  Jcbn  Greentvood, 


ing  this  Peffion  Jcbn  Greenwood,  made 
a  Puritan  preacher,  Henry  Barrow,  |  religi 
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gent.  Sax'w  Billet,  Daniel  Sludlry,  and  Rom 
bcrt  Bowles,  citizens  of  Lordon,  were  trie* 
and  convicted  of  felony  on  the  a  3d  Elm* 
Cap.  1.  for  writing  and  publifcing  feditious 
book?  and  libels  :  and  Grcenwccd  and  Bar* 
row  were  executed  at  Tyburn  on  the  6th  ol 
April,  the  reft  being  pardoned. 

Thefe  Puritans  denied  the  Queen's  fuprc- 
macy,  and  held  fte  was  liable  to  be  excom- 
municated,  and  then  her  fubjects  were  dis- 
charged from  their  allegiance  :  that  every 
church  was  obliged  to  receive  the  Geneva 
plan  of  government,  and  it  was  lawful  to 
make  war  on  her  Majefty  and  the  Hate  is* 
they  refufed  it,  and  that  the  higheft  ecde- 
fiaftical  authority  was  lodged  in  their  pref- 
byteries  and  elder/hips,  which  was  the  oc- 
cafion of  the  rigorous  proceedings  againit 
the  Puritans  in  this  reign. 

Prrry,  another  Puritan  preacher,  was 
convicted  and  executed  for  felony  this  year, 
in  publishing  feditious  libels,  defaming  the 
Queen,  and  exciting  the  people  to  rebellion, 

Many  confpiracies  were  formed,  by  the 
influence  of  the  Spaniards  over  the  Popifli 
fubjeds,  to  afTaJfinatc  the  Queen,  which 
were  all  detected,  and  the  pcrfons  concerned 
therein  executed. 

In  Ireland  frveral  great  men  broke  out 
in  rebellion,  which  was  quelled  by  the 
Lord  Deputy. 

Henry  concluded  a  treaty  with  Elizabeth. 
_  The  Q^een  fortified  the  iflcs  of  Scilty, 
Gnemfey  and  Jerfey* 

Bvbwtll  and  the  Popiih  party  in  Scotland 
entered  into  a  confpiracy  a  gain  ft  the  king 
of  Scots ;  that  Prince  cftabliflied  prefbytery 
by  a  law  in  that  kingdom. 

Henry  IV.  the  trench  king,  was  recon- 
ciled to  the  church  of  Rome. 

Feb,  19.  Prince  Henry  Frederick,  after- 
wards prince  of  Wales,  born  at  Sterling  in 
Scotland, 

Heffuet,  a  fugitive,  came  to  England,  and 
tried  to  perfuade  the  earl  of  Derby  to  take 
the  title  of  King,  and  that  Philip  II.  would 
fupporthim,  but  the  Earl  informed  again  ft 
him,  and  he  was  taken  and  executed. 

April  9.  The  earl  of  Derby  died,  and 
was  foppofed  to  be  potfoaed  for  making  the 
above  difcovery. 

June  7.  Lopem,  a  Jew,  the  Queen's 
phyfician,  and  feveral  others,  were  convict- 
ed of  a  defign  to  poJfon  her,  and  were  exe- 
cuted as  traitors. 

The  people  of  Scotland  fofpec~ted 
of  inclining  to  the  Catholicks.    The  ftatea 
made  an  ordinance  to  fuppert  the  Proteftant 
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Off,  Henry  and  ETsxaheth  made  a  league 
offcufive  and  defcnfive,  and  agreed  that  a 
peace  with  Spain  Zhou  Id  not  be  made  with- 
out a  mutual  con  fen t. 

This  year  above  28,000  people  died  of 
the  plague  in  London. 

Whalebone  was  firft  brought  to  England 
from  Cape  Breton, 

1594.  In  36  Eliz.  Patrick  Cullat,  an 
Jri/k  fencing«maf>er,  having  received  many 
and  large  promifes  from  the  Spaniards,  en- 
gaged alfo  to  kill  the  Queen,  for  which  he 
wa$  executed.  Edmund  Tork,  and  other* 
about  the  fame  time,  were  employed  to  kill 
the  Queen  and  fire  the  royal  navy*  Where- 
upon the  Queen  expoitvlated  with  the  king 
of  Spain,  reproaching  him  with  the  bafe- 
nefs  of  employing  aftaflins  every  day  to  take 
away  her  life,  and  infifted  on  his  delivering 
up  Tbrogmorton ,  Holt,  and  the  reft  of  the 
jefuits  and  prieftt  who  managed  thefe  con- 
fpiracies,  but  to  no  purpofe. 

The  French  king,  Henry  IV.  having 
changed  his  religion,  was  generally  fub- 
snitted  to  by  the  Catholick  lords  }  the  city 
of  Paris  opened  her  gates  to  him,  and  with 
the  afiittance  of  the  Enrlijb  forces,  he  drove 
the  Spaniards  out  of  Brittany,  but  neither 
repaid  the  Queen  the  expences  4he  had  been 
at  in  fupporting  him,  or  delivered  her  any 
town  as  a  fecurity  for  it,  according  to  his 
engagements  j  whereupon  the  Queen  re- 
called Sir  John  Norris,  with  the  Englifb 
forces,  and  fent  them  to  Ireland  to  fuppreft 
the  rebels  there. 

James,  king  of  Scots,  drove  the  Catho- 
lick lords  out  of  the  kingdom,  and  Both- 
%otU  fled  to  France. 

The  Queen  fent  the  earl  of  Suffix  in  her 
name,  to  aflift  at  the  baptifm  of  the  young 
prince  of  Scotland. 

Edmund  Tork  and  Richard  Williams  were 
both  apprehended  as  con/pi  rat  or  s  againft  the 
Queen's  life. 

The  Queen  was  uneafy  in  refpeft  to 
Scotland,  and  fent  an  ambafTador  to  James. 

Bevis  B ulnar,  a  gentleman,  creeled  an 
engine  at  Broken  wharf,  for  the  conveyance 
of  the  Thames  water  through  the  city  of 
London,  and  by  pipes  of  lead  into  each 
houfe. 

1595.  Upon  the  retreat  of  the  Englijb 
forces  from  France,  the  Spaniards  became 
much  fuperior  to  the  French  in  the  Nether- 
lands,  and  took  Cambray,  and  feveral  other 
towns  }  whereupon  the  French  defired  the 
afliftance  of  the  Dutch,  who  fupplied  them 
both  with  troops  and  money. 

Queen  EGxabetb  undcrflanding  the  Dutch 


had  lent  Henry  money,  required  them  to 
repay  her  the  money  (he  had  lent  them, 
and  upon  ftating  the  account,  there  appear- 
ed 800,000/.  due  to  England,  whereof  (he 
obliged  them  to  pay  her  ao,ooo/.  per  annum 
during  the  war,  and  engage  to  pay  her 
100,000/.  per  annum  after  they  ihould  ob- 
tain a  peace  with  Spain.  The  Dutch  alfo 
agreed  to  pay  the  Englijb  auxiliaries  and 
garrifons  in  the  Netherlands  40,000/.  per 
annum :  and  thus  /he  threw  the  whole 
charge  of  the  Spanifh  war  on  that  fide  1  pon 
the  Dutch,  for  whofe  defence  (he  fccwtd 
it  was,  that  the  fti|l  remained  at  war  with 
Spain.  / 

The  Englijb  fugitives  form  a  project  te 
place  the  crown  of  England  on  the  head  of 
the  Infanta  of  Spain,  which  Philip  en- 
gaged in. 

Henry  IV.  demanded  fuccours  from  Efir 
xabetb,  the  anfwered  him  with  complaints, 
and  refufed  his  requeft. 

The  king  and  queen  of  Scots  entered  into 
a  league. 

Tork  and  Williams  were  executed,  and 
confefled  that  Ibarra  had  promised  them 
40,000  florins  if  they  accomplilhcd  their 
deftgn. 

H«rry  again  fent  Lomerrie  Into  England  to 
demand  fuccours  j  he  threatened  the  Queen, 
who  appeared  cold  to  the  intereft  of  Henry. 

July*  The  Spaniards  made  a  defcent 
upon  England:  in  Devon/hire,  they  deftroyed 
Penxance  and  burnt  St.  PauPt  church. 

The  Hans  towns  complain  of  the  F.ng'tjh. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh  went  upon  a  fecond 
voyage  to  America,  but  reaped  no  great  ad- 
vantage. 

Nov.  19.  Pbinp  Hcward,  earl  of  Arun- 
del died  in  his  confinement  in  the  tower. 

The  year  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  captain  of 
the  Queen's  guards,  having  debauched  one 
of  the  Queen's  maids  of  honour,  was  in 
difgrace  at  court,  and  thereupon  undertook 
an  expedition  to  Guiana  in  South  America, 
to  difcover  a  gold  mine  he  had  received  fome 
intelligence  of  there  ;  he  returned  without 
crTe&ing  any  thing,  but  getting  a  little  trea- 
fure. 

Sir  Francis  Drake  and  Sir  John  Hawkins, 
with  a  fleet  of  men  of  war,  and  land  forces 
on  board,  alfo  made  an  attempt  to  furprife 
the  Spanijh  fettlements  on  the  litmus  of 
Darien,  and  actually  landed  a  body  of  forces 
under  the  command  of  Sir  Thomas  Bafker- 
ville,  with  a  deftgn  to  attack  Panama,  on 
the  South  fea,  where  the  treafurea  of  Peru 
where  lodged,  but  their  defign  was  difco- 
vered,  and,  the  Spaniards  were  fo  well  fortified 
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and  tkcir  towns  garrifoned,  or  rather  the 
Er.gfijb  were  lb  ftckly  when  they  came  to 
lie  on  fhore,  that  they  performed  nothing 
of  confequence,  and  thofe  two  brave  offi- 
cers, Drake  and  Hawkins,  beth  died  in  this 
expedition  againft  the  litmus  of  Darien* 

1 596.  The  Spaniard's  tuok  Cahii  from 
the  French,  after  a  fiege  of  twelve  days,  at 
which  <jucen  Elizabeth  was  alarmed,  and 
entered  into  an  alliance  often  five  and  dc- 
fenfive  with  France* 

An  earthquake  happened  thii  year  in 
Japan,  which  fwallowed  up  feveral  cities, 
anJ  fomc  thou  finds  of  their  inhabitants. 

Another  in  K<nrt  which  did  great  damage 
to  feveral  buildings,  and  killed  feveral  people. 

The  Puritans  pretend  to  work  miracles, 
and  particularly  10  caft  out  devils. 

The  country  fwarmed  with  rogues  and 
beggars  at  this  time,  infomuch  that  they 
laid  the  farmers  under  contribution  :  up- 
wards of  two  hundred  of  thefe  villains  were 
tried  at  the  affizes  in  Somerjctjhire,  of  whom 
lorry  were  condemned  for  felony  in  that 
county  only. 

Efizabetb  renewed  her  applications  to  the 
itates  for  payment  of  her  arrears. 

This  year  died  Sir  John  Puckering,  lord 
keeper  of  the  great  (eal,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  Sir  Thomas  Egcrton* 

Sefi.  15.  The  lord  high  admiral  Howard, 
and  the  earl  of  EJfex,  took  the  city  of  Cadiz, 
plundered  it,  and  deftroyed  the  (hips  in  the 
harbour:  the  damage  the  Spaniards  fuftain- 
ed  was  computed  at  twenty  miliions  of  du- 
cats. 

1597.  The  EngUJb  tlm  year  fitted  out 
a.  large  fleet,  commanded  by  the  earl  of 
EJfex  and  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  to  intercept 
the  galleons  in  their  return  from  America* 
and  narrowly  miffed  them  at  the  Azores, 
but  the  frequent  ftorms  and  mifunderftand- 
ing*  between  EJfex  and  Raleigh,  prevented 
their  engaging  in  any  other  enterprise. 

The  Spaniards  alfo  fitted  out  a  fleet,  with 
land  forces  on  board,  this  year,  to  invade 
Ireland,  and  join  the  rebels  there,  and  to 
make  a  defcent  on  the  coaft  of  Cornwall ; 
but  their  fleet  was  difperfed  by  a  ftorm,  and 
obliged  to  return  home  without  effecting 
any  thing. 

A  mifunderftanding  between  the  Queen 
and  the  Hant  towns  interrupted  the  trade 
with  Germany. 

Amiens  in  Piccardy  taken  by  the  Spa- 
niards, but  was  retaken  by  the  afiiftanceof 
the  EngHfh. 

Aag.  9.  The  prince's  EHzabetb,  eldeft 
daughter  to  the  king  of  Scotland,  born. 


Watches  were  this  year  firfr.  brought 
to  England  from  Germany,  when  one  was 
prefented  to  the  Queen. 

The  earl  of  Ejjex  was  offended  with  the 
court,  and  the  Queen,  to  aiTuagc  his  refent- 
ment,  created  him  earl  marfhal  of  EngLnd. 

The  parliament  met  the  14th  oiOttvber, 
and  a  bill  was  brought  in  for  regulating  the 
ccclefiaftical  courts,  but  the  Queen  forbid 
their  intermeddling  in  ccclefiaftical  affairs. 

39  Etiz.  Cap.  2.  Enacts,  that  ploughed 
land  laid  down  for  paflure,  Zhou  Id  be  con- 
verted in:o  tillage  again,  and  prohibited  the 
converting  arable  land  into  pafture. 

Cap.  1.  The  firft  ad  paffed  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  poor. 

Cap.  4.  Enacted,  that  houfes  of  cor- 
rection be  erected  in  every  county  for  the 
punifhment  of  vagabonds  and  fhirdy  beg- 
gars. 

Cap.  9.  T'he  carrying  away  any  maid  ot 
woman  againft  her  will,  having  lands  or 
goods,  or  being  heir  apparent  of  an  eftate, 
made  felony  without  clergy. 

Cap.  1  c.  Clergy  is  taken  away  from  fe- 
lons robbing  a  houfe,  or  outhoufe,  in  the 
day-time,  of  the  value  of  five  {hillings, 
though  no  perfon  be  therein. 

Cap.  26.  A  confirmation  of  three  fubfi- 
dies,  or  four  (hillings  in  the  pound  granted 
by  the  clergy. 

Cap.  27.  Three  fubfidies  and  fix  fif- 
teenths and  tenths  granted  by  the  laity. 

A  great  plague  in  Lenders  and  its  fuburbs, 
which  fwept  off  17,890  persons. 

1  598.  The  firft  whale  fi  fhery  eftablifhed 
by  the  Englijb,  was  began  this  year  at  Spits- 
bergen* 

The  French  king,  Henry  IV.  made  a  fe- 
parate  peace  with  Spain  without  the  Queen's 
knowledge  ;  whereupon  flic  reproached  him 
with  ingratitude  and  breach  of  faith. 

A  formidable  infurrcction  happened  in 
Ireland ,  headed  by  the  earl  of  Tyrone* 

The  war  in  Ireland  being  ill  managed, 
the  Queen  propofed  to  EJfex  the  fending  Sir 
William  Kmwles  thither,  but  the  earl  not 
approving  of  him,  rudely  turned  his  back 
upon  her,  whereupon  fhe  gave  him  a  box 
on  the  ear,  and  bid  him  Go  and  be  hangd\ 
whereupon  he  left  the  court  in  a  great  paf- 
fion,  but  made  his  fubmiflion  foon  after, 
and  was  reftored  to  favour. 

This  year  died  the  lord  treafurer  Cecil, 
(Baron  Burleigh )  in  the  78th  year  of  his 
age.  He  had  great  fhare  in  the  adminiftra- 
tion  forty  years,  and  went  off  with  ap. 
plaufe  at  laft. 

The  Queen  made  a  new  treaty  with  the 
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Dutch,  by  which  ihc  w«  cafed  of  an  an- 
nual charge  of  ixo,ooo/. 

Hairy  demanded  fuccours  of  Elizabeth, 
who  refufed  to  aid  him  i  he  threatened  to 
make  peace  without  her,  but  flic  juftificd 
her  conduct  from  the  words  exprcilcd  in  the 
treaty. 

The  king  of  Scots  infiftcd  to  be  declared 
fuecetibr  to  Elimabetb. 

A  confpiracy  was  difcovered  again  ft  the 
Queen,  and  one  Edward  Sfuire  was  taken 
up  for  putting  poiibn  in  the  pummel  of  her 
fcddlc. 

Philip  II.  king  of  Spain,  died  this  year  of 
a  moft  dreadful  death,  being  devoured  by 
lice,  which  fwarmed  from  innumerable  ul- 
cers in  all  parti  of  his  body,  having  juft 
before  married  his  daughter  Ifabel  to  the 
archduke  Albert,  and  given  him  w;th  her 
the  Nether/aids  as  her  dowry. 

Sir  Thomas  BodJey  rebuilt  and  furnifhed 
the  public  library  at  Oxford  with  a  vaft  col- 
lection of  booki  and  maoufcripu  from  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

Lord  George  Clifford,  earl  of  Cumberland, 
fitted  out  a  fleet  ot  men  of  war,  and  plunder- 
ed the  iiland  of  Porto  Rice.  Othrr  adven- 
turers attacked  the  Spanijb  fettlements  in 
the  iVeA  Indus,  but  found  the  Spaniards 
better  fortified,  and  more  upon  their  guard 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 

The  Queen  being  pretty  much  at  leifure 
at  this  time,  diverted  her felf  with  tranllat- 
ing  Horace,  and  other  c  to  flics. 

This  year  died  that  celebrated  poet, 
Edmund  Sptn&r,  a  native  of  London,  but 
educated  at  Cambridge ;  he  had  been  fecre- 
tary  to  lord  Grey,  deputy  of  Ireland. 

1599.  Xing  James  fent  Elinaheth  word, 
that  there  were  12,000  men  preparing  in 
Spain  to  land  in  Ireland. 

Tyrone,  the  Ir'tfk  rebel,  defeated  the 
Mnglifb  forces,  commanded  by  Sir  Henry  Bag- 
nal,  who  was  killed  in  the  battle,  where- 
upon the  whole  province  of  Mvnjier  revolt- 
ed to  him,  and  he  invited  the  Spaniards  to 
nuke  a  deicent  in  that  kingdom,  and  join 
frins.  The  Queen  made  the  earl  of  Ejfex 
lord  lieutenant  of  that  kingdom,  and  lent 
,him  over  thither  with  an  army  of  20,000 
m caT to  reduce  Tyro**,  but  he  managed  the 
war  faintly,  and  made  a  truce  with  Tyr- 
one, for  which  the  Queen  reproved  him, 
and  he  returned  to  Englaxd  to  jufttfy  his 
conduct,  but  was  confined  to  his  houfc  and 
made  to  fubantt.  In  the  mean  time,  [1600] 
Tyrone  broke  the  truce,  over-run  all  the 
country,  and  acted  as  fovcrcign  of  Ire/and ; 
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of  Ireland,  and,  with  the  afliflanee  of  Si* 
Ed-ward  Blaney,  reftored  the  Engfijb  affairs 
in  the  north.  The  Earl  appointed  the  ear| 
of  Southampton  his  lieutenant-general. 

i6co,  Aug.  5.  A  confpiracy  again  ft  the 
King  of  Scots  was  formed  by  the  Rutbi/cns* 

The  Queen  raifed  great  fums  on  the 
nobility,  by  making  them  pay  fines  for 
iuch  crown  lands  as  they  enjoyed,  to 
which  they  ceuJd  not  make  out  a  clear 
title. 

A  treaty  of  peace  between  England  and 
Spain  was  entered  upon  this  year  at  Bi* 
hgne,  but  the  Queen  refufing  to  abandon 
tnc  Dutch,  it  came  to  nothing. 

The  Englifk  and  Dutch  gave  the  Spa- 
niards a  great  defeat  before  Newport  in 
Flanders,  where  9000  of  the  latter  were 
(lain. 

The  Englijb  Eafl-Ind'i*  company  v?al 
erected  this  year,  a:  A  they  eitablifhcd 
factories  at  China,  Japan,  India,  Ambay 
na,  Java,  and  Sumatra*  This  voyage 
coft,  upon  their  firft  out-fit,  in  mips,  goods, 
ice.  72,000/. 

The  Tope  publithed  his  bulls  to  exclude 
king  James  from  the  throne  of  K»el<ir>d, 
and  at  the  fame  time  there  was  a  con- 
fpiracy by  the  Cowries  (whofe  father  bad 
been  put  to  death  for  high  trcafon  in 
Scot/and)  to  murder  the  King  ;  and  he 
efcaped  very  narrowly  by  his  fervanti 
breaking  into  the  room,  and  killing  the 
Cowries,  as  they  were  about  to  commit  the 
fact. 

IVince  Charles  (afterwards  king  Chalet 
I.)  was  born  at  Dsm/ermJine,  in  &<tW, 
November  19. 

An  earthquake  happened  at  Ptrtt>  &«'• 
The  earl  of  Effex  was  deprived  of  hit 
places,  and  retired  to  the  country,  but  foon 
after  returned  to  London,  and  entertained 
all  thofe  who  were  di  (aff  ected  to  the  go- 
vernment :  he  endeavoured  alfo  to  bring 
the  king  of  Scots  over  to  his  party,  and 
fpake  contemptuouily  of  the  Queen*  He 
courted  both  papifls  and  puritans,  and 
hired  fuldiers  to  defend  his  houfe,  enter* 
ing  into  a  confpiracy  to  fetae  the  Queen 
and  court,  and  take  the  tower.  Being 
commanded  to  attend  the  council,  he  re- 
futed, aifcroUed  his  friends,  and  fortified 
Fffex-houfe  ;  four  of  the  privy  council  be- 
ing fent  thither,  to  enquire  into  the  rea- 
fon  of  this  conduct,  he  imprifoncd  them, 
and  fallicd  out  into  the  city»  but  no- 
body joining  him,  he  was  proclaimed  a 
traitor,  and  returning  to  his  houfe,  he 
and  his  friend,  the  earl  of  $6*tbar.pf*t 
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were  made  prisoners,  and  committed  to 
tlx  cower. 

1 60 1,  Feb.  19.  Ejfex  and  Soutbamptoa 
were  brought  to  their  trial  before  their 
peers,  and  convicted  of  high  treaibe,  in 
confpiring  agaiuil  the  Queen,  and  break- 
ing out  into  open  rebellion,  and  Ejjcx 
was  beheaded  in  the  tower  on  tjie  »5th 
of  February. 

Ct*f9  his  fecretary,  Merrick^  his  tow- 
ard, Sir  Cbriftapbtr  Blunt ,  and  Sir  Robert 
Danvtrtj  his  accomplices,  were  executed 
fome  few  days  after. 

The  Queen  granted  a  charter  to  the 
earl  of  Cumberland  and  si  5  knights,  to 
perfoc  voyages  to  the  Eaft~Ufui.  Up- 
on the  return  of  their  firft  voyage,  they 
took  pojieffion  of  the  island  of  St.  He 

Dec.  The  ambaflador  from  the  king  of 
Scot  1  congratulated  the  Queen  upon  the 
discovery  of  the  plot,  which  he  had  rea- 
iojy  to  go,  if  it  be  true  that  EJfex  had  an 
latent  ion  to  ufurp  the  throne  of  Eng- 
land, ai  fome  fugged,  though  king  James 
apprehended  EJfex  was  in  his  inierclt,  and 
accordingly  preferred  his  friends  when  he 
ctfne  to  the  crown. 

Elizabeth  added  2000/.  a  year  to  Jammi 
pcatHMi. 

26c  i.  The  tenth  and  laft  parliament 
of  this  reign  met  on  the  17th  of  QSzbcr. 

a\  bill  was  brought  in  to  prevent  the 
riding  in  coaches,  it  being  fuggefted  that 
this  contributed  to  render  gentlemen  in- 
active and  effeminate  ;  but  it  was  dropped. 

It  was  rciulved  that  a  fhcritT  could  no* 
be  elected  knight  of  the  mire  for  hit 
own  county,  but  that  he  might  be  made 
fheriff  after  he  was  elected.

aoyfioc/*  and  the  dnnblc  fifteenths  to 
6c, 000/.  the  total  i6o,ocoJ.  whereat  the 
<^gc<:n  had  fpent  300,000/.  in  the  Irijb  war. 

Sir  Walter  RaU\th  obfenrei,  on  this  oc- 
caJion,  that  the  eftatC3  of  the  nobility  and 
gentry,  which  ware  charged  at  thirty  or 
torcy  pounds  in  the  Queen's  books,  were 
sao*  charged  at  a  hundredth  part  of  the 
value,  laggefling  that  this  was  tht 
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reafon  the  fubfidics  raifed  fb  little  j  and 
he  moved»  that  as  the  jufKces  of  peace 
were  fcarce  any  of  them  rated  above  eight 
or  ten  pounds  a  year,  they  might  be  ad- 
vanced to  twenty  pounds  0«r  ana.  at  leafr, 
which  was  the  qualification  required  bf 
the  ftatute  for  a  jurt ice  of  peace  ;  but  the 
gentlemen  were  wife r,  it  forms,  than*  to 
alter  the  rate  of  taxation,  and  leave  them* 
felves' liable  to  be  taxed  at  the  rack-rent, 
as  the  zealous  men  in  the  midland  coun- 
ties did,  in  the  reign  of  Wtltimm  JIT. 

The  parliament  however,  granted  four 
entire  fubtidies,  and  eight  fifteenths,  which 
is  the  largeft  fupply  that  was  given  in 
this  reign,  though  when  they  gave  three 
fobfidtes  snd  fix  fifteenths,  they  provid- 
ed that  even  that  fljould  never  he  drawn 
into  example. 

Monopolies  came  next  under  debate. 
Thefe  were  patents  granted  to  fome  parti- 
cular fubjeets  to  engrofs  alraoft  every  branch 
of  trade,  the  grantees  not  fufFering  any  per- 
fon  to  make  or  fell  the  goods  mentioned  in 
their  refpeflive  patents,  and  letting  what 
price  they  pleaicd  upon  their  good*,  info- 
much  that  fait,  one  of  thefe  monopolies, 
was  raifed  from  fourteen  pence  to  fourteen 
millings  a  bufhel ;  brandy,  vinegar,  fpirits, 
leather,  and  other  articles,  in  proportion} 
which  patents  were  cither  obtained  for  mo- 
ney, or  given  to  the  Queen's  officers  and 
fcr'vants,  (Sir  Walter  Raleigh  particularly  ; 
had  a  patent  for  the  fole  vending  of  tin.) 
Thefe  monopolies  had  been  complained. of 
in  parliament,  and  promifed  to  be  vacated 
four  years  before,  and  fome  had  been  re- 
vcrfed,  but  many  more  continued.  It  was 
now  therefore  moved  to  have  them  revoked, 
send  the  patentees  punifhed  for  their  extor- 
tions. 

Sir  Froth  Baront  on  the  other  himd>  in- 
fitted,  that  the  Queen  had  a  right  to  grant 
thofe  monopolising  patents,  and  by  a  now 
ob/fante might  even  fufpend  the  penal  laws  ; 
and  moved,  that  as  it  was  a  matter  which 
touched  her  Majeffy's  prerogative,  they 
mould  proceed  by  way  of  petition  to  her, 
and  not  by  bill. 

After  which  a  lift  of  thirty  or  fcrty  mo- 
nopolies beimr  read  in  the  houfe,  a  member 
,  demanded  if  there  was  not  a  patent  for 
making  of  bread  ?  at  which  fome  courtiers 
exprefTiing  their  refctrtment,  he  replied,  if 
bread  was  noramongft  them,  it  would  fhort- 
ly,  if  a  ftop  was  not  put  to  the  grievance. 

The  Queen  underftanding-  what  a  fer- 
ment the  Boufe  was  in  on  this  occaflon,  did 
not  ftay  till  fcc  was  addled,  but  fent  a 
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meffage  to  the  houfe,  acquainting  them  that 
fcveral  petitions  had  been  prefented  her 
againft  monopolies,  (but  took  no  notice  of 
the  debates  in  the  hoUTe)  and  declared  me 
was  fcnfibly  touched  with  the  people's  griev- 
ances, exprelfing  the  utmoft  indignation 
againft  thofe  who  had  abufed  her  grants, 
and  appealed  to  God  how  careful  (he  had 
ever  been  to  defend  them  again  ft  oppref- 
fion,  and  promifed  they  (hould  be  revoked. 
Secretary  Cecil  added,  her  Majefty  was  not 
apprised  of  the  ill  tendency  of  thefe  grants 
when  (he  made  them,  and  hoped  there 
would  never  be  any  more  :  at  which  the 
houfe  in  general  faid,  Amen,  The  Secretary 
(hewed  his  indignation,  however,  at  the 
prefumption  of  the  people  without  doors, 
in  taking  notice  of  the  debates  of  the 
houfe,  and  cried  out  as  he  patted  the  (beets, 
Cod  prifper  thofe  that  are  againji  montjp'dia. 

A  proclamation  being  publimed  foon  af- 
ter for  revoking  the  faid  patents,  the  houfe 
attended  her  majefty  in  a  body  with  an  ad- 
drefs  of  thanks. 

In  anfwer  to  which,  the  Queen  faid,  (he 
de fired  to  live  no  longer  than  to  fee  their 
profperity;  that  (he  never  fct  her  pen  to 
any  grant  which  was  not  reprefented  to  her 
to  be  for  the  good  of  her  fubjects  j  that 
(he  was  extremely  obliged  to  thofe  who  had 
moved  for  a  redrefs  of  thefe  grievances  ;  (he 
would  never  fufter  oppreflions  to  be  privi- 
leged under  colour  of  her  patents,  it  was 
beneath  her  royal  dignity ;  when  (he  was 
apprized  of  it,  (he  could  give  no  reft  to  her 
thoughts  till  it  was  reformed,  nor  (hould 
they  efcape  punifttment,  who  had  oppreifed 
her  people  under  colour  of  her  authority. 

In  the  debates  on  the  bill  for  the  better 
obfervation  of  the  fab  bath,  and  the  giving 
the  juftices  of  peace1  a  power  of  levying  the 
forfeiture  of  a  (hilling  for  not  coming  to 
church,  fome  fevere  reflections  were  made 
on  the  juftices  of  peace,  as  that  they  traf- 
ficked with  their  commiflions,  and  every 
penal  ftatute  they  were  empowered  to  exe- 
cute, was  as  beneficial  to  them,  as  a  tax 
for  their  maintenance. 

A  complaint  was  made  in  this  parliament 
of  the  Dunkirk  privateers,  or  rather  pirates, 
which  now  firft  began  to  annoy  the  Entrli/b 
merchants,  and  had  the  impudence  to  tor- 
ture and  put  to  death  their  mariners  $  a 
poor  little  town  that  could  man  but  two 
(hips  at  firft,  but  were  now  increafed  to 
twenty,  they  landed  upon  the  Rnglijb  coaft, 
and  carried  off  the  very  harveft  men.  A  mo- 
tion was  therefore  made  for  fupprefling 
ihcm.    Another  motion  was  made  againft 


exporting  iron  ordnance  to  Spain,  Gerrhsnj, 
and  Dunkirk.  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  obfervedj 
that  lormerly  one  Engli/b  (hip  was  a  match 
for  ten  Spaniards,  bur  fince  they  had  been* 
fupplied  with  our  ordnance,  a  Spanijb  (hip 
was  equal  to  one  of  England* 

The  laft  thing  done  in  this  parliament 
was  a  collection  for  the  poor,  as  was  ufual 
in  thofe  times  at  the  end  of  a  feftion,  out 
of  which  the  chaplain  of  the  houfe  had 
ten  pounds,  and  the  fcrjeant  thirty ;  the 
reft  was  diftributed  to  the  prisoners  in  the 
two  counters,  Ludgate  and  Newgate,  and 
the  prifoners  in  Soutbwark  and  JVefiminfier,

March  18.  Sir  Cbripopber  Blunt  and  Sir 
Char  In  D  avert  were  beheaded  on  Tower  - 
bill,  as  accomplices  of  the  earl  of  EJfex. 

Sett.  The  rebels  in  Ireland  received  an 
aid  from  Spain,  but  the  Lord-Deputy  drove 
Tyrone  to  great  (traits,  and  the  Spaniards 
returned. 

Several  of  the  earl  of  EJex's  accomplice* 
were  executed,  and  others  pardoned  by  the 
Queen. 

The  Scots  fent  ambavTadon  to  the  Queen, 
to  clear  up  a  charge  that  Jama  had  aJfifted 
the  Irifo  rebels. 

The  Spaniards  land  4000  men  near  Kin- 
fale  in  Ireland,  on  the  23d  of  September,  and 
took  pofteftion  of  that  town,  and  were  fol- 
lowed by  a  reinforcement  of  a 00c  more. 
They  joined  Tyrone,  the  general  of  the  Iri/b 
rebels,  but  the  lord-deputy  Mountjoy  fur* 
prized  their  army  in  the  night-time,  and 
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intifely  defeated  them  j  he  afterwards  com- 
pelled the  garrifon  of  Kin  fait  to  furrender, 
by  the  articles  whereof,  the  Spaniards 
agreed  to  furrender  all  other  places  in  their 
poflrfljon,  and  to  evacuate  the  kingdom, 
which  they  did  foon  after  ;  and"  Tyrcne 
being  obliged  to  furrender  at  difcretion  the 
year  following  he  was  carried  by  the  Lord 
Deputy  in  triumph  to  Dublin,  after  he  had 
been  eight  years  in  rebellion* 

The  archduke  of  Avflria  made  advances 
for  a  peace,  but  the  Queen  rejedled  them  ; 
ihe  fufpended  the  States  annual  payment 
fur  two  years,  and  allowed  them  to  raife 
7000  men  in  England. 

This  year  died  Henry  Herbert)  earl  of 
Pembroke,  alfb  lord  rVtlkugkby. 

Dec.  19.    The  parliament  was  diffblved. 

1602.  Sir  Robert  Mattftl  with  three 
fhips  defeated  fix  Spanijb  gallics  ;  he  funk 
two  and  took  one. 

A  quarrel  happened  between  the  Jefuits 
and  fccular  pricfts,  and  the  Q^e?n  iU'ued  a 
proclamation,  banifhing  the  jefuits  from 
the  kingdom.

The  Queen  being  taken  ill  the  begin- 
ning of  January,  intimated  her  define  that 
ihe  king  of  Scots  Should  fucceed  her,  in 
which  the  whole  nation  feemcd  to  concur, 
xSo  mention  being  made  of  the  Suffolk  fa- 
rhily,  whom  her  father,  Henry  VlII.  had 
appointed  to  fuececd,  on  the  death  of  his 
daughter  Elizabeth  without  itTue.  She 
feemed  concerned  that  all  her  fubjefts  were 
making  their  court  to  the  king  of  Scotland 
in  her  life- time,  and  that  her  intimate 
friends,  whom  the  had  moil  favoured,  would 
fcarce  afford  her  their  company,  when  her 
cafe  became  defperate.  She  expired  the 
i^th  of  Match,  1663,  and  was  buried  in 
tVtfiminper  abbey,  on  the  *8th  of  April, 

with  great  magnificence,  at  the  expence 
•of  1 7,418/'  as  her  fucceflbr  directed,  in  his 
letter  to  the  lords  of  the  council.  She 
died  in  the  70th  year  of  her  age,  and  the 
45th  of  her  reign.

1 603.  T  A  M  E  S,  the  fon  of  Henry  Stuart 
J  lord  Damhy,  and  Mary  queen  of 
Scots  (the  only  child  of  James  V.  king  of 
Sib:;,  who  was  fon  of  James  IV.  and  Mar  - 
rare:  his  queen,  the  eldcft  daughter  of  Henry 
VII.  king  of  Engljnd,)  fuccccded  to  the 
crown  by  hereditary  right,  as  well  as  the 
appointment  of  queen  Elizabeth  ;  but  con- 
trary to  an  a£t  of  parliament  of  Henry  VIU. 
empowering  that  King  to  limit  the  fucccf- 
tion,  on  failure  of  iflue  of  his  daughters 
Mary  and  EUzalak,  to  whom  he  thought 
lit  j  for,  in  purfuancc  of  that  power,  king 
Htnry  VIII.  by  his  laft  will,  appointed  the 
iflue  of  hisyoungeft  filter,  Mary,  by  Charles 
Brandon,,  duke  of  Suffolk,  to  (uccecd  to  the 
crown }  "but  for  reafons  belt  known  to 
thcmfclves,  the  Suff.ik  family  waved  their 
claim,  and  have  conflantly  fworn  aHvfiJance 
to -the  Scotch  line. 

March  24.  James  was  proclaimed  king 
by  the  council. 

Sir  Charles  Percy  and  Tbzmas  Somcjet 
were  fent  to  James  to  notify  the  Queen's 
de?th,  and  many  pcrfvns  went  to  Scotland 
to  pay  their  refpc&s  CO  his  MajcAy.

2ames  I.  being  the  firft  pcrfon  on  whom

The  King  made  200  knightf  at  his  ar- 
rival at  LorJct,  and  in  his  journey  thither. 
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Jamn  rtfofcd  to  go  Into  mourning  for 
the  late  Queen,  and  would  not  fuller  any 
mourning  at  court. 

The  King  received  the  earl  of  EJfex'% 
enemies  but  coidy. 

Sir  Robert  Cecil,  feeretary  of  ftate,  was 
devoted  to  James  before  the  Queen's 
death. 

The  King  carefles  the  Hjtcard  family. 

Hugh  O'Neal,  earl  of  Tyrcne,  who  hid 
for  many  vears  commanded  the  Iriflt  rebels, 
being  broaght  prifoncr  to  London  about  this 
time,  by  the  lord  Afoun^n,  v*  as  pardoned.

JJrt-  '4»  A  conference  waa 
held  at  Hampton -court,  in  the  King's  pre* 
fence,  between  the  Epifcopal  divines  and 
the  Puritans. 

A  new  fcranflation  of  the  bible  was  or- 
dered, being  the  fame  as  is  in  ufu  at  thia 
day. 

A  proclamation  was  ilTucd  for  baniining' 
priefts  and  jefuits.

The  Pope  adds  new  conditions  to  the  dlf- 
panfation  of  the  marriage,  which  was  fent 
to  the  King. 

The  prince  of  Wales  fwears  to  the  arti- 
cle* at  the  court  of  Spain. 

The  King  makes  a  declaration  in  favour 
of  the  Roman-catholics. 

The  bifhop  of  Cbalccdtn  came  into  Eng- 
land to  exerafe  jurifdiction  over  the  Ca- 
tholics, snd  a  ch?pel  was  began  to  be  built 
at  St.  Jama's  for  the  Infanta's  ufc. 

The  piiacc  ufes  artifice  to  leave  Madrid 
without  caufing  fufpicion  in  the  court.

1623-4,  Feb, 1 9,  A  fourth  parliament  was 
called,  an!]  the  proceedings  in  the  Spanijk 
match  laid  before  them,  who  approved  of 
the  duke  of  Buckingham" %  conduct. 

They  give  the  King  a  fupply  to  declare 
vt,t  againft  Spain  and  the  Emperor. 

The  aid  granted  to  the  King  was  three 
fifteenths  and  tenths  from  the  laity,  and 
four  entire  fubfidies  from  the  clergy.

The  parliament  favoured  the  Duke*s  pro- 
ceedings, and  add  re  fled  the  King,  and  ad- 
vtfed  him  to  break  off  the  Spanijb  match, 
which  he  did.

The  prople  exprefied  great  joy  at  the 
breaking  oft'  the  Stanifb  marriage.  .

Janet  I.  by  the  lady  Anne,  daughter  of  Fre- 
derick II.  king  of  Denmark,  fucceeded  to  the 
crown  on  the  demife  of  his  father. 

May  11.  King  Cbar lei's  marriage  with 
the  priocefs  Henrietta'- e\faria,  yoongeft 
daughter  of  Henry  IV.  of  France,  was  fo- 
irmniced  at  Parit,  the  duke  of  Cbevertnx 
;  as  the  King's  proxy. 


June  13.    The  Queen  landed  at  Dcver, 
where  me  was  met  by  his  Majefly,  and  con- 
ducted the  fame  day  to  Canterbury,  when 
the  marriage  was  confommated  that  night. 
June  16.    Their  Majesties  arrived  in 


London. 


A  great  plague  at  this  time  in  London, 
which  fwept  away  35,417  perfons. 

Buckingham  became  a  favourite  with  the 
new  King. 
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June  18.  The  firft  parliament  in  this 
reign  met  at  Wefinurfier,  and  hit  Majefty 
and  the  Lord  Keeper  each  or"  them  made  a 
fpeech  to  both  houfes. 

Dr.  Montague  proceeded  againft  by  the 
commons,  for  hit  book  called  An  appeal  to 
Carfar. 

lames  having  promifed  Trance  five  or  fix 
lailof  mips  to  be  employed  againft  the  Ge- 
nocjc,  Lewis  demanded  them  of  Cbarlis,  to  be 
employed  at  thefiegcof  Rtc  belle',  they  were 
fene  under  the  command  of  vice  admiral 
Peningtan,  but  the  mariners  all  deferted, 
rcfuOng  to  ferve  again  ft  it. 

The  parliament  being  adjourned  from 
Wtflmhifitr  the  nth  of  Jyfy,  on  account 
•f  the  plague,  met  at  Oxford,  Aug.  1 . 

The  commons  granted  the  King  two 
fubfidics. 

The  parliament  petitioned  the  King 
again  11  recufants. 

Cbarki  thought  the  commons  encroached 
upon  his  prerogative}  in  the  cafe  of  Monta- 
gue, which  he  brought  before  the  council. 

Laudt  biihop  of  St,  David's,  reckoned 
the  head  of  the  Arminians. 

The  charges  of  the  war  was  computed  at 
700,000/.  a  year. 

The  parliament  complained  of  the  duke 
of  Buckingham)  and  the  bilhops  Utile  and 
Laud. 

Montague  was  fummcned  a  fecond  time 
before  the  houfe  of  commons,  and  feverely 
reprimanded. 

The  commons  made  a  declaration  before 
the  King  diflolved  the  parliament. 

Aug.  12.  The  parliament  having  re- 
fufed  to  fettle  the  revenue  of  tunnage  and 
poundage  on  his  Majefty  for  more  than  one 
year,  or  to  grant  fupplie*  furncient  to  main- 
tain the  war  with  Spain  \  and  employing 
their  time  in  rinding  out  grievances,  and 
arraigning  the  conduit  of  t.  e  King's  mi- 
nifters,  particularly  of  the  duke  of  Buck' 
irghant)  they  were  this  day  diflolved,  not 
having  fet  three  weeks  both  at  Weftm\#flcr 
and  Oxfird,  nor  having  palled  a  tingle 
a£t. 

The  parliament  having  made  no  provi- 
sion for  the  civil  lift,  the  Spanijb  war,  or 
the  guard  of  the  Teas,  the  King  found  him- 
ieif  under  a  neceflity  of  ordering  the  offi- 
cers to  continue  to  collect  the  ufual  duties 
fettled  on  hrs  prcdecclTors,  by  his  own  au- 
thority. 

The  King  entered  into  an  often  five  and 
defenftve  alliance  with  Ihlland  againft 
Spain,  to  which  France  and  Dtnn:ark  ac- 
ceded. 


A  R  L  E  S  I. 

Charles  fent  8coo  men  to  Pfymeutb,  t» 
embark  for  an  expedition  againft  Spain. 

He  granted  a  commiflion  for  martial  law 
to  be  in  force. 

A  fleet  under  the  command  of  Sir  Ed- 
ward Cecil,  vicount  Wmbleteu,  admiral, 
and  the  earl  of  Effex,  vice-admiral,  being 
fent  to  bcfiege  Cadiz,  made  a  defcent  near 
that  city,  but  were  forced  to  re-embark 
their  troops  again  without  affecting  any 
thing,  it  being  too  late  in  the  year  for 
further  action. 

This  fleet  confirmed  of  eighty  good  Aipsj 
they  cruized  off  cape  St.  Vincent  to  meet 
tjie  Spanijb  plate  fleet,  but  milled  it,  and 
returned  very  fickly. 

The  King  extorted  loaas  from  bis  fub- 
jeets. 

The  privy  council  iflucd  out  warrants  to 
difarm  recufants,  and  the  bilhops  were  or- 
dered to  proceed  againft  paptfts. 

Miebaelmas  term  adjourned  from  Weflmir.- 
Per  to  Reading,  on  account  of  the  plague. 

Ocl.  30.  The  great  feal  was  taken  from 
biihop  fVilfiamt,  and  given  to  Sir  Tbomax 
Coventry,  who  wal  made  lord-keeper. 

Sir  Edward  Coke,  who  had  been  lord 
chief  juftice  of  England,  was  compelled  to 
fervc  as  high  fherin. 

1625*6,  Jan.  31.  All  perfons  of  forty 
pounds  a  year,  or  more,  were  ordered  to 
come  and  receive  the  order  of  knighthood. 

Feb.  2.  King  Cbarlct  I.  was  crowned  at 
rVefiminjicr  with  his  Queen,  by  arch  biihop 
Ab'ot  ;  his  Majefty  chofe  to  be  cloathed  in 
white,  rather  than  purple,  as  his  prede- 
ceflbrs  ufually  were  at  a  coronation. 

To  prevent  expence  and  the  increafe  of 
the  plague,  he  omitted  riding  in  fate  from 
the  tower  to  rVhittbalK 

Feb.  6.  The  fecond  parliament  in  this 
reign  met  at  Weflminfler. 

Committees  were  appointed,  one  for  re- 
ligion, one  for  redrefs  of  grievances,  and 
one  for  fecret  affairs. 

The  King  was  thanked  by  the  parlia- 
ment for  his  anfwer  to  the  petition  againft 
the  recufants,  and  the  King  fent  letters  to 
the  judges  of  the  circuit  to  proceed  againft 
them. 

The  commons  neglected  the  King's  af- 
fairs, and  proceeded  upon  the  grievances  of 
the  nation  ;  the  houfe  of  lords  foliated  the 
commons  in  vain. 

The  King  fent  a  meffage  to  the  houfe 
demanding  a  fupply,  and  they  voted  him 
four  fubfidics  and  three  fifteenths. 

The  earl  of  Brifid  and  bifhop  Williams 
not  being  fummoncd  to  parliament,  the 

lordt 
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lords  petitioned  his  Majefty  they  may  each 
of  them  have  a  writ  of  fummons,  which 
was  granted. 

Feb.  17.  A  conference  between  the 
bifhops  and  other  divines  concerning  Ar- 
sninianifm. 

Feb.  19.    A  fecond  conference. 

A  thankfgiving  for  the  abatement  of  the 
plague,  as  had  been  obferved  in  London  the 
19th  of  January  before. 

The  earl  of  Arundel  being  committed  to  the 
Tower  by  his  Majefty  during  the  fefli»n.of 
parliamentt  without  caufe  fhewn,  the  lords 
addrefs  the  King  to  difcharge  him  (looking 
upon  it  as  an  invafion  of  their  privileges) 
with  which  addrefs  his  Majefty  complied. 

Coaches  were  this  year  ufed  in  London 
by  the  gentry. 

The  inhabitants  of  Lender., 
&c.  were  commanded  by  proclamation  to 
keep  all  their  urine  throughout  the  year, 
for  making  fait  pctre. 

j  620.  Buckingham  %  conduit  was  ex- 
amined by  the  houfe,  and  one  Dr.  Turner 
moved  a  queftioh,  Whether  common  fame 
be  a  good  ground  of  proceeding  for  the 
houfe  ?  which  was  approved. 

The  King  demanded  juftice  of  turner, 
and  was  much  offended  with  the  commons. 

March  29.  The  King  fent  for  both 
houfes  to  Whitehall,  and  made  a  long 
fpeech,  which  the  commons  took  offence 
at,  and  make  a  rexnonftrance. 

Charles  confented  to  the  profecution  of 
his  favourite,  and  the  commons  acquainted 
the  Duke  with  their  defign,  who  avoided 
anfwering. 

April  9*  Sir  Francis  Bacon,  lord  Veruhtm, 
and  vifcount  of  St.  Albans,  died  at  lord 
AmneUr*  houfe  at  High  gate,  where  he  had 
been  about  a  week  upon  a  yifit,  being  then 
about  fixty-fix  years  of  age,  and  was  buried 
at  St.  Michael's  church  in  St.  Alien  s,  in 
purfuance  of  his  will. 

He  had  been  advanced  to  the  office  of  at- 
torney-general, which  he  executed  with 
great  applaufe.  He  was  afterwards  consti- 
tuted lord  keeper  and  then  lord  chancellor, 
in  which  high  ftation  being  charged  with 
taking  ruimberlrfs  bribes,  he  was  adjudg- 
ed by  his  peers  [May  3,  1620]  to  pay  a 
fine  of  4c,oco/.  to  bcimprifoneu  during  the 
King's  plcafure,  and  rendered  forever  inca- 
pable of  any  office  or  employment. 

The  King,  however,  relcafcd  him  from 
tbc  Tower,  and  fettled  a  fmaJl  penfmn  on 
him,  after  which  he  retired  to  his  cham- 
bers in  Gr*iy%t-Inn,  where  he  compofed 
ciofe  vcrlvS  that  will  render  bi;  mma  im- 


mortal. He  was  the  greateft  genius  of  tb« 
age,  but  the  moft  corrupt  judge  that  ever 
fat  in  the  court  of  Chancery.  He  left  neither 
wife  nor  child  behind  him,  which  makes 
bis  avarice  the  more  unaccountable. 

Articles  preferred  by  the  com  oh  ns  againft 
Mr.  Montaruc*  oneot  the  Kine  9  chouiains. 
fur  advancing  I'opiih  and  Arminian  tenets. 

Articles  of  high  tcafon  preferred  in  the 
houfe  of  lords  by  Sir  Robert  Heath,  the  at- 
torney general,  againft  the  earl  of  Brifiol, 
grounded  on  fomc  offences  committed  by 
the  Earl  in  hi»  ncgociating  the  match  be- 
tween the  prcfent  King  (while  Prince)  aud 
the  infanta  of  Spain. 

May  1.  Articles  were  exhibited  by  the 
earl  of  Brifiol  againft  the  duke  of  Bucking- 
ham, in  the  houfe  of  lords,  wherein  the 
Duke  was  charged  with  being  popifhly  af- 
fccled,  and  endeavouring  to  pervert  the 
Prince  (now  King)  to  the  ficmijb  religion* 
when  he  carried  him  into  Spain. 

The  King,  in  a  menage  to  the  lords,  af- 
ferted  the  Duke's  innocence,  of  his  own 
certain  knowledge. 

May  8.  Articles  of  impeachment  pre- 
ferred againft  the  duke  of  Buckingham, 
by  the  commons  for  feveral  high  crimes  and 


mtlJcmeanors,  committed 


1  nis  admini- 

ftration  ;  to  which  the  Duke  put  in  his 
anfwer. 

Sir  Dudley  Diggs  and  Sir  John  Elliot, 
two  of  the  members  of  the  commons,  who 
carried  up  the  impeachment  againft  the 
duke  of  Buckingham,  were  committed  to 
the  tower,  for  lome  obnoxious  expreflions 
that  fell  from  them  on  that  occafion,  (the 
fijft  begun,  and  the  other  ended  the  im- 
peachment) but  they  were  releafed  foon 
after,  and  explained  th.  mfclves. 

May  it.  The  King  went  to  the  houfe 
of  lords,  and  fpoke  in  favour  of  the  Duke. 

The  commons  requcflcd  the  lords  to  have 
the  Duke  taken  into  cuftody. 

The  Duke  was  chofen  chancellor  of  the 
un'tverfity  of  Cambridge,  at  which  the 
commons  were  offcndeJ. 

They  petition  the  King  concerning  Re- 
cufants,  and  prefented  a  lift  of  fifty-nine 
fufpetted  Papifts,  who  were  in  places  of 
truft. 

The  commons  made  a  remonftrance,  at 
which  the  King  published  a  proclamation 
forbidding  the  fame. 

The  King  prevented  the  Duke  front 
being  accufrd  in  the  Har-chambcr. 

Juvesi.  The  commons  rcraonftratinf 
apirsft  the  D-ikc's  continuing  in  the  ad- 
ministration, aaj  againft  the  King's  taking 
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tannage  and  poundage,  the  parliament  was 
diffolved  without  paffing  one  art ;  the 
fame  day  the  earl  of  Brijlol  wa*  again  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  and  the  earl  of  Arun- 
del confined  to  his  own  houfe. 

The  peers  employed  their  good  offices  to 
reconcile  the  King  and  commons,  and  pe- 
titioned him  to  allow  the  parliament  to  fit 
longer. 

A  proclamation  was  iffuod  nit  to  preach 
upon  the  points  of  Arminianifm  either  for 
or  againft  them. 

June  30.  A  declaration  ifTued,  con- 
taining the  caufes  of  his  Majcfty's  dif- 
fering the  two  lad  parliaments. 

An  order  of  council  ifTued  for  levying 
tannage  and  poundage,  till  confirmed  to 
the  King  by  parliament. 

The  King  raifed  money  by  die  of  the 
crown  lands,  by  loans  and  by  fhip  money. 

There  were  earthquakes  in  eift'erent  parts 
of  the  kingdom,  but  did  little  damage. 

July  i.  The  King  difmifled  the  Queen's 
Trend  fervants,  which  occafioned  a  war 
with  France. 

^uly  5.    He  ordered  a  general  faft  to  be 

Charles  raifed  the  Tailors  wages  from  four- 
teen to  twenty  (hillings  a  month. 

A  commifiion  was  ifTued  to  mutter  and 
arm  the  militia. 

This  year  dird  the  learned  Lancelet  An- 
drews, bifhop  of  Wmcbefler. 

The  Icing  c*\  Denmark,  Chariest  uncle, 
wai  defeated  by  count  Tilly  ,  which  obliged 
the  King  to  raifc  money  by  loans  to  afiift 
him. 

The  Papift*  contributed  freely  to  the 
loan,  but  the  Puritans  did  not. 

Off.  A  fleet  fent  to  the  relief  of  the 
Jtoebellert  was  difperfed  by  florins. 

Gentlemen  were  committed  forrefufing 
to  pay  the  money  required  of  them,  by  way 
of  loan,  for  the  King's  ferviee  ;  and  fome 
.  of  the  inferior  fort  were  prefied  for  foldiers 
on  their  refufal. 

In  order  to  fit  out  a  fleet,  the  maritime 
towns  were  commanded  by  council  t»  equip 
a  certain  number  of  veffcls.  The  city  of 
London  was  rated  at  twenty  (hips. 

Chief  juftice  Crew  was  removed,  on  ac- 
count of  oppofing  the  loan,  and  his  place 
was  given  to  Sir  Nhbafas  Hyde. 

Soldiers  were  quartered  in  private  houfes. 

The  doctrine  of  paflive  obedience  wis 
preached  by  Dr.  Sibrbcrp,  and  arch  bifhop 
Abbot  was  fufpended  for  refufing  to  licence 
bisfermons. 

The  parliament  afiembled  at  H'tjfminjler.

1626-  7.  A  letter  was  pubis  Ihed  at  th* 
calling  of  this  parliament,  under  the  title 
of  A  Speech  without  Doers. 

1627.  The  king  of  France  broke  the 
treaty  of  peace,  and  feized  on  120  En^Iijb 
(hips. 

Charles  declared  to  his  council  the  caufe 
of  his  making  war  with  France. 

March  31.  The  commons  petitioned 
againltrecufants. 

April  3.  The  commons  refolve  that  no. 
freeman  ought  to  be  confined  by  command 
from  the  King  or  privy  council,  unlefs  by 
due  courfe  or  warrant  of  law. 

The  King  •  fent  a  meffage  to  the  com- 
mons, that  he  was  willing  to  acqu'.efce  to 
any  bill  for  the  freedom  of  the  fubjeel,  upon 
which  the  commons  voted  him  five  fubfi- 
diei,  and  returned  dire&ly  upon  the  grie- 
vances. 

June  27.  The  duke  of  Buckingham, 
with  too  fail  of  ihipsof  all  forts,  and  7000^ 
land  forces  on  board,  fet  fail  from  Port/* 
mouthy  for  the  city  of  Rocbelle  in  France, 
where  being  refuted  admittance,  he  landed 
on  the  ifle  of  Rte,  but  not  being  able  to 
make  himiclf  matter  of  the  fort  La  Pre'e, 
he  returned  to  England  in  November,  with 
fome  dtfgrace,  having  loft  one  third  ot  hi* 
troops  without  affecting  any  thing. 

In  this  commifSon  to  Buckingham,  it 
was  exprefTed  thatth'rs  expedition  was  to 
reftore  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  his  family* 

Sir  John  Ellhr,  and  fcvcral  other  gentle* 
men  petitioned  for  their  releafe,  and  brought 
their  Habeas  Corpus,  but  were  remanded  to 
prifon. 

Numberlefs  complaints  were  raifed  againft 
the  government  and  the  duke  of  Bucking' 
bam. 

The  Duke  fearful  of  being  accufed,  was 
the  rirft  that  propofed  calling  a  parliament. 

1627-  8,  Jan.  An  order  of  council  waa 
ifTued  to  releafe  all  gentlemen  who  were 
imprifoned  on  account  of  the  loan,  twenty- 
fevenof  which  were  chofen  at  representa- 
tives to  ferve  in  the  parliament,  and  the 
loan  was  discontinued. 

His  Majefty  demands  Supplies. 

Mr.  Secretary  Coke  in  a  fpeech  to  the 
houfe  advifed  them  to  go  upon  the  fupplies. 

The  commons  petition  concerning  the 
billeting  of  foldiers  and  redrefs  of  grie-. 
vances.  Alfo  a  petition  of  right,  which 
they  infifced  upon  prefenting  as  a  bill. 

A  parliament  was  fummoned  to  meet 
the  17th  of  March. 

March  17.  The  third  parliament  of 
this  reign  met,  and  preferred  a  petition  of

That  men 
might  net  he  quartered  on  people  again  ft  their 
ttilh.  4*  That  no  ctmmi]f;or.i  fa  grans ed  for 
executing  martial  lata.  To  which  the 
King  anfwercd,  /  will  that  right  be  dene  ac- 
ceding to  the  laws  andcuftomt  of  the  realm. 

Thii  and  the  following  year  a  great  num- 
ber of  baronets  wxre  created. 

1628,  April  17.  A  fleet  under  the  com-* 
mini  of  the  earl  of  Denbigh,  fet  fail  from 
Plymouth,  for  the  relief  of  Rochelle,  but  re- 
turned without  effecting  any  thing. 

The  King  hindered  the  houfc  from  ad- 
journing to  Eafier,  and  prefled  the  com- 
mons for  a  f apply. 

The  commons  refolved  that  fupplies  and 
grievances  go  hand  in  hand. 

The  King  fent  a  threatening  mefftge 
t5  the  commons,  which  did  him  much  in* 
jory. 

April  28.  He  fent  for  both  houfes  to 
Whitehall,  and  made  a  fpeech  to  them  by 
the  Lord  Keeper. 

Many  mefiages  paffed  between  the  King 
aod  the  houfe  of  commons,  concerning  the 
fupplies,  grievances,  and  the  petition  of 
light. 

The  houfe  made  rcfolves  againft  the 
cuke  of  Buckingham,  arebbifhop  Laud  and 
Kile.  * 

The  King  acquainted  both  houfes  that 
the  comrniflion  for  railing  money  was  can- 
celled. 

June  7.  Both  houfes  addreflcd  Ms  Ma- 
jefFjr  for  a  fuller  anfwer  to  their  petition  of 
right,  whereupon  they  received  this  fatis- 
fiftory  anfwer,  via*.  Soit  fait  conme  il  eh 
iefre'.  J  ' 

The  commons  in  this  feffions  fell  upon 
Dr.  Man-waring,  for  his  arbitrary  doctrines, 
ind  he  was  fentenced  to  be  imprifoned,  and 
fufpended  for  three  years,  fined  1000/.  and 
to  nuke  his  fubmiflion,  which  he  did  with 
tears. 

June  1S.  Dr.  Lamh  being  mifraken  for 
a  dependant  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham**, 
was  murdered  by  the  London  mob,  for  which 
the  city  was  afterwards  fined. 

June  26.  The  commons  being  about  to 
remonftrate  againft  his  Majefry's  receiving 
tannage  and  poundage,  the  King  came  to 
the  houfe  of  peers,  and  having  paffed  the 
act  confirming  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
the  fubject,  (as  above  demanded)  and  two 
•ther  acts,  whereby  the  clergy  and  laity 
lefpectiirely  granted  five  entire  fubfidics, 
Vol.  J.

&c.  the  parliament  was  prorogued*  to  the) 
20th  of  Oflober,  and  then  by  proclamation 
to  the  10th  of  January  following.  , 

Soon  after  the  prorogation  of  parliament,' 
the  King  published  feveral  proclamations; 
one  to  fuppreft  Dr.  Mamoaringt  fermons, 
another  to  apprehend  the  bifhop  of  ChaJcedod 
and  all  the  Romijb  prices  and  jefuits,  who 
were  taken  and  fent  to  Newgate. 

The  King  appointed  cnmmiifiorierS  to 
compound  with  the  Recufants. 

Sir  Richard  Wefton,  a  known  Papift,  waf 
made  lord  treafqrer,  and  afterwards  earl  of 
Portland. 

Dr.  Laud  was  tnmflated  from  Bath  and 
Wellt  to  the  bifhoprick  of  London. 

Dr.  Montague,  who  had  given  offence  bf 
his  book,  was  promoted  to  the  fee  of  Chi~ 
chrjfer. 

Aug.  The  doke  of  Buckingham  being  at 
Portfmouth,  equipping  another  fleet  for  the 
relief  of  RocbelUj  was  ftabbed  by  John  Fr/- 
ton,  a  discontented  lieutenant. 

Sept.  8.  The  fleet  fet  fail  fbr  Rec  belle, 
under  the  command  of  Robert  earl  of  Lind- 
fey,  but  was  obliged  to  return  without  ef- 
fecting any  thing  j  Rochelle  was  taken,  and 
out  of  15400b  per  Cons  in  the  city,  only 
5000  remained  alirc,  being  ftarved  with 
fam  ine. 

Charfe  laufed  the  thirtjr-nine  articles  of 
the  church  of  England  to  be  publifhed. 

The  court  endeavoured  to  gain  the  favour 
of  the  parliament. 

Several  merchants  fefufirig  to  pay  tunnage 
and  poundage,  were  committed  by  the  pri- 
vy council,  and  their  goods  feized. 

Mr.  Chambers  being  committed  for  re- 
futing to  pay  the  duty  of  tunnage  and  poun- 
dage, brought  his  Habeas  Corpus,  and  was 
admitted  to  bail. 

Nov.  19.  John  Felt**  tvsls  executed  at 
Tyburn,  and  hanged  in  chains*  for  the  murv 
der  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham. 

1628-9,  Jan.  20.  The  parliament  metj 
and  fell  immediately  upon  their  grievances. 

Jan.  21.  The  King  made  a  fpeech  to 
both  houfes,  declaring  he  did  not  claim 
tunnage  and  poundage  as  of  right,  but,  dt 
bene  efe9  and  defired  it  might  be  fettled  on 
him,  as  on  his  ancestors* 

They  folicited  the  King  to  proclaim  a  fait, 
and  prefentcd  an  addrefs  of  apology  for  their 
preferring  the  affairs  of  religion  to  any 
other  article  of  bufinefc. 

The  commons  proceed  again  on  their 
grievances,  and  debate  concerning  the  in- 
creafe  of  Arminiana  and  Papifts.  And 
Mr.  Pym  moved,  that  a  covenant  might 
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be  taken,  to  maintain  their  religion  and 
rights. 

The  commons  declare  they  will  proceed 
upon  religion  before  the  bill  of  tunnagc  and 
poundage. 

Mr.  Oliver  Cromwell  informed  the  houfe 
of  the  bi&op  of  lVin(btjk<r%  countenancing 
Popery. 

The  officers  of  the  cu Horns  being  ques- 
tioned for  detaining  the  goods  of  parliament 
men,  fortunnage  and  poundage,  the  King 
fent  the  commons  a  melTagc,  that  what  the 
officer.*  did,  was  by  his  order. 

The  commons  vote  the  fcizing  Mr. 
RolJes's  goods  a  breach  of  privilege. 

Jjtt.  28.  The  King  forbid  the  com- 
mons to  meddle  with  religous  matters* 

Murcb  2.  The  fpeaker  being  called  up- 
on to  read  a  remonrtrance,  and  put  the 
queftion,  faid  he  dared  not,  the  King  hav- 
ing commanded  the  contrary  ;  and  endea- 
vouring to  leave  the  chair,  was  held  in  by 
force,  and  the  doors  locked,  till  a  protec- 
tion was  read,  "  That  whoever  mould 
bring  in  innovations  in  religion,  or  feek  to 
bring  in  Popery  or  Arminianii'm  >  and  who- 
ever mould  advife  the  taking  of  tunnage  or 
poundage,  not  granted  by  parliament,  or 
that  mould  pay  the  fame,  mould  be  ac- 
counted enemies  to  the  kingdom." 

The  King  fent  for  the  ferjeant  nf  the 
houfe,  but  he  was  detained,  the  coors  being 
locked.  Then  he  fent  the  gentleman- u  flier 
of  the  black  rod  with  a  mertage,  but  he 
was  denied  admittance,  till  the  pro  t  eft  was 
read  j  after  which  the  houfc  in  coniufion 
adjourned  to  a  certain  day. 

March  5.  Warrants  were  iitucd  by 
the  privy  council  for  feizing  the  riotous 
members  of  the  common;  :  and  Mr.  lldlei, 
Mr.  Ccriton,  Mr.  John  Elliot,  an*  Mr.  Va- 
lentine, appearing  before  the  council,  rcfufed 
to  anfwer  for  what  was  faid  or  done  in  tho 
houfe,  and  were  thereupon  committed  clofe 
prisoners  to  the  Tower. 

March  10.  The  King  came  to  the 
koufe  of  peers,  and  in  a  fpecch  declared, 
that  the  feditious  behaviour  of  fume  of  the 
commons  obliged  him  to  diil'olve  the  parlia- 
ment, though  he  commended  the  beha- 
viour of  fome  members  of  that  houfc. 

The  parliament  was  ditTolved  after  he 
had  made  his  fpceeh,  without  fending  for 
the  commons  up,  or  any  one  a&  paiTed  this 
re/fion. 

The  King  publilhcd  a  declaration,  with 
his  reefons  for  diilUving  thik  parliament.

An  information  exhibited  in  the  Star- 
chamber  againir  the  members  in  cuiledy, 
Sir  John  Elliot,  Detttul  Holies,  Benja- 
min Valentine,  Walter  Long,  William  Cm- 
ton,  William  Strode,  JcbnSelHcn,  SirAf&x 
Htbart,  and  Sir  Peter  Hey  man,  for  their 
undutiful  fpceches  and  actions  in  the  late 
parliament. 

Mr.  Huntley,  a  parfon  in  Kent,  fummon- 
ed  before  the  high  com  million  court,  for  re- 
filling to  preach  a  vifitation  fcrmon. 

Trinity  Term.  The  members  of  parlia- 
ment who  were  committed,  brought  their 
Hab.  Corpora,  to  be  admitted  to  bail. 

Mu  b.  Term.  The  parliament-men  were 
offered  to  be  bailed  by  the  court,  on  giving 
fecurity  for  their  good  behaviour,  which 
they  refufed. 

Upon  an  information  in  the  King's 
bench,  they  plead  to  the  jurifdi&on  of  the 
court,  but  were  over-ruled,  and  afterwards 
adjudged  to  be  tmprifoned  during  the  King's 
plcafure.

A  fecond  Con  was  born  to  king 
Charles,  baptized  by  biihop  Laud  the  27th 
of  June,  and  named  Charley  afterwards 
king  of  England. 

A  bright  ftar  appeared,  and  /hone  all  that 
day. 

Dr.  Leigbtcu,  a  Scotchman,  profceuted  for 
pbiiihing  a  book,  intitlcd,  An  Appeal  tithe 
fakement ;  «r,  a  P/ea  againjl  prelacy  j  for 
which  he  was  fentenced  to  have  his  ears 
tut  off,  his  nofe  (lit,  &c .  which  was  exe- 
cuted upon  him  after  hit  having  long  re- 
futed to  make  any  fubmiflion. 

The  corporation  for  buying  in  impropria- 
ting to  be  beftowed  on  preaching  mini- 
vers, ^iflblvcd  for  breach  of truft. 

The  monopolies  of  (alt,  foap,  leather, 
coals,  pins,  &c»  were  deemed  great  ftretches 
of  the  prerogative  alfo,  and  nothing  but  the 
laft  neceflky  could  juftify  thefe  methods  of  . 
rsifing  money,  to  which  the  King  was 
reduced  by  the  commons  refuting  him 
any  fnpply,  even  for  the  fupport  of  bis 
houfhold. 

The  King  ordered  tunnsge  and  pound- 
are  ta  be  levied  with  great  rigour. 

Alderman  Chambers,  one  of  thofe  that 
rrfofed  to  pay  tannage  and  poundage,  was 
profecated  in  the  Star-chamber,  for  faying 
merchants  were  more  forewed  up  and 
wronged  in  England,  than  in  Turiey,  and 
fined  in  2000/. 

July.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  was  fent 
to  the  afliftance  of  GuRavn  Adolpbus,  king 
if  Szoedrnf  againft  the  Emperor,  in  order 
to  recover  the  Palatinate,  for  the  prince 
ruattr.tf  with  ocoo  men. 

A»p.  27.    Peace  proclaimed  with  Spain* . 

The  abovementiotted  Mr.  Huntley  brought 
his  action  againft  feveral  members  of  the 
hirh  con.miir.on  court,  whereupon  the 
King  commanded  the  judges  not  to  proceed 
»?ainft  them  9  but  the  judges  representing 
that  it  was  againft  law,  to  exempt  the  com- 
miflioBers  from  aafwering  Huntley s  action, 
lusMajefty  deftfted. 

Laud  in  the  consecrating  of  St.  Catlcrhtt 
Crit  church,  made  many  innovations  in 
the  fcrvice. 

The  King's  ordinary  revenues  notfufficing, 
ht  raifed  money  by  compounding  with  thofc 
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who  had  neglreted  te>  receive  the  honour  of 
knighthood  ;  thofe  that  were  worth  fifteen 
pounds  a  year  were  to  be  made  knights  ; 
thefe  compofitions  brought  the  King  above 
100,000/.  to  Hs  treafury. 

163  t,  April  25.  Menvin  lord  Audley, 
earl  of  Cafilehaven,  convicted  of  fodomy  and 
of  aflifting  in  a  rape  on  his  own  lady,  for 
which  he  was  beheaded  on  Trwer-tiff, 
May  14,  and  two  of  his  fervants  hanged  at 
Tyburn,  July  6. 

The  King  repaired  the  cathedral  church 
of  St.  Paulf  which  had  been  burnt. 

One  hundred  thoufand  pounds  was  col- 
lected this  year,  by  Dr;  Laud  bifhop  of 
Lcndon,  towards  the  repairing  and  adorning 
the  cathedral  of  St.  Paul. 

Sir  Robert  Cotton,  the  great  antiquary,  and 
founder  of  the  Cotrea  library,  died  this 
year. 

Sir  Giles  Arlington,  fentenced  by  the  high 
commifiion  court,  to  pay  J2,oco/.  for  mar- 
rying his  niece,  and  to  give  20,000/.  fecu- 
rity  not  to  cohabit,  or  be  in  private  with 
her. 

Nov.  4.  The  lady  Mary,  eldeft  daugh- 
ter to  king  Charles,  born,  who  afterwards 
married  the  prince  of  Or.mge\ 

Nov.  28.  A  court  of  chivalry  was  erected 
for  a  trial  by  combat,  between  the  lord 
Rea  and  David  Ramfry,  Efq. 

Three  doctors  in  divinity  of  the  univer- 
sity ot'  Oxford,  were  expelled  for  preaching 
againft  Arminianifm;  and  others  were  turn* 
cd  out  of  their  offices. 

1632,  EajlcrSTnm.  An  information  was 
brought  agatnft  the  city  of  London,  for  a 
riot  in  June  1628,  wherein  Dr.  Job <*  Lamb 
was  killed,  and  none  of  the  offenders 
taken  ;  the  city  conjejfing  the  offence,  was 
fined  15C0  marks. 

PjTt  of  London  bridge  burnt  down. 

Nov.  6.  Gvjlavus  Adelphus,  king  of 
Sweden,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Lutzirgcn. 

Nov.  29.  The  king  of  Bohemia  died, 
having  had  ifluc  by  the  princefs  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  king  James  I.  fix  fons  and  five 
daughters,  on  the  youngeft  of  which  daugh- 
ters, the  princefs  Scpbit,  and  her  iflue, 
the  crown  of  England  was  fettled  bv  par- 
liament, on  failure  of  iiTue  of  queen  Anne. 

Counfellor  Sberjield  profecutcd  for  break- 
ing a  church  window  in  Sali/bury,  on  which 
the  hiftory  of  the  creation  was  painted,  out 
of  his  seal  againft  pqpery,  for  which  he  was 
lined  500/.  by  the  Star-chamber. 

Dec.  2.  King  Charles  fell  ill  of  the 
fmall-pox.

>  June  18.  The  King  crowned  at  Holy- 
rsid  houfe,  by  t>r.  Sj*tfvroed  archbifliop  of 
St.  Andrews. 

June  20.  The  Scotch  parliament  met, 
and  were  diflblved  the  28th  of  June  with 
feme  difguft;  and  afterwards  the  lard 
Balmerino,  and  fome  other  members,  were 
profceuted  for  high  treafon. 

They  granted  him  the  largeft  fubfidy  that 
had  ever  been  given  to  any  king  of  Scotland, 
which  was  thirty  millings  on  every  oound 
worth  of  land  for  fix  years;  and  alio  the 
fixteenth  penny  of  all  annual  rents  or  id- 
bereft  of  money  for  fix  years. 

The  pting  pafled  two  acts  in  the  Scotti/h 
parliament  t  the  one  an  act  concerning  the 
King's  prerogative,  and  the  habit  of  the 
clergy ;  the  other  ratified  and  improved  all 
the  ftatutes  which  had  been  made  concern- 
ing the  liberties  and  franchifes  of  the  true 
church  of  God,  and  of  the  religion  at  prcfent 
profefled  in  the  kingdom. 

Thefe  a&s  produced  great  heats  and  dif- 
content  in  the  nation. 

The  King  erected  Edinburgh  info  a  bi- 
flioprick,  created  the  archbifliop  of  St. 
^flfrrwixhancellor  of  the  kingdom,  and 
admitted  feveral  other  prelates  to  feats  in 
the  privy  council. 

July  20.  The  King  arrived  at  Green' 
u>icb  from  Sect land. 

Aug.  3.  The  archbifliop  of  Canterbury 
died. 

Sett.  19.  Dr.  Laud,  bifliop  of  London, 
tranflated  to  the  fee  of  Canterbury, 

Off.  1 5.  King  Charles**  third  fon  born 
at  Samerfet-heufe,  and  baptized  by  the  arch  - 


bifliop  of  Canterbury  on  the  14th  of  the> 
fame  month,  by  the  name  of  Jama,  after* 
wards  king  Jatras  II. 

Off.  18,  The  declaration  for  allowing 
wakes  (or  the  feafts  of  dedication  of 
churches)  and  other  lawful  fports  and  n~ 
creations,  after  dif  ine  fervice  on  Sundays, 
revived,  and  ordered  to  be  read  in  churches. 

The  Puritans  were  persecuted  in  Eng- 
land, and  the  bifliop  of  Wincbefitr  appointed 
an  oath,  to  be  taken  by  the  church-war- 
dens, that  none  might  tfeape  their  en- 
quiry. 

1633-4,  Feb.  a.  To  congratulate  the  King 
on  the  birth  of  prince  Janus,  and  (hew  their 
deteftation  of  Pryut  libel,  the  four  ions  of 
court  presented  their  Majeftie*  with  a 
mafque  at  Whitehall. 

Mr.  Pryn  profecuted  in  the  Star-chamber, 
for  publhhing  his  book  called  Hjftrizmajiix, 
being  a  libel  on  the  administration  for  fuf- 
fering  and  countenancing  plays,  mafque- 
rades,  &c.  Pryn  was  fined  5000/.  expelled 
the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  and  Lincoln  %-tnn, 
difabled  to  profefs  the  law,  to  ftand  twice 
on  the  pillory,  lofe  his  ears,  and  remain  a 
prifoner  for  life :  whereupon  he  obtained 
the  name  of  Cat: 

Mr.  Se!den  maintained  the  fovereignty 
of  the  crown  of  England  in  the  friti/h  feaj, 
againft  Hugo  Grot  tut. 

1.634,  may  5.  For  maintaining  the 
fovereignty  of  the  narrow  feas,  writs  were 


iflued  tp  the  ports  and  maritime  counties 
for  fitting  out  (hips ;  whereupon  the  cityof 
of  London  petitioned  againft  them,  as  being 
exempt  by  their  ancient  privileges;  but 
they  were  obliged  to  fubmit,  and  the  other 
ports  fubmitted  by  their  example. 

Their  Majefties  made  a  progrefs  this 
year  through  the  north  of  England,  and 
were  fplendtdly  entertained  by  the  earl  of 
Newcafilt,  and  the  northern  nobility. 

Aug.  6.  Mr.  Nov,  attorney-general,  who 
was  deemed  the  contriver  of  the  writs  for 
levying  (hip-money,  died. 

Sept.  3.    Lord  chief  jufticc  Ceke,  died* 

Archbifliop  Laud  endeavoured  to  reduce 
the  church  to  an  univerfal  conformity  and 
regular  order,  but  met  with  great  oppo- 
fition. 

Laud  impofed,  upon  the  Walloon  and 
French  churches,  a  liturgy  which  they  did 
not  approve  ;  140  of  thefe  families  went 
into  Holland  and  were  received  kindly, 
and  exempted  from  excife  and  paying 
houfe  rent  for  feven  years  ;  they  taught  the 
Dutch  the  managing  of  the  woollen  nut 
nufaclory,  which  has  been  of  bad  confe- 
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qacnee  to  Er*land.  Thoufands  of  fami- 
recited  to  New  England. 

The  ftate  of  Ireland  was  reftored  and 
cftablifhed  by  the  lord  deputy  Wenvworth, 
and  a  canon  was  palled  in  the  convocation 
there,  for  an  agreement  between  the 
churches  of  England  and  Ireland,  in  the  pro- 
fertion  of  the  lame  chriftian  faith,  by  re- 
ceiving the  book  of  articles  of  religion 
agreed  in  the  Engfijb  convocation,  held  at 
London,  in  the  year  1562. 

The  Scotch  Puritans  began  this  year  to 
(arm  defigns  again  ft  the  government. 

The  Stoedei,  who  had  over-run  great 
part  of  Germany,  were  entirely  defeated  by 
the  Imferiajijrt,  under  the  command  of  the 
duke  ut'Lorrain. 

This  year  died  Sir  Sanders  Duncmne, 
who  brought  into  England  the  ufc  of  fedan 
chairs. 

1635.  Old  Parr  was  prefented  to  the 
King,  being  15a  years  of  age,  and  in  per- 
fect health;  he  died  at  London  the  15th  of 
November.  He  was  born  in  the  reign  of 
king  Edward  IV.  and  had  lived  in  the 
reigns  of  eight  kings  and  queens  of  Eng- 
land* 

Airy,  A  jreat  fleet  was  fitted  out  this 
fnmmcr,  under  the  command  of  the  earl 
of  Lindfey,  confifting  of  forty  fail  of  men 
of  war;  and  another  of  twenty  fail,  under 
the  command  of  the  etrl  of  EJfex,  vice- 
admiral,  to  maintain  the  dominion  of  the 

The  writs  for  (hip-money  were  this  year 
enlarged,  and  extended  to  the  inland  as 
well  as  the  maritime  counties  and  towns, 
which  met  with  great  oppolition,  and 
created  a  general  difguir,  though  the  whole 
fosn  levied  by  thefc  writs  amounted  but  to 
236,000/. 

An  office  was  erected  for  licenfing  the 
King's  fubjecU  to  travel,  on  payment  of  a 
Jmall  fum  to  the  crown. 

"July  26.  Another  office  to  receive  the 
forfeitures  incurred  by  profane  curling  and 
fwearing. 

The  King  renewed  a  former  commiflion 
to  confirm  defective  titles  to  fuch  as  held 
lands  of  the  crown  ;  the  proprietors  were 
forced  to  compound,  and  give  money  to 
iecure  their  lands. 

Nov.  1.  Penalties  levied  on  thofe  who 
drew  exceflive  carriages,  to  the  destruction 
of  the  highways. 

A  proclamation  to  reft  rain  the  great  re- 
fort  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  of  the  citv 
of  London,  which  was  found  to  impoverilh 
the  country,  and  increafe  the  infections  in 
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the  city.  And  an  information  was  exhibit- 
ed in  the  Star-chamber  againft  feven  lords, 
fixty  baronets  and  knight?,  and  again  ft 
above  one  hundred  gentlemen,  for  non- 
obfervance  of  this  act  of  ftate. 

An  order  againft  theincreaf.  of  hackney* 
coaches,. which  did  not  ply  in  the  ftreet*  till 
the  firft  year  of  this  reign. 

Dec.  28.  The  princefs  Elizabeth,  fe- 
cond  daughter  to  king  Charles,  born,  and 
cbriftened  the  2d  of  January  following. 

Cbarlet  prince  Palatine  ot  the  Rhine,  ac- 
companied by  his  brother,  prince  Rupert, 
arrived  in  England,  to  folicit  his  reftorauon 
to  the  Palatinate. 

1635-6,  March  6.  Dr.  Juxon,  biftaop 
of  London,  made  lord  trcafurer,  which  gave 
offence  to  the  Puritans  and  lay-nobility. 
No  churchman  had  enjoyed  this  poft  fince 
Henry  VH's  time,  in  lefs  than  nine  years 
he  lodged  900,000/.  in  the  Exchequer. 

1636,  March  26.  Mr.  Seldou'*  book, 
arte  rung  the  Enghjb  fovcreignty  of  the  nar- 
row feas,  and  (hewing  the  cuftom  of  levy- 
ing fhip- money  by  former  kings,  without 
aflent  of  parliament,  ordered  to  be  kept, 
one  of  them  in  the  council-chelt,  another 
in  the  Exchequer,  and  a  third  in  the  court 
of  Admiralty. 

The  King  increafed  the  royal  navy,  and 
built  a  roan  of  war  called  the  Royal  Sove- 
reign, then  esteemed  the  largeft  fhip  in  tha 
world. 

The  King  prohibited  all  foreigners  timing 
upon  the  coails  or  fcas  of  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland. 

The  plague  raged  in  London  this  year, 
which  occafioned  the  adjournment  of  part 
of  Trinity-term,  by  proclamation. 

The  carl  of  Northumberland  being  made 
admiral,  commanded  a  fleet  of  fixty  men 
of  war,  and  fell  upon  the  Dutch  fleet  as 
they  were  fifhing  on  the  Englijb  coafts ; 
whereupon  the  Dutch  pay  the  King  30,000/. 
for  permiflion  to  fifh  this  year  ;  and  .-.greed 
upon  an  annual  tribute  for  the  future. 

The  King  raifed  30,000/.  by  commiflion, 
to  enquire  concerning  depopulations  and 
con  vet  Hons  of  arable  lands  to  pafture,  fince 
the  10th  year  of  Elizabeth. 

A  heavy  fine  was  impofed  on  Sir  Anthony 
Roper ;  and  others,  to  avoid  the  fame,  com- 
pounded with  the  King. 

Mr.  Richard  Chambers,  a  citizen  of  Lon- 
don, and  others,  difputing  the  legality  of  fhip- 
money,  the  opinion  of  the  twelve  judges 
was  demanded  by  the  King,  who  unani- 
moufly  gave  their  opinions  under  their 
hands,  that  the  levying  it  was  lawful. 

The 
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The  dry  petitioned  agalnft  /hip-money, 
which  the  King  would  not  give  up,  and 
caufed  the  judges  opinion  to  be  publiflicd. 
Laud  ftrenoufly  promoted  this  tax. 

Mr.  Hampden  rcfufed  to  pay  the  tar  of 
Ihip-money,  and  chofe  rather  to  be  con- 
demned than  pay  voluntarily,  he  thinking 
it  illegal. 

The  archbi/hop  of  CaMUrhury,  claimed 
a  right  of  vihtingthe  two  universities,  jure 
metropoTxtico,  which  being  difputed  by  the 
univerfities,  was  confirmed  to  him  by  the 
determination  of  the  King  himfelf,  July  21. 

Aug.  29.  The  ArchHftiop,  as  chancellor 
of  Oxford,  invited  the  King  and  Queen,  the 
elector  Palatine,  his  brother  prince  Rupert, 
&c.  to  an  academical  entertainment,  which 
they  accepted. 

Dec.  20.  A  declaration  was  iflbed  at  Edin- 
burgh, for  the  obfervation  of  a  liturgy  in 
Sett  land. 

Dee.  22.  Ferdinand  II.  emperor  of  Ger- 
w.any,  died,  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon  Fer- 
dinand, king  of  Hungary,  to  whom  king 
Charles  applied  for  the  reftoration  of  the 
Pcb':r..ite  to  his  nephew,  but  in  vain. 

ifj-;6-7,  March  17.  The  prince fs  Anne, 
the  King's  third  daughter,  born.  She  died 
before  ihe  was  four  years  of  age. 

1637,  April  30.  A  proclamation  was 
iflucd  to  rcftratn  the  Puritans,  who  rcfufed 
to  ftibmit  to  the  difciuline  of  the  church, 
from  tranfpnrting  thcmfelves  to  New-Eng- 
land, and  other  pirts  of  America  :  and  an 
order  of  council  was  publifhed,  prohibiting 
all  non-confosmi;5  minirlcrs  to  tranfport 
thcmfelves -without  licence  from  the  biftiops 
of  London  and  Canterbury  ;  but  fuch  num- 
bers of  divTenters  did  however  tranfport 
themselves  to  New -England,  that  they  have 
caft  oft*  all  fubjcclion  to  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, in  that  colony,  ever  fmce. 

The  laws  of  uniformity  continued  to  he 
put  in  execution  in  England,  by  archbifliop 
Laud. 

The  King  fent  into  Scotland  a  book  of 
canons,  enjoining  a  conformity  to  the  li- 
turgy. 

Trinity  Terjn,  June  14.  Henry  Burton, 
bachelor  of  divinity,  tVilliam  Pryr.,  the 
difaffected  barriftcr,  and  Dr.  Bafhvick,  a 
phyfieian,  neither  of  them  eminent  in  their 
profeflions,  but  violent  incendiaries,  were 
convicted  in  the  Star-chamber,  of  com- 
pering feveral  feditious  libels,  and  fentenced 
to  be  pilloried,  and  lofe  their  ears  j  to  be 
fined  5000/.  each,  to  be  imprifoned  for 
life  :  they  were  ever  afterwards  looked  upon 
as  confeflbn  for  The  good  old  Cavje. 


John  Lilbum,  a  book-binder,  was  con- 
victed, in  the  Star-chamber,  of  pubhfhing 
and  difperfing  feditious  libels,'  fined  5000/. 
and  fentenced  to  be  pilloried  and  whipped 
from  the  Fleet  prifon  to  Weflminfter-kaU. 
He  was  imprifoned  for  three  years,  and 
upon  the  turn  of  the  times  he  was  rcleafed, 
and  became  an  officer  of  note  in  the  rebel 
army}  but  oppofing  Cromwell  afterwards, 
he  was  thrown  into  prifon,  where  he  died 
a  Quaker. 

July  1.  The  opinion  of  the  judges  at 
to  the  jurifdiaion  of  the  ecclefuftical 
courts. 

Bi/hop  Williams  convicted  in  the  Star- 
ch amber,  of  tampering  with  the  King's 
witnefi'es,  in  a  caufe  between  Sir  John 
Msurfor.  and  Prigeon,  fined  10,000/.  to  the 
King,  and  ioco  marks  to  Mounfon,  fuf- 
pended  ab  officio  &  bencfteio,  and  imprifon- 
ed during  the  King's  pleafure. 

The  Biftiop  was  afterwards  convicted  of 
libelling  the  privy-council,  and  fined  iooo/« 
mors. 

July  23.  The  book  of  common  prayer, 
compofed  for  the  church  of  Scotland,  being 
this  day  appointed  to  be  read  by  the  dean 
of  Edinburgh,  in  his  furplice,  at  St.  Giln'%  j 
he  was  interrupted,  and  had  a  ltool  thrown 
at  his  head :  and  it  was  with  fome  diffi- 
culty that  the  magiftratcs  of  Edinburgh  dif- 
pcrfed  the  mob;  after  which  the  fervicc  was 
read  through,  in  that  and  the  reft  of  trre 
churches  in  Edinburgh  ;  but  the  bifhop  of 
Edinburgh  was  in  danger  of  being  mur- 
dered, in  his  return  to  his  hcufe. 

Sept.  The  Scotch  Prefbyterians  prefented 
a  petition  to  the  privy  council  againft  the 
fervice  book. 

1637-8,  Feb.  19.  An  indirection  in 
Edinburgh  by  the  Preibytcrians. 

The  Sects  throw  off  their  allegiance,  and 
enter  into  a  covenant  or  aiTociation  againft 
the  government,  which  they  compelled  all 
people  to  fubferi be.  Archbi mop  SpcrfwooJ, 
and  feveral  other  Seateb  bifhops  tied  into 
England. 

The  King  fent  a  proclamation  into  Scot- 
land of  a  doubtful  meaning,  to  appcafe  the 
tumults. 

The  malccpntents  protcft  agafnft  the 
King's  proclamation,  and  caufed  it,  in  de- 
fiance of  the  council,  to  be  read  at  Stirfirg, 
Lifhgnc,  and  Edinburgh. 

They  formed  thcmfelves  into  four  tables 
(as  they  termed  it)  to  manngc  their  affairs, 
whirh  was  done  at  their  devotions. 

They  caufed  an  oath  to  be  adminiftcred 
to  all  thofe  who  figned  the  covenant. 
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163S,  April  The  cafe  of  fliip-moncy, 
between  (ne  King  and  Mr*  Hampden,  wji 
argued  before  all  the  judge*  of  England  in 
the  Excliequcr  chamber  j  and  Mr.  Hampden 
was  call.  He  was  adjudged  to  pay  twenty 
{hillings,  being  the  turn  he  was  charged 
with,  towards  fitting  oat  a  flees  for  the 
guard  of  the  feas. 

May  ao.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  was 
lent  to  Scotland  to  appeaie  the  tumults 
there,  under  the  title  of  high  commi£- 
fioncr,  who  was  received  with  great  cold- 
nefs  and  little  refpe&* 

He  ottered  three  proportions  to  the  male- 
contents. 

x.  The  King  to  redrefs  their  grievances, 
a.  Their  returning  to  their  former  obe- 


3.  That  they  would  renounce  and  de- 
liver up  their  late  covenant. 

Jn  anfwer  to  which  they  demanded. 

1.  An  aflembly  and  parliament. 

2.  They  could  not  return  to  his  Ml- 
jefty's  obedience,  having  never  departed 
from  it. 

3.  That  they  would  fooner  renounce 
thexr  baptifm  than  their  covenant. 

They  fet  new  guards  upon  the  cattle  at 
Edinburgh,  doubled  the  watch,  and  hearing 
the  high  commiflioner  was  to  have  di- 
vine fcrvice  performed  at  Holy  nod  houfc, 
they  fent  him  word,  that  whoever  fliould 
read  the  EngUfh  fcrvice  in  that  chapel, 
mould  never  more  read,  and  that  there 
were  1000  men  read y% to  difturb  it. 

June  a8.  The  King's  proclamation  was 
read  at  Edinburgh,  declaring  his  resolution 
to  maintain  the  true  Proteftant  religion, 
and  not  to  pxefs  the  obfervations  of  the 
canons  and  boolt  of  common  prayer,  but 
in  a  legal  way,  and  enjoining  them  to  re- 
turn to  their  allegiance. 

'July*    Marquis  Hamilton  was  fufpccled 
of  double  dealing,   and  of  privately  en- 
ding the  covenanters :  he  returned  into 


Aug.  8.  Having  perfuaded  his  Majefly 
to  dilcharge  the  fervke  book  and  canons, 
he  went  again  to  Edinburgh  \  but  the  co- 
venanter* not  being  fatisfied  with  thefe 
concefljons,  he  returned  into  England.

The  general  aflembly  aftln^ 
in  a  moll  feditious  and  riotous  manner,  and 
rejecting  the  King's  authority,  were  dif- 
folved  by  the  Marquis :  they  continued  to. 
lit  however,  declaring,  They  would  not  de- 
fer t  the  work  of  *  the  Lord,  and  that  to  in- 
terrupt their  fitting,  was  to  contramand  end 
frejudge  the  yremgative  of  Jtfui  Chnjt,  and 
the  liberties  of  the  kirk. 

The  aflembly  palled  many  acts,  among 
which  were,  an  act  condemning  the  fcrvice 
book. 

An  a&  condemning  the  book  of  canons. 

An  acl  condemning  the  high  commiflion. 

Two  a&s  containing  the  depofition  anJ 
excommunication  of  fourteen  bilhops. 

An  aft  againft  thofe  who  fpeak  or  writ* 
againft  the  covenant,  or  the  aflembly,  and 
many  others  againft  the  high  commiflion. 

The  aflembly  declared  epifcopacy  to  be 
abolimeri,  by  the  cunfeflion  of  1 580.  The 
high  commiflioner  hearing  it,  made  hafte  and 
publiined  a  quite  different  one,  wherein 
he  endeavoured  to  prove  that  epifcopacy 
fubfifled  in  2580. 

The  PrcCbyterians  (ct  up  one  Mit chiffon, 
a  female  impoftor,  who  affirmed  that  God 
fpake  through  her ;  that  it  was  revealed 
unto  her  by  God,  that  the  covenant  was  ap~ 
prof  rioted  by  heaven. 

Dee.  31.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  find- 
ing the  tumults  incrcafed,  returned  to  Erg- 
land. 

1638-9,  FcA.  20.  The  Scots  refolre 
upon  a  war,  and  railed  an  army  under 
Lefley,  whom  they  fent  for  from  the  Germ  jo 
wars.  They  made  tbemfclvei  matters  of 
of  Edinburgh,  and  feizc  the  regalia,  and 
the  King's  magazines  of  arms,  &c.  telling 
the  people  they  were  to  expect  popery  and 
bondage,  if  they  did  not  now  quit  them- 
felves  like  men  *.  and  they  addrcfled  them- 
(elves  to  the  French  king  as  their  fovcrei^n, 
defiring  his  prote£Kon. 

The  King  fummoned  the  nobility  to  at- 
tend him  at  York  the  firft  of  April  fol- 
lowing, each  wfth  as  many  horle  as  he 
could  raife,  and  to  inform  the  court  with- 
in a  fortnight,  of  the  number  that  could 
be  brought.

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The  King  demanded  money  from  the 
clergy,  which  they  granted,  and  made  the 
Queen  write  to  the  catholics  on  the  £ame 

1639,  March  *7.  The  King  marched 
towards  the  Setts  with  an  army  of  6000 
horfc,  and  as  many  foot,  attended  by  great 
numbers  of  the  nobility  and  gentry.  The 
earl  of  Artndel  was  general,  the  earl  of 
EJf'cx  lieutenant-general,  and  the  earl  of 
Holland  general  of  the  horfe  :  alfo  a  fleet  of 
fifteen  men  of  war,  fitted  out  under  the 
marquis  of  Hamilton, 

The  King  received  intelligence  of  a 
treacherous  correfpondence,  between  fome 
of  his  followers  and  the  Scotch  covenanters, 
propofed  a  protection  at  7'ork,  whereby  all 
men  were  required  to  renounce  their  hold- 
ing correfpondence  with  the  enemy:  the 
Scott  all  took  it,  but  the  lord  Say,  and, 
the  lord  Brook  retufed,  and  were  commit- 
ted ;  however  they  were  foon  after  dif- 
mifled. 

March  28.  The  earl  of  EJfcx  was  de- 
tached with  part  of  the  army  to  Berwick, 
and  the  King  marched  after  htm,  and  en- 
camped on  the  borders  of  Scotland, 

March  31.  The  earl  of  Holland,  with 
a  part  of  the  army,  was  detached  ag.iinft  a 
fmall  body  of  the  Scots  under  Ltjlty,  but 
retired  without  /hiking  a  ftroke. 

April  19.  A  proclamation  was  iflued 
to  abolifh  monopolies. 

The  King  nominated  the  earl  ©fTra- 
quair,  for  his  high  commiflioner. 

During  the  King's  day,  he  gained  the 
earl  of  Montrofs  to  his  fide. 

May  1.  The  marquis  of  Hamilton  en- 
tered the  Frith  of  Edinburgh  with  twenty 
men  of  war,  and  land  forces,  and  enter- 
ed into  fome  conference  with  the  cove- 
nanters, but  gave  no  afliftance  to  the  King's 
friends,  or  performed  any  warlike  ad. 

The  King's  generals,  the  earls  of  Arun- 
itl  and  IUlanJ,  received  letters  from  the 
Scots,  and  gave  them  encouragement. 

May  29.  The  King  reviewed  the  army 
amounting  to  19,614  men,  betides  5000 
on  board  the  fleet,  his  own  guards,  and 
the  garrifons  of  Berwick  and  Car  Ft  fie. 

While  the  King  was  making  his  prepa- 
rations, the  Scots  were  not  idle,  they  had 
drawn  their  forces  together,  feieed  Edin- 
burg  and  Dumbarton  catties. 

June  1.  The  Scots  prefer  a  petition  to 
the  King,  profefling  all  obedience  and  fub- 
miflion  ;  whereupon  the  King  confented  to 
a  treaty  with  them. 

Jane  17.   A  pacification  wai  concluded 


at  Dans,  whereby  it  was  agreed,  that  all 
matters  ecclcfialHcal  mould  be  determined 
by  the  kirk,  and  civil  aftairs  by  the  parlia- 
ment ;  and  that  a  general  aft  of  oblivion 
would  be  patted. 

That  the  Scots  mould  di/band  their  army 
in  forty-eight  hours,  and  difcharge  the  fe- 
veral  tables  or  councils  they  had  crtabliuS- 
ed,  and  Would  return  the  King's  caftles, 
ftores,  &c.  as  alfo  the  lands  and  goods  of 
the  loyalists  they  had  feued. 

That  the  Kipg  mould  recal  his  fleet  and 
armies,  and  caufc  refKtution  to  be  made  of 
what  had  been  taken  from  the  cove- 
nanters. 

Aug,  1.  The  King  having  difbanded  his 
army,  returned  to  Theobalds,  and  two  daya 
after  to  Whitehall, 

The  treaty  proving  di (honourable  and 
disadvantageous  to  the  King,  old  fecretary 
Coke  was  difplaccd  for  fome  omi (lions  in 
that  treaty,  and  Sir  Henry  Vane  was  made 
fecretary  of  ftate  in  his  room. 

The  Scots  neither  dilbanded  their  forces, 
nor  obferved  any  other  article  of  the  late 
treaty. 

Aug,  6.  The  general  aiTembly  met, 
and  the  earl  of  Traquair,  being  high 
commiffioner,  gave  the  royal  attent  to, 
and  confirmed  all  the  alts  of  the  late 
riotous  aiTembly  at  Glafgvm, 

Aug,  31.  The  parliament  of  Scotland 
met,  and  having  excluded  the  bifhopi, 
who  were  the  third  eftate,  confirm  all 
the  aOs  of  the  general  aiTembly. 

The  parliament  infilling  upon  fever al 
demands,  to  the  diminution  of  the  King'a 
prerogative,  were  prorogued  j  againft  which 
they  protefl,  and  fend  a  deputation  of 
their  members  to  the  King,  who  were 
carefled  by  the  malecontenti  at  London,  and 
incited  to  enter  into  a  new  war  with  Eng- 
land ;  particularly  by  the  earls  of  EJfcx, 
Bedford,  and  Holland,  the  lord  Say,  Mr, 
Ham*den,  Mr.  Pryn,  &c. 

Tne  roalecontents  leave  a  committee  ts> 
prefent  a  remonftrance  to  the  King. 

The  King  refufed  aodience  to  the  de- 
puties of  the  committee* 

The  council  of  England  refolved  upon 
a  war  with  Scotland, 

Other  deputies  came  from  Scotland*,  and 
prefented  two  petitions  to  hit  Majefty  5 
during  thefc  commiflioners  ftay  in  Erg- 
land,  many  private  councils  were  held  be- 
tween them  and  the  difcontented  lords. 

The  EngliA  council  declared,  that  the 
deputies  were  only  lent  to  juftity  their 
countryman's  proceedings,,  tad  it  was  re- 
folved 
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folved  to  reduce  the  Scott  to  obedience  by 
force  of  Anns* 

The  King  charged  the  Scotch  comraif- 
fioncrs  with  treafon,  and  produced  an  in- 
tercepted letter,  wherein  they  invited  the 
French  king  to  invade  his  dominions  ; 
whereupon  the  lords  Loudon  and  CoIvilU 
were  committed  to  the  tower. 

Sept.  7.  The  Dutch  fell  upon  the  Spa- 
tsijb  fleet  in  the  Dstvnt,  and  deftroyed 
great  part  of  it, 

The  Kingcaufed  (hip-money  to  be  levied 
with  great  fcverity.  The  flieriff  of  Nor- 
tisrr&tonjh'irt  fent  to  court  a  petition  of  the 
county  againft  (hip  money,  and  he  was 
greatly  repxemanded  by  the  council. 

Dec.  5.  The  King,  by  the  advice  of 
the  lord  ffenrwertb,  and  archbiwop  Loud, 
icfolved  to  call  a  parliament. 

1639-40,  Jan.  10.  Sir  Thomas  Coventry, 
lord  keeper,  died,  and  was  fucceeded  by  Sir 
John  Finch,  chief  jufticc  of  the  common 
pleat. 

Jan.  12.  Thomas  vifcount  Wtnlnv-nh, 
rV tntivtrtb,  of  If'CfttV/Cfth'H^ .odbouje, 
and  lord  deputy  of  Ireland,  coming  to  Erg  - 
land,  was  created  earl  of  Strafford,  and 
baroa  of  Raby. 

He  -advifed  a  war  with  the  Scott,  and 
fubferibed  40,000/.  towards  the  charge  of 
it  ;  the  duke  of  Lenox  40,000/*  and  many 
of  the  nobility,  clergy,  and  gentry,  other 
large  funis. 

Feb,  14.  Bagjbavj,  reader  of  the  Middle 
Temple,  in  Lent  vacation  this  year,  endea- 
voured to  (hew,  1.  That  it  may  be  a  good 
acl  of  parliament  that  was  made  without  bi- 
Jhops.  2.  That  beneficed  clerks  were  inca- 
pable of  temporal  jurifdiction.  For  which 
aflertions  he  was  reprehended  by  the  lord 
keeper  and  arebbifhop  Laud ;  but  became 
mighty  popular  among  the  Puritans  and 
Republicans,  for  advancing  doctrines  fo 
suitable  to  their  taltc. 

March  a.  The  earl  of  Strafford,  being 
nude  knight  of  the  garter,  and  lord  lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland,  returned  thither  to  meet 
the  parliament  he  had  fummoned  there; 
who  granted  the  King  four  entire  fub- 
<  fidiet. 

1640,  s/fpril  13*  The  parliament  of 
England  met,  when  the  lord  lieutenant  of 
is  eland  was  introduced  into  the  houfe  as 
carl  of  Strafford  ;  and  he  acquainted  the 
the  houfe  that  the  parliament  of  Ireland  had 
granted  the  King  four  fubfidies  for  the 
maintaining  10,000  foot,  and  1500  horfe, 
which  was  urged  as  a  good  precedent  for 
the  parliament  of  England. 
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Prince  Charlet  firH  took  his  (eat  in  par- 
liament this  feflion,  being  about  ten  years 
of  age. 

The  letter  from  the  Scott  to  the  French 
king,  de firing  his  protection,  being  read  in 
the  houfc  of  lords,  and  appearing  to  be 
written  by  the  lord  Loudon  ;  it  was  thought 
fit  to  continue  him  in  the  Tower. 

April  15.  Mr.  ferjeant  Glawvilt  was  cho- 
fen  fpeaker  by  the  commons. 

The  King  revoked  the  fame  patents 
which  had  ferved  to  eflabliu  monopolies, 
though  they  had  been  revoked  before 
without  any  effect. 

The  affairs  of  ftate  were  managed  chiefly 
by  the  archbilhop  of  Canterbury,  the  earl  of 
Strafford,  and  the  lord  Cott'tngtoiu 

The  marquis  of  Hamilton,  gained  Lost' 
don  over  to  the  King  \  they  came  to  a  pri-  . 
vate  agreement,  and  Loudon  was  enlarged, 
and  permitted  to  go  to  Scotland  to  do  the 
King  fervice. 

April  16.  The  commons  'fell  upon 
their  grievances,  t/ias.  (hip-money,  mono- 
polies, the  Star-chamber  high  commiflion, 
breach  of  their  privi Urges,  innovations  in 
religion,  &c  and  would  not  meddle  with 
the  Scotch  affairs. 

April  ax.  The  King  fent  a  mexXige  to 
the  commons,  declaring  the  urgency  of 
his  affairs  ;  and  that  if  the  commons  would 
aflift  htm  againfl  the  Scott,  he  would  quit 
hi?  claim  to  (hip-money,  and  give  them 
fatisf action  in  their  juft  demands  }  which 
was  well  received  by  the  houfe. 

The  King  offended  with  the  commons, 
caufed  the  lords  to  demand  a  conference, 
which  the  former  voted  as  a  breach  of  pri- 
vilege, and  fo  great,  that  they  would  not 
proceed  upon  any  bufincfs,  until  they  re- 
ceived fatisfaction  from  the  houfe  of  peers. 

May  4.  His  Majcfry  fent  another  mef- 
fage  by  Sir  Henry  Vane,  demanding  a  fup- 
plv  of  fix  fubfidies ;  but  Sir  Henry,  by 
iruftake,  or  rather  deGgnedly,  demanded 
twelve  fubfidies,  which  threw  the  houfe 
into  a  flame :  then  he  went  to  the  King, 
and  affured  him  that  no  money  would  be 
granted  him  againft  the  Scots  ;  which  his 
Majefty  giving  credit  to,  abruptly  ditTolved 
the  parliament  on  die  5th. 

Several  members  of  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons wrre  committed  to  the  Fleet,  and  lord 
Brook's  papers  were  (el ted,  he  being  fup- 
pofed  to  bpld  ccrrefpondence  with  the  Scots. 

May  6.  The  convocation,  which  had 
been  furcmoncd  to  meet  at  the  fame  rime 
with  the  parliament,  were  not  diffolved 
with  it,  but  commanded  to  continue  fit- 
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ting ;  whereupon  they  compofcd  feventecn 
new  canons,  with  the  aflent  of  his  Ma- 
jeftyj  by  one  of  which  the  clergy  was  to 
Cake  an  oath,  not  to  confent  to  the  altering 
the  government  of  the  cftab  lifted  church, 
&c. 

The  King  had  no  fooner  diflblved  the 
parliament,  than  he  was  heartily  forty  for 
it,  and  published  a  proclamation  to  juftify 
his  proceedings. 

Several  members  of  the  convocation  pro- 
teftcd  againft  the  continuance  of  its  fef- 
fion. 

The  people  were  diflatisfied  with  the  en- 
couragement the  papifts  met  with.  A  pub- 
lic agent  from  Rome  refided  at  London,  and 
was  introduced  at  court. 

The  Scots  incited  the  EngliJbXo  act  againft 
the  King. 

Mat  9.  A  paper  was  poftcd  tip  at  the 
Old-Exchange,  inciting  the  London  appren- 
tices to  rife  and  demolish  the  Archbi&op's 
houfe  at  Lambeth,  which  they  attempted 
the  nth  following:  but  the  Archbi&op 
being  provided  for  them,  they  were  obliged 
to  retire  ;  and  one  of  them  was  taken, 
condemned,  and  executed  as  a  traitor,  his 
quarters  being  fct  on  London  bridge. 

May  16.  The  convocation  granted  the 
King  fix  fubfidies,  payable  in  fix  years, 
amounting  to  20,000/.  a  fubfidy. 

The  King  raifed  an  army  of  20,000  men 
againft  the  Scots,  towards  the  maintaining 
of  which,  the  nobility  and  gentry  advanced 
him  300,000?.  but  the  city  of  London  re- 
fufed  him  the  loan  of  100,000/. 

The  King  borrowed  40,000/.  of  the  mer- 
chants concerned  in  the  mint,  upon  credit 
of  the  cuftosns. 

The  city  having  fettled  a  colony  at  Lon- 
donderry in  Ireland,  by  the  King's  patent 
for  certain  lands,  a  charge  was  laid  againft 
the  mayor  and  sheriffs,  and  they  were  cited 
before  the  Star-chamber,  to  anfwer  to  their 
ufurping  more  lands  than  the  King  had 
gi  anted  them }  thejt  were  condemned  to 
forfeit  their  right  a,  and  highly  fined,  upon 
payment  of  whitb  their  patent  was  reftored. 

An  order  from  the  council  was  iflued  to 
the  attorney-general,  to  lodge  an  infor- 
mation againft  the  city  of  London,  for  neg- 
lecting the  levying  the  tax  of  (hip-money. 
The  Setts t  to  maintain  their  army,  un- 
fed a  tax  of  the  tenth  penny  upon  all  rents 
Scotland. 

The  carl  of  Northu  mberland  was  made 
general,  the  earl  of  Straffcrd  lieutenant-ge- 
neral, and  the  lord  Q&vtoy  general  of  the 
horfe. 


Prince  Henry,  fourth  fon  to  king  Charles* 
born  at  Oatlandt ;  afterwards  created  duke 
of  Glocefler. 

Aug.  10.  The  King  fet  out  from  Lor. do* 
with  prince  CbarUt  towards  7VA,  where 
the  general  rendezvous  of  his  army  was  ap- 
pointed. 

Aug.  ai.  The  Scotch  army  entered  the 
Engiijb  borders. 

Aug.  11.  The  King  ifiued  a  proclama- 
tion, declaring  the  Scots  rebels,  and  that 
upon  pretence  of  religion  they  fought  te 
make  off  the  regal  government  j  but  offer- 
ed them  pardon  on  their  fubmiiuon. 

Aug.  17.  The  Setts  advancing  to  New- 
born upon  Tyne,  the  lord  Cotrwsy,  who 
commanded  the  van-guard  of  the  King's 
army  at  Nmucajtle,  drew  out  jioo  horfc, 
and  2000  foot,  to  difpute  the  paiTage  of 
the  Tyne  j  but  was  driven  from  his  polt 
by  Lrjley  on  the  18th,  and  forced  to  retire 
and  abandon  Ncwcajilr,  where  the  Setts 
feized  the  King's  magazines  of  arms  and 
ammunition  on  the  19th  ;  and  within 
two  days  after  the  Sects  made  themfelves 
matter?  of  Durham. 

The  King,  who  was  advanced  to  North' 
allcrton,  upon  advice  of  this  defeat,  retire i 
to  York  i  whereupon  the  Scots  levied  con- 
tributions in  Northumberland  and  the  bi- 
ihoprick  of  Durham,  amounting  to  850/.  a 
day. 

The  Scots  fent  an  infolent  petition  to 
the  King  at  York,  demanding  he  would 
ratify  all  the  acls  of  the  late  general  ai- 
fembly  and  parliament ;  and  deiiring  he 
would  afleroble  a  parliament  in  England, 
whom  they  were  pretty  well  allured  would 
fecond  their  defigns.  The  city  of  Lender. 
alfo,  and  twelve  of  the  Englijk  difafTcded 
lords,  petitioned  the  King  for  a  new  par- 
liament. 

Sept.  10.  The  gentry  of  York/bire  pe- 
titioned the  King  to  call  a  parliament. 

Sept.  14.  A  general  council  of  the"  peers, 
fummoned  by  his  Majefty  in  this  exigency, 
aftemblcd  at  York,  and  advifed  him  to  ap- 
point commiflioners  to  treat  with  the  Settn 

Sept.  19.  Eight  earls,  and  as  many 
barons,  were  appointed  to  treat  with  the 
Scotch  commiflioners  at  Rippett,  the  S<*t 
refufing  to  come  to  York. 

Off.  1.  The  Englijb  and  Scotch  com- 
mi  fli oners  met  at  R  ippon. 

OS.  16.  It  was  agreed  there  mould  be 
a  ceflation  of  arms  }  and  the  Scots  remain 
In  that  part  of  England  they  were  pofiefl'ed 
of }  and  for  the  reft,  the  treaty  was  to  be 
adjourned  to  London.

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Otl,  28.  The  great  council  of  peers 
diiZblved. 

Nov.  3.  The  fatal  long  parliament  of 
Et gland f  which  begun  the  great  rebellion 
in  1641,  met)  and  the  commons  chofc 
William  Lenthal,  Eft},  for  their  fycaker. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  examine 
the  proclamation  agaimt  rctufants. 

Dr.  JVeiwctft  affirmed  that  no  age  ever 
produced  greater  men  than  thofe  that  fat 
in  thia  parliament. 

.  AW.  9.  Petitions  againft  grievances 
were  procured  from  fevcral  counties,  and 
brought  up  to  town,  attended  by  multi- 
tudes of  people. 

The  commons  refolved  that  all  projec- 
tors and  monopolies  would  be  difabled  to 
fit  in  the  houfe  ;  whereupon  fevcral  mem- 
bers withdrew,  and  others  were  elected  in 

Nov.  if.  Mr.  Pym  carried  up  to  the  lords 
a  general  impeachment  of  high  trcafon 
againft  the  earl  of  Strafford,  who  was 
thereupon  committed  to  the  cuftody  of 
the  Black- rod. 

Alderman  Pennington,  with  fome  hun- 
dreds of  citizens  following  him,  prefented 
■  petition  from  the  city  of  London,  againft 
the  difcipline  and  ceremonies  of  the  church. 

Nvv.  ix.  One  hundred  thoufand  pounds 
voted  for  fupplying  the  Scotch  army,  and 
borrowed  of  the  city. 

The  commons  in  concurrence  with  the 
lords,  moved  the  King  for  a  fait,  which 
was  appointed  and  held  ;  Dr.  Cornelius  Bur- 
gsjj  and  Stephen  Mar  fir al  preached  on  that 
day  before  the  houle  of  commons,  and 
preached  and  prayed  feven  hours  betwixt 
them. 

Nov.  a  I.  Mr.  John  Jotnct,  a  crack- 
brained  ptpift,  /tabbed  Mr.  Haywcod,  a 
juftice  of  the  peace  in  JVeflm'mJicr-ball,  who 
had  been  active  in  profecuting  Popifli  rt cu- 
tsets ;  the  julHce  efcaped  with  his  life, 
but  this  ferved  to  heighten  and  increafe  the 
fears  ol  Popery. 

Nov.  a  5.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  to  the  lords  by  Mr.  Pym,  againft 
the  earl  of  Strafford,  who  was  committed 
to  the  Tower. 

Nov.  z8.  Orders  having  been  made  by 
the  houfe  of  commons,  for  releafmg  Pryn, 
Bur  ten,  and  Ba/lvjick,  from  the  feveral 
ill andi  where  they  were  confined;  Pry/i 
and  Burton  entered  the  city  of  London  in 
great  triumph,  and  Dr.  Ba/hvick  foon 
after;  and  they  were  admitted  to  prefer 
their  petitions  in  the  houfe  of  •ommons 
afraiafc  tbeir  profecutors. 
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The  commons  refolve  that  every  mem- 
ber mail  receive  the  communion,  and  that 
none  mould  fit  in  the  houfe  but  thofe  that 
have  firft  received  the  lacrament. 

Dec.  4.  Secretary  Wiudebank  flew  to 
Calais t  to  avoid  the  rage  of  the  commons. 

Dee.  7.  The  commons  voted  that  the 
levying  fliip-money,  and  the  opinions  of  the 
judges  upon  it,  was  illegal. 

Dec.  II.  Alderman  Penning/on,  attend- 
ed by  great  numbers  of  the  city  mob, 
preferred  a  petition  to  the  commons,  fub- 
lcribed  by  15000  bands,  for  extirpating 
epifcopacy,  &c. 

Dec.  15.  The  commons  refolved,  that 
the  clergy  had  no  power  to  make  canons, 
to  bind  either  clergy  or  laity ;  that  the 
canons  made  by  the  late  convocation  were 
againft  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  tended  to 
faction  and  fedition ;  and  condemned  the 
fubfidies  granted  by  the  convocation,  as 
illegal  j  and  framed  a  bill  for  fining  all 
that  fat  in  that  convocation. 

Dec.  18.  Archbifbop  Laud  was  im- 
peached by  Mr.  Dtnxil  Hcllet,  of  high 
treafon,  in  the  name  of  the  commons,  in 
general  terms,  and  committed  to  the  cuftody 
of  the  Blaek-rod. 

Dec,  11.  The  lord  keeper  Finch  was 
voted  a  traitor  by  the  commons,  but  fled 
to  Holland  before  any  impeachment  was 
brought  againft  him;  and  Sir  Edward  Lit* 
tleton  waa  made  Keeper  in  his  room. 

Dec.  a*.  The  judges  were  threatened, 
and  obliged  to  put  in  great  bail.  Thefe 
were  Sir  John  Br  an  fan,  lord  chief  juftice  of 
the  King  i- bench  ;  Sit  Humphrey  Davenport, 
lord  chief  baron  j  and  juftice  Crawley,  as 
alfo  juftice  Berkley, 

2640-1,  Feb.  3.  The  commons  voted 
300,000/.  to  be  given  to  their  dear  brethren 
of  Scotland. 

The  King  admitted  the  earl  of  EJ'ex, 
the  lord  Say,  and  feveral  other  difaftected 
lords,  into  the  privy-council,  in  hopes  to 
bring  them  over  to  his  intercft,  and  made 
Mr.  Oliver  St,  John,  his  folicitor-general ; 
but  he  was  difappointed,  and  his  affairs 
were  ftill  more  embarrafTed  by  them. 

Feb.  14.  Sir  Robert  Berkley,  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  King's-bench,  impeached  by 
the  commons  of  high  treafon,  for  his  re- 
solution in  the  cafe  of  fhip-money ;  and 
the  Black-rod  took  him  oft'  the  bench  in 
Wtfrninfier-balh 

Feb.  16.    A  bill  for  triennial  parlia- 
ments patted,  and  another  for  granting 
four  fubfidies  for  the  fubuftence  of  the 
King's  army  in  the  north  ;  bot  was  fo 
D  d  %  contrived

contrived,  that  the  King  had  not  the  dif- 
pofal  of  the  money. 

An  aft  to  abolifli  the  Star-chamber. 

An  aft  to  permit  the  malting  Saltpetre 
•r.d  gunpowder. 

An  ace  to  abolim  fliip-money,  and  at 
the  fame  time  tunnage  and  poundage  were 
granted  to  the  King. 

The  commons  rendered  themfelves  fo 
formidable,  that  the  King  was  forced  to 
confent  t6  every  thing. 

The  commons  ufed  a  method  to  make 
therafclves  feared,  by  declaring  thole  per- 
sons delinquents  who  had  been  concerned  in 
monopolies. 

The  houfe  appointed  a  committee  to  ex- 
amine into  the  judges  that  gave  their 
opinion  concerning  (hip-money. 

The  lords  cancel  the  judgment  in  Mr. 
Hampden  t  cafe,  and  caufed  the  rolls  in  the 
Star* chamber  to  be  annulled,  wherein  the 
cxtrajud.cial  opinions  of  the  judges  were 
entered. 

The  Calvinifts  and  Prefbyterians  were 
hated  by  the  the  court. 

Notice  being  given  to  the  commons,  that 
the  papifts  were  preparing  to  execute  fome 
defign  againft  government,  an  order  was 
rfl'ued  to  the  judges  to  put  the  laws  in  ex- 
ecution againft  priefts  and  jefuits. 

The  commons  thanked  his  Majefty  for 
the  triennial  bill,  and  faid,  there  now  re- 
mained nothing  to  be  done,  but  to  teftify 
their  devotion  to  his  Majefty,  and  that  their 
only  end  was  to  make  him  a  Glorious  King, 

Feb.  23.  The  earl  of  Strafford  puts  in 
Iris  anfwer  to  the  articles  of  impeachment 
againft  him. 

Feb.  26.  Fourteen  general  articles  ex- 
hibited againft  archbilhop  Laud,  who  made 
a  fpcech  upon  that  occafion. 

March  1.  The  Archbifliop  was-commit- 
ted  the  Tower. 

The  King  fubmitted  to  have  the  privy- 
counfellors  examined,  as  witnefles  againft 
the  earl  of  Strafford,  by  a  committee  of  both 
houfes. 

'  March  10.  The  commons  voted,  that 
no  bifttop  mould  have  a  vote  in  parliament, 
or  any  judicial  power  in  the  Star-chamber, 
or  bear  any  authority  in  temporal  matters ; 
ahd  that  no  clergyman  (hould  be  in  com- 
minaoh  of  peace. 

March  19.  The  biftops  and  the  new 
created  peers,  wave  their  right  of  voting  in 
the  earl  of  Strafford' %  cafe. 

The  commons  kept  the  Scotch  army  in 
fay,  and  borrowed  money  of  the  city  of 
Lenten,  on  the  fubfidies,  for  them. 


The  parliament  petition  the  King  to  re. 
move  the  papifts  from  court,  and  a  bill  was 
brought  in  to  difaxm  the  papifts. 

The  parliament  ordered  the  lord  mayor  to 
prevent  papifts  fiom  reforting  to  ambafta- 
dors  houfes,  and  the  Queen's  chapel. 

March  ai.  The  lord  Strafford's  trial 
began  in  tVeftmr.jier-hall,  the  earl  of  Arun- 
del being  lord  high-fteward  on  that  occafion. 

April  21.  A  bill  of  attainder  againft 
the  earl  of  Strafford,  pafled  the  commons, 
with  the  majority  of  204  againft  59,  and 
was  carried  up  to  the  lords. 

The  reafon  of  proceeding  againft  the  Earl 
by  bill  of  attainder,  was  becaufe  they  had 
not  legal  evidence  to  convict  him  of  high- 
treafon  before  the  lords. 

What  was  principally  infifted  on  by 
his  enemies,  was,  that  he  had  an  intention 
to  alter  the  conftitutton,  from  a  limitted, 
to  an  abfolute  monarchy,  which  was,  they 
fuggefted,  high-troafon  agiinft  the  king* 
dom,  if  not  againft  the  King. 

The  teflimony  that  weighed  moft  with 
the  commons,  was  that  of  his  declared 
enemy  Mr.  Secretary  Vanet  who  depofed 
that  the  Earl  had  faid  in  council,  That 
his  Maje/ty  toat  ahfoltnd  front  all  rules  of 
government,  and  had  an  army  in  Ireland, 
tobicb  he  might  employ  to  reduce  this  kingdom  > 
Nor  would  they  be  Utisfied,  though  it  was 
proved  beyond  difpute,  that  thefe  words 
were  fpoken  in  relation  to  the  kingdom  of 
Scotland,  which  was  then  in  actual  rebel- 
lion. 

Father  Philips  the  Queen's  confeflbr,  wai 
alfo  examined  by  the  commons,  and  they 
accufed  him  to  the  lords. 

May  1.  The  King  told  both  houfes,  he 
could  not  in  confeience  condemn  the  carl 
of  Strafford  of  high-trcafon  }  and  that  nei- 
ther fear,  or  any  other  refpeel,  /hoold 
make  him  go  againft  his  confeience ;  there- 
fore defircd  the  lords  to  find  fome  way  to 
bring  him  out  of  this  great  ftreight. 

May  2.  The  princefs  Mary,  the  King's 
eldeft  daughter,  was  married  to  William  of 
Naffav,  fon  to  Frederick-Henry,  prince  of 
Orangey  at  Whitehall* 

May  3.  An  armed  mob,  led  by  Cornt- 
Hms  Burgefs,  a  puritan  doctor  of  divinity, 
came  down  to  WeflminJIer,  crying  out 
Juffue  !  Juftieel  againft  the  earl  of  Straf- 
ford;  they  rifled  Wefim'mjler  abbey,  vcA 
infulted  the  King  at  Whitehall:  and  when 
the  jufticet  of  peace  would  have  commu- 
ted fome  of  them,  they  were  tnerofeljej 
committed  by  the  cemmoni  who  ha*  excited 
this  infurreOion. 
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Mr.  Pym  discovered  to  the  houfe  of 
•onunoni,  a  plot  to  fcduce  the  army. 

Sir  fVltiian  Balfour  was  examined  hy  rht 
pscrs,  concerning  a  report  that  lie  was  to 
admit  a  garrifon  of  men  into  the  Tower 
under  captain  Bil/inrJJty  the  carl  of  Straf- 
ftrtTt  friend  j  Baifour  confefled,  that  the 
King  had  ordered  him  to  admit  thi*  party. 

Balfour  concerted  he  had  offered  him 
acooA  to  let  the  "Earl  efcape.  This 
defign  was  heard  by  three  women,  who 
hearkened  at  the  key  hole  of  tie  Earl's 
door,  and  heard  his  difcourfe  with  captain 

BiL'infJJcy. 

The  lords  defoed  the  eoneurrence  of  the 
comtnon*  to  difperfc  the  mob  aflembled  at 
fVrftmirJler. 

A  proteftation  nude  by  the  lords  and 
commons,  in  the  natnre  of  an  alfoctatton, 
for  prelervation  of  their  rights  and  privileges, 
little  inferior  to  the  Scotch  covenant,  and 
propagated  over  the  whole  kingdom,  from 
JV/jv  3  to  Ju  nt  8. 

May  R.  The  lords  pafTed  the  bill  of  at- 
tainder againft  the  earl  of  Strafford,  and 
at  the  inftance  of  the  commons,  moved 
his  Majefty  to  pafs  it. 

A  committee  arriTed  from  the  parlia- 
ment of  Ireland^  to  lay  before  the  houfe  a 
complaint  againft  the  carl  of  Straffcrd. 

The  earl  of  Strafford  defendra  himfelf 
with  great  judgment  and  eloquence  upon 
hit  trial  ;  Hcxvard  earl  of  Arundel,  was 
ford  high  fteward  on  this  folemn  occafion, 
the  members  of  the  houfr  of  common* 
Cat  uncovered,  and  the  lords  in  their  robes. 

Lord  Digby  ftrongly  oppofed  the  bill  of 
attainder  againft  the  Earl. 

Several  thoufands  of  the  inhabitants  of 
London  petitioned  the  parliament  againft  the 
Earl,  and  Mr.  67.  John  in  the  name  of  the 
commons,  made  a  fong  fpcech  to  the  lords, 
to  prove  that  the  bill  wa*  not  conrtary  to 
law. 

The  King  made  a  long  fpeech  in  favour 
of  the  Earl,  which  proved  of  quite  con- 
trary effect  to  what  the  King  intended. 

A  Lancajhire  knight  jromifed  ro  procure 
trie  King  050,000/.  to  pafs  thefe  bills  till 
the  fubfidic*-  ihould  be  raifed. 

May  10.  The  bill  of  attainder  was 
pafTed  by  commirfion,  with  another  bill 
for  perpetuating  the  prefent  parliament ; 
at  which  time  the  King  was  looked  upon 
fo  have  refigned  his  fovcreignry. 

It  was  faW  to  have  been  at  the  Queen*! 
importunity  to  fave  himfelf  and  family, 
fliat  the  King  wai  prevailed  upon  to  pafs 
thefc  acls,  which  certainly  contributed  more 


to  hi?  deftruftion  than  any  part  of  hit 
conduct. 

May  12.  The  earl  of  Strafftrd  was  be- 
headed  on  Tower-bill* 

May  17.  1  he  lord  Ccttingttn  rertgn?4 
his  place  of  matter  of  the  wards,  which 
was  given  to  the  lord  Say  j  and  bimop 
Juxon  refigned  his  treafurer's  Half,  and  too 
treafery  was  put  in  commifiion. 

May  19.  The  earl  of  Leicejler  was  made 
lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  the  marquis  of 
Hertford,  governor  to  the  Prince,  and  the 
earl  of  Fjfex,  lord  chamberlain  of  the 
houfhold,  in  the  room  of  the  earl  of  Pent* 
broke. 

May  10.  A  bill  was  brought  into  the 
houfe  of  commons,  for  extirpation  of  bi- 
ftops,  deans  and  chapters,  but  mif- 
carried. 

June  16.  The  parliament  appointed  a 
t  committee  to  examine  the  affair  of  tho 
plot  to  feduce  the  army,  and  caufed  de- 
portions  to  be  read. 

I.  BWmgjley't  confeffion. 

a.  Mr.  Nutt's  confeffion,  whereby  it  ap- 
peared the  earl  of  Strafford?*  efcape  was 
projected. 

3.  That  the  Prince  and  carl  of  NewcaJtU 
were  to  join  the  army. 

4.  That  the  French  were  to  favour  the 
enterprite  ;  and  that  the  clergy  would  fend 
2000  horfe  to  the  army. 

A  petition  «of  the  officers  of  the  army 
win  communicated  to  the  King,  who  ap- 
proved of  it. 

June  it.  The  King  pafTed  the  bill  for 
tunnage  and  poundage,  by  which  he  wat 
rrufted  with  that  revenue  but  two  months 
at  a  time,  and  renounced  all  power  of  levy- 
ing it  by  his  prerogative,  or  any  other  im- 
pofition  upon  merchandize,  in  any  cafe 
whatever. 

July  5.  Bills  puffed  for  taking  away 
the  Sur-chamber  and  high  commtffiod 
court ;  and,  two  days  before,  a  poll-bill,  the 
greatcfr  part  of  the  money  arifing  by  it 
being  employed  in  rebellion  againft  the 
Ki  ng. 

The  cuftomers  *ho  had  formed  the 
duties  of  all  merchandizes  offered  150,000/. 
for  an  aft  of  oblivion,  which  was  accepted. 

Lord  Difby  was  called  up  to  the  houfe  of 
prers  to  take  his  feat  there,  being  expelled 
by  the  commons. 

The  King  prcmifed  the  Spanilh  ambafla- 
dor  4000  of  the  \r\Jh  army,  and  the  French 
the  reft  j  the  commons  were  againft  it,  and 
petitioned  the  King  to  recall  nil  word,  but 
be  itood  to  his  promifc. 
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The  commons  publifhcd  an  ordinance, 
declaring  thofc  enemies  to  the  ftate  who 
toould  tranfport  troops  to  foreign  parts. 

July  6.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  againft  Sir  Francis  Crawley,  and 
four  other  judges. 

Aug.  4.  An  order  of  the  commons  for 
removing  ail  fcandalous  pictures,  crofles, 
and  figure?,  within  churches  and  without : 
whereupon  thecroflfes  in  Cbeapjide,  Cbaring- 
Crojs,  and  at  fcveral  ether  places,  were  taken 
down. 

Aug.  6.  The  Enghfh  and  Scotch  armies 
were  both  difbandrd. 

Aug,  8.  Being  Sunday,  both  houfes  fat 
all  day,  to  prevent  the  King's  going  to 
Scotland, 

Aug,  10.  The  King  departed  tot  Scotland. 

The  King  pafled  an  aft  of  pacification 
between  the  kingdoms  of  England  and  Scot- 
land, to  effect  which  all  the  Scots  demands 
were  granted  ;  and  it  was  computed  their 
coming  into  England,  and  (lay  here,  coft 
this  nation  100,00c/.  befides  the  damages 
they  did  to  private  men. 

Another  act  pafled,  declaring  the  cer- 
tainty of  the  meets  and  bounds  of  forefts : 
and  a  third,  declaring  all  the  proceedings 
in  the  cafe  of  fliip-money  null  and  void, 
and  for  vacating  all  records,  and  procefs, 
concerning  the 'fame  5  with  fome  other  acts 
lefs  material. 

►  The  King  made  the  earl  of  Ejfex  lieu- 
tenant general  of  his  armies  fouth  of  Trent, 
Cgns  a  commiflion  for  pafTing  acts  in  his 
a b fence,  and  the  fame  day  fets  out  for 
Scotland. 

The  commons  fent  a  committee  to  Scot- 
land, to  be  fpies  upon  hit  Majefty,  and 
manage  their  intercft  with  the  brethrrn 
there. 

Aug.  The  King  arrived  at  Edinburgh. 

The  houfe  of  commons  voted  againft  the 
monopoly  of  foap. 

They  alfo  voted  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Star-chamber,  illegal,  refpectiug  the  mo- 
ney paid  for  the  renewal  of  the  patent  for 
fettling  Londonderry,  and  reverfed  the  fen- 
tence  againft  the  city  of  London  as  unjuft, 
and  that  when  the  r>ing  ftiould  repay  the 
money,  the  patent  would  be  furrendered. 

One  of  the  members  moved  it  was  ne- 
ceflary  to  make  alteration  in  the  book 
of  Common  Prayer,  which  Mr.  Hyde 
(afterwards  lord  Clarendon)  oppofed,  and 
nothing  was  refolved. 

The  lords  and  commons  joined  in  a  de- 
claration concerning  the  innovation*  in  the 
•hurcht 


Notice  of  a  confpiracy  is  fent  from  Sat* 
land  to  the  committee,  that  there  was  a 
defign  to  interrupt  the  parliament  of  AVer- 
land,  and  to  deitroy  the  marquis  of  Ha» 
milton,  and  the  earls  of  Argjle  and  La- 
ncrick. 

A  ftrong  guard  was  ordered  to  be  kept 
in  the  cities  of  London  and  tVefimirfler. 

Aug.  30.  The  two  houfes  appointed  the 
day  of  thankfgiving  for  the  peace  with  the 
Scott  to  be  on  the  7th  of  September. 

Sept.  3.  The  parliament  adjourned  til) 
the  aoth  of  October. 

During  the  recefs  of  parliament,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  from  both  houfes  to 
take  care  of  urgent  and  weighty  affairs  of 
ft  ate. 

OB.  20.  The  parliament  meeting,  they 
demanded  a  guard  from  the  earl  of  EJJex, 
which  was  accordingly  ordered  to  fecure 
them  from  infult. 

The  commons  proceeded  with  rigour 
againft  the  bifttops. 

OH.  23.  The  Irijb  rebellion  and  maflu- 
cre. 

The  Scotch  rebels  firft  incited  this  rebel- 
lion in  Ireland,  fuggclUng  there  was  a  de- 
fign to  eradicate  all  the  Irijh  catholicks, 
who  were  indeed  nine  parts  in  ten  of 
that  nation  :  they  had  no  defign  to  maflacre 
the  Englijb  at  firft*  but  meeting  with 
greater  oppofition  than  they  expected,  they 
furprifed  and  put  to  death  ,  upwards  of 
io,coo  Er.glijk  in  cold  blood.  The  Eng- 
lijb rebels  had  the  aflurance  to  charge  the 
King  with  being  the  author  of  this  re- 
bel lion  againft  himfelf,  by  which  calumny, 
they  endeavoured  to  render  the  King  odi- 
ous to  his  fubjc&s,  and  it  actually  had 
more  mifchievous  effects  than  can  be  ima- 
gined. 

There  were  fince  the  rebellion  broke  out 
in  Ireland^  from  the  23d  of  October  to  the 
1  ft  of  March  following,  154,000  prote- 
ftants  cruelly  maftacred  \  and  unto  the  cef- 
fation,  September  15th,  1643,  above  300,000 
murdered  in  cold  blood,  deftroyed,  and  ex- 
pelled their  habitations. 

The  commons  fent  in  ft  ructions  to  the 
committee  in  Scotland,  to  lay  before  the 
King  a  remonftrance  to  remove  his  evil 
counsellors,  which  caufes  great  debates  in 
both  houfes. 

Off.  30.  The  commons  prepare  a  remon- 
ftrance of  the  ftate  of  the  kingdom,  which 
was  prefented  to  his  Majefty  Dec.  1,  and 
contained  204  articles. 

The  King  confented  to  abolUbepifcopacy 
in  Scotland,  as  conttary  to  the  word  of  Cod, 
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and  all  other  acta  the  covenanters  defircd; 
and  put  hit  greateft  enemies  into  the  high- 
eft  places  of  truft  and  profit  in  the  admini- 


re. 

Nov.  4.  The  commons,  on  the  news  of 
ibe  Irijk  rebellion,  voted  that  50,009/.  be 
provided  for  the  fervice  of  Ireland,  that 
Own  CT  Connelly ,  who  difcovcred  thistreafon 
in  Ireland,  mould  have  200/.  per  annum  un- 
til a  further  provifion. 

That  the  iile  of  Wight  be  taken  from  the 
cuftody  of  lord  Wefiw  "being  fufpecled  a 
catholic,  and  that  perfons  of  quality  being 
papifts  may  be  fe cured. 

They  parted  many  other  votes  for  the  fe- 
curity  of  the  nation  in  genera). 

Nm.  a 5.  The  King  returned  from  Scot- 
land, and  was  fplendidly  treated  by  the  city 
mf  London, 

Nov.  *6.  The  mob  were  fo  infolent  and 
troublefome  to  the  King  at  Whitehall*  that 
he  removed  to  Hampton -Court ;  but  the  city 
inviting  him  back,  he  returned  to  White- 
hall. 

Nov.  %t»,  30,  and  Die.  1.  Further  tu- 
mults at  WeJIminfter  on  account  of  the  bi- 


The  King  demanded  the  affiftance  of 
Scotland,  which  they  refufed,  fearing  Erg- 
land  might  conceive  jealoofies,  but  if  here- 
after ncceflary,  they  would  be  ready  to 
aflift. 

The  earl  of  Ejfex  rcfigned  his  com- 


The  King  difmiflcd  the  guards  of  the 
parliament,  which  the  lords  and  commons 
detired  the  continuance  of,  but  the  King 
refufed  it,  and  would  order  fome  of  the 
train  bands,  which  the  commons  refufed. 

Dec.  a.  The  King  attended  the  parlia- 
ment, and  made  a  fpeech  to  both  houfes. 

He  recommended  a  committee  to  treat 
with  the  Scots  about  their  fuccours  to 
Ireland, 

The  King  partes  an  aft  for  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  rebels  in  Ireland,  wherein  it  is 
declared,  that  the  King  could  in  no  cafe, 
but  a  foreign  invafion,  prefs  a  free-bom 
fubjed  into  his  fervice. 

Dec.  *6.  The  commons  prevail  with  the 
Xing  to  difplace  colonel  Lnnsford,  lieute- 
nant of  the  Tower,  becaufe  they  could  not 
confide  in  him,  and  that  poft  was  conferred 
on  Sir  John  Byron. 

Dee.  18.  Inrolent  tumults  of  the  Lcn- 
don  apprentices  at  Whitehall  and  Weftmm- 

JltT. 

The firft  origin  of  the  name  of  Round- 
ly was  now  introduced  by  captain  Hyde 


drawing  his  fword  amid  ft  the  mob  at  Wefl- 
tninjler,  and  faying  he  would  crop  the  earn 
of  thofe  roundheaded  dogs  that  bawled 
againft  the  bilhops.  The  apprentices  wore 
their  hair  cut  round. 

The  commons  aflced  a  guard,  and  they 
caufed  arms  to  be  brought  into  the  houfe 
for  their  fecurity. 

The  gentlemen  of  the  inns  of  court  of- 
fered to  guard  the  King. 

The  Ir'ijh  demand  a  toleration,  which 
the  commons  will  not  agree  to. 

The  King  fends  a  mefiage  to  both  houfes 
that  feven  priefts  were  condemned,  and 
that  the  French  ambaflador  demanded  tbey 
might  be  baniflicd.  The  lords  and  com. 
mons  voted  they  mould  be  executed,  and 
petitioned  the  King  for  the  fame. 

The  King  granted  protection  to  them. 

The  common*  imprifoned  the  two  lorda 
Cofielcugh  and  Taaf,  fent  from  Ireland. 

The  King  offered  to  raife  10,000  men  if 
the  parliament  would  pay  them. 

The  commons  appointed  a  committee  to 
examine  why  relief  was  not  fent  to  Ire- 
land. 

A  bill  was  brought  in  for  the  prefling 
of  foldiers. 

The  commons  make  the  earl  of  Nrw- 
pcrt  conftable  of  the  Tower,  whom  the 
King  removes,  and  takes  the  keys  him- 
felf. 

The  earl  of  Newport  is  accufed  by  the 
King,  of  having  faid  the  Queen  and  child- 
ren mould  be  fecured. 

The  lords  petitioned  the  King,  praying 
him  to  declare  the  reporter  of  thofe  word;, 
which  the  King  declines. 

Twelve  of  the  biihops  protefting  againft 
all  the  acts  of  the  parliament,  fince  they 
were  withheld  by  force  from  their  feats, 
ten  of  them  are  committed  to  the  Tower 
for  high -treafon,  and  the  bi (hops  of  Dur- 
ham and  Lid  field,  by  rtafon  of  their  great 
age,  to  the  Black-rod. 

1641-1,  Jan.  1.  The  Irijb  are  proclaim- 
ed rebels. 

Jan.  3»TheKing,  while  he  wasin  Scotland, 
having  di (covered  more  fully  the  treafona- 
ble  correfpondence  between  the  Scots  and 
fome  members  of  parliament,  ordered  the 
lord  Kimholton  to  be  apprehended,  together 
with  Mr.  Pym,  Mr.  Hampden,  Mr.  Holies, 
Sir  Arthur  Hajierig,  and  Mr.  Strcnd ,  and 
their  trunks  and  papers  to  be  fealed  up  { 
whereupon  the  commons  rcfolved,  that 
whoever  (hoold  attempt  to  feite  any  of 
their  members,  or  their  papers,  they  mould 
ftand  upon  their  defence. 
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The  tame  day  the  commons  voted  it  a 
breach  of  privilege. 

The  commons  ordered  the  fcals  to  be 
taken  oft*. 

The  King  went  to  the  common  council 
©f  Lwdon,  and  demanded  the  rive  members 
out  of  the  city,  when  one  Henry  Walker 
threw  into  the  Ring's  coach  a  paper, 
wherein  was  the  city  petition  to  the  Ring, 
who  fided  with  the  commons,  written  To 
y,*r  tents,  0  If  rati. 

Lunsford  and  forty  other  officers  coming 
through  Weflminfltr  Hall,  met  the  citizens, 
drew  their  {words,  and  wounded  feveral. 

Several  counties  petition  that  the  Papilla 
might  bedifarmed.  Mr.  .Py/nwas  ordered  to 
attend  the  houfe  of  peers  with  them,  and 
made  a  long  fpecch  in  favour  of  the  com- 
mons, whole  thanks  he  received  for  his 
Jate  proceedings. 

The  Ring  complained  of  fome  things  in 
the  fpecch,  which  the  commons  flood  by, 
and  vindicated  Mr.  Pym. 

Jan,  7,  8.  The  city  mob  were  raifed  for 
their  protection.  The  commons  adjourned 
for  feven  days,  and  ordered  a  committee 
to  (it  at  Guildhall  in  the  mean  time* 

The  mob  growing  very  dangerous,  the 
King  and  royal  family  removed  to  Hampton- 
Court, 

Jan.  10,  jr.  The  iherifTs  of  London,  and 
the  train-bands,  with  an  armed  multitude, 
carried  the  obnoxious  members  in  triumph, 
So  their  feats  at  Wefminfier.  The  feamen 
and  watermen,  with  above  a  hundred  arm- 
ed vefleJs,  with  field-pieces,  colours,  (Sc. 
as  prepared  for  an  engagement,  advanced  at 
the  fame  time  up  the  Thames,  from  London 
bridge  to  rVef.minficr  t  for  which  they  all 
received  the  thanks  of  the  commons,  and 
were  acquainted  they  mould  have  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  houfe  for  their  indemnity  ; 
they  then  made  captain  Sktpfon,  major- 
general  of  the  city  militia,  ordering  him 
to  attend  every  day  at  Weflmmicr,  with 
a  guard  for  their  fecurity  :  which  war- 
like proceedings  were  looked  upon  as  an 
avowed  declaration  of  war  againft  his  Ma- 
jefty. 

Jan*  12.  The  King  removed  to  #W Tor, 
from  whence  he  fent  two  feveral  mefiages 
fo  the  commons,  offering  to  wave  all  pro- 
secutions againft  the  lord  Kimbolton,  and 
the  five  members,  and  to  pafs  an  ad  of 
general  pardon ;  but  thofe  offers  were  not 
accepted  by  tb  e  common*. 

Letters  from  the  lord  Dirty  were  inter- 
cepted from  Zealand,  and  nc  was  accuded 
•f  hi^h-traafoo  by  the  parliament. 


The  commons  impeached  the  Attorney- 
general,  and  committed  him  to  the  Fleet 
prifon  during  pleafure. 

They  required  the  names  of  the  perforrs 
who  advifed  the  King  to  accuie  the  five 


The  commons  very  much  miftrutfted  the 
King's  sincerity,  and  fent  an  order  to  Sir 
Jthn  Byron,  lieutenant  of  the  Towerr  to 
appear  before  the  houfe  of  commons, 
which  ho  refufed. 

The  commons  ordered  two  companies  of 
the  train  bands  to  attend  the  houfe  daily, 
under  the  command  of  Icrjeant  major  Skiff  on. 
The  lords  EJfat  and  Holland  were  com- 
manded by  the  King  to  attend  him  at 
court  j  but  the  houfe  of  peers  forbid  their 
going. 

The  Scots  fent  2500  men  into  Ireland. 
The  Scotch  commi  Hi  oners  offered  their 
mediation,  which  the  King  rejecled.

The  commons  were  fearful  the  King 
intended  to  fecure  Portfmoutb,  they  order 
the  governor  thereof  to  receive  no  forces 
by  the  King's  authority  but  by  both  houlcs 
of  parliament. 

They  alfo  fent  Sir  John  Hot  bam  to  fi> 
cure  Hull. 

They  fet  a  guard  about  the  Tower,  and 
ordered  that  no  ammunition  should  be  fent 
from  thence. 

A  falfe  information  was  given  to  the 
houfe  of  the  King's  being  enforced** 

Winder. 

Feb.  14.  The  King  was  prevailed  with,  by 
the  Queen,  to  pafs  the  bill  by  commiflion, 
for  depriving  the  bifhops  of  their  votes  ifl 
parliament,  and  incapaciating  both  them 
and  the  reft  of  the  clergy  to  exercife  any 
temporal  jurifdi&ion ;  and  the  bill  for  the 
pre  fling  of  foldiers. 

Fab.  16.  The  King  went  with  the  Queesj 
and  princefs  of  Orange,  to  Dover, 

Feb.  23.  The  Queen  and  Princefs  em- 
barked for  Holland. 

Feb.  16.  The  King  returned  to  Grten- 
•vfUh,  and  fent  for  the  prince  of  Wi del 
j  and  the  dukt  of  ttr*  to  come  <°J£m£ 
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which  the  commons  endeavoured  to  pre- 
vent. 

Ftb.  &S.  The  Ring  fent  the  honfe  hit 
reifoni  far  refilling  the  militia  bill  j  where- 
upon the  commons  voted  his  advifcrs  public 
enemies  to  the  kingdom  j  and  that  fuch 
parts  of  the  kingdom  at  had  already  pot 
thrmfelrei  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  had  done 
nothing  but  what  was  juftihable,  and  ap- 
proved of  by  both  houfes. 

The  fame  day  his  Majefty  removed  to 
IMaift,  and  a  fdeA  committee  of  both 
houfes  followed  him  thither,  and  declared, 
that  if  he  perf:fted  an  his  refusal  to  pafs 
the  militia  bill,  they  were  refolved  to  fet- 
tle the  militia  without  him. 

Mar.  t.  They  infilled  aifo  be  mould  re- 
move his  wicked  counsellors,  and  leave 
the  Prince  in  their  hands.  They  protefted 
he  had  no  power  of  commanding  the  mi- 
litia, and  declared  that  they  who  had  put 
thetnfelves  in  a  pofture  ef  defence,  con- 
curred with  the  direction  of  both  houfes, 
and  were  juftifiable  by  law.

Jttitmuft  be  acknowledged)  to  be  forae 
Jinc&ion  on  his  prudence  to  be  found  thus 
eaprovided,  ajjd  tofuffer  the  houfes  to  feiie 
hit  treafurea,  his  forts,  fleets,  and  maga- 
'•nes,  and  to  raife  his  own  militia  againft 
him.  But  now,  rinding  all  attempts  to  re- 
tort peace  in  vain,  and  that  the  houfes 
were  refolved  for  war,  and  to  deprive  him 
of  his  fovereignty,  he  fet  forward  towards 
toe  north,  in  order  to  provide  for  his  (ccu- 
rity,  on  the  3d  of  March* 

Mar.  g.  A  committee  of  both  houfes 
followed  the  King  with  another  pofitive 
Vol.  I, 
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declaration  to  Newmarket t  wherein  they  fty/ 
that  upon  the  ft  rift  eft  examination  of  their 
conferences,  and  on  consideration  of  their 
actions,  they  found  none  that  could  give 
his  Majefty  any  juft  apprehenfions,  or  oc- 
cafioh  his  removal  from  Whitehall^  whither? 
they  defiled  he  would  return  with  the 
Prince.  But  lie  King  did  not  think  fit 
to  truft  them  any  farther,  and  put  him- 
felf  into  the  hands  of  his  declared  enemies* 
but  continued  bis  journey  towards  York, 

Before  the  King  left  Lcndon,  the  lord 
mayor  and  other  citizens,  waited  upon  hie 
Majefty,  and  engaged,  if  he  would  flay, 
they  would  guard  him  with  10,000  men  j 
the  King  anfwered  them,  he  was  re* 
folved  not. 

It  was  voted  in  both  houfes  to  put  the 
kingdom  in  a  pofture  of  defence,  and  the 
parliament  irTucd  an  ordinance  for  arming 
the  militia. 

The  King  being  at  Huntingdon,  fent 
and  informed  the  houfc  he  meant  to  refido 
at  York,  and  recommends  the  affairs  of 
Ireland  to  them. 

In  anfwer  to  this  meffage  the  commons 
voted,  that  the  King's  abfence  fo  far  from 
his  parliament,  is  an  obft ruction,  and 
might  be  a  deftruftion,  to  the  affairs  ef 
Ireland.

more  numerous  ;  however  they  maintained 
their  ground  till  night  parted  them,  when 
both  armies  drew  off :  and  the  next  day 
froth  claimed  the  victory,  and  gave  thanks 
for  it,  but  neither  of  them  thought  fit  to 
renew  the  tight.  On  the  King's  fide  were 
killed  the  earl  of  Lindfty  the  general,  the 
lord  Aubxgry,  fon  to  the  duke  of  Lenox, 
and  Sir  Edmund  Femey}  the  ftandard  bearer. 
On  the  other  fide  were  killed  only  the  lord 
St.  Jobn  of  Bletjbo,  and  colonel  Charles 
Effex,  of  any  note.  As  for  the  number  of 
interior  officers  and  common  foldiert  that 
were  killed  in  this  action,  the  accounts  are 
very  different,  but  they  probably  amounted 
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to  1 500  or  1000  men,  on  both  fides.  Thff 
lord  tVillougbhy,  fon  to  the  earl  of  Lindfty, 
was  taken  prtfoner  by  the  parliament's  forces, 
as  he  was  endeavouring  to  refcoe  his  father. 

The  royal  ftandard  was  taken,  but  after- 
wards relcued  by  Capt.  Jobn  Smith,  who 
was  knighted  for  it,  and  made  ftandard 
bearer. 

It  is  affirmed  by  lord  Holtts  \  "  That  0/i- 
ver  Cromwell,  who  was  quartered  at  a  village 
near  at  hand  with  a  troop  of  horfe,  kept 
out  of  the  field  at  the  battle  of  Keynton,  and 
excufed  himfelf,  by  faying,  that  he  could 
not  find  the  army,  nor  be  directed  by  his 
ear,  though  the  ordnance  was  heard  twen- 
ty or  thirty  miles  off." 

The  parliament  in  a  declaration  accufed 
his  Majefty  of  employing  papifts.

The  parliament  fent  a  committee  to  D*h* 
tin,  to  aflift  the  council,  who  carried  with 
them  10,000/.  and  300  barrels  of  powder, 
ten  tuns  of  match,  and  other  ammunitiooi 
and  were  well  received. 

The  King  publifhed  a  declaration,  dew- 
ing he  had  no  deflgn  to  alter  the  religion  or 
conftitution,  and  that  he  raifed  his  arsnf 
for  \\\%  own  defence,  and  the  protection  of 
the  people's  liberties,  that  were  invaded  by 
a  few  factious  and  feditious  members,  who, 
called  thcmfelves  the  parliament-

clamation to  London,  offering  pardon  to  the 
rebels.

The  King  offered  a  pardon  to  the  citiel 
of  London  and  Wefm'trjler.

They  receive  their  general  with  great 
honour  at  Wcftminfier,  and  presented  hi»

Nov.  j  1.  They  fend  a  deputation  to  his 
Majefty,  to  deli  re  a  treaty,  to  which  be 
agreed. 

Nov.  15,  There  being  no  ccflatioaof 
arms,  hii  Majefty  advanced  to  Brentftrd, 
and  diflodged  the  parliament's  forces,  taking 
500  orifoncrs. 

Tne  city  trained-bands  hereupon  march- 
ed to  Tumbcm-Green,  to  reinforce  the  carl 
of  EJfex.  The  army  then  confifted  of 
24,000  men,  completely  armed  ane\  Ap- 
plied with  all  neccflarics,  and  mutt' fur** 
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eSW  to  the  King's }  after  his  army  had 
ftood  in  battalia  fcvexal  hours  facing  them, 
hit  Majefly  thought  fit  to  retire  to  Reading, 
and  the  parliament  general  did  not  attempt 
lb  interrupt  hit  march,  or  fajl  upon  his 
rear.

.  or  moft  i&ive  in  promoting  the  faid  project, 
It  obtained  the  name  of  Waller  *  pl^t. 

Ttmiirts  and  Cbalontr  were  tried  and  con-

Lord  Wdhvgbby,  the  parliament's  gene- 
ral, toolc  Gairjb;rcugb,  and  made  the  carl 
of  Kingfi&n  his  priloner,  whom  he  fcr.t  to 
Hull  in  a  pinnance,  but  was  unfortunately 
fhot  by  his  own  party,  who  would  have 
refcued  htm.

Lord  Clareadon  compared  him  to 
Cinna ;  who  had  a  head  f,o  contrive,  a  tonrue 
to  perfuadc,  and  a  hand  to  execute  any 
thing.

July  1.  The  afiembly  of.  divines*  met 
in  the  Jerufalem  chamber,  confining  of 
about  it8  preachers,  befides  26  laymen, 
and  had  four  millings  a  day  allowed  them 
for  their  fervice.

The  King  previous  to  his  receiving  the 
facrament  at  Oxford^  made  a  proteftation 
in  favour  of  the  protectant  religion-. 

Upon  the  taking  of  lirijhl,  and  the  other 
fucrefles  of  the  royalifts  in  the  north  and 
weft,  the  King  publiihed  another  declara- 
tion, inviting  his  fubjc&s  to  return  to  their 
allegiance,  and  offering  them  pardon,  the 
enjoyment  of  their  rites  and  privileges,  &e. 

Aug.  1.  His  Majesty  went  from  Oxford 
to  Brijlol,  to  compote  forao  differences  be- 
tween mince  Rupert  and  the  merquit  of 
Hertford. 

Aug.  a.  Dtrebefler  furrendered  to  a  de- 
tachment of  the  King's  army,  under  toe 
command  of  the  earl  of  Carnarvon,  and  foot 
after  Weymoutb  and  Portland. 

Aug.  10.  The  King  fummoned  and  hv 
veiled  the  ciry  of  Gloctfer. 

The  parliament  railed  two  other  armies* 
one  to  be  commanded  by  the  earl  of 
Afanebeffer,  and  the  other  by  Sir  MlTum 
Waller. 

Cromwell  formed  a  body  of  horfe  out  of 
the  greateft  zealots  and  enthunafts,  to  op- 
pofe  the  King's  horfe,  who  being  many  of 
them  gentlemen,  and  governed  by  princi- 
ples of  honour,  had  hitherto  proved  much, 
fupe rior  to  the  parliament's  forces* 

Aug.  ft.  Upon  Efjex%%  approach,  the 
King  r-i  fed  the  £cgc,  and  offered  propoll- 
tions  to  the  Earl  which  was  refufed*  The 
Earl  relieved  the  town,  and  then  marched 
towarJi  Cirtneefier,  and  took  forty  loads  of 
provisions,  fix  fhndards.  300  men,  and 
400  horfes,  thefe  being  deftgned  for  Kent. 

Efftx  endeavouring  to  reach  Newbuyi 
prince  Rupert  came  up  with  him  at  AnUrn 
chact,  and  a  (harp  conflict  enfucd. 

The  King  got  to  Newbury  before  FiTrn, 
which  obliged  the  Earl  to  quarter  at  Ar«« 
gerford. 

Aug.  25.  The  earls  of  Bedford,  Holland, 
and  Clare,  with  the  lords  Ctnway,  *ni 
Lovtlacn,  leave  the  parliament,  and  go  over 
to  the  King  at  Oxford,  and  the  earl  of 
Northumberland  retired  to  his  feat  at  Pit- 
worth.  The  expectation  of  thefe  lords  not 
being  anfwered  in  the  court  of  Oxfrdt 
they  returned  foon  after  into  the  pirua* 
ment's  ^uartrrs  again.

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Sir  John  Hot  bam,  and  hit  fon  captain 
Ihtbam,  being  about  to  return  to  then*  alle- 
giance, were  apprehended  and  lent  to  the 
Tower.

The  earl  of  Eflex  raifed  the 
fiege  of  GloctJIer,  which  had  held  out 
twenty -fix  days. 

Sept.  S.  Sir  W\Uiam  Wallet  was  defeat- 
ed by  the  King*!  forces  at  Rcundway- 
dvtvn,  near  the  Devizes  in  Wihjh\re,  which 
occahontd  a  quarrel  between  the  earl  of 
Ejfex  and  htm:  Waller  complained  that 
Ejpex  defigried  to  facrifice  him;  making  no 
motion  to  fupport  him  }  and  the  Earl  re- 
proached Sir  William,  with  Want  of  con- 
chad  as  well  a:  courage. 

The  women  of  London  went  in  a  body  to 
the  parliament  houfe,  to  petition  for  a 
peace,  but  were  difperfed  by  a  regiment  of 
horfe,  and  fereral  of  them  killed. 

Sept.  la.  The  commons  proceeded  to 
jodgment  againft  Berkley,  who  had  been  im- 
prisoned for  bis  opinion  in  levying  (hip- 
money  ;  half  of  his  fine  was  abated,  and 
upon  paying  tO,6oo/»  he  was  fet  at  liberty. 

Prince  Rupert  levied  more  forces,  and  af- 
fembled  7000  foot,  with  horfe  In  propor- 
tion. 

A  plot  was  discovered  at  Plymvutbt  form- 
ed by  Alexander  Carew,  governor  of  St. 
Nicholas  caftle,  to  deliver  the  town  and 
fort  to  the  King.  Carnv  was  apprehended 
and  fent  to  London,  where  he  was  con- 
demned by  a  court-martial.

Apr.  3,  The  lords  paffed  the  felf-denying 

ordinance,  for  di  fabling  the  members  of 

either  houfe  to  have  any  commiflion  in  the 

army. 

Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  was  made  general, 

and  EJex,  Mancbefe',  Waller,  and  all  the 
general  officers  but  Cromwell,  who  were 
members  of  either  houfe,  were  obliged  to 
refign  their  commimons,  and  Fairfax  and 
Cromwell  new  model  the  army.

Fairfax  intercepted  Coring  %  letter,  which 
made  nim  refolvc  to  give  the  King  battle. 
Both  armies  met  near  Nafeby,  in  fior- 
ibampttn&in,  where  the  King  was  de- 
feated, loft  all  his  foor,  artillery,  arms, 
&c.  with  his  cabinet  of  papers,  and  re- 
tired to  Litchfield,  and  from  thence  to  Rag- 
land  caftle,  the  feat  of  the  old  marquis  of 
Worcejter,  who  entertained  his  Majcfty  for 
three  weeks  there,  while  he  affcmblcd  his 
flattered  troops. 

General  Fairfax  had  his  helmet  beat  off, 
and  rode  bare-headed.  Ireton  had  his  horfe 
frilled  under  him,  was  run  through  the 
thi^h,  wounded  in  the  face,  and  made 
prifoner ;  he  found  meant  to  make  his  ef- 
cape  on  the  turn  of  the  battle.  Skippsn  was 
Wounded  in  the  firft  of  the  battle,  and  was 
deftred  to  go.  off  the  field,  but  he  anfwered 
"He  would  not  ftir  as  long  as  a  man  would 
STand.'  Rchert  Dalxitl,  earl  of  Cametv^r'h^ 
feeing  the  Kins;  bent  upon  charging  the 
enemy,  faid  to  hisMajeiry,  "  Sir,  you  will 
go  upon  your  death  in  an  inAant,"  and 
turned  his  horfe  to  the  right,  which  the 
cavalry  feeing,  took  to  the  fpur,  and  his 
Maiefty  was  obliged  to  retire.  Tbe^arlui- 
sncnt  took  5000  prifoncrs ;  there  was  ftain 
on  the  King's  fide,  about  600  men,  and 
out  of  thefe  150  officers, 
•  On  the  parliament's  fide  there  was  above 
tceo  officers  and  men  flain.  The  battle 
-*ras  fought  in  a  field  near  Nafeby*  about  a 
mile  broad,  the  town  Aaods  upon  the  hi g hell 
ground  in  England. 

Jur.c  17.  Lcicefltr  fur  rendered  to  Fairfax. 

The  city  of  London  entertained  both 
hou fes  at  Grocers. hall  upon  the  news  of 
the  victory,  and  after  dinner  they  fung  the 
46th  Pfalm,  and  fo  parted. 

Fairfax  defeated  Gwug,  and  made  htm 
raife  the  fiege  of  Taunton,  took  lgco  pri-  | 
loners  and  20CO  horfe. 

June  23.  The  King*?  papers  that  were 
taken  at  Nafeby,  were  read  in  the  houfe 
of  commons. 

'Jure  2S.  Carfijlr  wa»  furrendrred  to  the 
S<ots  by  Sir  7b*mas  Glenlam,  after  he  had 
endured  a  lonj  fiege. 

J:tiy  10.  The  King's  forces  under  lord 
Genrg,  in  the  weft,  was  defeated  at  Lang- 
f>9~r  by  -  Fairfax. 

July  ai.  iW/Vj/?  caftle,  in  I'tri/kirf, 
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forrendered  to  the  parliament  $  on  the  2)4 
Bridgnoater  futrendered  j  25th  Scarbonugb  j 
and  the  31ft  Batb. 

About  this  time  there  were  feveral  great 
bodies  of  club-men  in  the  weft,  that  pro- 
felTcd  themfelves  neuters,  and  would  join 
neither  party  •  but  faid  they  kept  in  a  bo- 
dy to  prevent  being  plundered.

Aug.  a  3.  Cromwell  wrote  to  his  friends 
not  to  addrefs  the  King. 

Aug.  28.  The  garrifon  of  Colcbtflef 
having  endured  a  6ege  of  ten  weeks* 
and  confumed  their  provifion,  and  eat  all 
the  dogs  and  cats,  and  molt  of  the  horfei, 
were  compelled  to  furrender  prifoner*  at 
difcretion  ;  whereupon  Sir  Charles  Lucas, 
and  Sir  George  LiJJt,  were  immediately  fhot 
to  dea'h,  without  being  brought  before  a 
council  of  war,  or  fo  much  as  allowed  time 
to  fettle  their  affairs,  or  write  to  tbeic 
friends  ;  the  earl  of  Norwich,  lord  Goring, 
and  the  lord  Cape/,  were  fent  prifontn  to 
Wind/or  caftle,  where  they  found  duke  Hj- 
milton.  The  reft  of  the  prifoners  of  any 
quality,  were  difperfed  in  feveral  prifona. 

The  town  was  preferved  from  plunder, 
by  paying  10,000/. 

After  Hamilton  was  defeated,  A'gfc 
raifed  forces  again  ft  Monroe. 

Cromwell  marched  againft  Monroe. 
The  prince  of  WaUs  was  invited  by  the 
Scott,  to  come  and  take  command  of  the 
army. 

The  independents  prevailed  in  the  parlia- 
ment, and  the  prefbytcrians  rely  upon  the 
affiftance  of  Scotland. 
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The  prince  of  Wales  came  to  the  Downs  ' 
with  his  fleet,  and  wrote  to  the  lords,  in- 
viting them  to  a  treaty  with  the  King. 

Sept.  1 1.  The  independents  petitioned 
the  parliament  not  to  treat  with  the  King, 
and  in  twenty-feven  other  articles  relative 
to  the  conduit  of  the  commons. 

Sept.  itf .  The  treaty  between  the  King, 
and  the  commimoncrs  of  the  two  houfes, 
began  at  Newport  in  the  ifle  of  Iftgbt. 

Sept.  19.  The  bills  were  prcfented  to 
his  Majefty,  and  a  difpute  arose  about  the 
preamble  of  one  of  the  bills. 

The  King  fent  a  mcflage  to  both  houfes 
and  ottered  eight  propoficiona. 

The  parliament  rejected  them.  » 

Sept.  30.  Cromwell  marched  to  Edtn- 
hur^b,  and  forced  the  committee  of  eftates 
to  fly  from  thence. 

Lancrlck  and  Monro*  being  unable  to 
eon  tin  ue  the  war,  came  to  an  agreement 
with  Arjyle. 

Oft.  Many  petitions  were  fent  to  the 
parliament,  demanding  juftice  upon  the 
King. 

Berwick  and  CarliJU  furrendered  to  Crew 
well%  who  afterwards  marched  in  triumph 
to  Edinburgh,  and  concerted  meafures  with 

Nov.  20.  The  army  under  Cromwell 
being  returned  into  England,  a  remonftrance  * 
was  prcfented  to  the  commons,  by  the  of- 
ficers, again  ft  any  further  treaty,  with  his 
Majefty,  and  requiring  that  the  King  and 
his  adherent*  be  brought  to  juftice  j  that  a 
period  be  put  to  this  parliament,  and  more 
equal  reprcfentatives  chofen,  in  whom  they 
would  have  the  fuprrme  power  lodged,  &c. 

Nov.  aj.  The  King  rejected  the  pro- 
portions concerning  of  Ireland.  The  King 
alone  difputed  upon  every  article  himfelf, 
aone  of  hit  attendants  being  permitted  to 
ife^k. 

Nw.  17.    The  treaty  with  the  King  in 
the  ifle  of  Wtgbt  was  broken  eft'. 

At  this  treaty,  the  commiflioners  for  the  I 
parliament  inflfted  ;  that  the  King  ihould 
acknowledge  that  they  entered  into  a  war 
with  him  for  their  juft  defence,  and  that 
he  was  the  author  of  the  war,  and  all  the 
calamities  confequent  thereupon  t  that  he 
ihould  abolifli  epifcopacy,  fettle  prelbytery, 
and  transfer  the  lands  of  the  church,  to  the 
support  of  the  (late  t  that  he  ihould  tranf- 
scr  the  power  of  the  militia  to  the  parlia- 
ment, aod  empower  them  to  keep  a  ftand- 
iog  army,  and  levy  money  to  pay  them : 
mat  he  ihould  pay  all  the  debts  they  had 
WOtraacd,  and  leave  the  royaiifts  to  their 
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mercy  \  that  the  parliament  Ihould  confbl- 
tute  ail  magistrates,  and  difpofe  of  all  places 
and  offices  :  that  his  Majefty  (ho aid  eon- 
firm  their  new  broad  fcal,  and  all  their 
grants  and  commiffions:  tbefe  were  the 
mod  eft  demand  of  the  preibyterians  }  and 
though  his  Majefty  granted  moft  of  thefe, 
they  voted  his  concerTions  unfatisfaaory, 
till  the  army  ufurped  the  fupreroe  autho- 
rity, and  then  they  would  have  revived  the 
treaty. 

The  levelling  doctrine  which  CromwtB 
had  introduced  in  the  army,  to  pull  dowa 
the  King  and  awe  the  parliament,  gave 
him  a  great  deal  of  trouble  about  this  times 
the  foldters  had  been  taught,  that  the  na- 
tural rights  of  the  meaneft  men,  were  equal 
to  thofe  of  the  greateft,  and  that  governors 
were  no  longer  to  be  obeyed,  than  they  ftu- 
died  the  general  good  of  every  individual, 
of  which  themfclves  were  judges  :  and  isu 
purfaance  of  thefe  notions,  they  entered 
into  confederacies  and  aflbciations,  aod 
made  proportions  to  the  parliament,1  as  well 
as  to  their  own  generals,  to  introduce  an 
equality  among  all  men,  and  from  hence 
obtained  the  name  of  Levellers  ;  which 
when  they  faw  oppofed  by  their  officer** 
they  appointed  a  general  rendeavous  at 
Hounflew-beatb,  in  order  to  put  an  end  to  all 
diftin&ions  among  men  ;  of  whkh  Crom- 
well receiving  advice,  he  appeared  unea-* 
pe&cdly  at  IhunJJowbeatb,  when  they  wen* 
aflcmbled  there,  at  the  head  of  fome  troop* 
he  could  rely  on  J  and  having  demanded 
tue  reafon  of  their  aflembling  there  in  fuck 
numbers,  without  his  orders,  and  received 
fome  infolent  anfwers  from  them,  he 
knocked  down  two  or  three  of  the  for- 
wardeft,  then  charged  them  with  hi* 
troops,  and  having  wounded  fome,  and 
made  others  prifoners,  he  hanged  up  at 
many  of  them  a*  he  faw  fit  upon  the  fpot* 
and  fent  feveral  more  to  London,  to  be  tried 
for  mutiny  and  rebellion,  in  a  more  folerna 
manner,  and  thereby  re  (I  rained  this  level* 
ling  fpirit  for  the  prefent. 

Cromwell  laid  ficge  to  Ptmttfratl. 
Colonel  Rainfiorovgb  was  cruelly  murder- 
ed by  three  of  rhtPmefracl  garrifon,  ax 
Doncafter. 

CronrwcU  fent  part  of  his  forces  to  the 
general. 

Nov.  30*  A  remonftrance  was  prefent* 
ed  from  the  army,  to  bring  the  King  to 
juftice. 

The  parliament  returned  no  anfwer,  and] 
tried  to  amufe  the  array,  every  regiment 
having  petitioned  their  general. 

Nov* 
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Kern.  30*  The  King  was  taken  out  of 
tne  hands  of  colonel  Hammmd*  and  feited 
by  colonel  Ewer,  and  carried  to  caftle, 
by  an  order  of  the  council  of  officers  in  the 
anxiy. 

The  common*  denred  the  general  to 
place  colonel  i/<»w».-Wiotheifleof  Wight, 
and  recall  colonel  Ewer,  which  be  take* 
so  notice  of ;  and  the  army  made  a  decla- 
ration againft  the  commons. 

Dec*  *.  The  army  marched  op  to  Lon-

Dec.  4.  The  commons  voted,  that  the 
seizing  the  King*!  per  Ton  >  and  carrying 
him  prisoner  to  hiurjl  eaftle,  was  without 
the  advice  or  content  of  the  houie.

And  infilled 
thai  the  deliverance  of  the  people  by  the 
army,  was  greater  than  that  of  tbechildren 
of  h'ratl  from  the  houfe  of  bondage  in 

members  going  directly  from  church 
to  the  houfe,  it  was  there  moved  to  pro- 
ceed capitally  againftthe  King,  whereupon 
Cromwell  faid,  That  as  he  was  praying  for 
a  hleiTi  ng  from  God,  on  hit  undertaking

The  Preibyterians  proteftlng  againlt  the 
King's  trial,  Crnwnvell  reiorted  upon  them, 
that  their  endeavouring  to  take  away  the 
King's  life  by  fwonl  and<  piftol,  depriving 
him  of  bit,  authority,  and  imprifoning  of 
him,  was  itill  more  againit  all  law*  hn« 
man  and  divine,  than  the  bringing  the 
King  to  a  legal  trial  before  the  reprefenta- 
tivea  of  the  people,  from  whom  all  law- 
ful princes  derived  their  authority.

Jane  Seymour,  with  this  infcription  on  a 
fillet  of  lead,  King  Chaklss  1648.

four-pence,  or  being  fet  in  the  ftocks. 

1  Car.  I.  Cap.  4.  Enacts  that  every  inn- 
keeper, alchoufe-kceper,  or  other  victualler, 
who  farters  any  perfon  (not  an  inhabitant) 
to  fit  tipping  in  his  houte,  mall  fatter  the 
fame  penalty,  as  if  the  perfon  was  an  in- 
habitant, which  is  ten  (hillings  inflicted  by 
X  Jac.  1.  Cap.  9. 

Car.  I.  Cap.  1.  No  carrier  er  drover  (hall 
travel  on  the  Lord's  day,  on  pain  of  twenty 
millings;  and  no  butcher  (hall  kill  or  (ell 
meat  on  that  day,  on  pain  of  tlx  (hillings 
and  eight-pence. 

Cap*  1.  Enacts,  that  whoever  goes  be- 
yond fea,  or  (hall  fend  any  perfon  over 
fca,  to  be  educated  in  a  popim  feminarr. 
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contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  any 
fucb  convent  or  fcminary,  {hall  forfeit  all 
his  goods  and  his  lands  for  life,  and  be  difa- 
blcJ  to  profecute  any  fuit,  or  to  renew  a 
gift  or  legacy,  &c.  as  one  excornmum- 
catcd. 

Whoever  f:llf  ale  without  a  li- 
cence, except  in  fairs,  Hull  forfeit  twenty 

\T  Car.  J.  Cap.  2.  Enacts,  that  the  par- 
liament then  aflerabled,  mould  not  be  dif- 
fered, prorogued,  or  adjourned,  but  by  aft 
cf  parliament. 

Cap.  6.  Ena£s,  that  Michaelmas  term, 
which  ufed  to  begin  a  week  after  Michael* 
•as,  (hall  not  begin  till  three  weeks  after 
Michaelmas. 

Cap.  10.  Enacts,  that  the  court  of  Star- 
chamber  be  diiTolvcdj  and  declares  that 
neither  the  King  or  privy  council,  have 
say  authority  to  hear  or  determine  any 
caufe  relating  to  the  fubjects  goods  or  lands  j 
and  that  any  perfon  committed  by  warrant 
of  the  King  or  council,  may  have  a  Ha- 
teas  Corpus,  and  be  bailed,  if  the  matter 
be  liable  by  law. 

Cap.  11.  Repeals  fo  much  of  the  ad 
of  1  ETix.  Cap.  1.  as  im powers  the  crown

Declares,  that  the  charge  im- 
paled on  the  fubject,  for  providing  and  fur- 
nilhing  of  (hips,  commonly  called  fliip- 
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money,  and  the  judgment  againft  Jot* 
Bamfdetf,  efq  ;  charging  him  with  the  pay- 
ment of  twenty  {hillings  towards  the  fur- 
nifhing  a  {hip,  were  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  the  realm,  the  right  of  property,  the 
liberty  of  the  fubject,  and  the  petition  of 
right.  And  that  all  judgments  or  proceed- 
ings, upon  pretext  or  colour  of  the  writs, 
called  {hip-writs,  mould  be  void. 

Cap.  16.  Enacts,  that  the  limits  ahd 
bounds  of  every  fpreft  mall  extend  no  far- 
ther than  they  were  deemed  to  extend  in 
the  20th  year  of  Jamex  I.  and  that  no 
place  {hall  be  adjudged  foreft,  where  no 
juftice,  feat,  fwainmote,  or  court  of  at- 
tachment have  been  held,  or  where  no  ver« 
durers  have  been  chofen,  or  regard  made, 
within  fixty  years,  from  the  firft  year  of 
this  reign  ;  and  the  lord  Chancellor  is 
empowered  to  appoint  commiiuonert  to  af- 
ceruin  the  bounds  of  forefls,  and  all  places 
without  fuch  bounds  fo  ascertained,  {hall  be 
deemed  free  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as 
if  the  fame  had  never  been  foreft,  or  fa 
reputed. 

Cap.  19.  .Enacted,  that  there  {hall  be 
but  one  weight  and  meafure*  and  that  who- 
ever ufes  any  other,  fhall  forfeit  rive  {hil- 
lings ;  and  that  no  clerk  of  the  market  of 
the  King's  houfc,  or  the  Prince's,  (hall 
exercifc  his  office  beyond  the  verge  of  the 
court ;  but  the  mayor,  or  head  officer  in 
corporations,  and  the  deputy  of  every  lord 
of  the  franchife,  are  aurhorifed  to  exercife 
the  faid  office  in  their  refpective  jurifdio 
tions.  And  no  mayor  or  officer  fhall  take 
more  than  their  arcuftomed  fees,  for  feal- 
ing  weights  and  meafures,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting five  pounds. 

17.  Car.  I.  Cap.  20.  Enacts,  that  no 
perfon  {hall  be  compelled  to  take  the  order 
of  knighthood  upon  him,  or  undergo  any 
fine  or  penalty  for  not  taking  that  order 
upon  him.

1648-9  f^BARLES  II,  upon  the  death 
Tea.  of  his  rather,  king  Charles  I. 

became  king  of  England  j  though  he  en- 
joyed little  more  than  the  title  till  the  year 
1660,  when  the  King  and  the  ancient 
conftitution  were  reftored  together. 

The  commons  paffed  an  act,  declaring  it 
btgh-treafon  to  proclaim  the  prince,  or  any 
other  perfion,  lung  of  England,  without 


confent  of  parliament,  and  Ailed  themfelves 
The  Common-wealth  of  Erg! and,  but  were 
indeed  the  remains  of  the  long  parliament, 
ufoally  {Hied,  Thx  Rump,  and  did  not 
amount  to  one  hundred  men. 

fan.  30.  Duke  Hamilton  efcaped  from 
imdfor  cattle,  but  was  retaken  the  next  day 
in  Scutbwark. 

Feb.  I.  The  lord  Cafd  efcaped  out  of  the 
Hh  SW, 
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Tower,  hut  was  taken  three  days  a'ter  at 
Lambeth. 

Feb.  6.  The  houfe  of  peers  was  voted 
ufelcfs  and  dangerous,  and  therefore  ought 
to  be  aboli/hed. 

Feb.  7.  Rcfolved  by  the  commons,  that 
the  office  of  a  King  in  this  nation,  and  to 
have  the  power  thereof  in  any  Angle  per- 
fon,  is  unncccflary,  burthenfome,  and  dan- 
gerous, and  ought  to  be  ab^lifted. 

Feb.  The  prince  of  Wales  being  at  the 
Hague,  takes  the  title  of  King  ;  the  States- 
general  {the  States  of  Holland  \  and  the  mi- 
nifters  of  the  Hague  paid  him  their  compli- 
ments of  condolence.  He  caufed  thole  of 
his  father's  council  who  attended  him,  to 
be  fworn  of  his  privy  council,  with  the 
addition  of  one  Mr.  Long,  his  fecretary. 

The  Prince  was  coldly  treated  in  Holland, 
and  was  at  a  lofs  where  to  go* 

The  Queen  advifed  him  to  come  to 
France. 

The  carls  of  Limerick,  Lautberdale,  and 
the  marquis  of  Montrefe,  arrived  at  the 
Ha  rue. 

Feb.  9.  The  late  King  was  interred  at 
Wind/or,  but  the  common-prayer  was  not 
fuffered  to  be  read  at  his  burial. 

His  funeral  expences  came  but  to  129/.  51. 

Feb.  to.  The  high  court  of  juftice  fat  in 
Weflminfier-Hall,  for  the  trial  of  duke  Ha- 


milton, carl  of  Cambridge,  the  earl  of  Nor-  / fcal. 


wtcb,  lord  Goring,  lord  Capcl,  and  Sir  John  ' 
Owen. 

Feb.  12.  Letters  from  Edinburgh  men- 
tioned that  prince  Charles  was  proclaimed 
king  of  Scotland,  Feb.  3. 

The  King  received  the  news  of  the 
proclamation  coldly. 

A  divifion  happened  amongft  the  Scots 
at  the  Hague,  which  the  King  could  not 
reconcile,  and  he  declared  againft  going  in- 
to Scotland. 

Msntrofe  informed  the  King  they  would 
not  receive  him  without  conditions;  he 
gave  him  a  commiflion  to  raifc  forces  in 
Certrany%  and  make  a  defcent  on  Scotland* 

Some  cavaliers  difperfed  a  proclamation 
in  London,  declaring  prince  Charles,  King, 
and  promifing  to  maintain  his  title  with 
their  lives  and  fortunes  againft  all  traitors, 
wnich  the  parliament  ordered  to  be  burnt  by 
the  hangman.  They  alfo  pafled  an  air, 
that  thofe  who  had  a  dented  to  the  vote, 
'That  the  bate  Kings  cor.ccjjnm  tvere  a  ground 
for  the  Houfe  to  proceed  to  a  fettlement,  fliould 
not  be  re-admitted  to  fit  ai  members  in  the 
houfe. 

A  new  oath  was  ordered  to  be  taken  in- 


ftead  of  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fupK* 
macy,  called  hs  gag  itM  in  t,  whereby 
the  people  were  obliged  to  fwcar,  Hey 
wcutd  be  true  and  faithful  to  the  Ccnm&n- 
wcaltb,  ivrrhout  King  or  beuje  of  lordx. 

The  late  King's  Aatues  were  demolilbed, 
particularly  that  in  the  Royal- Excbanrt, 
and  the  other  at  the  weft  end  of  St.  Faul  t, 
and  the  following  inscription  fet  up  in 
the  room  of  them.

Feb.  13.  Order  for  a  new  damp  for  the 
coin. 

Feb.  14.  A  council  of  rtate  was  creeled, 
confining  of  39  pcrfons. 

Feb.  a  1 .  The  earl  of  Warwick  w  as  turned 
out  of  his  poft  of  admiral. 

The  houfe  of  commons  was  reduced  to 
about  eighty  members. 

A  new  great  feal  was  made :  on  one  fide 
was  engraved  the  arms  of  E"gTand  and  Ire- 
land, on  the  other  the  portraiture  of  the 
houfe  of  commons,  circumscribed  **  in  the 
firft  year  of  freedom,  by  God's  bleffing  re- 
stored, 1648. " 

This  fcal  and  infeription  was  the  fancy 
of  Henry  Martin. 

fVhirUk,  Keble,  and  Life,  were  ap- 
pointed lords  commiflioncrs  of  the  great 


Mar.  t.  A  new  high  court  of  juflicrwas 
erected,  confining  of  fixty  members,  to  try 
fome  perfons  of  distinction. 

Mar.  6.  Sentence  of  death  was  pro- 
nounced upon  duke  Hamilton,  the  earl  of 
Holland,  the  carl  ef  Norwich,  and  Sir  Job* 
Owen. 

The  parliament  was  petitioned  to  pardoa 
thofe  condemned. 

March  8.  The  earl  of  Norwich  and  Sir 
John  Owen  were  reprieved. 

Many  others  were  executed  in  fevml 
parts  of  the  kingdom. 

March  9.  Duke  Hamilton,  the  earl  of 
land,  and  the  lord  Capel,  were  beheaded, 
though  they  had  all  of  them  quarter  pro- 
mi  fed  them  when  they  were  taken. 

Cromwell  brought  with  him  hi*  principal 
prifoners,  who  were  committed  to  the 
Tower,  from  whence  Majfey  and  the  ead 
of  Middleton  made  their  clcape. 

March.  The  houfe  pafled  an  act,  ex- 
cluding tho  abfent  members,  but  they  were 
admitted  afterwards  on  condition  of  fign- 
ing  an  engagement,  which  many  prefty- 
tcrians  adhered  to. 

They  ordered,  to  fupport  their  i«tbonty, 
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that  there  mould  he  28000  Wfe  and  foot  1 
kept  up  in  Englund,  and  12,000  in  Ireland,  j 
wbofc  pay  mould  be  8c,coc/.  per  month. 

The  aft  palTvd  for  abolishing 
kingly  government. 

The  l€t  parted  for  abolifhing  the  houfe  of 
peers. 

Mjrcb  19.   The  earl  of  Ormcrd  pro- 
claimed king  Cbarln  II.  in  J.-rW. 

Pwef  atf  cafHe  furrendered  to  the  par- 
liament after  a  long  fiege. 

1649,  Apr.  1.  Alderman  Reynold/on,  lord 
mayor  of  Lcndtn,  turned  out  of  hit  office, 
imprifoned,  and  fined  2000/.  fcr  refufing 
to  proclaim  the  aft  for  abolifhing  kingly 
government. 

April  16.  The  earl  of  Pembroke  was 
elected  knight  of  the  fhire  for  Berks,  and 
fat  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  being  the 
firft  inftance  of  the  kind. 

Ordered  ttut  none  go  beyond  fea  with- 
out liccr.ee,  and  figning  an  engagement 
not  to  aft  againft  the  commonwealth. 

April  29.  The  Levellers  growing  trou- 
blefome,  one  of  them,  named  Dtek'urr,  was 
ffior  to  death. 

April  30.  An  aft  psfled  for  the  fale  of 
dean  and  chapter  lands. 

May  3.  Dr.  Dcrijhtus,  agent  for  the  com- 
monwealth at  the  Hague,  was  furprifed  as 
he  was  at  fupper,  by  twelve  cavaliers,  and 
killed. 

A  freat  body  of  the  Levellers  was  fur* 
prifed  at  Surfer  J,  and  made  prifoners,  ccr- 
aet  Dean,  and  fome  of  the  principal  of 
ihcm  were  executed. 

The  prince  prefented  a  memorial  to  the 
States. 

May  21.  An  aft  pafTed.  declaring  and 
eooftituting  the  people  of  England  a  com- 
»cn-wealth,  and  free  ftate. 

May  24.  Order  for  the  duke  of  Glo- 
ctfltr,  and  the  princefs  ETtauihe.'b  to  be  un- 
der the  tuition  of  the  countefs  of  Carlifle, 
and  yxol.pcr  annum  allowed  for  their  main- 
tenance, 

May  30.  That  no  ceremony  be  u fed  to 
the  late  King's  children. 

A  famine  in  Lancajhire,  occafioned  W 
the  ravages  of  the  armies  j  and  the  plague 
followed  it. 

Junt.  The  marquis  of  Ormond  laid  fiege 
to  DM. 

July  16.  An  aft  for  the  fale  of  the 
crown-lands,  at  thirteen  years  purchafe; 
»nd  for  felling  all  the  goods,  furniture, 
jewels,  paintings,  andperfonal  eftate  of  the 
late  King  j  a  girat  part  whereof  were  pur- 
chaficJ  by  the  kings  of  France  and  Spain, 


and  other  foreign  prince',  and  between 
three  and  four  hundred  thoyfand  pounds 
raifed  for  the  fervice  of  the  new  ftaie. 

Crcrmvell  and  his  officers  pray  and  preach 
in  the  churches  and  chapels  about  town; 
Crcrmvell  was  three  hour?*  in  the  pulpit  at 
fVkitcball,  where  he  prayed,  that  Cod 
would  take  off  from  his  fhouldert  the  go- 
vernment of  this  mighty  people,  being  too 
heavy  for  him  to  bear. 

■Aug.  a.  The  carl  of  Ormcad*s  forces  be- 
fore Dublin  were  routed,  and  the  fiege 
raifed. 

Aug*  13.  Cromivffl  being  madeloid  lieu- 
tenant of  Inland,  fct  fail  for  Dublin,  where 
he  landed  the  16th,  upon  which  Ormond 
left  a  garrifon  of  3000  men  in  Drogbeda. 

Aug.  14.  Cromwe/1  took  Dngbed*  by 
florm,  and  put  the  whole  garrifon  to  the 
fword,  confining  of  about  1000  men,  moil 
of  them  Englijb,  infomuch  that  only  one 
lieutenant  efcaped.  He  alfo  murdered  every 
man,  woman  and  child  of  the  citizens  thaC 
were  Irijt. 

Prince  Rupert,  with  the  fleet  under  hit 
command,  broke  through  the  parliament*! 
fleet  at  Kingjale,  and  failed  to  Li/ben. 

Sept.  King  Cbarlex  retired  to  the  ifle  of 
Jtrjcy,  with  his  brother  the  duke  of  York, 
ana  his  fmall  court,  and  was  proclaimed 
King  there.  The  Scots  fent  him  propofi- 
tions  thither  concerning  his  coming  to 
£,  ct  lard, 

Mr.  Genrre  Windrow  was  fent  to  the 
King  with  thofe  offers. 

The  King  named  Breda  far  the  place  to 
treat  with  the  Sects  commiflioners,  the  15th 
of  March  following. 

OB.  24.  Lieutenant  colonel  John  Lit- 
burr  was  tried  for  publishing  feveral  trea- 
fonable  books  againft  the  common-wealth, 
and  acquitted. 

1649-50,  Jan.  30*  The  King  wrote  to 
Mortrcfe,  to  haften  his  preparations  againft 
Scotland. 

March  1 5.  The  com  mi  ffioners  from  the 
Sects  arrived  at  Breda,  and  prefented  tht 
King  four  articles  to  admit  him  to  the  go- 
vernment of  Scot/and. 

The  King  difTcmbled  his  rcfentmeat 
in  relpcft  of  fome  of  the  articles,  and 
formed  difficulties  upon  the  covenant  and 
religion  as  they  related  to  his  own  perfon. 

The  commiflioners  will  not  recede. 

The  King  am u fed  the  commiflioners  by 
prolonging  the  negotiation. 

Montrofe  publiihed  a  mani/efto  in  defence 
of  his  conduft. 

The  Seoteb  parliament  was  offended  at 
Hh*  the 
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th.e  King's  conduft,  and  raifed  an  army  of 
6000  men* 

1650,  April  29.  The  marquis  of  Mtn- 
trofe  landed  in  Scotland,  and  railed  forces  for 
the  King. 

Col.  Straugbn  was  fent  againft  him,  and 
took  him  priloner  ,  after  a  little  refiflance 
by  the  foreigners,  there  were  300  flain,  and 
500  taken  prifoners.  The  Earl  endeavour- 
ed to  conceal  hirafelf,  and  at  laft  put  hira- 
felf  into  the  hands  of  Afion,  who  received 
3.000/.  for  delivering  him  up. 

May.    O'JVVi/,  the  Jrijb  rebel,  died* 

Crtmrtvell  permitted  the  Jrijb  to  ferve  fo- 
reign princes. 

May  14.  An  aft  parted  in  England,  to 
tnakeinceft  and  adultery  capital  for  the  firft 
offence ;  and  fornication  for  the  fecond  of- 
fence capital. 

May  30.  The  marquis  of  Montr  oft  was 
fentenccd  to  be  hanged  at  Edinburgh,  on  a 
gallows  thirty  feet  high,  and  afterwards 
quartered,  which  was  executed  the  day  fol- 
lowing, notwithstanding  he  had  the  King's 
commitfion,  and  the  Scots  were  at  this  in- 
stant inviting  the  Kins  to  come  to  Scotland. 
This  nation  alfo  executed  Sir  WtUtarn  Hur- 
ry, Sir  Francis  Hay,  colonel  Spotfn.ood,  and 
about  forty  more  of  the  Marquis's  followers, 
being  gentlemen  of  the  beft  families  in  the 
kingdom. 

The  King  complained  to  the  commif- 
ftonefs,  of  the  Scots  executing  Mtntrefe  ; 
hut  received  for  anfwer,  that  lomc  papers 
bid  been  found  upon  Msntrofe,  which  it 
was  more  for  the  honour  of  the  King  to 
conceal  than  publifii ;  whofe  contents  would 
juftify  their  proceedings,  and  would  not 
leave  his  Majefty  entirely  guiltlef3  ;  which  in 
prudence  would  filcncc  all  further  enquiry. 

May  31.  Cromwell  returned  from  Ire- 
land, and  was  met  at  Houufirw-bcath  by 
the  members  of  parliament,  officers  of 
the  army,  &c.  He  was  faluted  by  th« 
great  guns  in  the  park,  and  took  up 
U»  lodgings  in  the  palace  of  Whitehall. 

Aft  ham,  envoy  from  the  commonwealth 
to  the  King  of  Spain,  killed  in  his  lodgings 
at  Madrid,  by  fume  Englijb  cavaliers. 

June  a.  King  Char  la  fet  fail  for  Scot- 
land, with  a  Dutch  convoy. 

Juncz%.  Tlje  King  arrived  on  thecoaft 
Qf  Scotland,  and  was  compelled  to  take  the 
covenant,  before  they  would  permit  him  to 
on  ftiorc. 


June  25.  General  Fairfax,  not  approv- 
ing of  a  war  with  Scotland,  laid  down  his 
COfnmitfion  ;  and  the  next  day  an  act  parted 
(or  repealing  the  ordinance,  that  appointed 


him  commander  in.chief  of  the  parliament**: 
forces. 

June  26.  An  aft  patted,  conftjtuting 
Olrver  Crosmaell,  Efqj  captain-general  of  all 
the  forces  raifed,  and  to  be  raifed,  by  au- 
thority of  parliament,  within  the  common- 
wealth of  England ;  with  a  power  of  grant- 
ing, renewing,  and  altering  the  officers 
commiu*iO£S. 

The  King  difcovered  his  difpofition  with 
regard  to  religion,  and  loft  the  confidence 
of  the  Scots. 

Argyle  diftrufted  the  King. 

The  Scott  raifed  an  army  under  Lefley, 
confiding  of  36000  horfe  and  foot. 

The  plague  raged  in  Ireland  at  this  time* 

June  29.    Cromwell  fet  out  from  Lw 
don  for  Scotland. 

The  Scots  would  not  permit  the  duke 
Hamilton,  Lauderdale,  &c.  who  came  over 
with  the  King  to  remain  near  his  perfon, 
and  removed  all  his  Englifk  fervants,  but 
the  duke  of  Bucks ;  and  prohibited  his  being  . 
fupplieu  with  money,  from  thofe  that  were 
inclined  to  prcfent  his  Majefty  therewith 
on  his  arrival. 

The  King  figned  the  treaty. 

Laudtrdalt and  Hamilton  accompanied  the 
King,  but  upon  his  landing,  they  retired 
and  concealed  themfelves. 

The  King  was  received  with  great  refpeft 
by  the  duke  of  Argyk. 

July  z.  The  parliament  pub'liflied  a  de- 
claration of  the  grounds  01  their  army1! 
marchme  northward* 

The  plague  broke  out  at  Sbreivfiury* 

July  13.  Dr.  Lewis,  a  civilian,  hang- 
ed for  having  blank  commit!)  v  s  fr  >n.  the 
King  about  him.' 

July  15.    The  King  was  folemnly  pro* 
claimed  at  Edinburgh  crofs. 

July  16.  The  Sc:ts  compelled  the  King 
to  fign  a  declaration  approving  the  cove- 
nant, and  renouncing  his  principle  friendSj 
and  adherents. 

July  aa.  Cromwell  parted  the  7ttW». 
and  invaded  Scotland,  whereupon  the  Seot$ 
deltroyed  the:r  country,  «nd  retired  before 
him,  till  he  came  w  ithin  fight  of  Edinburgh. 

The  Scots  published  a  proclamation,  foe 
banifhing  all  malignants  and  engagers  [the 
Hamiltoniant]  from  their  armies. 

Aug.  aa.  Colonel  Eufebiut  Andnv>t% 
of  Cray's  inn,  beheaded,'  for  endeavouring 
to  bring  in  the  King. 

Sept.  3.  Cromwell  defeated  theoVtfsat 
Dunbar,  killed  3000  of  them,  took  9000 
prifoners,  with  their  ammunition,  and 
potTclTed  hiaafelf  of  Edinburgh,  ^ 
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The  Hamiltonians  were  admitted  to  em- 
ployment* under  condition!}  the  parlia- 
ment protefted  againfl  their  admifiion,  upon 
which  two  parties  were  immediately  formed 
in  'Scotland. 

The  King  was  made  to  fign  a  rlrangc  de- 
claration. 

The  King  quitted  the  parliament,  and 
Joined  the  malecontents,  and  accufed  Argyle 
of  ill  treatment ;  they  obliged  him  to  return 
nod  treat  him  better. 

He  wa§  attached  to  Argyle  to  bring  about 
his  defigni. 

Sept.  S.  The  princefs  Elixabetb  died 
at  Carijbrook  caftle  in  the  ifle  of  W'tgbt,  in 
the  15th  year  of  her  age,  and  was  interred 
at  Newport,  the  24th. 

Sept*  10.  Ordered  that  the  colours  taken 
from  Hamilton  at  Prejlon,  and  thofe  taken 
at  Dunbar,  be  hung  up  in  Wtjtminfler-baU, 
and  medals  given  to  the  foldiers  in  me- 
mory of  their  victory. 

The  King's  fervants  were  permitted  to 
attend  him  after  the  defeat  at  Dunb  arm  and 
he  was  ufed  with  more  humanity  by  the 
Scats* 

Sept.  25.  Letters  from  Barbadoes,  that 
the  lord  Willeugbby  had  proclaimed  king 
Charles  there,  and  fecured  that  ill  and  for 


OR.  S.  Mr.  Sen/on  was  hanged,  for 
attempting  to  bring  in  his  Majefty. 

00.  %$•  Ordered  by  parliament,  that  all 
proceedingi  and  procefs  of  law,  patent!, 
commifijons,  indictments,  judgments,  re* 
cords,  &c.  be  in  the  Enghjh  tongue  only, 
and  that  they  be  written  in  an  ordinary 
legible  band,  and  not  in  a  court  hand. 
This  order  parted  into  an  act  the  aid  of 
fiyvember  following. 

03.  17.  The  prince  of  Orange  died 
of  the  ;'mall- pox. 

Dec.  The  kirk  of  Seetiand  appointed  a 
fan  for  the  fins  of  the  King  and  his  fa- 
mily. 

Dec.  04.  Edinburgh  caftle  furrendered 
to  Cromwell,  laid  to*  be  the  fiift  time  that 
ever  it  was  taken. 

The  Erglijh  merchants  were  ordered  to 
depart  the  Cxart  dominions  in  Mufcovy,  and 
to  enter  there  again  unlefs  in  the  King's 


Five  drunkards,  in  Berk/fire,  agreed  to 
drink  the  King's  health  in  their  blood,  and 
that  each  ihmld  cut  off  a  piece  of  his 
buttock  and  fry  it,  which  four  of  them 
did  j  but  the  wife  of  the  fifth  coming  in, 
Caved  her  hufband  from  doing  the  fame 
ebfurd  felly. 


1650-1,  Jan.  I.  The  King  wis  crown* 
ed  at  Scone  in  Scotland,  and  again  fubferib- 
ed  the  covenant,  and  fwore  to  promote  it, 
and  to  eftablifli  the  pre&yterian  religion, 
&c.  in  Scotland. 

The  kirk  permitted  the  royalifts  to  joia 
them  in  defence  of  his  Majefty  and  their 
country. 

The  King  fet  up  his  ftandard  at  Aberdeen  9 
and  made  duke  Hamilton  lieutenant-general^ 
David  Lejley  major-general,  Middleton  ma- 
jor-general of  the  horfe,  and  MaJJ'ey  general 
of  the  Englifh  troops. 

The  King  put  himutlf  at  the  head  of  the 
Scotch  army,  conuiting  of  18,000  horfe  and- 
foot,  and  encamped  at  Tonwood. 

The  archbiihop  of  York,  formerly  Keeper, 
died  this  year. 

Captain  Cecil  Hcvuard,  fon  of  lord  Ho- 
ward, joined  his  Majefty  with  a  troop  of 
horfe. 

Feb.  4.    An  order  of  the  parliament  of 
England,  to  take  down  the  King's  arms  ia 
,all  places,  and  fet  up  the  arms  of  the  com- 
mon-wealth. 

March  4.    Sir  Henry  Hid*  beheaded. 

Quakers  firft  appeared  this  year. 

165J,  June  ty.  July  1,  5.  Mr.  Cbri- 
ft  of  her  Love,  a  prclbytcrian  preacher,  was 
tried  before  the  pretended  high  court  of 
juftice  at  We&minfler,  for  endeavouring  to 
bring  in  the  King. 

Cromwell  fent  a  detachment  of  his  army, 
in  boats  over  the  Frith,  which  took  pofV 
fefiion  of  Fife,  and  occasioned  an  engage- 
ment with  a  detachment'  of  the  Scotch 
army:  the  Sects  were  defeated,  a 000  of 
them  killed,  and  laoo  made  prifoners-j 
whereupon  Cromwell  came  over  the  Frith 
with  the  sett  of  his  forces. 

July  31.  Cromwell  being  now  got  fur- 
ther noithward  than  the  Scotch  army,  the 
King  fuddenly  decamped  with  the  Scots, 
and  marched  for  England  \  Argyle,  and 
many  others  of  the  army  leaving  nim,  and 
retiring  home. 

Aug*  6.  The  King  entered  England  by 
Carlific,  with  an  army  of  x 6,000  men, 
Scotch  and  Erglijb,  at  the  head  of  which 
he  was  proclaimed  king  of  Great  Britain. 

Cromwell  marched  afrer  the  King,  leav- 
ing part  of  his  army  with  general  Monk,  to, 
block  up  Stirling. 

Aug'  12.  The  city  of  London  being 
alarmed  at  the  King's  march,  pafled  an  a& 
for  putting  the  militia  in  a  posture  of  pre* 
fent  fervice. 

Aug.  14.  Stirling  cafile  and  town  fuiw 
rendered  to  Monk. 
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Aug.  «•    Mr.  Chriftypbcr  Love  was  be- 
headed upon  Iwotr-kilL 

,  He' declared  at  bis  death,  that  he  defired 
the  King's  reftoration  on  no  other  terms 
than  the  ertablifhmcnt  of  prefbytery,  which 
was  now  in  danger  of  being  fuppreffed  by 
the  Independents  j  and  this  was  the  con- 
fbnt  view  buth  of  the  Engfifft  and  Scotch 
prefbyterians,  whenever  they  attempted  the 
King's  reftoration. 

The  King  arrived  with  his  army  at  Wor- 
erfier,  being  joined  in  his  march  only  by  a 
ion  of  the  lord  Howard" s,  of  Efcrick,  with 
loo  horfe,  and  his  army  was  much  leflened 
by  defertion. 

At  Woretfter  the  King  was  joined  by 
the  lord  Frarxis  Talbot,  and  fome  other  loyal 
gentlemen  ^  but  his  army  did  not  amount 
to  more  than  10,000  Seoir,  and  2000  Eng- 

Aug.  25.  The  earl  of  Derby,  having 
aflembled  1500  men  to  join  the  King,  was 
attacked  by  three  regiments  under  the  com- 
mand of  colonel  Lilburn,  and  entirely  rout- 
ed at  Wtgan  rn  Lancajbire.  The  Earl  and 
about  thirty  horfe,  with  great  difficulty, 
afterwards  efcaped  to  the  King  at  Wor- 
etfter \  hut  the  lord  Widdrhgton  was  killed 
in  the  action. 

Sett.  3.  The  battle  of  Worcefter  was 
fought,  where  the  King's  forces  were  en- 
tirely routed,  about  3000  of  them  killed, 
and  6000  or  7ooottaken  prifoners,  with  all 
their  cannon,  ammunition  and  baggage  : 
in  this  action  William  duke  Hamilton  was 
mortally  wounded,  and  taken  prifoner,  and 
died  the  next  day. 

The  King's  ftandard  and  158  colours  were 
taken. 

The  King  himfelf,  with  the  duke  of 
Sucks ,  the  earls  of  Derby  arid  Lauderdale, 
the  lords  Talbot,  Wslmot,  and  about  fifty 
horfe,  alter  the  battle  was  loft,  about  feven 
in  the  evening,  marched  out  of  St.  Mar- 
riit's-gatff  Worcefter,  and  arriving  at  White- 
ladies,  twonty-nve  miles  from  Worcefter, 
about  four  the  next  morning,  (he  carl  of 
Derby  and  the  other  lords  took  their 
leave  of  his  MajerVy,  and  left  him  to  the 
care  of  the  Pendents  (five  brothers)  who 
concealed  him,  in  the  night-time,  in 
their  barns,  and  in  the  day-time  in  the 
woods,  till  he  had  an  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing bis  efcape  farther. 

In  thefe  woods  was  a  thick  oak,  upon 
which  his  Majefty  often  irood  concealed, 
which  from  thence  was  called  The  Royal 
Oak. 

Sept*  4.   The  cstl  of  Derby,  and  the

earl  of  Lauderda/e,  with  Mr.  GijfjrJ,  their 
guide,  were  taken  the  day  after  they  part- 
ed with  his  Majefty  j  and  the  carl  of  Derby 
was  carried  to  Chefter,  and  condemned  by  a 
court-martial,  to  be  beheaded  at  Boiton 
in  Lancajbire,  which  Sentence  was  exe- 
cutcd  upon  him  the  15th  of  OBober,  not- 
withstanding he  furrendered  upon  condition 
of  quarter.  The  generals  Middietcn  and 
Majjey  were  alfo  taken,  with  many  other 
lords  and  perfons  of  quality  ;  but  the  duke 
of  Bucks,  the  lords  Levin g ft  on  and  Talbot, 
made  their  efcape  beyond  fea,  as  did  the 
lord  Wilnwt  with  his  Majefty  foon  after. 

Sept.  12.  Crtnrwell  was  met  at  A&tn 
by  the  Speaker  and  members  of  parliament, 
and  the  council  of  ftate,  and  rode  in  tri- 
umph into  London,  whither  the  Scotch  pri- 
foners were  brought  up,  and  fold  to  the 
Weft-Indies  for  flaves,  and  many  of  them 
given  away  like  dogs. 

Cromwell  brought  with  him  his  principal 
prifoners,  who  were  committed  to  the* 
Tower,  from  whence  Majfey  and  the  earl 
of  Middleton  made  thejr  efcape. 

Sept.  17.  An  order  of  parliament  to 
bring  in  a  bill  for  fettling  a  time  for  the 
ending  of  this  parliament,  and  for  conlii- 
tuting  a  new  reprefentative. 

Off.  15.  After  the  King  had  wandered 
about  fix  weeks  from  the  houfe  of  one  loy- 
alift  to  another,  he  embarked  near  Bright* 
helmjhne  in  Suffex,  with  the  lord  Wihttot, 
and  arrived  at  Fcfcan,  near  Havre  de  Grace 
in  Normandy,  the  22d  of  Otloher.  . 

The  latter  end  of  this  month,  the  iflet 
of  Gutmfey  and  Jerfcy,  Scilly,  and  the  iAe 
of  Man,  furrendered  to  the  parliament. 

Limerick  in  Ireland  furrendered,  after 
fifteen  months  fiege. 

Sec  land  was  reduced,  and  bridled  with 
garrifons. 

Hoftilitiea  commenced  with  the  Dutch  .• 
an  Englijb  man  of  war  meeting  with 
fome  Dutch  fiihermen,  he  demanded  the 
tenth  herring,  which  they  refufed ;  the 
Engiifh  funk  one  of  their  mips,  and  all  the 
men  periihed. 

Nov.  26.  Lieutenant-general  Jreton  died 
at  Limerick,  of  the  plague. 

Dec.  1.  The  parliament  pafled  an  aft 
under  colour  of  encouraging  navigation, 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  all  goods 
except  upon  Englijb  bottoms ;  by  this  act 
all  commerce  with  Holland  was  deftroyed. 

The  parliament  granted  letters  of  mart 
to  thofe  who  complained  of  the  Dutch. 

The  parliament  demanded  fatisfa&ion 
for  the  cruel  maflacrc  at  jimboyna,  and  for 

the 
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the  fortes  fuftained  in  the  Moguls  do- 
minions. 

•  651-2,  Jan.  1 1 .  The  lord  WMougbly 
furrcndcred  Barbadoes,  and  the  neighbour- 
ing ifiands  to  Ayf.cugh,  the  parliament's 
admiral,  upon  articles. 

Virginia  alio  fubmitted  to  the  paxlia- 
tnent. 

1652,  April*  The  parliament  being 
afraid  «f  the  Dutch,  they  fent  Oliver  St. 
jfttbn,  and  Waiter  Strickland  to  the  Hague, 
to  endeavour  to  unite  the  two  common- 
wealths. 

April  1 3.  An  aft  was  read  for  incor- 
porating Scotland  into  one  commonwealth 
with  England. 

Judges  were  fent  from  England  to  ad- 
xniniftcr  jultice  in  Scotland. 

May  15,  1$.  The  Engl'tjb  common- 
weal tn  tell  out  with  the  Dutch* 

Voted,  that  the  act  for  conftituting  O/rw 
Cnmv/ell  captain-general,  &c.  ihould  ex- 
tend to  the  forces  in  Ireland,  which  dif- 
guftcd  Lambert,  who  bad  beenpromifed  the 
lieutenancy  of  Ireland. 

May  19.  An  engagement  happened  in 
the  Downs,  between  the  Englipi  and  Dutch 
fleets,  but  nothing  decifive. 

Dcnnctttr  caftle,  the  laft  of  the  Scotch 
garrifons,  furrendcred  this  month. 

Jure  30.  The  Dutch  ambafladors,  being 
much  incenfed,  returned  to  Holland. 

July.  An  cmbafly  arrived  from  the 
Sute<,  but  the  parliament  did  not  recede 
from  their  refolution  of  demanding  damages. 

.Beth  natio.  s  publiflied  a  mam/efto. 

The  Ettgli/k  inlifted  upon  the  right  of  the 
flag. 

Aug.  4.  An  act  part  for  the  fale  of  the 
forfeited  cftates  of  the  royalifts.  , 

Aug.  16.  A  Tea  right  near  Plymouth, 
between  Sir  George  AJccugb,  the  EngliJ})  ad- 
miral, and  the  Dutch  under  Van  Irump, 
wherein  neither  of  the  fleets  had  any 
great  advantage. 

The  Scots  chofe  twenty-one  members, 
fourteen  fcr  the  counties,  and  feven  for 
the  boroughs,  to  reprefent  them  in  the  par- 
liament of  England. 

Sept.  28.  Ordered  that  the  fcaffblds 
about  St.  Paurs  be  taken  down,  and  fold 
to  pay  the  public  debts. 

Van  G alien  beat  the  Englijh  fleet  in  the 
Mediterranean,  but  was  killed  in  the  fight. 

Off.  28.  Another  engagement  between 
the  Englipi  fleet  under  Blake,  and  the 
Dutch  under  De  Witt,  upon  the  coaft  of 
Kent,  where  the  Dutch  rear-admiral  was 
taketf,  and  two  more  of  their  men  of  wax 
t 
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funk,  and  they  were  driven  home  to  their 
own  coafts,  without  the  lofs  of  one  Eng  jb 
(hip* 

Nov.  7.  A  conference  between  Crom- 
well and  Whitkck,  wherein  Cromwell  pro- 
posed the  making  himlelf  King  ;  but  was 
difluaded  by  Wbitlcck,  and  advifed  to  treat 
with  the  King,  whofe  circumftances  Whit' 
loch  obferved  were  fo  low,  that  he  would 
be  glad  to  grant  Cromwell  all  the  com- 
mand of  the  militia,  and  what  other  ho- 
nours and  advantages  he  could  deiire  for 
himfclf  and  his  friends  j  and  that  he  might 
now  put  fuch  limits  to  monarchical  power, 
as  would  fecure  their  religious  as  well  as 
civil  liberties  for  the  future*  But  Crxaw  ' 
well,  who  had  meditated  the  making  hira- 
felf  a  more  abfolute  monarch  than  any  that 
h^d  gone  before  him,  was  not  at  all  pleaft-d 
with  WlitLck*s  fcheme,  and  never  admitted 
him  to  conver.c  intimately  with  him  after* 
wards. 

In  this  year  two  bond  ftones,  in  Wer- 
gias  meadow  in  liereftrdjblre,  between  lit' 
reford  and  Sutton,  were  removed,  nobody 
knew  how,  to  about  twelve  fcore  paces 
diftant,  which  when  placed  in  their  former 
Ration  required  nine  yoke  of  oxen  to  draw 
I  ca*.h  of  them. 

Nov.  29.  Van  Trump,  with  eighty  h'A 
of  Dutch  meo  of  war,  fell  upon  Blake,  who 
was  riding  with  forty  fail  of  Englifk  in  the 
Dszvns ;  fix  of  the  Englijh  (hips  were  taken 
and  deftroyed,  and  the  reft  drove  into  the 
Thames;  alter  which  Van  Trump  failed  in 
triumph  through  the  channel,  with  a  broom 
at  the  top-malt-head. 

1652-3,  Yeb.  18,  19,  20.  A  fight  be- 
tween the  Englipt  and  Dutch  fleets  off  i\rf- 
lund,  where  the  Englijh  obtained  a  great 
victory,  taking  and  deltroying  eleven  Dutch 
men  of  war,  and  thirty  merchantmen,  out 
of  300  the  Dutch  had  under  their  convoys 
Van  Trump  was  admiral  of  the  Dutch,  and 
Blake  of  the  Englijb  ;  generals  Mink  and 
Dean  commanded  under  Blake  in  this  en- 
gagement. 

The  duke  of  Clccefler  was  fent  out  of  the 
kingdom  ;  he  went  to  Paris  to  the  King. 

The  King  ottered  to  put  himfclf  on  board 
the  Dutch  fleet,  but  was  rejected. 

The  States  applied  for  a  treaty. 

March.  Letters  of  prince  Rupert's  being 
returned  to  France  with  but  three  (hips ; 
and  that  his  brother,  prince  Maurice,  wn 
caft  away  in  a  hurricane  in  the  Weji-Jndits. 

Cromwell  fufpccled  defigns  again  ft  him, 
which  brought  him  to  the  neccfiity  of 
diHolving  the  parliament.

He  csufed  the  officers  to  petition  for 
their  pay,  on  which  the  parliament  com* 
plained  of  their  infolence. 

The  army  petitioned  for  a  diflblution  of 
the  parliament. 

The  parliament  voted  againft  it,  and  pre- 
pared an  aft  to  forbid  petitions. 

1653,  April  20.  Cromwell  went  to  the 
houfe  of  commons  with  a  guard  ;  and  tak- 
ing a  file  of  mufqueteers  with  him  into  the 
houfe,  he  commanded  the  Speaker  to  leave 
the  chair,  and  told  them  that  they  had  fat 
long  enough,  unlefs  they  had  done  more 
good  \  crying  out,  Tou  are  no  lender  a  par- 
liament, I  fay  you  are  no  parliament.  He 
told  Sir  Harry  Vane,  he  was  a  juggler; 
Harry  Martin,  and  Sir  Peter  Wentwortb, 
that  they  were  whore-maltcrs  j  Tom  Cba- 
hntr,  he  was  a  drunkard  j  and  Alien  the 
gC'Mfmith,  that  he  cheated  the  public  t 
then  he  bid  one  of  his  foldiers  take  away 
that  fool's  bauble  the  mace,  and  Harrifon 
pulled  the  Speaker  out  of  the  chair  ;  and, 
In  (hort,  Crmvwell  having  turned  them  all 
out  of  the  houfe,  locked  up  the  doors, 
and  returned  to  Whitehall.  In  the  after- 
noon he  went  to  the  council  of  ftate,  told 
them  that  the  parliament  waj  diflolved, 
and  that  was  no  place  for  them,  and  fo 
difmifled  them* 

April  22.  Cromwell,  with  his  coun- 
cil of  officers,  published  a  declaration, 
with  reafons  for  diflblving  the  parliament, 
and  authorizing  all  civil  officers  to  proceed, 
as  formerly,  in  the  execution  of  their  re- 
tpec"tive  offices. 

Mai  6.  The  council  of  ftate  gave  a  fa- 
vourable anfwer  to  the  States.  , 

The' States  appointed  an  ambbaflador  to 
negociate  peace. 

AddreffcB  to  Cromwell,  and  his  council 
of  officers,  from  feveral  counties,  approv- 
ing the  diflblution  of  the  parliament,  and 
promifing  to  ftand  by  them. 

June  2.  The  Dutch  fleet  under  Van 
Trump,  and  the  Englijb  under  general  Monk, 
being  about  100  rren  of  war  on  a  tide,  en- 
gaged off  the  North  Foreland.  At  the  rlr.1 
broad-fide  admiral  Dean  was  killed  with  a 
cannon  ball:  the  fight  laftcd  two  days,  and 
the  Englijb  obtained  a  great  victory,  taking 
and  deftroylng  twenty  of  the  enemies  {hips, 
and  purfuing  them  to  their  own  har- 


"Jttne  8.  Cromwell  iflTued  his  letters  of 
fummons  to  about  140  perfons  to  appear 
at  Whitehall,  the  fourth  of  July,  to  take 
upon  them  the  adminillration  of  the  go- 
vernment. 


Junt  20.  AmbaiTadori  arrived'  front 
Holland  to  treat  of  peace. 

July  4.  The  perfons  fummoned  by 
Cromwell  met  in  the  Council-chamber  at 
Whitehall,  to  the  number  of  about  120* 
to  whom  Cnmwell  declared,  they  had  a 
clear  call  to  take  upon  them  the  fupreme 
authority  01  the  common-wealth  :  and 
then  produced  an  inftrument  under  his  own 
hand  and  fca!,  whereby  he  did,  with  the 
advice  of  his  officers,  devolve  and  mtruft 
the  fupreme  authority  and  government  of 
the  common-wealth  into  the  hands  of  the 
perfons  met  j  and  that  they,  or  any  forty 
of  them,  mould  be  acknowledged  the  fu- 
preme authority  of  the  nation  j  but  that 
they  thould  fit  no  longer  than  the  third  of 
November,  1 6  54;  and  three  months  be- 
fore their  difTolution,  mould  make  choice 
of  others  to  fuccced  them,  who  were  not 
to  fit  above  a  year,  &c. 

They  nominated  one  Roufe  their  Speaker, 
an  old  gentleman  of  Devon,  provoft  of 
Eaton,  and  a  member  of  the  long  parlia- 
ment. 

Cromwell  afltired  them  he  had  not  chofen 
one  perfon,  in  whom  he  had  not  thia 
good  hope,  that  be  bad  faith  in  Jefus  Cbrijt9 
and  love  to  all  faints. 

This  aflcmbly  refolved,  that  no  perfoa 
mould  be  admitted  to  any  office  or  place  in 
government,  unlefs  the  parliament  was  fa- 
tisfied  of  his  real  godlinefs,  which  occafiou- 
ed  this  convention  to  be  fometimes  called 
the  godly  parliament,  and  at  others,  bare- 
bones  parliament,  frrn  one  Praife  God  Bare* 
bones,  a  Icatherfellcr,  who  diftinguifhed 
himfelf  by  his  wife  fpeeches  in  the  boufe. 

They  were  of  opinion,  that  Jefus  Cbri/t 
would  fiWtiy  reign  with  them  upon  earth  ; 
and  to  prepare  the  way  for  hit  appearance, 
they  propofed  the  extirpating  all  parfons 
and  lawyers,  the  abrogating  all  laws,  as 
badges  of  flavery,  and  the  fupprefling  all 
fchools  and  univerfities  as  hcathenifl.  in- 
ventions, as  well  as  titles  of  honour,  and 
all  diftinetions  among  men ;  and  they  ac- 
tually voted  down  the  court  of  Chancery. 

July  5.  Crtmwfll  and  his  officers  be inp 
withdrawn,  the  aflcmbly  adjourned  to  the 
next  day  in  the  parliament  houfe,  and 
being  met,  chofe  Roufe  their  Speaker,  and 
and  took  upon  them  the  name  of  a  par- 
liament. 

July  12.  The  ferjeant  at  arms  Briek- 
bead,  attended  the  Speaker  with  the  mace* 

July  25.  The  general  aflcmbly  being 
met  at  Edinburgh,  colonel  Cotterel  declared 
that  they  ought  not  to  fit  without  autho- 
rity 
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ritf  from  the  parliament  of  England  \  and 
thereupon  difmified  them,  and  commanded 
that  three  of  them  mould  not  meet  toge- 
ther for  the  future. 

'July  29.  The  EnrHjb  fleet  under  Monk 
and  Blake  fought  the  Dutch,  commanded 
by  Van  1  rum  ft  upon  their  own  coafts,  and 
obtained  a  great  victory,  dertroying  thirty 
of  the  Dutch  men  of  war,  and  Van  Trump 
hi  in  felt  was  killed  in  the  engagement  with 
■  mu  fleet- (hot.  This  was  the  feventb  and 
laft  fight  between  the  two  Common- 
wealth!; all  fought  within  little  more 
than  the  cornpafs  of  a  year. 

Aug.  ao.  Lieutenant  cclonel  John  Lil- 
burn>  who  had  oppofed  all  the  governments 
he  had  lived  under,  and  particularly  OH~ 
vtr'%,  being  tried  for  remaining  in  Eng- 
land, after  an  act  made  for  his  banifhmeni, 
was  acquitted  ;  but  was  however  commit- 
ted by  the  then  ruling  powers  to  Dover 
caille,  where  he  foon  after  died  one  of  the 
feci  called  quakers,  which  fprung  up  about 
this  time. 

Aug.  24*  An  act  was  parted  for  folem- 
nizing  marriages  by  juftices  of  the  peace. 

OB.  Captain  Hay  ton  fell  upon  a  fqua- 
droo  of  French  men  of  war,  and  t.ok  the 
▼icer admiral  and  another. 

Nov.  1.  The  parliament  chofe  a  new 
council  of  ftate. 

The  Dutch  ambaiTadors  treated  with  a 
committee  of  the  council  concerning  a 
peace. 

Nov.  a.  JVbitlockvnt  fent  ambaflador 
to  the  queen  of  Sweden. 

Dec.  12.  It  was  moved  in  the  houfe, 
that  the  fitting  of  this  parliament  any 
longer,  would  not  be  for  the  good  of  the 
Common- wealth,  and  that  it  was  fit  they 
mould  refign  their  power  to  the  Lord-ge- 
neral.- And  the  Speaker,  with  many  of 
the  member*  went  to  Whitehall,  where 
they  did  by  a  writing  prefent  to  his  ex- 
cellency Cromwell,  a  re  filiation  of  their 
-power*.  But  fome  of  the  members  con- 
tinuing ftill  to  fit  in  the  houfe,  colonel 
White  came  thither  with  a  guard,  and  de- 
manded what  the  fat  there  for  ?  They 
anfwered,  Te  feek  the  Lord:  Pith,  fay* 
White,  the  Lord  bat  not  been  within  thefe 
walls  thefe  twelve  years,  and  then  turned 
them  all  out;  whereupon  many  of  thefe 
member*  alfo  followed  their  brethren  to 
Whitehall,  and  figned  the  act  of  refigna- 

Lambert  and  the  council  of  officers  here- 
upon gave  up  their  pretentions  alfo  to  the 
fapreme  authority,  and  declared,  that  the 
Vol.  I. 
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government  of  the  Commonweal  ih  ihould 
refide  in  a  tingle  perfon  ;  and  that  perfoo 
ihould  be  Oliver  Cromwell,  the  captain-ge- 
neral, and  bis  title  ftiould  be  L  rd  Pro- 
tector of  the  Commonwealth  of  England, 
Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  dominions 
and  territories  thereunto  belonging. 

The  duke  of  Lor  rah  was  invited  by 
the  Irijh  to  take  command  of  the  govern- 
ment, which  he  rejected. 

Dec.  1 6.    The  council  officer*  fent  for 
the  commiflioners  of  the  gieat  feal,  with  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  of  London,  and 
caufed  to  be  read  a  writing  called  Tbelnflru- 
ment  of  h "riling,  and  Oomwell  was  made 
Protector.    1.  A  parliament  to  be  called 
every  three  years,  by  the  Protector.  2. 
The  firft  to  be  aflembled  on  the  third  of 
September,  1654.    3.  No  parliament  to  be 
diiTolved  till  they  have  fat  five  months.  4. 
Such  bills  as  were  offered  to  the  Protector, 
if  not  confirmed  in  twenty  days  to  be  laws 
without.    5.  That  his  council  Ihould  not 
eiceed  the  number  of  twenty-one,  nor  be 
lefs  than  thirteen.    6.  That  immediately 
after  the  the  death  of  Cromwell,  they  fhouli 
choofe  another  Protector  before  they  rife. 
7.  That  no  one  Protector  after  the  prefent, 
ihall  be  general  of  the  army.    %.  The 
Protector  (hall  have  power  to  make  war 
>aud  pe:xe.    9.  That  the  Protector  and  hi* 
council  may  make  laws,  which  shall  be 
binding  to  the  fubject,  during  the  interval* 
of  parliament.    The  fame  afternoon,  the 
Protector,  attended  by  a  ftrong  guard  of  fol- 
diers,  and  all  the  great  officers  of  ftate,  with 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  of  London, 
came  from  Whitehall  to  Weftminfter-hall  j 
and  a  chair  of  ftate  being  fet  for  him  in 
the  Chancery  court,  he  ftood  on  the  left 
hand  of  it  uncovered,  till  a  large  writing 
on  parchment  was  read,  containing  the 
power  with  which  hi*  Excellency  was  in- 
verted, and  how  he  was  to  govrrn  the  three 
nation*,  and  the  oath  to  be  taken  by  him. 
Having  fubferibed  this  writing,  and  taken 
the  oath,  tendered  him  by  Lifie,  one  of  the 
commiiTioner*  of  the  broad  feal,  hi*  Excel- 
lency fat  down  in  the  chair  of  ftate  covered, 
and  the  commiffioners  delivered  up  the 
broad  feal  to  him,  and  the  Lord  Mayor  his 
fword,  which  he  immediately  returned 
again,  and  the  court  arofe  and  went  to 
Whitehall,  the  Lord  Mayor  uncovered, 
carrying  the  fword  before  the  Protector  io 
grand  proceflion. 

By  the  aforefaid  inftrument  of  govern- 
ment, it  was  provided,  1.  That  the  fa- 
preme legislative  power  ihould  be  lodged  in 
I  i  the

the  Protector  and  the  parliament,  *.  That 
the  executive  power  ihould  be  in  the  Pro- 
tector and  hit  council,  who  were  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  twenty-one,  nor  be  un- 
der thirteen.  3.  That  all  writs,  commif- 
fioni,  patent^  &c.  ihould  run  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Protector,  all  offices  and  ho- 
nours be  derived  from  biro,  and  that  he 
ihould  have  the  power  of  pardons,  except 
for  murder  and  treafon,  and  the  benefit  of 
all  forfeitures.  4.  That  he  ihould  order 
the  militia,  and  forces  by  fea  and  land,  by 
confent  of  parliament  when  fitting,  and  the 
militia  at  other  times  by  advice  of  his  coun- 
cil. 5.  And  by  the  like  advice  make  peace 
or  war.  6.  That  the  laws  ihould  not  be 
altered  or  fufpended,  but  by  ronfent  of  par- 
liament. 7  and  S.  That  a  parliament  fhould 
he  fummoned  once  in  every  third  year,  and 
not  be  diflblved  or  prorogued  in  lefs  than 
five  months,  without  their  own  confent. 
9.  That  the  number  of  members  for  Eft- 
gland  ihould  not  exceed  400,  for  Scotland 
30,  and  for  Ireland  30. 

Then  the  number  of  members  to  be  elect- 
ed for  each  county  and  borough  are  fpeci- 
fied  and  regulated  according  to  the  largenefs 
of  the  refpective  counties;  the  corporations 
are  altowed  to  chufe  but  one  a-picce,  and 
many  of  the  fmaller  boroughs  totally  ex- 
cluded. Only  the  city  of  London  was  al- 
lowed to  chufe  fix,  and  foroe  of  the  larger 
cities  two  a-piece  j  the  univerfities  to  chufe 
one  each. 

None  but  perfons  of  i ntegrity  to  be  chofen, 
of  which  the  Protector  was  judge.  Any 
perfon  worth  aco/.  and  qualified  in  point  of 
principles,  may  be  an  elector.  Sixty  mem- 
bers to  be  a  quorum.  If  the  Protector  re- 
fufe  bjs  confent  to  a  bill  twenty  days,  it 
/hall  pafs  into  a  law  without  him,  and  have 
equal  force. 

The  perfons  to  be  of  the  Protector's 
council  are  nominated  in  the  inftrument  of 
government,  and  upon  any  vacancy,  the 
parliament  are  to  nominate  others,  &c. 
ieven  to  be  a  quorum. 

A  conftant  revenue  to  be  raifed,  for 
maintaining  10,000  horfe,  and  20,000  foot, 
and  a  good  fleet  at  fea. 

That  the  office  of  Lord  Protector  Hull  be 
elective,  and  not  hereditary.  The  election 
to  be  by  the  council,  immediately  after  the 
Protector's  death,  and  only  the  royal  fa- 
mily difabled  to  be  elected.  The  great  of- 
ficers to  be  cbofen  by  confent  of  parliament, 
and  in  the  intervals  of  parliament,  by  the 
council. 

All  denominations  of  chriftians  to  be  to-  I 


lerated,  but  the  difciplea  of  popery  and  ep!£ 
copacy. 

In  the  intervals  of  parliament,  the  Pro* 
tector  and  his  council  had  a  power  of  mak- 
ing laws. 

Thefe  are  the  moft  material  of  the  artir 
des  contained  in  the  inftrument  of  govern- 
ment, which  were  in  number  42,  and 
which  the  Protector  folcmnly  fwore  to 
obferve. 

The  fame  day  a  proclamation  was  pub- 
lished by  the  council,  requiring  all  perfons 
to  conform  and  fubmit  them fcl  res  to  the 
government  thus  eftabliihcd  ;  and  no  left 
refpect  was  paid  by  all  men  to  the  Protector, 
than  they  ufed  to  pay  to  their  Prince. 

The  Protector  was  proclaimed  in  London 
and  }VeJim\nfltr,  and  all  over  England  after- 
wards, with  the  fame  folemnity  as  the 
kings  of  England  were  heretofore. 

Feh.  8.  The  Protector,  being  invited  to 
an  eatertainment  in  the  city,  went  thither 
in  as  much  irate  as  ever  any  king  had  done 
upon  any  occafion  ;  the  feveral  companies 
or  the  city  were  placed  on  each  fide  in  all 
their  glory,  from  Temple- Bar  to  Cbeapjide  5 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  aldermen  met  him  at 
Temple-Bar  on  horfeback,  in  their  fcarlet 
gowns  j  and  Vjnert\)\t  Lord  Mayor,  having 
delivered  the  Protector  the  fword  and  re- 
ceived it  again,  carrcd  it  bareheaded  before 
his  highnefs  to  Groter's-hail.  The  Pro- 
tector at  this  entertainment  took  upon  him 
to  knight  Pyner. 

March  4.  TheZforr/rambafitdors  having 
audience  of  the  Protector  in  the  Banquet- 
ting-houfe,  acquainted  him  that  all  the 
provinces  had  confented  to  the  articles  of 
peace,  and  de fired  a  cedation  of  arms. 

General  Middleton  landed  in  Scotland 
with  about  300  men. 

Prince  Rupert  arrived  in  Nantet  with  the 
fleet,  after  having  16ft  hit  brother  Maurice 
in  a  ftorm. 

Tie  King  fold  the  fhips  which  cardinal 
Maxar'm  bought. 

Prince  Rupert  withdrew  to  Germany. 
1654,  March  27.  Monfieur  Bcurdeavx, 
ambaflador  extraordinary  from  the  French 
king  to  Cromwell,  made  his  public  en- 
trance, and  on  the  29th  had  his  audience 
at  the  Banquetting-houfe  at  Whitehall, 
tic  extolled  the  virtues  of  his  highnefs, 
begged  his  friendfljip,  and  faid,  *Thit  the  Di- 
vine Providerice,  after  Co  many  calamities, 
could  not  d-al  more  favourably  with  thefe 
nations,  or  caufe  them  to  forget  their  mi- 
feries  with  greater  fatisfaction,  than  by 
fubmitting  them  to  fo  juft  a  government. 
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Afril  5.  The  peace  was  ijgned  by  the 
§tatc*  ambafTadors  ;  and  obtained  by  pro* 
miring  to  mike  all  damages  good  that  were 
fufcined  by  the  Engiijk  for  near  thirty  years 
pal. 

They  contented  to  strike  the  flag  to  the 
Englijb  fhips,  to  pay  300,000/.  for  the  af- 
fair ac  Amboyna,  and  to  deliver  up  the  ifland 
tfPsW  in  the  * 

The  ratification  of  peace  was  prefented 
to  Cromwell  in  a  filver  box. 

The  two  provinces  of  Holland  and  Ze- 
Wlci*  1500  fhips  that  were  taken  by  the 
Englijh. 

Afrit  11.  An  ordinance  by  the  Protector, 
with  advice  of  his  council,  for  uniting 
Scotland  into  one  Commonwealth,  and  one 
government  with  England* 

May.  General  Monk  returned  to  his  com- 
mand in  Scotland,  and  was  magnificently 
entertained  at  Edinburgh, 

May  30.  The  queen  of  Sweden  made  a 
solemn  refignation  of  her  crown  and  go- 
vernment. 

"July  6.  Mr.  Vtwel  and  colonel  Gerard 
were  condemned  for  high-treafon,  in  con- 
fpiring  the  death  of  the  Lord  Protector, 
Vowel  was  hanged  at  the  Meuft  gate,  and 
Gerard  beheaded  on  Tower- bill,  July  10. 

The  lame  day  Don  Pantaleon  Sa,  the 
Spanijb  ambaflador'i  brother,  who  had 
quarrelled  with  the  above-mentioned  Mr. 
Gerard,  and  killed  another  gentleman  he 
took  for  Gerard,  was  beheaded  on  Tower- 
hilt. 

The  Protector  called  a  parliament  of  the 
three  kingdoms,  to  meet  the  3d  of  Septem- 
ber, vix.  400  for  England,  30  for  ScotUnd, 
and  30  for  Ireland }  and  in  the  writs  directs, 
that  no  perfons  mall  be  elected  for  their 
ion:)  who  had  borne  arms  for  the  King,  and 
this  was  univerfally  complied  with. 

July  19.  General  Muldletonx  forces  in 
Scotland  were  routed  by  Morgan. 

Aaguji,  The  Portuguefe  ambaflador  going 
down  to  Grave/end,  in  order  to  embark  for 
Forty  gat,  wis  arrefted  by  fome  merchants 
of  Undam,  of  whom  he  had  borrowed 
great  ferns  of  money,  and  prevented  pro- 
ceeding in  his  voyage* 

Sept .  King  Char  In,  finding  his  refidence 
iii  the  French  court  unacceptable,  on  ac- 
count of  the  treaty  between  that  crown  and 
Crcnrw/.'l,  removed  frvro  thence  the  begin- 
ning of  June  lad  ;  and  having  fpent  fome 
time  with  hii  fitter,  the  princefs  of  Orange, 
at  Am  la  Chapelle,  he  about  this  time  came 
with  bis  Little  court  to  CJcgn,  where  he  re* 
tided  about  two  years  and  an  half. 
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Sepl,  3.  Being  Sunday,  the  parliament  of 
the  three  kingdoms,  modelled  according 
to  the  late  act  of  government,  met  j  and 
after  hearing  a  fennon  in  the  abbey,  at- 
tended the  Protector  to  the  painted  cham- 
ber, where  he  made  a  fhort  fpeech  to  them, 
and  directed  them  to  go  to  their  boufe,' 
and  adjourn  themfelves  to  the  next  day. 

Sept.  4.  Cromwell  came  to  Wefimxnfer 
abbey,  in  the  fame  ftate  as  the  King  ufed 
to  go  to  the  parliament  houfe,  and  hav- 
ing heard  a  fennon,  he  went  to  the  painted 
chamber,  where  feating  himfelf  in  a  chair 
of  ftate,  and  the  members  fitting  unco- 
vered upon  benches,  he  put  off  his  hat, 
and  made  them  a  long  fpeech,  principally 
to  fhew  the  advantages  the  nation  had  al- 
ready reaped  from  his  administration. 

'1  he  members  being  retired  to  their 
houfe,  chofe  Mr.  Lenthal  their  Speaker, 
who  had  been  Speaker  of  the  long  par- 
liament. 

Sept.  II.  There  happening  great  debates 
in  the  houfe,  as  to  the  legality  of  the  pre- 
fent  convention,  and  the  above-mentioned 
act  of  government,  the  Protector  came  to 
the  painted  chamber,  and  fent  for  the  mem- 
bers, and  fcverely  reprehended  their  info- 
lence  ;  after  which  be 1  placed  a  guard  at 
the  door  of  the  houfe,  and  would  fuffer 
none  to  enter  who  would  not  fubfcribe  a 
recognition,  That  be  would  be  true  and  faith' 
Jul  to  the  Lord  Proteclor  ;  and  that  he  would 
mot  propofe  or  give  content  to  alter  the  go- 
vernment,  at  it  is  fettled  in  one  Jingle  perjen 
and  a  parliament.  Whereupon  130  of  the 
members  figned  it  the  firft  day,  and  more 
of  the  members  afterwards,  to  the  number 
of  300.  But  major  general  Harrifon,  for 
his  obftinacy,  was  fecured  by  a  party  of 
node. 

The  houfe  endeavoured  to  explain  away 
the  force  of  the  recognition  they  had 
been  compelled  to  fign,  and  refolvcd, 
That  it  did  not  extend  to  the  whole  4a 
articles  contained  in  the  in  ft  rumen  t  of  go- 
vernment, but  only  to  that  which  declared 
the  government  to  be  in  a  fingle  pcribn 
and  fucceffive  parliaments. 

Sept.  19.  Flettivcid,  who  had  married 
Iretoni  widow,  {CromwelTi  daughter)  was 
made  governor  of  Ireland,  and  two  years 
after  was  fucceeded  by  Henry  Cromwell, 
yoonger  fon  of  the  Protector. 

Some  troops  in  Scotland  ftill  kept  up  for 
the  King,  Cromwell  fent  colonel  Morgan, 
who  defeated  them. 

The  Scott  invited  king  Claries  over  to 
them,  which  he  rejected, 
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Off.  19.  A  grand  debate  in  the  houfe, 
whether  the  government  mould  be  elective 
or  hereditary)  as  to  the  Angle  perfon,  of  the 
Protector  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  kirk  of  Scotland  refufed  to  obfcrve 
the  faft  day  ordered  by  the  Protestor,  it  be- 
ing their  principle,  Not  to  receive  any  direc- 
tUni  for  the  keeping  faftt  from  the  civil  ma- 
giflratc. 

The  parliament  voted  his  highnefs  to  be 
Lord  Protector  during  life. 

Off.  24.  Voted,  That  no  law  mould  be 
altered  or  repealed,  or  new  laws  made,  or 
any  tax  impofed,  but  by  aflfent  of  parlia- 
ment. 

Off*  27.  Voted,  That  a  new  parliament 
(hould  be  every  third  year,  but  not  fit  above 
fix  months,  unlefs  prolonged  by  act  of 
parliament. 

Off.  30.  That  learned  antiquary  Mr. 
John  Selden,  died. 

Nov.  17.  CromweWs  mother  died,  and 
was  buried  in  Wefiminfler  abbey ;  flic  was 
daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Steward. 

Dec.  5.  Vote  for  chufing  fucceflivc  Pro- 
tectors. 

Voted,  That  Whitehall*  St.  James';  the 
Meufe,  Somerfet- houfe,  Greenwich,  Hsmp- 
ton-court,  Wtndfor,  and  the  manor  of  York, 
be  kept  unfold  for  the  Protector* s  ufe. 

The  parliament  voted  him  and  his  fuc- 
ceflfors  a  revenue  of  200,000/  per  annum. 

Dec.  yo.  A  quaker  came  to  the  door  of 
the  parliament  houfe,  and  drew  his  fword, 
and  cut  and  wounded  feveral  that  were 
about  the  door}  and  being  examined  by  a 
committee,  and  aflced  the  reafon  of  his  ex- 
travagance, he  anfwered,  That  he  wax  in- 
(f  ired  by  the  holy  fpirit,  to  kill  every  man 
that  fat  in  the  houfe. 

16C4-5,  Jan.  22.  This  parliament  not  an- 
fwcring  the  Protector's  expectations, particu- 
larly in  confirming  his  authority  of  levying 
taxes  upon  the  fubjeet  without  their  con- 
fent,  he  thought  fit  to  diflblve  them,  after 
they  had  fat  barely  five  lunar  months,  ac- 
cording to  one  ot  the  articles  in  his  inftru- 
ment  of  government.  In  his  fpeech  at  the 
diflblution,  he  mentions  a  conspiracy  of  the 
cavaliers,  of  which  he  faid  he  had  received 
ad  vice)  and  fecured  fome  of  the  confpira- 
torst  and  though  they  did  rife  in  fome 
places  afterwards,  yet  having  been  betrayed 
from  the  beginning,  they  only  brought  de- 
ftruction  upon  themfetacs ;  ana  he  elHblifh- 
cd  his  government  by  that  brave,  but  unfor- 
tunate attempt,  that  was  made  foon  after  at 
Sdlifhury,  by  Wagfiafft  and  Penrvddock. 

Cromwell  feat  Tar  the  Lord  Mayor,  al- 
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dermen,  and  common  council  of  London, 
and  acquainted  them  with  the  confpiracy 
of  the  cavaliers  and  levellers,  and  the  names 
of  the  conlpirators,  required  them  to  take 
care  of  the  peace  of  the  city,  and  gave 
them  a  commiffion  to  raife  forces  under 
Skippon. 

Major  John  Wi/dman  was  feiaed  for 
writing  a  paper,  entitled,  A  declaration 
of  the  free  and  well-erf effed  people  of  Eng- 
land, novo  in  arms  againjl  the  tyrant  Oliver 
Cromwell,  efq;  wherein  he  mewed  the 
hypocrify  of  Cromwell,  in  preaching  and 
canting,  and  making  (hews  of  extraordi- 
nary fanctity,  to  advance  his  ambitipos  pro- 
jects. This  Wildman  had  been  a  great 
agitator  and  leveller,  and  an  intimate  of 
CromwtlT%. 

March  11.  Sir  Jofeph  Warflaffe,  color/tl 
Penrvddock,  and  fome  other  gentlemen  of 
quality,  afTcmbled  about  200  horfe,  and 
proclaimed  the  King  at  SalUhury,  and  took 
CnmweWt  judges  and  (heriff  pnfoncrs,  who 
held  the  affile  there}  but  not  being  joined 
by  the  Royalifts  from  other  counties,  they 
were  foon  fupprefled.  Wagflaffe  efcaped 
beyond  fea,  but  Penruddoek  was  condemned 
and  executed  at  Exeter,  May  16,  1655; 
as  were  feveral  other  gentlemen  there,  at 
Salifhury,  and  other  places  J  and  many 
more  fold  to  \htWefl  Indies  for  (laves. 

A  fleet  of  thirty  fail  under  vice  admi- 
ral Ptnn,  with  land  forces  commanded  by 
Venahles,  was  fitted  out,  to  make  a  con- 
queft  of  Hifpaniola. 

One  Tbomss  Gage,  who  had  been  a  prieft, 
and  came  from  the  Weft  Indies,  engaged 
Cromwell  in  this  cefign,  giving  him  an  ac- 
count of  the  weaknefs  as  well  as  riches  of 
the  Spaniards,  in  thofe  parts. 

The  land  forces  confifted  of  000  men, 
including  thofe  they  took  up  at  Barbedtes, 
with  a  troop  of  horfe. 

The  King  of  Spain  ordered  the  effects 
of  the  Englijh  merchants  to  be  feiaed  in  hi* 
dominions. 

Manning,  who  betrayed  the  King  at  Co- 
logn,  and  was  the  occafion  of  the  ruin  of 
many  of  the  loyalifti,  by  the  intelligence 
he  fent  Cromwell,  was  Aot  to  death  in 
Germany. 

1655,  Mar*  31.  Dr.  James  U/her,  arch- 
Vifliop  of  Armagh,  and  primate  of  Ireland, 
died,  and  was  buried  at  CrmtwelPt  charge, 
in  Wefiminfier  abbey,  the  17th  of  April. 

Apr.  3.  An  ordinance  of  the  Protector's, 
for  the  better  regulating  and  limiting  the 
juri  (diction  of  the  high  court  of  Chancery, 
commanded  to  be  put  ia  execution  j  and 
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the  6th  of  Jane  following  WkxtUek  and 
Widdnngten,  two  of  the  commi  Hi  oners  of 
the  broad  leal,  were  turned  out,  for  not 
obeying  it  j  and  the  fell  wai  committed  to 
two  others,  vbc.  colonel  Fiennes,  and  ma* 
jotLiJe. 

An  ordinance  by  CrmnoeU,  for  the  deci- 
mation of  the  cavaliers,  whereby  all  that 
had  borne  armt  for  the  King,  or  declared 
thcmfelves  in  his  intereit,  were  to  pay  a 
tenth  part  of  that  eftate  that  was  left,  to 
fupport  the  charge  of  the  Commonwealth, 
without  regard  to  former  coraponrions,  or 
of  any  articles  npon  which  they  furrcn- 
drred. 

April  13.  Admiral  Penn  and  Vensblet  ar- 
rived at  St.  Dotnirg*  in  Hifpaniola,  but  were 
unfuccefsful  there  j  whereupon  they  fet  fail 
for  tbe  island  of  Jamaica,  which  they  took 
from  the  Spaniards,  the  3d  of  May,  and 
the  Emglfi  have  remained  in  pofic&on  of 
it  ever  fince. 

Admiral  Blake  about  the  lame  time  bat- 
tered  Tunis  in  the  Mediterranean,  dcftroyed 
nine  ihips  in  the  harbour,  and  made  them 
fubmit  to  a  treaty  for  reseating  the  Englijh 
captives. 

May  16.  Colonel  John  Pettruddock,  and 
Hugh  Cryve,  efqj  were  beheaded  in  the 
came  at  Exeter. 

Sept.  Penn  and  Vtnahles  returned  from 
Amtries,  and  were  both  laid  afide  for  their 
IU  conduct,  and  lent  to  tbe  Tower. 

The  Prote  ctor  ordered  a  faft,  and  a  col- 
Ic&ton  for  the  perfecuted  proteftanta  in 


OBober.  Order  of  council  again  ft  pub- 
lifhing  any  news*  papers  without  leave  of 
tbe  fecrecary  of  ftate  ;  and  another  order 
againft  publishing  unlicensed  books  and 
pamphlets. 

Order  that  all  royalists  depart  out  of  the 
lines  of  communication. 

The  Protector  divided  the  kingdom  into 
eleven  districts,  and  in  every  district  placed 
an  officer,  called  Major-general-civil,  who 
had  not  only  ao  abfolotc  command  of  the 
forces  in  his  division,  but  a  very  great 
power  in  civil  causes. 

Thefe  generals  had  all  the  authority 
which  Wik  before  divided  among  committee 
men,  ju  ft  ices  of  peace,  and  other  officers. 
They  committed  all  fu  1 peeled  perfons,  le- 
viec  monies,  leqoeiierea  tnoie  wno  reiuiea 
to  pay,  and  had  power  to  lift  horfe  and 
toot  upon  occafion,  and  from  them  lay  no 
appeal  but  to  the  Protector  himfelf. 
This  year  died  Jamex  Stewart,  dttke  of 


08.  04.  Articles  of  peace  between  Eng- 
land and  France  figned,  and  proclaimed  on 
the  28th  of  November. 

By  this  treaty  it  was  agreed,  that  Crom- 
well mould  fend  6000  men  to  the  aififtance 
of  the  French  in  Che  Netherlands,  againft 
the  Spaniards ;  that  Dunkirk  and  Mardyka 
would  be  inverted  by  their  united  forces, 
and  when  taken,  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
Englijh  j  and  that  neither  king  Charles,  or 
the  princes  his  brothers,  mould  be  furfcrcd 
to  refide  in  France.  This  alliance  of  Crem- 
w///'s  with  France,  laid  the  foundation  of* 
the  French  grcatnefs  ;  though  'tis  obferved 
that  Cromwell  would  not  f utter  the  French 
king  to  call  himfelf  king  of  France,  in 
this  treaty,  and  obliged  him  to  fet  hit 
name  after  his  own,  as  Protector  both  of 
France  and  England. 

Nov.  a.  A  committee  was  appointed 
for  the  promoting  and  encouraging  of  trade 
and  commerce. 

A  declaration  of  the  reafonablenefs  of 
increatlng  the  Handing  forces  in  every  coun- 
ty, and  maiataing  them  at  the  charge  of 
the  royal ifls. 

Dec.  Instructions  to  the  major-general* 
to  take  fecurity.of  all  thofe  who  had  been 
in  arms  for  the  King,'  for  their  peaceable 
demeanour  and  obedience  'to  the  Pro* 
teclor's  government. 

r\  conrerence  Derween  commmiorjere 
from  the  Protector,  and  ManaJJcb  Ben  If- 
ratl,  about  admitting  the  Jtwijh  nation  to 
trade  in  England. 

Feb.  16.  Spain  declared  war  againft  Eng- 
land. 

1656,  Apr.  A  quaker  denounced  judg- 
ment againft  the  Protector  and  his  council  \ 
and  another  quaker  in  Colfhe/ler  ftarved 
him'elf  to  death,  upon  a  preemption  he 
could  faft  forty  days.  \ 

July  10.  The  eommifli oners  of  the  great 
feal  iiTued  writs  for  fummoning  a  new 
parliament  to  meet  on  the  17th  of  Septem- 
ber next. 

Mrs.  Barlow,  with  her  fon  by  king 
Charles  II,  (afterwards  duke  of  Monmouth) 
having  been  committed  to  the  Tower, 
were  difcharged  by  the  Protector's  warrant, 
$rpt.  Several  Spani/b  paleons  were  de- 
stroyed by  the  Englijh  fleet  near  Cadiz., 
and  one  of  them  was  taken  with  a  prodi- 
gious treafureon  board,  given  out  to  amount 
to  two  millions  of  filver. 

Sept.  17.  Cron.ivtW s  third  parliament 
met,  to  whom  he  made  a  fpeerh  in  tbe 
painted  chamber,  but  he  fuffered  none  to 
the  houfe  who  were  not  approved  by 
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Jut  council,  and  had  obtained  a  certificate 
to  that  effect. 

Thi«  parliament  confifted  of  reprefenta- 
tives  from  the  three  nationi,  in  the  pro- 
portion required  by  the  act  of  government. 

A  motion  waa  nude  in  this  parliament, 
•y  one  Pack,  an  alderman  of  Lor  don.  to 
invert  Cromwell  with  the  title  of  King) 
which  was  feconded  by  a  great  many  mem- 
bers, fome  of  them  his  known  enemies, 
and  oppofed  by  fome  of  his  Intimate  friends, 
however  it  was  carried  by  a  majority,  that 
the  crown  ihould  be  offered  to  the  Pro- 
sccior. 

Sir  T.  WtdJrington  was  chofen  Speaker. 

One  hundted  members  were  refu  fed  ad- 
mittance into  the  houfe,  refufing  to  fign  the 
engagement. 

Sett.  %%.  The  members  that  were  re- 
fufed  admittance,  publifhed  a  remon  ft  ranee, 
declaring  their  right  to  fit  in  the  houfe, 
and  protefted  againft  the  legality  of  the 
acts,  made  by  thofe  that  were  admitted 
without  them. 

Blake  and  Montague  attacked  the  Sf>a- 
n\jb  rVeJl  India  licet,  richly  laden.  Cromwell 
ordered  the  money  and  goods  that  were 
taken,  to  be  brought  in  triumph  to  London. 

Off.  x.  The  houfe  refolded  to  aifift  the 
Protector  in  the  Spanilh  war. 

Off.  1 1.  The  houfe  approved  of  the  com- 
tniffionera  of  the  great  feal,  and  the  chief 
jufticc  of  the  Kings-bench,  that  had  been 
made  by  the  Protector. 

Off.  27,  The  Protector  came  to  the 
pointed  chamber,  and  paficd  an  act,  That 
the  puffing  of  bills  ihould  not  determine 
the  prefent  parliament.  Another  for  re- 
nouncing and  difannulling  the  pretended 
title  of  Charles  Stuart ;  and  a  third  for  the 
security  of  the  Protector's  perfon,  in  which 
h  was  made  high-treafon  to  con fp ire  his 
death.  A  fourth  for  taking  away  the 
court  of  wards;  and  a  fifth  for  the  exporta- 
tion of  feveral  of  our  native  commodities. 

Off.  31.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
examine  into  the  blafphcmy  of  James  Nay- 
ter.  the  qualter,  who  perfonated  our  Sa- 
viour, at  BriJM  and  other  places. 

Dee*  8.  Rtfolved,  that  James  Nay  lor  is 
guilty  of  horrid  blafphemy,  and  that  he  is 
«  grand  impoftor,  and  a  great  feducer  of 
the  people. 

Dec.  17.  The  Speaker  pronounced  judg- 
ment againft  Nay  lor  t  that  he  ihould  be 
whipped  and  pilloried,  and  his  tongue  bored 
through  with  a  hot  iron,  &c. 

1756-7,  Jan.  19.  A  plot  was  difcover 
cd  again/!  the  Protector.  Miles  Syndercmbe, 
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who  had  been  cafliiered  in  Scotland)  con^ 
fpired  with  one  Ct\i/9  and  one  troop  of* 
Cmnveir*  lifeguard,  to  kill  the  Protector  j 
but  Cyndtrcombe  was  betrayed  by  his  confe- 
derates, and  condemned  to  die,  the  judgea 
declaring  it  to  be  treafon  by  the  common 
law,  to  confpire  the  death  of  any  chief 
magiltrate,  whether  King  or  Protestor,  and 
that  the  35  Edw,  III.  was  but  the  declara- 
tive of  the  common  law. 

March,  Some  anabaptifts  projected  to 
kill  Cromwell.  Major  general  Harrifon, 
vice  admiral  Lawjon.  colonel  Rich  and  ma- 
jor Datrven  were  arretted  on  fufpicioo, 
being  all  anabaptifts. 

March  17.  A  league  offenfive  and  de- 
fensive was  made  between  France  and  £«- 
gland. 

1657,  Apr.  The  parliament  taking  into 
their  con fi deration,  that  if  the  Protector 
was  vetted  with  the  (tile  and  title  of  King, 
it  would  tend  very  much  to  the  eftablifh- 
ing  the  prefent  government,  attended  him 
with  an  addrcls,  intitled  their  humble 
petition  and  advice.  The  principal  drift 
whereof  was,  that  he  would  take  upon  him 
the  title  of  King ;  whereupon  he  defired  a 
committee  might  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  him  upon  that  fubject  ;  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  of  which  Wbitlock 
was  chairman. 

Apr.  13.  The  committee  offered  their 
reafons  to  the  Protector  for  his  accepting 
the  title  of  King.  Wh'uloek  urged  princi- 
pally, that  the  title  of  King  was  not  only 
by  an  original  common  confent,  but  that 
confent  alfo  approved  and  confirmed,  and 
the  law  fitted  thereunto  ;  and  that  a  new 
title  moft  have  a  new  constitution  to  make 
the  laws  relate  unto  it,  and  that  unto  the 
laws  \  and  no  new  constitution  could  be  fo 
firm  as  the  rcftitution  of  the  old  one  would 
probably  be. 

Apr.  ao.  The  officers  of  the  army  pe- 
titioned again  ft  his  accepting  the  title  of 
King,  and  threatened  him  if  he  did. 

King  Charles  entered  into  a  treaty  with 
Spain,  and  removed  hit  court  to  Bruges, 

Blake  attacked  the  fleet  of  Spanifh  gale- 
ons  as  they  lay  under  the  caftles  in  the  Ca- 
naries, and  burnt  them  every  one. 

He  died  on  the  17th  of  Aurafl  on  his  re- 
turn home,  and  was  buried,  Sept.  4,  at 
Cromwell't  expence  in  Henry  Vllth's  chapel, 
in  a  grand  manner. 

May  8.  The  Protector  having  weighed 
the  confcquenccs  of  taking  upon  him  the 
regal  title,  commanded  the  parliament  to 
attend  him  at  the  Banquetting  houfe,  wlrere 
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he  mate  thcta  a  fpeech,  concluding,  That  be 
could  not,  with  a  good  conference,  accept 
the  government  under  the  title  of  King. 

May  at.  The  parliament  waited  upon 
Crntmell  with  another  humble  petition  and 
advice,  denting  htm  to  execute  the  office  of 
chief  magiftrate  of  the  three  kingdoms,  un- 
der the  title  of  Lord  Protector;  and  in 
this  new  instrument  they  enlarged  the 
powers  he  had  a/Turned  to  himfelf  in  his 
firft  inftninsent  of  government }  they  em- 
powered him  alfo  to  nominate  his  fucceflbr, 
and  gave  him  the  annual  fum  of  1,300,000/. 
for  the  fupport  of  hit  government. 

June  a6.  Cromwell  was  again  inaugu- 
rated in  his  office  of  ProtecW  in  Wtjlmm- 
jUr-ball.  The  ceremony  was  performed 
with  great  pomp  5  in  the  middle  was  fet  a 
chair  of  ftate  with  a  rich  cloth  over  it,  upon 
an  afcent  of  two  fteps  j  before  it  a  table  and 
chair  for  the  Speaker,  and  on  each  fide  co- 
vered feats  for  the  members ;  his  highneis 
came  attended  by  the  earl  of  fVarwick  car- 
rying the  fword,  and  the  Lord  Mayor  of 
London  earring  the  city  fword :  the  Speaker 
prefented  him  with  a  robe  of  purple  velvet 
lined  with  ermine,  then  he  delivered  to 
him  the  Bible  richly  gilt  and  boflfed,  after 
that  his  fword,  and  delivered  into  his  hands 
the'feepter  of  maffy  gold,  then  made  a 
fpeech  to  him,  and  gave  him  the  oath.  The 
Protector  feated,  holding  the  fcepter  in  his 
hand,  on  his  right  fide  fat  the  French  ambaf- 
sador,  on  the  left  the  ambaffador  of  the 
United  Provinces,  near  hips  his  fon  Rkbard, 
and  the  officers  of  the  council  and  ftace  ; 
and  the  herald  proclaimed  his  Highncfs's 
title.  The  ceremony  being  ended,  he  went 
in  ftate  to  iPeftminJUr-ball  gate,  where  he 
took  coach  and  went  to  the  houfe,  and  pafled 
feveral  bills. 

The  fame  day  the  parliament  was  ad- 
journed to  the  aoth  of  'January. 

July  30.  The  famous  Dr.  kVilliam  Har- 
vey, who  confirmed  the  difcovery  of  the 
circulation  of  the  blood,  died. 

Sept.  Mardyke  was  taken  by  the  Englijh 
and  French  forces,  and  put  into  the  poflef- 
fion  of  the  Engfijb. 

Sept.  13.  Cromwell  fent  6000  Englifb 
forces  into  France. 

Dee.  7.  Cromwell  fent  an  agent  to  the 
duke  of  Savoy,  to  negociate  in  favour  of  his 
proteftant  fubjeers. 

Dee.  ii.  Writs  were  ilTued  to  feveral 
perfons,  to  the  number  of  fixry,  to  give 
their  attendance  at  rVefiminJUr,  and  com- 
pofr  a  houfe  of  lords. 

Pee.  16.    Sir  Jojbua  Reynolds,  com- 
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mander  of  the  Englijh  forces  In  Mardykt 
was  cast  away  with  the  whole  ship's  com- 
pany upon  the  Godwin  lands,  as  they  were 
coming  to  England. 

Dee.  ^$•  Cromwell  difperfed  feveral  con- 
gregations that  were  met  together  to  com- 
memorate the  birth  of  our  Saviour. 
;  X657-8,  Jan.  13.  Sir  Ed-ward  Hyde 
was  made  lord  chancellor  of  England  by 
king  Charles,  at  Bruges. 

The  marquis  of  Ormond  came  to  England*, 
in  order  to  put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  the 
cavaliers,  who  were  about  to  rife j  but  hit 
being  at  London  was  di (covered  to  Cromwell, 
and  he  very  narrowly  efcaped  back  to  Flam* 
ders  again. 

Jan.  so.  The  commons  met  according 
to  their  adjournment,  as  did  alfo  the  new 
created  houfe  of  peers,  in  purfuance  of  their 
fummons  from  Cromwell:  he  fent  for  the 
commons  up  to  the  upper  houfe  by  the 
.black  rod  the  fame  day,  and  then  made  a 
fpeech  to  both  houfes,  which  he  begun  in 
the  royal  ftile,  My  lords,  and  you  the 
knights,  citizen*,  and  burgeftes  of  the  houfe 
of  commons.  Then  he  ordered  his  lord 
keeper  Fiennes  to  deliver  his  mind  more  at 
large :  whereupon  Fiennes  made  a  very 
long  fpeech,  and  infiftcd  much  upon  the 
beauty  of  the  prefent  conftitution  to  the  gei 
nius  of  the  EngRJb. 

The  commons  re-admit  their  excluded 
members,  aod  exclaim  again  ft  the  consti- 
tuting a  houfe  of  lords,  and  even  questioned 
the  Protector's  authority  to  fummon  them. 

Among  them  were  feveral  gentlemen  of 
antient  families,  and  fome  of  the  colonels 
and  officers  of  the  army j  but  none  of  the 
nobility,  except  the  lord  Eure,  fat  in  the 
houfe ;  the  earl  Warwick,  though  hit 
grandfon  had  married  one  of  Cromwell* 
\  daughters,  would  not  be  perfuaded  to  fit 
with  colonel  How/on  and  colonel  Pride,  the 
firft  having  been  a  cooler  or  ihoemaker,  and 
the  other  a  drayman. 

Feb.  4.  The  Protector  finding  the  com- 
mons about  to  unravel  all  his  fchemes, 
came  to  his  houfe  of  peers  and  fent  for  the 
commons,  and  after  at  had  made  a  fpeech, 
reproaching  the  fed'itious  and  ungrateful  be- 
haviour of  the  commons,  he  told  the  other 
houfe,  that,  notwithftanding  all  the  prac- 
tices againft  them,  they  were  lords,  and  fo 
they  fhoold  continue  {  and  then  proceeded 
to  diflblv  ethis  his  third  and  laft  parliament. 

Soon  after  the  parliament's  diflblution, 
Crowtmell  reduced  the  power  of  the  major 
generals. 

Lambert  was  turned  onto/  his  prefer-. 
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meat*,  but  was  allowed  2000/.  per  annum  t 
and  was  fucceeded  by  Fleetwood,  who  was 
called  from  Ireland,  and  Henry  Cromwell, 
youngeft  fon  of  the  Protector,  wai  feat 
into  Ireland  in  bis  room* 

Upon  Cromwelfi  being  confirmed  in  the 
frote&orfliip,  he  had  called  his  eldeft  Ion 
Richard  to  court,  and  made  him  chancellor 
of  the  univtrfity  of  Oxford. 

Cromwell  married  his  fecond  daughter  to 
Ike  lord  Fauconhridge,  atid  his  third  to  Mr. 
Rich,  grandfon  to  the  earl  of  Warwick.  His 
eldeft  had  been  long  married  to  Mr.  Clay  pile, 
a\nd  a  fourth  lived  unmarried. 

The  King  removed  his  court  from  Bruges 
to  B  ruffe  It. 

A  plot  of  the  fifth  monarchy  men  againft 
Cromwell  about  this  time,  with  whom  joined 
Harrifon  :  but  the  Protector  had  intelli- 
gence of  it,  and  imprifoncd  the  principal 
confpirators. 

March  27.  A  plot  of  the  cavaliers 
agaioil  Cromwell  was  difcovered  ;  where- 
upon he  fent  for  the  Lord  Mayor  and  alder- 
men, and  ordered  them  to  provide  for  the 
defence  of  the  city. 

A  pamphlet  was  pblifhed,  entitled, 
Killing  no  murder,  written  by  colonel  Tttui. 

This  pamphlet  ,  'tie  laid,  gave  Cremwell 
great  uneafinefs  :  he  wore  armour  under 
his  cloaths,  carried  piftols  in  his  pocket, 
and  changed  his  bed-chamber  almoft  every 
flight. 

Cromwell  erected  a  high  court  of  juftice 
for  the  trial  of  the  confpirator*. 

1658,  April.  Sir  Henry  Slingefiy,  John 
He-wet,  D.  D.  and  the  honourable  John 
Mor daunt,  Efq;  with  fevcral  other  cavaliers, 
were  apprehended,  for  confpiring  againft  the 
Protector. 

May  25.  Sir  Henry  Slingefiy  was  brought 
to  his  trial  before  a  high  court  of  juftice. 

June  I.  Dr.  Hewet  and  Mr.  Mor  daunt 
were  brought  to  their  trials. 

June  a.  Sir  Henry  Stingefiy  and  Dr. 
Hewet  were  condemned  as  traitors,  and 
beheaded  the  8th  ;  but  Mr.  Mor  daunt  was 
acquitted. 

Colonel  Ajbten,  Mr.  Stacy,  and  Mr. 
Btflly,  were  condemned  as  traitors  by  the 
same  court,  and  cut  open  while  alive  with 
great  barbarity  \  though  this  is  fuppofed  to 
be  a  plot  of  Cromweir 1  own  framing,  who 
endeavoured  to  fecure  his  ufurpation,  by 
making  frequent  examples  of  his  vengeance. 
Dr.  Hewet  refufed  to  plead,  or  acknow- 
ledge the  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 

A  battle  was  fought  between  the  French 
mad  Spaniard/  near  Dunkirk,  wherein  the 


dukes  of  York  and  Ghcejier  charged  on  the 
fide  of  the  Spaniards,  who  were  routed. 

Juno  17.  Dunkirk  furrendered  to  the 
French,  and  was  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
Er.glifh* 

Aug.  6.  Mrs.  Clay  pole,  Cromwcir%  eldeft 
daughter,  died* 

Several  feaariei  addrefled  Cromwell  for 
his  protection. 

The  marflu)  of  Tourenne  defeated  the 
Spaniardt  at  Dunes,  killed  1200  and  took 
a 000  prifoners. 

The  French,  by  the  affi  ftaoce  of  the  Eng - 
lijb,  over-run  great  part  of  Flanders  this 
campaign;  taking  Wmoxburgh,  Fur  net,  Me- 
Oudtnard,  and  Ypreu 

The  King  removed  from  Brujjeh  to  a 
village  called  Htcbftraten,  bordering  upon 
the  dominions  of  the  States  General  J  but 
upon  the  news  of  Cromweir*  death,  the 
next  month  he  returned  to  Brujfels. 

Aug.  \x.  Cremwell  being  taken  ill  of  a 
fever  at  Hampton-Court,  returned  to  rVksrt- 
hall,  where  he  died  Sept  3,  in  the  60th 
year  of  his  age,  having  enjoyed  the  title 
of  Protector  four  years,  eight  months, 
and  eighteen  days. 

On  the  day  he  died,  there  happened  the 
greater*  ftorm  of  wind  that  ever  waa  known. 
He  appointed  his  fon  Richard  his  fucceffor. 

His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
James  Bcurchier. 

When  one  of  bis  phyficians  eaprcfled 
fome  apprchenfions  of  danger,  from  the 
intermiffion  of  hiivpulfe,  he  anfwered,  God 
Almighty  aflured  him  of  his  recovery  ;  for 
his  chaplains,  who  were  difperfed  in  feve- 
ral parts  of  the  palace  to  pray  for  his  reco- 
very, all  of  them  brought  him  this  anfwef 
of  their  prayers,  He  fhail  recover.  But 
rinding  his  diflolution  approaching,  he  re- 
quired of  his  chaplains,  Whether  a  man 
could  fall  from  gr*ce  ?  To  which  being 
anfwered,  he  could  not,  he  replied,  41  I 
am  fafe,  for  I  am  fure  I  was  once  in  a  state 
of  grace." 

He  had  twice  triumphed  over  his  ene- 
mies on  the  3d  of  September,  (the  day  he 
died)  from  whence  his  friends  concluded  ha 
went  triumphantly  to  Paradife. 

Sept.  4.  Richard  Cromwell,  the  late 
Protector's  eldeft  lbn„  was  proclaimed  Lord 
Protector. 

He  received  the  compliments  of  condo* 
lence  and  congratulation  from  the  foreign 
minifters,  and  numerous  addrefles  from  aU 
parts  of  England  of  the  fame  tenor,  with 
promifes  of  adhering  to  his  Highneft  with 
their  lives  and  fortunes  agaiaft  all  oppofers. 
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Some  fay,  that  OAW  had  actually  made 
Fleetwood  his  heir,  but  one  of  bit  daughters 
knowing  where  the  will  was  placed,  took 
it  away  and  burnt  it,  before  he  could  come 
at  it ;  and  a  few  minute:  before  Crwnoefl's 
death,  when  he  was  alked,  who  mould  fuc- 
ceed  him  ?  he  replied.

Dec.  4.  Richard  called  a  Parliament  af- 
ter the  antient  form,  and  fummoned  his 
houfe  of  peers  to  meet  the  27th  of  January.

The  officers  feire  the  government,  chufe 
Fleetwood  their  general,  and  difcharge  fe- 
vcfal  colonels. 

May  6.  Fleetwood  and  the  general  offi- 
cers of  the  army  pubiiih  a  declaration,  in- 
viting the  members  of  the  Long  Parliament 
to  return  to  their  feats  in  parliament,  and 
czercife  their  former  power. 

May  7,  Lenthall  the  Speaker,  and  fere- 
ral  ef  the  members  of  the  Long  Parliament 
met  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  to  the  num- 
ber of  about  forty-one  \  but  feveral  of  the 
members  who  were  excluded  in  the  year 
1648,  attempting  to  enter  with  them,  they 
were  rtopt.  « 

They  publiflied  a  declaration,  fetting 
forth  their  intentions  to  prefcrve  the  liberty 
and  property  of  the  fubject,  and  that  thoy 
would  act  without  a  Protector  or  houfe  of 
peers ;  and  commanded  that  all  writs,  pa* 
tents,  fife,  mould  run  again  in  the  name  uf 
the  Keepers  of  the  Liberties  of  England. 

May  12.  The  officers  petition  the  Par- 
liament lor  the  fcttlement  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

May  13.  Henry,  the  King's  brother, 
created  duke  of  Gixefler. 

May  2$.  Richard  made  his  fubmiflion 
to  the  Parliament,  when  they  granted  hisn 
20,00c/.  to  pay  his  debts,  and  ordered  him 
to  quit  Whitehall  ia  fix  days.  After  ti  e 
reftoration,  he  went  to  France,  and  con- 
tinued fomc  years  in  obfeurity  at  Path  ; 
but  upon  the  rumour  of  a  war  between 
Franci  and  England,  lie  removed  to  Geneva , 
Some  years  before  king  Char  let  II.  died,  he 
returned  to  England,  and  died  at  Cheftunt 
in  Hei  'fordjbire,  in  1712. 

June  6.  The  Parliament  voted,  that  the 
Speaker  (hould  have  have  the  offices  of  ge- 
neral and  admiral,  and  that  all  commixTions 
be  granted  by  him. 

June  18.  They  alfo  voted  the  continu- 
ance of  the  monthly  afTVfTmcnt  of  35,000/. 
impofed  in  the  year  1656. 

June  22.  Letters  arrived  of  Henry  Crcm~ 
weirs  fubmiflion  to  the  government,  who 
was  then  lieutenant  of  Ireland. 

Aug.  1.  The  King  removed  from  R'uf- 
feh  u>  Calaii,  to  be  ready,  if  occafion  offered, 
to  come  over. 

Henry  Critrwtll  was  recalled  from  Ireland, 
and  hudkw  was  appointed  to  command 
there. 

Monk,  the  General's  brother,  vras  fent 
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by  the  royalifta  into  Scotland,  to  engage 
the  General's  favour. 

LamberCx  officers  fent  a  plan  of  a  petition 
to  be  prefented  to  Parliament  j  they  ordered  it 
to  be  laid  before  them,  and  voted  aglin ft  it. 

A  general  infurreclion  was  intended  by 
the  prefryterians  as  well  as  the  royaliils, 
almoft  all  over  England  ;  but  by  fome  acci- 
dent wag  difcovcred  and  prevented,  and  moft 
of  the  leaders  taken  and  committed  to  pri- 
fon  ;  only  Sir  George  Booth  and  Sir  Thomas 
M'tddleton  aflemblcd  about  3000  men,  and 
took  poflfemon  of  Chtfier  the  19th.  Thefe 
Lambert  engaged  near  Nantnvicb,  and  routed 
them,  and  Sir  George  was  afterwards  taken 
prifoner  at  Newport  Pagncl,  in  a  woman's 
habit,  on  the  23d. 

Sept*  i.  The  engagement  voted,  where- 
by every  perfon  was  to  renounce  the  title 
of  Charles  Stuart,  and  the  whole  line  of 
Stuarts,  and  every  other  finale  perfon  pre- 
tending to  the  government)  and  that  he 
would  be  faithful  to  the  commonwealth, 
without  a  king,  fingle  perfon,  and  houfe

Sift.  8.  James  Nay  fa,  the  blafphemous 
ouaker,  difcharged  from  his  imprifonment. 

Sept.  17.  The  Parliament  voted  to  dif- 
folve  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Cbefier, 
for  their  loyalty  to  the  King,  and  that  the 
county  mould  be  no  more  diftinct. 

Sept.  22.  The  officers  of  the  army,  en- 
coo  raged  by  Lambert,  drew  up  an  addrefs, 
that  they  might  have  a  general  appointed 
them  as  formerly  ;  and  intimated  that  they 
expected  a  fliare  in  the  government. 

Off.  5.  The  grand  council  of  officers  pe- 
tition the  Parliament.  They  returned  a 
mild  anfwer. 

Off.  12.  The  Parliament  turned  out 
Lambert,  Be/borough,  and  feveral  other  offi- 
cers of  the  army,  which  orcafioned  a  mu- 
tiny amongft  the  foldiers. 

Off.  13.  Lambert  met  the  Speaker 
going  to  the  Parliament  houfe  with  his 
lifeguards,  difmounted  the  officer  that  com- 
manded them,  and  turned  the  Speaker  back 
with  his  guards. 

He  depofed  the  Parliament  again,  and 
with  his  officers  aflumed  fovereign  power. 

Off.  14.  The  officers  of  the  army  ap- 
pointed Fleetwood  their  general. 

An  anarchy  lafted  ten  days  before  the 
officers  thought  of  fettling  any  form  of  go- 
vernment, when  they  formed  a  council  of 
ten,  and  elected  their  own  generals. 

The  officers  fent  col.  Cobbet  to  Monk  to 
engage  him  to  join  them.

of  December. 

Off.  26.  The  officirs  conftttoted  a  coun- 
cil of  twenty-three  men,  moft  of  them  ge- 
neral officers,  to  take  upon  them  the  exer- 
cife  of  the  government,  and  thefe  they 
called,  a  Committee  of  Safely,  requiring  all 
people  to  obey  them,  till  another  form  of 
government  mould  be  erected,  which  they 
declared  fhould  be  without  a  fingle  perfon 
or  chief  magiftrate,  a  king  or  houfe  of  lords.

Off.  31.  Bradjbaw,  the  pre  fid  en  t  of  the 
late  high  court  of  juftice,  that  condemned 
the  King,  died  of  a  quartan  ague,  that  had 
held  him  a  year. 

Nov.  1.  The  Committee  of  Safety  confli- 
cted rVbitlock  keeper  of  the  great  feal. 

Nov.  2.  Letters  arrived  from  Edinburgh, 
that  Monk  and  many  of  the  officers  had  de- 
clared for  the  Parliament,  againft  the  officers 
of  the  army  of  England  j  and  that  Monk 
had  imprifuned  fome  of  his  officers,  and 
turned  out  others,  that  did  not  agree  with 
him. 

Ncv.  5.  Commiffions  were  iflued  by 
the  Committee  of  Safety  for  ratting  forces, 
and  general  Lambert  marched  northward. 

Nov.  10.  Letters  were  fent  from  the 
fleet  and  from  the  officers  in  Ireland  to 
Monk,  propoAng  an  accommodation  be- 
tween him  and  the  army  of  England. 

Nov.  12.  Three  commiffioners  arrived 
at  London  from  Monk,  to  treat  with  corn- 
miftioners  from  the  Committee  of  Safety. 

Nov.  17.  Letters  arrived,  that  general 
Monk  had  fummoned  a  convention  in  S<W- 
land,  and  told  them,  he  had  a  call  from 
God  and  man  to  march  into  England,  to 
fettle  the  peace  there  ;  he  required  them  to 
fupprefs  all  infurreetions  in  his  abfeacc, 
and  demanded  money  for  his  troops,  which 
they  promifed  to  levy. 

Nov.  18.  Monk  marched  with  his  army 
toward  England,  but  finding  a  treaty  con- 
cluded with  his  commiffioners  at  London, 
be  returned  to  Edinburgh. 

Msnk  having  confulted  his  general  offi- 
cers, marched  again  towards  England,  and 
encanj  ped  at  Coldfiream  near  Berwick,  where 
he  continued  about  a  month.  Lambert  re- 
majnec  with  his  forces,  confiding  of  abou: 
12,000  men,  at  Newcafile.

Vice  admiral  Lawfon  entered  the  Thames 
to  f tip  port  the  Parliament.

Parliament. 

Dec.  24.  The  authority  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Safety  expired,  and  the  Parliament 
re  famed  the  government. 

General  Fairfax  declared  for  a  free  Par- 
1  Sament,  and  was  joined  by  great  number? 
of  gentlemen  at  Alar  (ion-moor  j  whereupon 
L&rr.krri'&  forces  at  Nnocafile  defcrted  him, 
and  joined  Fairfax,  who  took  poflWfion  of 
Tcrk,  and  kept  a  correfpondence  with  Monk. 

1659-60,  Jan.  1.  Being  Sunday,  Monk 
patted  over  the  Tweed,  and  marched  into 
England,  with  four  regiments  of  horfe,  and 
fix  of  foot. 

Monk  received  a  letter  from  the  Parlia- 
ment to  ftop  his  journey,  but  payed  no  re- 
gard to  it. 

The  Parliament  a  few  days  after  their 
meeting*  appointed  a  council  of  ftite,  to 
confift  of  twenty  eight  members,  of  whom 
Mmk  was  one ;  and  ordered  a  bill  to  be 
brought  in,  to  renounce  the  title  of  Cb&rlet 
Stuart,  and  the  whole  line  of  the  late  king 
Jama,  which  was  to  be  taken  by  all  the 
members  of  Parliament.

Mcnk  advanced  to  Tork  with  his  army, 
where  he  was  entertained  by  the  lord  Fair- 
fax,  who  with  the  gentry  or'  Yvrkjkire  ad- 
drerfed  him  to  procure  a  free  Parliament. 

Jan.  16.  Scot  and  RUiitfcn,  commif- 
fi oners  from  the  Parliament,  met  Monk  at 
LciceBer,  and  difcouraged  theaddreucs  made 
to  him  for  a  free  Parliament. 

Feb,  i*  An  order  for  the  foldiers  in  and 
about  Lcndon  to  march  out,  and  make  room 
for  Monk**  'foldiers,  as  he  required  in  his 
letters  from  St.  Allow,  dated  the  28th  of 
January. 

Teb*  3*  When  Mcnk  attended  the  coun- 
cil of  ftate,  they  tendered  him  the  oath, 
which  he  refufed. 

Feb*  4.  Monk  marched  into  London,  and 
and  took  up  bis  quarters  in  Whitehall. 

Men?*  army  confifted  of  near  6000  men, 
and  the  Parliament's  regiments  in  London 
©f  10,000  horfe  and  foot. 

Feb,  6.  Monk  was  introduced  into  the 
Parilament-houfe,  where  he  made  a  fpecch, 
and  among  other  things  defired  they  would 
frc  caxefcl  that  neither  the  Cavalier  norFa- 
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natic  party  have  a  (hare  in  the  civil  or  mill* 
tary  power }  but  defired  the  fecluded  mem- 
bers might  be  admitted  without  any  previous 
oath  or  engagement. 

Monk  was  required  to  take  his  place  at 
the  council,  which  he  refufed. 

Petitions  were  pre  fen  ted  him  to  re-eita- 
blifh  the  excluded  members. 

The  fecluded  members,  to  the  number 
of  fuurfcorc,  attending  Monk  at  Whitehall, 
he  told  them,  that  the  fettlement  of  the 
nation  lay  in  their  hands  \  and  took  leave 
to  reprcfent,  that  the  old  foundations  were 
fo  broken  that  they  could  not  be  reftored, 
but  upon  the  ruin  of  the  nation :  that  it 
was  the  intereft  of  London  to  have  a  Com- 
monwealth, the  only  government  capable 
of  making  her  the  mart  for  the  trade  of 
Cbriftendom  >  and  that  he  thought  a  mo- 
derate, not  a  rigid,  Prcibyterian  government 
molt  acceptable  in  church  affairs,  recom- 
mending to  them  a  fupply  for  the  army,  the 
dill'olving  themfclvct,  and  fummoning  a 
hew  Parliament. 

Feb.  7.  The  common  council  of  the 
city  met,  and  refufed  to  pay  the  alTerVment 
levied  by  the  Parliament. 

Feb.  9.  The  Parliament  commanded 
Monk  to  deftroy  the  gates  and  portcuUices, 
of  the  city  of  London,  and  pull  up  their 
pofts  and  chains,  fufpecting  them  to  be  in 
the  King's  intereit ;  which  Monk  executed, 
and  took  up  new  quarters* 

Barebonet  pre  Tented  a  petition,  that  the 
abjuration  oath  might  be  universally  taken. 

Feb.  1  x.  Monk,  by  the  remonstrances  of 
his  friends*  came  to  know  his  error,  em- 
broiling himfelf  with  the  city,  and  referred 
to  repair  it j  he  marched  with  his  troops 
into  the  city,  and  wrote  to  the  Parliament 
complaining  of  and  reproaching  their  unset- 
tled conduct. 

The  Parliament  fent  deputies  to  Monk  to 
fatisfy  him,  but  without  fuccefs. 

Monk  reconciled  himfelf  to  the  city,  at 
which  there  were  great  rejoicings. 

Feb.  11.  Monk  drew  up  his  forces  m 
Finjbury  fields,  excufed  what  he  had  done 
by  order  of  the  Parliament,  dined  with  the 
Lord  Mayor,  held  a  confuhation  with  him 
and  the  court  of  aldermen,  and  declared  for 
a  free  Parliament ;  which  occanened  a  ge- 
neral joy,  and  Rumps  were  burnt  in  bonfires, 
from  one  end  of  the  town  to  the  other,  and 
the  King's  health  was  publicly  drank. 

Feb*  ao.    Monk  made  the  fecluded  mem* 
bers,  before  their  admrffion,  fign  articles  in 

I favour  of  the  army,  and  to  diflblvethe  prc- 
fcnt  Parliiment, 
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They  alio  voted  to  raife  an  aflefi'ment  of 

100,000/.  a  month  for  the  payment  of  the 
army,  and  for  defraying  the  pu&lic  ezpencet 
for  fix  months. 

The  Republicans  endeavoured  toperfuade 
Monk  to  take  the  government  upon  himfelf, 
which  be  rejected. 

Sir  Arthur  HajUrig,  to  preclude  the  King's 
reftoration,  offered  him  100,000  hands  that 
ihould  fubferibe  bis  title. 

Cardinal  Mazarin  endeavoured  to  in- 
terest himfelf  in  the  Englifb  affairs,  with 
little  fuccefs. 

Feb.  a  1.  The  secluded  members  took 
their  places,  and  voted  Monk  to  be  general 
of  the  forces  in  England,  Scotland,  and  Ire- 
land. 

Feb.  22.  The  General  ftill  protefted,  he 
would  oppofe  to  the  utmoft,  the  fetting  up 
of  Charles  Stuart,  a  fingle  pcrfon,  or  a 
Houfe  of  Peers. 

Feb.  23.  Voted  for  a  new  Parliament 
to  meet  April  2$,  *4>6o« 

The  city  congratulated  the  Long  Parlia- 
ment on  their  reftoration,  and  lent  them 
60,000/. 

Feb.  15.  An  act  pa  fled  for  constituting 
a  new  council  of  ftate  of  thirty-one* 

Feb.  27.  Voted  to  make  all  acts  void 
againft  Sir  George  Booth,  and  the  city  of 
Che/Ur* 

March  1.  Ordered  that  the  prefent  Par* 
liamcnt  be  diilblvcd  the  15th  of  March. 

March  a.  Monk  and  Montague  were  voted 
to  be  generals  at  fea. 

March  3.  The  earls  of  Crawford  and 
Lauderdale,  and  the  lord  Sinclair^  were  re- 
leafed  from  their  imprifonment  in  Windfor 
cattle. 

March  5.  Order  for  printing  and  fet- 
tiog  up  in  churches  the  foiemn  league  and 

covenant. 

March  6.  Lambert  was  committed  to  the 
Tnwer  by  the  council  of  (late. 

March  10.  Letters  from  admiral  Laiv- 
fon,  that  he  and  the  officers  of  the  fleet, 
would  fubmit  to  the  determination  of  the 
Parliament  and  his  Excellency.

March  16.  The  act  parted  for  di (Halv- 
ing the  Parliament,  after  it  had  continued 
in  feveral  forms  nineteen  years,  four  months, 
and  thirteen  days,  with  a  provifo  not  to  in- 
fringe the  right*  of  the  Houfe  of  Peers  } 
and  then  the  Commons  broke  up,  to  attend 
their  private  affairs,  and  make  interest  to 
be  re-elected  j  having  firft  confulted  a  coun- 
cil of  ftate,  confiding  of  thirty-one  perfons, 
among  whom  were  general  Monk,  Arthur 
Aanefiey,  the  prefident ;  Lord  Fairfax,  and 
Sir  Anthony  Ajhley  Cooper. 

March  17.  The  council  of  ftate  took 
upon  them  the  adminiftration  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  iffued  feveral  proclamations  for 
preservation  cf  the  public  peace,  fife. 

1660,  April.  Sir  yohn  Greenville,  having 
brought  a  letter  from  his  Majefty  to  gene- 
ral Monk,  returned  to  Brvjj'dx  the  beginning 
of  this  month,  with  a  fatistactory  anfwer. 

The  General,  when  he  had  read  the 
King's  letter,  allured  Sir  John,  that  his 
heart  had  ever  been  faithful  to  the  King, 
but  that  be  had  not  been  in  circuftances  to 
do  him  any  confidcrablc  ferviee  till  then.

Sir  John  Greenville  [or  Granville] 
delivered  his  Majcfry*a  letter*  and  declara-

whereupon  they  voted,  that  the  government 
ought  to  be  by  King,  Lords,  and  Com- 
mon! ;  and  the  Commons  voted  50,000/.  for 
his  Majcrty's  prefent  occafions. 

May  3.  The  city  of  Linden  and  the  Fleet 
declared  for  bit  Mdjefty.

An  infur reel  ion  of  the  fifth-monarchy 
men  in  the  city,  under  the  command  of 
Venner,  a  wine-cooper  |  but  they  were  fup- 
prefTcd  the  19th,  and  Venner  and  Hcdgkin* 
were  executed  over-againft  the  mceting- 
houfe  in  Coleman -Jl meet :  PrUhard  and  Oaf- 
min  at  Wood-jbrect  end,  and  on  the  21  ft, 
nine  more  of  them  in  other  places.

Notwithftancing  the  joy  that  appeared  in 
every  face  at  the  Rcftoration,  the  poor  crea- 
tures that  exposed  the  greatest  benefit  from 
it,  were  left  to  ftarve  by  thoufands.  They 
had  the  mortification  to  fee  their  enemies 
revelling  in  the  fpoils  they  and  therr  re- 
Jationt  had  been  plundered  of.  Sir  Roger 
L'EJfrange,  who  had  more  than  once  ven- 
tured bis  head  for  the  King,  ai\d  was  a 
co  fidcrable  fti-rer  in  thefe  misfortune, 
complained  that  the  a£t  of  indemnity  had 
made  the  enemies  of  the  conftitution  ma- 
ilers of  the  plunder  of  the  three  kingdoms, 
whie  thole  who  had  adhered  to  the  crown 
and  laws,  were  abandoned  to  an  irreparable, 
but  bonourabe  ruin.  On  the  contrary,  the 
rocineft  of  Cromivelfit  BradJbato*t>  and  St. 
Jobn't  creatures,  had  offices  and  honours 
conferred  on  them* 

The  complaints  of  the  diftrefled  C  vav 
lier*  however,  were  at  length  .0  far  at- 
tended to,  that  the  Commons,  in  fettling 
the  King's  revenue,  appropriated  the  fum 
of  60,000/.  towards  making  a  provifion  for 
them  J  but  this  proved  far  fhort  of  what 
they  had  loft,  and  their  calamitous  circum- 
stances required. 

His  Majelty  created  above  160  baronets 
this  year. 

1661,  March  15.  A  conference  at  the 
Savoy,  concerning  the  liturgy,  between 
twelve  bishops,  and  as  many  preibyterian 
minifters,  with  nine  am  ft  ants  on  each  fide, 
appointed  by  his  Majefty. 

The  epifcopal  clergy  made  many  Urge

The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
JLiag  rode  from  his  palace  to  Whitehall, 


attended  by  the  nobility  in  their  robes 
to  Wcftroiuftcr  abbey,  and  heard  a  fermoo 
before  he  went  to  the  houfe. 

The  fame  day  the  Convocation  met  at 
St.  Paul**,  who  confirmed  the  form  of 
Common-Prayer  formerly  publiuSed,  and 
added  the  two  offices  or  forms  of  Prayer 
for  the  30th  of  January  and  the  29th  of 
May,  and  made  other  additions  to  the  U« 
lurgy. 

The  King  in  his  fpecch  at  the  opening 
of  the  Parliament,  acquainted  them  with 
bis  intention  to  marry  the  Infanta  of  Por- 
tugal ;  which  was  approved  of  by  both 
Houfes. 

Epifcopacy  was  received  in  Scotland,  and 
four  mi  miters  came  to  London  and  were  or* 
dained,  and  afterwards  confecrated  bifl»op% 
and  the  Scottilh  privy  council  forbid  all 
meeting  at  fynods  and  preibyteries,  till  au- 
thorised by  the  biuSops. 

Sir  Robert  Holms  was  fent  with  a  fquadmn 
of  men  of  war  and  foroe  foldiers,  and  re- 
duced New  York  ;  and  all  that  part  the 
Dutch  had  taken  from  the  Eugujb  in  L»*g 
Ijlund  ;  from  thence  be  failed  to  Africa,  and 
took  Cape  Vtrd,  and  fome  other  places. 

The  Parliament  of  Sect  W  alfo  refunded 
the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  dcclaroi 
the  power  of  the  militia  to  be  folcly  in 
his  Majefty,  and  condemned  the  acx  of  thjc 
16th  of  January  1647,  which  related  to 
the  fale  of  the  late  King's  pcrfon,  declar- 
ing, that  it  was  a  jnoftfinful,  dilloyal  act, 
contrary  to  juftice,  gratitude,  and  huma- 
nity, and  ordered  it  to  be  expunged  out  of 
their  records,  and  never  to  be  remembered 
but  with  delegation  and  abhorrence. 

May  10.  Sir  Edtvard  T urncr,  folicitor- 
general  to  the  duke  it  York,  being  cbofen 
Speaker  of  the  Commons,  was  prefcated  to 
his  Majefty  and  approved.

The  pretended  aft*  for  erecting  a  high 
court  of  juftke  for  the  trial  of  the  late 
lung  Charles }  for  fubferibing  the  engage* 
nunt  againft  a  King  and  Houfe  of  Peers  j 
for  declaring  England  a  Commonwealth  ; 
for  renouncing  the  title  of  Charles  Stuart } 
and  another  fcr  the  fecurity  of  the  Lord 
Prote&or's  perfon,  were  all  burnt  by  the 
common  hangman  in  the  middle  of  Wdl- 
minfler-hall,  while  the  courts  wctc  fitting. 

June  7.  The  funerals  of  Sir  Charles  Lu- 
(*i  and  Sir  George  Lijle,  who  were  murder- 
ed at  Colcbtjlcr,  were  folemnized  there. 

July  8.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe. 
and  parted  the  aft  of  indemnity. 

An  ad  impowering  the  King  to  receive 
tram  his  iubjecl*  a  free  and  voluntary  con- 
tribution for  his  prefent  occasions. 

July  12.  The  eftates  of  Pelham,  Skip- 
/«r,  and  fereral  others  of  the  deccafed  re- 
gicides to  the  number  of  twenty-one,  were 
fo.nfifcated  ;  and  Lord  Mounfon,  Sir  Henry 
MUdmay,  and  Mr.  Robot  Walhp,  were 
brought  to  the  bar  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, and  confelTed  their  crimes.  They 
were  ordered  to  be  degraded  of  their  honours 
and  titles,  and  drawn  in  fledges,  with  ropes 
about  their  necks,  from  the  Tower  of  Lon- 
4**  to  Tyburn,  and  back  again,  and  to  re- 
gain prifoners  in  the  Tower  during  their 
lives. 

July  14.  The  Engli/b  liturgy  firft  read 
in  the  French  church  in  the  Savoy* 

July  25.  The  earl  of  Sandwich  and  ad- 
niual  Laxufon  came  before  the  port  of  Al- 
gnrt,  on  the  coaftof  Barbary,  and  battered 
the  place.  The  earl  of  Sandwich  returned 
home,  leaving  Lawfon  to  protect  the  trade. 

July  30.  The  Parliament  adjourned  to 
the  aoth  of  November,  having  parted  an  act 
for  the  prefervation  of  his  Maj city's  pcrfon 
and  government;  whereby  perfons  were 
prohibited  to  affirm  that  his  Majefty  was 
an  heretic  or  papift,  or  was  endeavouring  to 
introduce  popery  ;  or  that  both  or  either  of 
the  Houfe*  of  Parliament  have  a  legislative 
power.  And  another  act  declaring  the  fole 
right  of  the  militia  to  be  in  his  Majefty  : 
as  alio  an  ad  a  gain  ft  tumultuous petitioning*, 
and  another  for  repealing  the  act  which  ex- 
cluded the  bifhops  from  the  Houfe  of  Lords. 

At  a  Convocation  held  by  the  clergy, 
Ctey  granted  the  King  a  benevolence. 

The  Papifts  petitioned  for  a  repeal  of  the 
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penal  laws,  and  for  toleration  of  their  re- 
ligion. 

During  the  recefs  of  Parliament,  peti- 
tions were  prefented  from  the  royaiifts  to 
the  King,  complaining  of  their  great  fuffer- 
ings. 

Sept.  30.  At  the  public  entry  of  the 
Sxvcd'tjb  amboflador,  happened  a  rencounter 
between  the  Fremh  and  Spanijb  ambafladors 
for  precedency,  and  many  of  their  retinue 
were  killed  on  both  fides  at  To*oer-bill ;  but 
the  Spanijb  ambjiTador's  coach  had  the  good 
fortune  to  get  before  the  Frenchman" t  at  lair. 

Nov.  4.  Jamct>  duke  of  Ormond,  was) 
made  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland. 

Nov.  20.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
Bifhops  took  their  places  again  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords, 

Nov.  a  c.  The  condemned  regicides  were 
called  before  the  Parliament,  and  claimed 
the  King's  pardon. 

The  Parliament  petitioned  the  King,  to 
order  all  officers  and  di  (banded  foldiers  to 
depart  twenty  miles  from  London. 

Dec.  13.  The  fociety  of  Lincoln  Inn , 
according  to  ancient  cuftom,  chofe  a  prince, 
or  mafter  of  the  revels,  this  Chriftmas, 
which  fell  upon  John  Lort,  Efq-.  who  en- 
tertained the  King  at  dinner  at  Lincoln  %-ltm. 

Dec.  20.  The  King  came  to  the  houfe, 
and  having  given  the  royal  affent  to  a  bill  for 
granting  him  1,260,000/.  the  corporation 
ac*t,  &c.  the  Parliament  was  adjourned  to 
the  10th  of  January. 

In  examination  of  the  funds  granted  the 
laft  Parliament,  the  following  deficiencea 
appeared,  viz.  that  of  the  cuftoms  which 
had  been  eftimated  at  500,000/.  per  annum. 
fell  wort  100,000/.  The  crown  lands  va- 
lued at  120,000/.  per  annum,  fell  fhort 
40,000/.  The  excife,  valued  at  300,000/. 
per  annum,  fell  wort  of  50,000/.  The  for- 
feited eftates,  valued  at  18,000/.  fell  fliort 
25,000/.  The  wine  licences  valued  at 
25,000/.  fell  wort  10,000/. 

Dec.  26.  John  James,  having  been  con- 
victed of  preaching  treafon,  was  executed. 

1 66 1- a,  Jan.  10.  The  Chancellor  ac- 
quainted the  Parliament  at  their  meeting, 
with  a  plot  againft  the  government,  and 
that  major  Wildman,  colonel  Salmon,  and 
others,  had  been  taken  and  fecured. 

Jan.  30.  The  earl  of  Peterbcrougb  took 
poflcflion  of  Tangier,  being  part  of  the  por- 
tion the  King  was  to  receive  with  the  in- 
fanta of  Portugal, 

Feb.  13.    Elixabetb,  Queen  of  Bohemia 
eldeft  daughter  of  king  James  I.  died  in  the 
66th  year  of  her  age,  and  was  buried  in 
L 1  Htnrv

May  3.  Major  Fiennes,  with  a  party  of 
the  garrifon  of  Tangier,  was  intercepted  and 
cut  oft  by  the  Moon. 

M*y  14*  The  new  Queen  landed  at 
Portftnoatb* 

May  17.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe 
and  pafied  feveral  acts.  The  Commons 
voted  60,000/.  to  be  diftributed  among  the 
poor  Cavaliers,  who  had  been  fufterers,  in 
the  late  troubles. 

The  Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the  18th 
of  February,  after  having  made  an  act  for 
the  uniformity  of  public  prayers,  and  the 
admmiftration  of  the  facrament,  and  the  act 
for  collecting  chimney-money. 

An  aft  for  the  better  regulating  the  militia. 

An  act  empowering  his  Mai  eft  v  to  levy 
for  the  next  three  years,  a  tax  of  70,00c/.

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Beforetheconfummation  of  the  marriage, 
the  King,  in  a  treaty  with  Portugal,  engaged 
to  affalt  that  kingdom  again  ft  Spain,  with 
3000  foot,  and  1000  horl'c,  and  eight  fri- 
gates }  and  obliged  hirafeli  never  to  reftore 
Dunkirk  to  that  crown. 

May  2i»  The  marriage  between  king 
Charles  and  the  infanta  of  Portugal  was 
again  folemnUed  by  Dr.  Gilbert  Sheldon,  bi- 
mop  of  London  at  Portsmouth.  She  wai  then 
ab"Ut  24  years  of  age. 

Bt  fides  Tangier,  on  the  ccpft  of  Berbary, 
and  the  ifland  ot  B  embay  in  the  Eajl-Indus, 
the  King  received  with  her  2,coo,oco  of 
croifadoes.  In  confideration  whereof,  u\c 
had  a  jointure  of  30,000/.  per  annum  fettkd 
upon  her.  Two  millions  of  croifadoes  are 
about  the  value  of  300,000/.  ftcrling. 

May  27.    KingC^r/«  with  the  Queen, 
came  to  Hampton-court. 

June  2.  The  Lord  Mayor  and  aldeimen 
of  London  attended  the  King  and  Queen  at 
Hampton-court,  to  congratulate  them  npon 
their  marriage,  and  made  the  Queen  a  pre- 
fent  cf  a  purfe  of  gold. 

June  6.  Sir  Henry  Vane,  having  been 
convicted  of  high-trcjibn,  in  kcep;nj;  king 
Charles  II.  out  of  the  pofVefiion  of  the  go- 
vernment, and  levying  war  againft  his  Ma- 
jefty, was  beheaded  on  Tcwer-bill  the  14th. 

General  Lambert  likewife  was  condemned, 
but  behaving  htmfelf  more  modeftly  at  his 
trial,  his  life  was  given  him,  and  he  was 
only  made  prifoner  in  the  ifle  of  Jerfcy, 
where  be  remained  till  his  death,  which 
happened  about  thirty  years  after. 

July  24.  The  Queen-Mother  came  again 
to  England,  and  took  up  her  refidence  at 
Somenet- houfe. 

Aug .  24.  St.  Bartholomew**  day,  the  act 
of  uniformity  taking  place,  about  2000  mi* 
nifteri  of  the  Geneva  ftamp  loft  their  pre- 
ferments. 

Sept.  3.  William  Lcnthall,  Speaker  of 
the  Parliament,  who  levied  war  againft 
king  Charles  I.  died. 

Off.  2.  The  King  made  the  earl  of  At' 
lington  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  the  room  of 
Nichols. 

His  Majefty's  forces  in  Jamaica  made  a 
defcent  upon  the  ifland  of  Cuba,  and  plun- 
dered and  demoliihed  St.  J*go. 

Of!.  5.  Sir  John  Lazvjott  concluded  a 
peace  with  Tunis,  and  on  the  18th  of  the 
fame  month  with  Tripdi. 

Off.  10.  An  order  of  council  for  waggons 
to  have  their  wheels  four  inches  broad. 

Off.  17.  An  order  of  council  for  dcl«- 
Tering  Dunkirk  to  the  Frcxcb  king,  for 

•500,000/, 
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503,000/.  The  council  were  unanimous 
tor  delivering  it  up,  on  pretence  of  the  great 
expence  it  would  be  to  the  nation  to  repair 
the  fortifications  and  maintain  a  garrifon 
furtkien:  to  defend  it  again  A  the  power 
of  France.  This  money  the  King  fquan- 
dered  away. 

The  corporation  acl  was  enforced  with 
great  rigour,  and  the  walls  of  Gloctficr,  Co- 
ventry, Northampton,  Leicefier,  and  Taunton 
were  demolished,  becaufe  they  had  diftin- 
gui/hed  themfelvcs  by  liding  with  the  Par- 
liament. 

A  plot  was  discovered,  formed  by  the 
fifth- monarchy  men,  fix  of  whom  were  exe- 
cuted.

A  league  of  alliance  was  form- 
ed between  the  fates  of  the  United  Pro- 
vince! and  the  king  of  England.

houfes  to  his  Majefty,  that  he  woul 
ail  popifti  priefts  and  jefuits. 

April  9.  A  proclamation  was  iflued 
againft  Popifti  pricfts. 

April  28.  The  earl  of  Tweet,  being 
made  governor  of  Tangier,  in  the  room  Qf 
the  earl  of  Peterborough,  embarked  for  his 
government. 

The  commons  enquired  into  the  King's 
revenue,  arifing  by  cuftoms,  excife,  crown- 
lands,  chimney-money,  the  poft  office,  far  A— 
fruits,  and  tenths,  the  coinage,  alienation 
office,  &e.  found  they  did  not  all  raife 
1,100,000/.  whereupon  they  granted  four 
entire  fubfidies,  and  the  Convocation  as 
many,  which  was  the  laft  fupply  the  Con- 
vocation gave  before  they  fubmittcd  to  be 
taxed  by  the  Commons. 

An  act  palTcd  this  fcflion,  for  fettling  the 
profits  of  the  poft-office  and  wine  licences 
on  the  duke  of  York,  which  brought  in 
21,000/.  a  year. 

June  1.  A  treafonable  confpiracy  wa* 
discovered  in  Ireland  for  the  feixing  the  caftle 
of  Dublin,  &e.  wherein  col.  Thomas  Scot, 
col.  Edward  Warren,  J  ones  Wales* ,  and 
others  were  concerned. 

June  2.  The  earl  of  Rotbet  was  made 
high  commiffioner  of  Scotland. 

June  4.  Dr.  William  J-j.x:n,  -rchbifhop 
of  Canterbury,  died. 

June  12.  The  King  demanded  a  fupply, 
which  was  granted  him. 

June  18.  Sir  John  Kelynge,  knt.  King's 
ferjeant,  made  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
King's-bench. 

June  25.  Dr.  Br  and  all,  lord  primate  of 
Ireland,  died. 

July  4.  The  earl  of  Peterborough  arrived 
at  Whitehall  from  his  government  of  Tan* 
gier. 

July  10.  Articles  of  high-treafon,  and 
other  crimes,  were  exhibited  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords  againft  the  earl  of  Clarendon,  by  the 
earl  of  Briftol,  which  being  referred  to  the

Houfe  of  Peers. 

James  Fitz  Roy  (the  King's  natural  fon) 
was  created  baron  of  Tindale,  Winchefier  and 
Ajbdale,  carl  of  Doncafier  and  Dalkeith,  duke 
ot  Monmouth  and  Buccleugb. 

July  12.  James,  fecond  fon  to  the  duke 
of  York,  born  :  he  wa»  kon  after  created 
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duke  of  Cambridge,  and  lived  to  be  about 
three  years  of  age. 

July  27.  The  King  gave  his  aflent  to 
the  fubfidy  aft  and  fome  others,  after  which 
ha  prorogued  the  Parliament  to  March  16. 

Aug.  16.  The  King,  with  the  Queen 
a  ad  court,  went  from  London  to  Bath,  and 
from  thence  to  Oxfsrd,  where  they  were 
Splendidly  entertained  by  the  univerfity, 
and  returned  to  Whitehall  OH.  2. 

OH.  19.  Sir  Rohert  Hyde,  lent,  one  of 
the  juftices  of  the  King's,  bench,  made  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  King's-bcnch. 

John  Arthur,  ferieant  at  law, 
made  one  of  the  juftket  of  the  Common- 
pleas. 

NciVf  16.  Sir  Richard  Raynsford,  knt. 
ferjtant  at  law,  made  a  baron  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

1663-4,  Jan.  5.  A  plot  being  disco- 
vered in  the  north,  a  commiflion  of  oyer  and 
terminer  was  fent  down  to  York,  where  one 
and  twenty  of  the  confpirators  were  convict- 
ed, and  afterwards  executed  in  feveral  places. 
Lambert  and  Ludlow  were  defigned  for  their 
generals. 

Fib.  15.  John  Twynn,  printer  to  the 
rebels,  was  convicted  of  high-treafon  in 
printing  treafonable  papers,  and  executed  ; 
and  Thomas  Brewfter,  book  feller,  and  others 
were  convicted  of  publishing  feditious  li- 
bels fined  and  imprifoned.  One  of  the  li- 
bels was  written  by  Milton,  to  juftify  the 
murder  of  king  Charles,  and  to  maintain 
the  lawfulnefs  of  fubjects  taking  up  arms 
againft  their  fovereign. 

March  16.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
the  King  in  his  fpeech  intimated  his  defire 
that  the  triennial  act  might  be  repealed. 

Clement  Spelman,  ferjeant  at  law,  made  a 
baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

Eighteen  baroneta  were  created  this  year. 

1664,  Aprils.  The  King  came  to  the 
Houfe,  and  pafTed  an  act  for  repealing  of 
the  triennial  act  j  but  parted  another  of  the 
like  tenor,  only  the  King  was  not  to  be  co- 
erced. The  fubftance  of  the  laft  act  was,  that 
the  fitting  of  Parliaments  mould  not  be  in- 
termitted or  difcontinued  above  three  years, 
and  that  within  three  years  after  the  deter- 
mination of  the  prefent  or  of  any  future 
Parliament,  his  Majefty  mould  iflue  writa 
for  calling  another. 

April  27.  Both  Houfes  having  refolved, 
that  the  Dutch,  by  invading  the  rights  of 
the  EngHjb  in  India,  Africa,  and  elfewhere, 
were  the  greateft  obftruction  to  our  foreign 
trade,  addrefled  his  Majefty  to  take  fome 
fpeedy  and  effectual  courfe  for  redreft  there- 


of, alluring  him,  that  they  would  with  their 
lives  and  fortunes  aftilt  hi*  Majefty  againft 
all  oppofition  whatfoever. 

May.  The  Dutch  having  fent  a  fquadron 
of  twelve  /hips  into  the  Strcights,  the  King 
fent  thither  a  fleet  of  twenty  fail,  uodcr 
the  command  of  admiral  Lawfsn. 

The  duke  of  York,  as  governor  of  the 
royal  African  company,  fent  vice  admiral 
Holmes  to  Cape  Vird,  with  a  fquadrun  of 
fourteen  men  of  war,  to  make  reprisals  on 
the  Dutch. 

May  3.  The  earl  of  Tiveot,  who  fuc- 
cecded  the  earl  of  Peterborough  in  the  go- 
vernment of  Tangier,  was  with  a  detach- 
ment of  his  garrifon  furprized  and  defeated 
by  the  Moon. 

May  17.  The  King  came  to  the  Houfe, 
and  having  pafled  an  act  for  fupprcfling  fe- 
ditious conventicle*,  with  fome  other  acts, 
and  made  a  fpeech  declaring  his  fatisfaction 
in  the  proceedings  of  both  Houfes,  the  Par- 
liament was  prorogued. 

June  1.  Sir  George  Downing,  the  En- 
glijh ambaffador,  pre  fen  ted  a  memorial  to 
the  States  General,  mewing  that  the  da- 
mages the  Englijh  merchants  had  fuftained 
by  the  depredations  of  the  Dutch,  amounted 
to  leven  or  eight  thoufand  pounds,  and  de- 
manded fatisfaction. 

June  11.  The  city  lent  his  MajeAy 
100,000/.  towards  the  Dutch  wars. 

June  25.  The  Heer  Van  Coch  being 
fent  over  by  the  States  to  conciliate  matters, 
had  audience  of  his  Majefty. 

The  Englijh  began  to  intercept  the  Dutch 
merchantmen  returning  from  Bordeaux  be- 
fore the  war  was  declared. 

Charles  refufed  the  king  of  France's  me- 
diation. 

The  King  fent  Sir  Richard  Fanjbaw  to 
Spain,  and  Lord  Holies  to  France,  to  endea- 
vour to  engage  thofe  two  crowns  in  a  war 
with  the  Dutch,  but  met  with  no  fuccefs. 

The  King  granted  letters  of  mart  to  make 
reprifals  on  the  Dutch,  and  publifhed  a  de- 
claration on  the  fame. 

The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
by  proclamation  to  the  24th  of  November. 

Sept.  I.  Henry  Coventry,  Efqi  fent  envoy 
extraordinary  to  Sweden. 

Sept.  27.  A  market  granted  to  be  held 
in  St.  James**  for  all  manner  of  provifiops, 
on  Mondays.  Wednefdays,  and  Saturdays  J 
and  a  market  for  cattle  on  Mondays  and 
mdnofdays  In  the  Hay-Market,  in  the  parUh 
of  St.  Martin  in  the  Fields.

July  27.  The  King  and  court  removed 
to  Salifbury,  on  account  of  the  plague,  leav- 
ing the  ore  of  the  city  to  the  duke  of  Al- 
btmarlty  who  did  great  Service  in  relieving 
the  fick,  and  giving  his  orders  to  prevent 
the  Spreading  of  the  infection. 

Archbifliop  Sheldon  alfo remained  in  town, 
smd  performed  many  Signal  charities  in  the 
time  of  this  calamity,  which  is  faid  to  have 
carried  off  68,596  of  the  inhabitants,  with- 
in the  bills  of  mortality.

merchant  (hips,  and  took  twelve  men  of 
war  and  two  Eafl  India  (hips. 

Sept.  5.  Fires  were  made  in  London  thwfe 
days  and  nights  futceflively  to  purifiy  the  air. 
It  was  obferved  to  have  been  mighty  calm 
weather  in  this  plague. 

Sept.  28.  The  King  and  court  arrived 
at  Oxford. 

Otl.  9.  The  Parliament  met  at  Oxford, 
and  the  King  made  a  Speech  to  both  HouSes 
in  the  great  hall  of  Cbrijt  church,  defiling 
Supplies  for  the  war.

Berkley  and  Sir  CbriJU- 
pher  Mings ;  Sir  George  A/cough  was  taken 
prifoner,  his  fliip,  the  Prince,  a  firft  rate, 
being  burnt,  and  had  fcveral  thoufand  men 
killed.  The  Dutch  loft  above  fifteen  ftiij*, 
admiral  Everts,  twenty-one  captains,  ind 
5000  feamen. 

De  Wit  was  on  board  the  Dutch  fleet,  and 
and  was  bid  to  have  invented  chain-fhot 
on  the  occafion,  which  did  great  damage  to 
the  rigging  of  the  Englijb  fliips. 

June  II.  Lord  Douglas ,  with  his  regi- 
ment, landed  at  Rye,  having  been  in  the 
French  fervice.

the  ifland  of  $cbelli»g,  and  burnt  and  plun- 
dered the  town  of  BarJatrs,  confifliog  of 
about  loco  houfes. 

Aug.  14*    A  thankfgivinp;  for  the  fuc- 
CClIci  againft  the  Dutch. 

Sett.  1.  The  Dutch  Beet  -came  out  again, 
and  parted  by  Dover ,  in  order  to  join  the 
French,  but  were  prevented  by  prince  Ru- 
ftrtt  and  force!  to  return  to  their  harbours. 

The  Englifh  fleet  being  at  St.  Helens,  in 
the  iile  ot  Wgbt,  the  duke  of  Beaufort 
with  the  French  fleet  pafl'ed  by  twice  with* 
out  being  intercepted. 

The  Dutch  fleet  was  recalled  on  account 
of  Ruyurs  illnefs. 

The  States  projecled  a  fcheme  to  excite 
troubles  in  England,  but  it  was  dropped. 

Sept.  2.  A  fire  broke  out  in  London, 
where  the  monument  now  {lands,  which 
dertroyed  in  the  fpace  of  four  days  eighty- 
nine  churches,  among  which  was  the  ca- 
thedral of  St.  rWs,  the  city  gates,  the 
Exchange,  Cuftom-houfe,  Guildhall,  Sion- 
collcge,  an<i  many  public  ftru&ures,  hofpi- 
tah,  fcnooli,  libraries,  a  vaft  number  of 
fbtely  edifices,  13,200  dwelling  houfes, 
in  all  400  Greets. 

The  ruins  of  the  city  were  436  acres, 
extending  from  the  Tower  along  the  Thames 
fide,  to  the  Temple- church,  and  from  the 
north  eafi  gate,  along  the  city  wall  to  Hoi- 
born-bridgc  or  Fleet-ditch.  During  the  con- 
tinuance cf  the  Are,  the  King  and  the  duke 
of  York)  and  many  of  the  nobility  and  great 
sainifters,  ufed  their  utmoft  endeavours  to 
prevent  the  fpreading  of  it ;  they  made  the 
round  of  the  fire  ufually  twice  a  day,  and 
for  many  hours  together  on  horfeback  and 
on  foot,  gave  orders  for  purfuing  the  work 
by  commands,  threat ningi,  defires,  example, 
and  good  ftore  of  money,  which  the  King 
himfclf  diftributed  to  the  workmen.

April  Lord  Dc1tx.il  Ho'lis,  and  the 
honourable  Henry  Coventry,  efq.  the  Englijh 
plenipotentiaries  for  a  treaty  of  peace  with 
the  Dutch,  fet  out  for  Breda,  and  made 
their  public  entry  into  Breda  on  the  14th 
of  March  folio  wring. 

During  the  negotiation,  the  King,  cer- 
tain of  the  price,  laid  up  his  great  (hips, 
and  kept  only  a  fquadron  of  twenty  (hips* 
while  the  States  kept  their  armament  up.

May  26.  The  duke  of  Kendal,  fecond 
fon  to  the  duke  of  York,  died. 
1  ^ame  1.  The  duke  of  Albemarle,  the  lord 
Apley  Cooper,  Sir  Thrmai  Clifford,  Sir  Wi/- 
Coventry,  and  Sir  ^o^ir  Buncombe,  were 
roads  ccmmiflioncrs  for  executing  the  office: 
of  lord  high-treafurcr  of  England. 

June  II.  The  Dutch  failed  up  the 
«c<iy  as  far  as  Chatham,  and  made  them* 
felres  mafters  of  Sheerneft,  and  burnt  the 
£~7*/  Oak,  the  Loyal  London,  and  the  Great

war.  They  likewife  burnt  a  magazine  full 
0/  ftores,  to  the  value  of  40,000/.  and  blew 
up  the  fortifications,  and  retired  with  the 
lofs  only  of  two  of  their  mips,  which  ran 
aground,  and  were  burnt  by  themfelves. 

The  Euglijb,  fearing  their  coming  op  to 
London  Bridge,  funk  thirteen  (hips  at  }Vool- 
xu'ub  and  four  zxBlschvall. 

June  14.  Edgar,  fourth  fort  of  the  duke 
of  York,  born.  He  was  created  duke  of 
Cambridge,  and  died  the  Sth  of  June,  1671. 

June  25.  Sir  John  Harman,  with  fixteen 
fail  of  Engfijb  men  of  war,  defeated  the 
French  fleet,  confiJHng  of  thirty  men  of 
war,  near  Afartsnico. 

The  people  complained  of  the  King's 
neglecl,  at  which  he  was  much  mortified. 

June  26.  Proclamation  for  atfembiing  the 
Parliament  the  25th  of  July,  to  provide 
again  A  the  Dutch,  who  came  into  the 
mouth  of  the  river  Thames,  and  iofclted

July.  Ruyter  failed  to  Torbay,  and  took 
feveral  mips,  arid  kept  the  coajt  of  Eng- 
land.in  a  continual  alarm  all  July. 

The  wir  roft  England  5,550,00c/.  be- 
fides  the  lofs  of  mips  of  war;  ahd  the  lofs 
fu(\ained  at  Chatham.

The  Dstcb  fleet  came  into 
the  mouth  of  the  river  Thames  again,  and 
were  encountered  by  Sir  Edward  Spragge, 
and  forced  tor  tire. 

July  15.  The  Parliament  met,  but  were 
ordered  to  adjourn  to  the  29th,  when  the 
King  came  to  the  Houfe,  and  hiving  ac- 
quainted them,  that  the  reafon  of  their  fud- 
den  meeting  was  now  at  an  end,  a  peace 
being  concluded  with  the  Dutch,  he  pro- 
rogued them  to  the  10th  of  Offober,  be- 
ing the  day  they  ftood  prorogued  to  before.

Nov.  i».  Mr.  Edward  Seymour,  in  the 
name  of  the  Commons,  impeached  Edward 
carl  of  Clarendon  of  high-treafon,  at 
the  bar  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords. 

The  ambaiTadors  from  the  States-general 
made  their  public  entry,  and  admiral  AyJ- 
cougb  returned  from  his  imprifonment  in 
Holland.

April  ^o.  The  ccrpfe  of  George  duke  of 
Albemarle,  having  lain  in  ftate  at  Somerfet- 
kufe,  was  carried  from  thence  in  great 
pomp,  and  interred  in  Henry  VJI's  chapel, 
at  the  King's  charge* 

May  10.  Sir  Heneage  Fincb  was  made 
attorney-general.

May  1 5.  The  princefs  Henrietta-Maria, 
ducheft  of  Orleans,  youngeft  daughter  to 
king  Charles  I.  came  into  England,  and 
was  met  at  Dover  by  her  brothers,  the  King 
and  the  duke  of  York.

March  9.  feoth  Houfes  waited  on  hii 
Majefty,  and  thanked  him  for  fo  full  and 
sVistactory  an  anfwer. 

The  Cabal  party  was  much  difpleafedwith 
Ms  Majesty's  condefcenfion  to  Parliament. 

The  earl  of  Sbaftcjhury,  finding  the 
King  yield  to  theaddrefles  and  reprefenta- 
tiofls  of  the  Parliament,  deferted  his  Ma- 
jtfty's  intercft,  and  made  hie  court  to  the 
Whigs. 

1073,  March  29.  The  royal  aflcnt  was 
given  to  the  teft  act,  which  required  all 
officers,  civil  and  military,  to  receive  the 
facrament  according  to  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, and  made  a  declaration  againft  tran 
fubftantiation  )  and  an  act  for 'granting  his 
Majtfty  a  fupply  of  1,238,000/.  with  feve- 
ral  other  acts :  after  which  the  parliament 
adjourned  to  the  20th  of  O&ober.

The  duke  of  York,  foon  after  parting  the 
teft  act,  refigned  hit  place  of  admiral,  and 
prince  Rupert  had  the  command  of  the  fleet 
conferred  upon  him. 

May  1.  The  duke  of  Monmouth  was  created 
lieutenant-general  by  the  French  King. 

May  6.  The  ifland  of  St.  Helena  in  Af- 
rica, retaken  by  captain  Munday,  with  three 
Dut.  b  E aft -India  mips. 

May  1*.  The  Englijb  and  French  fleet 
being  joined  off  Rye,  the  King  and  the 
Duke  went  thither  to  take  a  view  of  them. 

May  17.  The  earl  of  OJfory,  was  made 
rear-admiral  of  the  blue  fquadron. 

May  28.  Prince  Rupert  engaged  the 
hutch  fleet,  and  forced  them  to  retire  to 
thxir  harbourt. 

June  1.  A  treaty  of  peace  was  fet  on 
foot  between  the  Englifli  and  Dutch,  &c .  at 
Cologne, 

June  4.  The  Englijb  and  Dutch  fleet!

royal  Charles',  the  barge  was  funk  by  a  cannon 
(hot,  fitter  he  had  behaved  himfelf  very 
bravely  j  and  the  Dutch  loft  two  flag-officers, 
and  about  1000  men. 

Aug.  15.    Sir  Thomas  Ofborne,  confti- 
tuted  lord  high  trcafurer  of  England, 

Aug.  20.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
Commons  voted  an  add'cfs  to  his  Majesty*, 
againft  the  duke  of  Tori'*  marrying  the 
princefs  Modena,  or  any  other  perfon  not  Ot* 
tt  c  Proteftant  religion ;  whereupon  they 
w  ere  prorogued  to  the  27th  inftant. 

Aug.  27.  The  King  came  to  the  Houfe, 
and  in  his  fpeech  defined  fupplies  for  that 
Dutch  war,  and  money  to  difcharge  the 
goldfmiths  and  bankers,  to  whom  he  wal 
indebted  by  (hutting  up  the  Exchequer. 

The  Common*  add  retted  a  fecond  time 
againft  the  Duke's  marriage  with  the 
princefs  Mcdena-,  and  refolved  to  grant  no 
fupplies,  till  they  were  feeured  againft  Po* 
pery  and  Popifh  counfellors. 

Sept,  The  prince  of  Orange  took  Natr- 
den,  a  town  near  Atr.fi tr dam. 

OS,  The  Prince  of  Orange  took  Bonn, 
the  residence  of  the  elector  of  Cologne, 

A  Congrefs  was  held  at  Cokgne  to  con- 
clude a  peace,  which  came  to  nothing. 

The  Parliament  made  an  addrefs  for  a 
general  faft,  to  be  obferved  throughout  the 
kingdom. 

Nov.  4-  The  Commons  having  drawn 
up  an  addrefs  againft  a  (landing  army,  and 
other  grievances,  were  fuddenly  fent  for  to 
attend  his  Majefty  in  the  Hoafe  of  Lords, 
and  were  prorogued  to  the  7th  of  January 
following. 
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The  Common!  voted  the  alliance  with 
France  was  a  grievance*  That  the  evil 
counfellors  about  the  King  was  a  grievance  ; 
and  that  the  duke  of  Lauderdale  was  not  fit 
to  be  trusted  in  any  office  or  place  of  truit. 

Dec.  f.  The  States  made  propofals  to 
the  King  fori  peace. 

Thty  alfo  commiflioned  the  Spanijh  am- 
baflador  to  make  a  peace  in  their  name, 

1673-4,  Jan.  7.  The  Parliament  met, 
and  the  King  made  them  a  fpecch,  desiring 
fupplies  for  the  war,  and  that  they  would 
discharge  the  debts  he  owed  the  goldfmitbs. 

The  P^rhamcntnot  regarding  the  King's 
fpeech,  was  enraged  againft  the  court. 

Jan,  12.  The  Lords  addrefTed  the  King 
for  the  removal  of  all  Papifts. 

Jan.  14.  The  King  published  a  procla- 
mation upon  it. 

Jan,  14,  1 5.  The  duke  of  Bucks  and 
the  earl  of  Ar H*gt  n  w;re  examined  by  the 
Commoi.s,  as  to  the  advice  they  had  given 
in  the  frivy  Council. 

The  Commons  impeached  the  earl  of  Ar- 
lington, who  was  acquitted  by  a  fmall  ma- 
jority, but  the  care  he  took  to  preferve 
himfelf  loft  him  the  King's  favour. 

Feh,  4.  Both  Houfes  having  addrefTed  the 
King  for  a  faft,  one  was  appointed  and  held. 

Feb,  7.  The  Comment  refolved,  that 
the  keeping  any  ftanding  forces,  other  than 
live  militia  in  the  nation,  was  a  grievance. 
That  according  to  law,  the  King  ought  to 
hive  no  guards,  but  the  gentlemen  pen- 
sioners, and  the  yeoman  of  the  guard  j 
and!,  that  it  was  impoflible  effectually  to 
deliver  this  nation  from  a  (landing  army,  'till 
the  life-guards  were  pulled  up  by  the  roots. 

Feb.  9.  A  treaty  of  peace  was  figned  by 
his  Mjjci!;  '  -  commiflioners  at  London,  with 
Spain  and  the  States-General.  The  Eng- 
lifh  cuurt  having  withdrawn  their  forces 
from  the  French  army,  and  the  Germans  and 
Spaniards  marching  to  the  aftiftance  of  the 
Dutch,  the  French  king  retired  out  of  the 
the  United  Provinces,  retaining  only  the 
city  of  Maeftncbt,  of  all  his  conquefts. 

Feb,  The  King  made  a  fpeech  to 

the  Houfes,  acquainting  them  with  a  peace 
with  Spdin  and  Hdlartd,  and  with  the  orders 
he  had  given  for  dilbanding  the  army. 

The  Commons  refolved  u]w>n  the  redfefs 
of  grievances,  and  brought  in  many  bills; 
one  in  particular  for  a  telt  to  be  taken  by 
the  members  of  both  Houfe*. 

The  King  being  much  mortified  with  the 
conduct  of  the  Commons,  to  defeat  their 
deftpwhad  the  Parliament  prorogued  to  the 
loth«fvtfi*rtrftVi  : 


The  King  finding  himfelf  freed  from  the" 
care*  of  war,  devoted  his  time  chiefly  to 
pleafure. 

Ffb.  2  S.  The  peace  with  Holland  pro- 
claimed.  By  this  peace  the  Dutch  agreed 
to  ftrike  to  the  Engltfh  in  the  Bhtijh  leas; 
to  fettle  the  commerce  with  the  Indiei }  and 
that  the  Englifh  planters  at  Surinam  (which 
the  Dutch  had  poffciled  themfelves  of)  (hould 
have  liberty  to  fell  tjheir  e fleets,  and  retire; 
and  that  the  Dutch  fhould  pay  the  king  of 
England  2co,coo/.  in  lieu  of  the  claims  hit 
Majefty  had  on  them,  except  thofe  relating 
to  India. 

1674,  April  2X,  An  order  of  council 
was  I'flucd  tor  profecuting  thofe  who  built 
on  new  foundat  ons  in  the  cities  of  Le- 
nd »n  and  1V(jlm'tnf\er. 

May  10.  Sir  Leolin  Jenkins,  and  Sir 
Jofepb  rVilliamfon,  his  Majefty's  plenipo- 
tentiaries at  Cologne,  returned  to  Whitehall. 

May  20.  The  liter  en  Van  Rheed,  Van 
Beuuir.jrbam,  and  Van  Haren,  ambaffadors  ex- 
traordinary from  the  States-General,  made 
their  public  entry. 

May  2  7.  Robert  earl  of  Sunderland,  fworn 
of  the  privy-council. 

June.  Charles  offered  his  mediation  to 
Lewis,  which  was  accepted. 

The  King  fent  Sir  fVUVtam  Temple  into 
Holland  to  offer  a  mediation,  which  the 
States  accepted. 

At  the  time  that  Charles  held  the  office 
of  Mediator  he  received  a  penfion  from 
France  of  100,000/.  fterling  annually. 

The  Papifts  laboured  to  prevail  with  his 
Majefty  to  diffblve  the  Parliament,  which 
the  King  refufed. 

Sir  Thomas  O/b-.me  was  made  Lord  Trea- 
furer. 

July  IO.  The  earl  of  Peterborough,  fworn 
o.  the  privy-council. 

July  15.  The  duke  of  Afc^cfff*,  upon 
the  refignation  of  the  duke  of  Buckingham, 
was  elected  chancellor  of  Cambridge. 

Aug.  The  battle  of  Sennrff  foughtin  Flan- 
ders.   Both  fides  claimed  the  victory. 

Sept.  11,  Henry  carl  of  St.  Albans  having 
refigned  the  ftaff,  as  lord  chamberlain,  his 
Majefty  delivered  it  to  Henry  earl  of  Ar* 
Hngtv*.

OB.  «f«  George  Fitx-Roy,  third  natural 
fon  to  king  Charles  IT.  by  the  duchefs  of 
Cleveland,  was  created  earl  of  Northumber- 
land, vifedunt  Falmouth,  and  baron  of  Pot* 
tcfratl.  '  ' 
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Jfcnt.  10.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
Ww  prorogued  to  the  13th  of  April  in  the 
year  enfusng. 

■Dec.  4.  The  earl  of  Strafford  admitted 
of  his  Majesty's  privy-council. 

This  jeardied  Edward  carl  of  Clarendon, 
at  the  city  of  Rouen  in  Normandy,  where 
he  had  re  tided  for  the  muft  part,  during 
the  fcven  years  of  his  exile,  employed  chiefly 
in  composing  his  history  of  the  Grand  Re- 


About  the  fame  time  died  John  Milton, 
the  author  of  that  excellent  poem,  entitled 
Paradift  Loft,  and  of  feveral  pieces  reflect- 
ing on  the  established  religion  and  govern- 
ment,  and  on  the  memory  of  the  late  king 
Charles  I.  He  was  La  tip  fecretary  to  the 
long  Parliament,  and  afterwards  to  Oliver 
CrzmwJl.  He  was  in  the  67th  year  of  his 
age  at  bis  death,  and  had  been  blind  feveral 
years. 

He  wrote  alfo  a  treat! fe  on  the  Reaf enable- 
nefs  of  a  Mani  betne  at  Liberty  to  divorce  his 
Wife*  if  he  did  tut  tike  her. 

The  earl  of  Arlington  went  to  the  Hap ue 
to  treat  with  the  prince  of  Orange  \  this 
journey  proved  fo  unfuccefsful,  that  he  en- 
tirely loft  his  favour  with  the  King. 

Dei.  iS.  His  Majefty  having  at  his  en- 
tertainment at  Guildhall  in  the  city  of  Lon- 
don, the  2.9th  of  Offoher  lad,  accepted  of 
the  freedom  of  the  city,  by  the  hands  of 
Sir  Tb^as  Player,  their  chamberlain  j  this 
day  the  Lord  Mayor  and  court  of  aldermen 
waited  upon  bis  Majefty  at  Whitehall,  and 
humbly  presented  him  with  the  copy  of  the 
freedom  of  the  city,  in  a  box  of  mafly  gold, 
the  fea)  thereof  hanging  in  a  gold  box,  which 
was  fet  over  with  diamonds,  to  a  confiderable 
value.

Which  bill 
occasioned  feveral  warm  debate*  and  protest* 
in  the  Houfe  of  Peers  j  but  the  following 
accident  put  a  Aop  to  it. 

May  1 5.  Dr.  Shirley  brought  an  appeal 
to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  againft  Sir  John 
Fagg,  a  member  of  the  Commons,  and  wax 
ordered  to  be  taken  intp  the  custody  of  the 
Serjeant  at  Arms  \  and  afterwards  ferjeant 
Pemberton,  and  all  the  council  that  appeared 
for  Shirley  at  the  Lords  bar,  were  taken  into 
custody  ;  whereupon  the  Commons  ordered 
the  Usher  of  the  black  rod  to  take  the  Ser- 
jeant at  arms  into  cuftody  ;  and  the  contest 
was  carried  to  a  greater  height  between  the 
two  Houfes  than  was  ever  known  before. 

The  prince  of  Nrwburgh  came  into  En- 
land  this  month,  and  was  highly  care  fled 
y  the  King  and  royal  family,  that  court 
having  flsewn  great  civilities  to  them  in 
their  exile.

Charles  duke  of  Lenox,  natural 
fon  to  king  Cbarlet  II.  by  Louifa  de  Sfcerou- 
all*,  dutchefs  of  Portfmoutb,  created  baron 
of  Setrinrtc*)  earl  of  March,  and  duke  of 


Aug,  lo.  Three  hundred  houfes,  and 
Upwards  of  two  hundred  people,  were  de- 
ftroyed  by  a  hurricane  in  Barbados,  with 
eight  (hips  and  ketches  in  the  road.

toys,  lace,  rich  cloaths,  &e.  Whereas  all 
our  exports  to  France,  did  not  amount  to 
175,000/!  fo  that  our  imports  exceeded  our 
exports,  at  lead  a  million  of  money. 

The  duke  of  BuclUgham  brought  a  HU 
into  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  for  tolerating  Pro- 
teftant  diffenters. 

Nov.  xo.  A  proclamation  for  apprehend- 
ing mon&eur  St.  Germain,  a  French  Jefuit. 

Nov,  19.  The  differences  between  the 
two  Houfes,  in  the  cafe  of  Shirley  and  Farg, 
revived  \  and  the  Commons  refolved,  that 
whofoever  mould  profecute  any  appeal  be- 
fore the  Lords,  again  ft  any  Commoner  of 
England,  from  any  court  of  equity,  flioald 
be  deemed  a  betrayer  of  the  rights  and  pri- 
vileges of  the  Commons  of  England,  and 
mould  be  proceeded  sgainft  accordingly; 
and  ordered  this  refolution  to  be  affixed  to 
the  Lobby,  Weftminfter-Hall  gate,  and  all 
the  Inns  of  Court  and  Chancery.

Dr.  Tongue  and  Titus  Oates  hav- 
ing drawn  up  a  narrative  of  the  plot,  Oates 
made  oath  of  the  truth  of  the  narrative, 
before  Sir  Edmundbury  Godfrey,  a  juflice  of 
peace  of  St.  Martin  in  tbe  Fields*  '

Nov.  1 2 .  Mr.  Charles  Price,  Mt. 
Vaugban,  Mr.  Thtmefy,  Captain  Spalding, 
Mr.  Charles  Wtntour,  Mr.  James  and  Mr. 
Charles  Milbourn  were  ordered  into  cuftody, 
being  charged  by  Bedloe  with  the  plot. 

Nov.  12.  A  proclamation  was  publifi- 
ed,  ordering  all  Romifh  recufants  to  their 
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ntxifes,  dnd  not  to  depart  more  than  five 
miff?  from  thence  without  licence. 

N.v.  17.  A  proclamation  was  ifTued, 
for  apprehending  Le  Pbatr,  Prit  chard,  Sy- 
*.tJst  jValjb,  Mr.  George  tony  as,  and 
BuSw,  being  charged  with  the'  lame  con. 
fffraCf  j  and  another  proclamation  iflued  the 
lift,  promiling  a  reward  of  twenty  pounds 
to  any  ooe  that  ihould  difcover  a  Jcfuit. 

The  Commons  addrcfled  the  King,  that 
the  oaths  might  be  tendered  to  his  fervants, 
and  to  all  perfons  refidiog  in  the  Inns  of 
court  or  Chancery. 

Aw.  1 The  Commons  fcht  Sir  Jojeph 
ll'iiltamjcn,  fccre:a  y  of  (late,  to  the  Tower, 
for  firning  warrants  for  com  millions  to  fome 
1'opi/h  rccifants  j  for  which  the  King  re- 
prehended the  Commons,  and  rcleafcd  the 
Secretary  j  but  upon  another  addrefs  of  the 
Commons,  he  promifed  to  recai  all  corn- 
millions  given  to  Papilla  or  Popilh  recufants. 

A  debate  anting  in  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons on  the  bill  fur  difabUng  Papirts  to  fit 
in  Parliament,  and  high  words  palling  be- 
tween Sir  Jonathan  Trtlatvney  (afterwards 
biihop  of  Wtncbefier)  and  Mr.  Ajh\  Sir 
Jonathan  Aruclc  Mr.  AJh,  which  Mr.  AJh 
rerurning,  they  were  about  to  dr.iw  their 
fwords,bot  fome  of  the  members  interpofed, 
and  prevented  it  :  Sir  Jonathan  was  lent  to 
the  Tower,  and  Mr.  AJb  fevefely  repri- 
manded by  the  Speaker. 

Nov.  11.  tnifom  Staley,  a  goldfmith, 
was  convicted  of  faying,  Hcrc'ttbe  bcart,  and 
btrii  tbt  band,  that  will  kUl  the  King  myfelf, 
and  other  treafonable  words  j  for  which  he 
wa  executed  the  26th  at  Tyburn. 

Nov.  15.  The  King  in  a  fpcech  ac- 
quainted the  Houfes  with  the  importu- 
nities of  the  Spaniards,  for  continuing  his 
forces  in  Flanders,  and  defircd  their  advice. 

The  Commons  thereupon  refolded,  that 
it  it  their  humble  opinion  and  defire,  that 
thofe  forces  be  recalled  and  dilbanded. 

Aw.  17.  Edward  Oilman,  efq.  f  cfe- 
tary  to  the  duchefs  of  York,  convicted  of 
high-trcafon,  in  carrying  on  a  correfpon- 
dence  with  he  Cbaife,  the  French  king's 
confeflbf,  in  order  to  fubvert  the  eftabliflied 
religion  and  government ;  he  was  executed 
at  Tybum  the  3d  of  December,  profefling  his 
innocence  to  the  laft. 

Nov.  z%.  A  proclamation  was  iflued, 
offering  2  pardon  and  aoo/.  to  any  perfon 
concerned  in  the  Popifh  plot,  to  come  in 
and  make  a  further  difcovcry. 

Duwiale,  formerly  a  fenrant  of  the  lord 
Aftsnt,  became  an  evidence  againft  his 
lord,  and  the  other  PopHh  kids.

The  King  pa/Ted  the  bill  for 
disabling  Papills  to  fit  in  cither  Houfe  of 
Parliament  ;  but  rejected  a  bill  relating  to 
the  militia,  which  he  apprehended  would 
put  the  militia  out  of  hi  1  power. 

pates  and  Bcdhe  charged  trc  QM.en  with 
being  concerned  in  t ac  plot ;  whereupon, 
the  Commons,  addrcflcJ  the  King,  that  the 
Queen  and  all  her  family,  and  all  Papills 
and  reputed  Papills,  be  removed  from  White- 
hall. 

They  refolved  alfo  upon  another  addrefs, 
that  all  Papills  and  reputed  Papills  in  the 
kingdom  of  kngland,  be  apprehended  and 
fecurcd.  _  • 

The  King,  refenting  the  infolence  of 
Oiitts,  put  him  under  a  ftrictcr  guard  J 
w  hereupon,  the  Commons  addrcfled  his  Ma- 
jefly  that  Oatfs  be  freed  from  his  rellrai  nt'9 
and  a  competent  allowance  be  appointed  for 
his  maintenance. 

Dec.  6.  The  Commons  impeached  the 
five  Lords  in  the  Tower,  vix.  Arundel, 
Pcwis,  Pctre,  Bellajis,  and  Stafford,  of 
high-trcafon  \  but  did  not  exhibit  articles. 

Dec.  17.  WiXiam  Ireland,  Thomas  Pic- 
kering, fbemas  JVbitebread,  and  John  Fen- 
wick,  prierts,  and  John  Grove,  a  lay -bro- 
ther, arraigned  for  confpiring  to  affamnate 
the  King.  The  jury  difcharc;ed  Wbitebreadt 
and  Fenviick,  for  want  of  evidence ;  but 
the  other  three  were  convicted.  Ireland  and 
Grove,  were  executed  the  24th  of  Januarys 
and  Pickering,  on  the*  sjth  of  May,  1679. 

Dec.  11*.  The  earl  of  Danby,  lord  trea- 
furer,  was  impeached  by  the  Commons  for 
endeavouring  to  fubvert  the  conftiuition, 
and  introduce  arbitrary  government,  fi-fc. 

The  earl  of  Danby  a  mimed,  he  had  never 
done  any  thing  of  great  moment,  for  which 
he  Had  not  always  had  his  Majesty's  com- 
mand. 

Prance,  a  nlverfmith.  being  accufed  by 
Bedloe  of  being  one  of  the  murderers  of  Sir 
Edmundbury  Godfrey,  was  apprehended  and 
fcht  to  Newgate. 

Dei.  it,.  Prance  accufed.  Greets  %  Berry, 
and  Hill,  of  the  murder,  who  were  appre- 
hended j  but  he  afterwards  retraced  his 
evidence. 

Both  Houfes  appointed  a  committee,  the 
earl  of  Sbaftcjbury,  chairman,  to  enquire 
after  the  authors  of  Sir  Edmundjbury  God' 
frey\  murder. 

Prance  and  Bedloe,  fall  out  about  waring 
the  500/.  given  f°r  the  difcovcry  of  Sir  Ed- 
mundbury Godfrey 's  murder. 

Dec.  30.    The  King  prorogued  the  Par- 
liament to  the  4th  of  February. 
«      0  t  J678  3> 
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1678-9,  Jan.  2.  The  King  publiflied 
a  proclamation,  recalling  bis  fubjects  from 
the  foreign  fcminaries. 

Jan.  4.  Titus  Oam  being  allowed  ten 
poHmds  a  week  for  fubfiftence,  petitioned 
for  a  further  allowance. 

Jan.  12.  A  ft  range  darknefs  at  noon- 
day, fo  aa  not  to  fee  to  read. 

Jan.  15.  A  proclamation  was  iffued  for 
diffolving  the  Parliament,  and  calling  ano- 
ther to  meet  the  6th  of  March. 

This  Parliament  having  fat  eighteen  years, 
was  ufually  called  the  long  Parliament. 

The  earl  of  Danby  lying  under  an  im- 
peachment, was  difmilled  from  his  port  of 
lord  treafurer,  and  the  Treafury  put  into 
commiflion.  The  commiflioners  were,  the 
earl  of  Effex,  Lawrence  Hyde,  Sir  John 
Earle,  Sir  Edward  Dcenng,  and  Sidney  Go- 
d-lpbin. 

The  earl  ofPembnke,  wis  this  year  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  for  abuftng  the  con- 
fee  rated  bread  and  wine,  but  difmiiTed  by 
the  Lords,  becaufe  there  was  no  other  evi- 
dence again  ft  him  but  lord  Worth**  cha- 
plain, upon  the  Carl's  denying  the  charge, 
upon  his  honour. 

He  was  alio  tried  by  his  peers  for  murder, 
but  found  guilty  of  manflaughter. 

Jan.  26.  A  great  fire  happened  in  the 
Temple. 

Feb.  8.  The  earl  of  Sunderland  was 
made  fecretary  of  ftate,  upon  the  refignation 
of  Sir  Jofeph  rVtUiamfyn,  who  received  from 
the  Earl  6500/. 

This  year  died  Henry  Oldenburg,  fecretary 
to  the  Royal  Society,  and  firtt  publifhcr  of 
Philofophical  T  refactions.

"Several  perfons  threatened  and  tortured 
to  make  them  confefs  the  murder  of  Sir 
Edmundbnry  Godfrey. 

Feb.  10.  Robert  Green,  Henry  Berry,  and 
Lawrence  HUl,  conviaed  of  the  murder  of 
Sir  Edmundbury  Godfrey,  and  were  executed 
the  sift  inftant }  but  denied  the  fact  to  the 
iaft. 

'Feb.  28.  The  King  fent  a  letter  to  the 
dttke  of  Terk,  to  withdraw ;  whereupon  his 
Royal  Highnefs  with  his  family,  embarked 
for  Flanders,  to  refide  at  Bruffels. 

March  6.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  made  a  fpeech,  acquainting  them  that 
he  had  dilbanded  part  of  the  army,  and 
fhould  di/band  the  reft  as  foon  as  he  had 
fupplies  to  enable  him  to  do  it.  That  he 
had  commanded  hit  brother  to  be  abfent, 
that  there  might  be  no  colour  to  furmife  he 
wlw  governed  by  Popilh  councils  i  and  that 


he  had  not  been  idle  in  profecuting  th  > 
popifh-plot,  and  putting  the  laws  in  execu 
tion  againft  Papifls.    He  debrcd  fupplies 
fuitable  to  the  neceflities  of  the  ftate,  and 
hoped  that  it  would  prove  a  healing  Parlia- 
ment. 

The  King  fearing  the  new  Parliament 
would  impeach  the  earl  of  Danby,  granted 
him  under  the  great  feal,  a  full  pardon. 

The  Commons  chofe  the  honourable  Ed- 
ward Seymour,  efq.  for  their  Speaker  j  but 
the  King  rcfufed  to  approve  him. 

March  1  a.  The  Commons  addrefling  his 
Majefty,  and  infifting  on  their  choice,  the 
Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the  1 5th. 

March  1 5.  The  Parliament  met  again, 
and  the  Commons  being  directed  to  chufe  a 
Speaker,  they  elected  Mr.  Serjeant  Gregtrj, 
who  was  approved  by  his  Majefty. 

March  16.  The  Commons  began  with 
appointing  a  committee  to  examine  contro- 
verted elections,  threefcore  petitions  having 
been  preferred. 

They  alfo  appointed  a  fecret  committee 
to  draw  up  articles  againft  the  impeached 
lords. 

March  20.  The  Commons  reminded  the 
Lords  of  the  impeachment  againft  the  earl 
of  Danby  ,  and  dc  fired  he  might  be  com- 
mitted }  whereupon  the  Earl  abfeonded. 

Marchix.  0*f«,befides  the  earl  of  Dan* 
by,  charged  Sir  John  Rcbinfut,  colonel  Ed- 
ward Sack  vile,  and  captain  Henry  Gcrlnr, 
members  of  the  Commons,  with  the  plot. 

The  Commons  addrefted  that  Bedlce, 
might  be  paid  the  500/.  for  the  difcovcry 
of  Sir  Edmundbury  Godfrey**  murder,  and 
that  the  twenty  pounds  reward  be  paid  to 
thofe  who  difcovered  the  Pop i Hi  pricrh; 
and  that  his  Majefty  would  take  Bedloe  into 
his  protection  j  with  which  his  Majefly 
complied. 

Both  Houfes  concur  in  a  refolotion  of 
the  certainty  of  the  plot,  and  in  an  addrefs 
for  a  faft. 

March  22.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe 
and  fpoke  in  favour  of  the  carl  of  Danby. 

The  Lords  feeing  the  paflion  of  the  Com- 
mons, offered  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  remove 
Danby  from  the  King's  perfon,  and  to  render 
him  incapable  of  holding  any  place  or  office, 
or  to  fit  in  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  which  the 
Commons  rejected.

The  Commons  ordered  a  bill  to  be  brought 
in  to  fecure  the  King  and  kingdom  againft 
the  danger  and  growth  of  Popery. 

March  a>  The  King  having  granted 
the  eail  of  Danly  a  pardon,  the  Common* 
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refolved  on  an  addrefi,  to  represent  the  ir- 
regularity and  illegality  of  it,  and  th«  dan- 
gerous confluences  of  granting  pardons  to 
perfons  impeached 

The  Commons  examined  into  the  Earl's 
pardon,  the  Chancellor  exeufed  himfelf  re- 
setting putting  the  feals  to  the  pardon. 

1679,  March  t6.  The  Lords  fent  a  mef. 
(age  to  the  Commons,  acquainting  them, 
that  they  had  fent  to  apprehend  the  earl  of 
Danby,  but  he  was  not  to  be  found  ;  where- 
npon,  they  ordered  a  bill  to  be  brought  in 
tor  the  Earl  to  appear  on  or  before  the  21ft 
of  April,  or  to  ftand  attainted. 

April  1.  The  Commons  releafed  colonel 
Sackvile  from  the  Tower,  but  he  was  ex- 
pelled the  Houfe  for  fpeaking  flightingly  of 
the  plot. 

April  4.  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
earned  up  againit  the  five  Popifh  lords  in  ihc 
Tower. 

April  1 5.  The  earl  of  Danby  furrendered 
fcimfelf,  and  was  committed  to  the  Tower. 

April  %\.  His  Majefry  conftituted  a  new 
privy-council,  confiAing  of  a  medley  of 
Whigs  and  Tories,  and  amongft  the  reft, 
took  in  the  lord  Sijaftifomy  a  gam. 

The  earl  of  Sbatttfiury  was  made  prefi- 
drnt  of  the  council. 

The  King  went  to  the  Houfe,  and  ac- 
quainted them  of  his  having  formed  a  new 
council. 

A  defign  was  difcovered  to  burn  the  city 
of Lonaan.  The  houfe  of  one  Bird  being 
fet  on  Are  by  bis  fervant,  Elizabeth  Oxley, 
who  was  taken,  and  confefled  ore  Stubbs,  a 
Papift,  bribed  her  to  it  for  five  pounds. 
Stubbt  was  taken,  and  confeiTed  rather  Cif- 
fird  bis  cont'eilor,  put  him  upon  it. 

This  accident  made  the  Commons  td- 
drefs  the  King  for  the  Jefuits  execution  that 
were  before  condemned. 

April*  X4.  Mr.  Readmit  a  counfellor 
at  law,  was  tried  and  convicxed  at  the  KingV 
bencn  bar,  for  tampering  with  Bedloe,  to 
cooeeal  or  ftirle  part  of  his  evidence  againit 
the  Popifh  lords,  fined  100c/.  to  be  impri- 
soned for  a  year,'  and  fland  in  the  pillory  in 
tbe  Palace-yard* 

April  15.  The  earl  of  Danby  pleaded  the 
King's  pardon  to  the  Commons  impeach- 
ment. 

April  17.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  duke  of  York  being  a  Papift,  the  hopes 
of  bis  fuccecding  to  the  crown  had  given 
theneateir  countenance  and  encouragement 
to  the  prefent  eonfpiracies  of  the  PapiAs 
"nit  the  Kitig  and  Proteftant  religion, 
ordered  the  lord  Rufcl,  to  carry  up 
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the  faid  rote  to  the  Lords  for  their  concur- 
rence. 

The  Commons  addrefled  the  King  for 
the  exec  ution  of  Pickering,  and  feveral  con* 
demned  Popifh  priefts  and  Jefuits. 

April  30.  The  King  came  to  the  Houfe> 
and  offered  to  put  any  re  ft  ri  it  ions  on  his 
fucceflor,  or  to  con  fent  to  whatever  laws 
they  fhould  propofe,  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
Proteftant  religion,  but  the  altering  the  fuo 
ceflion. 

The  King  offered  to  limit  the  authority 
of  a  Popifh  fucceffor,  fo  that  no  Papift  fhould 
fit  in  either  Houfe  of  Parliament  j  that  none 
of  the  privy-council  or  judges  fhould  be  put 
in,  or  difplaced,  but  by  authority  of  Par- 
liament; that  none  but  Proteftants  fhould 
be  juftices  of  peace,  lord-lieutenants,  de- 
puty-lieutenants, or  officers  in  the  navy, 
during  the  reign  of  a  Popifh  fuccefTor  \  and 
that  none  of  thefe  officers  (hould  be  put 
out,  or  removed,  but  by  Parliament ;  and 
©frcred  to  confent  to  any  other  limitations, 
fo  as  the  right  of  fucceitton  in  his  brother 
was  not  defeated. 

Mr.  Serjeant^Afo,  was  made  a  jufticc  0/ 
the  Common  Pleas* 

Mr.  Serjeant  Pcmbenon,  was  made  a  j  of- 
fice of  the  King's-bench. 

Mr.  Serjeant  Raymond,  was  made  baron 
of  the  Exchequer. 

May  3.  Dr.  Sharp,  the  archbifhop  qf 
St.  Andrew*,  was  murdered  in  his  coach, 
by  twelve  Prefbyterian  afialTins. 

May  5.  The  Commons  refolved,  That 
tbe  par  Jen  pleaded'  by  tbe  earl  of  Danby,  to 
their  impeachment,  was  Metal  and  tnid,  and 
demanded  judgment  of  the  Lords  againit 
him. 

May  8.  The  Commons  addrefled  hia 
Majeity,  to  remove  the  duke  of  Lauderdale 
from  all  his  places,  and  from  his  pre  fence 
for  ever,  as  being  the  author  of  arbitrary 
councils,  &c.

The  Lord*  acquainted  the  Commons  alfo, 
that  the  74th  infant  was  appointed  for  the 
trial  of  tbe  five  Popifh  lords :  but  the  twyo 
Houfes  not  agreeing  as  to  the  proceedings 
in  the  trial,  they  were  not  tried  this  feffiorii 
of  Parliament. 

May  10.  Serjeant  William  Leake,  was 
made  a  baron  of  the  Exchequer.

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May  II.  The  Commons  addrefsbis  Ma- 
jefty  tor  the  raifing  of  the  militia.

The  Commons  having  notice 
that  the  King  would  prorogue  them  this 
day,  came  early  to  their  Houfe,  and  re- 
folved, 1.  That  whoever  advifed  his  Ma- 
jefty to  prorogue  the  Parliament,  was  a  be- 
trayer of  the  King  and  kingdom,  and  the 
Proteftant  religion.  2.  That  the  penal  acts 
againft  Recufants  ought  not  to  be  extended 
to  Proteftant  Diflenters.  3.  That  the  profc- 
cuting  the  DifTenters  upon  the  penal  laws 
at  this  time,  was  grievous  to  the  fubject, 
a  weakening  to  the  Proteftant  intercft,  and 
dangerous  to  the  peace  of  the  kingdom. 
After  which  the  King  fent  for  them  up  to 
the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  the  Parliament 
was  prorogued  to  the  20th  inftant. 

Jan.  13.  The  lord  mayor  Sir  Patience 
Ward,  and  the  common  council  of  Lorden, 
petition  the  King  for  the  fitting  of  tbe 
Parliament  again. 

Jan.  18.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
diffolving  the  prcfent  Parliament,  and  call- 
ing another  to  meet  at  Oxford  the  21ft  of 
March. 

Jan.  25.  Sir  Rohert  Peytsn,  having  been 
brought  upon  his  knees,  and  expelled  the 
late  Houfe  of  Commons,  he  challenged 
Mr.  WtWiams,  the  Speaker,  who  comply- 
ing to  the  council,  Sir  Robert  Peyton  wal 
fent  to  the  Tower. 
•  The  duke  of  Monmouth,  the  earls  of 
Bedford,  Effex,  tec.  to  the  number  of  fif- 
teen orfixteen  noblemen,  petition  the  King 
againft  the  Parliament's  meeting  at  Oxford. 

Feb.  2.  Edward  earl  of  Conway  made 
fecretary  of  ftate,  in  the  room  of  the  earl 
of  Sunderland,  who,  contrary  to  the  King's 
exprefs  command,  had  voted  for  the  bill  of 
exclufion. 

Signer  de  Vigutla,  refident  of  Versace,  ad- 
mitted to  his  audience* 
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U.  ,,.  Si,  Crtjkod  LevinZy  attorney 
general,  made  one  of  the  jufticea  of  the 
Common-pleas. 

Mai.  The  lord  Chandds,  fent  ambaf- 
fador  to  Turkey. 

Fti.  24.  Sir  Robert  Sawyer,  made  attor- 
ney general. 

Feb.  28.  Edward  F\t%h*rr\st  the  fon  of  Sir 
Edward  Fitzbarrisi  of  Ireland,  committed 
for  a  libel,  afperfsng  the  late  King,  and  the 
prefent.  In  this  libel  the  King  was  made 
a  Pauift,  and  the  lawfulncis  of  depofmg 
him  aflcrted.  The  defign  of  it  is  faid  to 
be,  to  charge  the  libel  upon  the  DifTenters 
*ad  Whig  lords,  in  order  to  make  them 
more  obnoxious  to  the  government. 

March  11.  Several  of  the  Whig  lordf 
baring  been  tampering  with  Frtxharrii  in 
Newgate,  to  make  him  accufe  the  Queen, 
ibe  Duke,  &'c.  of  the  Popifh  plot,  the 
government  thought  fit  to  fend  him  from 
Newgate  to  the  Tower. 

The  King  ftmck  out  of  the  council 
book  the  names  of  the  earls  of  Effex,  Sa- 
Ujbury,  Sunderland,  and  Sip  William  Temfle, 
and  alio  replaced  foree  of  the  judges. 

The  earl  of  Effex  ind  fifteen  lordi  deli- 
vered a  petition  to  the  King  for  the  Par- 
liament to  meet  at  fVeJlminfier,  to  which 
the  King  returned  noanfwer. 

March  14.  His  Ma  jetty  and  the  court 
fet  out  for  Oxford,  where  they  were  re- 
ceired  by  the  Univerfity  with  ail  demon- 
firations  of  loyalty  and  affection. 

March  17.  Many  of  the  members  of 
Parliament  came  armed,  with  numerous 
retinues  to  Oxford,  particularly  the  mem- 
bers for  the  city  of  Lzndon  came  with  a 
numerous  body  of  well  armed  horfe,  with 
ribbons  in  their  hats,  with  this  inferip- 
tion,  No  Popery,  no  Slavery. 

March  a  I.  The  Parliament  met  at  Ox- 
ford, the  gallery  at  the  public  fchools  being 
prepared  tor  the  Lords,  and  the  Convoca- 
tion houfe  for  the  Commons. 

The  King,  in  his  fpeech  at  the  opening 
of  the  Parliament,  offered  them  any  expe- 
dient they  could  propofe,  to  allay  their 
fears  of  a  Poptra/iccetTor,  without  alter- 
ing the  fucccfli on.  He  offered  them,  that  in 
that  cafe,  the  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment ihould  remain  in  Proteilant  hands. 

March  2a.  The  Commons  having  elected 
WxUiam  Williams,  efq.  the  Speaker  of  the 
laft  Parliament,  for  their  Speaker,  he  was 
approved  by  his  Majefty. 

The  Commons  voted  thar  the  votes  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  should  be  printed. 

168 1,  Msrcb  a6  .The  Commons  im- 
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peach  Fitzharrh  of  high-treaion,  but  the 
impeachment  is  rejected  by  the  Lords} 
which  the  commons  voted  to  be  a  denial  of 
jufticc. 

He  was  charged  with  being  the  author 
of  a  treafonable  pamphlet,  wherein  tho 
people  were  advifed  to  ftand  to  their  arms 
againft  the  royal  brothers,  and  to  tnjft  to 
their  f word 5  in  defence  of  their  liberties, 
religion,  and  properties. — The  chief  mat^ 
ter  in  difpute  was,  whether  he  was  fet  to 
work  by  the  Papifts,  or  Whigs  j  and  whe- 
ther he  ihould  be  tried  in  the  ordinary 
courts  of  jufticc,  or  on  an  impeachment 
before  the  Hcufe  oif  Peers. 

Expedients  are  offered  to  the  Parliament 
in  the  room  of  the  bill  of  exclufion,  but 
rejected. 

1  he  expedients  propofed  initead  of  the 
bill  of  exclufion  in  this  Parliament  were* 
That  the  whole  government,  upon  the 
death  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  fhould  be 
veiled  in  a  Regent,  who  ihould  be  the  prin- 
cefs  of  Orar.gc,  and  if  lhe  died  without  if. 
fue,  then  the  princefs  Anne  fhould  be  Re- 
gent ;  but  if  the  duke  of  York  fhould  have 
a  fon  educated  a  Proteflant j  then  the  re- 
gency ihould  bit  no  longer  than  his  mino- 
rity $  and  that  the  Regent!  ihould  govern 
in  the  name  of  their  father,  while  he  lived* 
but  that  he  fhould  be  obliged  to  refide  five 
hundred  miles  from  the  Britijh  dominions  ; 
and  if  the  Duke  mould  return  to  tbefe 
kingdoms,  the  crown  fhould  immediately 
devolve  on  the  Regent,  and  the  Duke  and 
his  adherents  be  deemed  guilty  of  high* 
treafon. 

March  28.  The  bill  of  exclufion  was  read 
again  the  fir  ft  time,  and  ordered  a  fecond 
reading:  whereupon,  the  King  tame  to  the 
Houfe  of  Lords,  and  having  fent  for  the 
Commons,  he  told  them  he  obferved  fuch 
heats  amongjl  them,  and  fuch  differences 
between  the  two  Houfes,  that  he  thought 
fit  to  diffolve  the  Parliament.   And  the 


King  immediately  fet  out  for  J^Wf*-,  (juft- 
ly  apprehending  to  have  been  infulted  by  the 
armed  multitude,  the  feditioui  members  had 
brought  down  with  them,)  from  whence 
the  next  day  he  came  to  Whitehall. 

April  7.  Charles  Lenox  duke  of  Riebmnd, 
Charles's  fon  by  the  duchefe  of  Partfmntb, 
was  made  knight  of  the  garter  at  nine  years 
of  age. 

April  8.  His  Majefty  publifhed  a  decla- 
ration with  his  reafons  for  diffolving  the 
two  laft  Parliaments ;  fome  of  which  were, 
their  entire  neglect  of  the  public,  and  fall- 
ing into  factions:  their  liTe'iA g  srbitrary 
P  p  erdcra 
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*rdcrs  for  taking  hit  loyal  fubjects  into 
euftody  for  matters  that  had  no  relation  to 
privileges  of  Parliament:  their  declaring 
many  eminent  pcrfons  enemies  to  the  King 
And  kingdom,  without  any  order  or  proccls 
of  law,  any  hearing  of  their  defence,  or  any 
proof  (o  much  as  offered  :  their  rcfolvcs 
again  ft  any  perfon  that  mould  lend  him 
money,  or  buy  any  tally  of  anticipation, 
thereby  endeavouring  to  seduce  him  to  a 
more  helplcfs  condition  than  the  meaneft 
of  bis  fubjects :  their  taking  upon  them  to 
ftifpcnd  the  laws  and  ads  cf  Parliament, 
by  voting  again  ft  the  profecution  of  Diflen- 
ters.  This  declaration  was  ordered  to  be 
read  in  all  churches  and  chapels. 

Add  re  fles  of  congratulation  ware  prefent- 
ed  to  his  Majefty  for  his  deliverance  from 
the  republicans,  with  promifes  to  (rand  by 
him  with  their  lives  and  fortunes,  for  the 
prcfervation  of  his  Majeity's  government  in 
church  and  ftate. 

Thefe  addrerfes  and  petitions  were  favour- 
ably received  by  the  King.  But  the  Lord 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Common-council^ 
Waiting  upon  the  King  at  fVindJtr  with  a 
different  petition,  were  denied  admiffion, 
and  ordered  to  attend  at  Hampton- court, 
where  they  received  a  reprimand  from  the 
lord  chancellor. 

April  1 1.  Sir  Francis  Pemberton,  knt. 
made  was  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  King's- 
bench,  on  the  resignation  of  the  lord  chief 
juftice  Scroggs. 

April  13.  Mr.  VEJf  range  began  to  pub- 
lish his  Obfervatort,  and  both  he  and  Mr. 
Drydcn,  baodfomely  expofed  the  whiggifh 
fchemcf. 

y'rantjt  Smith,  a  common  publifher  of  fe* 
ditious  libels,  was  committed  to  Newgate. 

April  at.  Mr.  Serjeant  Street,  was  made 
a  baron  of  the  Exchequer. 

Thepcnfion  that  wat  allowed  Tim  Octet 
Was  retrenched. 

April  30.  Edward  Yitxbarris,  being  ar- 
raigned at  the  KingVbench  bar  for  his  fe* 
ditious  libel,  demurred  to  the  jurifdiction 
of  the  court,  as  (landing  impeached  .for  the 
fame  offence  in  Parliament ;  but  his  plea 
being  over-ruled,  he  afterwards  pleaded  not 
guilty,  and  was  convicted  of  high-treafon 
on  the  9th  of  June  following. 

While  Fitxbarris  lay  under  fentence  of 
condemnation,  he  folemnly  declared  to  Mr. 
Hawkins  minifter  of  the  Tower,  that  the 
wbigs  were  in  a  confpiracy  to  feize  the  King, 
and  detain  him,  till  he  had  parted  the  bill 
of  exclulton,  and  difmifTed  thofethey  called 
cviJ  councilors,  and  put  the  adrniniltration  I 
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Into  fuch  hands  as  they  could  cVmfide  in, 
and  until  he  bad  placed  fuch  officers  over 
the  militia  and  navy,  as  they  approved,  and 
the  reft  of  their  grievances  were  redrcricd, 
and  that  the  malecoments  computed  they 
could  raife  60,000  men. 

Ma*  16.  An  indictment  was  found 
againft  the  earl  of  Danby,  for  being  con- 
cerned in  the  death  of  Sir  Edmundbury  God- 
frey, upon  the  evidence  of  Fitzbarrn ;  but 
he  afterwards  retracting  his  evidence,  the 
indictment  dropped. 

June  5.  Mr.  Thomas  Ajhenden,  having 
written  a  libel  againft  the  Creed,  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  theTen  Commandments,  made 
a  public  recantation  of  his  errors  in  the  ca- 
thedral church  of  Peterborough. 

June%,  Oliver  Plunket,  titular  archbiftop 
of  Dub/in,  was  tried  and  convicted  of  high- 
treafon  at  the  KingVbench  bar,  in  coofpir- 
ing  the  deftruttion  of  the  religion  and  go- 
vernment cftablilhcd  in  Ireland. 

rune  12.  The  lord  William  Hnvard  of 
Ejcriek,  being  charged  with  contriving  tbe 
treasonable  libel  for  which  FitxXarrrs  was 
convicted,  is  committed  to  the  Tower,  and 
the  court  of  King  s- bench  refufed  to  admit 
him  to  bail. 

June  a  a.  His  Majefty  fent  a  comroiflton 
to  the  duke  of  York,  coniritotin^him  high- 
commiflioner  of  Scotland,  to  represent  his 
perfon  in  the  enfuing  Parliament  there. 

June  19.  Stephen  Cclledge  was  committed 
to  the  Tower  for  high-treafon,  in  confpir- 
ing  to  make  an  Infurrection  at  Oxford,  when 
the  Parliament  lait  met  there. 

July  1.  Ortver  Ptunhet,  titular  primate  of 
Ireland,  and  Edward  Fitxharr it,  efq.  were 
executed  as  traitors  at  Tyburn. 

July  2.  Anthony  earl  of  Shaft tfhury  was 
committed  to  the  Tower  for  high-treafon. 
His  papers  being  feardied,  there  was  found 
a  treafonable  aJTociation  drawn  up  for  ex- 
cluding the  duke  of  York,  and  compelling 
his  Majefty  to  fubmit  to  fuch  terms  as  the 
Whigs  would  imoofe  upon  him.

The  princefs  Anne  fet  out 
from  Whitehall  to  attend  their  Royal  High- 
neftes  in  Scotland. 

July  *3#  Theprince  of  Orange  came  into 
England,  and  remained  here  till  the  5th  of

Ambafladoxs  arrived  from 
Bantam  in  the  EaJI-lndta.  ' 

May  3 .  Thedukeof  York  embarked  on 
board  the  Gloccfter  frigate  lor  Gotland :  cn 
the  5th  the  Gloccflcr  ftruck  upon  the  fand, 
called  The  Lemw  and  Oar,  about  16  leagues 
from  the  mouth  of  the  HumUr,  and  was 
loft  with  molt  of  the  ihip*s  crew  and  paf- 
fengers,  only  the  Duke  and  fome  few  that 
he  took  with  htmih  the  pinnace  were  fcved ; 
among  whom  was  Mr.  Churchill,  afterwards 
duke  oC  Marlborough,  for  whole  prefcrva- 
tion  the  diike  of  York  was  extremely  feli- 
citous. 

It  was  faid  that  the  finking  mariners  gave 
an  hurza  when  they  faw  the  Duke  in  fafe- 
ty,  and  with  joyful  acclamations  wentdown 
to  the  bofom  of  the  deep.  When  lhe  ftruck 
the  weather  was  very  fine,  and  they  were  in 
no  apprehenfions  the  (hip  would  link  befcre 
boats  could  come  from  the  reft  of  the  fleet 
to  take  them  off*. 

^  May  7.  The  duke  of  York  arrived  in 
Scotland,  and  having  declared  his  M-jcfljr's 
pleafure  to  conftitutc  lord  Haddo,  lord  pre- 
sident of  the  fcifjop,  lord  chancellor  of 
that  kingdom  ;  the  earl  of  Qncoiifbortugb, 
lord  treafurer  j  and  the  earl  0$' Perth,  M 
juftice  general  j  he  embarked  again  for£»- 
gland  with  the  Durhefs  and  the  princefs 
Anne,  in  the  Happy  Return,  and  arrived  in 
the  river  the  27th,  being  met  at  Eritb  by 
his  Majcfty  in  his  barge. 

The  Lord  Mayor  ind  aldermen  congratu- 
lated his  Royal  Highnefs  upon  his  return 
and  eicape,  and  the  night  concluded  with 
bonfires,  and  other  demonftrations  of  joy 
through  the  city. 

The  Whigs  rendered  themfelves  the 
more  obnoxious  to  the  court,  and  particu- 
lary  to  the  duke  of  York,  by  the  variety  of 
pamphlets  they  published;  one  under  the 
title  of  The  Life  of  Julian  tho  Apoftate  wade 
a  great  noife,  in  which  a  parallel  was  drawn 
between  the  duke  of  York  and  that  Prince } 
the  naceflity  of  an  expulfion  was  /hewn, 
and  pafTive  obedience  exploded  as  a  Mahome- 
tan doctrine.  The  animofity  againft  tbe 
Whigs  was  fo  exceflive,  that  even  in  the 
adminiftration  of  juftice,  the  judges  forgot 
common  decency.  Pilhington  the  fteriff 
was  fined  in  an  action  brought  by  the  duke 
of  York  for  words  fcandaloufly  fpoken,  to 
the  amount  of  100,000/.  To  fuch  a  height 
was  party  rage  carried. 
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'  %1ay  8.  An  order  of  council  ifTued,  pro. 
hibirjng  perfons  of  quality  to  converfe  with 
fhe  dulce  of  Monmouth. 

The  esrl  of"  Sbafujbury  broughtan  action 
of  jifittdalum  magnattim  again  ft  Mr.  Crad- 
d&k,  for  faying  he  was  a  traitor  ;  but  upon 
4he  defendant's  motion  to  have  a  jury  out 
of  the  country,  the  Earl  dropped  the  action. 

The  cnrl  retired  into  Holland  in  Novem- 
ber following,  where  he  died  fix  weeks  af- 
terwards. It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  he 
was  glad  to  fhelter  himfelf  under  the  Republic 
to  which  he,  when  Chancellor,  had  applied 
fhe  faying  of  Cato,  Dcltnda  efi  Carthago. 

The  court  formed  a  defign  again  it  Lcn- 
icn,  and  other  corporations,  and  refolved 
It  annul  the  charter  of  Lcndon. 

Willwore,  the  foreman  of  the  jury  that 
returned  the  bill  againft  Cclledge,  igr.rratrtuif 
was  convicted  of  kidnapping  a  Doy,  and 
fending  him  to  the  Wefi-hdies. 

June  to.  Nathaniel  Tbcmfcn,  Wtttiam 
Fain,  and  Jtbn  Fanvtll  were  tried  and  con- 
victed of  reflecting  on  the  juftice  of  the 
nation,  in  condemning  Qreen,  Berry,  and 
Hill,  for  the  murder  of  Sir  Edmnr.dbury 
pedfrevt  when  he  murdered  hirofeSf.  They 
were  fined  ice/,  a  piece,  and  Tfamfcn  and 
fanvell  fenten red  to  the  pillory. 

June  14.  The  corporation  of  Evefham 
.furrendcrcd  their  charter. 

June  26.  The  ffierirTs  of  Lcndon,  Pil- 
•ingten  and  Sbute,  for  continuing  the  poll 
for  new  (herifr?,  after  the  common-hall  was 
adjourned  by  the  Lord  Mayor,  were  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  but  admitted  to  bail 
the  30th  icftanr. 

J*h  5.  Aaron  Smith  was  convicted  of 
ftoHfiiing  feditious  libels,  and  Sentenced  to 
flind  in  the  pillory,  and  pay  a  fine  of  500/. 

Jy'ty  11.  Mr.  Coedenougb,  t>.c  under 
nScrift  of  Ltndcm,  was  fined  100/.  for  not  al- 
tering the  pannel  of  ajury,  at  the  command 
of  the  bench  at  Hicks's-hall. 

July  15.  An  order  of  council  ifTued  for 
again  "beginning  the  election  of  iherifTs  in 
L*T.<kn  \  whereupon  Mr.  2?#xand  Mr.  North 
Were  chofec,  to  the  fatisfaelion  of  thc  court. 

The  Lord  Mayor  and  fheriffs  of  London 
Wing  elected  by  the  influence  of  the  court, 
and  at  their  devotion,  the  court  improved 
the  advantage,  relying  on  the  compliance 
of  the  magi  ft  rates,  refolved  to  annul  their 
charter,  but  it  was  not  accomplished  till 
jiext  year. 

This  year  the  King  received  two  extraor- 
dinary embafBes,  one  from  the  king  of  Fex 
in  Morocco,  the  other  from  the  king  of 
(antam  ia  the  tfle  of  Java* 


The  numerous  parties  formed  in  feveral 
corporations  againft  the  Whigs  gave  urn? 
brasje  to  the  court,  they  therefore  came  to 
a  refolution  to  relume  their  charters,  and  to 
grant  others,  that  woulJ  enable  the  King  tQ 
nominate  their  reprcfentatives  in  parlia- 
ment. 

Aug.  15.  The  princefs  CbarIotte-Mariat 
third  daughter  of  the  duke  of  York,  by  bis 
lart  dutchefs,  bora  j  fhe  died  in  03obtr 
following. 

Sept.  13.  A  new  charter  granted  to  the 
town  of  Derby. 

Seft.  20.  "The  earl  of  Sunderland  called 
to  the  privy-council  again. 

Sept.  24.  The  marquis  of  Halifax  made 
lord  privy-fcaJ. 

Sept.  17.  A  new  charter  granted  to  the 
Corporation  of  Maidhone  in  Kent, 

Nov.  5.  Several  rioters  were  taken  up 
and  committed,  for  crying  out  a  Monmouth, 
a  Mcnmoutb,  and  a  (faulting  all  perfons  that 
would  not  join  them  ;  and  an  order  of  coun- 
cil was  ifTued  againft  making  of  bonfires 
without  leave.  And  the  city  magistrates 
rode  about  thc  city  on  the  5th  of  November, 
and  prevented  any  tumultuous  and  riotous 
aflemblies,  as  had  happened  of  late  years 
on  that  day,  on  pretence  of  burning  the 
Pope,  &c.

A  patent  wu  granted  to  Revert 
fttxgcraU,  efq.  for  making  fait  water  frefh. 

May  a.  The  King  to  revenge  himfelf 
df  the  old  magistrates  of  London,  iflued  out 
a  corr  million  for  trial  of  the  authors  of  the 
diforder  at  the  election  of  (herirYs  the  lad 
year,  whi  H  by  the  comnv.tTion  was  called  a 
riotous  and  u.  lawful  aflcnibly. 

May  8.  Pifiington  and  ££w*,  the  late 
fhcrirts,  lord  Grey  of  Werk,  alderman  Cfr- 
nijb,  and  feveral  of  the  principal  rioters, 
were  tried  at  Guild-hall, for  continuing  the 
poll  for  fhcrifTs  after  the  common  hall  was 
adjourned,  and  aflaulting  the  Lord  Mayor, 
&c.  They  were  convicted  and  fined,  Pit- 
Aingfon  500/.  Qhute  loco  marks,  and  the 
lords  Grey,  Bethel,  and  Cornifr  looo  marks 
each,  and  the  reft  in  lcfler  fumt. 

May  21*  The  common-council  of  Lin- 
elm  disclaimed  their  being  concerned  in  the 
arreting  the  Lord  Mayor. 

May  30.  Count  Zinztndorf,  envoy  of 
Saxony,  admitted  to  his  audience.  / 

June  1  a.  The  court  of  King's-bench 
fare  judgment  again  ft  the  city,  in  the  quo 
warranto  brought  againft  their  charter. 

The  charter  was  declared  forfeited,  but 
judgment  could  not  be  entered  until  his 
Majefly  *s  pleafure  (hould  be  further  known. 

The  city  fubmitted  to  the  King,  and 
waited  upon  hit  Majcfty  with  a  petition. 

June  ¥4.  The  plot  or  confpiracy  to  af- 
faffinate  his  Majefly  at  the  Rye-houfe  in 
Rerifvrdflirt  was  difcovered  by  a  letter  from 
Jofefb  Keeling  to  Jord  Dartmouth  and  fee  re- 
tary Jenkins.  By  Kctftngt  depotition,  the 
confpirators  were  to  feize  the  King  and 
duke  of  Terk,  and  to  maflacre  the  magi- 
strates of  London  and  the  officers  of  ftate. 

The  Rye-houfe  is  a  farm  near  JJeddeCden 
ill  Eertfordjfh'tre,  through  whi*-h  nil  Majcfty 
ufually  patted  in  his  road  fmm  Wnvmarket, 
Which  farm  belonged  to  Rumhrfd,  one  of 
the  boldeft  of  the  ifTaffins  \  and  here  there- 


fore it  was  ptopofed  by  the  confpirators  Of 
stuck  the  King  and  his  guards,  by  tiring 
from  the  cut  houfes,  while  another  party 
(hould  attack  them,  when  they  woe  fepa- 
ruted  by  the  gates,  and  embarTafled  in  the 
iuclofures  ;  but  a  fire  happening  at  A'tio- 
market,  his  Majcfty  returned  to  Londzn  loon- 
er  than  he  intended,  and  before  the  con* 
fpirators  were  prepared  to  put  their  deftgn 
in  execution. 

June  18.  The  city  of  Lond:n  made 
their  fubroifljon  to  the  King  at  Winder, 
and  complied  with  the  regulations  be  was 
pleafed  to  prefcribe  tbem ;  the  principal 
whereof  were,  that  if  the  King  did  not  ap- 
prove of  the  Lord  Mayor,  Sheriffs,  or  other 
officers  of  the  city,  he  might  nominate 
others. 

The  city  of  London  creeled  a  ftatoe  of 
king  Charles  1.  again  in  the  Royal-ex-

A  proclamation  was  publiuSed 
for  apprehending  the  duke  of  Monmouth, 
Ford  lord  Grey  of  Werk,  fir  Thomas  A'** 
ftrortg,  and  Robert  Fergufon,  who  were  ned 
from  juftice,  and  500/.  wae  offered  for  ap- 
prehending any  of  tbem. 
'  Lord  He/ward  of  Ef crick,  one  of  the  con- 
fpirators, came  in  and  informed  the  govern* 
ment,  that  the  earl  of  Effex,  lord  Ruftft 
and  others,  were  concerned  in  the  conspi- 
racy, whereupon  they  were  apprehended. 

July  a.  The  Lord  Mayor,  aldermen, 
and  common-council  of  Louden,  congratu- 
lated his  Majefly  and  the  duke  of  York  upon 
the  difcovery  of  the  Rye-houfe  plot,  and 
addreflics  came  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom 
to  the  fame  efteet.

July  iy   William  lord  Rujfel  wa*  fcie} 
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rabt,  before  which  city  the  Turks 


tnd  convicted  of  high  treafon,  in  confpiring 
the  death  of  the  King,  and  to  that  end  con- 
biting  and  concluding  with  other  traitors 
to  raile  a  rebellion,  and  to  fcize  and  deftroy 
the  King's  guards.  William  Hone  and  JU  n 
Rtkfe  were  alfo  convi&ed,  and  with  Walcot 
and  lord  Rujjtl  received  icntence  of  death 
the  14th,  but  captain  Blague  was  acquitted.

Jury  20.  Walter,  Hone,  and  Route  were 
executed  at  Tyburn,  and  confefled  the  trea- 
fnnof  which  they  had  been  convicted  j  only 
H'alcJ  denied  he  was  to  be  concerned  in 
that  part  relating  to  the  aflafli  nation. 

July  21.  1-ord  Rvjftl  was  beheaded  in 
Lincoln  s-inn-fir/ds,  and  in  the  paper  he  left 
behind  him,  told  the  worLi,  he  had  feveral 
times  heard  the  feizing  of  the  King's  guards 
propoted,  but  faid,  he  never  confented  to  it. 
Now,  whoever  comes  into  an  aflcmbly 
more  ihan  once,  where  rebellion  is  propofed, 
though  he  fays  nothing,  is  in  law  prefumed 
to  confrnt  to  it,  and  guilty  of  high  treafon } 
it  is  mifprifion  if  he  doe*  not  difcover  it 
the  firft  time. 

July  24..  The  judgment  and  decree  of 
the  univcrfity  of  Oxford,  paifed  in  convoca- 
tion  againft  the  doctrine  of  refinance,  and 
other  pernicious  tenets,  was  pre  fen  ted  to  his 
Majefly  with  great  folemnity,  and  very 
gradoufly  received. 

July  28.  His  Majefty  published  a  decla- 
ration, containing  a  narrative  of  the  Rye- 
houfe  plot  ;  and  Sunday  the  9th  of  Sepnm- 
htr  wa«  appointed  to  be  obferved  as  a  thaokf- 
giving  for  his  Majefty 's  deliverance. 

The  princefsyfnnf  was  married  to  prince 
G#.rgt  of  Denmark)  at  St.  James's,  by  the 
biftop  of  Ltr.don,  in  the  prefence  of  the 
King  and  Queen  and  their  Royal  HighneUes.

The  mob  aflaulted  the  Sieuf 
Citters,  the  Dutch  ambafTador,  and  his  lady, 
in  his  coach,  and  wounded  bis  lady  :  where- 
upon an  order  of  council  was  iflucd  again  ft 
making  bonfires,  and  throwing  fquibs  in 
the  ftreets  of  London. 

Nov.  7.  Algernoon  Sidney,  efq.  arraigned 
at  the  KingVbench  bar,  tcr  high-treafon, 
in  confpiring  the  death  of  his  Majefty,  and 
confulting  with  feveral  other  traitors  how 
to  compafs  it ;  but  more  particularly  for 
contriving  a  treafonahle  libel,  wherein  he 
a  Herts  power  to  be  orignally  in  the  people, 
and  delegated  by  them  to  the  Parliament, 
to  whom  the  King  was  fubject,  and  might 
be  called  to  account. 

Nov.  8.  The  duke  of  Tori  and  prince 
of  Denmark  accepted  cf  an  invitation  from 
the  artillery  company,  and  weie  entertained 
at  Merchant-Taylors-hall. 

Nov.  20.  Samuel  Johrfan,  a  clergyman, 
convicted  of  writing  a  feditions  libel,  called 
Julian  the  Airfare,  reflecting  upon  his  royal 
higlmefr  the*  duke  of  ?V>,  for  whkh  h« 
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WIS  fined  500  marks,  and  his  hook  burnt 
by  the  hangman. 

AW.  2 1 .  Colonel  Algernon  Sidney  was 
brought  to  his  trial,  and  convicted  of  high- 
trcafon  :  he  was  condemned  the  26th,  and 
on  the  7th  of  December  was  beheaded  on 
Te-wcr-liil,  glorying  that  he  died  for  the 
good  old  caufe,  in  which  he  had  been  en- 
gaged from  his  youth.  He  bad  been  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  high  court  of  jufticc  that 
znuidered  king  Charles  I.  though  he  did  not 
&  there. 

This  was  the  firft  man  accufed  of  treafon 
and  condemned  to  die,  for  writing  any 
thing  without  publishing  it.  He  deliver- 
ed a  writing  to  the  Sheriff  before  hii 
death,  complaining  of  the  injuftice  done 
him :  he  represented  the  infamous  life  of 
lord  Howard  and  the  judges,  as  corrupted 
men,  only  promoted  to  ferve  the  defigns  of 
the  court. 

Nov.  ,25.  The  duke  of  Mcnmoutb  fuh- 
mit  cd  himfelf,  and  was  admitted  to  his 
Majcfty's  pretence  :  he  fjgncd  a  paper  ac- 
knowledging his  being  concerned  in  the 
late  confpiracy,  except  that  part  of  it  againft 
the  King's  life,  and  obtained  his  pardon  j 
but  relapfing  again,  he  demanded  the  paper 
of  his  Majefty,  who  rcftored  it,  and  he  was 
banifhed  the  court,  and  went  into  Holland,

Jan.  23.  Lord  Brandon  Gerard^  Mr. 
Booth,  Mr.  TrencLard,'  Mr.  Charlton,  and 
Major  Hlldiantf  who  had  been  committed 
for  the  late  confpiracy,  end  afterwards  bail- 
ed, were  now  totally  difcharged.

Feb.  11.  John  Darby,  a  printer,  alfo 
having  been  convicted  of  printing  a  libel* 
called,  Lord Rudel'i  Speech,  made  his  fub- 
miflion  this  term,  and  was  fined  but  twen* 
ty  marks. 

Feb.  12.  The  earl  of  Da" by,  after  feverai 
attempts  to  regain  his  liberty,  was  at  length 
admitted  to  be  bailed  by  the  judges  of  the 
King's- bench.

6.  TAMES  IL  the  third,  but  only 
J  furviving  fon  of  king  Charles  I. 
and  brother  and  heir  to  king  Charles  II. 
focceeded  to  the  crown,  and  was  proclaim- 
ed with  the  ufual  folemnity,  a  few  hours 
tfer  Charles  had  refigned  hU  breath. 


The  fame  day,  as  fbon  as  the  Lords  return- 
ed to  Whitehall,  the  King  made  a  fpeech  in 
council,  wherein  he  allured  them,  he  fhould 
endeavour  to  follow  his  brother's  example, 
efpecially  in  hii  great  clemency  and  teiider- 
r.efs  to  his  people  j  that,  though  he  had 
R  r  *  been 
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been  reported  to  be  a  man  of  arbitrary  power, 
he  mould  iuvade  no  man's  property,  but  en- 
deavour to  fupport  the  government  in  church 
and  flate,  as  it  was  by  law  eftablimed. 

A  proclamation  was  ilTued,  commanding 
all  officers,  civil  and  military,  to  exercife 
their  refpe&ive  offices  till  further  orders. 

Feb.  7.  Sir  Gorge  Jef cries,  knt.  and 
bart.  made  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  King's- 
bench  ;  Sir  Francis  Wttbins,  knt.  fecond 
juftice  j  Sir  Richard  Hclloway,  knt.  third 
juftice  j  and  Sir  Thomas  fVaJiOt,  knt.  fpurth 
juftice  of  the  King's-bench.  Sir  Thomas 
Jones,  kut.  was  made  chief  juftice  of  the 
Common. pleas  j  Sir  Crefwell  Levins,  knt. 
Sir  Jtb  Cbarleton,  knt.  and  Sir  Thomas 
Street,  knt.  juftices  of  the  Common-pleas. 
William  Montague,  cfq.  chief  baron  of  the 
Exchequer }  Sir  Edward  Atkyns,  Sir  WUhans 
Gregerv,  Sir  Robert  Wright,  and  Sir  Rub- 
aid  may,  barons  of  the  Exchequer. 

Feb.  8.  The  King  went  publickly  *o 
mafs  at  St.  James**  chapel. 

Feb,  9.  A  proclamation  was  ilTued  for 
continuing  the  payment  and  collection  of 
jtbe  cuftoms, 

Feb.  14.  King  Cbarles  was  buried  pri- 
vately (from  the  painted  chamber  at  We$- 
punfter)  in  Henry  VlJth'*  chapel. 

The  duke  of  Or  mend  was  conftitured  lord 
ileward  of  the  houfriold  \  the  earl  of  Ar- 
Tmgton,  lord  chamberlain  ;  lord  vifcount 
Newport,  treafurer ;  lord  Maynard,  comp- 
troller }  and  Henry  Savile,  elq.  vice -cham- 
berlain j  in  which  offices  they  had  fcrved 
the  late  King. 

Feb.  16.  The  earl  of  Rocbefier  confti- 
tuted  lord  high  treafurer  of  England. 

The  King  required  by  proclamation,  that 
the  cuftoms  and  duties  granted  to  the  late 
King  only  for  life,  mould  be  continued  to 
be  collected. 

This  was  a  manifeft  invafion  of  the  na- 
tion's rights  and  liberties.  He  could  not 
be  ignorant,  that  an  encroachment  of  the 
lame  nature  had  occafioned  a  great  conteft 
between  the  King  his  father  and  the  Par- 
liament, and  that  this  conteft  produced  the 
petition  of  right.  This  proceeding  was  the 
more  extraordinary,  as  he  a  Heeled  to  take 
by  his  authority,  what  he  well  knew  would 
not  be  refufed  by  Parliament  ;  and  this  gave 
pecafion  to  fear,  that  James**  promifes 
were  not  fo  firmly  to  be  relied  on  as  was 


Feb.  18.  The  marquis  of  Hatiijax  iraf 
made  prefidcnt  of  the  council  \  the  earl  of 
Clarendon,  lord  privy  feal  ;  the  duke  of 
Beaufort,  lord  prefident  of  Wales  \  and  lord 
Godolpbin,  lord  chamberlain  to  the  Queen, 
Henry  Buckley,  efq.  was  made  mafter  of  the 
houfhold,  and  Sir  Stephen  Fox,  ejdcft  clerk 
of  the  green  cloth. 

The  King  published  two  papers,  taken 
out  of  the  late  King's  ftrong  box,  to  mani- 
fell  he  died  a  Papift. 

The  foreign  ambafiadori  in  town  were 
admitted  to  their  audiences  of  condolence 
and  congratulation. 

March  6.  A  proclamation  was  ilTued,  ap- 
pointing^ commimoncrs  to  adjuft  the  respec- 
tive claims  of  thofe  who  were  to  aflift  at 
the  coronation,  which  was  to  be  celebrated 
the  23d  of  April. 

Addrefles  Were  prefented  from  alraoft 
every  county,  city,  and  borough,  in  the 
kingdom  ;  but  that  from  the  Quakers  had 
the  following  remarkable  fentencc,  "  We 
are  come  to  (eftify  our  forrow  for  the  death 
of  our  good  friend  Charles,  and  our  joy  at 
thy  being  made  our  governor.  We  are  told 
thou  art  not  of  the  perfuafton  of  the  church 
of  England  any  more  than  we  j  and  there- 
fore we  hope  that  thou  will  grant  unto 
us  the  fame  liberty  which  thou  alio  well 
thyfelf." 

16S5,  March  28.  The  parliament  of 
Scotland  being  opened,  the  fame  day  the 
King's  letter  to  them  was  read,  and  the 
duke  of  Slueenjborougb,  his  Majcfty's  high- 
commiflioner,  made  a  fpeech,  wherein  he 
allured  them  of  his  Majcfty's  refolution  to 
maintain  and  proteft  the  government  of  the 
church,  as  by  law  eftahliftied,  together  with 
the  people's  rights  ajid  liberties  ;  and  re- 
commended the  fupprcfling  that  fanatical 
and  irreclaimable  party,  who  had  brought 
them  to  the  brink  of  ruin  and  difgrace,  and 
were  not  more  rebels  againft  the  King,  than 
enemies  to  mankind. 

The  lord  chancellor  (the  carl  of  Ptrti) 
alfo  made  a  fpeech  to  the  fame  effect} 
whereupon  the  Parliament  drew  up  an  ad- 
drefs  of  condolence  and  congratulation  to 
hisMajefty,  alluring  him,  they  would  fee* 
themfclves  fo  exemplarily  loyal,  as  to  raile 
his  honour  and  greatnefs  to  the  utmoft  of 
their  power,  and  promifed  that  they  woold 
leave  nothing  undone  for  extirpating  fc» 
naticifm.

To  have  forty  yards  of  crimfon 
velvet  for  a  robe,  alfo  t.  c  King's  bed  and 
bedding,  and  furniture  of  his  chamber 
where  he  lay  the  night  before,  with  his 
wearing  apparel  and  night  gown }  alfo  to 
serve  the  K  ing  with  water  before  and  after 
dinner,  and  to  have  the  bafons  and  towels, 
and  cup  of  aflat.  Allowed,  except  the  cup 
of  ai£ay.  He  received  the  forty  yards  of 
Velvet,'  and  tbe  reft  of  the  fees  were  com- 
pounded foraoo/. 

a.  The  eirl  of  Derby  counterclaimed 
the  office  of  lord  great  chamberlain,  with 
the  fees,  &c,  but  was  not  allowed. 

3.  The  King's  champion  claimed  his  of-

Difallowed,  for  the,  fame  reafon  as 
the  former;  but  left  to  take  his  courfe  at 


ix.  The  matter  of  the  King's  great 
robe  claimed,  to  receive  from  his  deputy  a 
pail  of  cloth  of  gold,  and  to  carry  it  to  the 
altar  for  the  King  to  offer,  and  that  his  de- 
puty fhoold  attend  near  Garter  king  of  arms, 
in  a  robe  of  fcarlet  cloth,  with  a  gold  crown 
embroidered  on  tbe  left  fleeve.  Not  allowed,

17.  The  duke  of  Norfa%  as  firft  carl  of 
England,  claimed,  to  redeem  the  i'word  of- 
fered by  the  King  at  the  altar,  and  to  orry 
it  be/ore  bis  Maicfly,  in  his  return  to  his 
palace,  and  reservation  of  other  rights  and 
dignities,  with  fees,  &c, 

18.  And  alfo,  as  earl  of  Surrey,  claimed, 
to  carry  the  fecond  fword  before  the  King, 
with  all  privileges  and  dignities  thereto  be- 
longing. Neither  of  which  allowed,  the 
claims  not  being  made  out,  and  the  fame 
being  di  fallowed  at  the  laft  coronation.

As  feited  of  fcveral  parts  of  the  barony 
of  Bedford,  rcfpc&ively  claimed,  to  execute 
the  office  of  Almoner,  And  as  the  fees  of  that 
office,  to  have  the  filver  alms  bafon,  and 
the  distribution  of  all  the  filver  therein,  and 
of  the  cloth  f pre  ad  for  their  Majeftiea  to 
w  alk  on  ;  as  alfo  the  fine  towel,  a  ton  of 
wine,  &r.  On  reference  to  the  King  to 
appoint  which  of  them  he  pleafed,  the  etrl 
was  appointed  fro  bac  vice,  with  a  Jabvo 
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jure  to  the  other  two  \  bat  the  filler  difti, 
and  the  cloth  from  the  throne  in  Weft- 
minfter-hall  to  the  weft  door  of  the  abbey 
church  were  only  allowed. 
1  22.  The  dean  and  chapter  of  Wrflminfler 
claimed,  to  inftrucl  the  King  in  the  rites 
and  ceremonies  ufed  at  the  coronation  ;  to 
aflift  the  Archbifliop  in  divine  fcrvice  ;  to 
have  the  cuftody  of  the  coronation  robes  \ 
to  have  robes  for  the  dean  and  his  three 
chaplains,  and  for  fixteen  minifters  of  the 
faid  church  ;  the  royal  habits  put  oft' in  the 
church,  the  fcveral  oblations,  furniture  of 
the  church,  canopy,  ftaves  and  bells,  and* 
the  cloth  on  which  their  Majefties  walk 
from  the  weft  door  of  the  church  to  the 
the  theatre,  Sec,  Allowed,  except  the  cuf- 
tody of  the  regalia,  and  the  Ices  referred  to 
the  King's  pleafure. 

23.  The  churchwardens  of  St.  Marga- 
ret's,  fVefiminfter,  claimed,  to  have  thecluth 
(lying  in  their  pari  A)  whereon  the  King

24.  The  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  St. 
Martin s  in  tbt  Fields,  claimed  a  ftrarc  of 
the  faid  cloth,  for  their  poor.  Which 
claims  were  only  read  and  not  admitted. 

25.  The  earl  marmal  of  England  claimed, 
to  appcafe  the  debates  that  might  aiife  in 
the  Kinc's  houfe  on  this  day  j  to  keep  the 
doors  of  the  fame,  and  of  the  abbey,  &c. 
and  to  difpoTe  of  the  places  to  the  nobles* 
Sec,  with  all  fees  belonging  thereto.  Dif- 
allowcd,  as  unprecedented,  and  fevcral  of 
the  particulars  being  counterclaimed  by  the 
Lord  Great  Chambcrlaim,  but  with  a  jah>9 
jure  to  the  faid  Earl  Marflul, 

26.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Jijbele, 
Norfolk,  claimed,  to  perform  the  office  of  the 
napcry,  and  to  have  all  the  table  linen  when 
taken  away.  Net  allowed,  becaufc  he  had! 
not  his  evidence  to  make  it  out ;  but  with 
a  Jabvo  jure, 

27.  The  earl  of  Dnby%  as  feited  in  fee 
of  the  ifle  and  ca file  of  Pelbam  and  Dcmimon 
of  Man,  claimed,  to  prefent  the  King  with 
two  falcons  on  this  day.  Which  was  al- 
lowed, and  the  falcons  presented  accord- 
ingly. 

28.  The  earl  of  Kent  claimed,  to  carry  the 
great  fpurs  before  the  King  ;  but  not  being; 
made  out,  was  not  allowed. 

29.  The  fame  counterclaimed  by  lord 
De  Grey  of  Rutbyn,  and  allowed. 

30.  The  fame  counterclaimed  by  the 
duke  of  Norfolk,  as  earl  of  Surrey,  but 
difallowcd  for  want  of  evidence,  and  oecaufo 
it  was  not  admitted  at  the  preceding  coro- 
nation. 

31.  Th» 
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31.  The  barons  of  the  Cinque  Ports  claim- 
ed, Co  carry  the  canopy  over  the  King,  and 
to  have  the  fame,  with  the  ftaves  and  bells 
for  their  fees,  and  to  dine  in  the  bail  on  the 
King  'a  right  hand.  Allowed. 

32.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  S  ecu  hen, 
alias  Bourdefut,  Norfolk,  claimed,  to  be 
chief  larderer,  and  to  have  fur  his  fees  the 
provisions  remaining  after  dinner  in  the 
larder.  Which  office  and  fees,  as  alio  that 
of  caterer,  were  likewife 

33.  Counterclaimed  by  the  lord  of  the 
manor  of  EJion  at  the  Mount,  Ejfex  ;  and 
on  reference  to  the  King,  it  appeared  that 
other  manors  were  alfo  lev erally  held  by  the 
fame  fervice,  the  former  was  appointed  pro 
bacvice,  with  a faho  jure  to  the  other.* 

34.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  l^rkjof, 
Nottingham,  claimed,  to  find  the  King  a 
right-hand  glove,  and  to  fupport  the  King's 
right  arm  while  he  held  the  lecpter.  Al- 
10*  ea. 

35.  The  bifhops  of  Durham,  Barb,  and 
Wells  claimed,  to  fupport  the  King  in  the 
proceilion.  Allowed  ;  the  King  having 
gracioufly  consented  thereto  ;  and  the  bi- 
Aops  of  London  and  Wincbtfier  were  ap- 
pointed to  fupport  the  Queen. 

36.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Fjngritb, 
Fffex,  claimed,  to  be  chamberlain  to  the 
Queen  for  the  day,  and  to  have  the  Queen's 
bed  and  furniture,  the  bafons,  &c.  belong- 
ing to  the  office  ;  and  to  have  a  clerk  in  the 
Exchequer  to  demand  and  receive  the 
Queen's  gold,  &c.  Difallowed,  becaufe 
not  made  out ;  but  left  to  profecute  it  at 
law,  if  he  thought  fit. 

37.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  Great  Wx- 
viendlty,  Htrtftrdp.ire,  claimed,  (as  chief 
cup-bcarcr)  to  fervc  the  King  with  the  firrt 
cup  of  filver  gilt  at  dinner,  and  to  have  the 
cup  for  his  fee.  Allowed, 

38.  The  lord  of  the  manor  of  H.ydsn, 
Ej/ex,  claimed,  to  hold  the  bafon  and  ewer 
to  the  King,  by  virtue  of  one  moiety,  and 
the  towel  by  virtue  of  another  moiety  of 
the  faid  manor,  when  the  King  w  allies  be- 
fore dinner.  Allowed,  as  to  the  towel  only. 

39.  The  duke  of  Norfolk,  as  earl  of  Arun- 
del, and  lord  of  Kenlngbcll  manor,  Norfolk, 
chimed,  to  perform  by  deputy  the  office  of 
chief  butler  of  England,  and  to  have  for 
his  fees  the  beft  cup  of  gold  and  cover, 
with  all  the  veficls  and  wine  remaining  un- 
der the  bar,  and  al)  the  pots  and  cups,  ex- 
cept thofe  of  gold  and  filver,  in  the  wine 
cellar  after  dinner.  Allowed  with  onjy  the 
fee  of  a  cup  and  ewer. 

To  this  account  we  (hall  add,  that  two 
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days  after  the  faid  King  and  Qneen's  coro- 
nation the  court  of  claims  fat  again  in  the 
painted  chamber,  to  confider  of  the  forma 
of  the  judgment  to  be  entered  on  the  feve- 
ral  claims,  and  to  take  an  account  how  the 
feveral  offices  were  performed,  and  ordered 
the  fame  to  be  drawn  up  by  the  rcgiller  of 
the  faid  court,  and  then  adjourned  to  that 
day  feven-night  :  after  which  time  being 
again,  and  having,  with  the  af- 
firmance of  the  officers  of  arms,  adjufted  the 
record  of  the  coronation,  it  was  carried  in- 
to the  high  court  of  Chancery,  and  delivered 
in  open  court  to  the  Lord  Keeper,  (their 
being  no  Chancellor)  who  delivered  it  over 
to  the  Matter  of  the  Rolls,  that  it  might 
remain  among  the  records  of  the  faid  court. 

The  feveral  quantities  of  plate  delivered 
at  the  faid  coronation,  according  to  the 
above  claims,  and  which  are  the  cuftomary 
quantities  at  other  coronations,  are  as 
follow : 

1.  To  the  Lord  Almoner  for  the  day 
(according  to  claim  19)  3C5  ounces  of  gilt 
plate,  in  two  large  gilt  chafed  bafons. 

2.  The  gold  cup  and  cover  to  the  lord 
mayor  of  London  (claim  6)  was  twenty 
ounces  of  pure  gold. 

3.  To  the  chief  Cup-bearer,  (claim  37) 
a  cup  and  cover,  curioufly  enchafed  and  gilt, 

-  of  thirty-two  ounces. 

4.  To  the  mayor  of  Oxford,  (claim  S)  a 
high  gilt  bowl  and  cover,  richly  chafed,  of 
1 10  ounces,  as  a  gift  from  the  King  to  that 
city,  with  his  Majefty's  arms  engraven 
on  it. 

5.  To  the  Champion,  a  high  bow!  and 
cover,  finely  chafed  and  gilt,  of  thirty-fix 
ouhecs.  All  which  cups  or  bowls  were  en- 
chafed  with  his  Majefty's  cypher. 

6.  To  the  duke  of  Norfolk,  as  chief  but- 
ler of  England,  for  the  day,  (claim  39) 
a  cup  of  pure  gold  of  thirty-three  ounces. 

7.  To  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  at 
chief  officer  of  the  ewry,  (claim  1)  two 
large  gilt  chafed  bafons,  and  one  gilt  chafed 
ewer. 

His  grace  the  archbifiSop  of  Canterbury, 
as  his  fee,  according  to  antient  ufage, 
received  the  purple  velvet  chair,  cufliion 
and  footftool,  whereon  he  fits  at  the  coro- 
nation. 

The  officers  of  the  removing  wardrobe 
alfo  ufually  received  js  their  fee,  the  pall  of 
cloth  of  gold  held  over  the  King  at  his  co- 
ronation. 

And  it  has  been  cuftomary  for  his  Ma- 
jefty  on  this  occafion  to  confer  thr  honour 
of  knighthood  on  the  lord  of  Addrngtsn  ma- 
nor, 
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«or,  (whofe  fervices  fee  claim  9)  and  on 
two  of  the  btnd  of  gentlemen  pcnfioncr*, 
presented  to  the  King  by  their  captain  for 
that  purpofe.

Art  Account 


of  the  Coronation  of  King  James  II.  end  bis 
April  the  2$tit  1 68$. 


F'ARLY  in  the  morning,  on  the  day 
appointed  for  their  coronation,  the 
l.«jrd  Great  Chamberlain  of  England  re- 
paired to  the  King,  and,  with  the  afliftancc 
«f  the  Lord  Chamberlain  of  the  HouihoM, 
put  011  his  Majefty's  fliirt,  opened  for  the 
anointing,  and  alfo  hia  breeches  and  ft oc Ic- 
ings of  crimfon  filk,  and  his  fattin  furcoat, 
opened  likewile  for  anointing,  and  other 
upper  apparel  tit  for  the  feaibn. 

Whereupon  his  Majefty,  haying  perform- 
ed his  devotions,  and  being  attended  with 
several  noblemen  and  officers,  palled  through 
St.  Jamtit  Park  to  Whitehall,  where  the 
voyal  barge  attended  at  the  Privy-flairs  ;  he 
went  therein  privately  by  water  to  Wtjlmin- 
about  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
rinded  at  the  Parliament-flairs,  leading  up 
fa*  the  old  palace  yard,  and  went  directly  to 
the  Prince's  lodgings,  where  he  repofed 
himfelf,  and  was  inverted  with  his  furcoat 
of  crimfon  velvet ;  and,  after  fome  time, 
with  his  royal  rube  or  mantle,  of  crimfon 
velvet,  furred  with  ermine,  called  his  par- 
liament robes,  with  a  cap  of  eftate  alfo  of 
crimfon  velvet  turned  up  with  ermine. 

The  Queen  in  the  mean  time  having  per- 
formed her  devotions  alfo,  and  being  fully 
attired  at  St.  Janui'%,  and  apparelled  in  her 
royal  robes  of  purple  velvet,  furred  with 
ermine,  by  the  Ladies  of  her  Bedchamber, 
aflifled  by  her  women,  and  on  her  head  a 
cap  of  purple  velvet  turned  up  with  ermine, 
with  a  circlet  of  gold,  richly  adorned  with 
precious  ftones,  went  privately  in  her  chair 
to  Whitehall,  and  thence  through  the  Pri- 


vy-garden into  Channel- Roto,  and  fo  crofs 
the  New  Palace  Yard  up  toWeftminftcr  hall, 
to  the  Court  of  Wards,  where  the  repofed 
aWfelf  wbUft  the  proceeding  is  Get  in  order 
in  the  Hall,  being  attended  from  St.  Jamtfi 
by  the  ladies  who  were  to  bear  her  train, 
the  two  Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber,  her 
Lord  Chamberlain  and  Vice  Chamberlain, 
two  Gentlemen  U (hen,  and  two  of  her 
Maicfty's  women. 
The  Peers,  about  eight  o'clock  in  the 


morning,  purfuant  to  his  Majefty's  orders 
publicised  by  the  Earl  Marshal,  repaired  to 
fVrftminfler,  cither  by  water,  or  in  chairs, 
no  coaches  being  permitted  to  pafs  through 
the  adjacent  ftreets,  and  aiTemblcd  in  the 
Houfe  of  Lords9  they  there  put  on  their 
robes,  and  took  their  coronets  in  their  hands  j 
and  the  Pcerefles  having  come  in  their  chairs 
to  the  great  north  door  of  Weftminfter-hali, 
parted  up  the  faid  Hall,  and  through  the 
Court  of  Requefts,  and  aflembled  in  the 
Painted  Chamber,  in  pursuance  of  the  faii 
orders,  all  ready  dreft  and  robed,  and  with 
their  coronets  in  their  hands. 

The  archbiftiops  and  btihops  aflembled 
about  the  lame  time,  and  verted  themfelves 
in  their  rochets,  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords  and 
chambers  adjacent. 

The  Judges,  and  others  of  the  Long  Robe, 
together  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Privy, 
chamber,  Efquires  of  the  Body,  Serjeants 
at  law,  Matters  in  Chancery,  Aldermen  of 
London,  Chaplains  having  dignities,  and 
fix  Clerks  in  Chancery,  being  all  in  their 
proper  habits,  aflembled  about  the  same 
rime  in  the  Court  of  Requefts. 

About  half  an  hour  after  ten  o'clock,  they 
being  ail  aflembled  as  aforefaid,  the  Officers 
of  Arms,  by  the  Earl  Marflul's  order,  mar- 
ttialled  them  according  to  their  refpective 
ctafles,  four  in  a  rank,  placing  the  young- 
eft  on  the  left,  and  conducted  them  out  of 
the  faid  Court  of  Requefts,  down  the  great 
ftone  flairs,  into  Weffminfler-hail,  in  man- 
ner following. 

The  fix  Clerks  in  Chancery,  four  in  the 
firft  and  two  in  the  fecond  rank. 

The  King's  Chaplains  having  dignities, 
four  a-breaft;  Aldermen  of  London,  four 
a-breaft  j  Matters  in  Chancery,  four  a- 
brcaft  j  the  King's  Serjeants  at  law,  four 
a-breaft  i  the  King's  Solicitor ;  the  King's 
Attorney  ;  one  of  the  King's  ancient  Ser- 
jeants j  two  Efquires  of  the  Body  ;  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Privy-chamber,  four  a-breaft  j 
Barons  of  the  Exchequer,  andjufticesof  both 
benches  in  their  order  four  a-breaft :  the  Lord 
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Ch.'cf  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  ;  the  Lord 
Chief  Juftice  of  the  King's-bcnco  ;  two 
Privy- counfellors,  not  Peers.  All  thefe, 
as  they  entered  the  Hall,  fell  orTto  the  riyht 
and  left,  as  did  the  f:x  clerks,  and  were 
conducted  by  officers  of  arras  to  thecntrar.ee 
of  the  paffages  betwixt  the  tables  and  the 
cupboards,  on  each  ftdc  of  the  Hall,  and 
patting  down  behind  the  tables,  Aaid  there 
in  like  manner  until  they  were  drawn  out 
in  the  grand  proceeding. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Peers  and  PeerefTes 
being  called  over  in  the  Koufe  of  Lords  and 
Painted  Chamber,  and  marfhallcd  according 
to  their  refpeclive  claries,  four  a-breaft, 
the  youngeft  always  on  the  left  hand  ;  the 
Officers  of  Arms,  about  eleven  o'clock, 
drew  them  out  in  order  into  the  Court  of 
Rcquefts  ;  from  whence  they  were  con- 
duaed  into  Wefrminfler-hall,  down  the 
great  (lone  flairs  in  this  manner  1 

Two  Purfuivants  of  Arms ;  BaronefTcs, 
Barons  j  Bilhops  ;  two  Purfuivants  of 
Arms  j  Vifc  iuntefTcs ;  Vifcount*  ;  two  He- 
ralds of  Arms  j  Courttcfles ;  Earls ;  two 
Heralds  of  Arms }  Marehioncflcs ;  Mar- 
cjoxfles  i  two  Heralds  of  Arms  j  DuchefTcs  j 
Dukes  ;  the  two  Provincial  Kings  of  Arms  j 
the  Lord  Privy- Seal  j  the  Lord  Prcfident 
of  the  Council  ;  the  Lord  Treafurer ;  the 
Lord  Archbifliop  of  York  ;  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor ;  the  Lord  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  j 
Serjeants  at  Arms;  Gentleman  Urncr;  De- 
puty Garter  }  the  Lord  High  Steward  with 
hit  white  Haft',  which  was  delivered  to  hira 
the  evening  before  ;  « 

THE  KING. 

His  train  borne  by  four  Farta  eldeft  Sons, 
a flifted  by  the  Mafter  of  the  Robes  ;  Cap- 
tain of  the  Horfe-Guards  in  waiting  j  a 
Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber  ;  and  two 
Grooms  of  the  Bedchamber.  As  foon  as 
the  BaroneiTcs  were  come  into  the  Hall, 
they  were  conducted  by  the  Officers  of 
Arms,  who  preceded  them,  down  the  mid- 
dle of  the  Hall,  towards  the  lower  end 
thereof  j  where  they  divided  to  the  right 
and  left,  two  and  two,  and  flood  by  the 
forma  at  the  fides  of  the  tables :  and  in  like 
manner  the  Barons  and  Bimops,  and  all 
the  other  clafles  of  the  Nobility,  leaving 
an  open  palTage  along  the  middle  of  the 
Hall  5  only  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
the  Lord  High  Conftable,  and  the  Earl  Mar- 
Jaal,  go  not  down  the  Hall,  but  afcend  the 
rTone  fteps,  and  place  thcmfelves  by  the  fide 
of  their  Majefties  table, 
Vol.  I. 
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At  the  fame  time  that  the  King  entered 
the  H.jII,  her  Majefty,  attended  by  her 
Ix>rd  Chamberlain,  and  other  officers  and 
ladies,  came  out  of  the  Court  of  Wards,  by 
a  private  door,  at  the  fouth-weft  corner  of  tho 
Hall,  and  repaired  to  her  chair  of  Mate,  un- 
der her  canopy,  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
Hall,  and  flood  before  it  till  his  Majefly 
wa?  lea  ted. 

Then  his  Majefly,  afcending  the  (lone 
fteps  of  the  ftagc,  attended  only  by  his 
great  officers  and  the  two  archbilbops,  withl 
Garter  and  the  Uihcr  of  the  Clack-Rod, 
placed  himklf  in  his  chair  of  ftatc,  under 
his  canopy,  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Hall, 
on  the  right-hand  of  the  Queen,  whereupon 
the  Queen  alfo  feats  herfclft 

The  Dean  and  Prebendaries  of  rVe/lmirt- 
fler  having  early  in  the  morning  confe- 
crated  the  holy  oil  for  their  Majefties 
anointing,  and  being  veiled  in  furpliccs 
and  rich  copes,  and  preceded  by  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Kings  chapel  and  choir  of 
fVeftminfter,  brought  the  regalia  about  ele- 
ven o'chek,  to  the  lower  end  of  the  Hall, 
and  there  fiaid  till  the  fwords  were  prc- 
fented  to  his  Majcfty ;  which  was  per- 
formed in  manner  following  : 

Their  Majefties  being  feated,  as  before- 
mentioned,  under  their  canopies,  whereof 
that  of  the  Queen's  was  fomewhat  lefTcr  and 
lower  than  the  King's,  but  both  of  them 
exceeding  rich ;  and  the  table  wherear 
their  Majeflics  afterwards  dined,  being  co- 
vered with  a  very  large  and  fine  Turkey-work 
or  Per/tan  carpet ;  the  Mafter  of  the  Jewel 
Houfe  attended  (with  the  other  officers  there) 
with  the  four  fwords,  cifc.  making  his  re- 
verence, and  prcfentcd  to  the  Lord  High. 
Conlhble,  who  flood  on  the  outfide  of  the 
table,  the  fword  of  ft  ate,  which  is  a  very 
large  two-handed  fword,  with  a  rich  fcab- 
bard  of  crimfon  velvet,  adorned  with  feve- 
ral  gold  plates  of  the  royal  badges,  in  this 
order,  from  the  point  towards  the  hilt,  vhc. 
the  orb  or  mound,  the  royal  creftt  a  portcullis , 
barf,  tbiJUe,  Jlevr  de  fyst  and  rofe ;  a  pert' 
cullis  again  ;  then  the  royal  arms  and  fup- 
portcrs,  a  harp,  tbijile,  fair  de  tyt,  rofe, 
and  another  pcrtcullls  j  and  the  like  on  the 
oppofite  fide.  The  crofs  or  bar  is  com- 
pofed  of  the  royal  fupportcrs,  viz.  a  Km ' 
and  uriccrn  wrought  in  filvcr  gilt,  with  a 
rofe  within  a  laurel,  between  them  on  the 
one  fide,  and  a  firvr  de  /yi  within  a  lavnt 
on  the  other  ;  and  the  handle  is  adorned 
with  fortculi"ts"s,  fieur  de  lyty  and  harps ,  all 
emhottcd  in  filvcr  gilt,  as  is  alfo  the  po- 
mel,  with  a  tbijl/e,  an  erb,  the  crtft  and  a ' 
1     Si  nfu 
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rzfe.  The  Lnrd  Hich  Conftable delivered  it 
to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  who,  ma* 
king  his  obeifance  to  his  Majeiry,  lays  it 
on  the  table  before  the  King. 

Then  the  M  after  of  the  Jewel-houfe  pre- 
fented,in  like  manner,  the  fword  Curtana, 
and  the  two  pointed  {words,  federally,  one 
after  the  other,  to  the  Lord  High  Conftable, 
and  he  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
who  drew  them  out  of  the  fcabbards  (which 
were  thereupon  returned  to  the  Officers  of 
the  Jewel-boufe)  and  laid  them  alfo  on  the 
table  before  the  King. 

In  like  manner  the  Maftcr  of  the  Jewel- 
Houfe  prcfentcd  the  great  golden  fpurs  to 
the  Lord  High  Ccnftable,  who  delivered 
them  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  who 
bid  them  alfo  on  the  table  before  the  King. 

Then  the  Dean  and  Prebendaries  cf  Wejl- 
minfier  proceeded  from  the  lower  end  of  the 
Hall,  with  the  Officers  of  Arms,  in  form 
following : 

The  Serje2nt  of  the  vcftry  with  his  gilt 
verge  j  the  Children  of  the  Choir  of  K'ejl- 
nirylcr,  two  a-breaft  ;  the  Children  of  his 
Majefty's  Chapel  Royal,  two  and  two  ;  the 
Choir  of  Wcfiminfcr,  two  and  two  ;  Gen- 
tlemen of  his  Majefty's  Chapel  Royal,  two 
and  two }  the  Confeflbr  and  Sub-Dean; 
Purfuivants  of  Arms,  two  and  two ;  He- 
ralds of  Arms,  two  and  two  ;  the  two  Pro- 
▼incial  Kings  of  Arms  ;  then  the  King's 
regalia,  borne  by  the  Dean  and  Prebenda- 
ries, viz.  St.  Edward*  crovrn,  onacuftiion 
of  cloth  of  gold,  by  the  Dean  j  the  orb  with 
the  croft,  by  one  of  the  Prebendaries  j  the 
fcepter  with  the  dove  by  another  j  the  fcep- 
ter  with  the  crofs  by  a  third ;  St.  Edward* 
fraff  by  a  fourth  j  then  the  Queen's  regalia, 
borne  by  other  Prebendaries  of  K'tflminjier, 
wz.  the  crown  on  a  curt) ion  of  cloth  of 
gold  by  a  fifth  *,  the  fcepter  with  the  crofs 
by  a  fixth  ;  the  ivory  rod  with  the  dove  by 
a  feventb ;  then  the  reft  of  the  Prebenda- 
lies  of  rVcfiminJltr  in  order,  feniors  firft. 

In  this  proceeding  they  all  make  three 
obeifances,  one  at  the  lower  end  of  the 
Hal),  a  fecond  about  the  middle  of  the  Hall 
(where  both  the  Choirs  opening  to  the  right 
and  left,  make  a  lane,  through  which  the 
Officers  of  Arms  patted,  and  opened  like- 
wife  toeitherhand,  the  feniors  ftill  placing 
themfelves  ncareft  the  fteps)  then  the  Dean 
and  Prebendaries  being  come  to  the  foot  of 
the  fteps,  the  Officers  of  Arms  and  Choirs 
being  now  behind  them,  dofe  again,  and 
make  their  third  reverence  j  and  the  Dean 
and  Prebendaries  only  afcending  the  fteps 
(being  preceded  by  Carter,  who  ftayed  above 
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for  them)  come  to  the  table,  and  make  d«f* 
Uft  obeifance. 

Then  the  Dean  of  ff'efiminjler  humbly 
pre  fern  e<i  the  crown  to  the  Lord  High  Con- 
ftable, who  delivered  it  to  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain,  by  whom  it  was  laid  on  the 
table  before  the  King. 

Then  the  King's  other  rerafcj,  vtx.  the 
fcepter  wi.h  t  e  crofs,  the  kepter  with  the 
deve,  the  orb  with  the  crofs,  and  Su  Ed- 
ward' i  rtaff,  were  alfo  delivered  upon  ihe 
knees,  by  the  Prebendaries  that  brought 
them,  to  the  dean  of  WefltKirftr,  and  by 
him  to  the  Lord  High  Conftable,  who  gave 
them  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  and 
were  by  him  laid  upon  the  table  in  like 
manner. 

Next  after  them,  the  Queen's  reraJi* 
before-mentioned,  viz.  the  crown,  he  ccp- 
ter  with  the  crofs,  the  ivory  rod  with  the 
dove,  were  delivered  in  like  manner,  and 
laid  on  the  table  by  themfelves,  before  the 
Queen,  on  the  King's  left-hand. 

Which  done,  the  Choirs,  Prebendaries^ 
and  Dean,  returned  in  order  to  the  lower  end 
of  the  Hall,  where  they  ftayed  till  they 
were  drawn  out  into  the  grand  proceeding. 

Then  Garter's  Deputy,  by  the  King'a 
command,  fummoncd  the  feveral  noblemen, 
defigned  before  by  his  Majefty,  to  carry  the 
regalia. 

The  firft  of  whom  coming  up  and  fund- 
ing before  the  table,  the  Lord  Great  Cham- 
berlain took  up  St.  Edward*  ftafV,  and 
making  an  humble  reverence  to  the  Kingr 
had  his  Majefty's  directions  to  deliver  it 
to  him. 

The  gulden  fpurs  were  neat  delivered  by 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  to  the  noble- 
man appointed  to  carry  them. 

Then  the  fcepter  with  the  crofs,  called 
St.  Edwards, 

The  other  third  fword  to  be  borne  on 
the  left-hand  of  curtana. 

The  pointed  fword  carried  on. the  right- 
hand  of  atrtana. 

The  poinllefc  fword,  called  curtana ,  to 
borne  in  the  middle,  between  the  two  other 
fwords. 

The  fword  of  ftate  in  a  rich  fcabbard. 

The  fcepter  with  the  dove,  to  be  carried 
on  the  left-hand  of  the  crown. 

The  orb  with  the  crofs,  to  be  carried  00 
the  right  hand  of  the  crown. 

The  crown,  called  St.  Edward's,  with 
which  the  King  was  to  be  crowned,  was  to 
be  delivered  to  the  Lord  High  Steward,  and 
borne  in  the  middle,  between  the  orb  and 
fcepter. 
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Then  the  Queen's  regafia  were  likcwife, 
by  the  Lord  Great  Chambetlain,  delivered 
to  t!>e  Noblemen,  defigned  before* hand  by 
his  Majefty  to  bear  them,  cohfitting  of, 
The  ivory  rod  with  a  dove, 
The  fcepter  with  the  crofs, 
The  crowa  wherewith  the  Queen  is 


Laftly,  the  biftiop  of  Durham,  and  the 
biftiop  of  Barb  and  Wtlh%  were  fummoned 
to  fupport  the  King,  purfuant  to  ancient 
ufage  j  and  two  other  BiJhops,  ufually  the 
hi  (hops  of  LtnAm  and  IVtncbtjler,  by  his 
Majcfty's  fpecial  appointment,  were  like- 
wife  fummoned  up  to  fupport  the  Queen. 

The  Barons  of  the  Ci  njve  Portty  in  num- 
ber thirty-two,  according  to  ancient  ufagc, 
Hand  with  the  canopies  at  the  upper  end 
of  the  tables,  on  the  well  fide  of  the  hall  j 
and  as  the  proceeding  advanced,  ttxteen  of 
them  received  the  Queen,  at  the  foot  of  the 
fcrcat  ftone  fteps,  under  her  canopy,  fup- 
ported  by  fix*  ftaves,  three  of  the  faid  Ba- 
rons fupporting  each  of  the  corner  ftaves, 
and  two  Barons  each  of  the  middle  ftaves  : 
and  the  other  fixteen  receive  the  King,  in 
like  manner,  under  his  canopy  ;  in  cafe 
their  Maj  cities  proceed  not  under  one  great 
canopy,  as  was  done  by  king  William  and 
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queen  Mary,  that  prince/s  being  Queen  Re- 
gent, at  well  as  Queen  Confort,  and  joined 
with  the  King  in /the  government. 

The  Serjeants  at  Arms,  in  number  six- 
teen, being  divided  into  two  clafles,  attend 
the  King's  and  Queen's  regalia,  viav.  four 
nn  each  fide  of  the  Queen's,  and  four  00 
each  fide  of  the  King's. 

And  the  Gentlemen  Penfioners,  in  num- 
ber forty,  (wearing  their  hats,  purfuant  to 
his  Majcfty's  order  as  being  a  military  band,) 
being  ranged  in  two  files,  on  each  fide  of 
the  pa/Tage,  near  the  upper  end  of  the  hall, 
to  give  way  for  the  proceeding  ;  twenty  of 
them  (being  the  youngeft  divifion,)  v'm* 
ten  on  each  fide,  guard  the  Queen  \  and  the 
other  twenty,  in  like  manner,  guard  the 
King  :  and  the  Yeomen  of  the  guard,  ia 
number  one  hundred,  being  employed  in 
keeping  the  doOrs  of  the  Prince's  lodgings, 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  Painted  Chamber, 
Court  of  Requcfts,  and  otheT  places  ad- 
jacent, are  alfu  potted  in  Weftminftcr-hall, 
next  below  the  Gentlemen  Penfioners ;  the 
Drums  and  Trumpets  attending  at  the  great 
north  door  of  the  hall. 

All  things  being  thus  difpefed,  about 
twelve  o'clock  the  proceeding  begins  to 
move  ia  form  following: 

The  Dean's  Beadle  of  JVefbrinfttr,  with  his  ftafiF. 
The  High  Conftable  of  the  city  and  liberty  of  jrjminjicr,  with  his  ftaff,  and  in  a  cloak 

of  fine  fcarlet  cloth* 

A  Fife,  in  a  livery  coat  of  fcarlet  cloth,  richly  laced  with  gold  and'  filter  lace,  and 
lined  with  {balloon,  and  his  Majefty's  cypher  and  crown  on  the  back  and  breaft,  with 
his  fife  and  fife  banners  richly  embroidered  and  trimmed  with  filver  and  gold  fringe. 

Four  Drums,  in  the  fame  livery  as  the  Fife,  with  hrs  Majefty's  arms  depicted  on  the 
drums,  with  fcarfs  of  crimfon  tafTata  fringed  with  filver,  all  in  one  rank. 

The  Drum-major,  in  a  fine  fcarlet  cloth  coat,  richly  laced  with  gold  and  filver,  and  a 
crimfon  taffeta  fcarf  about  his  waift,  richly  fringed  with  gold. 

Eight  Trumpeters,  all  in  rich  liveries  of  crimfon  velvet  laced  with  gold  and  filver.  with  filver 
trumpets,  having  banners  of  crimfon  damafk  fringed  with  gold  nod  filver,  with  firings 
fuitable,  and  richly  embroidered  with  his  Majcfty's  royal  arms  and  fupportert,  two 
a-breaft. 

The  Kettle  Drums,  with  their  banners  of  crimion  damafk  richly  fringed  and  embroi- 
dered, with  his  Majefty's  arms  and  fupporters,  and  followed  by  the  Kettle  Drummer 
in  the  fame  livery  as  the  trumpets. 

Eight  Trumpets  more,  habited  as  the  former,  four  a-breaft. 
The  Serjeant-Trumpet,  in  a  rich  habit,  wearing  his  collar  of  SS\  and  carrying  hit 

mace  on  his  right  (boulder. 
The  Six  Clerks  in  Chancery,  in  gewns  of  black  flowered  tattin,  with  Mack  silk  loop* 
and  tofts  upon  the  fleeves ;  four  in  the  firft  rank,  and  two  ia  the  fecond,  the  youngeft 
firft,  the  two  feniors  in  gowns  of  black  velvet. 

The  Clofet-keeper  of  the  chapel  royal, 
flia  Majcfty's  Chaplains  (fourteen  in  number)  having  dignities,  appointed  to  attend  at 
the  coronation,  being  in  their  fcarlet  habits  as  Doclors,  and  wearing  their  black  filk 
tippets,  with  fquare  caps  in  their  hands ;  four  a-brraft,  and  two  at  laft. 
Aldermen  of  London,  in  their  fcarlet  gowns  furred  with  foyns,  and  tbofe  who  have 
pafled  the  chair,  weariog  their  gold  chains,  as  do  alio  the  prefent  Sheriffs ;  four 
the  youngeft  firft.

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In  this  order,  with  very  little  variation) 
has  it  been  ufual  for  this  glorious  proceed- 
ing  to  move  from  Weftminfter-hall,  through 
the  New  Palace  Yard  into  King-flreetf  and 
(0  through  the  Great  Sanctuary  to  the  weft 
door  ot  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Peter, 
the  paflage  being  railed  in  on  both  fides, 
from  the  north  door  of  the  Hall  to  the  en- 
trance into  the  choir,  and  guarded  by  his 
Majefty'i  horfe  and  foot  guards. 

Two  breadths  of  blue  doth  were  fpread 
all  Jung  the  middle  of  the  paflagc,  from  the 
ftcne  fteps  in  the  Hall  to  the  foot  of  the 
Heps  in  the  choir,  a  fc  ending  to  the  theatre, 
by  order  of  the  Lord  Almoner  for  that  day, 
::nounting  in  all  to  laio  yards  j  which 
cloth  was  ftrewed  with  nine  balkets  full  of 
fweet  herbs  and  flowers,  by  the  ftrewer  of 
herbs  in  ordinary  to  his  Majcfty,  afilfted  by 
fix  women,  two  to  a  balket,  each  baiket 
containing  two  bufhels. 

The  drums  beat  a  march,  the  trumpets 
founded  feveral  levets,  and  the  choirs  fung 
all  the  way  fruro  the  Hall  to  the  church, 
this  known  anthem.

The  Manner  of  dijpojirg,  f eating  and  placing 
the  ^enteral  Persons  ivho  come  in  the  grand 
PrxeJJion,  after  their  Entrance  into  the 
Church,  is  as  follows  : 

The  drums  flaying  at  the  weft  door  of  the 
church,  the  trumpets  and  kettle-drums  firft 
enter,  at  about  a  quarter  after  twelve 
o'clock,  and  coming  to  the  well  door  of 
the  choir,  turn  up  the  ftairs  on  the  left- 
hand,  into  their  gallery,  over  the  did  door. 

After  them  the  fix  Clerks  enter  the 
choir,  and  being  conducted  by  two  Officers 
of  Anns,  afcend  the  fteps  at  the  theatre, 
and  dividing  themfelves  to  the  right  aod  left, 
as  they  did  before  in  the  Hall,  go  to  their 
fc-tsin  the  galleries  on  either  fide  the  choir, 
level  with  the  benches,  and  Hand  before 
their  feats  (as  all  others  do)  until  their  Ma- 
jeftiei  are  feated. 

Next,  the  King's  Chaplains  having  dig- 
nities j  the  Aldermen  of  London  5  the  Maf- 
tos  in  Chancery  ;  the  King's  Serjeants-  at 
I**  i  the  King's  Solicitor  and  Attorney, 
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and  the  King's  antieflt  Serjeant;  the 
Efquires  of  the  Body,  and  the  Gentlemen} 
of  the  Privy  Chamber  ;  the  Barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  J u likes  of  both  Benches, 
together  with  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  and  the 
two  Chief  Juftices,  having  su'eended  the 
theatre,  are  directed  in  l.ke  manner  to 
divi.ic  to  the  right  and  left,  and  to  take 
their  places  alfo  on  each  fide  the  choir, 
the  foremoft  going  ft  ill  towards  the  welt 
part  of  the  benches. 

Then  the  choir  of  Weftmtnfler,  with  the 
Prebendaries  and  Dean,  being  entered  the 
church,  fall  off  from  the  proceeding,  a  lit- 
tle on  the  left-hand  of  the  middle  aile,  and 
flay  there  till  their  Majeftics  enter  the 
church,  whilft  the  Serjeant  Porter  and  Ser- 
jeant of  the  Veftry,  pafs  over  the  theatre 
to  their  station  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
altar :  the  Children  and  Gentlemen  of  his 
Majefty's  Chapel  repair  in  the  mean  time 
to  the  galleries  appointed  for  them  on  each 
fide  of  the  Jderarium,  or  area,  before  the 
altar,  &c.  The  vocal  mulic  to  the  gallery 
between  the  two  uppcrmoit  pillars  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  altar,  and  the  inftrumental 
mufic  to  the  gallery  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
faid  area,  in  the  arch  next  to  the  pulpit. 

The  Mafterof  the  Jewel-Houfe,  and  the 
two  Privy  Counfellors,  not  Peers,  pafa 
over  the  theatre  to  the  north  fide  of  the 
faid  area,  the  Matter  of  the  Jewel-Houfe 
toward  the  north  fide  of  the  altar,  and  the 
other  twefco  that  end  of  the  feats  provided 
for  the  Bifhops  next  the  pulpit. 

Then  the  Baroneffes  afcending  the  fteps 
of  the  theatre,  turn  to  the  left  hand,  and 
are  conducted  by  an  Officer  of  Arms  to 
the  furtheft  of  thofe  fix  feats  prepared  for 
the  PeerefTes,  on  the  north  fide  of  the 
theatre. 

In  like  manner  the  Barons  are  conduct- 
ed to  the  furtheft  of  the  fix  feats  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  theatre  j  and  the  Bifhops  to 
their  feats  on  the  north  fide  of  the  area  or 
factory. 

Then  the  Vifcountefics  are  conducted, 
by  one  of  the  Officers  of  Arms  who  pre- 
ceded them,  to  their  feats  next  to  the  Baro- 
neffcs  j  and  the  Vifcounts,  by  the  other  Of- 
ficer of  Arms,  to  the  oppofitc  fide  next  to 
the  Barons. 

And  fo  the  Counte flics,  Earls,  Marchio* 
nefTes,  Ducbeflcs  and  Dukes,  are  conducted 
to  their  feats  in  like  manner,  triz.  the 
PeerefTes  to  the  feats  on  the  north  fide  or* 
the  theatre,  and  the  Peers  to  thofe  on  the 
fouth  fide. 

By  this  time  the  King  and  Queen,  be- 
ing 
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ing  entered  the  church,  are  received  by 
the  Dean  and  Prebendaries,  who,  with  the 
Choir  of  WtRminfisr^  proceeding  a  little  be- 
fore their  Majefties,  fing  the  full  anthem 
following,  except  a  particular  anthem  be 
appointed  for  the  occafion.

The  anthem  being  ended,  the  children 
and  choir  of  Wtfhminfier  turn  to  the  left 
band,  to  the  back-fide  of  the  choir,  and  go 
up  into  their  gillery  by  the  great  organ. 

Then  the  Prebendaries  entering  the 
choir,  afcend  the  theatre,  and  pafs  over  it 
to  their  (ration,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the 
altar,  beyond  the  King's  chair. 

After  which  the  Dean  of  Wefnrinfler, 
the  great  officers,  and  two  Archbilhops, 
with  the  Dukes  of  Ajuitain  An&*Ncrmandy, 
afcend  the  theatre,  and  (land  near  the 
great  fouth-eaft  pillar  thereof. 

Then  the  Queen,  preceded  by  her  Vice- 
Chamberlain,  two  Gentlemcn-Uftiers,  and 
her  Lord  Chamberlain,  and  by  the  Lords 
who  bear  herMajefty's  Regalia  j  and  being 
attended  as  before,  (having  left  the  Barons 
of  the  Cinque-ports,  with  her  canopy  at 
the  entrance  into  the  choir)  afcends  the 
theatre,  leaving  the  Gentlemen  Penfioncrs 
(who  guarded  her  Majefty)  below  in  the 
choir,  and  the  Serjeant  at  Arms  at  the  rail 
on  the  weft-fide  of  the  theatre,  and  pafTcs 
on  the  north-fide  of  her  throne,  to  the 
chair  of  ftate  and  faldftool  provided  for  her 
,cn  the  eaft-fidc  of  the  theatre,  below  her 
throne,  and  ftands  by  the  faid  chair  till 
his,  Majefty  comes. 

And  it  is  to  be  noted,  that  when  the 
Queen  enters  the  choir,  the  King's  Scho- 
lars of  JVeftminfttr  School,  in  number  forty, 
all  in  furpliccs,  being  placed  in  a  gallery 
adjoining  to  the  great  organ  loft,  entertain 
her  Majefty  with  this  fliort  prayer  or  fa- 
lumioo,  VIVA7  REG  IN  A,  naming 
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her  Majefty 's  name  which  they  continue* 
to  ling  until  his  Majefty  enters  the  choir* 
whom  they  entertain  in  like  manner  with 
this  faiutation,  VIl^AT,  naming  his  Ma- 
jcfty's name,  R  E  X  j  which  they  continue 
to  fing  until  his  Majefty  afcends  the  theatre. 

Then  the  King,  preceded  as  before, 
having  alfo  left  the  Barons  of  the  Cinque- 
ports,  who  bore  his  Majcfty's  canopy,  at 
the  entrance  into  the  choir,  and  the  Gen- 
tlemen Pensioners  in  the  choir,  afcends  the 
theatre,  leaving  the  reft  of  the  Serjeants  ae 
Arms  at  the  rail  aforefaid  ;  and  palling  by 
the  fouth-fide  of  his  throne,  to  his  chair 
of  ftate  fet  for  him  on  the  eaft-fide  of  tbe 
theatre,  near  the  foot  of  his  throne,  makct 
an  humble  adoration,  and  kneels  down  at 
his  faldftool,  juft  before  his  chair,  and  ufes 
fome  private  devotions,  the  Queen  doing 
the  like  :  and  then  anting,  feats  himfelf 
in  his  chair  of  ftate  j  and  being  feated, 
the  Queen  alfo  fits  down  in  her  chair  of 
ftate.  The  Lord  Keeper,  the  Lord  Great- 
Chamberlain,  the  Lord  High-Conftablc, 
and  Earl-Marfhal,  with  the  two  Bifhops 
who  fupport  his  Majefty,  the  Dean  of 
IPeJiminjler,  and  the  Lords  who  carry  the 
regalia  and  fwords,  with  Garter  and  the 
Gentleman-Ufticr,  all  Handing  about  his 
Majefty,  viz.  The  Bifhops  on  either  fide, 
the  Lords  who  bore  the  fwords,  on  the 
right  hand,  and  the  Lord  Great-Chamber- 
lain on  the  left  hand. 

The  Queen's  Officers,  and  thofe  who  bear 
her  Majelty's  Regalia,  with  the  two  fup- 
porting  Bifhops,  and  the  Lady  who  bear* 
her  Majcfty's  train,  with  the  two  Lidics 
Affiftants,  all  ftanding  likewife  about  her 
Majefty,  viz..  the  Bifhops  on  either  fide, 
her  Lord  Chamberlain  on  the  right  handy 
and  her  Vice  Chamberlain  on  the  left; 
and  the  Ladies,  that  attend  her,  behind. 

Thus  their  Majefties  being  feated,  and 
all  the  Nobility  and  others  duly  placed,  the 
two  Provincial  Kings  of  Arm?,  with  the 
Heralds  and  Purfuivants  of  Arms,  repair 
to  their  ftations  at  the  four  great'  corner 
pillars  of  the  theatre,  where  there  arc  featt) 
railed  in  for  that  purpofe. 

The  RECOGNITION. 
Then  the  Archbiihop  of  Canterbury, 
ftanding  near  the  King  on  the  eaft-fidc  of 
the  theatre,  h'n  Majefty,  attended  as  before, 
rifes  out  of  his  chair,  and  ftands  before  it, 
whilft  the  Archbifhop,  having  bis  face  to 
the  eaft,  fays  as  follows : 
Sirs,  ' 
I  here  prefer.t  unto  ycj  King  f  James]  tbe 
rightful  inheritor  of  tbe  cn^vn  of  this  realm  t' 
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therefore  all  y  e  that  are  ccme  this  day  to  da 
ysnr  kmage,  fervice,  and  bounden  duty,  at  e 
ji  willing  to  do  tbe  fame  T 

From  thence  the  faid  Archbifhop,  ac- 
companied with  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Lord 
Great  China  be  rlain,  the  Lord  High  Con- 
ftable,  and  the  Earl  Marfhal,  [Carter,  King 
of  Arms  going  before  them)  proceeds  to  the 
fuuth-fidc  of  the  theatre,  and  repeat?  the 
famt  words;  and  from  thence  to  the  weft, 
and  laftly  to  the  north-fide  of  the  theatre, 
in  like  manner :  The  King  ftanding  all 
this  time  by  his  chair  of  State,  toward  the 
eaft-fide  of  the  theatre,  and  turning  his 
face  to  the  fevera!  fides  of  the  theatre,  at 
fuch  time  as  the  Archbifhop  at  every  of 
them  fpcaks  to  the  people. 

At  each  of  which  the  people  fignify 
their  willingnefs  and  joy  by  loud  acclama- 
tions, faying, 

God  fave  King  [James .'] 

And  at  the  laft  of  them  the  trumpets 
foond  and  drums  beat. 

This  being  done,  a  full  anthem  is  fung 
by  the  choirs,  while  their  Majefties  rcpofe 
thcmfclves  in  their  chairs  of  ftate,  which 
has  been  heretofore  in  the  following  words*

preparation  of  tby  feat :  Let  mercy  and  truth 
go  before  tby  face.  Allclujah. 

TbeFirjt'OB  LATIOtV. 
,  The  Arch  hi  ihop  in  the  mean  time  go- 
ing to  the  altar,  reverts  himfclf  with  a 
rich  cope,  and  placet  himfelf  at  the  north 
We  of  the  altar  ;  as  do  alfo  the  Bifhops 
who  bear  any  part  in  the  office. 

The  Grooms  of  the  Removing  Ward- 
Nbejin  the  interim,  fpread  a  large  Turkey- 
w°rk  carpet  from  the  altar  down  below  the 
half-paces  thereof,  as  far  as  King  Ed- 
war<T$  chair  ;  and  the  Gcntleman-ufher  of 
the  Black-rod,  and  the  Yeomen  of  his 
Majefty's  fajd  Wardrobe,  aflifted  by  the 
two  Grooms  aforctaid,  fpread  a  rich  carpet 

cloth  of  gold  over  it,  and  lay  cuthious 
«f  the  fame  for  their  Majefties  to  kneel  on 
**  the  ftcps  of  the  altar. 

Then  the  King  rifes  from  his  chair  (on 
theeaft.fidc  of  the  theatre  below  his  throne) 
leaving  the  Queen  in  hers  j  being  fup- 
ported  by  the  two  Bifhops,  and  attended 
(as  always)  by  the  Dean  of  rVcfiminJler  : 
*be  great  officers  and  the  noblemen  who 
carry  the  four  fwords  and  rcgali*,  going 
Wore  him,  put  off  hj>  cap  ©1  cftate,  and 
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go  to  the  ftcps  of  the  altar,  and  there  kneel 
down  upon  the  culhions. 

Here  the  pall  of  cloth  of  gold  is  deli- 
vered to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  by 
the  Mafter  of  the  Great  Wardrobe,  who, 
kneeling,  prtfentsk  to  his  Majcfty,  and 
the  King  offers  it. 

Then  the  Trcafurer  of  his  Majcfiy't 
HoufhoW  deli\crs  to  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain  an  ingot  or  wedge  of  gold, 
of  a  pound  weight  (via?.  12  ounces  Troy) 
\*hich  the  King  alfo  offers. 

The  Archbifhop  aiTifted  by  the  Dean  of 
Wcftminfer,  receives  tbem  (ftanding)  from 
his  Majefty,  and  lays  them  reverently  00 
the  altar:  which  done,  the  King  anting 
makes  an  obcifancc  towards  the  altar,  and 
retires  to  his  chair  on  the  fouth-fide  of 
the  area  or  facrarium. 

Then  the  Queen,  fupported  as  before  by 
the  Bifhops,  is  brought  from  her  feat,  (on 
the  eaft-fide  of  the  theatre  below  her 
throne)  her  regalia  being  borne  be/ore  her, 
and  being  come  to  the  ftcps  of  the  eltar, 
kneels  down,  and  offers  a  like  pall,  with 
the  fame  ceremony  as  the  King  did  before, 
and  then  retires  to  her  chair,  fct  for  her 
likewife  on  the  fouth-fide  of  the  area, 
or  on  the  King's  left  hand. 

After  which,  their  Majefties  kneeling  at 
their  fald/lools  placed  before  their  chairs, 
the  Archbifhop  fays  the  following  prayer. 

0  Cod,  who  dwtlleft  in  tbe  bigb  and  holy 
place,  with  them  alfo  who  are  cf  an  bumble 
fplrit,  kck  dutvn  graiioujly  upon  tbefetby  fcr- 
vaats  [James]  our  King,  and  [Mary]  our 
Queen,  here  proftrate  before  the*  at  tby  fiot- 
fioel,  and  mercifully  reccrvt  tbefe  oblations,  Sec. 

Which  prayer  being  ended,  the  Lords, 
who  bore  his  Maiefty's  Regalia,  draw  near 
to  the  ftcps  of  the  altar,  and  every  one, 
in  order,  prefents  what  he  carried, 
The  Crown,  the  Orb,  the  Scepter  with  the 
Dove,  the  Spurs,  the  Scepter  with  the  Croft, 
and  St.  Edward's  Staff,  unto  the  Archbi- 
fhop ;  who  being  afTifted  as  before,  by  the 
Dean  of  Wcfimxnfter,  lays  them  decently 
upon  the  altar,  and  the  Lords  who  bore 
them  retire  to  their  rcfpesXivc  feats. 

In  like  manner  the  Lords  uho  carried 
her  Majefty's  Regalia,  delivered  them  fede- 
rally in  manner  as  before,  vix.  Firft  the 
Crown,  then  the  Scepter  with  the  Craft, 
and  laftly  tbe  Ivory  Rod  with  the  Dove, 
and  retire  to  their  respective  Seats. 

Which  done,  the  perfons  reprefenting 
the  dukes  of  Aauita'sn  and  Normandy,  with 
the  gceat  officers,  -viz.  The  Lord  Keeper, 
the  Lord  Titafurer,  the  Lord  Pre/ident  of 
I,       Tt  the 
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the  Council,  and  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  to*  1 
gether  with  the  Lord  High  Conftable,  and  I 
the  Earl  Marflul,  repair  to  their  feats  on 
the  fouth  fide  of  tue  area,  behind  their 
Majefties  chairs,  where  the  Lord  High 
Steward,  (who  bean  his  Majefty's  crown) 
bad  immediately  before  featcd  himfelf. 

The  LITANY. 

Their  Majefties  arifing  from  their  chairs, 
and  kneeling  again  at  their  faldllools,  which 
are  now  placed  facing  the  Eaft,  the  Queen's 
on  the  left  hand  of  the  King's,  the  Arch- 
biJhop  orders  the  Yeomen  of  his  Majefty's 
Veftry,  to  give  notice  to  the  Biftiops  of 
Oxford  and  St.  AJapb  to  read  the  Litany  j 
which  they  accordingly  fing, 

0  God  the  Father  of  Heaven,  8cc. 

The  Choirs  fing  the  Rcfponfes,  the  Dean 
of  rVeftmwJler  kneeling  on  the  left  hand  of 
the  King,  a  little  behind  his  Majefty. 

After  which,  visa,  at  the  end  of  the 
collea, 

fVe  humbly  befeecb  thee,  0  Father,  merci- 
fully to  look  upon  cur  infirmities. 

The  Archbifhop  being  all  this  while  at 
the  north-tide  of  the  altar,  fayi  thefe  two 
prayers. 

Almighty  and  everlafiing  Cod,  Creator  of 
all  things,  JCing  cf  Kings,  and  Lord  of  Lords, 
give  ear,  we  trfcecb  thee,  unto  ear  bumble 
prayers,  and  multiply  thy  bhffingi  upon  this 
thy  fervant  [James]  ivbcm  in  thy  name,  with 
lowly  devotion,  we  anfecratc  our  King,  ice. 

0  Cod,  who  provide/!  for  thy  people  by 
tby  penvir,  ar.d  ruleji  over  them  in  love, 
grant  unto  this  thy  fervant  [James]  our  King, 
the  fpirit  of  wifdom  and  government,  &c. 

After  the  Litany  is  ended,  the  Yeomen 
of  the  Veftry  carry  back  the  de(k  and 
cushions  into  St.  Edward's  chapel,  where 
they  wait  to  perform  any  occasional  com- 
mands of  bis  Grace  the  Archbifliop  of 
Canterbury. 

The  SERMON. 

Then  the  Bi  (hop,  appointed  to  preach  the 
fermon,  afcends  the  pulpit  placed  agalnft 
the  great  north -eaft  pillar  of  the  theatre  at 
half  an  hour  after  one  o'clock  j  and  the 
King  and  Queen  arifing,  feat  themfclves 
again  in  their  chairs,  oh  the  Couth-fide  of 
the  area,  where  they  hear  the  fermon,  the 
King  now  putting  on  again  his  velvet  cap 
of  eftate  turned  up  with  ermine. 

The  faid  Bifttop  beginning  with  the 
Lord's  prayer,  names  his  text,  and,  during 
fermon,  (which  continues  near  half  an 

bour)  the  two  Bilhops,  who  fupport  the 
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King,  (land  on  each  fide  of  him ;  tht 
Lords,  who  carry  the  fwords,  bear  them 
erected  near  the  King  on  his  right  fide  ; 
and  the  I,ord  Great  Chamberlain  (lands  oa 
the  King's  left  hand. 

On  each  fide  of  the  Queen  (land  the 
two  Biftiops  who  fupported  her,  and  the 
tw  o  great  Ladies  near  her  chair  ;  her  Lord 
Chamberlain  on  her  right  hand,  and  her 
Vice  Chamberlain  on  her  left. 

The  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  fits  in  a 
purple  velvet  chair,  on  the  north-fide  of 
the  altar,  and  the  Bifhops  on  benches  on 
the  north-fide  of  the  area.  And  near  the 
Archbifliop  (lands  Garter  King  of  Arms, 
with  feveral  of  the  King's  fervants,  who 
attend  to  do  fervice.  As  alfo  the  Serjeant 
and  two  Yeomen  of  the  Veftry  before- 
mentioned,  in  fcarlet  mantles.  On  tb,e 
fame  fide,  near  the  pulpit,  (land  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  London  and  the  Mafter  of  the 
Jewel  Houfe  ;  and  at  the  angles  or  cor- 
ners of  the  thrones,  (land  the  Four  Gen- 
tlemen Ufliers  daily  Waiters,  richly  ha- 
bited. 

On  the  fouth-fidc,  eaft  of  the  Kings 
chair,  and  nearer  to  the  altar,  ftand  the 
Dean  and  Prebendaries  of  Wtf.m'tnjltr  \  and 
near  them,  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Great 
Wardrobe,  as  alfo  the  Yeomen  and  Grooms 
of  his  Majefty's  Removing  Wardrobe  in 
their  fcarlet  gowns,  to  place  the  chairs  and 
faldftools,  Gfc  as  occafion  requires;  and 
King  Edwarfx  chair,  in  which  his  Ma. 
jefty  is  crowned,  is  placed  about  the  middle 
of  the  area  before  the  altar. 

In  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain's  feat, 
being  a  large  box  on  the  fouth-fide  of  the 
area,  between  the  great  fouth-eaft  pillar  of 
the  theatre,  and  the  next  pillar  eaftward, 
generally  fit  the  Princes  and  PriacesTea  of 
the  Royal  Family. 

And  over  them,  in  a  large  gallery  be- 
tween the  faid  two  pillars,  Ambalfadors 
and  Foreign  Minifters,  and  Strangers  of 
Quality. 

The  OAT  H. 

Sermon  being  ended,  the  King  uncovers 
his  head,  and  the  Archbi/hop  repairs  to  his 
Majefty,  and  alks  him,  Sir,  are  you  witting 
to  take  the  oath  ufually  taken  by  your  Prtdt- 
etffors  t 

And  the  King  anfwers,  J  am  willing. 

The  the  Archbitbop  miniftcrs  thefe  quef- 
tions  ;  to  which  the  King  (having  a  book 
in  his  hand)  anfwers  as  followeth.

This  being  done,  the  King  goes  to  his 
faldrtool  (which  is  placed  towards  the  altar) 
and  kneels  thereat ;  the  Queen  in  tbe  mean 
time  coming  from  her  chair  to  her  fald- 
ftool,  on  the  left  hand  of  the  King's,  at 
which  Ihe  alfo  kneels,  whilft  the  choirs 
fing  a  full  anthem,  Vent  Creator  Spintvs, 
as  prefatory  to  the  anointing,  except  an-* 
other  be  appointed  inftead  thereof.

The  anthem  being  ended,  the  Dean  of 
H'ejlminjker  brings  from  the  altar  the  •  Co- 
lobtum  S'tndonis,  which  he  pots  upon  the 
King,  ftanding  before  his  chair  j  the  Arch- 
bilhop fa\ing  this  prayer  or  benediction.

1  he  prajer ended,  the  archbilhop,  afTiftcd 
by  other  bilbos,  delivers  the  fword  into 
the  King's  hand*,  faying,  Receive  this  king- 
ly fatord,  drfrvered  unfa  tbet  by  tbe  bandx  of 
tt<  Bijbtps,  Sec. 

And  the  King  Handing  up,  delivers  it 
unto  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  who 
girds  his  Majefty  therewith  ;  whereupon 
the  King  fitting  dvwn  again,  the  Arch- 
bilhop  fays,  Remember  of  tub  cm.  tie  Pfalmift 
did  frvpbccy,  ivben  be  Jaid,  Gird  tbet  tttitb 
thy  fword  upon  thy  thigh,  0  tboumoft  mighty, 

Then  the  King  anting,  the  Dean  of  Weft- 
minflrr  takes  the  armii  irom  the  Matter  of 
the  Great  Wardrobe,  and  puts  it  about  his 
Mijefty's  neck,  and  ties  it  to  the  bowings 
of  hi?  arms  above  and  below  his  elbows,  the 
Ardibiftiop  fr>ing,  Receive  this  armil,  at  a 
taken  of  the  diving  mercy  embracing  tbet  an 
every  fide,  &c. 

Laftly,  the  mantle  or  open  pall  of  cloth 
of  gold  and  purple  brocade,  lined  with  red 
tafiata,  is  delivered  by  the  fame  gentleman 
to  the  Dean  of  tfcftminfter,  who  puts  it  upon 
the  King  ftanding  ;  and  his  Majefty  being 
in  veiled  therewith,  fits  down,  while  the 
Dean  of  Wtftmnfiir  brines  the  orb  with  the 
crofs  from  the  altar,  which  is  delivered  in- 
to the  King's  right  hand  by  the  Archbiftiop, 
favinp,  Receive  this  impcri.nl  pall  or  orb, 
and  remember  that  tbe  whole  world  ii  fubjett 
H  tbe  power  and  empire  of  God,  Sec. 

Tbe  CROWNING. 

The  King  being  thus  inverted,  the  Arch- 
bifhop  ftanding  before  the  altar  takes  St. 
Edward**  crown  into  his  hands,  and  laying 
u  before  him  again  upon  the  altar,  fays 
this  prayer,  the  King  kneeling  at  his 
tootftool  \ 

0  God,  the  crown  of  tbe  faithful,  blefs, 
webejiceb  tber.  Sec. 

Then  the  King  fits  doY.n  again  in  King 
Ediecr(T s  chair,  and  the  A  rchbifhop  coming 
from  the  altai  wifh  the  crown  between  his 
*ands,  afii(red  by  tbe  Dean  of  Ifeftminjler, 
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and  other  bifhops,  reverently  puts  it  upon 
the  King's  he  .id. 

At  which,  the  trumpets  found  a  point  of 
war,  the  drums,  which  arc  without,  beat 
a  charge,  and  the  people,  with  load  and  re- 
peated (bouts,  cry,  God  Jove  tbe  King  i 

And  a  fignal  being  given  from  the  battle- 
ments of  the  north  crofs  of  the  church,  by 
two  gunners  ;  one  of  them  takes  his  ftation 
on  the  inner  roof  over  tbe  area,  to  obfervo 
the  exact  minute  of  his  Majefty'i  crowning, 
and  thereupon,  haftcning  to  the  battle- 
ments, commands  bis  companion  (there 
placed)  to  fire  a  moflcet,  and  light  a  port- 
fire. Upon  which,  tbe  twenty-one  gutia  im 
St.  yan.cs'i  Park  arc  fired  j  and  upon  tic 
fame  fign  the  ordnance  of  the  Tower  ar* 
difcharged. 

The  noifc  and  acclamations  ceafing,  the 
Archbimop  goes  on,  faying  thefc  two  pray- 
ers, ftanding  before  the  King  : 

1.  God  cr'jicn  tbec  with  a  crown  of  forti- 
tude and  henour,  of  rigbteoujr.efs  and  ghry. 
Sec. 

2.  0  eternal  Cod,  King  of  Kings,  foun- 
tain of  all  authority  and  pyivcr,  blrft,  *zve 
bejiiih  thee,  this  tiy  fervant,  ivbo  in  Ivwiy 
devitkn  bnvttb  bis  bead  unto  thy  divine  Ma- 
jefty, Sec. 

At  which  words  the  King  boweth  hi* 
head. 

Then  the  Archbiihop  reads  the  Cvnfor- 
tare  \  Re  firing  and  of  goid  courage,  ciferve 
tie  commandments  of  Gtxl,  and  walk  in  bis 
ways,  and  :be  Almighty  God ft  lengthen  tbec. 
Sec. 

After  which,  this  full  anthem,  (Dens  m 
Virtvte,  Sec.)  is  fung  by  the  choirs  i  except 
another  is  appointed  inftead  thereof.

While  the  anthem  is  ftnging,  the  King 
delivers  the  orb  to  the  Dean  of  Wtftminfter, 
who  lays  it  again  upon  the  altar  ;  and  then 
his  Majefty  rifiHg  up,  goes  from  his  chair 
to  the  altar,  where  his  fword  is  ungirt,  and 
offered  by  his  Majefty  in  the  fcabbard,  but 
is  immediately  redeemed  (by  the  King's  ap- 

Ipointment)  for  an  hundred  (hillings  \  and 
the  nobleman  redeeming  it,  draws  it  out, 
and 
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and  To  bcart  It  naked  before  the  King, 
during  the  reft  of  the  folemniry. 

The  anthem  being  fung,  all  the  Peers 
put  on  their  coronets. 

The  two  perfons  reprefenting  the  dulcet 
of  Normandy  and  Aqu'uain,  put  on  their  caps 
of  eftate  j 

'  And  the  Kings  of  Arms  put  on  their  co- 
ronets. 

Tbe  Invffiitttre per  Annulum  &  Bacculum. 

The  King  returning  from  the  altar,  and 
having  feated  him  felt"  again  in  the  chair,  the 
Matter  of  the  Jewel  Houfe  delivers  the 
King's  ring  (in  which  a  table  ruby  is  en- 
chafed,  and  on  that  St.  George 's  crofs  en- 
graven) to  the  Archbimop  ;  and  the  King 
drawing  ©8"  his  linen  glove,  the  Archbimop 
puts  it  on  the  fourth  ringer  of  his  Majcfty's 
right  hand,  faying,  Receive  the  rirg  of  kingly 
dignity,  and  the  feal  of  catholic  faith,  that  as 
thou  art  this  day  ccnfccratcd  bead  and  prince 
of  this  kingdom  and  people,  Sec. 

Then,  according  to  ancient  cuffom,  the 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Worktop  in  Notting- 
bamjkire,  prefents  his  Majefty  with  a  rich 
glove,  which  the  King  puts  on  his  right 
hand,  immediately  before  he  receives  the 
fecpter  j  and  his  Majefty  ftill  fitting  in  his 
chair,  the  Archbi/hop  takes  the  fcepter  with 
the  crofs,  and  puts  it  into  the  King's  right 
band,  faying,  Receive  tbe  fcepter,  tbe  at- 
f^.*  °f  Singly  pvwer  and  jufitcc. 

Whereupon  the  lord  of  the  manor  before- 
mentioned  fupports  the  King's  right  arm, 
or  holds  the  faid  fcepter  for  his  Majefty,  as 
occafion  requires. 

After  which  the  Archbiftiop  delivers  the 
rod  or  fcepter  with  the  dove,  into  the 
King's  left  hand,  faying.  Receive  tbe  rod  of 
tquity  and  mercy  \  and  God,  frm  whom  all 
boly  dejiret,  all  good  councils,  and  all  juf 
works  do  proceed,  lock  down  gradoujly  upon 
tbet  j  direH  and  ajfifi  thee  in  tbe  cdminiflra' 
tion  of  tbat  dignity  which  he  bath  given  tbet, 

ice, 

Tbefecond  Oblation  and  Benediction. 

Thus  the  King  having  been  anointed,  In- 
vented, and  crowned,  and  having  received  all 
his  royal  ornaments,  goes  towards  the  altar, 
holding  both  his  fecptersin  his  hands,  and, 
kneeling  there  upon  the  fteps,  puts  off  his 
crown,  and  delivers  the  fcepter  with  the 
crofs,  and  the  Prepter  with  the  dove,  into 
the  hands  of  two  noblemen,  to  be  held  by 
them,  whilft  he  makes  his  fecond  oblation, 
which  is  a  mark  weight  of  gold  ( viz.  eight 
ounces  voy)  delivered  by  the  Treafurer  of 
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the  Houfliold,  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamber* 
lain  of  England  *  and  by  him  to  the  King/ 
and  recmcd  by  the  Archbiftiop  into  the 
bafon,  and  by  him  reverently  laid  upon  the 
altar. 

Whereupon  the  King  (rill  kneeling!,  and 
taking  again  the  fcrpters  into  his  hands, 
the  Archbiftiop  blefles  the  King  in  manner 
following ;  the  Biftiops  who  fhnd  about  the 
King,  together  with  the  Peers,'  concluding 
every  part  of  the  blefling  with  a  loud  Amen.. 

The  Lord  blefs  thee  and  keep  thee;  and 
may  all  tbe  hleffngs  of  b  erven  and  earth  plen- 
tifully defcend  upon  thee.  Amen. 

The  Lord  give  thee  of  the  dew  of  Heaven, 
and  of  the  fatnefs  of  the  earth,  tec.  • 

In  thy  days  may  jufiice fiourijb,  and  right c- 
oufnefs  look  down  from  Heaven,  Sec. 

The  Lord  pro/per  thy  life,  and  efiabtijb  thy 
throne,  Sec. 

The  glericut  majefty  of  the  Lord  our  God 
be  uton  thee,  Sec. 

Then  the  Archbimop,  turning  to  the  peo- 
ple, MelTes  them,  and  fays,  And  tbe  fame 
good  Lord  grant,  tbat  tbe  Clergy  and  Noblet 
gathered  together  this  day,  according  to  bis  or- 
dinance, for  this  great  and  folemn  fervice,  and 
together  with  them  all  tbe  people  of  tbe  land', 
fearing  God,  Sec. 

After  which,  the  King  rifes,  and  puts 
on  his  crown,  and,  being  attended  as  before, 
goes  again  to  King  Edward's  chair,  and  fits 
down  in  it,  and  there  vouchfafesto  kifs  the 
Archbifliops  and  Bi  (hops  a  flirting  at  his  co- 
ronation, as  they  kneeled  before  him,  one 
after  another. 

This  done,  the  choirs  begin  to  fmg  the 
feventh  anthem,  Te  Drum  Laudamus,  Sec. 

At  the  beginning  whereof,  the  King,  hav- 
ing the  fourfwords  carried  before  him,  and 
being  attended  by  the  Archbifhops  and  Bi- 
ftiops,  and  the  great  officers,  turning  to  the 
right  hand,  goes  up  the  theatre,  whereon  the 
throne  is  placed,  and  rrpofes  himfelf  in  the 
chair  of  /rate,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  theatre, 
below  his  throne,  where  his  Majefty  (its  at 
his  coming  into  the  choir. 

Tbe  JNTHRONING  and  HOMAGE, 

Te  Devm  being  ended,  the  King  afcendt 
the  throne,  being  lifted  up  by  the  Archbi- 
fliops and  Bifliops,  and  other  Peers  of  the 
kingdom,  who  with  the  Noblemen  that 
bear  the  Swords  before  him,  ftand  about  the 
throne  and  fteps. 

The  King  being  feated  on  his  throne, 
the  Arch bi {hop  ftanding  before  him,  fays 
this  exhortation  : 

Stand  frm,  and  bold  fa/t  frm  henceforth 

tbat 
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that  place  of  royal  dignity ,  whereof  thou  art 
tbt  lav.ft.1  and  undoubted  heir,  by  Juccejian 
from  thy  frtfatlcrt,  &c. 

The  exhortation  btinj  ended,  all  the 
Peers  then  prefen:  do  their  homage  to  the 
King,  as  foiloweth : 

Firftthc  \rchcifnopof  Canterbury  kneel- 
ing before  his  Majetfy's  knees,  the  ether 
Biihops  doing  the  fimc  behind  and  about 
him,  docs  this  homage,  faying,  /  [John] 
jtrchbifbop  of  Canterbury,  will  be  faithful 
and  true,  and  faith  and  truth  tvill  bear  unto 
eur  Sovereign  Lord,  and  your  heirs, 
kir.gs  of  Great  Britain  :  and  I  will  do,  and 
truly  acknowledge  the  jcrvke  of  the  land 
which  1  claim  to  Uld  of  you,  at  in  right  cf 
the  church.  So  help  me  God, 

Then  he  rifes,  and  kiiTrs  the  King's  left 
cheek  :  after  him  the  reft  of  the  Bifliops 
piefent  do  the  like,  and  Tctire. 

Then  the  firft  Duke,  having  in  his  hand 
the  words  of  homage,  In  behalf  of  himfclf 
and  the  reft  of  the  Dukes,  kneels  down,  and 
(ays  as  follows  :  1 — Duke  of—,  do  become 
ywr  Liege  Man  <f  life  and  limb,  and  of 
earthly  worjbip  :  and  faith  and  truth  I  will 
btar  unto  you  to  live  and  die  again Jl  all  man~ 
ner  of  folks.  So  help  me  God. 

In  like  manner,  the  firft  Marquis  does 
homage  for  himfelf  and  the  reft.  And  fo 
does  the  premier  Earl  for  the  Earls,  the 
firft  Vifcount  for  the  Vifcounts,  and  the 
firft  Baron  for  the  Barons. 

After  which,  the  Dukes,  and  the  other 
orders  of  the  nobility,  rcfpc&ircly  rcafcend, 
and  taking  oft"  their  coronets,  touch  the 
crown  upon  the  King's  head,  promifing  by 
that  ceremony  to  fupport  it  with  all  their 
power  }  and  luffing  the  King's  left  cheek, 
are,  of  his  Majefty's  abundant  grace,  fe- 
derally kifled  by  him  at  the  fame  time,  and 
So  delcend. 

During  the  folemnity  of  the  homage, 
the  Treafurer  of  his  Majefty's  houfliold, 
attended  by  Garter  and  the  Uftier  of  the 
Black  Rod,  throws  amongft  the  people 
from  the  fouth,  weft,  and  north  fides  of 
the  theatre,  medals  of  gold  and  filver,  pre- 
pared for  that  purpofe,  as  their  Majefties 
princely  donative  or  largefi ;  which  he 
continues  to  do  till  after  the  Queen  is 
frowned. 

Note,  That,  during  the  ceremony  of  the 
homage,  if  there  is  a  general  pardon,  it 
will  he  read  publicly  by  the  lord  Cban- 
"  r,  attended  by  Carter  and  :be  Ujkrr 
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of  the  Black  Rod,  at  tbt  three  fides  of 
the  theatre  before-mentioned. 

In  the  mean  time  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
chapel  royal,  with  the  inftrumental  mufic, 
and  the  choir  of  Wefiminfier,  fing  and  play 
together  this  or  forae  other  anthem,  as  a 
folemn  conclufion  of  the  King's  part  of  the 
coronation.

At  the  end  of  which  anthem,  the  trum- 
pets found,  and  the  drums  beat,  and  all  the 
people  Ihout,  crying  out,  Gcd  fave  the  King  I 

The  Anointing,  Crowning,  and  Intbroning  of 
the  Queen. 

The  anthem  being  ended,  the  Archbi- 
ftiop  of  Canterbury  goes  to  the  altar ;  and 
the  Queen  rifes  from  her  chair,  on  the 
fouth  fide  of  the  area,  where  flie  had  re- 
pofed  herfclf  during  the  time  the  King  was 
anointed,  crowned,  and  enthronized  j  and* 
being  fupported  by  two  Bifliops.  goes  to- 
wards the  altar,  attended  by  the  ladies  who 
bear  her  Majefty's  train,  together  with  the 
Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber,  &c .  and  kneels 
down  at  the  fteps  of  the  altar,  the  carpets 
and  cuihions  being  fpread  and  laid  there  for 
her,  in  like  manner  as  they  had  been  be- 
fore for  the  King. 

Then 
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Then  the  Archbifhop,  being  on  the 
north  fide  of  the  altar,  fays  this  prayer : 

Almighty  and  evtrlaflrng  God,  the  fountain 
of  all  goodnefs,  give  ear,  we  be  fetch  thee,  to 
our  praytrt,  and  multiply  thy  blejjings  upon 
this  thy  fcrvant,  whom  in  thy  name,  with  all 
bumble  devotion,  we  confetrate  our  tfyeen,  &c. 

This  done,  the  Queen  rifes,  and  goes  to 
the  faldflool,  at  which  fhe  is  to  be  anoint- 
ed and  crowned,  placed  between  king  £</- 
word**  chair  and  the  fteps  of  the  altar, 
where  the  Groom  of  the  Stole  to  her  Ma- 
jefty  (with  the  two  Ladies  of  the  Bed- 
chamber, afliftcd  by  the  Queen's  women,) 
take  oft"  her  rich  circle  or  coronet. 

Then  the  Queen  kneels  down,  and  the 
Archbifhop  pours  the  holy  oil  on  the  crown 
of  her  head,  in  form  of  a  crofs,  ufing  thefe 
words,  U  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son, 
and  the  Holy  Ghofi,  let  the  anointing  of  this 
ail  htcreafe  thine  honour,  tec. 

After  which,  the  fame  ladies  open  her 
apparel  for  the  anointing  her  Ma  jetty  on 
the  bread,  which  the  Archbifhop  alfo  per- 
form*, pouring  on  the  holy  oil  in  form  of 
a  crofs,  and  ufing  the  fame  words,  viz..  In 
the  name  of  the  Father,  tec. 

After  tuis,  the  Archbimop  fays  this 
prayer  : 

Almighty  and  everlafting  God,  we  bsfeecb 
thee,  of  thy  abundant  goodnefs,  pour  out  the 
fP'trit  of  thy  grace  and  b.'ejfrng  upon  this  thy 
fcrvant  queen,  &c. 

Then  the  (aid  great  Lady,  with  her  af- 
fiftants  (haring  fir  It  dried  the  place  anoint- 
ed with  fine  cotton  wool,)  dofes  the  Queen's 
robes  at  her  breaft,  and  after  puts  a  linen 
coif  upon  berhead,becaufe  of  the  anointing. 

Which  done,  the  Archbiihop  puts  the 
ring  (which  he  receives  from  the  matter  of 
the  Jewel- houfe)  on  the  fourth  ringer  of 
the  Queen's  right  hand,  faying,  Receive  this 
ring,  thefeal  of  a  Jincere  faith,  &ct 

Then  the  Archbifhop  takes  the  crown  in 
fcis  hands  from  off  the  altar,  and  reverently 
iets  it  opon  the  Queen's  head,  faying  Re~ 
€c'rve  the  crown  of  glory,  honour,  and  j>y 
-and  God,  tit  crown  of  the  faithful,  who,  by 
our  epij copal  hands  (though  meft  unworthy  J 
•hath  this  day  Jet  a  crown  of  pure  gold  upon  thy 
head,  enrich,  ice. 

The  Queen  being  crowned,  all  the 
TeerefTes  prefent  put  on  their  coronets  j 
and  then  the  Archbifhop  puts  the  fcepter 
with  the  crofs  into  her  Majefty's  right 
hand,  and  the  ivory  rod  with  the  dove  into 
her  left,  and  feyrthe  following  prayer  : 


0  Lord,  the  fountain  of  all  good  tblngst 
and  the  given  of  all  perfection  ;  grant  unto  ibis 
thy  fervant  Mary,  our  quetn,  ice. 

The  Queen  being  thus  anointed  and 
crowned,  and  having  received  all  her  renal 
ornaments,  the  choir  fing  the  following, 
or  fome  other  anthem,  performed  by  the 
whole  concert  of  voices  and  inftruments.

As  foon  as  this  anthem  begins,  the  Queen 
rifes  from  her  faldftool ;  and,  being  fop* 
ported  by  the  two  Bifhops,  and  her  train 
borne,  and  attended  as  before,  goes  up  to 
the  theatre ;  and  as  (he  approaches  towards 
the  King,  bows  herfclf  reverently  to  his 
Majcfty  fitting  upon  his  throne  ;  and  fo  is 
conducted  to  her  own  throne  on  the  left- 
hand  of  the  King,  where  (he  repofet  hcrfclt 
till  the  anthem  is  ended. 

After  the  anthem  (if  there  be  no  com- 
munion) the  King  and  Queen  defcend  and 
kneel  at  their  faldftoob  upon  the  theatre, 
at  the  foot  of  their  thrones,  whilft  the 
Archbifhop  fays  the  final  prayers.

The  ceremony  of  their  Majefttcs  corona* 
t'.on  being  thus  performed,  st he  King  riles, 
having  the  crown  on  his  head,  and  both 
the  fcepters  in  his  hands  ;  and  being  at- 
tended  by  the  great  Officers  and  the  Lords 
who  carry  the  four  fwords,  and  the  other 
Lords  who  carry  St.  Edward's  ftafY,  the 
fpurs,  and  orb,  having  again  received  them 
from  oft'  the  high  altar,  and  bearing  them 
before  his  Majcfty,  the  King  defcends  from 
the  Theatre,  and  paiTes  through  the  door  on 
the  foutb  fide  of  the  high  altar,  into  St. 
Edward's  chapel,  and  comes  before  the 
altar,  at  the  head  of  St.  Edward's  fttrine 
tor  tomb,  where  the  regalia  before* mention- 
ed, via;,  the  ftaff,  fpurs,  and  orb,  are  deli- 
vered  to  the  Dean  of  JVtfivtiujltr*  who  lays 
them  on  the  faid  altar,  the  organs  playing 
all  the  while. 

The  Queen  alio,  defcending  from  the 
Theatre  at  the  fame  time  with  the  King, 
partes  by  the  high  altar,  through  the  door 
on  the  north  tide  thereof,  into  St.  Edward* % 
chapel,  having  her  crown  on  her  head,  ani 
her  fcepter  and  ivory  rod  in  her  bands  (at- 
tended as  before,)  and  repairs  alfo  to  the 
altar  in  the  faid  chapel. 

Then  the  King  delivers  the  two  fcepters 
to  the  Archbifhop,  who  lays  them  upon  the 
altar  \  and  his  Majefty  taking  off  his  crown, 
delivers  it  alfo  to  the  Archbifhop,  who 
'  places  it  upon  the  faid  altar. 

The  Queen  alfo  delivers  her  two  fcepters 
to  the  Archbifliop  ;  and  taking  off  her 
crown,  delivers  it  likewife  to  him;  all 
which  he  places  upon  the  altar. 

This  done,  the  King  withdraws  into  bis 
traverl'e,  at  the  weft  end  of  the  faid  chapel, 
where  he  fits  down  in  his  chair,  and  is  dif- 
robed,  by  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  of 
the  robes  called  St.  Edward's,  which  are 
delivered  to  the  Dean  of  JVefim'mJler,  who 
lays  them  upon  the  altar  before-mentioned. 

The  Queen  alfo  retires  to  her  traverfe  on 
the  left-hand  of  the  King's,  and  there  re- 
pofcs  herfclf  until  the  King  it  reverted. 

The  King  is  then  arrayed,  by  the  Lord 
Great  Chamberlain,  in  hi*  royal  robes  of 
purple  veWct,  furred  with  ermine.  And 
the  King  and  Queen  coming  before  St.  Ed- 
voa'd't  altar,  the  Archbifliop  (being  frill 
revetted  as  before)  puts  two  other  imperial 
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crowns  upon  .  rhejr  M  ajefties  heads,  with 
caps  of  I  'jrplc  velvet,  the  crown  of 

ftafe  upon  the  King's  heady  and  an  exceed- 
ing  rich  crown  upon  the  Quern's,  which 
their  Majefties  continue  to  wear  all  the  reft 
of  the  day.  . 

The  Archbifliop  alio  puts  into  the  King*! 
right-hand,  tbc  fcrpter  with  the  crofs,  and 
into  his  left-hand  the  orb  or  globe  with  the 
crofs  j  and  into  die  Queen's  right-hand 
hef  fcepter  with  the  crofs,  and  into  her 
left-hand  the  ivory  rod  with  the  doves 
which  done,  the  Archbifliop  and  Bifhops 
dived  themfelves  of  their  copes,  and  leave 
them  there,  proceeding  in  their  rochets,  or 
ufual  habit. 

While  the  King  and  Queen  are  in  St. 
Edward's  chapel^  the  Officers  of  Arms  call 
in  order  fuch  only  are  to  return  to  Weft- 
minder-hall  (for  the  Prebendaries  of  H'cfl- 
minfitr  and  the  choir  are  not  to  go  back  in 
the  proceluon  to  the  Hall)  and  draw  them 
down,  out  of  the  choir,  into  the  body  of 
the  church. 

Then  the  Queen,  having  her  crown  on 
her  head,  and  the  fcepter  arid  ivory  rod  in 
her  hands,  and  being  Supported  and  attend- 
ed, and  her  train  borne  as  before,  proceeds 
from  St.  Edward's  chapel,  over,  the  Thea- 
tre, by  the  north  fide  of  her  throne,  and 
fo  through  the  choir,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  (he  came  to  the  church  (except  that  the 
Lords,  who  bore  her  regalia  thither,  go  not 
now  immediately  before  her,  but  repair  to 
their  refpec"Hve  places  in  the  proccflion, 
according  to  their  feveral  degrees,)  and  it 
again  received  under  her  canopy  by  the  Ba- 
rons of  the  Cinque  Ports,  who  attend, 
without  the  door  of  the  choir. 

The  King  likewife,  having  the  four 
fwords,  and  the  fcepter  with  the  dove  borne 
before  him,  with  his  crown  on  his-  head, 
and  in  his  hands  the  fcepter  with  his  crofs, 
and  the  orb,  and  a  noble  Lord  fupporting 
his  right  arm,  proceeds  out  of  St.  Edword'% 
chapel,  aflifled  and  attended,  and  his  train 
borne,  as  before,  and  partes  over  the  Thea- 
tre by  the  fouth  fide  of  his  throne,  and  fo 
through  the  choir,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
he  came  to  the  church  [except  that  the 
Lords,  who,  in  the  former  proceflion,  car- 
ried any  of  the  regalia,  which  arc  now  left 
behind  in  St.  Edward's  chapel  (viz  the  fpurs 
and  ftaff,)  or  which  hi*  Majefty  does  now 
bear  himfclf  (Six.  the  orb,  and  fcepter  with 
the  crofs,)  go  now  in  the  refpeclive  places 
in  the  proceflion,  according  to  their  fe- 
veral degrees,]  and  ii  received  in  like 
U  u 
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under  hit  canopy  by  the  Baron*  of  the 
Cinqut  Ports  at  the  choir  door. 

Thus  this  mo  ft  glorious  and  fplendid  af- 
tembly,  proceeds  down  the  body  of  the 
church,  through  the  great  weft  door,  and 
to  returns  to  Weftminfter-hall,  by  the  fame 
way  it  came  ,  the  Dukes  of  Normandy  and* 
Aquitai*  wearing  their  caps  of  eftate,  the 
Peers  and  Peerclles  their  coronets,  the  Bi- 
ftops  their  caps,  and?  the  Kings  of  Arm* 
their  coronets.

All  the  way  from  the 
the  Drums  beat,  the  Trumpets  found)  and 
the  vail  multitude  of  beholders  fill  the  air 
with  loud  acclamations-  and  fhouts,  and 
prayers  for  their  Majefties  long  life  and 
profperity. 

While  the  office  of  coronation  is  per- 
forming in  the  chu-tch,  the  table  where 
their  Majefties  are  to  dine  in  Weftminlter- 
fcall,  is  covered  by  the  Serjeant  and  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  cwry :  then  the  Officers  of 
the  pantry  fet  the  King's  fait  of  Mate  and 
cadinet  on  the  table,  and  another  cadiaet 
for  the  Qneen. 

We  mail  not  trouble  our  reader*  with 
the  ufual  bill»of  fare  on  this  great  occafion, 
hecaufe  they  vary  according  to  the  feafon  ; 
only  obferving,  that  there  are  ufually  tables 
on  each  fide  of  the  hall r  befides  that  of  their 
Majefties  j  (he  tirft  on  the  weft  fide  of  the 
hall  is  for  the  dukes  of  FcrmarAy  and 
Aquitaiityiiuc  four  great  Officers,  the  Dukes, 
DuchefTes,  and  others  of  the  psincipal  No- 
bility.—The  fecond  of  the  fame  fide  for 
Earls  and  others  of  the  principal  Nobility. 
— Tlie  third  for  the  Barons  and  Baronefles. 

The  rirft  table  on  the  caft  fide  of  the 
hall  is  for  the  Archbifliops,  Bifhops,  Ba- 
rons of  the  Cincjue  Ports,  Judges,  the 
King's  Ancient  Serjeant,  Attorney  and 
Solicitor  General. — The  fecond  for  the 
King's  Serjeants  at  Law,  M afters  in  Chan- 
cery, Six  Clerks,  Lord"  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, &c.  of  Lcrulon  And  the  third  for 

the  Kings  of  Arms,  Heralds,  Purfuivants. 
—On  all  thefe  feven  tables,  no  lefs  than 
2445  dime*  of  the  mo  ft  delicious  and  rich, 
viands  have  been  ufially  ferved  up-. 

The  noble  and  illuftrious  Perfonages  who 
make  up  this  grand  aftembly,  being  feated 
with  great  ceremony  at  their  refpe&ive 
tables,  as  above,  and  dinner  being  ready, 
his  Majcfty,  with  his  crown  on  his  head, 
and  the  fctptcr  with  the  crofs,  and  the  orb 
in  his  hands,  attended  and  fupportcd,  and 
his  train  borne  as  before,  preceded  by  the 
jLord  Grea^Chamterlain,  and  the  fwords 


the  Court  of  Wards,  where  he  Hid  repsfVl 
himfclf  till  dinner  was  ready,  and  feats 
himfclf  in  his  chair  of  state,  at  the  table* 

Immediately  after  the  Qgeen  with  her 
crown  on  her  head,  and  the  fcepter  and 
ivory  rod  in  her  hands,  preceded  by  the 
Vice-Chamberlain  and  Loud  Chamberlain* 
and  her  train  borne  as  before,  and  follow- 
ed by  the  Ladies  of  the  Bedchamber  and 
her  Majefty's  women,  comes  forth  from 
her  retirement  through  the  Coart  of  Wards, 
and  feats  herfelf  alfo  in  her  chair  of  ftate 
at  the  table,  on  the  left  hand  of  the  King. 

Then  the  firft  conrfe  of  hot  meat  is  ferved 
tip  to  their  Majefties  table  in  the  manner 
following. 

The  Lords  the  fswers  go  to  the  dreffcr 
of  the  kitchen,  and  the  Mafter  of  the 
Horfe,  who  officiates  that  day  as  Serjeant 
of  the  filver-fcullery,  calls  for  a  difh  of 
meat,  wipes  the  bottom  of  the  difh,  and 
alfo  the  cover  within  and  without,  takes 
eflay  of  it,  and  covers  it ;  and  then  it  is 
conveyed  to  their  Majefties  table  with  the 
following  ceremony  : 

Firft,  Two  Clerks  Comptroller*,  in  vel- 
vet gowns  trimmed  very  rich  with  black 
filk  and  gold  lace  and  buttons,  and  bbek 
velvet  caps  in  their  hands,  rai&d  in  the 
head. 

Two  Clerks  of  the  Green-cloth,  in  the 
fame  habit  as  before. 

The  Mailers  of  the  Houtnoldv  The 
Cofferer. 

Six  Serjeants  at  Arms,  with  their  mace* 
on  their  moulders,  two  a-breazt. 

Three  Great  Officers,  in  their  robes  of 
e ftate,  and  their  coronets  on  their  head$r 
mounted  on  noble  horfcj,  richly  trapped  f

Six  Serjeants  at  Arms  more,  with  their 
maces  on  their  moulders,  two  a-breaft. 

The  Comptroller  of  his  Majefty  YMouf- 
hold  5  theTreafurer  of  his  Majefty's  Houf- 
hedd,  the  Amftant  to  the  Queen's  Sewer ? 
her  Majefty's  Sewer;  the  Amftant  to  the 
King's  Sewer  j  his  Majsfty**  Sewer. 

Then  thirty-two  dffhes  of  hot  meat, 
brought  up  by  the  Knights  of  the  Battf 
bareheaded  ;  after  which,  there  is  brought 
a  fupply  of  feveral  difhes  more  of  hot  meat: 
out  of  J  by  private  Gentlemen.    Then  follows  the 
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tnef*  of  pottage,  or  gruel,  called  Dillegrouf, 
prepared  by  the  King's  Mafter-cook,  and 
brought  up  to  the  table  by  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor  of  Aldington  in  Surrey. 

Two  Clerks  of  the  Kitchen  in  black 
figured  fatlin  gowns,  and  black  velvet  caps 
in  their  hands. 

Dinner  being  placed  on  the  table  by  the 
Xing  and  Queen's  carvers,  with  the  help 
•f  the  Earls  Sewers.,  and  their  afliftants, 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  with  his  Ma- 
jesty's Cupbearer,  and  his  afliftants,  go  to 
the  King's  cupboard,  and  having  waftud, 
the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain,  preceded  by 
the  Ulhcr  of  the  Black  Rod,  a  flirted  by  the 
Cupbearer,  and  followed  by  his  ailiftants 
hcrore-mentioned,  brings  up  the  great  ba- 
ibn  and  ewer  for  his  Majefty  to  warn  t 
whereupon  the  King  rifea,  and  having  de- 
livered the  fcepter  with  the  crofs  to  the 
Lord  appointed  for  that  purpofc,  and  the 
orb  to  the  Bifhop  of  Bath  and  Wells,  the 
Cupbearer  pours  out  the  water  upon  the 
King's  hands ;  and  the  Lord  of  the  Manor 
of  licyden  in  EJfcx  (having  accompanied  the 
Cupbearer  from  the  cupboard)  holds  the 
towel  to  the  King* 

The  like  ceremony  is  ufed  with  regard 
to  her  Majefty's  wafting. 

After  which  the  Dean  of  his  Majefty's 
chapel  royal,  feys  grace;  and  their  Ma- 
jetties  fit  down  to  dinner,  as  do  like  wife  the 
Peers  and  Peerefles,  at  the  tables  mentioned 
before. 

On  the  King's  right  band  fbnd  the  No- 
blemen who  carry  the  four  fwords,  holding 
them  naked  and  erected  all  dinner-time  ; 
and  nearer  the  King  ftandthe  Lords  who 
hold  the  orb  and  fcepter ;  and  on  his  M.i- 
fefty'a  left  hand,  the  Lord  Great  Chamber-

On  the  Queen's  left  handUftand  her  Lord 
Chamberlain  and  Vice-Chamberlain,  who 
t>ear  her  fcepter  and  ivory  rod,  delivered 
•ever  to  them  by  the  Bimops  of  London  and 
Dean  oirVeftmi'nJhr,  a  little  before. 

Alfo  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Wmondly 
in  Hertford/tire,  being  aftiftcd  by  the  Cup- 
bearer and  his  afliftants,  goes  to  the  cup- 
board, and  brings  hia  Majefty  the  ftrft  cup 
«f  liquor  in  a  filver  bowl  gilt,  which  he 
jjrefents  to  the  King  on  his  knee  ;  and  his 
Majefty  having  drank  thereof,  returns  the 
«np  to  him,  which  he  receives  for  his  fee. 

Before  the  fecond  conrfe  is  brought  in, 
the  King's  Champion,  who  enjoys  that 
office  as  being  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
£erh>fMf  in  Lincolnshire,  enters  the  hall 
completely  aimed,  £  one  of  his  Majefty 's 


bed  fiiics  of  white  armour,  mounted  on  a 
fine  white  horfe,  richly  oparifoned  in 
manner  following* 

Two  Trumpets,  with  the  Champion's 
arms  on  fb.eir  banners  ;  the  Serjeant  Trum- 
pet, with'  his  mace  on  his  Shoulder  ;  two 
Serjeants  at  Arms,  with  their  maces  on 
their  moulders  ;  the  Champion's  two  En- 
quires, richly  habited,  one  on  the  right 
hand,  with  his  Champion's  lance  carried 
upright }  the  other  on  his  left  hand,  with 
his  target,  and  the  Champion's  arms  de- 
picted thereon  }  the  Herald  of  Arms  with 
a  paper  in  his  hand,  containing  the  words 
of  the  challenge. 

The  Earl  Marfttal  in  his  robes  and  coro- 
net, on  horfeback,  with  the  Marfhal's  ftaff 
in  his  hand  j  the  Champion  on  horfeback, 
with  a  gantlet  in  his  right  hand,  his  hel- 
met on  his  head,  adorned  with  a  great 
plume  of  feathers,  white,  blue,  and  red  $ 
the  Lord  High  Conftablc  in  his  robes  and 
coronet,  and  collar  of  the  order,  on  horic- 
kack,  wfth  the  Cooftable's  ftaff. 

Four  Pages  richly  apparelled,  attendants 
on  the  Champion. 

Thepaflage  to  their  Majcfties  table  being 
deared  by  the  Knight  Marftal,  the  Herald 
at  Arms  with  a  loud  voice,  proclaims  the 
Champion's  challenge  at  the  lower  end  of 
the  hall,  in  the  words  following  : 

If  any  perf-n  cf  what  degree  foevcr,  high 
or  Jaw i  /ball  deny  or  gain  J  ay,  our  So- 
vereign Lord  King  [James  if.]  King  of

artd  next  bar  to  cur  Cxrveret^n  L.ordt\ir:g

he  ought  not  to  enjoy  the  fame  I  here  k  * 
his  Champion*  who  faith  that  be  lyeth, 
and  it  a  falfe  traitor,  being  ready  in 
ferjon  to  combat  with  him  \  and  in  this 
quarrel  will  adventure  hit  life  agair.fl 
him,  on  what  day  foever  Jhali  he  ap- 
pointed. 

And  then  the  Champion  throws  down 
his  gantlet  j  which  having  lain  fome  fmall 
time,  the  Herald  takes  up,  and  re-deli  Vera 
it  to  the  Champion. 

Then  they  advance  in  the  fame  order  to 
the  middle  of  the  hall,  where  the  faid  He- 
rald makes  proclamation  as  before)  and 
lately,  to  the  foot  of  the  fteps,  when  the 
faid  Herald,  and  thofe  who  precede  him, 
going  to  the  top  of  the  fteps,  makes  pro- 
clamation a  third  time,  at  the  end  whereof 
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the  Champion  throws  down  his  gantlet ; 
which,  after  fome  time,  being  taken  up, 
and  re-dclivercd  to  him  by  the  Herald,  he 
makes  a  low  obeifance  to  his  Majefty: 
whereupon  the  Cupbearer,  aSiifted  as  be- 
fore, brings  to  the  King  a  gilt  bowl  of 
wine,  with  a  cover  j  his  Maicrty  drinks  to 
the  Chtmpion,  and  fends  him  the  faid 
bowl  by  the  Cupbearer,  accompanied  with 
his  alliftnnts  j  which  the  Champion  (having 
put  on  his  gantlet)  receives,  ajid,  retiring 
a  little,  dnnks  thereof,  and  makes  his 
bumble  reverence  to  bis  Majefty ;  and, 
being  accompanied  as  before,  depart*  out 
of  the  hall,  taking  the  faid  bowl  and  cover 
with  him  as  his  fee. 

Immediately  after  which,  the  Officers  of 
Arms  descending  from  their  gallery,  Garter, 
and  the  two  provincial  Kings  of  Arms, 
with  their  coronets  on  their  heads,  followed 
by  the  Heralds  and  PurSuivants,  come  and 
ftand  at  the  lower  end  of  the  ha!!,  and 
making  their  obeifance  to  his  Majefty,  pro- 
ceed to  the  middle  of  the  ball,  where  they- 
make  a  fecond  obeifance  :  and  being  come 
to  the  foot  of  the  fteps,  and  their  making 
to  third  obeifance,  they  afcend  the  ftcps, 
and,  at  the  top  thereof,  Carter  crits  largefs 
thrice,  and  (having  received  his  Majesty's 
largefs)  proclaims  the  King's  ftile  in  Latin, 
as  follows  :

Upon  which,  all  the  Officers  of  Arms  \ 
making  their  obcifances,  Garter  the  fecond 
time  proclaims  his  Majefty's  ftile  in  French, 
as  followeth :

Excellent  Monaryue   [Jaques  fecondel 
par  la  Grace  de  Dieu,  Roy  de  Orande 
Bretagne,   France,  &  IrJand,  De- 
fer JeUr  de  la  Fay.

The  Officer*  of  arms  making  another 
reverencej  Garter  the  third  time  proclaims 
the  King's  (tile  in  Englijh,  as  followeth  : 

Of  the  Mcft  High,  Mofi  Mighty,  and 
M?ft  Excellent  Monarch  [James  JI.l  by 
the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, France,  end  Ireland,  Defender  ef 
the  Faith*  • 

After  which  they  all  make  their  obeifance, 
and  descending,  go  backwards  to  the  middle 
of  the  hall,  ftsll  keeping:  their  faces  toward s 
the  King,  and  there  crying  largeii  thrice  i 
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proclaim  the  King's  ftije  in  Latin,  French, 
and  Englijh,  as  before. 

And  IjftJy,  coming  to  the  lower  end  of 
the  hall  in  the  fame  order,  they  again  cry 
largefs ;  and  proclaim  his  Majefty  in  like 
manner,  and  then  repairing  to  their  tabic, 
fit  down  to  dinner. 

Which  done,  the  fecond  courfe  is  carried 
up  to  their  Majefties  table  by  the  Gentle- 
men whofe  office  it  properly  is,  with  the 
&me  Solemnities  as  the  former. 

Then  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Set  her 
Bel/tngton  in  Kentt  prefents  unto  his  Ma- 
jefty three  maple  cups,  by  rcafon  of  the 
tenor  of  the  faid  Manor. 

After  this  his  Majefty's  Cupbearer  con- 
duces Che  Mayor  of  Oxford  (with  other  of 
the  Burgefles  of  the  laid  city)  to  tbe  Lord 
Mayor  and  Citizens  of  Londtn,  asaffiftantin 
the  office  of  the  butierihip,  who  prefents 
to  the  King,  on  his  knee,  a  bowl  of  wine 
in  a  gilt  cup  covered  j  and  hit  Majefty  be- 
flows  on  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Linden  tbe  gilt 
cup  and  cover,  as  his  fee  ;  and  to  the  Mayor 
of  Oxford  the  three  maple  cups,  which  he 
had  received  as  above. 

Then  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Lyfton  in 
F.ffex,  brings  up  a  charge  of  wafers  to  their 
Majefties  table,  and  then  the  Lord  May* 
of  London  (who  together  with  twelve  of 
the  principal  Citizens,  Selected  by  tbe  Lord 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  out  of  the  firft 
twelve  companies  of  thp  faid  city,  affift  the 
Chief  Butler  of  England  that  day)  being  ac- 
companied with  the  Cupbearer  and  his  af- 
fidavits, comes  from  the  cupboard,  and  oh 
his  knee  prefents  unto  his  Majefty,  at  the 
•nd  of  the  dinner  (at  fuch  time  as  their 
Majefties  are  eating  their  w afers)  a  bo»J 
of  wine  in  a  gold  cup ;  and  his  Majefty 
having  drank  thereof,  returns  the  faid  bowl 
to  the  Lord  Mayor  as  hit  fee. 

Which  Service  being  performed,  the  Said 
twelve  Citizens  repair  to  dinner,  room  being 
left  for  them  at  the  lower  end  of  the  fecond 
table,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  hall,  next 
below  the  Aldermen. 

Their  Majefties  having  dined,  riSe  from 
tables  an<i  water  being  brought  with  tbe 
fame  ceremony  as  before  dinner,  their  Ma- 
jefries  wafh  $  and  grace  being  faid  by  the 
Clcik  of  his  MaieSty's-  clofrt,  they  receive 
again  their  regalia,  which  had  been  fccij 
near  them  all  dinner-time:  and  thus,  witfl 
their  crowns  on  their  heads,  and  the  orb 
and  Scepter  in  their  hand,  and  attended, 
and  their  trains  borne  as  before,  and  the 
four  Sword*,  and  Scepter  with  dove,  b'ing 
borne  before  hu  Majefty,  they  withdraw 
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.•Aeetfeven  into  the  Court  of  Wards,  where 
the  crowm,  orb,  and  fceptcrs  being  deliver- 
ed to  the  Dean  of  Wejlm'injltr,  and  M after 
of  the  Jcwel-boute,  their  M.jeftics  depart 
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in  the  fame  manner  as  they  came  thither. 

After  which  the  nobility,  and  all  others 
who  dine  in  Weftminfterrhall,  depart  feve- 
raily  to  their  refpe&ive  habiutioos. ' 


Explanation  of  the  Sacred  and  Royal  Habits,  and  other  Ornaments  wherewith 
the  Kings  and  Queens  ere  invejled  on  the  Day  of  their  Coronations* 


TH  E  Mantlt,  Dalmatian,  or  open  Pall, 
othcrwife  called  the  Imperial  Pall, 
wjj  heretofore  a  rich  embroidery  with  gol- 
den eagles  j  but  being,  in  the  time  of  the 
htc  civil  wars,  together  with  all  the  reft  of 
the  Regalia,  except  the  ampul  and  fpoon, 
^all  which  were  cnnflantly  kept  in  the 
church  of  fffftm'wjier)  facrilegioufly  plun- 
dered awjy^  a  very  rich  gold  and  purple 
brocaded  Tiflue  is  made  ufe  of  mftcad  there- 
of, the  ground  or  outfide  whereof  is  /hot 
with  gold  thread,  brocaded  with  gold  and 
silver  trails  (moftjy  gold)  with  Urge  flowers 
of  gold  frofted,  heightened  with  fome  lit- 
tle filvcr  Mowers,   and  all  the  trails  and 
powers  edgrd  about  with  purple,  or  deep 
mazarine  blue. 

The  Supertunica,  furcoat,  or  clofe  pall, 
h  a  clofe  coat  with  plain  fleeves,  of  a  very

ue. 


thick  and  rich  doth  of  gold  till 
with  gold  thread  and  gold  flowers,  bro- 
caded and  frofted  without  either  filk.  or 
jilver.  The  length  behind,  is  a  )ard  and 
quarter  and  half ;  and  before,  a  yard  and 
quarter;  having  only  one  flit  behind,  a 
quarter  and  a  half  deep  ;  which  divides  it 
Into  two  Ikirts,  'each  flcirt  being  juft  a  yard 
and  half  broad  j  to  that  the  compafsat  the 
bottom  is  three  yards.  To  this  belongs  a 
belt  or  -girdle,  made  of  the  fame  cloth  of 
tiflue,  lined  with  a  white  watered  tabby, 
with  a  gold  buckle,  runner,  and  tab,  to 
which  hangers  of  the  fame  are  affixed, 
for  the  King's  fword,  wherewith  he  is 
girded.  ' 

The  ArmM  is  made  of  the  lame  cloth  of 
tifTue,  as  the  SupertunUa  or  clofe  pall,  and 
lined  with  crimfon  Florence  Sarcenet.  The 
length  of  it  is  about  an  *-Wt  and  the  breadth 
of  it  three  inches,  with  two  double  rib- 
bands at  each  end  of  crimfon  raft'ata, 
was.  two  at  the  corners  of  the  ends,  to  tie 
it  below  the  elbows,  and  two  a  little  higher, 
for  tying  it  above  the  elbow?. 

The  CoMium  Sin/tew,  or  furpllce  (which 
U  made  without  fleeves)  is  the  firft  gar* 
ment  put  upon  the  King  after  the  anoint- 
ing.   It  is  made  of  very  fine  white  cam- 


brick,  and  is  in  length  about  a  nail  of  a  yard 
deeper  than  the  Superturica,  or  clofe  pall : 
It  is  laced  about  the  neck,  round  the  arm* 
holes  or  opening  of  the  moulders  ;  dowa 
the  breaft,  up  the  flits  of  the  fides,  and 
round  the  bottom,  with  fine  white  Flaadert 
lace  tu/Hcd  on  very  full. 

The  Sure  oat  of  rich  crimfon  fattin, 
which  is  put  upon  his  Majefty  at  his  fiifi 
d  re  fling  in  the  morning,  is  made  like  the 
Supcrtuv'ua,  or  clofe  pall,  and  much  about 
the  fame  dimenfions.  The  lining  is  crim- 
fon Florence  Jarcenet. 

The  Bujklns  arc  made  of  the  fame  cloth 
or  tiflue  as  the  Supertunica,  and  lined  with 
crimfon  Florence  farcenet  ;  the  length  of 
them  eighteen  inches,  the  compafs  at  the 
top,  fifteen  inches,  and  from  the  heel  to 
the  toe,  eleven  inches. 

The  San/tah  are  made  with  a  dark-colou red 
leather  fole,  and  a  wooden  heel,  covered 
with  red  leather,  the  ftraps  or  bands  (where* 
of  two  go  over  the  foot,  and  the  third  be- 
hind the  heel)  are  of  cloth  of  tiflue,  lined 
with  crimfon  tafTata,  as  is  alfo  the  bottom 
or  infide  of  the  fole.  The  whole  length 
of  the  fendal  is  ten  inches. 

The  Spurs,  called  the  great  golden  fpurt, 
are  curioufly  wrought. 

The  Ampul,  or  eaglet  of  gold,  contain* 
ing  the  holy  oil,  is  in  form  of  an  eagle, 
with  the  wings  expanded,  (landing  on  xj 
pcdeflal,  all  of  pure  gold,  finely  chafed. 
The  head  fcrews  off  at  the  middle  of  the 
neck,  for  the  convenience  of  putting  in  the 
oil,  and  the  neck  being  hollow  to  the  very 
beak,  the  holy  oil  is  poured  out  into  the 
fpoon,  through  the  point  of  the  beak* 
The  weight  of  the  whole  is  about  eight  or 
ten  ounces,  and  the  cavity  of  the  body  ca- 
pable of  containing  about  fix  ounces  of  oil. 

The  Anointing  Spcon  is  likewife  of  pure 
gold,  with  four  pearls  in  the  broadeft  place 
of  the  handle,  and  the  bowl  of  the  fpoon 
is  finely  chafed  both  within  and  without : 
by  the  ettreme  thinnefs  whereof  it  appear- 
to  be  very  ancient. 
King  Edtvartft  chair,  (erroneoufly  called 
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St.  Edward' %  chair,  is  a  very  ancient  chair 
of*  folid  hard  wood,  with  back  and  (ides  of 
the  Tame,  variously  painted,  in  which  the 
kings  of  Scotland  were  heretofore  con  ft  an  t- 
ly  crowned  j  but  being  brought  n«t  of  that 
kingdom  by  the  victorious  prince,  king 
Edward  I.  in  tbe  24th  year  of  his  reign, 
Anno  1296*  after  he  had  totally  overcome 
John  Balhl,  king  of  Scots,  it  hath  ever  fince 
remained  a*  the  abbey  of  Wcjlm'infter,  and 
baa  been  the  royal  chair,  in  which  the  fuc- 
ceeding  Kings  and  Queens  of  this  realm 
have  been  inaugurated. 

It  is  in  height  fix  foot  feven  inches,  in 
breadth,  at  the  bottom,  thirty-eight  inches, 
and  in  depth  twenty •  four  inches.  From 
the  feat  to  the  bottom'is  twenty-five  Inches  j 
Che  breadth  of  the  feat  within  the  fides  is 
twenty-eight  inches,  and  the  depth  eighteen 
inches.  At  nine  inches  from  the  ground 
there  is  a  bottom-board,  fup ported  at  the 
four  corners  by  four  lions ;  and  between  the 
feat  and  the  faid  bottom-board  is  inclofed  a 
ftone,  commonly  called  Jacob's  Stone,  or 
the  Fatal  Marbk  StTue,  being  an  oblong 
fquare,  about  twenty-two  inches  long,  thir- 
teen inches  broad,  and  eleven  inches  deep, 
of  a  bluifh  fteel-like  colour,  mixed  with 
fome  veins  of  red  ;  whereof  hiftory  relates, 
that  it  is  the  ftone  whereon  the  Patriarch 
Jacob  is  faid  to  have  laid  his  head  in  tbe 
plain  of  Luza:  that  it  was  brought  to  Bri- 
gantia  in  the  kingdom  of  Galicia  in  Stair., 
an  which  place  Gatbol  king  of  Scots  (at  on 
St,  as  his  throne.  Thence  it  was  brought 
into  Ireland  by  Simon  Breach,  firft  king  of 
Scots,  about  700  yeart  before  Cbrifi:  and 
from  thence  into  Scotland,  by  king  Fergus ; 
about  330  yean  alfo  before  Cbrijl,  and  in 
ar.no  859,  was  placed  in  the  abbey  of  Scene 
in  the  ftterift'dora  of  Perth,  by  king  Ktn- 
sutb,  who  caufed  it  to  be  inclofed  in  this 
wooden  chair,  and  this  prophetical  diftich 
to  be  engraved  : 

JVJ  fall  at  fat  urn,  Scott  bunc  fvirunfue  focatum 
Jnvcnient  lap  idem,  rtgnare  tenentttr  ibidem* 

If  fate  go  tight,  where'er  this  ftone  is  found, 
The  Scots  mail  monarch  of  that  realm  be 
crownM. 

Which  is  the  more  remarkable  by  being 
fulfilled  in  the  perfcn  of  king  Janet  the 
Firft,  grandfather  to  the  princefs  Sr>phia, 
«le&ref«  dowager  vf  Hancrrr,  grandmother 
cf  his  late  Mnjefty,  king  Genre  II. 

This  antique  regal  chair  having,  toge- 
ther with  the  golden  fcepter  and  crown  of 
Scotland,  been  folemnly  offered  by  the  fore- 
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mentioned  king  Edward  the  Firft,  to  St. 
Edward  the  Confeflbr,  Anno  1197,  (from 
whence  it  hath  the  name  of  St.  Edwar£% 
chaw)  has  ever  fince  been  kept  in  St.  Ed- 
ward the  Confeflbr's  chapel,  to  which  for- 
merly bong  a  tablet,  wherein  were  written, 
in  the  old  Er.glijh  letter,  thefe  verfcs. 

Si  quid  balentveri,  vel  chronica,  canafidefvt,

Curtana,  or  the  pointlefs  fword,  represent- 
ing the  fword  of  Mercy,  is  the  principal 
of  the  three  fword s  in  dignity,  which  are 
borne  naked  before  tbe  King  to  the  coro- 
nation ;  and  is  a  broad  bright  fword,  the 
length  of  the  blade  is  nearly  thirty-two 
inches,  the  breadth  almoft  two  inches,  tbe 
handle  being  covered  with  fine  gold  wire, 
is  four  inches  long,  beftdes  the  pomel  an 
inch  and  three-quarters,  which,  with  the 
crofs,  is  plain  fteel  gilt,  the  length  of 
the  crofs  being  aJmoft  eight  inches.  The 
fcabbard  belonging  to  it  is  covered  with  a 
rich  brocaded  doth  of  tlftue,  with  a  gilt 
ferule,  hook,  and  chape. 

The  fecond  Sword,  or  fword  of  Joftice 
to  the  Spirituality,  is  a  pointed  fword,  but 
fomewhat  obtufe.  The  length  of  the  blade 
is  forty  inches,  the  breadth  an  inch  and  a 
half,  the  handle  covered  with  gold  wire, 
four  inches  long,  and  the  pomel  an  inch 
and  three-quarters  deep.  The  length  of 
the  crofs  is  almoft  eight  inches,  which, 
with  the  pomel,  was  plain  fteel  as  before  t 
and  the  fcabbard,  in  aU  refpeds  as  the 
former. 

The  third  Sword,  or  fword  of  Juftice  to 
the  Temporality,  is  a  fharp  pointed  fword  ; 
the  length  of  the  blade  is  forty  inches,  the 
breadth  an  inch  and  three-quarters,  the 
length  of  the  handle  four  inches,  the  po» 
mel  an  inch  and  three-quarters,  the  length 
of  the  crofs  feven  inches  and  a  half;  and 
the  fcabbard,  in  all  refpects,  as  the  two 
former. 

St.  Edward's  Crown,  in  which  his  Ma- 
jefty  is  crowned,  fo  called  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  antient  crown,  which  was  kept 
in  the  church  of  rVeftmirJfcr  till  the  be- 
ginning of  the  late  civil  wars,  when,  with, 
the  reft  of  the  Regalia,  it  was  mod  facri- 
ligeoufly  plundered  away,  is  a  very  rich  U*t 
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aedaf  crown  of  gold,  made  a  gain  ft  the  co- 
ronation of  king  Charles  the  Second,  em- 
bclliflied  with  pearls  and  precious  ftones  of 
divers  kinds,  vis.  diamonds,  rubies,  eme- 
ralds and  faphires,  and  a  mound  of  gold  on 
the  top  of  it,  encircled  with  a  band  or  fil- 
let of  gold,  cmbelliAcd  alfo  with  precious 
ftones ;  and  upon  the  mound  a  crofs  of 
gold,  embelliihcd  likewife  with  precious 
Stones,  and  three  very  large  oval  pearls, 
one  at  the  top  of  the  crofs,  and  two  others 
pendent  at  the  ends  of  the  crofs.  The  faid 
crown  is  com po fed  (as  all  the  imperial 
crowns  of  England  art)  of  four  crofles, 
and  as  many  Fleurs  de  Lyt,  of  gold,  upon 
a  rim,  or  circlet  of  gold,  ail  emUllilhcd 
with  precious  ftones,  from  the  tops  of 
which  crofles  arife  four  circular  bars,  ribs, 
or  arches,  which  meet  at  the  top  in  form 
of  a  crofs,  at  the  interferon  whereof  is  a 
pcdeftal,  whereon  is  fixed  the  mound  be- 
fore-mentioned. The  cap,  within  the  faid 
is  of  purple  velvet,  lined  with  white 
and  turned  up  with  ermine,  thick 
powdered  in  three  rows. 

The  Cmvn  of  State,  fo  tailed,  becaufe  it 
n  worn  by  the  King  at  air  fuch  times  aa 
fee  comes  in  Gate  to  the  Parliament-houfe. 
This  was  alfo  new  made  againft  the  coro- 
nation of  king  Charles  II.  and  was  worn 
by  the  King  in  his  return  to  Weftminfter- 
feall.  It  is  exceeding  rich,  being  embel- 
lished with  divers  large  rofe,  or  faucet  and 
tabic  diamonds,  and  other  precious  ftones, 
a  gTeat  quantity  of  pearl  \  bat  it  is 
remarkable  for  an  extraordinary  large 
r,  fet  in  the  middle  of  one  of  the  four 
erodes,  efteemed  worth  ten  thoufcnd  pounds, 
as  alfo  for  that  the  mound  is  one  entire 
ftone,  of  a  fea-water  green  colour,  known 
by  the  name  of  an  Agmarwe.  The  cap 
is  alfo  of  purple  velvet,  lined  and  turned 
•p  as  the  former. 

The  S^ueeny  Circlet  of  gold,  which  her 
]rf ajefty  wears  in  the  procerTion  to  the  co- 
ronation, is  a  rim  or  circlet  of  gold,  very 
richly  adorned  with  large  diamonds,  curi- 
oufly  fet,  with  a  firing  of  pearl  round  the 
appcr  edge  thereof :  the  cap  is  purple 
velvet,  lined  with  white  taffata,  and  turn- 
ed up  with  ermine,  richly  powdered. 

The  Orb,  Mound,  or  Globe,  which  is  put 
into  his  Majefty's  right  hand  immediately 
before  bis  being  crowned,  and  which  his 
Majefty  bean  in  his  left  hand  upon  his  re- 
return  into  Weftminfter-hall,  is  a  ball  of 
gold,  of  fix  inches  diameter,  encompafTcd 
with  *  band  or  fillet  of  goW,  embcllifted 
with  roles  of  diamonds  encircling  other  pre* 


cious  ftones,  mix.  emmjds,  rubles  and  fa- 
phi  res,  and  edged  about  with  pearl  j  on  that 
top  whereof  is  a  very  large  amethift,  of  a 
violet  or  purple  colour,  near  an  inch  and  a 
half  in  height,  of  an  oval  form,  which, 
being  encompalied  with  four  silver  wires,  be- 
comes the  foot,  or  pcdeftal,  of  a  very  rich 
crofs  of  gold,  of  three  inches  and  a  quarter 
in  height,  and  three  inches  in  breadth,  fet 
very  thick  with  diamonds,  having  in  tho 
middle  thereof,  a  large  fa  phi  re  on  one  fide, 
and  a  fine  emerald  on  the  other,  and  era* 
belli  Hied  with  four  large  pearls,  in  the  an* 
gles  of  the  croft,  near  the  center,  and  three 
large  pearls  at  the  ends  of  the  faid  crofs  s 
the  whole  height  of  the  orb  and  crofs  bang 
eleven  inches. 

The  Queen's  Crown,  wherewith  her  Ma- 
jetty  is  crowned,  is  a  very  rich  imperial 
crown  of  gold,  fet  with  diamonds  of  great 
value,  intermixed  with  a  few  prtcioue 
ftones  of  other  kinds,  and  fome  pearl.  Ic 
was  composed  of  crofles  and  Fitters  de  Lys9 
with  bars  or  arches,  and  a  monad  and  croft 
on  the  top  of  the  arches,  after  the  fame 
manner  as  the  King's  imperial  crowns  are, 
differing  from  them  only  in  fiae,  as  being; 
letter  and  lighter  :  the  cap  is  of  purple  vel- 
vet, lined  with  rich  white  raitata,  and  turn- 
ed up  with  ermine,  or  meniver  pure,  rich  I r 
powdered. 

The  %rrVs  rich  Crown,  which  her  Ma- 
lefty  wears  in  her  return  to  Weftminfter- 
hall,  is  likewife  of  gold,  but  fo  richly  em- 
bellished with  diamonds  and  pearl,  that  lit- 
tle or  none  of  the  gold  appears  :  it  is  alfo 
an  imperial  crown,  compofed  of  crofles  and 
Fleurs  de  Lyt,  with  arches  and  a  mound, 
as  is  her  Majefty's  other  crown. 

The  whole  value  thereof,  as  it  has  been 
ufed  at  feveral  coronations,  has  been  com* 
puted  at  i  it, 900/.  fterling.  The  cap  i* 
purple  velvet,  lined  with  rich  white  Florence 
taffata,  turned  up,  and  richly  powdered) 
wkh  ermine. 

St.  Edward**  Staff,  in  length  feven  in- 
ches and  a  half,  is  a  ftaffor  fcepter  of  goldr 
with  a  pike  Or  foot  of  fteel,  about  four 
inches  and  a  quarter  in  length,  and  a  mound! 
and  crofs  at  the  top  j  the  garni  filings  are 
alfo  of  gold,  and  the  diameter  of  it  is  above 
three  quarters  of  an  inch* 

The  King**  Seepttr  with  the  Dave  is  a 
fcepter  of  gold,  in  length  three  foot  fevers 
inches,  and  three  inches  in  circumference 
at  the  handle,  and  two  inches  and  a  quarter 
about  at  the  top  x  the  pomel  garnifhed  with 
a  circle,  or  fillet,  of  table  diamonds,  and  in 
feveral  places  with  precious  ftones  of  all 
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forts,  and  the  mound  at  the  top  embellifhed 
with  a  band  or  fillet  or*  rofc  diamonds.  Up- 
on the  mound  v*  a  fmall  JirufaUm  croft, 
whereon  it  fixed  a  dove,  with  wings  ex- 
panded, si  the  emblem  el  Mercy. 

The  King*  Scepter,  with  the  Croft  or 
Scatter  RcvM,  ii  likcwifeor  gold,  the  handle 
plain,  and  the  upper  part  wreathed  j  in 
length  two  foot,  nine  inches  and  a  quarter, 
and  of  the  fame  thicknefs  as  the  former. 
The  pomel  at  the  bottom  is  enriched  with 
rubies,  emeralds,  and  fmall  diamonds : 
and  the  quantity  of"  five  inches  and  a  half  in 
length,  juft  above  the  handle,  is  curioufly 
em  boiled  and  embelLWhcd  with  faphires, 
rubies,  emeralds,  and  diamonds  t  the  top 
rifes  into  a  Fleur  de  Lyt,  with  fix  leaves, 
whereof  three  are  upright,  and  the  other 
three  hanging  down,  all  enriched  with  pre- 
cious ftones ;  and  out  of  the  faid.  Fleur  de 
Lyt,  irfiies  a  mound  made  of  an  amcthift, 
embellilned  with  uble  diamonds,  and  upon 
the  mound  a  crofs,  wholly  covered  with  pre- 
cious ftones,  with  a  large  uble  diamond  in 
the  center. 

The  Queens  Scepter,  with  the  Crofa  is  al- 
io of  gold,  adorned  with  diamonds  and  other 
precious  ftones,  being  in  length  two  foot 
ten  inches,  with  a  mound  and  crofs  at  the 
top,  i fluing  out  of  a  Fleur  de  Lyt,  very  like 
the  King's  in  all  the  embelliftiments, 
only  fmallcr  and  not  wreathed,  nor  al- 
together Co  thick. 

The  S^ueeai  Ivory  Red  is  a  rod  or  fcepter 
of  white  ivory,  in  length  three  foot  one 
inch  and  a  half,  whereof  the  pomel  and 
ornament  is  gold,  as  is  alto  the  mound  and 
crofs  at  the  top,  only  the  dove  at  the  top  of 
the  crofs  is  enamelled  with  white ;  the  cir- 
cumference at  the  bottom  is  about  two  in- 
ches, and  at  the  top  about  an  inch  and  a 
halt. 

The  King*  Coronation  Ring,  is  a  plain 
gold  ring,  with  a  large  table  ruby  violet, 
wherein  a  plain  crofs,  or  crofs  of  St.  George, 
Is  curioufly  enchafed. 

The  Queen  %  Coronation  Ring  is  likewife 
gold,  with  a  large  tabic  ruby  fct  therein, 
and  fixtcen  other  fmall  rubies  round  about 
the  ring,  whereof  thofe  next  to  the  collet 
are  the  largeft,  the  reft  diminiihing  pro- 
portionabiy. 

King  James  retrenched  feveral  things  in 
the  ceremony  of  the  coronation,  one  of 
which  was  the  cavalcade  from  the  Tower 
to  Weflminjitr9  faving  thereby  a  charge  of 
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The  crown,  which  did  not  lit  the  King's 
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head,  was  often  flipping  off,  and  Mr*  ffe*rf 
Sidney  fupporting  it  with  his  hand,  plfa- 
fantly  told  the  King,  "  It  was  not  thefirft 
time  his  family  had  fupported  the  ciown." 
This  Mr.  Sidney  was  aftewarda  created  earl 
of  Romvey  by  king  WilUam,  and  he  was  the 
firft  perion  of  note  that  joined  him  againft 
James. 

The  King  and  Queen  had  all  done  in  the 
Protcftant  form,  and  a  flirted  at  the  prayers, 
only  the  King  would  not  receive  the  facra- 
ment.  Bp.  Turner  preached  the  fcrmonat 
the  coronation. 

1 685,  April.  The  King  recalled  the  ear! 
of  Ormond  from  Ireland,  and  appointed  the 
archbifliop  of  Armagh  and  the  earl  of  Cra- 
nard  lords  jufticcs,  to  govern  that  kingdom. 

Col.  Richard  Talbot,  a  Papift,  was  im- 
powered  tocafliier  fuch  officers  as  he  thought 
fit  in  Ireland,  by  this  means  the  army  were 
moftly  Catholics. 

April  30.  Roger  VEftrange,  efq.  te- 
ceived  the  honaur  of  knighthood  in  const- 
"  deration  of  his  loyalty,  and  the  eminent  fer- 
vices  he  had  done  the  crown. 

May  8.  Titus  Oatet,  having  been  in* 
dieted  for  perjury,  in  f wearing,  that  him- 
felf  and  feveral  other  Jefuits  were  at  a  trea- 
fbnable  confult  in  London,  the  24th  of 
April,  1678,  he  was  brought  ?o  his  trial  at 
the  KingVbcnch  bar,  and  it  was  proved 
by  great  numbers  of  witnefles  of  good  qua- 
lity, that  Oatet  was  then  at  St.  (hurt  in 
Flanders ;  whereupon  the  jury  having  with- 
drawn about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  returned 
with  this  verdict,  That  the  defendant  was 
guilty  of  the  perjury  whereof  he  was  in- 
dicated. 

Oatet  was  brought  to  his  trial  on  another 
indictment  of  perjury,  in  fwearing  that 
William  Ireland  was  at  London  on  the  ad  of 
December,  1678,  when  it  being  proved  by 
the  concurrent  teftimony  of  great  numbers 
of  witnefles,  as  well  Proteftants  as  Papift*, 
that  Ireland  was  at  that  time  an  hundred 
miles  from  London,  Oatet  was  alfo  convicted 
upon  this  indictment ;  and  on  the  26th, 
after  Oatet  had  moved  feveral  exceptions  to 
the  indictments,  which  were  over-ruW, 
Mr.  juftice  Withent  pronounced  the  fol- 
lowing fentence,  •vim.  That  the  Defendant 
would  pay  1000  marks  upon  each  indict- 
ment j  that  he  mould  be  ftript  of  his  ca- 
nonical habit  j  that  he  would  ftand  in  the 
pillory  before  Weftminfter-hall  gate  on  the 
Monday  following  for  an  hour,  with  a  paper 
over  his  head,  declaring  his  crime;  but 
that,  firft,  he  mould  walk  with  it  round  all 
the  courts  in  the  hall. 
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On  the  ferond  indictment,  ihc  judgment 
wat,  that  he  /hould  ftand  in  the  pillory  the 
Tujday  following,  at  the  Roy  A  Kxchangc  j 
that  the  next  Wtdntjday  he  fhould  be  whip- 
ped from  Aldgite  to  Kewzale,  and  on  the 
Friday  following  he  (hould  be  whipped  from 
Newgate  to  Tyburn,  by  the  hands  of  the 
*«  common  hangman  ;  that  on  the  9th  of 
A»gaji  every  year  of  his  life,  he  mould  ftand. 
io  the  pillory  before  Wcrtminftcr-hall  gate  } 
on  the  10th  of  Auguft  at  Cbaring-Crofs  \  on 
the  nth  over  »ga'in»t  the  Temple  ;  on  the 
id  of  September  at  the  Royal  Exchange,  and 
•a  the  24th  of  April  every  year  at  Tyburn. 

The  elections  of  members  of  parliament 
were  obferved  to  be  more  peaceable  and 
unanimous  than  had  been  known. 

May  19.  The  Parliament  of  Enrfand 
net,  and  the  King  came  to  the  Houfc,  but 
the  lord  keeper  North  acquainted  them, 
that  the  King,  would  defer  his  fpeech  till 
the  members  had  taken  the  oaths;  and  di- 
Ktled  the  Commons  to  choofe  their  Speak- 
er, who  unanimoufly  elected  Sir  Jcbit  Tre- 
»;rfor  their  Speaker,  who  was  approved  o** 
by  his  Majeity. 

The  earl  of  Argyle  landed  in  Scot/and 
with  a  body  of  troops,  and  railed  a  rebel- 
lion there. 

May  22.  The  King  made  a  fpeech  to 
**th  riotrfes,  wherein  he  repeated  the  de- 
claration he  had  made  in  council  on  his 
fcceJlion,  of  his  refutation  to  protect  the 
church  of  En.'hnd,  and  to  maintain  the 
people's  liberties  and  properties  :  lie  dc fired 
n>c  cunti nuance  of  his  revenue  during  life, 
**  it  was  granted  in  the  laft  reign  ;  and  he 
acquainted  them  with  Argyle  %  rebellion  in 
Jutland ;  and  faid,  he  did  not  doubt  their 
leal  in  fupporting  his  government. 

Both  Hou/ei  waked  on  the  King  the  fame 
*»y  with  an  *ddr«fs  of  thanks  for  his  fpeech, 
>nd  the  Common*  unanimoufly  voted  his 
Majefty  the  fame  revenue  that  had  been 
tinted  king  Charles  II.  for  his  life,  and 
«<h  Houfc  refolvcd  to  aHift  his  Majefty 
with  their  live*  and  fortune*  againft  the 

tirl  Of  Argyfe. 

The  Parliament  confided  of  men  entirely 
derotrd  to  the  court  party.  Many  com- 
plaints were  made  of  violence  ufed  at  elec- 
tions. In  the  new  charters  thit  had  been 
granted,  the  election  of  members  was  taken 
tot  of  the  hands  of  inhabitant*,  and  re- 
vered to  corporation  men. 

In  Cornwall  the  carl  of  Bath  put  the  of- 
ficers of  the  guards  names  in  molt  of  the 
charters  of  that  county,  fo  that  the  King 
W»*  fure  of  forty-four  vyt*s  on  all  occaiions. 

Vet.  L 
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The  revenue  of  the  crovrn  amounted  to 
above  2,550,000/.  The  150,000/.  granted, 
to  the  King  when  duke  of  Tcrk,  was  now 
'annexed  to  the  crown. 

The  earl  of  Danby,  the  earl  of  Porvir, 
lord  Arundel  of  fVardcur,  lord  Bellafis,  and 
the  earl  of  Tyrcne,  having  petitioned  the 
Home  of  Peers,  that  their  bail  might  be 
discharged,  which  they  had  given  in  the 
court  of  King's-bench  for  their  appearance, 
the  Hjufe  ordered  them  to  be  difcharged, 
and  a  bill  was  brought  in  for  rcverfing  the 
attainder  of  lord  vifcount  Stafford,  but  it 
never  paired  the  Commons. 

The  Parliament  of  Scct/arJ  fettled  the 
fum  of  260,000/.  per  Annum  on  his  Majefty 
during  life. 

May  24.  The  duke  of  Monmouth  failed 
from  the  Tcxel  with  a  fmall  man  of  war  of 
thitty-two  guns  and  two  fmall  velTels,  and 
was  nineteen  days  at  fea. 

May  30.  Thomas  Dangaf.tld  was  con- 
victed at  the  KtngVbcnch  bar,  of  writing 
afcandalous  libel,  oiled  His  Na>  ratrjc  He 
was  fcntenced  to  ftand  twice  in  the  pillory, 
and  be  whipped  from  Aldgatc  to  Newgate 
one  day,  and  from  Newp.ite  to  Tyburn 
anotiuT  day,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  coo/. 

The  King  pafied  the  bill  of  lo  .nuge  and 
poundage,  which  was  fettled  upon  his  Ma- 
jefty  daring  life ;  whereupon  he  made  a 
fpeech  to  both  Houfes,  ann  thanked  then* 
for  the  readinefs  and  cheartuJn^fs  they  had 
mewn  in  the  difpatch  of  it.  He  put  them 
in  mind,  that  further  fupolies  wre  ne- 
cefTary,  for  repairing  the  navy,  the  pay- 
ment of  the  late  King's  debts,  aiiJ  to  fup- 
prefs  the  rebellion  in  Scot/and  ;  but  what- 
ever they  gave,  he  faid,  (hould  be  managed 
with  all  good  hufbandry. 

When  the  Speaker  of  the  Commons  prc- 
fented  the  bill  for  fettling  the  King's  re- 
venue, he  faid,  We  bring  not  with  it  any 
bill  for  the  preservation  or  fecurity  of  our 
religion,  which  is  dearer  to  us  than  our 
lives  $  in  th.tt  we  acquiefe  entirely  and  reft 
wholly  faticned  in  your  Majefty 's  f;cre.i 
word,  and  your  repeated  declarations  and 
afTurances,  to  fupport  and  defend  the  reli- 
gion of  the  church  of  England,  as  by  law 
eftablifhcd. 

The  Commons  afterwards  refolved  to 
f  rant  his  Majefty  an  additional  fupply,  by  an 
tmpofitionon  fugar  and  tobacco,  but  hefent 
them  this  extraordinary  mefl'age  :  that  he 
heartily  thanked  the  Houfe  for  their  readi- 
nefs in  his  fupplies,  and  de fired  no  more 
this  feflion  ;  that  he  would  make  trial  of 
the  impositions  « n  fu^srs  and  tobacco,  but 
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if  he  found  them  injurioui  to  his  planta- 
tions, he  would  not  make  ufeof  them. 

The  fame  day,  Mr.  Richard  Baxter  was 
brought  to  his  trial  at  the  King's-Uenth  bar, 
for  a  fcandolous  libel,  called,  A  Pa'jfbrafc 
on  the  New  Ttjlament,  rejecting  on  the  bi- 
fliops  and  clergy  of  the  ciiurch  of  England ; 
of  which  he  was  convicted  the  19th  01  'June, 
and  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  500  marks, 
and  give  fecurity  lor  his  good  behaviour  for 
feven  years. 

The  earl  of  Argyle  being  purfucd  by  a 
number  of  forces,  under  the  command  of  the 
earl  of  Dunbarton,  the  duke  oiCerdon,  mar- 
quis of  Atbol,  the  earl  of  Arran  and  others, 
he  marched  into  Argylejhire. 

The  King's  (hips  feized  the  caftle  of 
Ellengrcg  poflcfled  by  the  Earl,  and  took 
5000  ftand  of  arms,  coo  barrels  of  powder, 
all  his  cannon,  and  his  three  Alps. 

June  1.  The  priocefs  Amu  of  Denmark 
was  brought  to  bed  of  a  daughter,  chriftened 
Mary,  who  died  in  February ,  1686. 

June  3.  Dangojield  having  received  his 
punilhment  of  whipping  the  laft  day,  as  he 
was  returning  in  a  coach  from  Tyburn  to 
Newgate,  Mr.  Robert  Francis,  a  barriftcr  of 
Gray**  Inn,  met  him  at  Cray**  inn  ga  e, 
and  reproaching  him  with  his  crimes,  Dan- 
gerfeld  fpit  in  his  face,  whereupon  Francit 
struck  at  him,  or  run  him  into  the  eye  with 
feis  cane,  which  occafioned  the  death  of 
Dangcrpdd  forae  hours  after.  Mr.  Francis 
was  afterwards  convicted  and  executed  for 
murdering  him.  I 

June  11.  The  duke  of  Monmouth  landed 
at  Lyme  in  Dcrjetjbire,  with  about  150  fol- 
lowers, and  arms  for  5000  more.  He  pub- 
lifhed  a  declaration,  reviling  the  King,  and 
Charging  him  with  introducing  Popery  and 
arbitrary  power. 

June  13.  His  Majefty  having  fent  a  mef- 
*  fage  to  both  Houfes,  to  acquaint  them  with 
the  duke  of  Monmoutbf*  landing,  they  wait- 
•d  on  his  Majefty  with  an  addrefs  of  thanks 
for  the  intelligence,  offering  to  ftand  by 
him  with  their  lives  and  fortunes  again  ft 
the  Duke,  and  all  other  rebels  and  traitors, 
and  all  other  his  Majefty 's  enemies  what- 
foexer)  and  a  bill  of  attainder  was  brought 
in  again  ft  the  duke  of  Monmouth,  which 
received  tj»c  royal  aflenton  the  16th  inft. 

June  j\.  A  proclamation  was  iffucd 
againft  the  publishing  the  duke  of  Mcn- 
nouth"*  declaration ;  and  another,  ofTering 
a  reward  of  500/.  to  any  one  that  fhould 
bring  the  Duke  dead  or  alive. 

June  17.  The  earl  of  Argyle* %  forces 
wtrc  difpejfed,  and  Che  Earl  bunfclf  taken. 
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Sit  John  Ceckram,  one  of  t^cfe  that  cW'.t 
over  \uth  the  Earl,  betrayed  him,  having 
undertaken  to  provide  guides  to  conduft 
h-m  lately  into  Galicway,  who  either  mu- 
taking  the  way,  or  detigue  ly  miflcading 
them,  carried  them  into  a  bog,  where  'Jut 
I  loft  their  horfe  and  baggage. 

The  Earl  having  recciyed  a  wound  in  the 
head,  was  obliged  to  quit  his  horfe  and  run 
into  the  water  to  fave  himfJf,  where  a 
countryman  took  him.  The  Earl  prcfent'd 
a  piftol  to  the  countryman,  which  miiki 
Are,  whereupon  he  knocked  the  Earl  down, 
who  in  linking  cried  out,  Unfortunate 
Argylt ! 

June  1 8 .  The  duke  of  Monmouth  having 
increafed  his  forces  to  about  3000  men,  took 
pofleifion  of  Taunton  Dean. 

June  ao.  The  Duke  was  proclaimed 
King  at  Taunton, 

June  ai.  The  Duke  marrSed  to  Briag- 
ivater,  his  army  being  increased  to  5CW 
men  j  he  was  there  proclrtirm-d  King*  and 
marched  towards  Bnfol,  but  hearing  of  the 
king's  army  advance  towards  him,  he  retreat- 
ed back  to  Ei  idgwater,  and  defeated  a  body 
of  the  King's  horle  quirtered  at  Pbfyt 
Norton. 

Henry  Fitzrcy,  duke  of  Grafton,  nar- 
rowly efcaped  with  his  life. 

June  22.  The  duke  of  Monnnutb  pub- 
lished ^declaration,  fctting  a  fum  of  5000/. 
on  king  James**  head,  and  another  declar- 
ing the  Parliament  of  England  a  feditiotf 
aftembly,  and  declared  the  duke  of  Jlbt* 
marie  a  traitor. 

June  2  5.  William  Difnie  of  Surrty,  efq. 
was  conviftcd  of  printing  the  duke  ol  hfa* 
tncutb's  declaration. 

June  16.  Rumbtld  the  maltftcr,  who 
contrived  the  aflalfinating  his  late  Majc(h» 
at  his  houfe,  called  Rye-hoofc,  in  Hrrt' 
fordjhire,  being  taken  among  Arryie'i  fol- 
lowers, was  executed  at  Edinburgh  with  fe- 
ver.^ othe  t. 

June  30.  The  carl  of  Argyll  was  be- 
headed at  Edinbttgb  upon  a  former  Sen- 
tence, that  was  pronounced  againft  him  for 
high  trcafon,  after  he  had  made  his  efcape 
out  of  prifon,  and  his  head  was  placed  ofl 
the  Toll -booth  of  the  city. 

The  Scotch  regiments,  fent  to  the  King'« 
afliftance  by  the  prince  of  Orange,  arrived' 

July  t»    The  King  having  given 
royal  afleot  to  feveral  bills  of  fupptyr 
fome  Other  ads,  the  Parliament  adjourn** 
to  the  4th  of  Augufl. 

The  King  gave  his  royal  affent  to  a  bill 
for  erecting  a  new  church  in  the  parift  of 
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$t.  Jamit,  within  the  liberty  of  Wtft* 

mmjter. 

The  prince  of  Orange  fent  monfieor  Ben* 
tinck  with  an  offer  of  his  peifon  to  head  his 
army,  but  the  King  refufcu  it. 

James's  army  aft'embled  to  the  number  of 
acoo  foot  and  700  horfe  and  dragoons. 

July  6.  The  duke  of  Monmmtb  was  de- 
feated by  the  earl  of  Fever/bam  and  lord 
Churchill,  at  Sidgemore,  near  Bridgewattr 
in  Scmerfetjlire. 

There  was  (lain  on  the  duke  of  Mon- 
tr^th's  fide,  300  men  #n  the  fpot,  1000  in 
tnepurfuit,  and  as  many  taken  prifoners* 

The  Duke  retired  with  only  fifty  horfe, 
which  were  foon  difperfed,  and  he  was 
obliged  to  fly  on  foot  with  only  a  German 
count.  Lord  Grey  was  taken  the  next  day, 
and  the  Duke  the  8th  inftant. 

The  Duke  wrote  a  fubmiflive  letter  to 
the  King,  and  procured  admiflton  to  his 
prefence,  but  could  not  obtain  his  pardon. 

The  King  made  the  Duke  fign  a  paper, 
whereby  he  owned  the  King  his  father,  and 
aflured  him  he  was  never  married  to  his 
mother. 

July  1 5.  The  Duke  was  brought  to  a 
fcaftold  on  Tower-bill,  and  beheaded  :  he 
was  attended  by  Dr.  Lloyd,  Dr.  Tw«i/w, 
and  Dr.  Hooper  at  his  execution,  who  la- 
boured to  make  him  profefs  the  doctrine  of 
non-rcfiftance,  and  confefs  his  crime  in 
living  in  adultery  with  lady  Harriot  Went- 
worth,  but  all  to  no  purpofe ;  he  per- 
fuaded  bimfelf  he  was  innocent,  and  (aid, 
when  be  died,  he  was  fure  he  /hou  Id  go  to 
God.  He  was  about  thirty-fix  yean  of 
age  when  he  was  beheaded. 

July  19.  A  proclamation  was  iiTued  for 
lord  Delamere  to  furrender  bimfelf.  • 

July  t6.    A  thankfgiving  was  obferved 
for  the  victory  over  the  rebels. 

The  earl  of  Stamford,  lord  Brandon,  and 
lord  Delamere  were  committed  to  the  Tower, 
and  a  proclamation  was  iffued  for  George 
Spent,  Francit  Cbarlten,  and  John  Wildmant 
efqrs.  colcnel  Dam/en,  and  John  Trencbard, 
cfq.  to  furrender  themfelves  within  twenty 
days. 

Jul*  a*.  The  earl  of  Arlington  died, 
and  the  earl  of  Ayltjbury  was  conftituted 
lord  chamberlain  of  the  houihold  in  his 
loom. 

Aug.  4.  The  Parliament  was  adjourned 
to  the  9th  of  November, 

Aug.  8.  The  French  king  congratulated 
bit  Majcfty  on  the  fubduing  the  rebels. 

Aug.  a  3.  The  envoy  of  Spain  was  ad- 
Ijxittcd  to  his  audience 


Aug.  %j.  Lord  chief  juftice  Jefferie' 
being  lent  into  the  weft  with  four  other 
judges  to  try  the  rebel  prifoners,  arrived  at 
fVi/tcbffterf  where  the  grand  jury  found  an 
indictment  of  high-treafon  againft  Mrs. 
Alicia  LiJU,  the  widow  of  Mr.  Ltjle,  who 
was  one  of  king  Charleys  judges,  and  after- 
wards prcfident  of  a  high  court  of  juftice. 
She  was  convicted  of  harbouring  one  Jcbn 
Hicket,  a  Nonconiormift  minifter,  and  NeL 
thorp,  who  were  in  Mtomoutb's  rebellion, 
and  femenccd  to  be  burnt ;  but  the  puni fo- 
ment was  changed  to  beheading,  which  was 
executed  at  fVmcbejler  the  2d  of  September. 
Mr.  Ecbard  fay*,  the  jury  brought  in  their 
verdict  three  times,  that  the  pri Toner  was 
not  guilty,  but  he  was  under  a  great  mif- 
takc. 

At  Dorcbefierf  Jeffer'trs  condemned  twenV 
ty-nine,  who  were  immediately  executed. 

In  another  place,  soo  perfons  were  in- 
dieted,  and  fourfcorc  were  executed ;  in 
all  500  were  condemned,  and  200  of  thofc 
were  executed,  and  their  quarters  fet  up  in 
the  highways  j  many  purchafed  their  livea 
from  the  Judge,  and  one  Mr.  Prideavx 
alone  gave  him  14,000/.  for  his  life. 

Major  general  Kirk,  who  was  fent  down 
with  the  Judge,  committed  many  cruelties  ; 
he  cau fed  nineteen  perfons  to  be  executed 
at  Taunton  without  any  trial,  with  thd 
drums,  Gstc.  playing  at  the  time  of  exe- 
cution. 

In  the  farrie  town,  whilft  at  dinner  with 
his  officers,  he  ordered  thirty  condemned 
perfons  to  be  hanged  while  he  was  at  table, 
namely,  ten  in  a  health  to  the  King,  tea 
to  the  Queen,  and  ten  to  Jefferiet :  but 
one  action  the  moft  cruel,  was,  a  young 
girl  throwing  herfelf  at  his  feet  to  beg  her 
father's  life,  he  made  her  proftitute  herfeif 
to  him,  with  a  promife  of  granting  her  re- 
que  ft,  but  having  fatisfied  his  brutal  luft, 
was  fo  inhuman,  as  out  of  a  window  to  fhew 
the  girl  her  father  hanging  on  the  fign-poft  j 
the  fpectacle  fo  affected  the  poor  girl,  that 
flie  went  diffracted. 

Aug.  19.    Sir  kiebard  Buffroje  was  feat 
ambiflador  to  B  ruff  eh. 

The  envoy  of  Portugal  was  admitted  to 
his  audience* 

Sept.  5.    French  North,  baron  of  Guild' 
ford,  and  lord  keeper  of  the  great  feal  of 
England,  died. 

*ept.  7.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
apprehending  the  earl  of  Macclesfield, 

Sept.  *8.  George  lord  Jefferiet,  baron  of 
JVem,  was  conjtituttd  lord  high  chancellor 
ij(  England* 
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Off.  it.  Sir  Edward  Herbert  was  made 
lord  chief  juftice  of  the  King's  bench. 

Sir  Edward  Lutwyche  was  made  chief 
j  lift  ice  of  Cbtfttr. 

Sir  Robert  Wright,  one  of  the  barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  was  made  one  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  Ring  s-bench,  in  the  room  of 
Thorn*!  Walcot. 

Sir  Edward  Nevil  was  made  one  of  the 
barons  of  the  Exchequer. 

Col.  Talbot  came  over  from  Ireland,  and 
was  made  earl  of  Tyrconnel,  and  lieutenant 
general  of  the  IriOt  army. 

Off.  19.  Henry  Cornijb,  efq.  alderman 
cf  London t  Mr.  William  Ring,  John  Fern- 
l<y,  and  Elizabeth  Gaunt,  were  tried  at  the 
Old  Bailey  for  bigh-treafon,  and  convicled. 
R'tmg*  Ferntey,  and  Gaunt,  of  concealing 
and  harbouring  fcveral  perfons  who  were  in 
Monmouth's  rebellion ;  Mr.  Cornijb,  as  a 
con  fpi  rat  or  in  the  late  plot  with  lord  Ru/J'rl, 
and  others,  to  fubvert  the  government,  cf  4 . 
Mrs.  Gaunt  was  burnt,  and  Ring  and  Fern- 
ley  hanged  and  quartered  at  Tyburn,  and 
Mr.  Ctw'ilh  was  hanged  and  quartered  in 
Cbeapfidt,  on  the  23d  inftant. 

Off.  so.  The  earl  of  Aybjbury,  lord 
chamberlain,  died. 

Off.  23.  The  carl  of  Mulgrave  made 
lord  chamberlain. 

Off.  30.  Richard  Neltborp  and  John  Ay- 
Uffe  /landing  outlawed  for  high  trcafon,  "as 
being  concerned  in  the  Ryc-hoitfe  plot 
•gain ft  the  late  King,  were  executed  as 
traitors  1  Nelthorp  before  Gray*-inn  gate, 
and  Ayloffe  before  the  Temple  gate. 

Nov.  9.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  made  a  fpcech  to  both  Houfes,  where- 
in he  told  them  that  he  had  increafed  his 
Handing  forces,  that  the  kingdom  might 
no  longer  be  expo  fed  to  fuch  wretched  at- 
tempts as  had  been  lately  made,  and  de- 
fired  a  fupply  to  maintain  his  troops.  He 
lVid,  he  had  employed  fome  officers,  who 
were  not  qualified  according  to  the  Teft 
act,  of  whofe  unquestionable  loyalty  he 
was  fatisfied,  and  hoped  this  circumftance 
would  breed  no  difference  between  him  and 
his  people. 

The  army  which  before  confifted  but  of 
7000  men  was  increafed  to  1 5,000. 

This  year  died  Sir  John  Marjham,  emi- 
nent for  his  great  (kill  in  ancient  hiftory 
and  chron^gy. 

Alio,  William  Dvgdale,  author  of  the 
Bar*nagc,  & c.  and  Garter,  king  at  arms, 
and  Tttmas  Otivay. 

Nov.  17.  The  Commons  in  their  ad- 
drtfs  to  his  Majrrty,  oflarcd  jo  indemnify 
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the  Recufant  officers  for  w  hat  was  paflea*  } 
but  intimated  their  defire,  that  his  Majefty 
would  not  continue  any  Recufants  in  office 
for  the  future. 

When  the  addrefs  was  prefented  to  his 
Majefty,  he  was  difpleafed  with  their  put- 
ting but  little  confidence  in  him,  and  re- 
turned them  a  (harp  anfwer. 

The  Commons  endeavoured  to  content 
the  King,  and  went  upon  the  bufinefs  of 
rainng  the  money  they  had  voted  to  bis 
Majefty ;  alfo  to  prefent  a  bill  to  qualify 
fuch  a  number  of  officers  to  ferve  in  the 
army  as  he  fhould  think  fit. 

Nov.  8.  The  Houfe  of  Lords  having 
received  a  petition  from  the  earl  of  Stam- 
ford and  lord  Delamere,  they  addrefled  the 
King  to  know  the  rcafon  of  their  confine- 
ment. The  King,  in  anfwer  by  the  Lord 
Chancellor  faid,  he  had  given  orders  for 
lord  Delamere  to  be  tried  in  Chejh'tre,  where 
the  crime  was  committed.  No  anfwet 
being  made  refpc&ing  the  earl  of  $tcrnforf\ 
trial,  the  Lords  appointed  him  to  be  tried  bj 
his  Peers,  to  which  the  King  confented. 

Nov.  20.  The  Lords  being  uneafy,  and 
apprehending  their  privileges  infringed  br 
the  imprtfonment  of  the  earl  of  Stamftrd 
and  lord  Delamere,  the  King  thought  nt  to 
prorogue  the  Parliament  to  the  10th  of 
February,  though  the  Commons  had  voted 
him  a  fupply  of  700,000/. 

Nov.  26.  Lord  Brandon,  by  the  name 
of  Charles  Gerrard,  efq.  was  tried  at  the 
King's-bcnch  bar,  and  convifted  of  hirh 
trcafon,  in  confpiring  to  raife  a  rebellion, 
depofe  the  late  King,  &<-.  He  was  con- 
demned  the  28th  inftant,  but  afterwards 
pardoned. 

Dee.  4-  The  earl  of  Sunderland,  princi- 
pal fecretary  of  ftate,  made  prefident  of  the 
council. 

Charles  Batemnn,  a  forgeon,  was  con- 
viewed  of  the  conspiracy  againft  the  late 
King,  in  which  Sidney,  &c.  were  concern- 
ed. Sentence  was  palled  on  him  as  a  traitor 
the  1  ith,  and  he  was  executed  at  Tyburn 
the  1 8th  inftant. 

Dec.  1 5.  The  ambaftadors  from  Venxtt 
made  their  public  entry,  and  were  admitted 
to  audience  the  18th. 

Dec.  16.  The  earl  of  Clarendon  being 
appointed  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland,  fetout 
for  that  kingdom,  and  the  privy-feal  wl* 
put  in  commiflion  during  his  abfence.  The 
oommi/lioners  were  lord  vifcount  Trvkt, 
colonel  Robert  Phillips,  and  John  Evelyud 
Deptford,  efq. 

Dec.  29.    The  bifhop  of  Durham  m*4< 
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dean  of  the  royal  chapel,  and  the  bUhop  of 
Rocbejler  clerk  of  the  clolet. 

Dec.  30.  Jshn  Hampden,  efq.  being  ar- 
raigned for  high  ireafon,  in  confpiring 
again*  the  late  King,  with  lord  Rajfel,&c, 
pleaded  guilty,  and  was  pardoned. 

1685-6,  Jan.  8.  The  Parliament  was 
prorogued  by  proclamation  to  May  10. 

Jan,  14.  Lord  Deicmere  was  tried  by 
his  Peerf  for  high  treafon,  in  being  con- 
cerned in  the  late  rebellion  in  the  weft,  the 
Lord  Chancellor  being  Lord  High  Steward, 
but  Saxon,  the  only  pofitive  evidence,  ap- 
pearing perjured,  he  was  acquitted. 

The  earl  of  Tyrconnel  was  no  fooner  re- 
turned to  Inland,  than  he  began  breaking 
the  Proteftant  officers  and  foldiers,  aod 
potting  Roman  Catholics  in  their  places. 
Two  or  three  hundred  of  Engfijb  who  had 
laid  out  fortunes  in  purchafe  of  their  ports 
were  arbitrarily  ditbanded,  and  five  or  fix 
thoufand  private  foldiers  fent  a  begging. 

The  King  ufed  many  means  to  accom- 
plish his  drfigns;  he  caufed  the  judges  to 
give  it  as  their  opinion,  that  he  had  a  power 
to  difpence  with  the  laws.  Dr.  Cart-wright 
caft  a  glofs  upon  the  King**  promifes,  in 
his  fermoni,  that  his  Majefty's  promifea 
were  free  donatives.  He  was  made  bilhop 
of  Cbtjler. 

Tbomat  earl  of  Stamford  was  admitted  to 
ball.  J 

Feb,  11.  The  earl  of  TyrconneJ  having 
modelled  the  Irijb  army  according  to  the 
King's  mind,  came  to  England,  and  was 
appointed  lord  lieutenant  or  Ire/and,  in  the 
room  of  the  earl  of  Clarendon,  Things  were 
carried  to  fuch  a  hcighth  againft  the  Pro- 
tectants in  Ireland,  that  many  Er.gl'ijh  mer- 
chants withdrew  their  effeas. 

Feb,  13.  Sir  Tbemat  Jenner,  recorder  of 
Linden,  made  one  of  the  barons  of  the 
Exchequer. 

Sir  Henry  BedingJUld  made  one  of  the 
juftices  of  the  Common-plea*,  in  the  place 
of  Mr.  juftiee  Leurnx. 

March  5.  The  King  fent  a  letter  to  the 
Archbi&op,  to  prohibit  the  clergy  to  preach 
on  controverted  points. 

John  Holt, efq.  of  Gray*-Inn,  was  knight- 
ed, and  made  recorder  of  London, 

March  10.  The  King  granted  a  general 
pardon  to  his  fubjccls,  in  which  many  that 
hid  been  in  rebellion  were  excepted  ;  but 
the  earl  of  Stamford  took  the  benefit  of  it.

t  April  21.  Sir  Tbomai  Jonn,  lord  chief 
juftice  of  the  Common-pleas  j  William  Mon- 
tague, efq.  lord  chief  baron  of  the  Exche- 
quer }  Sir  Job  Cbarleton,  one  of  the  juftices 
of  the  Common-plea?,  and  Sir  Edward  Ne- 
viJ,  one  of  the  barons  of  the  Exchequer, 
were  removed.  Sir  Henry  Bedingfield,  one 
of  the  juftices  of  the  Common-pleas,  was 
made  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  fame  court  1 
Sir  Edward  Atkynt,  one  of  the  barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  was  made  lord  chief  baron. 

The  King  fent  for  the  judges  and  clofeted 
them,  in  order  to  perfuade  them  to  declare 
for  his  difpenfing  power. 

Such  judges  were  turned  out  as  declared 
againft  the  difpenfing  power. 

Sir  Edward  Luttvycbe,  chief  juftice  of 
Cbejler,  was  made  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
Common-pleas  j  and  Richard  Heath,  efq. 
ferjeant  at  law,  was  made  one  of  the  barons 
of  the  Exchequer;  Sir  Job  Charlton,  on 
his  petition,  was  made  chief  juftice  of 
Cbejler, 

The  King  made  a  call  of  ferieants  at 
law,  among  whom  were  fevcral  Catholics, 
one  was  knighted,  and  a  little  after,  ano- 
ther lawyer  of  the  fame  religion  was  made 
a  judge.  The  motto  ufed  by  the  ferjeants 
was  Deus,  Rex,  Lex, 

April  23.  The  Parliament  was  pro- 
rogued to  the  18th  of  September, 

April 26.  Sir  Cbriftopber  Milton,  a  Ro- 
man Catholic,  made  one  of  the  Barons  of 
the  Exchequer. 

Sir  John  Pcwel  made  one  of  the  juiticea 
of  the  Common -pitas. 

Sir  Themat  Poto'tt  made  folici tor-general, 
in  the  room  of  Heneage  Finch,  efq. 

April  29.  The  King  fummoned  the 
Parliament  of  Scotland  to  meet,  and  wrote 
them  a  letter,  "  recommending  to  their 
fpecial  care  his  innocent  Roman  Catholic 
fubjecls.**  And  this  love  he  expelled  they 
would  fliew  to  their  brethren,  as  they  faw 
him  an  indulgent  father  to  his  people.  The 
earl  of  Murray %  as  lord  high  commiflioner, 
feconded  hit  Majcft  y's  letter,  and  concluded) 
with  faying,  "  by  this  you  will  fhew  your- 
felves  the  heft,  and  moft  aft'ecTionate  fub- 
jecls, to  the  heft,  the  incomparable*!,  and 
moft  heroick  Prince  in  the  world.** 

The  Scotch  committee  drew  up  a  bill  to 
allow  the  Catholics  the  cvercife  of  their 
religion  in  private,  but  when  the  bill  was 
presented  to  Parliament,  it  met  with  an 
oppofition,  and  the  Lord  CommirTioner 
thought  fit  to  adjourn  the  debate,  till  the 
King  fent  orders  to  prorogue  the  Parlia- 
ment*

Af<iy  14.  Jtfj7/i  Prance,  having  an  infor- 
mation exhibited  againlt  him  Tor  wilful  per- 
jury in  the  evidence  he  gave  again  ft  Grten, 
Berry  and  Hill,  at  their  trial  for  the  murder 
of  Godfrey,  he  pleaded  guilty,  and  the  next 
day  tolcuuily  acknowledged  his  offence. 
He  was  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  cf  100/.  to 
Aand  three  times  in  the  pillory,  and  be 
whipped  from  Newgate  to  Tyburn,  which 
laft  was  remitted. 

July.  A  letter  was  fcnt  by  the  King  to 
the  blihop  of  London,  to  fufpeod  Dr.  John 
Share,,  for  forac  unbecoming  reflexions  in 
his  fermons.

The  Papifts  were  allowed  openly  to  pro- 
fefs  thoir  religion)  and  the  Jofuits  who 
erected  colleges  and  fi  lafj si nins  in  raoft  of 
the  confiderable  towns  at  this  time,  were 
publicly  confecrated  in  the  King's  chapel, 
and  Cent  down  to  exercifc  their  functions 
in  their  rtfpt&ive  dioceies,  under  the  title 
of  Vicars  Apoftolical  ;  monks  appeared  in 
their  habits  at  Whitebait  \  and  all  places 
were  beoftwed  upon  Paptfrs. 

The  Clergy  were  forbid  to  preach  upon 
controverted  points  of  religion ;  many  of 
them  fhewed  their  avcrfion  to  this  order, 
and  particular  Tillotfon,  StiMtgfaet,  Tenifon, 
Wake,  Patrick,  Sharp,  Sherlock;  all  famous 
for  their  writings. 

Aug.  3.  The  ecclenaftical  commiffion, 
granted  in  April  lair,  was  firtt  opened.  It 
was  directed  to  the  archbithop  of  Canterbu- 
ry, the  lord  chancellor  Jeffertes,  thebifhops 
of  Durham  and  Rocbefler,  the  car)  of  Ro- 
thtjkr,  lord  high  trcafurer,  the  earl  of 
Sunderland,  prefident  of  the  council,  and 
the  lord  chief  jufrice  Herbert,  or  any  three 
of  them,  of  whom  the  lord  Chancellor  to 
be  one,  to  make  a  Quorum :  of  theft  the 
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Archbifltop  never  a  fled/ and*  thebifhopof 
Rockrficr  foon  declined  the  fervice. 

Aug,  4.  The  biuSop  of  London,  being 
fummoncd  by  the  high  commiffioncrs,  ap- 
peared before  them. 

Aug.  16.  Sir  Nathaniel  Jcbnfa  made 
captain  genera]  of  the  Leeward  li1.»nd$  in 
America,  upon  the  death  of  Sir  William  to- 
//r/<w. 

Aug,  22.  Dr.  Thomas  Cartrvrigbt  nomina- 
ted bilhopo/  Cbtfltr,  and  Dr.  Samuel  Barker, 
bi ih op  of  Oxford*  They  were  conlccrated, 
together  with  Dr.  Lhyd,  bifhop  of  Su  Da* 
via" s,  at  Lambeth,  the  17th  of  Q Ruber. 

Aug.  23.  Buds,  the  capital  city  of  Hun- 
gary, taken  by  the  iapaiaHfit,  after  it  bad 
been  in  porTcfuoo  of  the  Turki  145  years. 

Aug.  31.  The  bifhop  of  London  tendered 
a  plea  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  high  com* 
million  court. 

Sept.  9.  The  bifhop  of  Linda*  was  fuC 
pended  from  exercifing  his  cpifcopai  office, 
by  the  high  commiffion. 

The  btfhopt  of  Durham,  Rocbefler t  and 
Peterhor  -vrh  were  appointed  commiflioners 
within  the  diocrfe  of  London.

The  King  endeavoured  to  gain  many 
profelytcs,  and  the  earl  of  Sunderland ^  turn- 
ed Papift,  but  refufed  to  make  a  public  ab- 
juration. 

S.  Col.  Richard  Talbot,  having  beta 
cheated  earl  of  Tyrconnei,  in  Inland,  mto 
fworn  of  the  privy  council  in  England,  be- 
ing a  Roman  Catholic. 

jWo.io.  St'ixJVUiiam  Sttfbent  had  an  a£hoi 
brought  agtinft  him  by  Sir  Tbamat.D  upper  % 
gentleman  ufher  to  his  Maiefty,  for  the 
fees  of  knighthood  ;  Sir  William  pleaded 
that  his  knighthood  was  conferred  upnn 
him  without  his  confent ;  to  which  the 
plaintiff  demurred,  and  the  demurrer  being 
argued  the  fame  day,  the  court  gave  it  for 
the  plaintiff. 

N(rv.  1 6.  Mr.  Sam.Jobnftn,  onee  Chaplaia 
to  the  late  lord  Rujel,  and  who  had  been  for- 
merly convicted  and  punifhed  for  writing  a 
libel,  called  Julian  the  Apellate,  was  apain 
convicted  the  laft  Trinity  term,  of  writing  a 
pamphlet  entitled,  At:  addrtfs  to  the  Engl  & 
Proteftants  in  king  James's  army  \  whercio 
he  advifed  them  not  to  be  inflrumental  in 
introducing  Popery  and  arbitrary  power. 
He  was  this  day  adjudged  to  ftand  thr* 
times  in  the  pillory,  to  pay  a  fine  of  500 
marks,  and  to  be  whipped  from  Newgate  to 
Tyburn  :  but  before  the  fentencc  was  exe- 
cuted, he  w*i  brought  [Nov.  20.]  before  the 
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kigh  Commifcon-eowt,  and-formally  de- 
graded and  then  delivered  over  as  a  mere  lay- 
nun  into  the  hands  of  the  fecular  officer,  to 
undergo  the  puniihment  aforefaid. 

The  fame  day  judgment  was  given  againft 
Mr.  Edward  Wbitaker,  who  had  been  con-  < 
vi&ed  of  juitifying  the  rebellion  in  forty- 
one,  and  the  murder  of  king  Charles  I.  for 
which  he  was  fined  1000  marks. 

George  Speke,  cfq.  alfo,  who  had  been 
convicicd  of  a  riqt,  and  of  refcuing  John 
Vrencbard,  efq.  who  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
meflciigcrs  for  high  treafon,  was  fined  2000 
marks. 

Dtc.  The  earl  ofCafllmain  fent  ambafla- 
dor  to  the  Pope  j  was  coldly  received,  and  at 
Uft  recalled,  the  King  being  much  mortified. 

The  white  itaff  was  taken  from  the  earl 
Of  Rocbtjler,  who  was  found  not  to  be  wa- 
ken in  his  principles,  but  adhered  (readily 
to  the  Protectant  intereft.  At  the  Earl's 
difmi/Tion,  the  King  afligned  him  a  yearly 
penfion  of  5C00/.  upen  the  Poll-office  ;  and 
on  the  5th  of  January,  Join  lord  BelUJxs, 
Sidney  lord  GodJpbin,  Henry  lord  Dover, 
Sit  John  Earl,  chancellor  of  the  exchequer, 
and  Sir  Stephen  Fox,  were  made  commiflio- 
ners  for  executing  the  office  of  lord  Trea- 
furer.  At  the  fame  time  the  earl  of  Sun- 
dtrlind  appeared  fo  conformable  to  the 
King's  religion  and  arbitrary  meafures,  that 
he  was  in  greater  favour  than  ever. 

Col.  Kirk  was  fpoken  to,  to  change  his 
religion,  but  he  bri/kly  replied,  "  He  was 
pre-engaged  ;  for  he  had  promifed  the  king 
of  Marccco,  that,  if  ever  he  changed  his  re- 
ligion, he  would  turn  M.-.hometan". 

1686-7,  Jan.  21.  Count  Caunitz,  envoy 
extraordinary  from  the  Emperor,  admitted 
to  his  audience. 

Ftb.  6,  The  earl  of  Tyreonnel  made  lord 
deputy  of  Ireland,  in  the  room  of  the  earl  of 
Clarendon,  who  was  difplaccd. 

Feb.  9.  The  earl  of  Yarmouth  made  rrea- 
fnrer  of  the  houftiold,  and  the  lord  Walde- 
gravt  comptroller. 

A  letter  from  the  King  was  brought  to 
the  univerfity  cf  Cambridge,  to  admit  Alban 
Fracas,  a  Bencdicl;nc  m<;nk,  to  ihe  degree 
of  matter  of  arts,  without  adminiftering  the 
ttfiul  oath,  which  the  Univerfity  refufed. 

Feb,  13.  The  King  fent  a  proclamation 
to  Scotland  for  allowing  liberty  of  confer- 
ence to  all  Recufants  there,  with  which  the 
Scott  comply;  and  the  Council  publilhcd 
th*  Kinc's  rrocl  amation. 

The  King  was  defirous  to  difunite  the 
Protrftants,  but  was  mifraken  in  hit  aim, 
'  puts  them  more  on  their  guard. 
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Some  BHhops  favoured  the  Court,  and] 
prevailed  with  their  Clergy  to  fend  addrefl'es 
of  thanks  to  the  King :  of  this  number 
were  Crew,  Barlow,  Canwright,  Wood,  an«l 
Watfon.  But  Parker,  biflioo  of  Oxford* 
was  not  fo  fuccefsful,  fmce  he  could  And 
but  one  clergyman  in  his  whole  dioccfsp 
who  would  fign  fuch  an  addrefs. 

Feb.  15*  The  Parliament  prorogued  to 
the  28th  of  April, 

March  1 1 .  Henry  lord  Arundel  of  War- 
dour,  made  lord  privy  feal,  in  the  room  of 
the  earl  of  Clarendon,  who  was  difplaccd. 

James  Fitz,-James,  natural  fon  to  James 
II.  by  Mrs.  Churchill,  fifter  to  the  late 
duke  of  Malborougb,  created  duke  of  Ber- 
wick, earl  of  Tinmouth,  and  baron  of  Boj- 
worjb. 

1687,  April  4.  The  King  pnMWhed  * 
declaration,  allowing  liberty  of  conference 
to  all  his  fubjects,  fufpending  and  difpen- 
fing  with  the  penal  laws  and  lefts,  and  even 
with  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fupremi- 
cy,  on  admiflion  into  offices  civil  or  mili- 

Addrcffes  of  thanks  for  this  liberty  were 
daily  prefented  to  his  Majcfty,  by  the  Pif- 
fenters,  from  all  parts  of  the  kin-J.-m  ; 
neither  Anabaptifts, Quakers,  Independents, 
or  Prclbyterians,  delayed  to  make  the  high- 
eft  profeflions  of  loyalty  and  gratitude  011 
this  occafion. 

April 9.  The  vice  chancellor  and  fenate 
of  Cambridge  were  fummoncd  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Lords  Commiflioners  for  ccclefufti- 
cal  affairs,  in  the  council  chamber,  on  the 
21ft  of  April,  to  anfwer  what  (houid  be  ob- 
jected againft  them  by  his  Majefiy,  for  rr- 
fufing  to  admit  Francis,  the  Benedictine 
monk,  agreeable  to  his  mandate  This 
was  the  firft  avowed  attempt  to  introduce 
Papifts  into  either  of  the  Universities. 

April  11.  The  King  fends  his  mandate 
to  Magdalen  college,  in  Oxen,  to  elect  Mr, 
Anthony  Farmer,  prefident,  who  had  pro- 
mifed  to  become  a  Papift,  which  they  re- 
jected, and  elected  Dr.  Hough,  who  was 
chofen  by  a  great  majority.  The  bifhop  of 
Winrbefter  fviorc  him  in,  and  admitted 
him  to  his  office. 

April  15.  An  order  of  council  for  pro- 
moting the  collection  for  the  relief  of  the 
French  Proteftantt. 

April  16.  Sir  Robert  Wright,  one  of  the 
jufticrs  of  the  King's  Bench,  was  made  lord 
chief  juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas;  Mr. 
jufticc  Pvxi  fll,  one  of  the  juftices  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  made  ofte  of  the  juftices  of 
the  King's  Bench  j  and  Mr.  baron  Miltm 
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made  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  Common 
Pleas. 

Gecrge  duke  of  Such  died  at  his  houfe  in 

Yorkjbirt. 

Sir  Wm.  Petty  died  j  he  was  a  phyfician 
and  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  having 
published  many  valuable  writings. 

Jult  before  the  Parliament  was  to  have 
met,  a  libel  was  pubtifhed  againft  the 
King. 

The  King  dnfeted  fcveral  members  of 
Parliament  to  gain  them  over  to  him  ;  but 
finding  he  could  not  get  a  majority  in  his 
favour,  he  was  refolvcd  to  diflblve  the  Par- 
liament. 

Many  di  foe  fled  French  Proteftants  came 
from  France,  whom  the  King  received  very 
favourably,  and  granted  them  money. 

April  ii.  Sir  Robert  Wright*  chief  juf- 
tice of  the  Common  Pleaa,  made  lord  chief 
*  juftice  of  the  King's  Bench  ;  and  Sir  Ed- 
ward  Herberf  made  lord  chief  juftice  of  the 
Common  Pleas;  Sir  Francis  fVitbing:,  one 
of  the  juftices  of  the  King's  Bench,  dis- 
placed. 

April  zy.  It  having  been  demanded  of 
the  vice  chancellor  and  fenate  of  the  uni- 
verfity  of  Cambridge,  why  they  did  not  ad- 
mit father  Francis  to  his  degree,  according 
to  the  King's  mandate.  They  put  in  their 
anfwer  this  day,  that  it  was  contrary  to  fc- 
veral ftatutes,  Sec. 

Afrili%.  The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  aid  of  November.

May  27.  Sentence  of  deprivation  pafTed 
againft  Dr.  John  Ptocball,  vice  chancellor 
of  Cambridge,  by  the  Ecclefiaftical  Commif- 
fjoncrs,  for  his  contenpt  in  not  admitting 
father  Francis  to  a  degree,  without  talcing 
the  oaths  j  and  the  fenate  were  reprimand- 
ed, and  ordered  to  fend  up  copies  of  their 
ftatutes. 

April  a8.  The  vice  prefident  and  fellows 
of  Magdalen  college  are  cited  to  appear 
before  the  ecclefiatlical  commiflioners  at 
Whitehall  [June  61  to  anfwer  why  they 
refufed  to  comply  with  the  King's  mandate, 
to  elect  Mr.  Farmer  their  prefident,  and 
proceeded  to  elect  Mr.  John  Hough. 

May  30.  The  duke  of  Berwick  embarks, 
in  order  to  fervc  in  the  imperial  army  in 
Hungary, 
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June  II.  The  lawyers  of*  the  Middled 
temple  prefentcd  an  addrefs  to  his  Majefty. 

June  17.  Pnnce  George  of  Denmark  em- 
barks  for  that  kingdom. 

June  ax.  The  Ecclefiaftical  ComraifEo- 
ners  declared  the  election  of  Mr.  Hough  to 
be  prefident  of  Magdalen  college,  void; 
and  that  Dr.  Aldwtrth  be  fufpended  from 
being  vice  prefident,  and  Dr.  Fairfax  from 
his  fcllowfhip,  for  their  contempt  in  not 
electing  Mr.  Farmer. 

July  a.  A  proclamation  for  diflblving  the 
prefent  parliament. 

July  3.  Signor  Ferdinando  <T Adda,  arch* 
bimop  of  Arrttifia,  being  arrived  in  the  qua- 
lity of  Nuncio  from  the  Pope,  was  admitted 
to  an  audience  of  their  Majefties  at  Windjor. 

The  members  of  the  laft  Parliament  vin- 
dicated themfclves  from  an  accufation  laid 
againft  them,  to  deftroy  theProteftant  re- 
ligion.

A  proclamation,  appointing  the 
15th  of  January  to  be  ohfcrvcd  as  a  thankf- 
giving  tor  the  Queen's  being  with  child, 
within  the  bills  of  mortality  ;  and  the  29th 
cf  "January,  ia  the  reft  of  the  churches  in 

Euf^und. 

A  miracle  was  pretended  by  the  Papiftsj 
that  this  conception  was  the  cfFeft  of  a  fo- 
lemn  petition  which  the  late  duchefs  of 
Mcdtr.j  had  put  up  in  heaven  to  the  bleiTcd 
Virgin  Mary,  or  of  a  tow  the  queen  had 
made  to  the  lady  of  L  •  ttto,  with  rich  pre- 
fents  of  gold. 

The  Queen's  pregnancy  produced  many 
addrefles  throughout  England.

The  King  fent  a  let- 
ter to  the  States  General,  to  demand  the  re- 
turn of  the  fix  Englijb  and  Scotch  regiments 
in  their  fervice }  with  which  the  Sates  re- 
fufed  to  comply. 

Jan.  20.  The  marquis  of  Btdmar,  envoy 
•i  Spain,  admitted  to  his  audience. 

Jan.  22.  The  duke  of  Berwick  made  go- 
Feroor  of  Portsmouth. 

Feb.  10.  A  proclamation  for  preventing 
and  fuppreiTing  unlicenfed  books  and  pam- 
phlets. 

March  2.  A  proclamation,  prohibiting 
his  Ma  jerry's  fubjecls  to  enter  into  the  fer- 
vice of  foreign  princes  or  ftates  :  and  ano- 
ther the  I4th,  for  recalling  all  tfaofe  who 
*ere  in  the  fervice  of  the  Sates  General, 
by  fea  or  land. 

March  20.  Exeter  and  feveral  other  cor- 
poration* having  furrendered  their  charters, 
accept  new  ones. 

March  2  5.  In  order  to  retain  the  lower

The  Prince  made  Fa- 
gel  write  in  anfwer  their  opinion,  <<  That 
the  Catholics  ought  to  be  fuftered  to  enjoy 
liberty  of  conference  for  the  evercife  of  their 
religion  j  but  their  High  Mightincfles  could 
no?  agree  to  a  repeal  of  any  of  thofe  ads 
formed  for  the  fupport  of  the  Protectant  re-

This  gave  the  people  of  England  hopes, 
that  the  prince  of  Orange,  and  his  contort* 
would  not  abandon  them  in  their  prefen* 
neceflity. 

1688,  April  27.  The  King  iflued  another 
declaration  of  liberty  of  confeience  ;  in 
which  the  former  declaration  of  the  4th  of 
Aprils  1687,  is  recited. 

King  James  propofed  to  the  officers  and 
foldiers  of  his  army,  to  fign  a  writing,  in 
which  they  were  to  engage,  to  the  otmoft 
of  their  power,  to  procure  the  penal  laws 
and  teft  to  be  repealed  ;  which  was  order* 
ed  to  be  offered  to  every  regiment  fingly  s 
the  firft  on  which  the  experiment  was 
made  was  the  earl  of  Litchfield"  %i  to  whom 
the  Major  opened  the  matter,  and  com- 
manded all  thofe  that  would  not  comply 
with  his  Majefty's  propofitlon,  to  lay  down 
their  arms  j  when  to  the  King's  gTeat  fur- 
priie,  who  was  prefent,  the  whule  regiment 
(except  two  Captains,  and  fome  few  Popifh 
foldiers)  laid  down  their  arms ;  whereupon 
the  King,  after  fome  paufe,  ordered  them 
to  take  up  their  arms  again,  telling  them, 
Thai  for  the  future,  he  would  not  do  them 
the  honour  to  aflc  their  advice,  and  there- 
upon dropped  the  matter,  without  making 
trial  of  the  reft  of  his  forces  j  and  fix  Irijb 
regiments  were  brought  over  to  England  af- 
terwards. 

May.  An  order  of  Council  was  publifh- 
ed,  commanding  the  laft  declaration,  of 
the  27th  of  April,  to  be  read  in  time  of  di- 
vine fervice,  i n  all  churches  and  chapelt  in 
London  and  PVe/rminjicr,  and  ten  miles  dif- 
tance,  upon  the  20th  and  2?:h  inftant  { 
and  in  all  other  churches  and  chapels  in 
the  kingdon,  on  the  3d  and  10th  of  June\ 
and  that  the  Biftiop*  mould  caufe  the  faid 
declaration  to  be  diftributed  in  their  re- 
fpecrive  diocefes,  to  be  read  accordingly. 

May  18.  The  archbifhop  of  Canterbury*, 
the  biftiopsof  St.  Afaph,  Ely,  Chkhefter, 
Bath  and  WtUt,  Peterborough,  and  Brijrtl, 
fign  a  petition  to  his  Majefty,  to  difpenfe 
with  their  diftributing  and  reading  the  laid 
declaration. 

The  Bifhops  were  fnmmoned  before  the 
Council,  when  the  King  aiked  them,  Jf 
they  had  Ugacd  th«  petition  ?    Not  ctrUf 
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to  accufe  trJttnfelm  by  anfwering  his  Ma- 
jefty,  they  made  a  low  reverence  twice,  with- 
out fpraking.  The  King  promifed  to  pardon 
them  if  they  would  confefs  it,  upon  which 
they  did,  and  withdrew. 

June  8.  The  Biftiops  refufing  to  enter 
into  recognizances  to  appear  in  (he  court  of 
King's-bench,  to  anfwer  the  mifdemcanor 
in  framing  and  preferring  the  faid  petition 
(or  libel,  as  it  was  called)  were  committed 
to  the  Tower,  whither  they  were  fent  by 
water. 

June  10.  This  day  was  faid  to  give  birth 
to  the  prince  of  Wales,  and  a  proclamation 
wai  iftued  for  obferving  a  t hank fgi ring  on 
Sunday  the  17th  infrant  in  London  and  Weft* 
mtnjicr,  and  the  parts  adjacent  j  and  fourteen 
day*  after  in  all  other  parts  of  the  kingdom. 

Man/  diftrufts  and  reports  fpread,  that 
the  Queen  being  with  child,  and  the  birth 
of  thcPrince,  was  an  impofture,  to  fecure 
the  crown  onto  a  Popiih  fucceflbr. 

The  prince  and  princefs  of  Denmark  ar- 
rived in  town  from  Bath, 

June  1 5.  The  feven  Bishops  were  brough  t 
\>y  Haicat  Co>pui  from  the  Tower  to  the 
King's-bench  bar,  and  pleaded  not  guilty 
to  the  information  exhibited  ag.ii  nil  them  i 
they  were  admitted  to  bail  on  giving  their 
own  recognizances,  the  Archbifliop  in 
200/.  and  the  other  Bilhops  in  too/,  each, 
to  appear  from  day  to  day,  till  legally  dif- 
charged. 

June  21.  Monfieur  Gar/faff,  envoy  of 
Denmark,  admitted  to  his  audience. 

Jane  13.  Monfieur  Zulefle'm,  envoy  from 
the  prince  of  Orange,  admitted  to  his  au- 
dience. 

June  29.  The  feven  Bifhops  came  upon 
their  trials  in  Wcftminfter-hail ;  and  the 
next  moring  the  jury  brought  in  their  ver- 
dict that  they  were  not  guilty  ;  which  oc- 
cafioncd  unufual  rejoicings,  not  only  in 
London,  but  in  the  camp  at  Hcunjlaa  Heath ; 
and  the  King  having  ordered  mafs  to  be 
faid  on  board  the  fleet,  the  pricfts  were  in 
danger  of'  being  thrown  over- board. 

An  order  of  council  for  inferting  the  name 
of  James  prince  of  Wales  in  the  prayers 
for  the  Royal  Family. 

A  proclamation  alfo  was  iflued  againft 
profanencf&  and  debauchery. 

Sir  Richard  Hollvtoay  and  Sir  John 
Pciccll,  juftices  of  the  King's-bench,  are 
difpUccd,  for  giving  their  opinions  againft 
the  court  in  favour  of*  the  feven  Bifhops  \ 
and  Sir  Thomas  Powell,  one  of  the  barons 
of  the  Exchequer,  and  Sir  Robert  Baldoek, 
the  King's  ferjeant,  were  made  juftices  of 
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the  KingVbcach,  in  their  rooms.  Mr 
Serjeant  Ingoldejby  and  Mr.  Serjeant  R+> 
tbtram,  were  made  barons  of  the  Exche- 
quer %  and  Sir  Thomas  Jenntr,  one  of  the 
barons  of  the  Exchequt  r,  was  made  one  of 
the  juftices  of  the  Common-pleas.

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Catholics  in  their room 5  he  begm  with  the 
dwce  or  Berwick'*  regiment,  upon  which 
cotoaei  Beauttont  and  other,  officers  made 
a  rcmonftrance  to  the  Duke. 

Several  Engl'ifb  noblemen  and  gentlemen 
went  over  to  the  prince  •(  Orange  to  demand 
hit  lift  fiance,  and  to  head  their  party. 

The  earl  of  Sbrevjbury  mortgaged  his 
eftitc  for  40,000/.  and  went  over  to  the 
Hagae  to  the  Prince,  to  offer  hit  money 
and  fwoed.  Alfa  admiral  Herbert t  lord 
Mcrdjunt,  colonel  Sydney,  lord  Dunk  fain, 
lord  Churchill,  and  lcveral  others,  bender 
many  eminent  citizens  of  Lend  on. 

The  prince  of  Orange,  in  order  to  con- 
cert meafures  for  the  Engftjh  proteftants, 
atTembled  hit  army  at  Nhyi.guen,  and  under 
colour  of  electing  an  archbifhop  of  Cologne, 
«ncampcdan  army  and  prepared  a  fleet.  He 
fctared  Co  the  States  the  affiftance,  if  want- 
ed, of  the  electors  of  Maiden,  Saxony,  and 
Brandtnbutgbf  princes  of  the  houfe  of  Lu~ 
%enburgb,  and  the  landgrave  of  Hefe-Caffd. 

The  Fremcb  king  offered  to  fend  king 
Jamei  30,000  men,  fince  his  own  fortes 
tould  not  be  depended  on  \  but  the  fame 
minitter  who  had  pot  the  King  upon  the 
molt  arbitrary  and  unpopular  actions,  was 
lo  good  as  to  advife  him  to  refufe  them  } 
but  the  King  made  a  new  alliance. 

Sept*  17.  Colonel  Bavile  Skelton,  the 
£*gujb  envoy,  being  looked  upon  to  be  at 
the  bottom  of  the  French  memorial,  was  re- 
called and  committed  to  the  Tower  j  but 
foon  after  made  lieutenant  thereof.

The  prince  0/  Orapge  fet  fail 
from  Holland,  with  about  50  men  of  war, 
300  tranfports,  and  about  14,322  land 
forces  on  bpard,  accompanied  by  the  earls 
of  Sbmojbury  and  MacclesJUldf  and  feveral 
other  I^ngliSh  gentlemen  of  quality »  but 
they  were  driven  back  by  ftorm. 

The  admiral  Herbert  led  the  fauadron, 
vice  admiral  Evertxen  brought  up  the  rear, 
and  the  Prince  was  1n  the  center,  carrying 
the  flag  with  Englijb  colours,  and  their 
HighntiTes  arms  furrounded  with  this  motto, 
"  The  protectant  religion  and  liberties  of 
England,"  and  underneath  the  motto  of 
the  Houfe  of  NaJJau,  Jt  maint'undra,  [I 
will  maintain*] 

At  the  fleet's  being  difperfed,  the  States 
iflued  a  report,  that  the  Prince  could  not 
undertake  the  voyage  again  till  next  fpritig, 
which  made  the  King  revoke  fome  of  his 
a$s  of  grace. 

08.  *o.  A  proclamation  was  ilTued 
commanding  all  horfes,  oxen,  and  cattle 
to  be  removed  twenty  miles  from  the  places 
where  the  enemy  ihould  attempt  to  land* 

The  King  ihut  up  the  Romifh  -chapels. 

08.  28.  The  Jord  vifcount  Prtfitn  was 
made  Secretary  ot  ftate,  in  the  room  of  the 
carl  of  Sunderland,  who  was  found  to  have 
betrayed  his  Majefty**  councils  to  the  prince 
of  Orange. 

Nov.  1.  The  prince  of  Orange y  with  the 
Dutch  fleet,  fet  faH  again,  and  on  the  5th 
landed  with  his  forces  at  Carboy  in  Dewh- 
Jbire. 

The  King  demanded  of  the  BiJhops, 
whether  they  invited  over  the  prince  of 
Grange,  as  he  fuggefted  in  hi*  declaration, 
which  fome  of  them  deny  j  but  upon  his 
demanding  of  them  to  fign  an  abhorrence 
of  the  invafion,  they  declined  it.  The 
bifhops  of  Scotland  were  prevailed  on  to 
fign  an  abhorrence  of  the  invafion. 

Letters  of  pardon  were  granted  to  feveral 
of  the  mod  obnoxious  perfons,  Chancellor 
jftfriet,  Sir  Nlcbofoi  EutUr,  BHhop  of 
Chtjitr  and  Durham >  and  upwards  of  twen- 
ty more. 

Nvo.  *.   A  proclamation  was  iflued 


againft  the  pobliming  or  difper&nr  the 
prince  of  Orange  t  declaration. 

Nov.  3.  The  Prince's  fleet  entered  the 
Channel,  pafled  by  the  Gunjieet  in  a  fcrgr 
day ;  the  Englijb  could  not  purchase  their 
anchors  and  were  kept  in  by  easterly  winds. 

The  prince  of  Orange  puhliflied  a  letttr 
to  the'  officers  of  the  EngliJ/j  army,  contain- 
ing his  reasons  for  undertaking  the  Prote- 
ftant  caufe,  he  alio  fent  one  to  the  fleet. 

Nov.  6*  The  Ring  pub li (bed  a  declara- 
tion,  in  anwer  to  the  fuggeftiona  in  the 
Prince  of  Orange' i  declaration. 

Nov,  7.  Lord  Delamart  took  up  arms  ia 
Cbrjhire  and  declared  for  the  Prince ;  tnanf 
followed  his  example. 

AW.  8.  The  prince  of  Orange  arrived  at 
Exeter. 

An  affociation  was  figned  by  the  gentle- 
men, who  joinai  the  prince  of  Orengt  .t 
Exeter. 

The  lord  Cornbury,  fon  to  the  earl  of 
Clarendon,  with  almoft  three  entire  regi- 
ments, went  over  to  the  prince  of  Orange. 

Nov.  13.  The  lord  Lovelace  was  taken  at 
Ctremcefhtr; going  over  to  the  prince  of  Orasgu 
Nov.  17.  Several  Lords  fpiritual  and 
temporal  petitioned  the  King  to  call  a  Par* 
liament. 

The  King  ordered  bit  troops  together  on 
Saltfbury  plain,  and  lent  a  re-inforcemtot 
to  Portfmoutb. 

He  printed  a  lift  of  the  Prince'a  army, 
which  war  too  contemptible  to  infpire  him 
with  fear. 

The  King  hearing  the  city  of  Lok&*% 
and  the  counties  of  Kent  and  York,  were 
preparing  to  addreft  him  for  an  accommo- 
dation with  the  prince  of  Orange  ;  he  de- 
clared all  thofe  bit  enemies  who  {hould 
pretend  to  advife  him  to  treat  with  the 
invader  of  hi*  kingdoms. 
:  After  the  Lords  petitioned,  the  Ki"g 
made  anfwer,  be  would  call' a  Parliameat 
When  the  Prince  was  departed  ;  for  bow  wii 
it  poffible  a  Parliament  mould  be  free  whik 
an  enemy  was  in  the  kingdom,  and  could 
return  one  hundred  votes. 

The  officers  of  the  army  made  a  decla- 
ration, that  they  could  not  in  confeieoce 
fight  againft  the  prince  of  Orange. 

The  fame  day  bis  Majefty  fet  out  for 
Salt/bury,  where  he  arrived  the  19th  inflaat. 

Nov.  ao.  The  earl  of  Bath  made  biffl- 
felf  mtfer  of  Plym<mtb>  where  the 
fleet  lay  fecure. 

The  earl  of  Shrew/bury  and  Sir  J'J>* 
GutKe  forced  the  duke  of  Beaufort  to  fa- 
render  the  city  of  BcfloU         .  ' 
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Tfee  Orf  Of  Danby  had  fecured  York, 
hiving  di  farmed  and  turned  out  all  the 
Papifts. 

Colonel  Copley  took  Hut!,  and  made  lord 
LangdaJe,  a  Papift,  prifoner. 

The  duke  of  Somcrfet  and  tbe  earl  of  Ox- 
ycri/,  offered  the  Prince  their  fervfces. 

The  Prince  came  to  Sherbtne,  and  from 
thence  to  Salijbury  ;  in  bis  way  a  fmall 
ftirmifh  happened  between  the  two  parties 
of  boric,  when  tbe  iofs  proved  equal  on  both 
fides. 

Nov.  22,  Tbe  King  published  a  procla- 
mation of  pardon  to  all  that  bad  deferted 
him,  provided  they  would  quit  the  prince 
of  Orange* %  fervice  again  in  twenty  dayi. 

The  duke  of  Grafton,  tbe  lord  CJmrcbUl, 
with  federal  other  perfons  of  quality,  am) 
a  good  body  of  troops,  deferted  his  Majefty 
at  Sali/htrj, 

In  tbe  King*s  return  to  London,  the 
prince  of  Denmark,  the  duke  of  Ormond, 
and  others,  deferted  him. 

Mn>.a6.  The  King  returned  from  Safif- 
hury  to  Whitehall,  where  he  found  that  the 
prmcefs  Anne  went  away  the  night  before, 
after  tbe  Prince  her  bu&and,  and  joined 
hire  at  Oxford, 

Colonel  Btvik  Skelton  was  made  lieute- 
nant of  the  Tower. 

Nov,  28.  Tbe  King  iflued  writs  for  the 
calling  a  Parliament  to  meet  at  Wtflmirfer 
tbe  1 5th  of  January, 

A  falfe  declaration  was  published  in 
LirJort,  fuppofed  to  be  from  the  prince  of 
Orange. 

Dee.  8.  Tbe  King  feat  tbe  marquis  of 
Halifax,  the  earl  of  Nottingham,  and  the 
lord  Gxidpbin,  to  treat  with  the  Prince, 
whereupon  the  prince  of  Orange  fent  pro- 
pofalt  to  his  Majefty,  by  tbe  earis  of  Cla- 
rendon ami  Oxford, 

The  propofrh  offered  by  the  Prince  were 
fo  moderate,  tbe  King  owned  he  did  not 
expect  fuch. 

The  King  fufTered  himfelf  to  be  gained 
ty  his  Popifh  counfellors  and  the  Queen. 

The  Queen  and  tbe  young  Prince  were 


Dec.  10.  Tbe  King  took  water  at  White- 
hall (birs,  and  embarked  for  Frame,  ac- 
companied by  Sir  Edward  Hales,  Mr.  S bal- 
ds*, and  a  Frenchman.  He  fent  orders'  to 
the  earl  of  Fever/bam  todifband  the  army. 

The  King  when  he  took  water  threw 
the  great  feal  into  tbe  72ms,  that  nothing 
fright  be  done  legally  in  his  abfence. 

Dec,  11.  A  declaration  of  the  Lords 
Jpriteal  aBd  temporal  in  and  about  Losjew  [ 
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and  Wejhmafier,  affcmbled  at  Guildhall, 
fetting  forth  that  they  would  apply  to  tbe 
prince  of  Orange  to  procure  a  free  Pariiar- 
ment,  and  fecure  the  public  peace. 

Dec,  m.  An  alarm  was  fpread  of  a  ge- 
neral maflacre  intended  throughout  Eng- 
land by  tbe  Iri/b  troops,  who  were  dif« 
banded. 

Every  part  of  the  nation  was  alarmed  this 
day  witb  tbe  report,  that  the  Iri/b  foldier* 
were  burning  of  towns,  and  cutting  of 
throats  in  their  neighbourhood,  and  that 
nothing  lefs  than  a  genera]  maflacre  of  tbe 
Protetrants  was  defigned  ;  nor  was  deatb 
the  worft  that  they  were  to  expect,  for  laws, 
gridirons,  Proteftant  bridles,  and  numbcs> 
lefs  infrruments  of  torture,  were  faid  to  be 
provided,  todeftroy  all  that  would  not  turn 
Papifts. 

The  city  of  London  was  illuminated 
throughout  that  night,  and  every  man  pro- 
vided arms  to  defend  bis  family  from  tbe 
cruel  Irijbs  but  the  next  day,  difcoveriog 
there  was  no  ground  for  thefc  fears,  the 
people  recovered  from  their  confirmation. 

This  was  generally  fuppofed  to  have  been 
a  ftratagem,  to  create  in  people  a  dread  of 
Popery,  and  of  king  J 'antes 's  return  ;  for 
the  pretended  Proteftant  bridles  and  inftro- 
mqnts  of  torture  were  afterwards  fhewa 
about  the  ftreets,  to  create  in  the  people  an 
abhorrence  of  Popifh  cruelty. 

The  mob  demolifhed  and  plundered  fcve- 
ral  mafs-houfes,  and  tbe  houfes  of  the 
Roman-catholics  in  London,  and  particular- 
ly the  Spanifh  ambaflador  s. 

The  lord  chancellor  Jeffries  was  takes! 
in  difguife  at  rVapping,  and  fent  prifoner  to 
the  Tower,  where  he  died  foon  after. 

The  common  council  of  the  city  fent 
deputies  to  the  Prince,  to  invite  him  tat 
come  to  London, 

Dec.  13.  An  order  of  the  prince  of  Orange 
and  another  of  the  Lords  in  London,  were 
iflued  for  re-aflembling  ihe  difbanded  troops 
under  their  proper  officers. 

Dee-  14.  Tbe  prince  of  Orange  came  to 
Windfor. 

The  King,  being  driven  back  by  con- 
trary winds  to  Fever/ham,  was  taken  for  a 
Jefuit,  and,  abufed  by  the  rabble. 

Tbe  King  in  his  journey  to  London,  fent 
tbe  earl  of  Fcvcrjbam  to  invite  the  Prince 
to  the  palace  of  St.  James 'a. 

The  duke  of  Grafton,  marching  at  the 
head  of  a  regiment  to  take  pofleflion  of 
Ttlbttry-fort  from  the  Irilk,  an  Iript  officer 
rode  up  to  him  and  fired  a  piftol  at  him, 
for  which  he  was  fhot  dead  on  the  place. 

Dec* 
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Dec.  16.  iy  the  invitation  of  the  Lords 
a*  London,  the  King  returned  to  Whitehall, 
and  was  received  with  the  mole  joyful  ac- 
clamations of  the  people. 

The  fame  night  the  King  published  an 
order  01*  council  agamrt  tumults,  and  the 
demolishing  and  plundering  ot  houlei,  and 
other  diforders ;  which  was  the  lail  regal 
alt  he  executed  in  England. 

Dec*  17.  The  prince  of  Orange*  t  forces 
took  pnflkflion  of  all  the  posts  about  White* 
lull  and  St.  James'*  j  and  then  the  Hrince 
lest  an  order  at  midnight,  for  the  King 
to  remove  from  Whitehall,  which  the  King 
fubmitted  to,  and  went  to  Roche/tor  un- 
der a  Dutch  guard. 

The  Prince  fent  three  Lords  to  acquaint 
the  King  he  ibould  be  attended  by  his 
guards  to  preferve  him  from  disturbances. 

The  Prince  releafed  the  Popish  lords 
Langdak  and  Montgomery. 

Dir.  1 8.  The  Prince  arrived  at  St.  Jameses 
where  he  received  the  congratulations  of  the 
tobiiiry  and  perfons  of  quality. 

Dec*  to.  The  aldermen  and  common 
council  of  Ltudon  attended  the  Prince  to 
congratulate  his  arrival. 

.  Dee.  *J»  Molt;  of  the  Lords  and  perfons 
of  quality  signed  the  engagement,  or  aflb- 
ciatton,  that  was  drawn  up  at  Exeter,  to 
flaarj  by  the  Prince. 

The  Bishops  and  ibme  temporal  Lords  re- 
fufed  to  Sign  the  afTociation. 

Die.  at-  The  Lords  fpiritual  and  tempo- 
ral about  town,  aflembled  in  the  House  of 
Lords  at  rVcji.ntnfier. 

Dee*  *3«  The  King  embarked  on  board 
a  fnull  frigate,  with  the  duke  of  Berwick, 
h\s  natural  (on,  and  Ahodie  a  Frenchman  j 
he  landed  fafe  at  Amblttrute  in  France,  from 
whence  he  went  to  St.  Germain' 1 5  he  left 
a  paper  behind  hira  dated  the  zzd,  con- 
taining the  reafons  of  hit  withdrawing. 

He  faid  the  world  could  not  wonder  at 
it,  after  the  prince  of  Orange  had  made  the 
earl  of  Fever/ham  prifoner,  whom  he  fent 
to  treat  with  him  in  a  friendly  manner } 
and  haJ  commanded  his  own  guards  to 
take  pofleflion  of  Whitehall  at  x  1  o'clock 
at  night,  and  Cent  him  an  order  at  miJ- 
ni^hr,  when  he  was  in  bed,  to  be  gone. 
After  this  he  had  little  to  hope  for,  from 
one  who  had  invsded  his  kingdoms,  and 
called  the  legitimacy  of  his  fon  in  question ; 
appealing  to  all  who  knew  him,  even  to 
the  Prince  himfclf,  if  they  could  believe 
him  guilty  of  fo  unnatural  a  villany. 

The  Prince  having  received  intelligence 
•f  the  Kind's  departure,  published  an  or- 
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der,  requiring  all  thofe  who  had  ferved  as 
members  io  any  cf  the  Parliaments  held  in 
the  reign  of  king  CLarlct  II.  to  meet  him 
at  St.  jdlrrri's  the  zoth  instant,  together 
with  the  aldermen  and  cotnmon-council  of 
London. 

The  Peers  ordered  all  Papirtl  to  depart 
the  city  of  London,  and  not  to  remove  above 
five  miles  from  their  homes. 

Dec.  a 5.  The  Lords  fpiritual  and  tem- 
poral afTembled  at  WefiminJIcr,  and  add  reded 
the  prince  of  Orange  to  fend  circular  letters 
to  the  Several  counties,  universities,  cities, 
and  boroughs,  to  fend  members  to  repre- 
fent  them,  to  meet  and  at  at  Wtfrnmptr 
the  lid  of  January. 

They  alfo  addrejl'ed  the  prince  of  Orange 
to  take. upon  him  the  adminiftrarioa  01  pub- 
lic a&irs  both  dvil  and  military,  and  the 
difpofal  of  the  public  revenue,  till  the 
meeting  of  the  intended  convention  on  the 
aad  of  Jam/am. 

Dee.  26.  Thofc  who  had  been  Mensbew 
of  Parliament  in  the  reign  of  king  Char  let 
II.  ar.d  the  aldermen  and  common-council 
of  London,  attended  the  prince  of  Orange 
at  St.  Jamci»f  to  whom  the  Prince  made  a 
fpecch,  defiling  them  to  advise  him  how  to 
purine  ttrecftds of  hi*  declaration,  in  calling 
a  parliament.,  and  reftoring  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  kingdom. 

This  aftembly  of  the  commons  and  ci- 
tizens addrefled  the  prince  of  Orange  to  fura- 
mon  a  convention,  to  meet  the  axd  of  Ja- 
nuary, as  the  Lords  had  done. 

Dec.  2$.  The  Prince  returned  an  anfwer 
to  the  Lords,  that  he  would  endeavour  to 
fecore  the  peace  of  the  nation,  and  iflfue 
his  letters  for  aflembling  the  convention,  as 
they  desired,  and  apply  the  revenue  to  the 
public  ufes,  &e.  He  returned  the  fame  an- 
fwer to  the  Commons  and  Citizens. 

The  French  ambafTador  having  been  very 
a£Hve  to  promote  divisions  amongft  the  Peers 
the  Prince  ordered  him  to  depart  the  king- 
dom in  twenty-four  hours. 

Dec.  30.  The  Prince  received  the  facia* 
ment  at  St.  James's  chapel,  from  the  biihop 
of  London,  to  remove  any  apprehensions  of 
a  de/ign  to  alter  the  difcipline  of  the  cftat 
bliihed  church. 

The  fame  day  he  iflueda  declaration,  au- 
thor! fing  all  officers  and  magi  Orates  (ex- 
cept Papifts)  to  continue  to  aft  in  their 
refpeftivc  offices  and  places,  till  the  meet- 
ing of  the  convention. 

The  Prince  vinted  the  Queen-dowager, 
who  aflted  him  to  release  her  Chamberlaio, 
the  carl  of  Fever/bam,  which  he  granted. 
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Jan.  1688-9.  The  prince  of  Orange  if- 
fiied  his  declaration,  for  the  better  collect- 
ing of  the  public  revenue. 

Jan.  c.  An  order  was  ifTued  by  the 
prince  of  Orar.gr,  for  the  withdrawing  his 
troops  out  of  the  refpective  cities,  and 
boroughs  of  England,  at  the  time  of  electing 
the  members  of  the  intentended  conven- 
tion 

Jam.  6.  Dr.  Setb  Ward,  bifcop  of  Sa- 
rvmy  died. 

Jan.  8.  An  order  w«  publiihed  by  the 
prince  of  Orange,  thtt  none  of  his  forces, 
of  what  nation  foever,  mould  quarter  in 
any  private  houfe  without  the  owner's 
tonic  nt. 

The  prince  of  Orange  aflembled  the  Scotch 
nobility  and  gentry  refiding  in  London,  and 
defired  theh*  advice  for  fecuring  their  reli- 
gion and  liberties;  whereupon  the  Scots 
propofed  the  calling  a  convention  in  that 
kingdom,  to  meet  the  14th  of  March  fol- 
lowing, and  that  the  Ptince  fliould  take 
upon  him  the  adminiflration  of  the  go- 
vernment of  that  kingdom  in  the  mean 
time. 

Jan.  10.  The  Prince  fent  a  letter  to  the 
city  of  London,  to  defire  the  loan  of  200,000/. 
which  they  complied  with,  and  rai fed  in 
four  days  time,  Sir  Samuel  Dajbwood  fub- 
fcribing  60,000/.  himfelf. 

Jan.  16.  A  declaration  was  published  by 
the  Prince,  for  the  payment  of  the  fsa- 
men's  wag-s ;  and  on  the  19th  another  fojr 
tbe  payment  of  the  land  forces. 

The  Archbimop  and  fcven  other  Bifhops 
fign  the  Sflbciations,  after  fome  words  were 
foftrned  in  it,  that  gave  them  uneafinefs. 

The  Di  denting  minifters  waited  on  the 
Prince,  praying  his  protection. 

The  Prince  fent  for  the  Princcfs,  to 
ftrengthen  his  claim  to  the  crown,  but  ihe 
was  retarded  by  the  frofts  in  Holland. 

King  James  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Privy- 
ouncil,  informing  them  of  his  reafons  for 
the  flight  he  had  tr.kcn  \  alfo  another  to 
both  Houfcs  of  Convention,  which  they  re- 
jected. 

Jan.  »i.  The  Convention  being  a  (Tern - 
Med  at  IVefimwjier,  the  marquis  of  Halifax 
wajchofen  Speaker  by  the  upper  houfe,  and 
Henry  Potvle,  cfq.  by  the  lower  houfe  ; 
sftrr  which  a  letter  was  prefented  them  by 
tKc  prince  of  Orangey  wherein  he  recom- 
mended to  them  the  fettlement  of  the  Jung* 
«V>m,  the  condition  of  the  Proteftants  in 
I  r'and^  and  above  all,  difpatch  and  unani- 
ettitv  fn  thirir  rcfolutions. 

Great  debate!  arefe  iu  the  Houfe  of  Peen 
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on  the  queftion,  "  Whether  the  throne 
being  vacant,  it  ought  to  be  filled  up  by  sr 
Regent  or  a  King.11 

Addreflcs  were  prefented  to  the  Lords,  de- 
firing  that  the  prince  and  princcfs  of  Oraxgt 
may  be  fettled  on  the  throne,  whieh  wai 
fuppreffed  by  the  Prince,  as  tending  to  pro- 
mote tumults. 

Both  Houfcs  addrefled  the  Prince,  and  re- 
turned him  thanks  for  delivering  them  from 
Popery  and  arbitrary  power,  and  his  car* 
in  the  adminiftration  of  the  public  affairs, 
and  defired  him  to  continue  it ;  and  that  be 
would  take  particular  care  of  Ire/and, 

Jan.  18.  The  Commons  rcfolved,  *  That 
king  James  II.  having  endeavoured  tofub* 
vert  the  conititution,  by  breaking  the  ori- 
ginal contract  between  King  and  People, 
and,  by  the  advice  of  Jefuits  and  other 
wicked  perfons,  having  violated  the  funda- 
mental laws,  and  withdrawn  himfelf  out  of 
the  kingdom,  hath  abdicated  the  govern- 
ment, and  that  the  throne  is  thereby  va- 
cant }'  and  Mr.  HampaUx  carried  this  refu- 
tation up  to  tbe  Lords. 

Jan.  31.  A  thakfgiving  was  obferved  in 
London  and  Weftminfier,  and  the  parts  adja- 
cent, for  the  deliverance  by  the  prince  mf 
Orange,  and  on  the  14th  of  February  all 
over  the  reft  of  England. 

Feb.  %.  The  Lords  fent  back  the  above - 
faid  refolution  of  the  Commons,  with  a- 
mendments,  via.  inftead  of  the  word  abdi- 
cated they  put  dejerttd\  and  omitted  the 
words,  and  that  tie  throne  is  thereby  If  cunt 
vacant  \  which  occafioned  long  and  warm 
debates  between  the  two  Houfcs  ;  but  at 
length  the  Lords  agreed  to  the  refolution 
without  any  amendment. 

Feb.  3.  The  Prince  left  every  one  to  their 
own  voice,  but  fearing  his  filence  would 
ill  conftrued,  he  fent  for  the  marquis  of 
Halifax,  the  earls  of  Danby,  §brev>Jbury% 
and  fome  others,  and  told  them  he  wou:d 
not  afluroc  the  reins  of  government  as  * 
Regent.  This  was  divulged  to  the  Com- 
mons, who  voted  for  the  Prince. 

While  the  debates  were  in  the  Houfa 
concerning  the  eftablimment  of  the  crown, 
the  earl  of  Danby  fent  over  to  the  Prin- 
ccfs to  know  if  ihe  defired  to  fit  0/1  the 
throne  alone,  which  (he  refufe<£ 

Feb.  7.  Both  Houfes  agreed  that  the 
prince  and  princcfs  of  Orange  mould  bo 
king  and  queen  of  England,,  but  the  fole 
and  regal  power  mould  be  in  the  Prince, 
only  in  the  name  of  both,  it  was  carried  in 
the  Houfe  of  Lords  by  two  or  three  voices 
only,

King  Jamet  II,  while  he  was  duke  of 
Tork,  was  contracted  to  the  honourable 
Mrs.  Anne  Hyde,  eldeft  daughter  to  the 
right  honourable  Edward  Hyde,  cfq.  chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  (and  afterwards 
carl  of  Clarendon  and  lord  chancellor  of  Eng- 
land) on  the  24th  of  November  1 659,  2t 
Breda  in  Brabant  \  and  after  that,  for  fere- 
jal  months  before  they  came  to  England, 
lived  with  her  as  his  wife.

Churcbilly  afterwards  duke  of  Marlborevgk ) 
born  in  the  year  1671  :  he  followed  his  fa* 
ther  king  Jamet  into  France  in  the  year

1714  j  and  laftly,  it  was  he  that  the  French

They  both  of  them  ftudied  war  with  un-

The  Commons  voted  his  Majefty  a  tern* 
porary  aid  of  400,000/.  to  be  levied  by 
monthly  aflefTments. 

March  1.  King  William  lent  a  menage 
to  the  Lords,  that  he  had  caufed  feveral 
perfons  to  be  apprehended  that  were  con- 
ipiring  againft  his  government :  and  be  feet 
another  raeflage  to  the  Commons,  at  tbe 
fame  time,  de firing  them  to  take  off  the 
duty  of  hearth-money,  which  was  looked 
upon  as  a  popular  aft  at  that  time. 

Every  hearth  or  chimney  paid  two  fal- 
lings per  annum. 

The  archbiihop  of  Canterbury,  the  b'fhops 
ofGlecefier,  Ely,  Norwich,  Bath  and  Wdhf 
and  Peterborough  refufe  to  take  the  oaths 
to  king  William. 

The  temporal  Peers  that  refufed  to  take 
the  oaths  of  allegiance,  were  the  duke  of 
Newcoftle,  the  earls  of  Clarendon,  LitcbfJd, 
Exeter,  Yarmouth,  and  Stafford,  with  the 
lords  Griffin  and  St /swell.

King  William  having  acquaint- 
ed the  Parliament  that  king  James  wag 
fried  from  Brefi  with  a  body  of  French 
troops,  in  order  to  Land  in  Ireland ;  both 
Houfes  agreed  on  an  addrefs,  that  ihey 
would  ftand  by  king  William,  with  their 
lives  and  fortunes,  in  fupporting  his  al- 
liances abroad,  in  reducing  Ireland,  and  in 
defence  of  the  Prctextant  religion,  and  laws 
cf  the  kingdom.  • 

March  8.  In  his  anfwer  to  the  addrefs, 
be  recommended  their  giving  timely  afiilU 
cb,  and  repaying  them  the 
expedition  j  the  fending 
ao,ooo  men  to  Ireland,  and  fuch  a  fleet  as 
might  make  them  mafters  at  fea,  and  the 
fettling  a  revenue  upon  himfelf. 

Dr.  Gilbert  Burnet  ele  cted  bishop  of  Sarum, 
and  confecrated  the  31ft  inftant. 

Mareb  ja.  King  Jamei  landed  at  King- 
fait  in  Ireland,  with  5000  French,  and  from 
thence  went  to  Dublin. 

The  earl  of  Tyrconnel  had  collected  an 
army  of  30,000  foot  and  8000  horfc  to  join 
Jjmet  on  his  arrival. 

Tbe  French  king  aflifted  him  with  four- 
teen /hips  of  tbe  line,  fix  frigates,  three 
fire&ips,  and  tranfports,  likewife  fupplied 
him  with  arms  for  afi»ooo  men,  and  pre- 
sented him  with  money,  plate  and  equi- 
page*. He  was  attended  by  count  D*Avaux, 
and  many  others  of  distinction. 

Jama  did  not  behave  with  much  policy  ;

der Ginkle. 

March  14.  A  letter  from  king  William 
to  the  Convention  of  Scotland  was  read  in 
that  aiTembly. 

March  16.  An  act  for  granting  a  pre- 
fent  aid  to  their  Majefties  j  and  another  ad 
f<*  impowering  his  Majesty  to  apprehend 
fad  detain  fuch  perfons  as  he  mould  find 
jttft  caufc  to  fufpect  were  confpiring  again  ft 
his  government ;  and  an  act  for  annulling 
the 

attainder  of  the  late  lord  Rujprf,  re- 
coved  the  royal  auTent.  After  which  king 
Lilian  made  a  fpeech,  and  intimated  his 
desire  that  the  Diflentcrs  might  be  admitted

King  William  appointed  JhersrTs  in  all  the 
counties  of  England,  and  on  the  aoth  in- 
ftant, he  appointed  lord  lieutenants  of  the 
feveral  counties. 

March  23.  The  convention  of  Scotland 
fent  an  anfwer  to  William  t  letters,  congra- 
tulating his  fucccft,  and  thanking  him  for 
taking  the  adminiftration  of  the  govern- 
ment upon  him. 

1 689,  April,  The  royal  atTcnt  was  given 
to  an  act  lor  reviving  of  actions  and  procefs 
lately  depending  inthe  courts  of  WeJimir.Jier, 
and  discontinued  by  the  not  holding  Hillary 
term,  &e.  And  another  act  for  punishing 
mutiny  and  defertion,  &c»  And  on  the 
9th  of  April,  the  royal  aiTent  was  given  to 
an  act  for  eftabliihing  the  coronation  oath  f, 
and  to  other  acts  for  naturalizing  prince 
George  of  Denmark,  and  fettling  his  pre- 
cedency, and  for  naturalising  count  Scbom- 
berg,  and  others. 

April  9.  Prince  George  of  Denmark  was 
created  baron  of  Oakingham,  earl  of  Kendal, 
and  duke  of  Cumberland*  with  precedency 
of  all  dukes  by  act  of  Parliament. 

Afril  II.  King  William  and  queen 
Mary  were  crowned  at  Wejimiujier  by  the 
bilhop  of  London,  with  the  following  cere- 
monies. 

Their  Majefties  being  come  from  White- 
hall tu  WeJIminJIer  (the  King  by  water  in 
his  royal  barge,  about  a  quarter  paft  ten 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  Queen  by 
land  in  her  chair,  a  little  before  eleven 
o'clock)  the  Heralds  began  forthwith  to 
put  the  proceflson  in  order  in  the  Court  of 
Requests,  and  after  that,  to  martful  the  fe- 
veral dalles  of  the  Peers  and  Peeresses  j  the 
Peers  being  called  over  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  and  the  Peerefles  in  the  Painted 
Chamber,  where  their  Majefties  were  gra- 
cioufly  pleafed  to  be  pre  fent :  and  by  half 
an  hour  paft  eleven,  their  Majefties,  and 
the  whole  proceftion,  were  conducted  into 
Wcfiminfter-hall  j  at  the  upper  end  where- 
of a  throne  being  erected,  their  Majcftiee 
repaired  thereunto,  and  took  their  feats  un- 
der their  canopies  on  the  infidc  of  the  table. 

Whereupon,  the  mafter  of  the  Jewel* 
houfe  presented  to  the  Lord  High  Con  Ha - 
ble  the  fword  of  state,  the  fword  Cur  tana, 
and  the  two  pointed  fwords,  fcverally  one 
after  another,  who  delivered  them  in  like 
manner  to  the  Lord  Great  Charabcslain, 
who  drew  them  ont  of  the  fcabbards,  and 
laid  them  on  the  table  before  their  Ma- 
jefties.

Some  time  after  which,  the  Dean  and 
Prebendaries  of  WeRmirhcr,  attended  who 
the  Choir  of  that  Church,  &fr.  brought  the 
Regalia  in  folcmn  proccflion  from  the  Col- 
legiate Church  there  to  Weftminftcr-hall, 
viz.  the  Dean  of  Wefiminfler,  the  Bible  j 
the  Sub-dean  the  cbalice  i  Dr.  Killigrriv, 
the  paten  ;  Dr.  Patrick,  the  King's  crown  i 
Dr.  Littleton,  tne   Queen's  crown  ;  Dr. 
P.ufby,  the  King's  orb  ;  Dr.  Briavill,  the 
Queen's  orb  ;  Mr.  Annefly,  the  King's  fcep- 
ter  with  the  dove  ;  Mr.  PelHr.o,  the  Queen's 
fcrpter  with  the  dove  ,   Dr.  DtUngle,  the 
King's  fecpter  with  the  crofs  j  Mr.  Berk' 
ky,  the  Queen's  fcepter  with  the  crofs  ; 
and  Mr.  Sartre,  Si.  EdwarJ't  ftarY:  after 
the  ufual  reverences,  the  Dean  firft  pre- 
fented  the  Bible  to  the  Lord  High  Confta- 
blc,  who  delivered  it  to  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlajn,  by  whom  it  was  laid  upon 
the  table  before  then  Majrftics  ;  and  the 
reft  of  the  Regal  a  being  delivered  fcverally 
by  the  Prebendaries  who  brought  them,  to 
the  Dean  of  Wcf^'mjier,  be  prefented  tbem 
in  like  manner  to  the  Lord  High  Conftablc, 
and  he  to  the  Lord  Great  Chamberlain, 
who  laid  thofc  that  appertained  to  the  Kiag 
before  his  Maicfty,  and  thofe  that  apper- 
tained to  the  <^ueen  before  her  Majcfty. 

Then  the  Prebendaries  being  withdrawn 
to  the  lower  end  of  the  Hall,  Garter  fum- 
moncd  up  the  fcveral  Noblemen,  who  were 
appointed  to  carry  the  faid  Regalia  in  the 

Iirocelfion,  and  the  Lord  Great  Chamber- 
ain.  by  their  Majefties  directions,  deliver- 
ed them  accordingly. 

Thus  all  things  being  ready,  the  Heralds 
marshalled  the  proceflion  in  the  following 
manner.

rietta Hjde. 

After  the  Ring  followed 
The  Earl  of  Monmouth,  Gentleman  of  the 
Bed-chamber. 
Two  Grooms  of  the  Bed-chamber. 
After  the  Queen  followed 
The  Countefs  of  De^hv,  Lady  of  the  Bed- 
chamber. 
Two  of  her  Majefty's  Women. 
The  Captain  of  his  MajeAy's  Guard  in 
waiting,  between  the  Captain  of  the 
Yeomen  of  the  Guard,  and  the  Captain 
of  the  band  of  Gentlemen  Penfioners, 
followed  by  the  Lieutenant,  Enfign,  and 
band  of  Yeomen  of  the  Guard 
The  Serjeants  at  Arms  went  on  each  fide  of 
the  Regalia,  and  the  Gentlemen  Pen- 
fioners on  each  fide  of  the  canopy. 
In  this  manner  their  MajeAies,  arrayed 
In  their  royal  robes  of  crimfon  velvet,  fur- 
red with  ermine,  the  King  on  the  right 
band  with  a  crimfon  velvet  cap  on  his  head, 
and  the  Queen  on  the  left  with  a  rich  cir- 
clet of  gold  on  her  head  ;  all  the  nobility 
in  robes  of  crimfon  velvet,  with  their  cap* 
and  coronets  in  their  hands  ;  and  the  reft 
who  formed  the  proceilion  being  richly 
clad,  or  wearing  their  proper  and  peculiar 
robes  or  habits,  but  all  uncovered,  marched 
on  foot  upon  two  breadths  of  blue  clcth, 
Tpread  from  the  Acps  of  the  throne  in  Wcft- 
minfter-hall,  to  the  Aeps  of  the  theatre  in 
the  choir  cf  the  church  of  ffejitnin/fer ; 
the  whole  paffhpe  being  railed  in,  and 
guarded  with  his  Majeity's  horfe  and  foot 
guards.    All  the  ftreets,  windows,  balco- 
nies and  fcaftblds  crowded  with  fuch  an  in- 
finite number  cf  fpec"tatur«,  as  were  fcarce 
ever  feen  before,  expref&ng  great  joy  by 
A  outs  and  univerfal  acclamations. 

Being  entered  the  church,  and  the  no- 
bility and  others  duly  placed,  their  Majef- 
tie*  afcended  the  theatre,  and  repaired  to 
their  chairs  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  area  or 
Jacrarium,  with  faldftools  before  them,  for 
their  private  devotions.  Then  the  bifhop 
0f  Undau,  who  performed  this  great  fo- 


lemnfty,  began  the  recognition;  wh,ick 
being  concluded  with  a  mighty  fhout  of  all 
the  people  prefenf,  their  MajeAies  came  to 
the  altar  and  made  their  Arft  oblation  \ 
which  done,  the  Lords  who  carried  the  Re- 
galia, prefentcd  them  feverally  to  the  altar, 
to  be  there  depofited. 

Then  the  Litany  was  fung  by  the  Bifliopt 
of  St.  Afapb  and  Bangor ;  which  ended, 
the  communion  fervice  began.  The  epirtle 
was  read  by  the  Bifhop  of  Carlijle,  and  the 
gofpcl,  taken  out  of  St.  Matt.  xxii.  16,  ti, 
was  read  by  the  Bifhop  of  St.  Afapb  ;  after 
which  followed  the  Nicene  creed;  which 
ended,  the  Bifliop  of  Sali/bury  being  ready 
in  the  pulpit,  repeated  the  Lord's  prayer, 
and  took  his  text,  II.  Sam.  xxiii.  3,  4.  The 
God  e/"  Jfrael  /aid,  tbe  rock  of  Ifrael  ffake  f 
met  He  tbat  ruleth  over  men  mull  be  jujf,

at  the  light  of  tbe  mirningt  when  the  Jam 
rifctb,  even  a  morning  without  clouds  ;  at  tha 
tender  graft  ff  ringing  out  of  the  earth  by  clear 
fiiining  after  rain.  Upon  which  words  he 
made  an  excellent  difcourfe,  their  MajeAies 
fitting  in  their  chairs  on  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  area,  and  hearing  the  fame  with  great 
attention. 

After  the  fcrraon,  which  laAed  juft  half 
an  hour,  their  MajeAies  took  the  new  eAa- 
blifhed  oath  j  and  t/eni  creator  being  fung, 
and  the  holy  oil  confecratcd,  their  Maje- 
Aies were  conducted  to  their  regal  chain 
placid  on  the  theatre  (near  the  eaA  fide 
thereof)  that  they  might  he  more  confpicu- 
ous  to  the  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Com* 
mons  (who  with  their  Speaker  were  feated 
in  the  north  crofs)  and  were  difrobed  of 
their  crimfon  velvet  mantles,  and  being  fo- 
lemnly  anointed,  were  prefentcd  with  the 
fpurs  and  fword,  (which  being  offered,  was 
redeemed  by  the  Earl  of  Portland )  and  in- 
verted with  the  imperial  palls  and  orbs,  and 
then  with  the  rings  and  fcepters  ;  and  at 
four  o'clock,  the  crowns  were  put  upon 
their  MajeAies  heads  by  the  Lord  Bifhop  0/ 
London,  afliAcd  by  the  Lord  Bifhop  of  Ac- 
cbefler :  at  fight  whereof,  all  the  people 
fhouted,  the  drums  beat  and  trumpets  found- 
ed, and  the  great  guns  at  the  Tower,  and 
in  St.  "James's  park,  &c»  were  di  (charged, 
and  all  the  Peers  and  PcereeAcs  put  on  their 
coronets. 

Then  the  Holy  Bible  (brought  in  the 
proceilion  for  that  purpofe)  was  prefent* 
cd  to  their  Majeflics;  and,  after  the  be- 
nedidion,  their  Majeftiea  ▼ouchfafed  to 
kifs  the  Bifhops.  Te  Dtmm  being  fung. 
their  Majeftica  aicended  the  throne,  and 
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Being  inthrooed,  the  ArchVifliops  aqd  Bi- 
ftopi  did  ihehr  homage  to  them  jointly,  |uid 
kited  their  left  cheeks,  and  after  them 
prince  George,  and  the  other  temporal 
fiords  in  like  manner,  each  of  them  touch* 
ing  the  crowns  upon  their  Majefties  heads, 
And  fevcrally  kifiing  their  Majefties  cheeks. 
During  which  time,  the  Trcafurer  of  the 
Houfhold  threw  about  the  coronation  me* 
dais,  inferibed  on  the  one  fide,  Ne  totut  ab- 
fimatur,  and  on  the  other  fide,  Cululmui  & 
Maria,  Rrx&Regina. 
'  Then  began  the  communion,  their  Ma- 
jefties making  their  fecond  oblation,  and 
the  King  and  Queen  having  received  the 
holy  facrament,  and  the  Bifliop  having  read 
the  final  prayers,  their  Majefties  went  in 
ftate  to  St.  Edivard'i  chapel,  where  being 
djveftrd  of  their  imperial  palls,  &c.  and  ar- 
rayed in  their  royal  robes  of  purple  velvet, 
the  whole  company,  except  the  dignitaries  of 
tyeflminjler,  returned  to  Weftminfter-hall 
in  the  fame  order  they  came,  their  Maje- 
fties wearing  their  rich  crowns  of  ftate,  and 
all  the  nobility  their  coronets  on  their 
heads ;  the  fpedators  all  the  time  continu- 
ing their  acclamations  of  joy:  being  en- 
tered into  the  hall,  they  were  conducted  to 
taeir  feveral  tables  to  dinner,  which  were 
all  ready  furnilhed  before  their  coming  in. 

The  firft  courfe  for  their  Majefties  table 
•era*  ferved  up  with  the  proper  ceremony* 
the  Lord  High  Steward  betwixt  the  Lord 
High  Conrtable  and  the  Earl  Marflul  pre- 
ceding it  on  horfeback  ;  and  before  tMc  fe- 
cond courfe  was  ferved  up,  Charles  Dymohe, 
efq.  their  Majefties  champion,  in  com- 
plete armour,  between  the  Lord  High  Con- 
ftablc  and  Earl  Marftial,  all  «n  horfeback, 
performed  the  ceremony  of  the  challenge 
after  the  ufual  manner. 

After  which,  Garter  (with  the  Officers 
of  Arms)  cried  Large/*,  and  proclaimed 
their  Majefties  fttles  in  Lathi,  French,  and 
Englifft,  after  the  accuftomed  manner. 

Dinner  being  ended,  and  the  whole  fo- 
lemnity  performed  with  great  fplendor  and 
'magnificence,  and  with  all  pollible  expref- 
fions  of  univerfal  joy,  about  eight  in  the 
evening  the  company  broke  up,  and  their 
MaVfties  returned  to  Whitehall. 

The  fame  day  [April  1  rl  they  were  pro- 
claimed at  Edinburgh,  the  Convention  there 
having  declared  the  throne  vacant,  and 
voted  the  prince  and  orinceft  of  Orange 
King  and  <^ieen,  according  to  the  precedent 
England  had  fet  them. 

April  12.  The  Houfe  of  Comment  at- 
tcttoed  their  Majefties  in  the  BanoeetUng- 


houfe,  to  congratulate  them  on  their  coro- 
nation. 

April  13.  Jematbati  lord  bifhop  of  Brifttl, 
being  t  ran  Hated  to  Exeter,  was  confirmed. 

April  16.  A  medal  of  gold,  of  three 
pounds  value,  was  given  to  every  member 
of  the  Commons. 

^  April  18.  The  lord  chancellor  Jeffries 
died  in  the  Tower,  and  was  buried  there. 

April  19.  The  Houfe  of  Lords  addrdTed 
king  WilTum,  that  he  would  maintain  and 
fupportthe  Church  of  England,  and  fummoa 
the  Convocation. 

An  a&  was  parted  for  exempting  their 
Majefties  fubjecls  that  diflented  from  the 
Church  of  England,  from  the  penalties  of 
certain  lawi  j  which  was  called  the  tolera- 
tion act. 

The  annual  revenue,  clear  of  all  charges, 
at  the  time  ofjames'i  abdication,  amounted 
to  1,061,85,  5/.  and  the  dUburfcmcnu  for  the 
public  fervice  during  James**  reign  were 
600,000/.  there  remained  for  the  civil  lift 
the  fumof  1,461,88  c/. 

April  24.  King  iVMiam  gave  the  royal 
aflent  to  an  aft  fur  abrogating  the  oaths  of 
fupremacy  and  allegiance,  and  appointing 
other  oaths)  to  another  for  taking  away 
the  revenue  arifing  by  hearth-money,  and 
to  four  other  acts. 

April  26.  The  Commons  addrcflld  his 
Majerty  to  declare  war  againft  France,  and 
promifed  to  ftand  by  him. 

King  William  iflued  a  declaration,  invit- 
ing the  French  Proteftants  to'  tranfport 
themfelves  into  England,  and  at  the  fame 
time  iflued  a  proclamation,  prohibiting  the 
importation  of  French  goods. 

April  27.  The  civil  lift  was  fettled  by 
Parliament  at  600,000/.  chargeable  with 
the  Queen  Dowager,  the  prince  and  prin- 
cefs  of  Denmark,  the  judgea  and  marflul 
duke  Scbomherg,  to  whom  the  Parliament, 
as  a  reward  for  his  eminent  fervices,  grant- 
ed 100,000/.  the  Commons  alfo  voted  1000/. 
mould  be  eftabliflied  for  the  fupport  of  the 
crown  in  time  of  peace. 

The  King  fent  a  mcflage  to  bring  in  a 
bill  of  indemnity,  with  fuch  exceptions  as 
to  them  mould  feem  neceflary. 

April  a  9.  King  Jama  met  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Ireland  at  Dublin, 

A  proclamation  was  iflued  for  recalling 
the  Englijh  feamen  out  of  the  fen  ice  of 
foreign  princes  and  ftates ;  and  another,  pro- 
hibiting feamen  to  defer t  the  King's  fer- 
vice on  pain  of  death. 

Many  of  the  Proteftants  ftiut  themfdves 
•p  in  Lindwdcrrj,  whither  James  marched 
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*:ta  ic,ooo  men,  and  laid  a  ftrong  ficge, 
which  was  purl'ued  with  much  cruelty 
aiainft  the  Protcftants,  who  hcU  out  till 
relieved  by  major  general  Kirk  with  9000 
men.  The  town  and  garrifon  was  preferred 
by  the  vigilance  of  one  Mr.  Walker,  a  cler- 
gyman, who  was  received  with  great  ho- 
nour by  their  Majefties  in  London, 

May  1.  A  bill  for  Tailing  money  by  a 
poll  for  reducing  Ireland,  and  two  others, 
received  the  royal  aiTent. 

A  fight  happened  between  admiral  Her- 
htrt  and  a  fquadron  of  French  in  Ban  try  bay, 
•either  fide  obtaining  any  great  advantage. 

May  4.  Sir  John  Holt,  ferjeant  at  law, 
wa$  conftituted  lurd  chief  juftice,  &c. 

The  eftates  of  Scotland  published  a  pro- 
clamation, forbidding  all  pcrfons  to  corre- 
If  ond  with  the  late  King  James. 

May  7.  War  was  declared  againft  Frsnct. 

Dilputes  arofe  between  the  Houfcs  on  an 
additional  poll-bill,  concerning  the  Using 
the  Peers. 

The  Lords  infilled,  that  they  ought  to 
be  rated  and  taxed  by  commim  oners  of 
their  own,  which  the  Commons  refuting  to 
cunfeot  to,  the  bill  was  dropped. 

King  Janus  iflued  a  proclamation  in 
D*Min,  for  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament, 
»nd  at  the  Came  time  he  created  Tyrcennel  a 
duke. 

Ifnjjkilling,  a  town  in  Inland,  held  out 
sgainft  Jama  ;  they  attacked  the  Irijb,  and 
defeated  6000  at  Nctvton  Butler,  killing 
and  drowning  near  3000,  with  the  lofs  only 
about  twenty  killed  and  fifty  wounded  on 
each  fide. 

May  10.  The  Ir'xfh  Parliament  met,  and 
voted  that  thanks  be  given  to  the  king  of 
F react  for  his  a  Hi  fiance,  and  a  bill  was 
brought  in  to  recognize  James  %  title,  and 
to  exprefs  their  abhorrence  of  the  prince  of 
Orang/t  title. 

James  offered  a  full  pardon  to  all  perfons 
who  fhould  abandon  his  enemies,  and  join 
him  in  twenty-four  days  afteY  his  landing 
ia/r.W. 

May  11.  King  William  pave  his  aflentto  an 
aft  for  difarming  Papifts  ;  to  another  for 
annulling  the  attainder  of  Algernon  Sidney, 
and  fome  othrr  afts. 

The  deputies  from  the  Convention  of 
Scotland  made  a  formal  offer  of  that  crown 
to  king  William  and  queen  Mary  in  the 
Banquetting-houfe. 

M*y  12.  The  grand  alliance  between 
the  Emperor,  king  William,  and  the  States- 
General  concluded  at  Vienna, 

May  15.    Bilhop  Burnet  publi&od  his

paftoral  letter,  wherein  he  made  king  Wil- 
liam and  queen  Mary  to  have  a  right  to  the 
crown  by  conqucft. 

The  late  judges  were  called  to  an  account 
by  the  Houie  of  Lords,  for  giving  judgment 
againft  the  earl  of  Devonshire  in  the  KingV- 
bench,  and  fetting  a  fine  of  30,000/.  upon 
him,  and  committing  him  to  the  KirV*- 
bench  for  non-payment,  for  which  they 
begged  pardon ;  and  the  Houfe  of  Peer* 
rrlotved,  that  the  fine  was  exorbitant,  and 
that  a  Peer  cannot  be  committed  for  non- 
payment of  a  fine  to  the  King. 

May  16.  King  WiUiam  went  toPortf- 
moutb,  and  dined  on  board  the  Elizabeth 
with  admiral  Herbert,  where  he  knighted 
captain  Alhby  and  captain  Sbwell,  and  dr- 
ftributed  rewards  among  the  feamen  for 
their  good  fervice  at  Ban  try  bay,  to  the 
amount 'of  ten  (hillings  each. 

May  22.  The  corps  of  the  late  duke  of 
Albemarle  was  brought  from  Jamaica,  where 
his  grace  had  been  governor j  an  J  on  the 
30th  his  Duchefs  arrived  in  Englard. 

May  23.  A  proclamation  for  a  fail  to  be 
kept  about  London  the  5th  of  J*nc,  and  on 
the  19th  in  other  parts  in  England, 

May  24.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  flu 
the  act  commonly  called  the  Toleration  aft,  ' 
for  indemnifying  Pro  reft  ant  Diflcnters  from 
the  penalties  of  certain  laws  5  and  to  ano- 
ther for  annulling  the  attainder  of  Mrs. 
Alicia  Life,  condemned  for  harbouring 
fome  that  were  in  MonmsutFt  rebellion.  ■ 

May  26.  Lord  vifcount  Dundee  engaged 
general  Mackay  on  the  Blair  of  Abel,  and 
was  (lain. 

In  this  engagement,  lord  vifcount  Duff- 
dee  was  general  for  kingyksm,  and  general 
Mackay  for  king  William,  wherein  Mackay 
was  routed  ;  but  lord  Dundee  being  kjllqf 
in  the  aftion,  king  Jamtsx  interc/t  de- 
clined in  Scotland,  and  bis  friends  were  ne- 
ver able  to  make  any  oonfiderable  opposi- 
tion afterwards.  ' 

May  jo.    The  duke  of  Sotr.erfet  Was  in- 
ftaUed  chancellor  of  Cambridge. 

May  31.  A  bill  was  brought  in  for  re- 
verfing  the  judgments  againft  Titus  Oatts 
for  perjury}  but  it  would  not  pafs :  how- 
ever king  William  pardoned  him,  and  fet- 
tled a  penficn  of  3^0/.  per  annum  upon  him, 
which  he  and  his  wile  enjoyed  as  long  as 
they  lived,  which  was  many  years  after.  ' 

The  Hammer  fucceflion  was  firft  propofed 
in  this  Convention,  but  the  Commons  op- 
pofed  it.  > 

The  ambafftdors  from  the  States- Gene- 
ral were  admitted  to  their  audience,  : 
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June  6.  Thirty  men  of  war  arrived  from  | 
Holland  to  all  in  conjunction  with  the  Eng- 
lith  fleet. 

June  it*  Refolved  by  the  Commons, 
that  the  judgment  given  againit  Mr.  Samuii 
Jobnfon  in  the  King's-bcnch,  in  16&6, 
was  illegal  and  cruel;  and  a  bill  was 
brought  in  to  reverfe  it. 

King  William  gave  Mr.  Job* fan  ^ool.per 
annum  out  of  the  Port-office,  and  looo/.  in 
money  \  and  bellowed  a  place  of  100/.  per 
annum  upon  his  fon. 

June  13.  The  duke  of  Cordon  furren- 
dered  Edinburgh  laftle  to  king  Wdliam'% 
troops,  having  held  it  for  Jama,  The  par- 
tisans of  James  were  headed  by  the  earl  of 
Balcarras  and  vifcount  Graham,  who  af- 
fcmbled  a  body  Highlanders  and  declared  tor 
king  Jamei,  he  was  defeated  by  general 
Mackay  j  who  commanded  the  King's  troops 
at  KiUicranky,  and  loft  his  life  by  a  cannon- 
ihot. 

June  14.  Fourfcore  clergymen  and  up- 
wards came  in  a  body  to  Weftminfter-hall, 
to  take  the  oaths  to  king  William. 

June  18.  King  Jamtt  coined  brafs  mo- 
ney in  Ireland,  and  fat  the  value  of  filver 
upon  it.

The  envoy  ot  Sweden  was  ad- 
mitted to  his  audience. 

20.  The  Parliament  of  Ireland, 
having  attainted  the  duke  of  Ormend,  the 
archbiuSops,  feven  bifttops,  and  many 
more  of  the  Proteftant  nobility  and  gentry, 
was  prorogued  to  the  12  th  of  January* 

The  Irijk  Parliament  parted  an  act  of  at- 
tainder again  ft  all  P  rot  eft  ants,  who  had 
aided  or  ajfifted  again  ft  James.  Three 
thoafand  Protclrants  were  attainted,  amongft 
whom  were  two  archbifhops,  one  duke, 
feventeen  earls,  feven  counters,  as  many 
biihops,  eighteen  barons,  thirty-three  ba- 
ronets, fifty-oncicnights,  and  eighty-three 
clergymen  ;  all  of  whom  were  declared  pu- 
aUfliable  by  death  and  forfeiture. 

By  another  act,  the  Parliament  of  Ireland 
was  declared  independent  of  that  of  England.

The  princefs  Ann*  was  dc*Uer« 
ed  ot'  a  fon,  chriflened  William,  and  after- 
wards created  duke  of  Gkeefier. 

July  25.  King  William  gave  the  royal 
aflent  to  an  aft  for  an  additional  duty  of  ex- 
cite upon  beer  and  ale.  An  aft  for  taking 
away  the  court  holden  before  the  prcfident 
and  council  of  the  marches  of  Walts*  An 
aft  to  veft  in  the  two  univcrfities  the  pre- 
fenUlions  of  benefices  belonging  to  PapiAsj 
and  to  fever al  other  afts. 

July  30.  Major-General  K'trke  threw 
relief  into  Londonderry,  the  town  being  re- 
duced into  a  ftarving  condition,  and  bravely 
defended  by  Dr.  Walter  for  above  three 
months  after  the  governor  Lundcc  had  do 
fcrted  that  command. 

The  garrifon  bf  Inflating,  commaaded 
by  Gufianus  Hamilton,  defeated  a  body  cf 
Irijh,  under  tbe  command  of  general  mac* 
tarty,  taking  him  prifoner  with  all  his  ar- 
tillery, arms,  ar.d  baggage. 

Jvly  31.  The  French  and  Irijb  raifed 
the  ftegc  of  Londonderry. 

Aug.  a.  Pope  Innocent  XI.  died.  He 
was  called  the  Proteftant  Pope,  from  hit 
adhering  to  the  confederates  againft  Frsnct. 

Aug.  2.  The  Commons  presented  an  ad- 
drefs  t«  nis  Majefty,  that  fevcral  (hips  had 
fallen  into  the  enemy's  hands  for  want  of  a 
proper  contoy,  and  that  the  minittcrs  were 
negligent  in  their  office. 

Aug.  12.  Duke  Sc  bomber g  fet  tail  for 
Ireland  with  10,000  land  forces,  and  ar- 
rived the  next  day  in  the  bay  of  Caritkftt- 
gus. 

Aug.  15.  An  engagement  in  tbe  Lev- 
countries,  between  prince  Waldect  gcnenl 
of  tbe  Englijh  and  Dutch,  and  tnar/M 
D'Humiem,  general  of  tbe  from b,  but  no- 
thing decifive. 

Aug.  16.  An  addrefs  of  the  Lords  tot 
paying  the  fervants  of  king  Cbarlei  U.  the 
arrears  of  their  wages. 

Aug.  20.  An  aft  for  payment  of  the 
States  the  charges  of  king  WsUiamt  expe- 
dition, amounting  to  600,000/.

Dr.  Walker,  who  fo  bravely  defen^ 
Londonderry,  received  a  reward  of  S0001' 
(torn  king  William.  . . 

The  King  concluded  a  new  league  with 
the  States-General,  in  which  former  trea- 
ties 
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ties  Wtre  c  onfirm<*d  j  it  was  agreed  the 
Dutch  mould  afuft  Great  Britain  with  6000 
infantry  and  20  flxips  of  war  ;  and  if  the 
States  fhould  be  invaded,  England  fhould 
»\M  them  with  xo,coo  infantry  and  20 
£hip<  of  war. 

The  King  alfo  made  an  alliance  with 
Cbrifiian  V.  king  of  Denmark,  by  virtue  of 
which,  duke  Scbomberg  was  reinforced  with 
7000  Danijb  auxiliaries. 

A  coramiiTjon  was  granted  to  ten  bifhops, 
and  the  fame  number  of  dignitaries,  au- 
thorizing them  to  make  fuch  alterations  of 
the  liturgy  and  canons,  and  fuch  reforma- 
tion, as  might  conduce  to  the  unity  of  the 
church,  and  tend  to  compromise  all  dif- 
ferences among  the  Protefbnt  fubje£h.

The  Gckrrefs  in  Scbomberg  %  army  was  fo 
great  that  he  declined  haxarding  a  battle 
With  Jama,  whofe  number  was  double. 
Winter  approaching  both  armies  went  into 


Sept.  25.  Colonel  Llcyd,  who  command- 
ed the  Inijkil/ingers,  defeated  a  great  body  of 
the  Irifb,  under  the  command  of  0"  Kelly, 
*hom  he  made  prifoner,  with  forty  other 
officers. 

Sept.  28.  A  confpiracy  was  difcovered  in 
duke  Scbomberg'*  camp,  carried  on  by  the 
French  Papifts,  who  had  lifted  themielves 
in  the  regiments  of  the  French  refugees  in 
the  Englijb  ferrice.

Off.  7.  The  duke  of  Brandenburgb  took 
Bir.n  in  Germany. 

Off.  xo.  A  commiflion  was  iflued  to  Dr. 
l**Plngh,  archbifhop  of  Tori,  the  bifhop  of 
London,  &c.  for  reviewing  and  altering 
the  liturgy,  in  favour  of  the  Diffenttrs. 

Off.  13.  Dr.  Edward  SsitTtngfeet,  was 
•onftcrated  bilhop  of  iKrctfitr ;  Dr.  Simon 
*«t\ck,  bifhop  of  Ely,  and  Dr.  Gilbert 
Srotfde,  bifhop  of  Brijhl,  a;  Fniknm,  by

the  bifhops  of  London,  St.  sJfapb,  and  Re 

cbejler. 

The  arch  bifhop  of  Cmterbury,  the  bifhops 
of  Gltxcjler,  Ely,  NorwUb,  Bath  anJ/ZV/j, 
and  Peterborough,  were  fufpended  ab  eflicio9 
for  not  taking  the  oaths. 

Off.  19.  The  Parliament  met,  and  the 
King  demanded  further  fupplies,  and  pro- 
pofed  an  act  of  indemnity. 

The  marquis  of  Halifax  defired  to  be  er- 
cufed  from  ailing  as  Speaker  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords  any  longer  ;  and  Sir  Robert  Atkyns, 
lord  chief  baron,  was  appointed  Speaker  in 
his  room. 

The  Marquis  alfo  refigned  the  privy  feal. 

Off.  24.  King  William  accepted  his  free- 
dom in  the  Grocer's  company. 

Off.  26.  The  earl  of  Peterborough,  and 
the  earl  of  Salilbury,  were  voted  to  be  im- 
peached of  hign-treafon,  by  the  Commons, 
for  departing  from  their  allegiance,  and 
being  reconciled  to  the  church  of  Rome  ; 
alfo  that  Sir  Edward  Hales  and  Ohadxah 
Walker  be  committed  to  the  Tower  ;  and 
on  the  28th,  the  earl  of  Cajilemain  was  re- 
manded to  the  Tower  for  the  fame  reafon. 

July  29.  The  King  and  Queen  went  to 
the  Lord  Mayor's  feaft  at  Guildhall. 

Provifion  and  ammunition  was  tranfport- 
ed  to  the  Englijb  army  in  Ireland,  exempt- 
ed from  paying  duty  by  the  King's  declara- 
tion. 

Nov.  %.  The  Commons  voted  a  fupply 
of  2,000,000/.  to  be  raifed  by  a  land-tax  of 
three  /hillings  in  the  pound,  and  other  ad- 
ditional duties  on  tea,  coffee,  and  chocolate. 

In  Flanders  the  French  were  not  idle,  they 
made  themfelves  almoft  entire  matters  of 
the  three  ecclefiaflical  electorates :  had  re- 
duced feveral  principal  towns,  deftroyed 
Manbe'm  by  fire  and  fword,  and  burnt  the 
cities  of  Worms  and  Spires. 

Nov*  6.  The  Commons  refolved  on  an 
addrefs  to  king  William,  for  a  proclamation 
for  apprehending  colonel  Ludlrtv%  one  of 
the  murdems  of  king  Charles  I.  and  a  pro- 
clamation was  iflued  accordingly  on  the 
14th,  but  he  was  returned  to  Holland  fuft, 
with  the  Duuh  ambafladors. 

Nov.  18.  On  the  petition  ofDr.  Walker, 
the  Commons  refolved  to  addrefs  his  Ma- 
jefty,  to  diftribute  xo,ooo/.  among  the  wi- 
dows and  orphans  of  thofc  who  died  in  the 
fjege  of  Londonderry  j  and  on  the  19th  Dr. 
Walker  received  the  thanks  of  the  Houfe, 
and  was  defired  to  give  it  to  all  thofe  who 
had  ferved  under  him  at  Londonderry. 

Nov.  ax.  An  order  ox*  the  Lord  "Mayor, 
Vc.  offering  500/..  reward  for  the  difcoverj 
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of  the  perfons  who  defaced  king  William* 
picture  in  Guildhall. 

The  Convocation  met,  the  bifhop  of  J,<m- 
dm  prcfident,  and  the  lower  Houfc  chofc 
Dr.  Jane  prolocutor. 

An  act  was  made  to  veft  the  two  Univcr- 
fitici  with  the  prefentations  of  the  PapiiU. 

An  act  to  erect  courts  of  Conference  in 
BriJicI,  Ghi-cflir,  and  Nrwcajilt,  much  to 
the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 

jYcx:-.  30.  A  commiflion  wj<  executed  by 
tluir  Maicfties.  authorizing  the  Convoca- 
tion  in  enter  upon  bufmefs,  and  particularly 
to  confidcrof  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
liturgy  and  canons,  &c.  But  the  lower 
Houfc  not  being  difpofed  to  make  any 
alteration?,  the  matter  \vr.s  dropped. 

Grc^t  complaints  were  made  againft  the 
comniiflioners  employed  in  victualling  the 
navy,  who  had  furnifhed  corrupt  and  un- 
wholcfome  food,  which  had  occafioned  a 
mortality  in  the  fleet.  Another  complaint 
was  exhibited  againlt  Shales,  commiirary- 
genern]  of  the  army  f-nt  to  Ireland,  by 
vhofc  ill  conduct,  duke  Scktntberg  had 
waited  for  artillery,  horfes,  and  carriage?, 
'aud  the  fcldicrs  wanted  their  bread  ;  the 
hr>rfcs  h.>d  neither  fhoc*  nor  provender, 
nor  the  futgeon*  medicines  for  the  fick  \  fo 
well  was  kinr;  William  ferved  by  his  pre- 
tcnled  friends,  and  fa  great  was -their  in- 
kreft  at  court,  that  no  other  punishment 
was  inflicted  on  them,  for  flittering  great 
part  of  t!>e  army  in  Irelan.l  to  perifh  for 
wjnt  of  nccefTaries,  and  poifoning  the  fea- 
mcn,  than  to  be  difplaccd. 

Mr.  Join  Stales  was  difplaccd  as  pur- 
veyor general  of  the  army,  and  the  King 
jeeemmended  that  commirtioncrs  be  fent 
over  to  Ireland  to  take  care  of  the  provifion:;.

Admiral  Herbert,  created  earl  of  Tor- 
ringtan,  failed  for  Inland,  joined  by  the 
Dutch  fleet/ with  an  attempt  to  take  Cork, 
but  did  norland/ all  Jama's  troops  being 


in  the  neighbourhood.  He  returned  to  Ttr- 
lay  moft  of  his  men  being  fick,  owing  ta 
the  badnefs  of  the  provifions, 

The  Dartmouth  man  of  war  was  taken 
by  the  Fnntb. 

The  attainders  of  feveral  perfons  were 
taken  oft',  thofe  of  lord  Rujfel,  Alfir- 
nocn  Sidney,  lady  Lijle,  and  aldcnntn  L:r- 
nijb  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Jil>nf;n  was  r- 
rerfed,  and  the  remainder  of  the  puniin- 
mcnt  of  Titus  Oates  was  made  void,  and 
himfclf  fct  at  liberty,  with  an  annual  pen- 
fion. 

An  act  was  pafled,  abolifhing  the  court 
of  the  marches  of  Walts. 

Alfo  an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Irsjb  Pro- 
tectant clergy. 

The  lord  Griffin  was  committed  for  fend- 
ing intelligence  to  Francrt  but  afterwards 
admitted  to  bail. 

The  lord  vifcount  Prrjtcn  was  committed, 
for  offering  a  patent  to  the  Houfc  of  Lords, 
whereby  hcwa«  created  a  baron  of  England, 
after  king  Jame:°s  going  to  France  \  tut 
upon  his  fubmiflion  he  was  difchar^ed. 

Deu  i3.  The  Commons  addrefiVd  king

An  act,  fcr  encouraging  and  cftaMifli- 
ing  the  manufacture  ot  white  paper  in  this 
kingdom;  and  fevcral  other  acts  received 
the  royal  affent. 

May  23.  An  act,  for  the  King  and 
Queen's  mfft  gracious,  general,  and  free 
pardon,  received  the  royal  alTcnt  (out  of 
which  were  excepted  William  marquis  of 
Poivis,  Rcbertcztl  of  Sunderland,  and  thirty- 
three  others).  The  Parliament  was  ad- 
journed to  the  2d  of  July, 

May  30.  A  proclamation  for  apprehend- 
ing fc\tva\Lancaft)ire  gentlemen,  and  others, 
who  were  charged  to  have  received  com- 
miflious  from  king  Jamet  II.  and  confpircd 
to  make  an  i  furrrction  in  his  favour. 

June  3.  Sir  Jtbn  Trevor,  fpeaker  of  the 
Commons,  Sir  William  Rawliujon  and  Sir 
Gorge  Hufebins,  were  fworn  commiflioncrs 
of  the  Great  Seal. 

June  11.  King  William  embarked  at 
Higblake  for  Ireland,  and  arrived  dtCarric'k- 
fcrgut  the  14th  inftant,  being  attended  by 
prince  George  of  De:rma*k,  the  dulec  of  0" 
mond,  the  carls  of  Oxford,  Moncbcjier,  and 
Scarborough,  Mr.  Beyle,  and  fcveral  othe,r 
perfpns  of  quality  ;  the  fame  evening  went 
to  B:!fjft,  where  he  was  met  by  the  duke 
of  ScLomlerg,  the  prince  of  Winemhcrg, 
major  general  Kirk,  and  other  general  of- 
ficers. 

June  1 6.  King  Jamu  fet  out  from  DMlrp 
for  the  »rmy. 

Jure  17.  Queen  Ma>y  publiintd  a  pro- 
clamation fcr  ailPapiits  <o  depart  ten  ro>i£s

Advice  wit  received  of  the  French  fleet's 
being  ready  to  fail  from  Breft  :  the  fleet  un- 
der admiral  Htrbtrt  lying  in  the  D.ivns,  the 
Queen  ordered  them  to  Portfmcutb. 

>*/bilc  the  Admiral  lay  at  St.  Helens,  he 
received  advice  the  Trench  were  failed  with 
eighty  (hips  of  war,  hi$  own  and  the  Dmtch 
fleet  only  amounting  to  fifty-fix  fail.  He 
received  cxprefs  orders  from  the  Queen,  to 
put  to  Tea  and  engage  the  enemy. 

June  *a.  King  William  reviewed  his  arr 
my,  and  they  are  (aid  to  have  amounted  to 
36,000  men. 

June  30.  As  king  William  was  viewing 
the  pofture  of  the  enemy,  who  lay  encamp- 
ed on  the  other  fide  of  the  Boyne,  he  receiv- 
ed a  flight  hurt  on  the  fhoulder,  by  a  {hot 
from  a  field -piece.  They  killed  a  man 
and  two  horfes  clofe  by  his  fide. 

The  Kin^  betrayed  not  the  leaft  fear 
on  this  occafion,  but  exprcfled  bimfelf  an 
French,  *'  There  was  no  ncceifity  the  bullet 
ihould  have  come  nearer.'*  They  conclud- 
ed the  King  killed,  he  having  got  off  his 
horse ;  and  lent  the  news  to  Dublin  and  Pa- 
ris, which  city  was  illuminated  by  bonfires. 

TJie  duke  of  Sckomberg  was  offended  at 
the  Council  v.  hen  the  order  of  battle  was 
formed,  and  retired  to  his  tent,  where  it  was 
fent  him. 

On  the  eve  of  the  battle  king  William 
rode  through  the  camp,  giving  directions 
far  the  battle :  he  ordered  bis  men  to  wear 
green  boughs  on  their  bats,  as  James  0  wore 
white  paper  in  theirs. 

June  30.  The  French  defeated  the  Fug~ 
lifs-  and  Dutch  fleets,  commanded  by  the 
carl  of  Terrington,  off  Beacby. 

In  the  action,  the  Englijh  loft  two  (hips, 
two  of  their  Captains,  and  about  400  men  ) 
the  Dutch  loft  two  Admirals;  with  a  great 
number  of  men.  and  were  obliged  to  fink 
Several  of  their  mips,  to  prevent  them  fall- 
ing into  the  enemy's  hands. 

Both  Admirals  were  equally  blamed  j 
ours  for  not  lighting,  and  the  French  for 
not  purfning  the  victory. 

July  l.  A  battle  was  fought  between 
king  James  and  king  William,  upon  the 
banks  of  the  Bcyne.  The  Jrifh  foot  would 
fcot  ttand  a  charge,  fo  that  the  fon  gained 
an  eafy  victory  over  the  father.  However, 
the  French  and  Swtfi  made  an  orderly  re- 
treat, and  king  James  retired  to  Dublin  ; 
and,  having  obferved  there  waa  no  depen- 
-  upon  the  bi/b  troops  in  their  own 


country,  he  embarked  at  Waterferd  for 
France*  In  this  battle,  duke  Scbomberg  was 
killed  by  an  accidental  (hot  (as  it  is  thought) 
from  his  own  men,  the  bullet  entering  at 
his  neck  ;  Dr.  Waller,  who  defended  Lm- 
dutdoty  fo  bravely,  was  alfo  killed  in  this 
engagement . 

The  iois  on  the  fide  of  James  was  x$co 
men,  imjn;  whom  were  the  Icrds  Dongan 
and  Carting  ford,  Sir  Neal  ONeal,  and  the 
marquis  d' '  Hocqu'inccurt  \  many  prifoner* 
were  taken,  the  chief  of  whom  was  lieute- 
nant general  Hamilton. 

The  young  Scbomberg  behaved  with  great 
gallantry,  and  revenged  the  death  of  his 
father,  who  was  aged  8a  years. 

The  Englijh  loft  500  men  ;  king  JPi/- 
Ham  himfelf  was  near  sharing  the  fame 
fate  as  Scbomberg,  a  cannon  ball  having 
carried  away  part  of  his  boot,  and  broke  a 
horfe's  leg  clofe  by  him.  All  writers  con- 
cur in  giving  William  the  higheft  praife  for 
the  conduct,  courage,  refolution,  and  pre- 
fence  of  mind  he  difplayed  throughout  the 
action. 

James  flood  upon  an  hilt,  an  inactive 
fpcrtatorof  the  whole  battle. 

July  4.  J****  had  no  fooner  left  Dvblit 
than  the  rapids  all  abandoned  the  city , 
which  the  Proteftants  a  {Turned  the  govern- 
ment of,  and  invited  king  William*  pte- 
fence  there. 

King  William  iffued  a  proclamation  in 
Dublin  to  pardon  all  the  common  people 
who  would  return  to  their  abodes  by  the 
I  ft  of  Am  gup,  and  deliver  up  their  arms 
to  ju  ft  ices  appointed. 

The  fame  day  the  French,  commanded  by 
marfhal  Luxemburgh,  defeated  the  Dutch, 
commanded  by  prince  Wakietk,  in  the  plains 
of  Fleury  in  Flanders,  which  was  occafioaed 
by  the  cowardice  of  the  Dutch  horfe,  who 
abandoned  their  foot  at  the  firft  charge  J  but 
never  infantry  made  a  braver  retreat  than 
their  foot  did,  after  their  horfe  had  forfr- 
ken  them. 

Jnly  3.  The  duke  of  Ormond  took  pof- 
feffion  of  Dublin,  and  on  the  6th  king  Wil- 
liam made  his  triumphant  entry  into  that 
city. 

The  French,  after  their  victory  at  fea,  ho- 
vered about  upon  the  coasts,  at  if  they  in- 
tended a  defcent,  which  put  the  kingdom 
into  a  great  confirmation  ;  the  militia 
were  every  where  raifed,  ami  the  city  of 
London  offered  to  pay  a  considerable  body  of 
troops,  befides  the  militia. 

July  5.  A  proclamation  fflbed  for  all  fea- 
mcn  and  marine*  to  render  themfelves  to 
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their  Majeftie*  fervice,  in  order  to  rata  out 
a  more  powerful  fleet  \  and  the  Dutch  order- 
ed out  thirteen  capital  fhips,  and  fix  frigate*, 
to  join  their  fleet. 

Drogbcda  furrendered  to  king  William . 

King  William  became  pcCefied  of  all  the 
paper*  of  James,  by  which  he  di (covered  a 
delign  had  been  formed  again  ft  hit  life  by 
one  J  one*  ;  but  upon  king  William  under- 
taking the  expedition  it  was  dropped. 

A  proclamation  ifTued  in  England*  for 
apprehending  Ediuard-Henry  earl  of  Litch- 
field, Thomas  earl  of  Aylefhary,  William  lord 
Montgomery t  Roger  earl  of  Ca ft /main,  Rich' 
ard  vifcount  Prtflun,  Henry  lord  Belbfi:, 
Sir  Edward  Haiti,  Sir  Robert  Thnrold,  Sir 
Robert  Hamilton,  Sir  Tbeopbilus  Ogtethtrfe, 
colonel  Edward  Sacbuilie,  lieutenant-colo- 
nel William  Richardfon,  major  Thomas  Sca- 
ler, captain  David  Lloyd,  William  Prff»,efq. 
Edward  Elliot,  efq,  Marmaduke  Longdate, 
efq.  and  Rchert  Ratter, being  looked  upon 
as  difafYected  to  king  William,  and  to  cor- 
refpond  with  the  French,  and  encourjge  an 
invafion. 

July  19.  A  proclamation  i  fined  for  put- 
ting off  the  aflizes,  on  account  of  the  French 
invaGon. 

July  ^^.  The  French  landed  fome  troop* 
in  Torbay,  and  burnt  Tinmouth,  v.hich  in. 
creafed  the  eonfternation. 

July  a  5.  Waterford  furrendered  to  King  . 
William,  before  if  wai  formally  befieged.  ! 

King  William**  force*,  under  lieutenant- 
%*s\zt£  DwgUt,  ratfcd  the  fiege  of  Atblome, 
for  want  of  neavy  cannon. 

y«r(f  17.  The  King  left  the  camp  at 
Carr'uk,  and  went  to  Dub  I'm  in  order  to  em- 
bark tot  England,  but  found  letters  inform- 
ing him  that  every  thing  in  England  was 
quiet,  upon  which  he  rcfolvcd  to  ftay  and 
reduce  the  Jacobite  party. 

July  a8.  The  Parliament  ©f  England 
prorogued  to  the  18th  of  Augufl. 

Aug.  8.  King  William  fits  down  before 
limerick. 

Aug.  9.  Admiral  Torringtm  was  remov- 
ed from  hit  command,  and  confined  in  the 
Tower  j  and  Sir  Richard  Haddock,  Henry 
JCiUigrevf,  cfq.  and  John  Aflby,  were  made 
joint  admirals  of  the  fleet. 

Aug.  11.  Colonel  Sarrfield  attacks  king 
#ViWs  "train  of  artillery,  and  deft  roys  all 
their  carriages  and  ammunition,  and  return- 
ed fafc  to  Limerick. 

Aug.  18.  The  Parliament  further  pro- 
rogued to  the  8th  of  September,

Ang.ib.  A*  the  liege  of  Limerick,*  breach 


being  made,  the  King  detached  Monf.  <d* 
la  Bartbe,  a  Protcfbnt,  brave  officer,  with 
nine  companies  of  grenadier*,  to  begin  the 
attack,  and  mounted  the  breach,  but  were 
afterwards  repulfcd,  after  an  obflinate  dif- 
pute  of  four  hours,  when  the  King  loft 
1100  men. 

Aug.  30. 'King  Will, am  is  forced  to  raife 
the  fiege  of  Limerick. 

Seft.  5.  King  WslRam  and  prince  George 
embarked  tor  England,  and  the  6th  *r  riv- 
ed at  King-Road,  near  Bnftol,  and  the  lOth 
inftant  arrived  at  Ker.fr.rtou.

A  proclamation  was  ifTued  for 
obferving  the  19th  inftant  as  a  day  of 
thankfgiving  in  England,  for  the  fuccefTe* 
in  Ireland',  and  particular  prayers  were  ap- 
pointed to  be  ufed  on  that  day,  ens'  on 
every  Waefnefday  and  Fr  iday  during  the  war 
wi  t  h  F ratict . 

03.  2.  The  Parliament  of  England  met,

*o  his  Majefty,  magnifying  his  courage  and 
conduct,  and  other  virtues;  and  the  day 
following,  the  Queen's  adminirtratien  in  his 
abfence  was  made  another  fubje&  of  their 
admiration. 

Off.  9.  The  Commons  alfo  in  an  addreft, 
took  notice  of  his  Majefty  *s  having  too 
freely  cxpofed  to  all  dangers,  his  invalubale 
life,  and  promt  ted  to  afuit  him  to  the  ut- 
molt  of  their  power.  And  in  another  ad- 
drefs, her  Majefty 's  goodnefs,  wifilom,  and 
courage,  in  the  King's  abfence,  was  nolcia 
admired.

Monfieur  de  la  Tour,  envoy  of 
Savoy,  was  admitted  to  his  audience. 

Nov.  8.  Be/grade  was  retaken  by  the 

Turks. 

Nov.  14.  Captain  Janus  Campbell,  bro- 
ther to  the  earl  of  A r gyle,  by  tLe  afMance 
of  Archibald  Montgomery,  and  Sir  John 
Johnjlcn,  feized  and  forcibly  married  Mifs 
Mary  Whartcn,  a  rich  heirefs  of  thirteen 
years  of  age,  for  which  Sir  John  Jobnjlon 
^as  afterwards  hanged  ;  and  an  act  of  par- 
liament paHcd,  for  making  void  the  mar- 
riage between  captain  Cambcll  and  Mifs 
Wharton. 

Nov.  15.  The  King  appointed  lord  Go- 
dclfbin,  Sir  John  Lowrbcr,  Mr.  Rhhard 
Hampden,  Sir  Stephen  Fox,  and  Mr.  Thomas 
F<!ham,  commiilioncrs  of  hib  Majcfty's

Nov.  25.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe,

and  gave  his  royal  aflcnt  to  the  excife  bill. 

Dee.  19.  Admiral  Torrington  w^s  tried  on 
board  the  Kent  for  cowardice  and  treachery, 
and  acquitted  ;  but  king  Wtlltam  took  hi* 
commiHion  from  him  the  next  day. 

Dec.  20.  The  King  went  to  the  Houfe, 
and  palled  the  a&  for  laying  a  duty  upon 
Eaft  India  goods,  an  aft  for  punishing  mu- 
tiny and  defertion,  and  fevcral  others. 

Dec.  24.  The  Commons  voted  a  fupply 
of  570,000/,  for  building  feventeen  .third 
rate  mips. 

Dec.  26.  Henry  lord  vifcount  Sidney,  one 
of  the  lords-jufticesof  Ire/and,  was  rev  ailed, 
and  made  one  of  the  principal  fecrctaxies 
of  ftate  in  England. 

Sir  Charles  F otter  was  appointed  lord 
chancellor  of  Ireland,  and  one  of  the  lords- 
juftices  in  the  room  of  lord  Sidney. 

Dec.  30.  The  duUc  of  Zdl,  and  the 
elector  ot  Brandenhurgbi  were  made  knights, 
of  the  Garter. 

1690-1,  Jan.  I.  Sir  Join  Trevor  was 
admitted  into  the  privy- council. 

Jan.  5.  The  King  having  patted  the 
bills  of  fupply,  and  fevcral  other  aQs,  ac- 
quainted the  Parliament,  that  he  was  go- 
ing to  the  congrefs  in  Holland,  and  directed 
them  to  adjourn  to  the  31ft  ©f  March  nex*. 

Jan.  16.  King  William  went  over  to 
Holland,  attended  by  the  dukes  of  Norfolk, 
and  Ormond,  the  earls  of  Devonjhire,  Dor- 
Jet,  Effex,  Nottingham,  Scarborough,  and 
Selkirk,  the  biihop  of  London,  and  many 
other  peifons  of  quality;  and  on  the  as  ft 
arrived  at  the  Hague. 

The  King  was  convoyed  by  twelve  men 
of  war  under  rear  admiral  Rotke. 

At  ciiia  congrefs  of  the  princes  of  Gcr- 
mar'},  the  Imperial,  Engufh,  Italian,  Spj- 
nijby  and  Dutch  minilters,  a  declaration 
was  drawn  up,  wherein  they  folemnly  pro- 
tefted  before  God,  that  their  intentions 
were,  never  to  make  peace  with  Lewis  XIV. 
until  he  had  made  his  reparation  to  the 
Holy  See,  for  whatever  he  had  aftcd  again  ft 
it,  and  till  he  annulled  and  made  void  all 
thofe  infamous  proceedings  againft  the  holy 
father  Innocent  XII.  2.  Nor  until  he  bad 
rcftored  to  each  party  all  he  had  taken  fmce 
the  peace  of  Mun/ler.  3.  Nor  ti|!  he  had 
reftored  to  the  Protcftants  of  France,  all 
their  podeilions  and  goods,  and  an  en- 
tire liberty  of  confciencc.  4.  Nor  tity 
the  eliatcs  of  the  kingdom  of  France  hej 
eftabliihed  in  their  ancient  liberties,  fo  that 
the  clergy,  the  nobility,  and  the  third 
eft.Ue,  may  enioy  their  ancient  and  lawful 
privileges.    Nor  till  their  Kings  for  thje 
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future  (hill  be  obliged  to  call  together  the 
faid  eftale?,  when  they  defire  any  fuppry, 
without  whom  they  mould  not  raife  any 
money,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever  ;  and 
till  the  pailiamcnts  of  that  kingdom,  and 
all  other  his  fubjects,  were  rcftored  to  their 
juft  rights,  Sec,  And  the  confederates  in- 
vited the  fubjects  of  France  to  join  with 
them  in  this  undertaking,  for  reftoring 
them  to  their  rights  and  liberties;  threat- 
ning  ruin  and  devaftation  to  thofe  that 
refufed. 

Sir  Richard  Graham,  bart.  vifcountPr*/"- 
hn,  Jibn  A  fix  on,  and  Edmund  Elliot,  gent, 
were  arraigned  at  the  Old  Bailey  for  high- 
treafoo,  for  that  on  the  29th  of  Dt- 
tmbtr  laft,  they  confulted  and  confpired  to 
wife  a  rebellion  again  ft  king  William  and 
queen  Mary,  and  to  procure  the  French 
king  to  invade  this  kingdom  ;  and  to  that 
end,  compofed  feveral  treafonable  letters 
and  inftructions,  to  inform  the  French  king 
of  the  force  and  condition  of  the  Englifk 
fleet,  and  the  harbour  of  Port/month,  and 
how  the  fame  might  be  taken  and  fetzed, 
&e.  that  they  procured  feveral  bill?  of  ex- 
change for  the  payment  of  money  to  the 
enenry,  and  hired  a  (hip  to  tranfport  them- 
telves,  with  the  laid  letters,  inftruaions, 
and  bills  of  exchange,  to  France,  and  were 
actually  on  board  failing  tbitherwith  them, 
in  order  accomplish  their  faid  treafons. 

Tbefe  gentlemen  were  all  taken  on  the 
Jift  of  December  over-againft  Grave/end, 
in  a  fmack  they  had  hired  to  carry  them  to 
France,  with  the  papers  and  bills  mentioned 
in  the  indictment,  the  government  being 
appriied  of  the  defign. 

Jan.  17.  The  lord  Pre/Ion  was  tried  ar^d 
convicted  ;  and  on  the  19th  Mr.  Alhton  was 
convicted,  and  they  were  both  condemned  : 
Mr.  Ajhton  was  hanged  at  Tyburn  the  28th 
inftant,  but  not  quartered  ;  the  lord  Prejlan, 
on  promiftng  to  make  further  difcoverics, 
was  pardoned. 

Ellht  was  never  put  to  his  trial,  either 
because  there  was  not  fufficient  evidence 
againft  him,  or  that  he  had  difcovered  the 
defign  to  the  government. 

The  circumftance  which  caft  Mr.  Ajbton, 
was  his  taking  up  the  packet  which  the 
lord  Prefi.n  had  dropped,  and  concealing  it 
n  his  bofom,  in  which  parcel  were  the 
treafonable  papers  and  letters  ;  though  Mr. 
Ajhton  knew  nothing  of  the  contents  of 
fbofe  letters,  as  he  infilled  at  his  trial,  he 
was  going  over  as  a  paflenger,  and  knew 
nothing  of  the  lord  Prefton's  defign  :  but 
il&agining  there  might  be  fvunctbing  in  the 
•- 


parcel  that  might  affect  lord  Prcjim%  hit 
friend,  he  endeavoured  to  conceal  it. 

Jan.  \%.  On  the  King's  arrival  on  the

The  Peer*  that  were  confined  lately 
were  releafed. 

The  Commons,  by  occafion  of  the  thin- 
ners of  the  Houfe,  were  adjourned  to  the 
f  Ith  of  Nnmhtr,  when  they  prefented  an 


addrefs  of  thanks  to  his  Majerty  for  his 

fpeech. 

Reports  abroad  having  been  fpread  of  the 
admirals  not  having  performed  their  duty  at 
ha  lhrue,  their  conduct  was  enquired  into 
by  Parliament,  and  honourably  acquitted* 

The  Commons  voted  a  fupply  far  the 
enruing  year,  computed  at  near  fix  millions, 

A  bill  was  brought  in  and  pafled  the 
lower  houfc  for  incapacitating  pcrlons  hav- 
ing certain  civil  and  military  employments, 
to  fit  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  but  caufed 
great  debates  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  and

A  bill  patted  both  Houfe.  for  elhbfifhing 
triennial  parliaments,  which  ha  Majefty 
rcjeftc  d. 

•  Nov.  xj.  The  negroes  in  Borbaden 
confpired  to  deftroy  their  matters  the  E»{- 
lijb,  for  which  many  of  them  were  exe- 
cuted. 

Thanks  were  given  to  admiral  Rujpl,  by 
the  Commons,  for  his  courage  and  eon- 
due"*  in  the  late  engagement  with  the  French 
off  La  Heine. 

Nov.  24.  A  trial  came  on  in  the  court 
of  KingVbench,  H'efirrinf.rr,  between  lien* 
rv  duke  of  Norfiik,  plaintiff",  and  Sir  Job* 
Jermaire,  defendant,  in  an  action  of  tref- 
pafi  on  the  cafe,  and  the  ne»t  morning  the 
jury  brought  in  their  verdict  for  the  plain- 
lift',  and  gave  loo  marks  damages. 

This  action  was  for  criminal  converfation 
with  the  Duchefs.

if,  :ba<i  ot  his  fhirc  in  thatfum,  might  have 
a  1  tain  annuity  of  14/.  err  annum  for  his 
ico/.  (..nd  the  like  for  every  other  hundred 
ounds  he  ihoulu  advance)  during  his  own 
ife,  or  the  life  of  any  other  perfon  he  mould 
ir>mirvtc.    This  was  the  rirft  annuity  act. 

A' ether  act  was  paffed,  for  taking  fpe- 
<i  !  bail  in  the  country. 

A  practice  prevailed  at  this  time  of  pref- 
fing  landmen  for  the  fca  fervicc  by  the  offi- 
cers of  the  flee,  who  carried  them  over  10 
Holland  and  frid  them  to  the  officers  of  the 
army  ;  whereupon  wie  Commons  ordered 
thair  J.-Jtalcer,  Sir  0  d  *  Trc  w,  to  lay  this 
opprc/fion  before  the  King,  who  oriered. 
that  no  onVeri  uSonld  prefumc  to  prefs  land- 
men for  tl.r  future. 

The  Commor.j  alfo  complained  of  the 
embcxzllitf  »hc  ,VtMted  etiatcs  in  Ireland, 
and  dlfp»>fi')if  of  livm,  and  cc  fired  that  no 
grar/.r  mi^ht  y.  made  ot*  the  forfeited  cftatcs 
as  t!.  I;  nL:  had  promised  them:  to  which 
the  King  anfwercd,  that  this  fhould  be  re- 
medied, but  granted  vaft  cflates  however 
out  of  thofe  forfeitures  to  lord  Port/and  and 
other  favourites. 

Admiral  RuJ'clvni  laid  afide,  and  Henry 
Killegrew,  cfq.  Sir  Ralph  Delaval  and -Sir 
Clovd'JIy  Shot/ell,  we're  made  joint-admirals 
of  the  fleet  J  George  Rode,  efq.  appointed 
vice  admiral  of  the  red  }  Lord  Berkley,  vice 
admiral  of  the  blue  ;  colonel  Aylmer,  rear 
admiral  of  the  red  ;  and  captain  Pavid 
Mitchell  rear  admiral  of  the  blue. 

This  year  the  duke  af  Hanover  was  cre- 
ated elector  of  Brunfyouk  and  great  mar- 
flial  of  the  empire. 

Jan.  ^i.  Claries  lord  Mohan  was  tried 
by  his  Peers,  for  the  murder  of  fVilliam 
jjAountfort*  the  player,  and  acquitted. 

Lord  Mcb;.n  pnd  captain  Hill  had  made  an 
attempt  to  carry  oft  Mrs.  Brace  fir  dU  the 
player,  in  whicn  being  dtfappointed,  they 
laid*  wait  for  Mountfert  the  player,  whom 
they  thought  to  be  concerned  in  the  refcuc, 
stnd  Hill  run  him  through  while  t\ic  Peer 
■was  talking  with  him  in  Surrey-JIrtet,  near 
Mrs.  BracrprdWi  lodgings,  late  at  night. 

The  aflembly  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland 
being  diffrlvcd  by  the  King,  their  clergy 
infidel  they  had  a  right  to  fit  without  the 
King's  leave,  and  actually  continued  their;

Lwgb,  and  took  it  about  four  days  after, 
antf  entirely  deftroyed  the  town,  as  they  had 
before  dertroyed  Spire,  Manheim,  Franken- 
dale,  and  other  towns  in  the  Palatinate. 

May  29.  Rofet  in  Catalans  furrendered 
to  the  French* 

Jane  16.  Admiral  Rock  with  twenty- 
three  men  of  war,  having  the  Turkey  fleet 
pnder  his  convoy,  was  attacked  off  Cape 
Saint  Vincent  by  the  whole  French  fleet,  un- 
der the  command  of  admiral  Tourville', 
twelve  Englijb  and  Dutch  men  of  war,  and 
above  fourfcore  merchantmen  were  taken 
Or  deftroyed  by  the  French. 

Jfccy  had  been  convoyed  out  of  the 


chmn:l  by  the  whole  confederate  fleer, 
which  left  Sir  George  Rook  but  a  few  days 
before  the  misfortune  happened,  and  the 
admiral  behaved  with  that  bravery  and  con- 
duel  in  this  unlucky  encounter,  that  he 
gave  an  opportunity  to  above  400  mer- 
chantmen under  his  convoy  to  make  their 
efcape. 

The  French  by  this  gained  one  million  of 
money. 

The  French  admirals  afterwards  attempt- 
ed Cad'tK,  bombarded  Gibraltar,  burnt  forae 
£bips  at  ATtcant  and  Malaga,  and  returned 
to  Toulon  in  September* 

June  18.  The  princefs  Ltuifa  Maris 
Tertfa,  fourth  daughter  to  king  Jama  II. 
born  at  St.  Germaint  in  France. 

Ju(y  8.  Huy  in  the  low  countries  in- 
verted, and  furrendered  to  the  French  live 
days  after. 

July  1 1.  Lord  Capel,  Sir  Cecil  Wy:h9 
and  William  Duaccmb,  efq.  conflituted  lords 
jurtices  of  Ireland.

July  29.  The  confederate  army,  com- 
manded by  king  William,  was  entirely  de- 
feated by  the  French,  under  the  command 
of  Luxemburgb  at  Landen.  Count  Sohnes^ 
the  Dutch  general,  had  his  leg  mot  off  by  a 
cannon-bullet,  and  was  taken  prifoner ;  and 
the  duke  of  Ormond  was  wounded  and  taken 
prifoner.  On  the  other  fide,  the  duke  of 
Berwick  was  taken  prifoner  by  the  Englijh. 
The  numbers  of  the  killed  and  wounded  are 
varioufly  reported  ;  by  fome  it  is  faid,  there 
I  were  not  lei's  than  30,000  k  lied  on  both 
fides  j  but  the  confederates  being  entirely 
routed,  the  lofs  murt  be  much  greater  on 
their  fide,  than  on  the  French.  King  Wil- 
liam had  detached  25,000  men  to  force  the 
French  lines,  which  Luxemburgh  took  ad- 
vantage of,  and  attacked  him  in  his  camp  ; 
however  it  was  fo  well  fortified,  that  the 
French  were  repulfcd  feveral  times,  and  the 
confederates  would  have  gained  the  victory, 
if  the  Dutch  horfe  had  not  run  away  j  the 
confederates  loft  their  camp,  artillery,  and 
baggage,  and  had  not  a  little  river  rtopped 
the  purfuit  of  the  French,  their  lofs  had 
been  ftilJ  greater. 

Mr.  Antbtny  Wood  cenfured  at  Oxfcrd, 
for  reflecting  on  the  late  earl  of  Clarendon^ 
and  thofe  meets  of  his  book  entitulcd 
Athena  Oxcnienfet,  Vol.  II.  wherein  were 
the  rene&iont,  were  burnt,  and  hirofelf 
fined  34/.  and  expelled  that  Univcrfity.

Srfir*  14.  The  French,  under  the  com- 
mand of  monfieur  Catinat,  defeated  the  con* 
federates  under  the  command  of  the  duke 
of  Sav?y,  and  prince  Eugene  at  Marfiglut, 
near  Turin.  Duke  Sc  bomber gy  who  com- 
manded the  troop*  of  England,  was  mor- 
tally wounded  and  taken  prifoner.  This 
was  the  firft  battle  where  the  foot  chargrd 
with  bayonets  on  their  loaded  mufkets,  to 
which  ftntagem  the  fuccefs  of  the  French 
in  this  battle  was  attributed. 

Soon  after  this  action,  pike*  were  laid 
afide,  and  bayonet*  ufed  in -their  room,  all 
over  Europe.

the  26th  in  othrr  parts  t  f  England. 

The  King,  on  his  return,  found  the  na- 
tions difquirt,  and  refclved  upon  a  change 
of  the  miniftry. 

Nov.  6.  Admiral  Rvjfd  again  appointed 
admiral  of  the  fleet. 

Nov.  7.  The  Parliament  of  England 
met,  and  king  William  made  a  fpeech, 
wherein  having  mentioned  the  defeats  the 
confederates  had  met  with  at  land,  and  the 
mifcarriag-s  and  lofles  at  fca;  he  imputed 
the  firft  to  the  fuperior  numbers  of  the  ene- 
my, and  aflurrd  them  the  other  mould  be 
inquired  'into.  He  acquainted  them  alfo, 
that  there  was  a  neccfiity  of  increafing 
their  forces  by  fea  and  land,  and  defired 
fniu^le  ftirplies. 

Sept,  19.  St.  Malot  bombarded  by  a 
fquadron  of  men  of  war,  commanded  by 
eapt.  Pemboiv,  for  three  days,  and  taking 
advantage  of  the  night,  they  fent  in  a  fire 
ihip  to  reduce  the  town  toadies,  but  when 
jot  within  piftol  (hot,  flie  unfortunately 
/truck  upon  a  rock,  and  the  engineer  find- 
ing {he  would  fink,  fct  fire  to  hcT,  the  ex- 
plofion  of  which  unroofed  300  houfes,  and 
broke  all  the  glaft  and  earthen  ware  for 
three  leigues  round,  and  ft 00k  the  whole 
town  like  an  earthquake. 

Lrtviiy  the  French  king,  fonnd  his  troop* 
;  in  the  midrt  of  bis  victories,  by  a 


dreadful  famine  which  afflicted  that  king- 
dom ;  he  attempted  to  conclude  a  feparate 
peace  with  fome  of  the  allies,  which  they 
rejected. 

The  Commons  voted  for  the  fupplies  of 
the  enfuing  year  5,000,000/.

of  Gibraltar  )  the  SuJJiex,  on  board  of  which 
Clip  the  Admiral  was,  foundered,  and  the 
whole  crew  loft,  to  the  number  of  550. 

The  Admiral's  body  was  afterwards  found, 
and  fe.it  to  England  to  be  interred. 

Feb.  23.  Samuel  Eyres,  ferjeant  at  hrw9 
was  made  one  of  (he  judges  of  the  King's- 
bench,  on  the  deceafc  of  Mr.  juftice  Do&en. 

March  4.  Charles  earl  of  Sbteujburj, 
was  made  principal  fecretary  of  ftate,  in, 
the  room  of  the  earl  of  Nottingham. 

March  23.  The  royal  aflent  was  give* 
to  an  act,  for  granting  certain  rates  and 
duties  upon  fait,  and  upon  beer,  ale,  and 
other  liquors,  for  fee u ring  certain  rccom- 
pences  and  advantages  to  fuch  perfons  at 
mould  voluntarily  advance  1,000,000/. 

This  was  the  firft  lottery  ad. 

An  alt,  for  relief  of  the  orphans,  and 
other  creditors  of  the  city  of  London. 

The  city  of  London  had  fpent  the  mosey 
they  were  intruded  with,  belonging  to  the 
orphans  of  deceafed  citizens,  in  building 
Bedlam,  the  Monument,  and  other  extra- 
vagant projects  j  and  now  to  pay  the  or- 
phans a  perpetual  intereft  of  four  per  tent* 
for  the  money  fo  embezzled;  they  were 
obliged  to  afiign  their  revenues. 

An  ac*x,  for  taking  away  the  prorefs  of 
Capiatur fine,  in  the  court  of  rYefiminfier. 

An  act,  to  repeal  the  aft  of  the  10  Ed' 
ward  IIL  for  finding  furetics  by  him  that 
hath  a  pardon  tor  felony. 

An  act,  to  prevent  delays  at  the  quarter- 
fcftions  of  the  peace  ,  and  to  feverai  other 
ads.  After  which  the  King  made  a  fpeech 
to  induce  them  to  haften  the  other  biils  of 
fupply,  and  put  them  in  mind  of  the  debt 
due  for  tranfport-fervice  to  Ireland. 

1694,  April  16.  A  bill  (Vr  railing  mo- 
ney by  a  quarterly  poll,  received  the  royal 
aflent. 

A  new  corporation  was  erected  by  act  of 
Parliament  for  the  Greenland  trade,  by  the 
name  of  the  company  of  London  merchants 
trading  to  Greenland. 

The  duke  of  Hamilton  was  appointed  lord 
high  commiflioner  of  Scotland.  The  Par- 
liament met  April  19,  they  augmented  their 
taxes  Pa  as  to  proportion  to  the  maintenance 
of  6300  men  ;  the  whole  fuxn  granted  by 
them  was  16,000/. 

April  25,  The  royal  aliens  was  ghren  to 
an  acl,  for  granting  feverai  duties  upon 
tonnaft  of  (hipping,  and  upon  beer,  ale, 
and^otasr  liquor:,  far  fecuring  certain  re- 
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compences  and  advantages  to  fuch  perfons 
as  mould  voluntarily  advance  the  Turn  of 
1,500,000/.  1 

This  wjs  the  foundation  of  the  Bank 
of  England,  the  fubferibers  being  incorpo- 
rated. ' 

The  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expences 
of  the  government  of  this  year,  amounted 
to  upwards  of  6,000,000/. 

The  proportions  the  federal  counties  paid  ft  the 
Land-tax,  with  tbt  number  cf  number  1  tbey 
fait  to  Parliament.

An  aft,  for  the  better  difcipline  of  the 
navy-royal ;  and  fevera!  other  a&s.  Af- 
ter which  the  King  thanked  the  Commons 
for  the  great  fupplics  they  had  given  him ; 
and  then  the  Parliament  was  prorogued  to 
the  l8th  of  Sep: ember. 

May  3.  Admiral  Rujfel  failed  from  Sr. 
He/ens,  with  the  combined  fleet,  confin- 
ing of  ninety-three  fail,  betides  frigates, 
firefhips,  and  (loops  ;  he  went  off  Brefi  and 
found  admiral  Tourville  had  left  that  harbour. 

The  Admiral  returned  to  St.  Helens,  not 
finding  the  Brefi  fleet. 

May  6.  King  ffWiarn  embarked  for 
Ho/land. 

May  8.  Peregrine  Bertie  was  appointei 
vice -chamberlain  to  his  Majcfty,  in  the 
room  of  Sir  Jcbn  Lowther,  who  had  re- 
Cgned. 

Afay  11.  Edward  Rujfel,  efq.  Sir  Jdn 
Lowtber,  of  Whitehaven,  bart.  Henry  Priefi- 
man,  efq.  Robert  Aufien,  efq.  Sir  Robert 
Rich,  bart.  Sir  George  Rook,  and  Sir  Job* 
Boubhn,  knta.  lord  commiffioners  of  the 
Admiralty. 

Cbarles  Montague,  efq.  one  of  the  eora- 
mifiioners  of  the  Treafury,  was  made  chan- 
cellor and  under-treafurer  of  the  Exchequer 

Sidnty  Lord  Godolpbin  j  Sir  Stephen  Fcx, 
knt.  Charles  Montague,  efq.  Sir  William 
Trumbull,  knt.  and  John  Smith,  efq.  were 
conftituted  lords  of  the  Treafury. 

May  18.  Admiral  Rujfel  destroyed  * 
French  man  of  war,  and  thirty-five  mer- 
chantmen in  Bertram-bay* 

May  29.  The  Admiral  failed  again  for 
the  Mediterranean. 

June  3.  The  duke  of  Savoy,  at  the  in- 
(ranee  of  England  and  Holland,  iflued  a  de- 
claration, allowing  the  Vaudtii,  the  free 
exercife  of  their  religion. 

The  French  king  fent  30,000  men  intr 
Spain,  on  the  fide  of  Catalonia,  under  the 
marshal  de  Nouallits  ;  he  proceeded  to  Pfk< 
mos,  and  inverted  that  place. 

June  7.  It  was  taken  by  frorra,  and  the 
French  exercifed  great  cruelties. 

June  8.  The  Enghfb  fleet,  with  a  bodr 
of  land  forces  on  board,  came  before  Brejlt 
and  general  Talmajb  landed  with  the  fid* 
600  men,  where  they  found  fuch  batteries 
and  intrenchments,  and  other  preparations 
made  t#  receive  them,  that  they  thought 
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ft  immediately  to  retire  to  the  /hips  j  but, 
the  tide  going  out,  the  flat-bottomed  boats 
ituck  upon  the  oufe,  and  were  not  able  to 

E't  off.  Moft  of  thofe  that  landed,  were 
ilied  or  wounded  ;  and  amongft  the  reft, 
general  Talmajb  himfelf  was  mortally 
Wounded,  and  died  foon  after  his  return  to 
Portjmoutb, 

Mfnfjeur  Dsteafe,  governor  of  Dominica, 
failed  with  three  mips  of  war,  and  twenty- 
three  transports,  having  on  board  1500 
mtn,  and  made  a  defcent  on  Jamaica, 
landed  at  port  Morant  and  did  confiderable 
damage,  and  carried  oft"  a  very  confiderable 
booty. 

June  28.  Stamp  duties  were  inftituted 
thjs  Parliament. 

The  hackney -coach  office  was  cftablifhed 
this  year. 

June  30.  Gircttne  in  Catalonia  furrender- 
ed  to  the  French,  having  been  invefted  the 
iSth. 

July  12.  The  lord  Berkley  bombarded 
Dirp,  on  the  16th  Havre  de  Grace,  and  on 
the  16th  Dunkirk.  This  bombardmcrt  was 
attended  with  the  lofs  of  the  Grenada  bomb 
which  blew  up  with  all  her  ertw,  the  fleet 
returned  the  2  5th  to  St.  Helen" t. 

It  was  remarked,  that  the  eipence  of  thefc 
bombardments,  was  more  than  equivalent 
to  what  the  enemy  ftiftered  by  them. 

AJmira!  Rt/Jlel  with  the  grand  fleet  went 
to  the  Mediterranean,  to  protect  the  Spanl/h 
toafh  from  the  infultf  of  Tvnrville.  His 
appearance  in  the  Mediterranean,  made  the 
French  raife  the  fivjje  of  Barcelona. 

Aug.  14.  A  proclamation  was  iilued,  of- 
fering a  reward  of  40c/.  for  the  taking  of 
colonel  John  Parker,  who  had  been  com- 
mitted to  the  Tov/er  tor  high-treafon,  in 
eonf/iring  ajainft  king  Wiirxam,  and  had 
mace  his  cfcape  the  1  ith  irtftant ;  fcveral 
ether  perfons  were  committed  for  the  faid 
eonfpiracy. 

S<f>t.  5.  A  tire  happened  at  Wam»tckt 
which  burnt  down  the  great  church,  and 
molt  part  of  the  town. 

Sept.  6.  The  Parliament  was  prorogued 
to  the  25th  of  Otlober,  and  afterwards  to 
themh  of  November. 

Sept.  9.  The  Confederates  laid  (jege  to 
l%,  which  furrendcred  the  17th. 

Sir  CloueUJIj  Shovel  atte  mptcd  to  burn 
we  forts  that  defended  Dunkirk  towards  the 
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fea,  by  fome  new  invented  machines  J  but 
he  did  not  meet  with  that  fuccefs  as  wss 
expected  from  them,  and  returned  to  the 
Downs, 

Scj>t.  28.  The  Englijh  Bart-India  com- 
pany had  a  fecond  charter  of  regulations 
granted,  altering  the  preceding  one. 

Sept.  29.  Sir  Thomas  Lane,  knt.  was 
elected  Lord  Mayor  of  London. 

Sept.  30.  King  rVttliam  ended  this  year *s 
campaign,  and  left  the  camp  to  return  to 
England. 

Oel.  14.  King  VAlliam  gave  the  com- 
mand of  the  Coldfiream  regiment  of  guards, 
which  the  late  general  Talmaflt  commanded, 
to  the  lord  Cutis. 

Nov.  a.  King  IViirtam  arrived  at  Canter- 
bury from  Hi! lard. 

Nov.  12.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
king  IVilliam  made  a  fpecth  to  both  Hoofes  % 
wherein  he  told  them,  that  their  affairs 
were  in  a  better  pofture  both  by  fea  and 
land,  than  when  he  parted  with  them,  for 
that  this  year  a  ftop  had  been  put  to  the 
progrefs  of  the  French  arm?  j  and  he  earnest- 
ly recommended  to  them  the  furnishing  him 
with  further  fupplies,  as  the  only  means  to 
procure  an  advantageous  peace  j  and  he 
again  recommended  the  difcharging  the 
debt  for  tranfport-fervice  to  Ireland. 

Nov.  21.  A  thankfgiving  for  king  Wil- 
liam* fife  return,  (5c.  appointed  to  be  ob- 
ferved  the  16th  of  December. 

Nov.  22.  Dr.  John  TiKotftti,  archbilhop 
of  Canterbury y  died  at  Lambeth,  in  the  65th 
year  of  his  age. 

AW.  30.  The  Commons  voted  a  fupply 
of  4,700,000/.  and  upwards,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  fea  and  land  forces  for  the 
year  enfuing. 

Dec.  21.  Queen  Mary  was  taken  ill  of 
the  fmal!-pox  at  Kenfington. 

Dec.  22.  King  fPilliam  gave  the  royal  af- 
fertt  to  an  a&,  for  granting  to  their  Ma- 
jeflies  tonnage  and  poundage  $  and  to  an 
aft,  for  the  frequent  meeting  and  calling 
of  Parliaments. 

This  was  the  important  triennial  act, 
which  could  not  Well  be  refufed,  when 
fuch  vaft  fums  were  granted  at  the  fame 
time,  though  one  of  the  like  nature  had 
been  rejected  formerly. 

Dec.  28.  Queen  Mary  died  in  the  33d 
year  of  her  age,  and  the  6th  of  her  reign. 
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1694,  ^  I1HE  Lords  waited  upon  king 
Dec.%\.  J[  William  with  an  addrefs  of 
condolance,  upon  the  deaih  of  his  Queen , 
wherein  they  promifcJ  to  aiTift  him  againft 
all  his  enemies.  The  Commons  the  fame 
day  attended  his  Majefty  with  an  addrefs  to 
the  fame  effect,  which  was  followed  with 
addreflcs  from  many  other  parts  of  the 
kingdom. 

1694-5,  Jan.  16.  Dr.  Thomas  Tenifon 
was  translated  from  Lincoln  to  Canterbury,  * 

February,  Several  gentlemen  from  Lan- 
tafkircy  who  had  been  committed  and  tried 
at  Manchejfer,  for  confpiring  again  ft  the 
government,  and  been  acquitted  for  want 
of  evidence  again  ft  them,  complained  to 
the  Parliament  of  their  being  unreasonably 
and  malicioufly  profecuteds  but  both  the 
Lord  and  Commons  refolved,  that  the  go- 
,  vernracnt  had  Sufficient  caufe  to  profecute 
thofe  gentlemen ;  and  the  Commons  alio 
ordered  Mr.  Standijb  of  Standijb'hall  in 
Lancajbirr,  to  be  taken  into  cuftody. 

Feb.  11.  King  William  came  to  the 
HouSe  of  Peers  (though  his  Queen  was  not 
buried)  and  gave  the  royal  aficnt  to  an  act, 
for  granting  four  (hillings  In  the  pound. 

An  act,  to  exempt  apothecaries  from  Serv- 
ing offices,  or  upon  juries:  and  to  an  aft, 
lor  rebuilding  the  town  of  Warwick. 

Feb.  15.  Injunctions  were  iflued  by  king 
THUism,  for  rcftoring  the  discipline  of  the 
church. 

March  4.  The  officers  and  Soldiers  in 
Erglar.df  demanding  and  extorting  SubSxft- 
eacc-moncy  cf  the  houfes  where  they  were 
quartered,  for  want  of  their  pay,  a  complaint 
was  made  to  the  Commons,  and  Several  agents 
and  officers  were  called  before  them;  and 
there  appearing  great  corruption  amongft 
tht-m,  Tracy  Pauncrfort,  agent  of  colonel 
Hetfting$*t  regiment,  was  Sent  to  the  Tower ; 
ami  the  Commons  drew  up  a  representation 
agalnft  the  agents  of  the  array,  detaining 
the  Soldiers  pay,  and  making  them  give 
extravagant  premiums  for  advancing  their 
money;  and  alfo  againft  colonel  Hajl/ngi, 
for  compelling  his  officers  to  take  their 
cloaths  on  him  at  extravagant  t  ales  :  where- 
upon Haftngt  was  caihicrcd,  and  his  regi- 
ment given  to  Sir  John  Jacob,  his  lieute- 
nant-colonel. 

The  King  appointed  commiflioners  for 
directing:  the -building  and  endowing  of  the 
royal  hoSpital  at  Greenwich,  and  granted  a 


considerable  Sum  cue  of  the  civil  lift  for  that 
purpoSe. 

March  5.  Queen  Mary  was  buried  from 
Whitehall,  (where  (he  had  lain  in  ftatc,) 
in  Henry  Vllth's  chapel :  ber  funeral  Ser- 
mon was  preached  by  archbifcop  Tenifc*. 
The  great  bell  in  every  church  in  England 
was  ordered  to  toll  three  hours  that  day. 

The  princeSs  Anne  was  taken  into  fa- 
vour, and  an  apartment  afligned  her  at  St. 
JameC%,  The  King  preSented  her  with 
moft  of  the  late  Queen's  jewels. 

March  7.  Mr.  Craggs,  one  of  the  con- 
tractors for  doathing  the  army,  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower  by  the  Commons,  for  re- 
filling to  produce  his  books,  or  be  examined. 

Mr.  Henry  Guy,  a  member  of  the  Houfe, 
was  committed  to  the  Tower,  for  taking  a 
bribe  of  aoo  guineas. 

Henry  KMcgrc.u,  Henry  Pillar  t9  and  Rich' 
ardGta,  cfqrs.  comrairfioners  for  licenfiug 
hackney  coaches,  were  turned  out  at  the 
inftance  of  the  HouSc  of  Commons  for  re- 
ceiving bribes. 

Injunctions  were  Sent  by  his  Majefty  to 
to  the  axchbifhops  and  biihops,  for  pre- 
serving and  reftoring  the  discipline  of  the 
church  :  one  whereof  was,  that  the  bifhops 
and  clergy  ftiould  be  obliged  to  refidencc, 
and  the  abufe  of  pluralities  mould  to  re- 
dretfed. 

March  10.  Dr.  Jama  Gardner  was  con- 
fecrated  bilhop  of  Lincoln. 

March  11.  A  declaration  was  iftued,  for 
the  better  discipline  oS  the  army,  and  the 
due  payment  oS  their  quarters  ;  to  prohibit 
the  foldicrs  to  demand,  or  extoit  SubSiftencc- 
rnoney  of  the  inn-keepers. 

Mr.  Bird,  an  attorney,  was  brought  upon 
his  knees  by  the  Commons,  Sor  bribing 
their  members. 

March  12.  There  appearing  aim  oft  an 
univcrial  corruption  and  bribsry  in  all  de- 
grees cS  men,  and  the  Commons  being  in- 
formed of  vaft  Sums  advanced  by  the  Eaft- 
India  company,  and  the  chamber  of  Lend:*, 
.among  their  members,  for  facilitating  Some 
bills  relating  to  thofe  bodies  :  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  truth  of 
-  the  facts  :  and  Sir  John  T rtvor,  the  Speaker 
of  the  Commons,  was  found  to  have  receiv- 
ed 1000  guineas  of  the  city  of  London f  on 
pa/ling  the  orphans  bill.  Whereupon  he 
was  voted  guilty  of  a  high  raiftemea/tor, 
and  expelled  the  Houfc.

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The  doke  ofLmfc,  prefideot  of  the  coun- 
cil, wu  accufta  by  the  Commons  for  having 
received  5500  guineas  from  the  lull -India 
merchants,  for  procuring  a  charter  of  con- 
firmation and  regulation*. 

hUrcb  14.  iV*7  Fc/ry,  efq.  was  chofen 
Speaker  of  the  Commons,  in  the  room  of 
Sir  J»bn  Trevor,  and  the  next  day  approved 
by  the  King. 

Refolvcd  by  the  Commons,  that  whoever 
JHould  difcovcr  any  mcney,  or  other  gratui- 
ty fiven  to  any  member  of  the  Houfe,  for 
nutters  tranl'afted  in  the  Koufc  relating  to 
the  orphans  bill,  or  the  EaA- India  company, 
ftould  have  the  indemnity  of  the  Houfe  for 
fuch  guilt. 

The  kVeJJb  copper  office  was  incorporated. 
The  famous  painter,  David  Ttn'urt,  died 
this  year. 

1695,  March  26.  Refolvcd  by  the  Com- 
mons, that  Mr.  Hwtgtrford)  a  member  of 
that  Houfe,  was  guilty  of  an  high  crime 
and  mifiiemeanor,  in  receiving  twenty  gui- 
neas for  bis  paint  and  fervice,  as  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  whom  the  orphans  bill 
was  committed,  and  that  he  be  expelled  the 
houfe.

not  acknowledge,  that  he  knew,  that  cither 
^he  minifters,  or  fenators  themfclves,  had 
received  any  of  it. 

"However,  the 'commons  thought  they 
had  fufrkfent  evidence  to  ground  an  imi 
pcachmeht  on  againft  the  duke  of  Leeds  ; 
and  were  proceeding  to  impeach  Sir  Jobm 
Trevor,  Mr.  Guy,  -and  others,  far  bribery  5 
but  the  court  procured  the  parliament  to  be 
prorogued  j  and  only 'Sir  TUmas  Cock,  Sir 
Bafil  Firebraet,  Bates  *nd  Craggs  were  ira- 
prifoned,  to  fatisfy  the  clamours  of  the 
people.

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After  which  the  King  thanked  them  for 
the  fupplies ;  and  told  them,  he  could  not 
poflildy  permit  them  to  fit  any  longer,  be- 
cauls  the  fcafon  called  him  abroad  j  and 
th  -n  the  Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the 
iSth  of  June, 

The  King  decjared  the  archbiihop  of 
Canterbury  j  Sir  John  Somen,  lord  keeper  j 
7kmas  earl  of  Pembroke,  lord  privy-teal} 
W\&am  duke  of  Drum,  lord  fteward  vf  the 
houfiioid  1  Char  let  duke  of  Slrcwfovry, 
fecretary  of  ft  ate  j  Cbarlet  earl  of  Dor  ft, 
lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfliold }  and  Sid- 
rty  lord  Godolpbin,  firft  commifiiuner  of  the 
treafury ;  lords  j  uitices. 

Sir  Job*  Trumbull  was  made  fecretary  of 
ftate,  in  the  room  of  Sir  Jobn  Trencbard, 
deceafed. 

May  4*  Henry  lord  Cafel,  was  declared 
lord  deputy  of  Ireland* 

May  9.  A  proclamation  iflued  for  appre- 
hending John  Roberts,  fervant  to  the  duke 
of  Leeds,  who  was  charged  with  receiving 
5000  guineas  for  promoting  charters  for  the 
Eaft  India  company  i  hut  he  was  known 
to  be  fled  to  Holland  before  the  proclama- 
tion lifted. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met,  the 
marquis  of  Twedale  being  his  Majefly's 
high  commiiTioner,  In  this  Parliament  the 
maiTacre  at  Glencce  was  enquired  into.  It 
feetm  in  the  year  1692,  King  William  pub- 
liihed  a  proclamation,  inviting  the  iligb- 
landers,  who  were  in  King  Jamts'i  intcrcii, 
to  come  in  and  lay  down  their  arms  before 
the  iftof  January  1692-3,  and  they  mould 
hare  his  Majefty's  pardon  \  whereupon 
Alexander  Mae-Donald,  bird  of  Glencte,  one 
of  the  roofl;  confidcrable  clans  in  the  north 
of  Scotland,  came  to  Invtrbcby  with  his 
followers,  a  little  before  the  time  was  ex- 
pired, and  offered  to  furrendc*  to  colonel 
BUI,  the  governor  of  the  fort  there  ;  but 
colonel  Hill  told  him  he  muft  apply  him- 
felf  to  the  civil  mzgiftrate  :  whereupon  he 
went  to  Jm/erary,  the  chief  town  in  Ar- 
tjb/bire,  and  fubmitted  himfelf  to  the  She- 
ritt  of  the  county,  the  time  prefcribed  by 
the  proclamation  for  their  coming  in  being 
thenelapfed  one  day  ;  however,  the  Shcrift" 
taking  notice  of  his  offer  to  furrender  to  co- 
lonel Hill  before  the  time  expired,  thought  fit 
to  accept  his  fubmitfion  j  and  the  Laird  and 
b:s  followers  havingtaken  the  oaths,  return- 
ed home,  in  confidence  they  should  have 
the  advantage  of  the  promrfed  indemnity. 

Soon  after  part  of  the  earl  of  Argyle** 
regiment  came  and  quartered  at  Gleneoe ; 
a«d  on  the  nth  of  February  the  command- 
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ing  officer  received  orden,  that  at  five  the 
next  morning  he  mould  fall  upon  the  G Un- 
tie rebels,  and  deftroy  them  every  foul ; 
accordingly  on  the  13th  of  February  in  the 
morning  before  it  was  light,  a  dreadful 
(laughter  was  made  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Glencce* 

This  barbarous  fact,  made  a  great  noife 
all  over  Europe,  and  was  looked  upon  as  4 
reflection  on  the  King  himfelf  j  where- 
upon com  mi  Hi  oners  were  ordered  to  enquire 
into  it.  Captain  Campbell,  who  command- 
ed in  Glencce,  produced  his  orders  from 
Duncafon,  the  major  of  the  regiment;  the 
major  produced  his  orders  from  colonel 
James  Hamilton  \  and  he  it  feems  received 
his  orders  from  the  matter  of  Stfirs,  fe- 
cretary of  ftate  ;  but  Hamilton  did  not  ap- 
pear when  he  was  fummoned  before  the 
Parliament,  and  the  Parliament  were  con- 
tented with  voting  it  a  barbarous  murder, 
and  that  the  Secretary  of  ftate  had  exceeded 
the  inftrucrions  he  received  from  his  Ma- 
jefty  :  however  no  body  was  pumfhed  for 
the  fact. 

The  parliament  of  Ireland  met  under  lord 
Cafel,  and  granted  the  King  a  i'upply  of 
163,000/.  and  a  further  fum  on  additional 
duties  on  certain  merchandizes. 

May  9.  Duke  Scbomberg,  the  earl  of  T*«r- 
kenvil/e,  and  Peregrine  Bertie,  were  fworn 
and  admitted  of  the  Privy  Council. 

May  !2.  King  William  embarked  at 
Grave  fend,  and  on  the  14th  arrived  in 
llcHand. 

May  23.  A  proclamation  was  irTued  for 
obferving  a  f<ft  on  the  19th  of  June',  for 
the  fuccefs  of  King  William' %  forces. 

June  8.  Sir  Edward  Ward,  attorney 
general,  made  lord  chief  baron  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

June  11.  Sir  Thomas  Trevor  was  fworn 
attorney-general. 

July  1.  Mr.  Hawlet  of  Lincoln  %  Inn, 
wai  made  folicitor-general. 

July  3.  The  town  and  caftle  of  Namur 
was  in  veiled  by  the  confederates. 

July  5.  Lord  Berkley,  with  a  fquadron 
of  Englijb  and  Dutch,  bombarded  St.  Mai?* 
which  was  nearly  deftroyed,  and  th-*  lol« 
fuftained  by  the  Englifh  was  fixty  men  killed 
and  wounded,  Grant  -He  and  othrr  town; 
upon  the  French  coalls,  were  alfo  bom- 
barded. 

July  9.  Cafal  furrendered  to  the  duke  of 
Savoy. 

July  27;  At  a  genera]  attack  at  Namur, 
Mr.  Godfrey,  deputy  governor  of  the  bank 
of  England,  being  pexfuaded  by  \ur.z  W:l- 
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Uotn  to  go  with  him  into  the  treoches,  and 
be  witnefs  of  the  bravery  of  the  confe- 
derate troops,  was  killed  by  a  cannon  (hot 
as  he  flood  by  the  King. 

July  a  3.  D'txmudt  furrendered  to  the 
French ,  and  eight  battalions  of  the  confe- 
derates v»cre  made  prifiwrs  of  war. 

July  30. "The  garrifon  of  Dc'titfe*  con- 
lifting  of  five  or  fix  battalions,  furrenderod 
tbemfelves  prifoners  of  war  to  maritul 
Vtlleroy. 

J*b  31.  Lord  Berkeley  was  fent  to  bom- 
bard Dunkirk,  which  he  battered  for  eight 


s  to  no  great  effect;  after  which  he 
proceedeJ  to  Calah,  and  threw  900  fhells 
into  the  town,  which  did  very  confidtrable 
damage 

Our  trade  fuf?ercd  vastly  this  year  by  the 
Freach  privateers,  wbo  took  many  of  the 
homeward- bound  Weft  India  men,  and  five 
En.l  India  fhips,  valued  at  one  million  iter- 
ling. 

A  French  nun  of  war  on  the  coaft  of 
G*imay  fell  upon  our  factory,  and  took  and 
deftroyed  a  fort. 

Aug.  4.  The  town  of  Namur  was  taken 
by  the  confederate!!. 

Aug.  13.  Marin  a  1  VilUrty  began  to  bom- 
bard Brujjthf  and  continued  it  for  two 
whole  days  and  nights,  deflroyed  aboat 
3500  houfes  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  be- 
tides churches  and  other  public  building3. 
This  was  faidto  be  done  by  way  of  retalia- 
tion for  the  towns  the  Englifk  had  bom- 
barded on  the  coalt  of  France. 

Aug*  1.  Colonel  Selivin,  and  lord  Ha- 
milton, were  made  brigadiers  of  foot. 
Sept.  a.  N.  S.  The  cattle  of  Namur  capi- 
and  on  the  5th  the  garrifon  marched 
one,  whert  martial  Bouffiert  was  arretted, 
to  procure  fatisfa&ion  01  the  French  king 
for  the  garrifons  of  Dixmvde  and  Deinfe, 
whom  he  detained  prifoners  contrary  to  trie 
cartel.  Boufflcn  was  carried  to  Matjlricbt, 
but  foon  after  rcleafed  on  bis  parole  nf  ho- 
nour given,  that  the  garrifons  of  Drj.Wr  and 
Dixmudf  fhould  he  feat  b?ck.  The  confe- 
derals did  not  lofe  lefs  than  12,000  men 
before  NamNr.

ber ;  and  in  the  mean  time  the  King  went 
to  Ncnmarketf  where  he  v.  as  complimtntrj 
by  the  univcrfity  of  CambrUge.  He  aftcr- 
waius  made  a  tour  through  feveral  coun- 
ties, and  on  the  loth  of  November  came  to- 
Oxford,  where  a  magnificent  entertainment 
was  provided  for  htm,  but  he  refused  to 
fit  down  and  cat  with  them,  fuppofed  to  be 
difcouiagcd  by  an  idle  letter  dropped  in  the 
ftrett,  intimating  a  defign  to  poifon  him  ; 
however  that  matter  was,  'tis  certain  be 
immediately  took  coach  for  H'i.vdftr,  giv- 
ing as  a  reafon  of  his  fhort  fray,  and  not 
writing  the  colleges,  that  he  intended  thit 
as  a  vifit  of  kindnefs,  not  of  curiofity,  har-'  ' 
ing  feen  the  Univcrfity  before. 

Or?.  29.  Sir  Thomas  Rekefby,  one  of  the 
jufliccs  of  the  Common-pleas,  was  made 
one  of  the  jufliccs  of  the  KtngVbencb, 
in  the  room  of  Sir  George  Eyre:t  deceafed. 

Sir  John  Powet,  one  of  the  barons  of 
the  Exchequer,  was  made  a  joftice  of  the 
Common-pleas.

both  Houfes,  wherein  he  took  notice  that 
he  entered  into  the  war  with  France  by  the 
advice  of  his  lait  Parliament ;  that  he  did 
not  doubt  but  the  aeal  of  this,  for  the 
common  fafety,  would  oblige  them  to  be 
unanimoufly  zealous  in  the  profecution  of 
it.  He  took  notice  of  the  bravery  of  the 
Englijh  troops,  which  he  faid  aiifwercd 
their  higheft  character  in  any  age,  and  that 
without  them  it  was  impofltble  to  put  a 
flop  to  the  ambition  and  greatnrfs  of  France. 
That  he  thought  it  a  "great  misfortune, 
that  from  the  beginning  of  his  reipn,  he 
had  been  forced  to  aflc  fo  many  and  fuch 
Urge  aids  of  his  people  ;  and  yet  they  mud 
be  of  opinion  with  him,  that  at  leaft  as 
great  fupplies  were  now  requiftte  to  be  pro- 
vided, as  were  given  the  laft  feffion. 

Then  he  mentioned  the  deficiencies  of 
former  taxes,  and  recommended  tho  condi- 
tion of  the  French  Protcflants  to  them,  and 
the  remedying  the  ill  ftate  of  the  coin  ; 
and  lastly,  defired  they  would  give  difpatch 
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to  all  bufincfs,  that  he  might  be  early  in 
the  field  the  next  campaign.

The  late  Governor  of  Dix* 
nude,  John  Anthony  Elenbervber,  having 
been  condemned  by  a  council  of  war  the 
4th  iaflant,  for  delivering  up  that  town  to 
the  Freucb,  without  making  any  defence} 
was  this  day  beheaded  j  and  Franch  Affo- 
rd, late  governor  of  Dcinfe,  was  condemn- 
ed to  be  caihicred  with  infamy,  and  im- 
prifoned,  for  delivering  up  that  town  j  tho' 
it  is  generally  held  that  the  place  was  not 
tenable. 

A  proclamation  was  iffued  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Commons,  for  obferving  the 
nth.  of  December*  and  iSth,  as  a  faft,  for 
a  blcfling  on  the  confutations  of  the  Par- 
liament. 

The  Commons  call  in  all  written  pro- 
tections, and  declare  them  void  in  law  : 
and  that  no  perfon  /hall  be  taken  into  cuf- 
tody  for  breach  of  privilege,  before  the  mat- 
ter be  firft  examined.

Dec.  10.  The  C  rcfolved,  that

Both  houfea  addrelTed  the  King 
apinft  an  aft  of  parliament  patted  in  Scot- 
land, for  erecting  a  company  to  trade  to 
Africa  and  the  Eajl  Indies',  to  which  the 
King  anfwered,  that  he  had  been  ill  ferved 
1*  Scotland,  but  he  hoped  fome  remedies 
might  be  found  out  to  prevent  the  incon- 
veniencirs  that  might  arif*  by  that  aft. 

Dee,  31.  The  Commons  rcfolved  to  raife 
*  fupply  of  1,200,000/.  for  fupplying  the 
deficiency  of  the  clipped  money,  by  a  tax 
on  window*. 


A  reward  of  five  per  Cent  wat  given  to 
thofe  that  brought  in  undipped  money  to 
the  mint,  and  three-pence  an  ounce  was  gi- 
ven for  all  wrought  plate  brought  into  the 
mint  above  the  value )  and  for  the  greater 
expedition  in  coining,  mints  were  creeled 
in  all  the  great  cities  in  England  i  and  the 
ufeof  plate  in  public  houfes  was  prohibited, 
but  Hill  the  diftrcis  that  was  occafioned  by 
calling  in  the  money,  is  not  to  be  con* 
ceived.  There  was  very  little  money  to

King  William  having  granted  ' 
to  the  earl  of  Portland,  the  manors  of  Den- 
by,  Bromjield,  and  Talc,  being  five  parts  in 
fix  of  a  whole  county,  and  which  was  part 
of  the  principality  o;*  Wale%\  the  Com- 
mons addrcfled  him  to  revoke  this  exor-

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Jan,  26.  The  Commons  refolded,  that 
the  directors  of  the  company  of  Scotland 
trading  to  Africa  and  the  Indies,  admini* 
fVring  and  talcing  here  in  this  kingdom  an 
oath  iefdtli,  and  under  colour  of  a  Scotch  »€t 
of  Parliament  Ailing  themfelvcs  a  company, 
and  acting  as  fuch,  and  raifing  monies  in 
this  kingdom  for  carrying  on  the  faid  com- 
pany, were  guilty  of  a  high  crime  and  mif- 
cicmeanour  ;  and  that  lord  Be/ haven,  Wil- 
liam Patenj'jn,  and  the  reft  of  the  directors 
of  the  Scotch  company,  be  impeached  of 
the  faid  high  crimes  and  mifdemeanours. 

Jan.  27.  The  Royal  Sovereign,  the  firft 
man  of  war  that  was  built  in  England  of 
thofe  large  dimenfions,  was  fet  on  fire  by 
accident  in  the  river  Thames,  and  burnt. 

Feb.  13.  Roderick  Mac kenz.it  endeavour- 
ing to  fupprefs  the  evidence  he  had  given, 
concerning  the  Scotch  Eafl- India  company, 
was  ordered  into  cuftody,  but  made  his 
efcape;  whereupon  the  King,  at  the  in- 
itance  of  the  Commons,  iflued  a  proclama- 
tion for  apprehending  him. 

The  King  gave  the  royal  aflfent  to  an  act 
for  granting  four  millings  in  the  pound. 

An  act  to  prevent  falfe  and  double  re- 
turns of  members  to  ferve  in  Parliament. 

An  act  for  the  more  eafy  recovery  of 
fmall  tithes ;  and  to  feveral  private  acts. 

This  act  firft  gave  juftices  of  peace  power 
to  hear  and  determine  caufes  relating  to 
(mail  tithes,  under  the  value  of  401. 

An  injunction  by  king  William  againft 
difputcs  concerning  the  Trinity,  occafioned 
by  the  controverfy  between  Dr.  South  and 
Dr.  Sherlock  on  that  fubjea. 

Feb.  14.  A  confpiracy  was  difcovered 
by  Mr.  Pendergrafs,  to  raife  an  infurrec- 
tion  in  England,  in  favour  of  king  James, 
which  was  to  be  fupported  by  a  French  in- 
vafion  ;  and  fome  of  the  confpirators  were 
charged  with  a  defign  of  attacking  king 
William  %.  guards,  at  he  came  from  hunting 
near  Richmond,  and  either  to  take  him  pri- 
foner  or  kill  him;  from  whence  this  con- 
fpiracy obtained  the  name  of  the  A fUfii na- 
tion Plot. 

The  earl  of  Aylejbury  was  fent  to  the 
Tower. 

Feb.  23.  A  proclamation  was  tffued, 
offering  a  reward  of  1000/.  for  difcovering 
and  apprehending  the  duke  of  Berwick 
(fuppofed  to  be  in  England  at  this  time) 
Sir  George  Barclay,  major  Lerwick,  George 
Porter,  CardeJI  Goodman,  Sir  William  Per- 
kins, or  any  other  of  th«  confpirators. 

Feb.  24.  King  William  having  parted  an 
act  for  taking,  examining,  and  itatjog  the 
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public  accounts,  made  a  fpecch  to  both 
Houles,  and  acquainted  them,  that  he  had 
received  feveral  concurring  ir formations  of 
a  defign  to  aflafiinate  him;  ar.ci  iS.it  at  the 
fame  time  the  enemy  were  vr  y  forward  in  m 
their  prep.)  rations  for  an  invafton  ;  that  he 
had  therefore  ordered  a  fleet  to  be  fitted  out, 
and  fent  for  a  body  of  troops  for  their  fe- 
curity  j  and  that  feveral  of  the  confpirator* 
were  in  cuftody,  and  care  taken  to  appre- 
hend the  reft,  and  be  did  not  doubt  of  their 
readinefs  and  zeal  to  do  every  thing  they 
judged  proper  for  their  common  fafety. 

The  fame  evening  both  Hoofes  attended 
king  William  with  an  addrefs,  congratulating 
his  efcape,  and  declaring  their  detcftatioo 
and  abhorrence  of  fo  villanous  and  barba- 
rous a  defign  ;  they  intreated  liv  Majefty 
to  take  more  than  ordinary  care  of  his  per- 
fon,  and  allured  him  of  their  afiiftance  to 
defend  his  perfon  and  fupport  his  govern* 
ment,  againft  the  late  king  James,  and  all 
.other  his  enemies  ;  declaring  that,  in  cafe 
his  Majefty  came  to  any  violent  death,  they 
would  revenge  it  upon  his  enemies. 

Feb*  25,  a6,  27.  The  members  {pent 
thefe  three  days  in  framing  and  fubferibing 
an  aflociation,  wherein  they  declared,  that 
king  William  is  rightful  and  lawful  King  of 
thefe  realms;  and  mutually  engage  to  ftand 
by  and  affift  each  other  in  the  defence  of 
his  Majefty,  againft  king  James  and  his 
adherents  j  and  in  cafe  king  Wilhan  fhouid 
come  to  a  violent  death,  they  oblige  them- 
felvcs to  unite  and  aftbeiate  in  revenging  it 
upon  his  enemies,  and  in  fupporting  the 
fucceftion  of  the  crown,  according  to  the 
act  of  1  William  and  Mary. 

Ninety-two  members  of  the  Houfc  of 
Commons,  and  fifteen  of  the  Peers,  refufed 
to  fign  the  aObciation  voluntarily. 

An  act  was  palled  to  enforce  the  figning 
of  the  affbeiation,  and  thofe  were  declared 
incapable  of  any  public  truft,  who  did  not 
fign  it. 

Feb.  28.  Admirals  Rujfel  and  Shovel  witn 
feveral  men  of  war,  fet  fail  to  oppofe  the 
intended  French  invafion. 

March  2.  King  James  came  %o  Cala'tr, 
in  order  to  have  embarked  with  a  body  of 
troops  for  England,  but  admiral  Rv£tt  ha- 
ving alTembled  a  fuperior  fleet  of  men  of 
war,  and  appearing  before  Dunkirk,  and 
the  duke  of  Wirttmbnrgh  having  trans- 
ported twenty  battalions  of  the  confederate 
forces  into  England,  his  hopes  of  a  fuddesy 
reftoration  were  difappointed. 

March  7.    King  William  gave  the  royal 
aflcnt  to  ao  act  for  continuing  feveral  do- 
tic: 
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ties  on  wlnei  vinegar,  tobacco,  and  Eaft- 
Iftdia  goods. 

An  act  for  impowering  hit  Majefly  to 
apprehend  apd,  detain  fiieh  p^erfont  as  he 
ftoold  find  caufe  to  fufpeft  were  confp'uing 
ijainJt  his  government. 

An  ad  for  taking  off  the  obligation  and 
encouragement  for  coining  of  guinea*  for  a 
certain  tune. 

AW.  Guineas  went  at  the  rate  of*  tKtrty 
ftillings  at  the  tifric  of  calling  in  the  dipt 
money. 

An  act  for  the  relief  of  poor  prifoners  for 
debt ;  and  to  feveral  private  acts. 

March  11*  itohert  Charnoek,  Edvtard 
A'i*f»  2nd  Thdhas  Keys,  were  tried  and 
confided  of  high  treafon,  in  comparting 
and  imagining  the  death  of  king  William, 
by  aiTafli  nation,  c*/c.  and  executed  at  Ty- 
bnro  on  the  18th 

March  12.  A  proclamation  for  a  thankf- 
&iving  to  be  obf erred  for  king  IVxUiamt 
prrfervation,  and  dUappotnting  the  intend- 
edlinforreaidn  and  ihta/ion,  on  the  16th 
•f  df>ril9  1696. 

March  17.  fifteen  thou  fa  nd  pdiinds 
voted  for  the  relief  of  the  French  pro- 
tefonts. 

March  iS.  A  proclamation  offering  a 
reward  of  53c/.  for  apprehending  Lord 
Mirtgrnerj  and  Sir  John  Femoick. 

March  xj.  Sir  John  Freind  tried  and 
convicted  of  high-treafon,  in  confpiring 
the  Kin|*s  death,  and  inciting  an  infurrec- 
tion  and  invliion. 

March  24.  Sir  Wtuiant  Perkins  in d idled 
and  convicted  of  btgh-treafon,  in  promoting 
the  aflaflination  of  king  William,  and  in- 
citing a  rebellion  and  invafion.  Sir  jfotv 
Frond  and  Sir  WiV.iasn  Perkins  were  exe- 
cuted at  Tyburn  the  3d  of  April,  1696, 
where  Mr.  Collier,  the  pricft,  gave  them 
abfolution. 

1696,  April  3*  Sir  Chuiejley  Shovel 
bombarded  Calais,  and  did  coniiderablc  da- 
mage, having  thrown  into  the  town  be- 
tween two  and  three  hundred  bombs. 

April  7.  Mr.  Cottier,  Mr.  Snott,  and 
Mr.  Cook  were  prefented  in  the  King's- 
bench^for  abfolving  Si*  John  Freind  and 
Sir  miTum  Perkins,  and  on  the  8th  Mr. 
Snait  and  Mr.  Ccok  were  committed  to 
Newgate.

An  act  for  further  regulating  elections  of 
members  to  ferve  in  Parliament,  and  for 
preventing  irregular  proceedings  in  the  re* 
turning  officers. 

An  act  for  encouraging  the  bringing 
plate  into  the  mint  to  be  coined,  and  for 
the  further  remedying  the  ill  Hate  of  the 
coin; 

An  ad  for  requiring  the  prattifert  of  the 
law  to  take  the  oaths,  and  ftsbfrribe  the  de- 
claration therein  mentioned  j  and  to  feveral 
other  acts. 

April  11.  Brigadier  Anihrofe  Rtckwocd, 
mijor  Robert  Loivick,  and  Charles  Cr unburn, 
tried  and  convicted  of  high-treafon,  as  con- 
fpiratort  in  the  aflaflination  plot  j  they 
were  executed  at  Tyburn  the  20th  inftant. 
Thefe  were  the  firit  prtfoners  that  had  the 
benefit  of  the  act  for  regulating  trials, 
which  allowed  council,  &c . 

Afrit  1.4.  Sir  Getrgt  Rtcke  arrived  from 
Cadiz  with  the  fleet  under  his  command. 

April  27.  King  tVilliam  gave  the  royal 
aflcnt  to  an  act  for  laying  feveral  duties  up- 
on low  wines,  or  fpirits  of  the  firit  extrac- 
tion }  and  for  preventing  the  frauds  and 
abufes  of  brewers,  diftillers,  and  other  per- 
fons  chargeable  with  the  duties  of  excife. 

An  act  for  continuing  to  his  Majefty 
certain  duties  upon  fait,  glafs  warns,  ftone 
and  earthen  bottlei  ;  and  for  granting  fe- 
veral duties  upon  tobacco-pipes,  and  other 
earthen  wares,  for  carrying  on  the  war 
againit  France ;  for  eftablifhing  a  national 
land  bank  ;  and  for  taking  off  the  duties 
upoxi  tuhnage  of  (hips,  and  upon  coals.

An  ad  for  encouragement  of  charitable 

gifts  and  difpofitions. 

An  ad  for  the  batter  encouragement  of 

the  Greenland  trade. 

An  aft,  that  the  folemn  affirmation  and 

declaration  of  the  people  called  Quakers, 

mall  be  accepted  instead  of  an  oath  in  the 

ufual  form  :  and  to  two  other  ads. 
After  which  the  King  made  a  fpeech  to 

both  Houfcs,  acknowledging  their  kind- 
ncfi  in  the  great  seal  and  concern  they  had 
/hewn  for  his  perfon  and  government,  and 
the  fuppliea  they  had  provided  him  j  and 
faid,  that  the  neceffitv  of  affairs  requiring 
his  prcfence  abroad,  he  hoped  they  would 
be  affifting  to  thofe  be  mould  leave  in  the 
adminiftration  of  the  government.  Then 
the  Parliament  was  prorogued  to  the  16th 
of  June,

May  23.  A  proclamation  for  a  faft  to 
be  obl'erved  the  a6th  of  June,  for  the 
fcecefs  of  the  campaign* 

May  30.  Lord  Capel,  lord  deputy  of 
Ireland,  died,  and  the  council  elc&ed  the 
lord  chancellor  Porter,  as  chief  governor, 
till  the  King's  pleafure  would  be  known. 

The  confederates  begun  this  year's  cam-

Sir  John  Fenwick,  againft  whom  a  pro- 
clamation was  ifTucd,  as  a  confpirator  in 
the  late  plot,  was  taken  at  JvVco  Rmnej  in 
Kent,  and  committed  to  the  Tower. 

June  17.  John  &*ir/U,  the  msrtial  king 
of  Poland,  died  this  year,  in  his  7«th  year, 
and  was  fucceeded  by  Augujlus,  elector  of 
Saxony,  after  having  changed  his  religion. 

June  xj.  The  Parliament  of  Ireland 
met,  and  expelled  Mr.  Sander/on,  the  only 
member  of  their  houfe  who  had  not  agncd 
the  a  floe  i  a  don.

Du  Bart,  the  French  ad- 
miral, in  Dunkirk,  the  latter  found  meant 
to  efcape  out  in  a  fog,  and  fell  in  with  a 
Dutch  fquadron  of  fix  frigates  and  many 
merchant  mips,  which  he  took)  he  was 
attacked  by  a  convoy  to  a  fleet  of  outward 
bound  fhips,  who  farced  Du  Bart  to  burn 
four  of  the  Dutch  frigates  and  thirty-fovr 
merchant  mips  j  thus  ended  the  naval  ope- 
rations of  this  year*

The  reafon  given  for  the  inactivity 
of  the  Englijb,  was  the  great  fcard  ty  of 
money  in  England,  upon  the  recoining  the 
filver  this  year  ;  and  it  is  very  certain  that 
both  armies  this  campaign  half  fubfiiled 
themfelves  by  the  plunder  of  the  miferable 
inhabitants  of  thofe  countries  that  were  the 
feat  of  war.

7«at :  that'  they  would  make  good  the  de- 
ficiencies of  former  funds,  provide  for  the

The  French  Proteftants  have  been  allow- 
ed 1 5,000/.  a  year  ever  fince.

merous, they  were  offered  and  in  a  manner 
cried  in  Exchange-alley,  where  many  rich' 
men  vafrly  increafed  their  fortunes  by  buy- 
ing them  up  :  but  fueh  was  the  diligence 
of  this  Parliament  in  creating  new  funds 
for  the  difcharge  of  the  debts  of  the  na~ 
tion,  in  a  coune  of  time,  that  bank  billa 
rofe  to  >ar  again,  on  the  Parliament's  in— 
creating  their  ftock  another  million,  and 
continuing  their  term  to  the  year  1710: 
bat  nothing  fupplted  the  want  of  cam  bet- 
ter than  the  Parliament's  authorising  the 
Treafury  to  iflue  out  near  three  millions  of 
Exquequer  notes,  which  being  allowed  in 
taxes,  and  circulated  by  the  Bank  for  a  mo- 
derate premium,  contributed  in  a  great 
meafure  to  reftore  thinga  to  their  ancient 
(late. 

Nov.  6.  Captain  Thomas  Vaughan,  com- 
mander of  the  Royal  Clenearty,  was  tried 
and  convicted  of  high  treafon,  in  trjaf, 
being  a  fubjeft  of  king  William  %  (an  Iri/h- 
man  J.  he  had  accepted  a  commiflion  from 
the  French  icing,  and  croifed  upon  the  fub- 
jects  of  England,  with  an  intent  to  take 
and  fpoil  them  upon  the  high  fcas,  &c .

I  made  me  leave  my  throee  la  a  diftantcoen-

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try,  and  my  victorious  armies ;  but  the  ve- 
hement paflion  alone  of  feeing  the  mod 
brave  and  mod  generous  hero  of  the  age. 
1  have  my  wifli  j  I  have  feen  the  bed  man, 
and  the  bed  prince  in  the  vtorid,  which 
gives  me  more  fatisfaction  than  the  talcing 
of  Afcph,  and  triumphing  over  the  Tartars.

If  the  war 
continues,  I  and  my  armies  will  readily  ob- 
ferve  your  orders;  and  if  in  war  or  peace 
your  indudrious  fubjecls  will  trade  to  the 
mod  northern  parts  of  the  world,  the  ports 
of  Rufita  dial  I  be  free  for  them,  and  I  will 
grant  them  greater  immunities  than  ever 
they  yet  enjoyed,  and  have  them  enrolled 
among  the  mod  precious  records  of  my  em- 
pire, to  be  a  perpetual  memorial  of  my 
adeem  for  the  worthied  of  King's."

Purfuant  to  this  resolution  they 
granted  a  fupply  for  disbanding  them,  and 
ordered  thefumof  250,000/.  to  be  given  as 
a  gratuity  to  fitch  officers  and  foldiers  as 
mould  be  diihaaded.

A  complaint  being  made  to  the 
Commons  of  a  book,"  intitled,  The  Caf*  »f 
Ireland's  Icing  biund  by  ABs  of  Parltamnt 
in  England,  ^written  by  William  Moiyncux 
of  Dublin,  rfy.)  which  denied  the  depen- 
dence of  Inland  on  England,  as  to  their 
being  bound  by  Englifh  acu  ol  Parliament  ; 
they  addicflcd  his  Majefty,  aflerting  the 
dependence  and  fubordination  of  Inland  to 
the  kingdom  of  England.

year  1701,  though  they  offered  to  raife 
the  fame  fum,  which  was  thought  h  ghly 
uajuft.   Howe\er  tbefc  two  great  bou:cs 


were  afterwards  united  by  i&  of  Parliament, 

as  they  continue  to  be  at  this  day }  but  it 
was  very  remarkable  on  this  occauon,  that 
notwithstanding  the  nation  had  been  ex- 
haufted  by  a  long  war,  and  diftreiTed  by 
recoining  all  the  filver,  the  whole  fum  of 
2,000,000/.  wasfubferibed  within  two  days, 
and  the  fubferibers  incorporated.

Mr.  Mir.tague  refined  his  feat  at  the 
Treafury  hoard,  and  was  fucceeded  as  chan- 
cellor of  .  the  Exchequer,  by  Mr.  John 
Smith,  and  by  Mr.  Hill,  as  one  of  the  lords 
of  the  Treafury. 

Nov.  16.  The  Parliament  of  Ew%!o*d 
met,  and  the  King  made  a  fpeech  to  both. 
"Houfes,  wherein  he  recommended  the  re- 
pairing the  navy,  and  the  fortifications  of 
the  feveral  harbours.  He  put  them  in  mind 
alio  of  fupplytne  the  deficiences  of  former 
fujiJs,  and  discharging  the  national  debt?, 
particularly  that  owing  to  prince  George  of 
Denmark  ;  and  recommending  a  provilion 
for  the  poor. 

The  Commons  in  their  addrefs,  fay,  'tis 
theii  great  misfortune,  that  after  having  to 
amply  provided  for  the  fecurity  of  his  Ma- 
jetty  and  his  government,  any  jealoufy  had 
been  raifed  of  their  duty  and  atrectiom, 
and  defired  his  Majefty  would  tbew  hisdif- 
pleafure  towards  thofc  who  Ihould  pre  fume 
to  mifrcprcfent  their  proceedings  to  him  x 
and  faid,  they  mould  ufe  their  utmoft  care 
to  di  (courage  all  fale  rumours,  and  reports 
reflecting  on  his  Majefty,  and  tending  to 
create  mifundcrftandings  between  him  and 
his  fubjects. 

The  King  anfwered,  that  no  perfon  had 
ever  dared  to  go  about  to  mifrcprcfent  their 
proceedings;  and  if  any  had,  they  would 
have  felt  the  higheft  marks  of  his  difplea* 
furs  ;  and  he  promifed  them,  that  no  ac- 
tions of  his  fhould  give  a  juft  ground  for 
any  mifunderftaading  between  him  and  hie 
people.

Dec.  15.  The  Commons  refolvcd  to 
Iring  in  a  bill,  of  refuropiion  to  apply  all 
the  forfeited  eftate*  andinterefts  in  Inland, 
and  ail  grants  thereof,  and  of  the  revenues 
of  tbe  enwn  there,  fince  the  13th  of  Fe- 
bruary 1688,  to  the  ufe  of  tr.e  puMic. 

The  Commons  refolvcd  alfo,  that  7000 
men  be  the  complement  for  the  fea-fcrvicc, 
for  the  year  1700}  and  that  300,000/.  be 
granted  his  Majefty  for  guards  and  gar- 
rit'ona;  and  that  half-pay  be  allowed  to  the 
diihanded  officers  not  provided  for.

Feb.  21.  The  Commons  waited  on  the 
King  with  thejr  refolutions,  in  relation  to 
the  Irifh  forfeitures ;  in  anfwer  to  which, 
his  Majefty  told  them,  he  thought  himfelf 
obliged  in  juftice  to  reward  thofe  who  had 
ferved  well,  and  particularly  in  the  reduc- 
tion of  Ireland,  out  of  the  eftates  forfeited 
to  him  there  ;  and  that  their  leflening  the 
national  debts,  and  reftoring  the  public 
credit,  he  thought,  would  beft  contribute 


to  Che  honour,  intercit,  and!  CJetf  of*  th« 

kingdom. 

The  Commons  rcfolved,  that  whoever 
advifed  his  Majcliy  to  return  this  anfwer', 
had  ufed  therr  utmoft  endeavours  to  create 
a  mifunderllanding  and  jcakufy  between  the 
King  and  iiis  people.

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1700-1,  Ja*.  The  elector  of  Brandt*- 
burfb  was  crowned  king  of  Prujia. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  paffed  an  aft, 
for  keeping  on  root  3000  forces  till  the  tuft 
of  December  170a;  and  another  foe  a  land- 
tax  to  maintain  thefe  troops.  The  King 
defired  1100  men  on  his  account  to  the 
firft  of  June  following,  which  they  com- 
plied with,  and  then  were  prorogued  to  the 
fixth  of  May* 

The  earl  of  ArgyU  and  duke  of  Syeenf- 
bvry,  having  exerted  thcmfelves  in  calming 
the  minds  of  the  Scotch,  and  gaining  them 
to  the  fide  of  government,  the  King  re- 
warded the  duke  of  Quterjbury  with  a  gar- 
ter, and  ArtyU  was  made  a  duke. 

Teh*  10.  The  Parliament  met,  and  being 
direfted  to  chufe  a  Speaker,  they  elected 
Robert  Harley,  efq.  who  was  the  next  day 
approved  by  his  Majefty  }  after  which  the 
King   made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houfes, 
wherein  he  told  them,  that  the  duke  of 
Gloctftert  death  had  made  it  abfolotely  ne- 
ceflary,  that  there  mould  be  a  further  pro* 
vifion  for  the  fucceflion  of  the  crown  in  the 
Proteftant  line.   That  the  King  of  Spain* 
death  had  made  a  great  alteration  in  affairs 
abroad,  and  defired  them  to  take  it  into 
their  confideration,  and  take  fuch  refolu- 
tions  as  mould  be  moft  conducing  to  the 
fafety  of  the  kingdom.   He  defired  fupplie  1 
for  the  current  year,  put  them  in  mind  of 
the  deficieuccs  of  former  funds,  and  of  the 
public  debts  ;  of  repairing  and  augmenting 
the  navy,  and  fortifying  the  ports  j  the  im- 
provement of  trade,  and  making  provifion 
for  the  poor. 

The  Convocation  was  opened,  and  Dr. 
Hooper,  dean  of  Canterbury,  was  cAoien  pro- 
locutor of  the  lower  Houfe. 

The  Convocation  not  having  been  fuf- 
fered  to  fit  and  do  bufioefs  for  ten  years, 
had  occafioncd  great  uneafinefs  among  the 
clergy. 

The  firft  thing  ihey  did  was  to  prefent  ft 
dutiful  addrcfe  to  his  Majefty,  giving  him 
ail  poflible  affurance  for  their  fteady  loyalty 
Fffi  **4 
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and  affection  to  his  facred  perfon  and  go- 
vernment. 

The  Lower  Houfe  proceeded  to  cenfure 
fevcral  injurious  and  ilafphemous  paflages, 
contained  in  a  book  written  by  Jcbn  Island, 
intituled,  Ckr'tftiamty  net  myjitr;:vs.  While 
the  Upper  Houfe  czprcflcd  thtir  indigna- 
tion at  a  book,  intituled,  Effavt  9*  the  ba- 
lance ef  JJcwcr;  in  which  is  the  following 
paflage,  «  Arc  not  a  great  many  of  ui  able  to 
point  out  feveral  pcrfpnsj  whom  nothing 
has  recommended  to  places  of  "higheft  truft, 
and  often  to  rich  benefices  and  dignities, 
but  tho  open  emnity  which  they  have  al- 
pioll  from  their  cr  idles  proi'cffcd  to  the  di- 
gnity of  Chnfl."  Which  their  Lordfliips 
feemed  to  apprehend  was  levelled  againft 
ifome  of  their  order.  But  there  happening 
to  be  a  mifunderfranding  between  the  two 
boufes  about  adjournments,  there  was  no 
bufmefsdonc. 

The  Lower  Houfe  proceeded  however  to  | 
ceo  fare  Bifliop  Bur  net"  %  expofition  of  foe 
xxx'xx  articles  j  the  Upper  Houfe  declared 
their  cen'urc  was  tcan-laJous,  andtbey  had 
ft o  authority  to  examine  the  works  of  a 
bifliop. 

Feb.  14.  The  Commens  refotved  to  (land 
by  and  fupport  his  Majefty  and  his  goyern- 
jnent,  and  take  fuch  effectual  meafurrs  as 
amy  bed  conduce  to  the  intercft  and  fa/cty 
mi  England,  the  prefervation  of  the  prote- 
tant  religion,  and  the  peace  of  Europe 

Feb.  21.  The  Commons  having  perufed 
fhe  treaties  between  England and  the  States- 
general,  addreflcd  his  Majefly  to  enter  into 
fuch  negotiations  with  them  and  other  po- 
tentates, as  might  rooft  effectually  conduce 
to  the  mutual  fafcty  of  thefc  kingdoms  and 
the  States-general,  and  die  prefervation  of 
the  peace  of  $urope\  and  gave  him  afiu- 
xancef  af  fupport  and  afliftaace  in  perform- 
ance ojf  the  treaty  made  with  the  States- 
general  in  1677,  whereby  England  was  to 
furniflj  them  with  a  body  of  troops,  in  cafe 
of  their  being  attacked. 

Feb*  25.  Disputes  happened  between  the 
p*o  Houfcs  of  Convocation,  concerning 
the  Arc hbi  (hop's  power  to  adjourn  the 
Lower  Houfe. 

Feb,  a€.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  far 
putting  the  laws  in  execution  againft  Pu- 
pirts,  and  other  di  fa  fleeted  perfons. 

Feb.  a*.  John  Packburfi  and  Jcbn  Paj- 
cball,  eiqfs.  two  of  the  commiiTinncrs  of 
the  prizes,  were  ordered  to  be  committed 
to  the  Tower  by  the  Commons,  for  neg- 
lecting their  duty. 

Marti  6.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 


the  difcovery  and  apprehending  of  pirates, 
offering  a  paidon  to  all  that  tbeuld  volun- 
tartly  furrender  thcmfelvcs,  except  Heioy 
Every. 

Another  proclamation  was  iflued  at  the 
inftancc  of  the  Commons,  for  tmplorin*  a 
Welling  on  the  consultations  cf  Parlia- 
ment. 

March  m.  The  refclutions  of  the  com- 
mittee, appointed  to  confiier  of  the  fur- 
ther limitations  of  the  crown,  were  re- 
ported, and  agreeJ  to  by  the  Con.rn.ons ;

A^  proteft  of  theduchefs  of  Sarcy,  daugh- 
ter to  the  princefs  Henrietta,  duchefs  of  Or- 
fcjwi,  (who  was  the  youngeft  daughter  of 
king  Cbarlet  I.)  and  next  in  blood  to  the 
crown  of  England,  againft  the  altering  the 
fucceflion.

The  King  received  a  letter 
from  Flilrp  of  Spain,  notifying  his  accef- 
pon  to  the  crown'. 

April  14.  The  king  of  Spair  was  crowned. 

Tne  lord  Someri,  hearing  that  the  Com- 
mons were  debating  concerning  an  impeach- 
ment agalnfr  him,  deflred  to  be  heard  firft  j 
and  he  wis  heard  in  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons. But,  afttr  he  withdrew,  it  was  re-

take,  who  turning  pirate  afterwards;  their 
enemies'  fuggefled  that  Kidd  had  orders  for 
what  ht  did  from  the  great  men  who  em- 
ployed him,  and  was  allured  of  their  pro- 
tection }  but  whatever  hjs  orders  were,  or 
thofe  Boble  adventurers  expected,  certain 
St  is,  that  Kidd  made  prize  of  fevcral  rich 
merchant  (bips  in  the  Indian  fcas,  and  di- 
vided the  fpoil  with  his  crew  j  and  re- 
turning to  Ntw-Ergland  was  taken  there 
by  Lord  Bel/amont  the  governor,  one  of  his 
employers,  and  fent  to  Old  England  \  how- 
ever bis  employers,  were  fevercly  reflected 
on,  and  this  was  made  an  article  In  the

A  petition  was  prcfentcd  to  the  Houfe  of

ordered  thofe  gentlemen  who  brought  it  to 
be  taken  into  cuftody,  «//*.  JVilliam  Cole* 
fepper,  Thcmat  Cclrp'fper,  J) avid  Po'hi/l, 
fit  pintail  Champ  ney,  and  William  Hamilton, 
efqrs.  and  the  (crjeant  at  arms  afterwards  ac- 
quainted the  houfe,  that  there  was  fuch  a 
mob  gathered  about  the  petitioners  that  he 
apprehended  a  refcae,  they  were  committed 
to  the  Gatehoufe. 

Upon  the  fending  the  Kentijh  petitioners 
to  the  Gatehoufe,  came  out  a  libel,  inti- 
tled.  Legion,  averting,  that  the  Commons 
have  no  right  to  imprifon  any  but  their 
awn  members:  that  they  were  but  the  peo- 


ple's fcrvantsand  ought  to  be  reduced  when 
they  prefumc  to  act  arbitrarily  and  tyranni- 
cally, &c. 

May  9.  Articles  of  impeachment  were

with  neglecting  feveral  opportunities  of  de. 
ftroying  the  French  mips,  and  with  ad- 
vifing  the  figning  the  partition-treaty. 

May  14*  Articles  of  impeachment  were 
carried  up  againft  tl»e  lord  Somert  by  Mr. 
Har  court,  wherein  he  wa  scharged  with  ad- 
vifing  the  partition-treaty,  and  affixing  the 
great  feal  to  it,  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  other  Lordi-juftices,  or  Privy-council : 
nor  did  he  caufe  the  treaty  to  be  rolled  ia 
chancery,  as  ufual.  That  he  parted  many 
exorbitant  grants  from  the  crown  j  that  he 
procured  the  commifiion  for  captain  Kidd, 
the  pirate,  and  was  to  have  thared  the  fpail 
with  him ,  and  that  he  had  made  diver* 
arbitrary  and  illegal  orders,  when  he 
lord  Chancellor. 

June  1,  John  earl  of  Marlhonmrb 
appointed  general  of  the  foot,  ana  com* 
mandcr  in  chief  of  his  Mjjefty's  forces  ia 
Holland, 

Great  differences  happened  at  this  time 
hetween  the  two  Houfes,  as  to  their  re- 
fpective  rights  of  fixing  the  time  for  the 
trial  of  the  impeached  Lords,  and  other 
proceedings  in  order  to  their  trial. 

June  it.  The  royal  a  fie  nt  was  given  to 
an  act,  for  the  further  limitation  of  the 
crown,  and  better  fecuring  the  rights  and, 
liberties  of  the  fubjects. 

An  act  for  preventing  the  inconvenient 
cies  that  may  happen  by  privilege  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

An  act  for  continuing  the  acts  therein 
mentioned-,  for  preventing  theft  and  rapine 
upon  the  northern  borders  of  England. 

An  act  for  appointing  wardens  and  affay. 
mailers,  for  allaying  wrought  plate  in  the 
cities  of  Exeter,  York,  BriJM,  Chcfier,  and 
Norwich* 

An  act  for  continuing  a  former  act  to 
prevent  falfe  and  double  returns  of  mem- 
bers to  fervc  in  Parliament. 

An  act  for  the  better  fettling  and  preserv- 
ing the  library  kept  in  the  hou<e  at  Weftmjn* 
fitr%  called  Cetton-houfe,  in  the  name  and 
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family  of  the  Cotton  t,  for  ths  benefit  of  the 
public  ;  and  to  fevers!  other  private  acls. 

After  which  the  King  nude  »  fpeecb, 
thanking  them  for  the  act  of  fuccerlion, 
and  prefling  them  to  difpatch  the  other 
public  buf>ncfs,  hit  prefence  being  required 
in  Htliand. 

The  Commons  add  reded  hii  Majefty, 
that  feveral  difatTeelcd  perfonJ  hare  gone 
about  to  raife  tumults  in  fevera)  parts  of  the 
kingdom  to  difturb  the  peace,  they  there- 
lore  befooght  bis  Majefty  to  provide  for 
the  public  peace  and  fecurity. 

In  anfwer  to  the  King's  fpeech,  the 
Commons  addreflcd  his  Majefty,  defiring 
him  to  form  fuch  alliances  with  the  States 
and  Emperor,  as  he  fliould  think  neceffary 
for  maintaining  the  independency  of  Europe* 

The  Commons  granted  the  fum  ot  a 
million  and  a  half  for  the  public  expences, 
to  be  raifed  by  a  land-tax,  certain  duties, 
and  a  weekly  deduction  from  the  excife,  fo 
as  to  bring  down  the  civil  lift  to  600,000/. 
they  voted  30,000  feamen,  and  refolved 
that  10,000  troops  fliould  be  fent  to  the 
Srates-GeneraL 

June  1 3.  The  Lords  fent  a  meflage  to 
the  Commons  with  their  rcfolutions,  t. 
That  no  Lord  of  Parliament,  impeached 
lor  high  crimes  and  mifdemeanours,  and 
coming  to  his  trial,  fhail  upon  his  trial  be 
without  the  bar.  a.  That  no  Lord  of  Par- 
liament, impeached  of  high  crimes  and 
mifdemeanours,  can  be  precluded  from 
voting  on  any  oecafion,  except  in  his  own 
trial  x  and  that  they  had  appointed  Tuesday 
the  17th  inftant,  for  the  trial  of  lord 
Sznttrt. 

The  Commons  anfwered,  that,  inafmuch 
as  the  impeached  Lords  were  to  be  allowed 
to  vote  for  one  another  at  their  trials ;  for 
this  and  other  reafons,  they  did  not  think 
fit  to  appear  at  the  trial. 

At  a  conference  held  the  fame  day  be- 
tween the  two  Houfes,  in  relation  to  the 
trial  of  the  impeached  lords,  lord  Haver- 
flam  faid,  they  (their  lordnips)  hope  juf- 
tice  mall  never  be  made  ufe  of  as  a  made 
for  any  defign  ;  and  that  it  was  demon  ft  ra- 
tion,  that  the  Commons  themfehves  thought 
the  Impeached  Lords  innocent,  &c. 

Whereupon  the  Commons  immediately 
withdrew  from  the  conference,  and  a  charge 
was  drawn  up  againft  lord  Haver/ham,  and 
fent  up  to  the  Lord  J  by  Sir  Cbnjiofber  Muf- 
grave ;  and  the  Commons  refuted  to  come 
to  any  further  conference  with  the  Lords, 
till  juftice  was  done  upon  lord  lla-jerfiam 
for  the  indignity  offered  to  the  Houfe  of 
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June  14.  Articles  were  carried  op 
againft  Lord  Halifax  by  Mr.  Bridges,  where- 
in they  charge  him  with  procuring  exor- 
bitant grants  from  the  crown  to  his  own 
ufc:  with  cutting  down  and  wafting  the 
timber  in  his  Majefty 's  forefts  ;  and  with 
holding  feveral  offices  in  the  Exchequer 
that  were  inconfiftent,  and  deMgncdaa 
checks  upon  each  other  j  and  laftly,  that 
he  advifed  the  partition-treaty. 

June  17.  The  Lords  proceeded  to  the 
trial  of  lord  Somen  in  Wcftminftet-ball,  and 
the  Commons  not  appearing,  they  acquitted 
him,  anddifmiffed  the  impeachment. 

June  ao.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
the  Lords  had  refuied  juftice  to  the  Com- 
mons, on  the  impeachment  againft  lord 
S»merst  by  denying  to  fettle  the  prelimina- 
ries to  the  trial,  by  a  committee  of  both 
Houfes  j  and  afterwards  proceeding  to  a 
pretended  trial  of  the  faid  Lord,  wMch 
could  tend  only  to  protect  him  from  juf- 
tice, by  colour  of  an  illegal  acquittal ;  and 
that  all  the  ill  confequences  which  might 
at  this  time  attend  the  delay  of  the  fupplies 
given  by  the  Commons,  were  to  be  im- 
puted to  thofe,  who,  to  procure  an  indem- 
nity for  their  own  enormous  crimes,  rui 
ufed  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  make  a 
breach  between  the  two  Houfes. 

The  fame  day,  the  Lords  fent  the  Com- 
mons a  meflage,  that  they  intended  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  trial  of  the  earl  of  Orferd  on 
Monday  next,  and  fent  them  alfo  a  copy  of 
lord  Havtrfl>am%\  anfwer. 

The  Commons  ordered,  that  none  of  their 
members  fliould  pre  fume  to  appear  at  the 
pretended  trial  of  the  earl  of  Oxford* 

June  23.  The  Lords  refohed,  that  the 
rcfolutions  of  the  Commons  of  the  20th 
inftant,  contained  moft  unjuft  reflections  on 
the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  were  contrived  to 
coTer  their  arretted  and  unreafonable  de- 
lays in  profecuting  the  impeached  Lords, 
and  did  manifeftly  tend  to  the  deftruc\ion 
of  the  judicature  of  the  Lords,  fiff.  and] 
that  all  the  ill  confequences  attending  the 
deferring  the  fupplies,  were  to  be  attri- 
buted to  the  fatal  council  of  the  putting 
oft  the  meeting  of  the  Parliament,  and  the 
unneceflary  delays  of  the  Commons. 

The  fame  day  the  Lords  unanimoufly  sc* 
quitted  the  earl  of  Orferd,  as  they  had  done 
lord  Semtrs* 

JuHt  24.   The  Lords  ordered  the  charge' 
againft  lord  Haver/ham,  and  the  impeach- 
ments againft  the  earl  of  Portland  and  lord 
Halifax,  to  be  difmifled,  for  want  of  pro-' 
fecution  by  the  Commons. 
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.in  this  aifpute  it  Teems  to  have  been 
agreed,  both  by  the  Lords  anil  Commons, 
that  the  partition  treaties  were  of  pernicious 
conference  ;  and  that  the  tranfacting  them 
in  that  private  manner,  without  communi- 
cating them  to  the  privy-council,  was  a 
high  mifdemcanour  in  thofe  that  advifed 
and  tranfadted  them  :  but  whether  the 
Commons  apprehended,  that  the  Peers, 
who  were  generally  in  the  intereft  of  the 
oU  miniftry,  would  not  pafs  any  fevere 
cenfure  on  the  impeached  Lords,  or  for 
what  other  reafon  is  uncertain  :  the  Com- 
mons fcem  to  hive  been  a  little  dilatory 
in  their  proceeding*,  and  might  poffibly 
drCgn,  that  the  Lords  ihould  have  lain  un- 
der thefc  impeachments  during  the  recefs  of 
Parliament ;  there  might  be  alfo  fomething 
of  party  in  the  cafe  ;  the  impeached  Lords 
vrtit  the  chiefs  of  the  Whigs,  and  had  long 
reigned  at  court  without  controul,  and  the 
tories  who  fucccedcd  them  might  have  a 
view  of  preventing  their  return  to  their* 
polrs,  as  well  as  bringing  them  to  juftice. 

The  fame  d^y  the  royal  afTent  was  given 
to  aa  act  fur  granting  to  his  Majcfty  an  aid 
tor  defraying  the  expence  of  his  navy, 
guards,  and  garrifons,  for  one  year,  and 
tor  other  necefiary  occaiions. 

An  acr.  for  granting  to  his  Majefty  feveral 
Katies  upon  low  wines,  or  fpirits  of  the 
fcri!  extraction;  and  continuing  feveral  ad- 
ditional duties  upon  coffee,  tea,  chocolate, 
fpices,  and  pictures  ;  and  certain  •  men- 
tions upon  hawkers,  pedlars,  and  petty 
chapmen;  and  the  duty  of  15/.  per  cent, 
upon  muflins  ;  and  for  improving  the  du- 
ties upon  japanned  and  lacquered  good* ; 
and  lor  continuing  the  coinage  duty  for  the 
feveral  putpoles  therein  mentioned. 

An  act  lor  appropriating  3700/.  weekly, 
out  of  certain  branches  of  excifc,  for  pub- 
lic ufet,  and  for  making  a  provifion  for  the 
fcrvice  of  his  Maiefty's  boufhold  and  fa- 
rn.lv,  and  other  his  ncccflary  yccafions  ; 
and  to  several  other  private  acts.  After 
-which  the  King  th. inked  them  for  the  fup- 
pii es  they  had  given  htm  ;  and  the  Parlia- 
ment was  prorogued  to  the  7th  of  Augufi. 

June  *8.  The  fxing  appointed  the  arch- 
kimojofi Canterbury,  the  Lord  Keeper,  the 
carl  .91 .PtfnbroUf  the  dukes  of  Drvtn  and 
Somerfei,  the  earl  of  Jrrfey,  and  lord  Go- 
dalpbtn,  lords  juhgecs  during  his  abfence. 
_  A  new  cojnmimon  of  admiralty  w  . s  made 
out,  at  ir^cvhcad  of  which  was  placed  the 

'W^Wra ... 

The  earl  of  Marlbpriugb  was  appointed 
ibaflador  and  plenipotentiary  for  the  ne- 
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goclations  at  the  tlague\  and  Edward 
Southwell,  CbriJIopber  Mufgrave,  and  Janes 
Vernon,  jun.  cfqrs.  commiffioncrs  for  the 
privy-feal,  on  tlie  death  of  Ford  earl  0/ 
TankerrflU,  who  died  June  ac,. 

Sir  Thomas  Trevor,  lent,  attorney-gene- 
ral, was  made  lord  chie/  juftice  of  the 
Common-pleas,  upon  the  deceafc  of  Sif 
George  Trely,  and  Edward  Nartby,  of  the 
Middle  Temple,  efq.  made  attorney  general. 

July  1.  King  William  embarked  at 
Margate,  and  in  two  davs  arrived  in  Holland* 
King  William,  in  his  /perch  to  the 
States-General,  the  day  after  his  arrival  at 
the  Hague,  told  them,  he  always  came  in- 
to that  country  with  joy,  but  efpecially  at 
that  dangerous  conjuncture,  becaufe  he 
forefaw  his  prefence  would  be  necefiary  for 
the  fcrvice  of  the  ftate  ;  he  hoped  to  have 
parted  the  remainder  of  his  days  in  repoGe 
and  peace,  and  left  their  ftate  in  a  quiet, 
flourishing  condition,  but  there  happened 
fuch  alterations  in  the  affairs  of  Europe, 
that  he  knew  not  what  Divine  Providence 
would  determine  concerning  thtm  :  be 
was  overjoyed  to  find  things  ttill  quiet, 
which  was  to  be  aicribed  to  their  refolu- 
tion  of  putting  themselves  in  a  pofture  of 
defence,  and  was  perfuaded  their  confede- 
rates would  contribute  vigoroufly  towards 
it  :  he  could  afiurc  them,  the  whole  Englijht 
nation  was  ready  to  aflift  their  ftate,  ana 
ftrongly  to  contribute  towards  their  defence  ; 
this  was  what .  their  High  Mightineites 
might  depend  upon,  &e .  Which  is  a  fuf- 
ficient  confutation  of  that  calumny  0/ 
J  bilhop  Burnet's,  that  the  Englijb  miniftry 
and  Parliament  were  Jacob'uet,  and  pur- 
chaftd  by  Frjr.ce, 

July  15.  An  alliance  was  formed  be- 
tween king  Wdliam,  the  king  of  Denmark* 
and  the  States,  and  Denmark  engaged  to 
furnifh  3000  horfe,  1000  dragoons,  and" 
8000  foot,  in  confederation  of  receiving  a, 
fubfidy  of  300,000  crowns  a  year  during 
the  war.  ^'  % 

Endeavours  were  ufed  t»  bring  about  a 
peace  between  Sweden  and  Poland  without 
effect. 

The  fleet  confifted  of  forty-eight  (hips  of 
the  line,  befides  frigates,  f.reihips,  and  fmall 
veflcls,  ready  for  fca  at  Spitbead,  under  the 
command  of  Sir  Getrge  Rooke. 

July  iS.  The  king  of  Sweden  defeated 
the  Saxons,  and  on  the  30th  gave  them  a 
fecond  defeat.  .

Aug.  5.   The  tmftriafijlt  marched  intf 
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It.ify  with  an  army  of  40,000  men,  under 
the  command  of  prince  Eigne  of  Savoy ,  to 
make  good  his  Imperial  Majefty's  preten- 
tions to  the  Spani/h  territories  there  ;  they 
made  themfelves  matters  Of  CaftigivMt. 

Admiral  Bcmbvw  was  difpauhtd  with  a 
drone,  (quadron  to  the  Weft  Indies. 

The  King  revoked  his  letters  patent  to 
the  commirTioners  of  the  Admiralty,  and 
foon  after  appointed  the  earl  of  Pembroke 
lord  high  admiral  of  England. 

The  Earl  fent  Captain  Edward  Leadu  to 
Cadhc,  to  bring  borne  the  fea  ft  cms  and 
the  merchants  effects  before  the  war  broke 
out,  which  fcrvice  was  well  performed. 

Sept.  1.  The  ImferiaMs  gained  an  ad- 
vantage of  the  French  at  Cherry  in  Italy.  » 

Sept.  6.  King  'James  II.  died  of  a  le- 
thargy at  St.  Germ  aim  en  Lave  in  France, 
in  the  68th  year  of  his  age.  His  body  was 
depofited  in  the  monaftery  of  the  Bene- 
di&nes  in  Paris,  and  his  heart  lent  to  the 
nunnery  of  Cbasllot.  His  ifTue  that  fur- 
vived  him,  were  the  princefs  Anne  of  Den- 
mark, whom  he  had  by  his  fir  ft  due  he  is  the 

Ldy  Anne  Hyde,  eld  eft  daughter  of  Edward 
tar)  of  Clarendon }  his  fon  Jamn-Franeis- 
Eaward,  and  his  daughter  Louifa-Maria- 
Tertfia,  whom  he  had  by  queen  Mary, 
daughter  to  Atpbonfod'EJr'e,  duke  of  Modena. 

Upon  the  death  of  king  James,  the 
French  king  immediately  caufed  his  fon  to 
be  proclaimed  king  of  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland,  by  the  name  of  James  111. 
Whereupon  king  William  fent  an  esprefs 
to  the  carl  of  Mnnchefier,  his  am  ballad  or  at 
Paris,  to  return  to  England,  without  taking 
leave  of  that  court j  and  ordered  Monf. 
Pougin,  the  French  secretary  in  England, 
to  depart  the  kingdom. 

The  city  of  London,  and  the  federal  conn* 
ties  and  corporations  in  England,  addrciTcd 
king  William,  fhewing  their  refinement  at 
French  king's  proclaiming  the  prince  of 
Wales,  and  promifed  to  exert  thcmfclvcs  in 
defence  of  king  William'*  title. 

Sept.  7.  King  William  concluded  an  al- 
liance with, the  Emperor,  and  the  States- 
General  again  ft  France,  which  obtained 
the  name  of  The  Grand  Alliance  1  where- 
in it  was  agreed,  that  fatisfaclion  mould  be 
procured  to  the  Emperor  for  his  pretentions 
upon  Spain,  and  fecurky  to  England  and 
Holland  for  their  dominions  and  commerce; 
and  if  they  could  not  obtain  this  in  a  peace- 
able way,  within  the  fpace  of  two  months, 
then  they  (hould  affiil  each  other  with  all 
their  forces  to  accomplish  it.  And  in  or- 
this,  they  mould  endeavour  to  con*

quer  the  Spanijb  Netherlands  for  a  barrier 
lor  the  bitch  J  and  the  duchy  of  Milan, 
the  kingdom  of  Naplet  and  5 icily,  and  the 
Spanijb  places  on  the  codft  of  Uufcany,  for 
the  Emperof  ;  that  the  EnglUb  and  Dutch 
mould  poflefs  fuch  placet  as  they  couia  take 
from  the  Spaniards  in  the  Indies  \  and  that 
hone  of  the  parties  (hould  make  pi  j  c  with- 
out the  confent  of  the  other,  nor  before 
tkey  hall  obtained  fatisf.ftion  for  the  Em- 
peror, and  a  fectrrity  for  the  dominions  and 
trade  of  the  Engtifb  and  Dutch  \  and  pro- 
cured that  the  crowm  of  France  and  Sua'th 
mould  never  be  united  under  the  lame 
Pri  nee  j  or  the  French  ever  be  fuffered  to 
trade  to  the  Indies.

Dec.  at.    Sir  Hubert  Sutton  being  fent 
ambafTador  to  Turkey,  made  hit  public  en-  . 
try  into  Adrutnotk. 

Det.  30.  The  Parliament  met,  and 
being  directed  to  chufe  a  Speaker,  they  chofe 
Mr.  Barley,  who  was  approved  by  the  King 
the  next  day  ;  and  then  his  Majefty  made 
a  fpeech  to  both  Houfet,  wherein  he  told 
them,  that  the  fettmg  up  the  prince  of 
Wales  for  king,  was  not  only  the  higheft 
indignity  to  him,  but  concerned  every  man.

He  promifcd,  that  the  fuppliei  that 
Jhould  be  raifed  mould  be  appropriated  to 
the  purpofes  they  were  intended,  and  faid, 
lie  was  willing  the  mi  (managements  and 
mifapplications  in  the  late  war,  if  there 
Were  any,  mould  be  examined.  He  atfo 
recommended  difpatch  to  them. 

1701-2,  Jan.  1.  The  Lords  add  reded  his

Jan.  ifl.  The  duke  of  Somerfet  made 
prefident  of  the  council. 
'  Jan.  2.2.  The  Commons  refolved,  that 
it  Be  made  equally  penal,  to  compafs  or 
imagine  the  death  of  the  princefs  of  Den- 
mark, as  to  compafs  the  death  of  the  King's 
tided  fon  and  heir. 

Feb.  t.  N.  S.  Marfhal  Vttteroy,  general 
of  the  French  and  Spanijb  armies  in  Itah 
was  furprifed  at  Cremona  in  his  bed,  and 
taken  prifoner  by  the  Imperiaitjri  Under 
prince  Eugene  J  but  fome  of  the  Imperial 
troops  not  coming  up  fo  foon  as  was  defigu-

•their  attendance  j  and  allured  them  (he 
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would  maintain  the  authority  and  dignify  of 
this  Parliament  again  ft  all  oppofcrs. 

June  18.  A  proclamation  for  appre- 
hending deferters,  and  all  perfons  going  to 
and  coming  from  France  without  licence. 

A  proclamation,  commanding  all  fcamen 
to  enter  themfelves  on  board  her  Majenj'i 
(hips  of  war. 

June  23.  William  Fuller  having  been 
,  profecutcd  and  convicted  in  the  King's- 
bench,  for  an  impoftor,  and  for  publilhinj 
certain  libels,  the  one  entitled,  Original 
Letters  of  the  late  king  James,  &c.  The 
other,  Twenty-fix  Depofitions  of  Perfirtt  vf 
Stuafity  and  Worth  ;  w  as  jientenced  to  (lard 
three  times  in  the  pillory >  to  be  fenttothe 
ho>a>fc  of  correction,  and  to  pay  a  fir.c  of 
10O0  mark*.  This  was  that  Fuller  whs 
pretended  to  ptove  the  (lory  of  the  warm- 
ing pan,  on  whkh  fuch  ftrefs  was  laid  at 
the  Revblution. 

June  25.  Admiral  Munden  was  laid  afidc 
upon  his  ill  fuccefs  in  not  intercepting  a 
French  fquadron  near  the  Groine. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  paftvd  an  aP, 
appointing  commillionen  to  treat  of  ai 
union  with  England. 

June  30.  The  earl  of  Marlbcroogh 
having  regulated  all  things  with  the  depu- 
ties of  the  Stales,  he  departed  from  tit 
Hagur. 

July  i.  The  fleet,  con  fi  fling  of  fifty  ftu> 
of  the  line,  with  10,000  land-force*  on 
board,  under  the  duke  of  Ormcnd,  fct  faH 
from  St.  Helens  j  but,  being  put  back  b\ 
contrary  winds,  did  net  get  oft*  the  Ergfyb 
coart  till  the  25th. 

Julg  2.  A  proclamation  was  iflued  for 
dilfolving  the  Parliament  of  England,  and 
calling  another  to  meet  on  the  icth  01 
Auptjl. 

July  3.  The  French  king  declared  war 
againit  the  confederates. 

The  Quern  appointed  commiflioncrt  ft* 
treating  of  an  union  between  England  and 

Scotland. 

July  6.  The  count  dt  PJafets,  envoy 
extraordinary  from  the  elector  of  Haswvv 
and  7.rU,  haft  his  public  audience  of  the 
Queen  and  Prince. 

July  9.  The  Suten-General  gave  the 
command  of  their  forces  to  the  earl  ot 
Marlborough,  the  Englifh  general,  who 
obliged  the  French  to  quit  the  Sf>a*ijb  Ctl- 
derland. 

The  duke  of  Smerftt  was  conftituted 
matter  of  the  horfe  to  "her  Majefty,  in  the 
room  of  the  earl  of  Pembrske,  who  W»J 
made  president  of  the  council. 

The 
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Th*  earl  of  Rcnelagh  was  made  receiver 
tad  pay-mailer  general  of  her  Majefty's 
forces  j  William  Blatlvayt,  efq.  fecrctary 
at  warj  lord  Walden,  commiflary-general  of 
the  mutters  j  major-general  Erie,  governor 
of  Portfmoutbi  and  brigadier  Cbofaondley 
was  made  a  major-general,  and  governor 
of  Tilbury-fort,  ia  the  room  of  brigadier 
Stfaoin,  late  governor  of  Jamaica,  deceafed* 

Prince  Emeft-Auguftus,  youngeft  brother 
to  the  elector  of  Hanwer,  accepted  a  com- 
raiflion  of  major-general  from  the  earl  of 
Marlborough,  and  made  the  campaign  with 
the  Englijb  troop*  in  the  Netherlands.  At 
the  fame  time  the  colonels  Withers,  Stanley, 
and  Frederick  Hamilton,  were  made  briga- 
diers-general. 

July  19.  An  order  of  council  was  made, 
that  no  officer  or  fcrvant  of  her  Majelry 
fhould  buy  or  fell  any  office  or  place  in  her 
family  or  houfhold,  on  pain  of  her  dif- 
pleafurc,  and  of  being  removed  from  her 
fervice. 

Aug.  6.  A  proclama'ion  for  proroguing 
the  Parliament  to  the  8th  of  0 Sober. 

Aug.  ix.  The  confederate  fleet  came  to 
an  anchor  in  the  bay  of  Bulls,  near  Cadiz, 
in  Andalaft*. 

Aug.  15.  The  duke  of  Ormoad  landed 
with  the  confederate  forces  between  Rota 
and  St.  Katharine's,  fort  with  little  oppofw 
lion. 

Aug.  1 5.  N.  S.  A  battle  was  fought  at 
Luzara  in  Italy,  between  the  Imperialifts, 
under  the  command  of  prince  Eugene,  and 
»!>e  Spaniards  and  French,  commanded  by 
«i%Fbiiif>  and  the  duke  of  I'aidjjme  :  great 
was  the  (laughter  on  both  fide*.,  and  both 
claimed  the  viclory  j  but  it  is  generally  ac- 
counted a  drawn  battle. 

Aug .  2  1 .  The  duke  of  Om:ord  took  pof- 
fcrFon  of  port  St.  Marys,  where  his  forces 
-  ommitttd  intolerable  diforders,  rifling  the 
houfes  and  churches,  and  raviihing  the 
nuns,  which  gave  the  Spaniards  fuch  an 
<il  opinion  of  their  herctick  friends,  that 
Viry  could  never  be  induced  to  join  them. 

The  elector  of  Bavaria  declared  for 
I  rAnce. 

The  French  tried  to  engage  the  Turks  in 
t  war  with  the  Emperor  :  but  the  Grand 
V«rir  being  ftrangled  prevented  the  execu- 
tion of  thii  defign. 

Aug.  26.  The  Queen  and  Prince  fct  out 
from  IFindhrr  for  Batb,  and  that  night  .ir- 
rired  at  Oxford,  where  they  were  magnifi- 
cently entertained  ;  and,  during  her  whole 
procefs  to  and  from  Batb,  her  Majefty 
*ict  with  fuch  eaprcflions   of  har  poo-

fore  her  had  ever  experienced. 

Aug.  29.     The  earl   of  Marlborough 
caufed  Vcnlonv  to  be  inverted. 

On  the  7th  of  September  the  trenches 
were  opened,  and  on  the  10th  lord  Cuttt 
attacked  fort  St.  Michael,  fword  in  hand, , 
and  carried  it  before  any  breach  was  made  ; 
which  was  looked  upon  as  one  of  thebraveft 
actions  that  was  perform ed  during  the  war.

Sept.  10.  iV.  5.  Landau  furrendered  to 
the  Imperialist,  after  a  Hege  of  almoft  three 
months. 

Sept.  17.    The  EnglUb  troops,  under  the 
duke  of  Or  mend,  in  Spain,  reim  barked  and . 
fet  fail  for  England,  not  having  been  abk 
to  approach  Cadiz. 

Sept.  2$.    Verltnu  furrendered. 

Sept.  28.  Robert  Spencer,  carl  of  Sunder- 
land, the  greateft  politician  of  the  age,, 
died. 

Sept  29.  Sir  Samuel  DafJ.iuocd,  knt.- 
elected  lord  mayor  of  London. 

Oil.  6.  Rurtti.md  and  Stevenfioaert  upon 
the  Maeje,  furrendered  to  the  earl  ot  Marl-, 
borough. 

Ocl.  8.  Five  captains  of  admiral  Bern- 
bvtut  fquadron  in  the  Weft  Indies,  were 
tried  on  board  the  Breda,  at  Port  Royal  i<* 
Jamaica,  for  cowardice  and  breach  of  or- 
ders, in  an  engagement  with  Du  CaJJe. 

Captain  Con/fable  of  the  Windfer  was 
eafciercd  and  imprifoned  ;  Vincent  of  this 
Falmouth,  and  Fogg,  the  Admiral's  cap- 
tain, having  figned  a  paper  that  they  would 
not  fight  on  the  prcfent  occaiion,  they 
were  only  fufpended,  having  behaved  well 
in  the  action  ;  captains  Kirby  and  V/adt 
were  condemned  to  be  (hot  to  death  j  they 
were  fent  to  England,  and  ftot  on  board  a 
/hip  at  Plymouth,  not  being  fuitercd  to  come 
on  fhme.  Admiral  Bcnbow  having  hit 
leg  Shattered  by  a  great  fhot  in  the  engage- 
ment with  Du  Caft'e,  died  of  h'»s  wounds  in 
the  Weft  Indict,  on  the  4th  of  November.  ■ 

The  elector  of  Bavaria  furprifed  the  im- 
perial city  of  Ufa,  the  capital  of  Suabia, 
and  publiihed  a  rnanife/lo,  declaring  he  ex- 
pected the  circles  of  Suabia  and  Francoma 
ftould  obferve  a  neutrality  :  whereupon 
the  mintfteis  of  Bavaria  and  Coltgn  were 
expelled  the  general  diet  of  the  empire. 

The  king  of  Sweden's  purfuing  the  king 
of  Pi'.:nd  from  place  to  pUce  at  this  time, 
u  j'i  a  great  difnd vantage  to  the  confederates ; 
for  neither  the  Swedes  nor  Saxxm  font  their 
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qoota  of  troop*  to  join  (ho  army  of  the  al- 
lies as  they  had  engaged. 

OR.  12*  Sir  George  Rode,  with  the  con- 
federate fleet,  attacked  the  French  fleet, 
commanded  by  Monf.  Cbattanrennrd,  and 
the  Spanijb  galloon*,  in  the  port  of  Vigo  in 
Galh'is  {  while  the  duke  of  Oneiond  landed 
his  forces,  and  attacked  the  caftles  that  Se- 
ctored the  harbour,  admiral  Heffon  having 
broke  through  the  boom,  that  obftructed 
the  entrance  of  the  harbour,  with  infinite 
hazard  ;  the  EngVtjb  took  four  galleons  and 
five  large  men  of  war,  and  the  Dutch  five 
galleons  and  a  large  man  of  war  j  fix  other 
galleons  and  about  fourteen  men  of  war 
were  deftroyed,  with  abundance  of  plate 
and  rich  effect* ;  and  a  confiderable  quan- 
tity of  plate,  and  other  eftecls,  were  taken 
by  the  E*ghjb  and  Dntcb. 

Col.  Afcore,  governor  of  Port  Rtyal  in 
Carolina i  marched  from  Charles-town  with 
500  men,  in  order  to  deftroy  a  colony  of 
Spaniard*  at  St.  Augujihie, 

08.  13.  N.  $.  A  battle  happened  be- 
tween the  Ir-ptriali/iif  under  prince  Lewis 
of  Baden,  and  the  French,  commanded  by 
mar&al  VUlart,  at  Fridtingvtn ;  both  fides 
claimed  the  victory. 

03.  14.  Mar&al  Bouffert  abandoning 
the  city  of  Liege,  the  dart  of  Marlborovgb 
took  pofleflion  of  it,  and  on  the  ajd  took 
the  citadel  by  ftorm. 

08.  16.  Admiral  Shovel  joined  the  con- 
federate fleet  with  twenty  men  of  war  at 
Vigo ;  and  the  next  day  the  duke  of  Ormond 
with  hit  land  forces  embarked  for  England, 
in  company  with  Sir  George  Rcoke,  who  left 
Sir  Chndefiey  Shovel  to  deftroy  the  (hips  that 
Could  not  be  got  off ;  he  brought  away  with 
him  110  brail  cannon,  and  followed  the 
grand  fleet  a  few  days  after,  and  arrived 
November  7. 

03,  10.  The  Parliament  of  England 
tnet,  and  being  directed  to  choofe  a  Speaker, 
they  elected  Robert  Harby,  efq.  the  Speaker 
of  the  laft  Houfe  of  Commons,  who  was 
approved  by  her  Majefty  the  next  day  ;  af- 
ter which,  fte  made  a  fpeech  to  both

Nov.  2  S .  The  earl  of  Marlborough  re- 
turned from  Holland^  and  received  the 
thanks  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  for  hit 
fignal  fcrvices  this  campaign. 

Nov.  19.  Theme  1  Hoffen,  cfq.  vice-ad- 
miral of  the  red,  being  prefeoted  to  her 
Majefty,  was  knighted,  and  a  penfion  of 
500/.  ter  enmnrn  fettled  upon  him  for  hu 
braye  behaviour  at  Vigo. 

He  broke  the  boom  at  the  entrance  of 
the  harbour,  engaged  feveral  men  of  war 
singly,  and  when  his  (hip  was  fet  on  fire 
by  a  fire-fhip,  he  remained  on  board  and 
extinguifhed  the  fire,  though  half  his  mea 
jumped  overboard.

th^ir  Houfe  ;  their  Lordfhips  refolved,  that 
the  annexing  any  claufe  to  a  money-bill, 
v?-.s  contrary  to  the  conftitution  and'uU^e 
of  parliaments,  £V. 

The 
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Toe  Sftfch  eprfcopal  clergy  addrefled  her 
Majefty  to  companionate  their  circum- 
itantes  ;  and  that  they  might  be  admitted 
to  benefices  in  fuch  parifhes  in  Scotland,  as 
were  of  the  epifcopal  pcrfuafion. 

Dec.  13.  A  proclamation  was  ifiued  for 
the  difcovcry  of  fjch  plate  and  goods  as 
were  plundered  at  port  St.  A/j/Vs  or  lripo  ; 
and  anotheY  proclamation  on  the  iSth 
againJt  merchant  (hips  carrying  jack.*  and 
pendants  like  men  of  war.

Dec.  11.  A  proclamation  was  iflucd  for 
encouraging  fcamen  to  enter  therofclves  on 
bjard  h?r  Majcfty's  ihips  of  war. 

Dec .  26.  I'hcmat  Colcpepper,  one  of  the 
Ktntijb  petitioners,  makes  his  fubmiluon 
to  the  Commons  ;  arid  the  profccution 
again!*  him  by  the  Attorney-general  was 
ordered  to  be  flopped. 

1702-3,  Jan.  4.  John  Httoe,  efq.  con- 
stituted pay  matter  of  the  guards  and  garri- 
{■jnij  and  Sir  Stephen  Fox  of  the  other 
troops. 

Jan.  5.  The  Queen  reprefenting  to 
-  the  Parliament  the  great  apprchcufions  the 
Dutch  were  under,  from  the  French  king's 
augmenting  his  troops  in  Flanders,  the 
Commons  agreed  ti>  augment  the  Englijk 
troops  on  that  fide  to  50,000  men,  upon 
condition  th»t  the  DutJj  would  prohibit  all 
trade  and  corrcfpond^ncc  with  France;  but 
this  condition  was  never  obferved  by  the 
Dutch  above  one  year  during  the  war, 
th^iiih  the  Englijh  confented  to  much 
greater  augmentations  afterwards. 

Jan.  1 5.  The  Dutch  rear-admiral  Jran- 
Jer  Dvjfirn  arrived  at  Spitbead,  with  iSoo 
land  forces,  in  order  to  join  a  fquadron  of 
Englilh  men  of  war,  and  make  fome  at- 
tempt on  the  Spani/b  Weft  India ;  but  that 
expedition,  and  all  thoughts  of  profecuting 
rh?  war  in  the  Wcjl  Indi:t  (where  only  the 
Frg'ljb  cold  cain  any  aivantgc)  were  laid 
a!*i;,  after  ir  was  refolvcd  the  duke  of 
Z'la- -"ir-,u£h  fhould  maintain  an  ofienf.ve 
wjr  in  F>.i»den,  to  quiet  the  minds  of  his 
di-ar  friends,  the  Dutch. 

The  Commons  f«tefcr?ng  what  immenfe 
fnms  mutt  be  carried  to  Flan  I":,  to  fubfilt 
the  Ilririjb  troop  there,  addreflVJ,  that 
they  miplit  be  fu  14- lied  v,  i;h  prv-fions 
fiom  Fnjs.'jrd  L^t  this  wa»  not  found 
pv^cricablc. 

Fcl.  1.  A  proclamation,  oftmng  a  par- 
don tn  all  foldierr  who  frail  return  to  their 
raiments. 

A  propagation,  offering  a  reward  of 
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200/.  for  the  apprehending  etptaln  Ctjharf 
and  La  louche,  two  French  prifoner*  of 
war,  who  had  efcaped  out  of  the  pxifon  of 
Southampton,  and  prohibiting  all  perfons  to 
harbour  them. 

Feb.  4.  A  proclamation,  offering  a  par- 
don to  any  of  the  murderers  of  William 
Harr.ftn  and  Edward  Simmandt  who  mould 
come  in  and  difcover  their  accomplices. 

The  earl  of  Rccle/lcr  defiring  to  be  re- 
called from/rr/W,  the  duke  ot  Ormatd  was 
made  lieutenant. 

The  Commons  refulved,  that  Charier 
lord  Halifax,,  audi  tor  of  the  receipt  of  the 
Exchequer,  had  neglected  his  duty,  and 
was  guilty  of  a  breach  of  truft,  in  fu  fieri  ng 
miiapplications  of  the  public  money, 
and  addrefled  the  Queen  that  fte  would  or-, 
der  the  Attorney-gcncrl  to  profecure  him. 

On  the  other  fide,  the  Lords  took  upon 
them  to  examine  the  public  accounts,  and 
deiired  of  the  Commons  that  their  mem- 
bers that  wtrc  ccr;  rniflicners  of  account* 
might  attend  them ;  but  the  Commons  not 
complying  with  ihi;  mcflage,  their  Lord- 
(hips  proceeded  in  the  examination,  and  re- 
folved,  that  lord  JUJifaxhzj  performed  hit 
duty,  and  had  not  been  guilty  of  any  breach 
of  truft. 

Feb.  16.  A  conference  was  held  be- 
tween the  two  Houfes,  where  the  Lord* 
aflerted  their  right  to  examine  the  public* 
accounts,  and  the  Commons  denied  they 
had  any  right  to  intermeddle  with  them 
the  raifing  money,  and  applying  it,  being 
folely  in  the  Commons  :  whereupon  the 
conference  was  broke  up  in  a  great  heat. 

The  Lords  having  examined  into  the  ex- 
pedition to  Cadiz,  refolvcd,  that  SirGezrg* 
Rooie  had  done  his  duty,  purfuant  to  the 
councils  of  war,  like  a  brave  officer,  to  the 
honour  of  the  EngUJb  nation. 

Feb.  iS.  A  proclamation  for  the  diflri- 
bution  of  the  prize  goods,  taken  at  Vigo, 
among  the  foldiers  and  feamen. 

This  year  an  attempt  was  made  by  the 
EngUJb  from  Carolina,  under  col.  Moore, 
againft  St.  Augvjline,  the  capital  of  Spanilk, 
Florida,  but  without  fuccefs. 

The  land  proprietors  of  the  Mvi  pro- 
vinces of  Eaji  and  Weji  Ncw-Jerjcy  fur-, 
rendered  their  charters  to  the  Queen,  rc- 
ferving  certain  rights  and  privileges.  Her 
Majcfty  confolidated  the  faid  two  provinces 
into  one,  and  appointed  lord  Cimbury  the 
firft  regal  governor. 

General  Codnngtcn,  governor  of  the  Lee- 
ward iflunds,  attacked  and  took  the  ifland  of 
Cuadahupt  Iromxjjc  French  j  the  ErgUJk 
#  burnt 
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|amt  the  town,  mod  the  fortifications, 
took  off  the  guns,  and  made  their  retreat 
without  the  lofs  of  a  man* 

The  old  and  new  Eafi-lndia  companies 
verc  united  thit  ye?r,  and  a  new  charter 
was  gnnted,  to  be  called,  The  united  com- 
pany of  merchant*  of  England  trading  to 
iht  Eaft-Inditi. 

'  Feb.  20.  The  duke  of  Marlborough's 
only  fan,  the  marquis  of  Blandfrd,  died  of 
the  fmall  pox,  at  King'*  college  Cambridge' 

Feb.  25.  A  book  entitled,  Tie  fttcrtejl 
Way  with  the  Dijpnters,  was  ordered  by  the 
Commons  to  be  burnt  by  the  hangman,  and 
the  author,  Daniel  De  Fct,  to  be  profecued 
at  law.  The  dcfign  of  this  book  was  to 
infinuate  that  the  Farliamcnt  were  about 
to  enaft  fanguinary  laws,  to  compel  the 
DilFenters  to  conformity. 

Feb.  27.  The  royal  affent  was  given  to 
*n  aft  for  granting  to  her  Majefty  a  land- 
tax  of  four  (hillings  in  the  pound,  for  carry- 
ing  on  the  war  againft  France  3nd  Spain. 

An  act  for  enabling  her  Majefty  to  fettle 
a  revenue  for  fupporting  the  dignity  of  his 
royal  highnefs  prince  George,  hereditary 
prince  of  Denmark,  in  cafe  he  mould  fur- 
vive  her  Majefty. 

An  act  for  the  finishing  and  adorning  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Paul's,  London. 
^n  aft  for  enlarging  the  time  for  taking 
the  oath  of  abjuratioo  ;  and  alfo  for  recapa- 
titating  and  indemnifying  fuch  perfons  as 
have  not  taken  the  fame  by  the  time  li- 
mitted,  and  (halt  take  the  fame  by  a  time  to 
be  appointed  ;  and  for  the  farther  fecurity 
of  her  Majefty*!  perfon,  and  the  fucceffion 
of  the  crown  in  the  Proteftant  line}  and 
for  extinguifhing  the  hopci  of  the  pretend- 
ed prince  of  JVales,  and  al)  other  pretenders, 
and  their  open  and  fecrct  abettors  j  and  to 
feveral  other  afls. 

After  which  her  Majefty  made  a  fpcech 
to  both  Houfes,  thanking  them  for  the 
difpatch  they  had  given  to  the  public  af- 
fairs, for  the  large  fupplies  that  had  been 
granted,  and  the  pro  virion  that  had  been 
made  for  the  Prince.  Then  the  Parliament 
was  prorogued  to  the  2 ad  of  Afril. 

The  majors-general,  William  Stuart  and 
Thomas  Erie,  efqrs.  the  lords  Portmo-t, 
Cutti  Lumley,  Tivkt,  and  major-general 
Wry.  were  made  licutcnants-geoeral. 

Maul,  Sir  lUnry  Bfllafs,  lieutenant- 
general,  found  guilty  of  plundering  the 
Sfaniatdi  at  port  St.  Mary*s,  by  a  court 
tf  general  officers ;  he  was  broke  and  dif- 
miffed  the  fcrvicc,  and  Sir  CUrU:  Hare 
was  acquitted  of  the  charge.

The  Convocation  which  fat  at  the  fame 
time  as  the  Parliament,  was  dill  rafted  by 
the  fame  feuds  and  animofities  that  prevail- 
ed in  that  aflcmbly,  and  were  diftin^uiihecr 
by  the  names  of  High-church  and  Low- 
church. 

The  earl  of  Clarendon  %  hiftory  was  now 
puMilhed. 

The  marquis  of  Carnrgttlen,  made  vice- 
admiral  of  ihc  red  ;  JU-n  Gra\d.n,  cfy. 
vice- admiral  or"  tbi  white  }  John  Leale, 
cfq.  vicv'-aJmira!  of  the  blue;  George  Byng9 
cfq.  rc:\r-jJmiral  of  the  red}  Thomas  Dilkf9 
cfq.  rear-admiral  of  the  white  }  and  Baft 
Beaumcnr,  efq.  reu-admiral  of  the  blue. 

March  13.  The  elector  of  Htnwer,  by 
his  proxy  lord  Mohun  ;  the  duke  of  Bed- 
ford, in  perfon  ;  and  the  duke  of  Marlfa- 
rough,  by  his  proxy,  Sir  Benjamin  Batburft, 
ir.ftalled  knights  of  the  garter. 

The  c^rl  of  ScaflJ  was  appointed  chan- 
cellor in  Scotland,  and  the  duke  of  §l*etnf- 
bsiry  and  lord  vifcount  Tarlat  were  made 
fecretarics  of  ftate  ;  the  marquis  of  /fr- 
manJale  was  m*de  prefidert  of  the  council, 
and  the  carl  or"  '  Tul/ibardine,  lord  privy  leal, 
and  the  curl  of  March,  governor  of  Edin- 
burgh caftlc. 

An  addrefs  to  her  Majefty  from  the  epif- 
copal  clergy  of  Scotland,  (hewing  how  they 
•were  unjuftly  and  violently  turned  out  of 
their  benefices  at  the  Revolution  ;  and  in- 
treutcd  her  Majefty  to  companionate  them 
and  their  numerous  families,  who  were  re- 
duced to  a  ftarving  condition,  on  account 
of  their  adhering  to  the  true  primitive  and 
apoftelical  church,  of  which  her  Majefty 
was  a  member.  Her  Majefty  anfwerea, 
they  might  be  allured  of  her  protection, 
and  exhorted  them  to  live  peaceably  with 
the  Prcfbytcriaii  clergy. 

Vice-admiral  Croydon  was  fen*  to  attack 
the  ifland  cf  Phcertia,  and  to  expel  the 
Fw*  A  ;Vom  the  h'nvft.ur.diard  filhery,  he 
fell  in  with  Du  Ctijjc,  wjih  four  ihipL» 
which  he  fullered  to  cicape,  and  returned 
without  any  fucrefs. 

1703,  Afril  6.  M.rfhal  Fiirters  ioinei 
th«  elector  of  Bavaria  ;  after  which  the 
Elector  made  bitnfclf  maftcr  of  Botifkn, 
where  the  dyet  of  the  empire  were  af- 
fcmbled. 

The  duke  of  Marlhrougb  la«d  (lege  to 
Bonn,  which  furrendcred  about  three  weeks 
after ;  during  the  liege  the  FremJ  fur- 
prized  two  battalions  of  the  confederate 
troops  in  Tcrgrren,  and  made  thrm  pri- 
foncrs,  but  by  the  capitulation  of  Huy  they 
were  releafed  again, 
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The  Cevemtoit,  Or  Huguenots  of  Lon~ 
gutdec,  having  raj  fed  an  iafurre&ion,  ob- 
tained fcveral  advantages  of  the  French 
king's  troops. 

May  6.  The  king  of  Portugal  came  in* 
to  the  grand  alliance. 

Sir  George  Rook*  warfent  Co  cruife  on  the 
Freer*  coaft,  he  took  a  French  Baft-India 
(hip,  worth  100,000/.  with  other  prises, 
and  returned  about  the  middle  of  June. 

The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met  under 
the  duke  of  S%uee»Jbury,  and  a  bill  for  the 
toleration  of  epifcopacy  being  propofed,  it 
was  rejected  ;  they  alio  refufed  to  come  un- 
der the  Protcftant  fucceflion  at  this  time. 

On  the  contrary,  they  bring  in  a  bill 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  government  which 
has  an  hoftile  appearance,  and  the  High- 
commiflioner  refuting  to  pafs  it,  they  qucf- 
rioned  if  the  crown  had  a  negative. 

June  30,  N.  S.  The  confederate  troops, 
under  the  command  of  general  Opdam,  were 
surprised,  and  furrounded  by  tnc  Frentb, 
commanded  by  Bovjflers,  at  Ecicren.  Ge- 
neral Opium  being  cut  off  from  bis  army, 
fled  to  Brada  \  but  the  Dutch  generals, 
notwithstanding,  maintained  their  ground. 
There  was  an  incredible  (laughter  on  both 
Gdes,  and  night  coming  on,  the  French 
thought  fit  to  retire. 

The  elector  of  Bavaria  invaded  Tird,  in 
order  to  open  a  communication  with  the 
French  in  Italy;  but  the  Imperialist  making 
«  diverfion  in  Bavaria,  he  was  obliged  to 
tetire,  to  defend  his  own  country. 

July.  Sir  G tor rt  Rode  being  taken  ill, 
the  command  of  tne  fleet  was  given  to  Sir 
CJoudcfiey  Stove/,  coofifting  of  thirty-five 
{hips  ot  the  line. 

The  Admiral  being  joined  by  twelve 
Oilpi  of  the  line,  under  the  Dutch  admiral 
Atlemende,  they  failed  from  St.  Helens  for 
the  coatt  of  Portugal. 

July  4,  N.  5.  The  confederate  fleet, 
under  Sir  ClcuJcJIey  Shovel,  arrived  in  the 
river  of  Li/hon. 

July  aa.  Rear  admiral  D'dkes  failed  from 
SpL'kead  for  the  coaft  of  Normandy,  where 
hi  took*  burnt,  and  funk,  forty  fail  of 
the  enemy's  mips,  three  of  which  were 
equipped  as  men  of  war,  The  Queen  had 
a  medal  ft  ruck  upon  theoccafion,  and  de- 
livered to  the  Admiral  and  all  his  officers. 

Aug.  12.  Admiral  Shovel  arriving  be* 
fore  Alt  tea  in  Spain,  with  the  grand  fleet, 
landed  2.5C0  men,  and  publUhed  a  declara- 
tion, inviting  the  Spaniards  to  come  over 
to  king  Charles  HI.  and  defer:  king  Philip, 

dug.  1 6,  N.  S.   Hvy  was  invefled  by 
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the  confederates,  and  forendtred  the  *cth) 
inftant. 

Aug .  20.  The  Queen  and  Prince  fist  out; 
from  Wiralfor  for  the  Bath. 

Aug.  23.  The  French,  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  duke  of  Burgundy,  invefted 
Old  Brifax,  which  furrendered  the  6th  of 
September. 

Sept.  so,  N.  S.  The  confederates  in- 
vefted Limhurgh,  wliich  furrendered  the 
28th  inftauL 

Sept.  ia,  N.  S.  The  Emperor  and  the 
king  of  the  Romans,  reiigned  their  right  to 
the  dominions  of  Spain  to  the  archduke 
Charles,  who  was  thereupon  declared  king 
of  Spain,  by  the  name  of  Claritt  III. 

Sept.  16.  The  Parliament  of  Scotland 
was  adjourned  to  Ocl.  12.  foi lowing,  the 
Queen  having  given  ha  aflcnt  to  the  foU 


An  ail  of  limitation  on  the  fucceflgr,  in 
which  it  wa:  declared,  tha:  no  king  or  queen 
of  Scotland  fiiould  have  power  to  make 
peace  or  war,  without  cWeui  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

An  act  to  allow  French  wines  and  other, 
liquors  to  be  imported  in  neutral  bouonu. 

An  act  in  favour  of  the  company  trading 
to  Africa  and  the  Indus. 

The  commiflion  for  treating  of  an  Union 
with  England  was  vacated,  *ith  a  prohi- 
bition to  grant  any  other  commiflion  with* 
out  content  of  Parliament. 

No  fupply  having  been  granted  for  the 
pay  of  the  army,  that,  with  the  charge  of  tha 
government,  was  left  to  run  upon  credit. 

The  Queen  conferred  honours  on  thofe, 
who  appeared  to  have  influence  in  the  Scotch 
nation. 

Her  Majefty  revived  the  order  of  the 
Thiflle,  which  had  been  dropped  by  rVii- 
ham.  The  dukes  of  Argyle  and  AiiU  % 
the  marquis  of  A>  mandate  \  the  rails  of 
Orkney  and  Sea/eld,  were  the  firft  who  wcie 
honoured  with  it ;  the  number  was  limited 
to  twelve. 

Sept.  19.  King  Char  Us  fet  out  for  HeU 
land,  in  order  to  his  voyage  to  Portugal ; 
that  court  denrieg  his  prefence  among 
them. 

Sept.  ao.  Count  Stirum  defeated  the  duke 
of  Bavaria  near  Hock/let. 

Sept.ii.  The  Parliament  of  Ireland  met, 
agreeable  to  appointment. 

Sept.  29.  Prince  Lexvis  of  Baden  took 
Menur.ir.gcn  in  Germany,  from  the  French. 

The  Grand  Seignior  was  depofod,  and  his 
throne  was  ufurped  by  his  brother. 

The  name  ot  the  depofed  Sultan  *a» 
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iafta,  and  the  name  of  his  fuceeflor 

Sett.  30.  The  Commons  of  Ireland  ad- 
drclTcd  her  Majefty,  and  acknowledged  their 
dependence  on  the  crown  of  England. 

The  Commons  r,f  Ireland  entered  into 
high  difputci  concerning  the  Jrj/&  forfei- 
ture*} they  expelled  Francis  Ar.rujlty  and 
others,  their  f  ats  in  the  Houfe. 

They  voted  a  provifion  for  the  half-pay 
officers,  and  abolimed  penfions  to  the 
»  amount  of  17,000/.  a  year  as  unncccflary 
branches  of  the  eftabliftjment. 

They  like  wife  paiTed  an  aft  for  fettling 
the  fucccflion  after  the  pattern  fent  them 
from  England* 

Queen  Anne  and  the  States  Tent  Ambaf- 
fadors  to  the  court  of  Turin.  ? 

Oa.  7,  N,  S.  Mar/hal  Tallard  inverted 
Landau. 

The  duke  of  Savoy  agreeing  to  come 
into  the  grand  alliance  ;  fo  foon  as  it  was 
difcovercd  by  the  Frcucb,  the  duke  of  Vtn- 
tlojme  made  twenty- two  thouiand  of  his 
troops  prifoners  of  war;  which  his  Royal 
Highnefs  retaliated,  by  feixing  the  French 
ambafTador,  and  all  the  fubjedts  of  France 
in  his  dominions. 

The  Commons  of  Inland  expelled  Mr. 
Afgil  their  Houfe,  for  publilhing  a  book, 
wnereby  he  endeavoured  to  (hew,  that  man 
might  be  tranilated  to  eternal  life  without 
dying  ;  in  which  book  the  Commons  re- 
Tolved  there  were  many  wicked  and  blaf- 
phemous  doctrines. 

Oti.  30.  The  campaign  at  Flanders  being 
at  an  end,  (h<  duke  of  Marlborough  re- 
turned to  England, 

The  Queen  and  prince  George  returned  to 
Windfor  from  Bath. 

Nov.  2.  The  marquis  of  Vifconti  with 
great  difficulty  joined  the  duke  of  Savoy, 
with  fifteen  hundred  horfe. 

Nov,  9.  The  Parliament  of  England  met, 
and  the  Queen  in  her  fpeechtoboth  Houfes 
defircd  fupplies  to  enable  her  to  perform 
her  engagements  with  the  king  of  Portugal, 
and  the  duke  of  Savoy,  who  were  come  in- 
to the  grand  alliance,  and  recommended  to 
them  difpatch  and  union  among  them- 
fclves. 

Nov.  11,  12.  The  Lords  and  Commons 
refpettively  attended  her  Majefty  with  mod 
dutiful  addrefles ;  and  the  Commons  re- 
folded, that  the  co,ooo  men,  that  afted  in 
conjunction  with  the  allies  to  Flanders  laft 
campaign,  mould  be  continued  another 
yea;.  That  the  proportion  of  land-forces 
to  aft  In  conjunction  with  Portugal,  fixould 
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be  8000  men  ;  and  that  40,oCo  men,  in* 
eluding  5000  marines,  mould  be  employed 
on  board  the  fleet. 

Nov,  12.  The  Suffolk  and  Sotnerfet  men 
of  war  arrived  at  Spit bead ;  and  in  a  few 
days  the  whole  confederate  fleet,  command- 
ed by  Sir  Cloudejley  Shovel,  arrived  from 
the  Straits, 

Nov,  13.  The  prince  of  Hejfe  being  de- 
tached from  the  Netherlands,  in  order  to 
Cndcatour  the  relief  of  Landau,  was  fur- 
prized  by  the  French  under  the  command  of 
marihal  Ta/Jard  and  Monfieur  Pracomtal,  at 
Spierback,  and  defeated. 

Nov.  19*  Landau  was  furrendcred  to  the 
French, 

Niv.  26.  About  midnight  began  the 
moft  terrible  ftorm  that  had  been  known 
in  England,  the  wind  rY.S.W.  attended 
with  Matties  of  lightning.  It  uncovered  the 
roofs  of  many  houfes  and  churches,  blew 
down  the  fpires  of  feveral  ftceples,  and 
chimnies,  tore  whole  groves  of  trees  up  by 
the  roots.  The  l?ads  of  fome  churchea 
were  rolled  up  like  fcrolls  of  parchment, 
and  feveral  veflels,  boats,  and  barges  were 
funk  in  the  river  of  Thames',  but  the 
royal  navy  fuftained  the greatcft  damage,  be- 
ing juft  returned  from  the  Straits :  four 
third  rates,  one  fecond  rate,  four  fourth 
rates,  and  many  others  of  lefs  force,  were 
caft  away  upon  the  coaft  of  England^  and 
above  fifteen  hundred  feamcn  lot!,  befides 
thofc  that  were  caft  away  in  merchant  fliips. 
The  lofs  that  London  alone  fuftained  was 
computed  at  ore  million  fterlinj,  and  the 
City  of  Brilld  loft  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  thoufand  pounds*  Among  the 
perfons  who  were  drowned  was  rear  admiral 
Beaumont, 

Upon  this  calamity  the  Commons  ad- 
drefled  her  Majefty,  that  {he  would  give  ' 
directions  for  rebuilding  and  repairing  the 
royal  navy  )  and  that  fhe  would  make  fome 
provifion  for  the  families  of  thofc  feamcn 
that  pcrimcd  in  the  ftorm,  with  which 
her  Majefty  complied. 

The  Commons  granted  the  fum  of 
3, $81,006/.  15;.  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
forces,  and  for  the  difcharge  of  the  fubfi- 
dies  payable  to  her  Majefty's  allies. 

Dec.  6.  The  elector  of  Bavaria  lall 
fiege  to  Aujhurgb,  which  furrendered  the 
14th  inftant. 

He  afterwards  took  the  imperial  city  of 
Hatijbvn,  and,  in  a  manner,  made  the  dye* 
his  prifoners,  and  was  joined  by  the  French 
army  commanded  by  marfhal  Villars, 

The  Hungarians  made  an  infurrdftion 
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at  the  fame  tune,  under  the  famous  prince 
Jlagotjki,  and  threatened  Aujlria. 

Dec.  7.  A  bill  for  preventing  occaflonal 
conformity  pafled  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
but  was  rejected  by  the  Lords,  by  a  majo- 
rity of  twelve  or  thirteen  voices. 

Dec  12*  A  proclamation  was  published 
for  a  faft,  to  be  obferved  the  19th  of  Jan. 
on  account  of  the  great  ttorm. 

Dec.  17.  The  garrifon  of  C elder  fur. 
rendered  to  the  confederates. 

The  Commons  prefented  an  addrefs  to 
the  Queen,  alluring  her  they  would  provide 
for  the  fupport  of  fuch  alliances  as  (he  bad 
made,  or  Should  make  with  the  duke  of 
Savor, 

The  Queen  gave  the  royal  a/Tent  to  the 
land-tax  j  after  which  {he  made  a  fpecch 
to  both  Houfcs,  wherein  (he  acquainted 
them  with  a  plot  carried  on  in  Scotland  by 
the  emiflaries  of  France,  which  fhe  defigned 
to  Uy  before  them  as  foon  as  the  examina- 
tions were  perfected. 

The  Lords  appointed  a  committee  to  take 
the  examination  of  the  plot }  at  which  the 
Commons  were  difgufled,  and  add  re  fled  her 
Mjjefly,  laying  before  her  the  concern  they 
were  under  to  fee  her  prerogative  violated 
by  the  Lords,  by  wrefhng  the  examination 
out  of  her  Majelty's  hands. 

The  Lords  on  the  contrary  refulved,  that 
they  had  an  undoubted  right  to  take  the 
examinations  of  perfons  charged  with  cri- 
minal matters,  whether  they  were  in  cuf- 
tody  or  not,  and  to  order  them  into  the  cuf- 
tody  of  the  officers  of  their  Houfe  ;  and 
that  the  addrefs  of  the  Commons  was  un- 
parliamentary, groundlefs,  and  without  pre- 
cedent. 

Tbcfe  contefrs  occasioned  warm  reprefen- 
tationstohcr  Majefty  by  the  Houfcs  againft 
one  another. 

A  farther  difpute  happened  between  the 
two  tfoufes,  in  the  cafe  of  AJhby  and  White, 
concerning  the  right  of  determining  con- 
troverted elections. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  the  right 
of  an  elector  to  vote  was  cognizable  only  in 
their  Houfe ;  and  th*t  AJbby  having  brought 
his  action  againft  the  returning-ofTkcr  for 
not  receiving  his  vote,  was  guilty  of  a  breach 
of  privilege,  and  fo  were  all  the  lawyers, 
attorniei,  and  other  perfons  concerned  in 
the  caufe  ;  and  ordered  thefe  rcfolutions  to 
be  fixed  on  Wefrminfter-hall  gate. 

The  Lords  on  the  contrary  refolved,  that 
if  any  elector's  vote  was  refufed,  he  had  a 
right  to  bring  his  action  j  and  that  the 
Common*  deterring  people  from  bringing 
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their  actions,  was  hindering  the  courfe  off 
jufticr,  &c. 

Dec.  23.  King  Charles  III.  arrived  at 
SffitbcaJ.  The  duke  of  Somerfet,  matter  of 
the  horfe,  brought  him  a  letter  from  her 
Majefry,  and  invited  him  to  Windfor,  where 
he  arrived  the  29th,  and  on  the  31ft  re- 
turned with  the  duke  of  Somerftt  to  his 
feat  at  Petwottb  in  Suffix.  He  fct  fail  for 
Portugal  the  5th  of  January  j  but,  being 
put  back  by  contrary  winds,  it  was  the 
27th  of  February  before  he  arrived  at  Li/bcn. 

f7°3-4»  Jan-  9*  A  proclamation  was 
iflued,  for  encouraging  teamen  to  enter 
themlelves  on  board  his  Majcfty's  fh:ps  of 
war. 

Jan.  1 3.  Count  Starrmlurgb  joined  the 
duke  of  Savoy  with  16,000  Jtrtcrul^rs, 
.  having  marched  near  200  miles,  JKriruuh- 
ing  every  day  with  the  enemy,  who  were 
fuperior  to  him  in  numbers. 

Jan.  15.  The  duke  of  Marlborcugb 
went  over  to  the  Hague,  to  concert  mea- 
fures  with  the  States-general,  which  being 
fettled,  the  Duke  returned  Feb.  24. 

Jan.  17.  The  Queen  publifhcd  an  order, 
for  the  regulation  or  the  play-boufes,  pro- 
hibiting them  to  act  any  thing  contrary  to 
religion  and  good  manners. 

Jan.  21.  The  royal  afTent  was  given  to 
the  malt-act  j  after  which  her  Majcaty 
made  a  fpeech  to  both  Houfcs,  wherein  ihe 
took  notice  of  king  Charles**  being  driven 
back  upon  our  coafts,  and  defired  them  to 
give  all  difpatch  to  the  public  bufinefs. 

Jan.  29.  The  Queen  commanded  the 
earl  of  Nottingham  to  lay  the  papers  rela- 
tive to  the  examinations  of  the  Sctttijk  plot, 
before  the  Houfe  of  Peers. 

The  Lords  were  fummoned  to  attend  on 
the  8th  of  February. 

The  Convocation  began  fitting  with  the 
Parliament,  and  were  equally  as  divided  as 
before. 

Feb.  7.  The  Queen  fent  a  mcfftgc  to  the 
Commons,  defiring  that  her  revenue  of  the 
firft-fruits  and  tenths  might  be  fettled  for 
augmenting  the  maintenance  of  the  poorer 
clergy  j  and  a  bill  was  brought  in  for  ren- 
dering her  M ajefty's  intentions  in  that  mat- 
ter effectual. 

Feb.  14.  The  confederate  Piles  declared 
king  Auguftms  to  have  forfeited  his  right  to 
the  kingdom,  and  that  the  throne  was  va- 
cant. 

Feb.  15.  The  clergy  of  both  provinces 
attended  her  Majeity  with  addretlcs  of 
thanks  for  the  firft-fruits ;  and  the  lower 
houfe  of  Convocation  of  the  province  of 
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ttmtrbary  r-torned  their  tlianks  to  the 
Commons,  for  their  readinefs  in  comply- 
ing with  her  Majefty. 

Feb.  21.  J  times  Buurcbicr,  formerly  aid 
de  camp  to  the  dulce  of  Berwick,  tried  and 
convicted  of  high-treafon,  in  returning 
from  France  without  licence,  was  reprievcJ. 

Ftb.  24.  A  proclamation  for  encourag- 
ing the  difcovery  of  the  key  or  cypher  of 
certain  letters  relating  to  the  Scotch  plot. 

A  proclamation  for  apprehending  John 
Tutcbing,  the  author  of  the  Obfervatur, 
Jtbn  lirvce,   the  printer,  and  Benjamin 

The  royal  aflcnt  was  given  to  an  act  for 
granting  an  aid  to  her  Majefty,  for  carry- 
ing on  the  .war,  and  other  her  Majefty's, 
cccafions,  by  felling  annuities  at  fcveral 
rates,  and  for  fuch  refpective  terms  or 
eftatcs  as  are  therein  mentioned. 

An  act  for  the  increafe  of  feamen*  and 
better  encouragement  of  navigation,  and  fe- 
icurity  of  the  coal  trade. 

March  2.  The  Lords  addrelTed  the  Queen 
that  the  fleet  might  be  better  manned,  the 
navy  wanting  6coo  men  of  their  comple- 
ment; to  which  the  Queen  anfwered,  fhe 
was  glad  to  find  no  more  wanting  at  that 
feafon  of  the  year. 

March  17.  The  Lords  addreflTed,  that 
admiral  Gray  don  miqht  be  removed  for  his 
arbitrary  proceedings  in  the  Weft  ladies. 

They  accufed  him  of  not  performing  his 
duty  in  deftroying  the  French  fliips  he  fell 
in  with.  The  Admiral  was  accordingly 
difmifled  the  fervice. 

The  Lords  refumed  the  examination  of 
the  earl  of  Orfird%s  accounts,  in  relation  to 
his  victualling  the  fleet,  while  it  wintered 
at  Cadix,  ;  and  they  confirmed  an  order  the 
lords  of  the  Trcafury  had  made  to  pafs  the 
faid  accounts. 

It  being  debated  in  the  Houfe  of  Peers, 
whether  the  earl  of  Nottingham  had  done 
his  duty  in  the  examination  of  Sir  John 
Maclean  concerning  the  Scotch  plot,  it  was 
refolved  in  the  affirmative  by  a  majority  of 
eleven  voices. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  a  book 
that  was  publifhed,  endeavouring  to  prove 
the  mortality  of  the  foul,  and  another, 


ordered  them  to  be  burnt  by  the  hangman. 

The  Lords  refolved  alfo,  that  there  had 
been  a  dangerous  plot  in  Scot/and,  and  that 
nothing  had  given  fo  much  encouragement 
fo  the  coofpiracy,  as  the  fucceffion.  of  tb« 


crown  of  Scotland  net  being  declared  to  be 
in  the  princefs  Scpbia,  and  addrefltd  her 
Majefty  to  ufc  her  utmoft  endeavours  to  havc 
that  crown  fettled. 

March  10.  The  Lords  addreflcd  her 
Majefty,  that  no  perfons  might  be  put  in 
commifhon  of  the  peace,  who  had  refufed 
the  oaths  to  king  William. 

1704,  April  3.  The  Queen  gave  the 
royal  aflent  to  an  act  for  granting  to  her 
Majefty  an  additional  fubftdy  of  tonnage 
and  poundage  for  three  years. 

An  aft  for  the  making  more  effectual  her 
Majcfty's  gracious  intentions  for  the  aug- 
mentation of  the  maintenance  of  the  poor 
clergy,  by  enabling  her  Majefty  to  grant  in 
perpetuity  the  revenues  of  the  firtt"  fruits 
and  tenths  j  and  alfo  for  enabling  any  other 
perfons  to  make  grants  for  the  fame  pur- 
pofe. 

An  aet  for  the  difcharge  out  of  prifon  of 
fuch  infolvent  debtors  as  (hall  ferve,  or  pro- 
cure a  perfon  to  ferve,  in  her  Majcfty's  fleet 
or  army. 

An  aft  for  raifing  the  militia  for  the  year 
1704,  notwithstanding  the  month's  pay 
formerly  advanced  be  not  repaid  ;  and  to 
feveral  other  bills. 

After  which  the  Queen  returned  her 
thanks  for  the  difpatch  of  the  public  bufi- 
nefs,  and  the  fupplics.  Then  the  Lord- 
Keeper  prorogued  the  Parliament  to  the  4th 
of  July. 

The  carl  of  Nottingham  not  being  fatisfted 
with  the  Queen's  mcafures,  refigned  the 
feals  as  fecretary  of  ftate. 

Af>nl  4.  David  Lindfey,  condemned  for 
hi?h*treafon,  in  returning  from  Franct 
without  licence  ;  he  was  a  Scotchman  1  and 
pleaded  a  Scotch  pardon,  but  it  was  not  al- 
lowed ;  however,  the  Queen  thought  fit 
to  grant  him  an  Englifh  pardon. 

Mr.  Barley,  the  Speaker,  was  made  fiv 
cretary  of  ftate. 

April  7.   The  duke  of  Mar&oreurb, 
general  Churchill,  &c.  went  oyer  to  Hol- 
land, in  order  to  open  the  campaign. 
^  April  8.    Henry  Sidney,  earl  of  Rcmney9 
died . 

At  the  breaking  up  of  the  Parliament, 
a  libel  was  publifhed  by  the  Republicans, 
called,  Legion  t  bumble  Addrefs  to  the  Houft 
of  Lords:  fetting  forth,  that  the  Houfe  of* 
Commons  had  betrayed  their  trull,  given 
up  the  people's  liberties,  and  were  become 
an  unlawful  aflembly. 

April  xo.  Mr.  St.  John  was  made  fe- 
cretary of  war,  ia  the  room  pf  Mr.  Bhtb* 
naite. 
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Sir  George  Recke  fet  fail  from  Lifbcn  with 
the  grand  fleet,  having  the  prince  of  Hejfe 
and  fome  land  force!  on  board,  toward* 
Barcelona. 

AprU  23.  The  earl  of  Kent  was  made 
lord  chamberlain,  in  the  room  of  the  Ctrl 
of  Jerfey  j  and  Thomas  Mapfcf,  cfq.  was 
made  comptroller  of  the  houihoJd,  in  the 
room  of  Sir  Edward  Seymour. 

When  it  was  known  in  France  that  the 
Sccttijb  confpiracy  was  difcovercd,  Fraz.er 
by  the  French  king's  order,  confined 
in  the  Bafti/e,  where  he  remained  feveral 
years. 

Sir  John  Maclean,  from  his  ingenuous 
confeilion,  was  di ft  barged  from  prifon,  and 
received  a  pennon  from  the  crown. 

The  Englipi  and  Dutch  forces  being  ar- 
rived in  Portugal,  to  the  number  of  12,00c 
men,  the  Engli/b  under  the  command  of 
Scicmhrg,  and  the  Dutch  under  the  com- 
mand of  general  Fagel.    Ring  Charles  111. 
published  a  declaration,  inviting  his  '  j  anifb 
fubjects  to  join  h:m,  and  offering  a  pardon 
to  all  that  fno  old  return  to  their  duty  with- 
in  three  months.  , 
The  King  of  Portugal  alfo  publifhed  a 
declaration,    averting  the   title  of  king 
Charles  111.  to  the  Span'tjh  monarchy,  and 
bis  reafons  for  appearing  in  his  defence 
againft  king  Philip,  whom  he  looked  upon 
as  an  u  fur  per. 

April  25.  Duke  Sfhowberg,  general  of 
the  Englijb  forces  in  Portugal,  publifhed  a 
declaration,  offering  a  pardon  to  all  Jr'tjb 
officers  and  foldiers,  in  the  fervice  of  France 
and  Spain,  if  they  would  quit  that  fervice, 
and  come  over  to  king  Charles  HI.  and 
promifed  them  the  fame  polls  they  Ijcld 
under  the  enemy. 

April  30.  King  PhiUp  published  a  dec  la* 
ration  of  war  againft  the  king  of  Portugal, 
and  again  ft  king  Charles,  and  bis  allies. 

May  7.  N.  S.  King  Philip  invaded 
Portugal,  and  the  9th  tonk  Sah'aterra  and 
Segura,  places  of  no  great  ftrength,  on  the 
frontiers  of  Portugal. 

May  16.  Count  Wratiflavf,  the  Impe- 
rial minifterin  England,  having  reprefented 
the  diftrefs  the  empire  was  reduced  to,  by 
the  conjunction  of  the  French  and  Bava- 
rians, and  the  infurrection  of  the  mslecon- 
tents  in  Hungary ;  it  was  agreed  between 
the  queen  of  G reat- Britain  and  the  States- 
general)  that  the  duke  of  Marlhtrvugh 
Jhuuld  advance  towards  the  Dannie  with  a 
powerful  reinforcement  of  the  confederate 
troops,  and  join  the  Im per ia lift t  i  and  ac- 
cordingly thcJDuke  began  his  march.

May  18.     Admiral  Racke  came  be/of* 

Barcelona,  and  the  prince  of  Ucffe  landed 
with  2500  men,  and  fommoned  the  Go- 
vernor, expecting  an  infurreclion  in  favour 
of  king  Charles  ;  but  nothing  of  that  kind 
appearing,  the  troops  re-imbarked,  and  the 
grand  fleet  failed  to  the  coaftof  Provence* 

May  25.  A  proclamation  was  iflued, 
offering  a  reward  of  xoc/.  for  discovering 
the  author  of  the  libel,  intitled,  Legion  1 
Addrrjs  to  the  Houje  of  Lards. 

May  27.  Two  Dutch  battalions  were 
furprized  by  the  duke  of  Berwick,  on  the 
frontiers  of  Portugal,  and  moft  of  them 
were  made  prifoners. 

June  5.  The  duke  of  Vendtfmc  inverted 
Vtrctil  in  Piedmont. 

June  8.  Duke  Scbtmberg  being  ftck  of 
his  command  in  Portugal,  where  he  fuund 
neither  horfes  for  mounting  the  confederate 
cavalry,  or  any  thing  elfc  they  had  engaged 
to  provide,  in  order  to  enable  the  allies  to 
to  enter  upon  action ;  and  the  Portuguefe 
generals  infixing  on  the  command  of  th'c 
Englijb  and  Dutch,  as  well  as  their  own 
troops,  he  defired  to  be  recalled  ;  and  the 
earl  of  Galtuay  was  appointed  commander 
in  chief  of  her  Majclcy's  forces  in  Po^gal9 
in  his  room,  with  a  reinforcement  of  8000 
Dutch. 

The  marquis  of  Tt-wetdaU  was  appointed 
high  commiflioncr  of  Scotland  }  the  earl  of 
J  Leven  was  made  governor  of  Edinburgh 
caftlc  j  the  earl  of  Giafgcw  was  removed 
from  the  office  of  lord' trcafurer,  and  his 
p'ace  remained  Vacant  j  and  Mr.  Janus 
Johnfion  was  made  lord  rcgifler. 

June  9.  The  Hungarian  malecontente 
advanced  wilhin  a  league  of  Vienna,  and 
put  the  Imperial  court  into  a  great  c  on  fte  lu- 
nation. 

June  1 1.  The  Breft  and  Tbcultm  fleets  be- 
ing jqined.  Sir  Cloudejley  Stria  failed  from 
Lijfbon  with  a  fquadron  of  men  war,  in  or- 
der to  join  Sir  George  Rooke  in  the  M edit  er- 
rant an,  which  he  effected  the  27th,.  JV.  5. 

June  12.  Su%a  furrendered  to  the  French* 

June  15.  Pcrtalegre  in  Portugal  fur- 
rendered  to  king  PbiTtp,  and  foon  after 
Cr.fi  1  Da*vide. 

June  18.  A  proclamation  for  afcertain- 
iagthe  rates  of  foreign  coins  in  the  planta- 
tions. 

June  22.  A*.  S.  The  duke  of  Marlbo- 
rough, with  the  Englijb  and  Dutch  troops* 
joined  4he  Itnperialifts,  commanded  bv  prince 
Lrzcii  of  Baden,  at  Wejlerfteten. 

June  2$.  The  Confederate  army  en- 
camped within  two  leagues  of  the  irencir 
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and  Bavarians  j  and  on  the  19th  it  was  re- 
quired to  draw  near  Donawert. 

July  2.  The  duke  of  Marlborough,  and 
prince  /^wii  of  attacked  the  Bava- 

rian intrenchments  at  Sckellcnbcrg,  near  Do- 
r-aivtrt,  and  carried  them  after  a  lhort  dif- 
pute*  wherein  fix  thou  (and  were  killed  and 
wounded  on  the  ftde  of  the  allies,  and  lieute- 
nant general  Coor,  and  major  general  Bein~ 
btim,  in  the  Dutch  fervice,  were  killed. 
Prince  Lewis  of  Baden,  general  Tbungcn, 
count  cou uxStirum,  the  prince  o  Uejjr, 
lieutenant  general  /#W,  major  general  fa- 
land,  and  many  other  officers,  were  wounded. 
The  day  after  this  action,  the  Bavarian  gar- 
rifon  quitted  Donawert,  of  which  the  allies 
took  pi/fieflion.  The  enemy  had  Sooo  men 
killed,  and  the  confedaates  took  x6  pieces 
of  cannon,  and  13  ftan  i  of  colours. 

July  5.  The  army  of  the  allies  entered 
Bavaria,  and  the  Elector  retired  under  the 
cannon  of  Aujburgt. 

The  .  onJ'eaerate  Generals,  at  this  time, 
pmpofcl  terms  of  accommodation  to  the 
elector  of  Bavaria,  which  were  in  a  man- 
ner agncd  on;  but,  upon  advice  that  mar- 
ital Taliard  had  pafled  thr:  Black  Purefi,  in 
order  to  join  him,  the  Elector  broke  oft" 
the  treaty  ^  whereupon  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough detached  thirty  fquadrons  of  horfe, 
who  burnt  a\nd  plundered  the  country  of 
Bavaria  to  the  wails  Munich. 

July  6.  The  Parliament  of  Scotland  met, 
and  applied  to  her  Majcrty  to  have  the  pa- 
pers relating  to  what  was  called  the  Scotch 
plot  in  England  laid  before  them  ;  and  re- 
prefented,  that  the  intermeddling  of  the 
Englifk  Houie  of  Lords  in  that  matter  was 
an  incr*achmcnt  on  the  independency  of 
Scotland,  and  her  Majcfty's  prerogative,  as 
Queen  of  that  kingdom  j  and  deGred  &« 
ihuuld  take  fuch  meafures  as  might  prevent 
all  fuch  intermeddling  for  the  future* 

The  Scots  alfo  pafled  an  act,  the  5th  of 
Auguji,  called,  Tit  Atl  of  Security }  where- 
in they  enact,  that,  if  the  Queen  died  with- 
out iAue,  the  ftates  of  that  kingdom  mould 
have  power  tu  nominate  a  fucceflorj  provid- 
ed fuch  fuccetT  r  be  not  the  fucecflbr  of  the 
crown  of  England  ;  and  for  their  future  fe- 
curity  again  It  England,  they  enacted,  that 
the  whole  Proteftant  heritors,  and  all  the 
burgbs,  would  provide  themfelvet  with 
f.re  arms  for  all  the  fenfible  men  who  were 
Protectants,  and  they  flxould  be  disciplined 
once  a  month. 

The  Emperor  and  the  malecontente  of 
Hungary,  accept  of 
land  and  Holland. 


July  II.  StaniJJaus  'J.entinjki,  palatine 
of  Pcftn,  elected  king  of  PJand  by  the 
confeoerate  Pclet%  at  VSarJ&w,  being  f up- 
ported  by  the  king  of  Sweden.

Aug.t,.  N.S.  The  confederates, under  the 
command  of  prince  Eugene  and  the  duke 
of  Marlborough,  fought  the  French  and  Ba- 
varians, under  the  command  of  the  elec- 
tor of  Bavaria,  marlhal  Taliard,  and  mar- 
lhal Mar  fin,  at  HeckBet,  and  obtained  a 
compleat  victory.  Marlhal  Taliard,  and 
upwarda  of  i),O0O  French  and  Bavarians 
were  taken  prifonert,  and  near  20,000  kill- 
ed, wounded,  or  drowned  in  the  Danube ; 
there  were  taken  alfo  by  the  allies  above 
an  hundred  piece*  of  cannon,  24  mortars, 
129  colours,  17!  standards,  17  fair  of  kot* 
tledrums,  3600  tents,  with  their  treafure. 
baggage,  ammunition,  &e.  Nor  did  this 
victory  coll  the  allies  lefs  than  1 5,000  men 
killed  or  wounded.

liberty  of  Europe :  and  therefore  defired 
ftch  Supplies  as  might  be  requisite  for 


rying  on  the  nrxt  year's  fcrvlce,  and  recom- 
mended a  fpeedy  difpatch,  on  which  they 
muft  chiefly  depend,  for  the  disappointing* 
the  defigns  of  their  enemies  ;  and  defired 
rh*y  would  avoid  all  contentions  and  ani- 
mosities. 

The  H«»ufes  refpective'y  congratulated 
her  M^jcfty  on  the  fuccefs  of  the  campaign  ; 
and  allured  her,  they  would  improve  to  the 
utmoft  the  happy  opportunity  put  into  their 
hands. 

Nov.  2.  The  Commons  addrefTed  her 
Majefty,  to  beftow  a  bounty  on  the  foldiers 
and  feamen,  for  the  bravery  they  had  (hewn 
the  laft  fummcr.

That  the  iaw*  for  the  regulation  of  trade, 
cuftoms,  and  excife,  fhall  be  the  fame  in 
Sic:  fa  ad  as  England* 

Thercll  of  the  laws  of  Scotland  lo  remain 
as  before,  but  alterable  by  Parliament ;  the 
court  of  felfion,  and  other  courts  of  law,  to 
remain  in  Scotland  as  before. 

Sixteen  Peers  of  Scotland  fliould  ftt  in  the 
Britijb  Houfe  of  Lords,  and  45  reprefenta- 
tives  foro'iof/tfjk/in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  : 
all  the  Peers  of  Scotland  to  be  Peers  of  Great 
Britain,  and  enjoy  all  privileges  as  the  Peers 
•f  England  do,  except  fitting  in  the  Houfe 
«f  Lords,  and  upon  trials  of  Peers. 

The  refpe&ive  churches  of  England  and 
Scotland  were  confirmed  in  their  rights  and 
privileges  as  fundamental  and  eflcntial  con- 
ditions of  the  Union. 

Upon  palling  the  bill  for  ratifying  the 
Uniun,  the  Queen  made  a  fpeech,  cxpref-

The  duke  of  Savoy  finding 
the  taking  of  Tbcuhn  impracticable,  the 
French  having  aflembled  an  army  of  40,000 
men  within  the  lines  that  defended  the 
place,  he  caufcd  the  town  to  be  bombarded, 
and  this  day  retired  from  before  it,  re- 
patted  the  Var  the  xft  of  September,  and  the 
Col it  Tende  the  4th,  without  being  attack- 
ed by  the  French  in  his  retreat. 

At  Tboulon  eight  (hips  of  the  line  were 
burnt,  twenty  were  funk,  and  their  whole 
lefs  was  computed  at  500,000/. 

The  unaccountable  conduct  of  the  allies 
this  campaign  loft  them  almoft  all  the  ad- 
vantages they  had  gained  by  along  feries  of 
•uccefs  \  40,000  men  were  employed  in 
that  unlucky  project  of  befieging  Tboulon, 
and  15,000  more  were  detached  to  Naples, 
while  Spain  was  entirely  neglected.  The 
Referable  people  who  had  declared  forking 
Charles,  were  perfectly  fjcrificcd  to  his  ri- 
val king  Philip,  when  there  was  no  man- 
Mr  of  neceflity  for  it.  If  half  the  men 
employed  again*  Tbculon  and  Naples  had

been  eftabjiihed  on  that  throne,  and  Naples 
would  have  fallen  of  courfe  :  but  by  fend- 
ing fo  great  a  body  of  troops  to  Naples,  not 
only  Spain  was  loft,  but  the  attempt  on  Tbou- 
lon  probably  mifcarried  ;  at  leart  this  was 
one  reafon  that  entcrprizc  did  not  fuccceJ  j 
but  there  was  another,  on  which  great 
ftrefs  was  laid,  and  that  was,  the  inaction 
of  the  duke  of  Marlborough  this  campaign, 
who  neither  attempted  a  liege,  or  made  one 
motion  by  wayof  diverfion,  but  fufferedthe 
French  to  march  to  the  relief  of  Thou  Ion, 
without  giving  them  any  difturbances  on 
the  fide  of  Flanders* 

The  artillery  was  re-imbarked  on  board 
the  confederate  fleet.

Cadogan  had  embarked  there. 

March  12.  Late  at  night  Sir  George  Byng

July  zi.  The  duke*  of  Burgundy  and 
firr,yt  and  the  chevalier  de  St.  George,  hav- 
ing taken  the  field  with  the  duke  of  Ven- 
d.j'me,  and  laid  fiege  to  Oudenarde,  were  at- 
tacked near  that  place  by  the  duke  of 
Mjrlbonugb  and  prince  Eugene,  and  de- 
feated, and  forced  to  retire  to  Ghent*  Eight 
thoufand  of  their  troops  were  made  prifo- 
ners,  and  a  great  (laughter  made  amongft 
their  foot,  to  the  number  of  4000 1  the  al- 
lies took  ten  pieces  of  cannon,  one  hun- 
dred ftandards,  fix  colours,  eight  pair  of 
kettle  drums,  and  4000  ho  He.  The  lofs 
of  theallies  did  not  exceed  2000  men ,  among 
whom  were  one  major-general,  and  a  tew 


Tertoja  was  furrendered  to  the  duke  of 

Orkant. 

July  14*  The  king  of  Sweden  obtained 
a  victory  over  the  Afnfcwitn  at  Hol&wcxen. 

July  1  c.  The  duke  of  Marlborough,  af- 
ter the  battle  of  Oudenard*,  levelled  the 
French  lines  between  tyres  and  the  Lyt,  and 
put  Artoit  and  Ficardy  under  contribution. 

At  tbe  fame  time  the  French  laid  Dutch 
Flar.de  rt  under  contribution. 

Sir  John  Leake  failed  with  the  queen  of 
Spain,  (late  princefs  of  mifcmbnltle)  and  a 
reinforcement  of  6000  men,  from  Vado  in 
Italy  to  Catalonia,  where  they  arrived  the 
19th. 

July  iS.  A  proclamation  IflTued  for  a 
fbAnkfgiving  to  be  obferved  on  the  oth  of 
Au  gy.fi  for  the  fruftrating  the  invasion  of

Sept.  i3.  A  j:rcat  convoy  marching  from

Thecorpfe  of  the  prince  of 
Denmark  was  brought  from  Kcnfington  to 
H'efiminfier  \  and,  having  lain  in  it  ate  la 
the  painted  chamber  till  the  13th,  was  pri- 
vately interrtd  in  WcAminrtei  abbey.

7"he  Lord-chan- clior  aoquj'.nted 
the  Hou fes  with  the  mournful  occafion  of 
her  Majv  fly's  abf: nc?,  and  directed  the  Com- 
mons to  choufc  a  Speaker  j  whereupon  Sir 
Richard Onfiwo  was  chofen  and  approved  the 
1 8th,  when  the  L«»r  l-chancellor,  in  the 
name  of  the  Corrmiflnnrrs  appointed  to 
reprefert  the  Queen's  pcrfon,  made  a-fpeech 
to  the  Hoofes,  mewing,  that  the  war  waa 
much  ncar.r  be.ng   brought  to  a  period, 
than  it  was  the  lafl  f.flkn  }  and  faid,  her 
Majefty  believed  it  impoftible,  that  the  re- 
presentatives of  the  Brhifh  nation  .could 
endure  to  think  of  lofing  the  fruits  of  all 
their  pair  endeavours',  by  fubmitting  to  an 
infect  re  peace  j   that  the  war  would  not 
on\,y  require  to  be  fupported  in  the  fame 
decree  it  was  laft  campaign,  but  that  there 
muft  be  a  confiderable  augmentation  of 
troops  in  Flanders  to  prefervc  their  con- 
quers, and  a  fupply  provided  for  the  re- 
pair and  inrreafe  of  the  navy,  and  fortify- 
ing the  ports  j  he  alfo  recommended  the 
preparing  bills  for  confirming  and  improv- 
ing the  Union,  the  advancement  of  trade, 
and  ti.e  employment  of  the  poor.

She  told  them,  fhe  was  refolved  to  fupport 
and  encourage  the  church  of  England,  to 
preferve  the  Bririjh  conftitution  according 
to  the  Union,  and  to  maintain  the  indul- 
gence allowed  by  law  to  fcrupulous  con- 
sciences; and,  that  all  thefe  might  be  tranf- 
mttted  to  poftenty,  fhe  would  employ  none 
but  fuch  as  were  heartily  for  the  Proteftanf 
fucceffion  in  the  houfe  of  Harsyver,  the  in- 
tereft  of  which  family  no  perfon  could  be 
more  truly  concerned  for,  than  herfdf. 

The  Lords  aod  Commons,  in  their  re- 
fpective  addrefTes,  declared  their  concur- 
rence in  all  her  Maieny*  refolutions  men- 
tioned In  her  fpeech  ;  and  the  Commons 
defired,  that  fte  would  continue  her  power- 
ful influence  with  all  the  allies,  that  they 
might  exert  themfelves  in  the  common  - 
caufe,  with  refolutions  equal,  and -aids  pro- 
portionable to  theirs. 

The  Convocation  met,  and  Dr.  Attn* 
bury,  dean  of  Carlijle,  was  chofen  prolocu- 
tor of  the  lower-houfe. 

Nov.  28.  The  Turh,  at  the  infrance 
of  the  king  of  Sweden,  declared  war  apinft 
Miffrovy. 

Dee.  a.  The  allies  having  affembled 
their  troops,  began  their  march  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  Madrid  towards  An  agon, 
king  Charles  being  matched  with  looohorfe 
fome  days  before,  to  Barcthna. 

King  Phifip  returned  again  to  Madrid, 
and  met  with  a  much  kinder  reception  than 
his  rival,  king  Charles,  had  the  month  be- 
fore. 

The  czar  of  Mofcovy  reduced  Riga,  an<f 
the  whole  province  of  Livonia,  this  year, 
while  the  ktng  of  Sweden  remained  at  Ben- 
der in  the  territories  of  the  Turk* 

Dec.  to.  The  army  of  the  allies,  in 
their  march  from  Cafiile  towards  Arrdgon* 
divided  themfelves  into  two  bodies;  the 
Germans  and  Portuguefe,  under  count  Sta» 
rembergb,  toots  one  road,  and  general  Star.- 
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hope  with  the Engfi/h force*  another,  the  bet- 
ter to  fubfrftthc  troops  in  their  march,  as 
is  generally  faid  j  but  others  impute  it  to 
Stanfaptt  pride,  who  did  not  care  to  be 
commanded  by  Stareutbergb.  The  8th  init. 
general  StanUpe,  with  the  Bri/ijo  troops, 
confining  of  eight  battalions,  and  as  many 
fquadrons,  halted  at  BrU.uega,  where  he 
was  furpnfed  the  9th  by  kingPkilip's  army, 
which  furrounded  the  place.  The  Engiijh 
defended  therofelves  with  great  obAinacy 
till  the  10th  in  the  morning ;  and  then  hav- 
ing fpent  all  their  ammunition,  were  for- 
ced to  furrender  prifoncrs  of  war. 

Count  Stareutbergb  having  advice  of  the 
diftrefs  the  Britijb  troops  were  in  at  Bribue- 
ga,  marched  to  their  relief,  but  was  met  by 
ting  Philip,  and  the  duke  of  Vend  of  me  at 
Villa  Vicio$a,  abcut  a  league  from  Bribue- 
js,  the  xoth  inftar.t,  in  the  evening ; 
whereupon  a  battle  was  fought,  and  general 
Starembergb  gave  furncient  demonstration  of 
his  military  flcill,  by  giving  the  Spaniards  a 
defeat  when  he  was  not  half  their  number; 
however,  undcrrtanding  that  the  Briu/b 
troops  in  Bribuega  were  made  prifoncrs  of 
war  that  morning,  and  not  being  in  a  con- 
dition with  the  fraall  body  of  troops  he  had 
with  him  to  profecute  his  victory  ,  the  day 
after  the  battle  he  continued  his  march  to- 
wards Arragon,  without  being  difturbed  by 
the  enemy  ;  and,  having  withdrawn  the 
confederate  troops  out  of  the  garrifons  in 
that  kingdom,  marched  afterwards  to  Caia- 
Ionia. 

4  Lieutenant  general  Meredith,  major  gene- 
ral Mackartr/y,  and  brigadier  Uoneywcod, 
cauicred,  for  drinking  damnation  to  the 
prefcnt  miniiby  j  but  were  permitted  to  fell 
their  regiments.

atefs  of  the  allies  in  that  kingdom ;  and 
iirir,  they  took  notice  that  of  29*395  men 
.  provided  for  by  Parliament,  for  the  fervice 
of  the  war  in  Spain,  there  were  but  13,759 
so  that  kingdom  at  the  battle  of  Alnanxa  ; 
and  observed,  that  the  late  miniftry  had 
greatly  neglected  that  fervice,  which  was 
0/  the  greateft  importance. 

That  the  advice  of  the  earl  of  Gahvay, 
the  lord  Tyatvley,  and  general  Stanbcfe,  in 
Jaruary  1706,  for  an  offenfive  war  in 
Spain,  was  approved  by  the  miniftry  here, 
when  they  knew  of  the  deftgn  againft  Tbcy- 
hn\  and  her  Majefty's  name  was  ufed  to 
fupport  their  advice  againft  the  opinion  of 
king  Cbarldy  and  all  the  other  minifters 
and  generals,  which  was  the  unhappy  oc- 
eaftoo  of  the  battle  of  Almanxa%  one  great 
caufe  of  the  misfortunes  in  Spain*  and  of 
the  disappointment  of  the  duke  of  &rvoy's 
expedition  againft  Tbvulon }  and  they  obferv- 
ed,  that  the  earl  of  Ptttrhorougb,  during  the 
time  he  commanded  in  Spatny  had  perform- 
ed many  great  and  eminent  fcrvices  ;  and  if 
his  opinion  bad  been  followed  in  the  coun- 
cil of  war  at  Valencia,  the  misfortunes  that 
had  happened  in  Spin*,  had  probably  been 
prevented. 

Feb.  10.  The  Commons  alfo  drew  up  a 
representation  to  her  Majefty  of  the  ftate  of 
the  war;  and  obferved,  that  for  feveral 
years  the  fervice  had  been  inlarged,  and  the 
charges  of  it  increafed  beyond  the  bounds 
prrfcribed,  and  the  annual  fuppltcs  granted 
by  Parliament ;  to  which  new  and  illegal 
practice  they  did,  in  a  great  meafure,  afcrihe 
the  growth  of  the  heavy  debts  that  lay  up- 
on the  nation.  They  farther  took  notice  of 
the  mifapplicatinn  of  the  public  money  to 
other  purpofes  than  the  Parliament  provid- 
ed it ;  of  the  notorious  frauds  ot  the  brew, 
ers  who  ferved  the  navy ;  the  leaving  many 
millions  of  the  public  money  unaccounted 
for,  and  the  fquandering  away  great  fums 
upon  the  Palatines,  who  were  a  ufelefs  peo- 
ple, a  miature  of  all  religions,  and  dange- 
rous to  the  confutation  5  and  they  held. 


that  thofe  who  advifed  the  bringing  them 
over,  were  enemies  to  the  Queen  and  king- 
dom ;  they  reprefented,  that  the  late  mi- 
niftry depreiied  the  friends  of  hnr  Majefty 
and  the  church,  and  preferred  only  men  of 
licentious  and  impious  principles ;  and  that, 
if  her  Majefty  had  not  difplaced  there,  irre- 
parable mifchief  rauft  have  accrued  to  the 
public. 

The  Commons  alfo  reprefent  the  nejlecls 
of  the  Commiflioners  for  victualling  the 
navy,  particularly  in  fuffering  the  brewera 
to  defraud  the  public,  in  the  following  in- 
ftances :

Player j  another  brewer  at  Portfmtutb,  in- 
ftead of  7714  tons,  had  delivered  but  4164; 
Rolfe,  inftead  of  178a,  had  delivered  but 
1 101 ;  and  Brjf,  Ttlburfi^  and  Kelly,  thrre 
other' brewers,  had  committed  the  Kke 
frauds. 

It  feems,  the  captains  and  purfers  of  the 
mips  agreed  to  take  fo  much  fhort  of  what 
the  government  allowed  the  feveral  (hips 
companies ;  in  confederation  whereof,  the 
brewer  allowed  the  captain  and  purfer  a 
fum  of  money,  and  put  the  reft  in  his 
pocket  j  the  purfer  giving  him  a  receipt  for 
the  whole  :  and  this  practice  was  connived 
at  by  the  miniftry  fome  years.

The  Parliament  of  Great  Britain 
met,  and  her  Majefty  made  a  fpeech  to 
both  houfes  ;  wherein  fhe  acquainted  them, 
that,  Nofwitb/landing  the  art:  of  tbofe  flat 
defigbt  in  war,  both  time  and  place  were 
appointed  for  the  opening  a  treaty  of  a  ge- 
neral peace  ;  but  that  the  bell  way  to  have 
this  treaty  effectual,  was  to  make  an  early 
provifion  for  the  campaign  ;  and  therefore 
Ihe  defired  of  the  Commons  the  fupplies  for 
the  next  year's  frrvicc;  and,  as  fhe  had 
had  their  chcarful  concurrence  in  carry- 
ing on  this  long  and  cxpenfive  war,  fte 
allured  hcrfelf  no  true  Proteftant  or  good 
fubjee'r.  would  envy  Britain,  or  her,  the 
glory  and  fatisfaction  of  ending  the  fame 
by  a  juft  and  honourable  peace  ;  and  con- 
cluded with  recommending  to  them  una- 
nimity, that  the  enemy  might  not  think 
them  a  people  divided  among  themfelves, 
and  confcquently  prevent  the  obtaining  that 
good  peace,  of  which  flic  had  fuch  reafon- 
able  hope,  and  fo  near  a  view. 

In  the  debates  on  an  addrefs  of  thanks, 
it  was  propofed  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
to  reprefent  it  as  their  opinion,  Tbat  nt 
peace  could  be  fafe  or  honourable,  if  Spain 
and  the  Weft-Indies  were  allotted  to  any 
branch  of  the  houfe  of  Bourbon  }  and  though 
this  claufe  was  rejected  here,  yet  the  Lords 
thought  fit  to  infert  a  claufe  to  that  effect 
in  theirs. 

Dec.  10.  The  Commons  prefented  her 
Majefty  wi'h  an  addrefs  of  thanks  for  her 
fpeech,  and  aflured  her  they  had  an  entire 
confidence  in  her  wifdom  and  goodnefs  in 
fettling  the  terms  of  peace  }  and  that  they 
fliould  rake  all  pofliblc  care  to  prcferve  that 

I  unanimity  her  Majefty  had  recommended, 
and  nfe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  difap- 

I  point  as  well  the  arts  and  defigns  of  thofe 

j  who  for  private  views  may  delight  in  war/ 
as  the-  hopes  the  enemy  might  have  vainly 

*  entertained 
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entertained  of  receiving  advantage  from  any 
division  amongft  them. 

With  this  addrefs  her  Majefty  Shewed 
great  Satisfaction  in  her  anfwer :  but  to 
chat  of  the  Lords,  who  advifed  that  no 
peace  Should  be  made  without  the  French 
giving  up  Spain  and  the  fVefi- Indies ;  She 
did)  jbe  jbifuld  be  forty  jiny  erne  could  think  fl:e 
iv  2  it  Id  not  do  her  utmlfl  to  recover  Spain  and 
the  Weft-Indies  from  the  houfe  of  Bourbon. 

Dec*  19.  A  proclamation  was  iflued,  for 
a  public  fad  to  be  obferved  the  16th  of 
January y  for  a  blciUng  on  the  intended 
treaty  of  peace. 

Dec.  21.  Mr.  Lockart,  from  the  com- 
mifiioncrs  of  the  public  accounts,  made  a 
report  from  ibme  undue  practices  they  hud 
discovered  in  their  examinations  relating 
Co  the  affairs  of  the  army  ;  viz*  that  the 
duke  of  Marlborough  had  taken  to  his  own 
ufe,  of  the  perfons  he  contracted  with  for 
the  foldiers  bread,  63,319/.  and  upwards: 
that  he  had  referved  to  himfclf  alfo  two 
and  an  half  pgr  cent*  out  of  the  pay  of  the 
foreign  troops,  amounting  to  460,061/.  in 
ail  523,380V.  being  public  money,  and 
which  he  had  never  accounted  for;  and 
that  he  had  allowed  hU  fecretary  Mr.  Car- 
dcnnel  to  receive  of  the  contractors  500  gold 
ducats  on  the  fighing  of  every  contract j 
and  Mr.  Sweet,  the  deputy  pay-mafter  in 
Holland,  to  deduct  one  per  cent,  for  all  the 
money  to  be  paid  the  contractors  for  bread. 

That  Robert  Walpole,  efq.  when  he  was 
fecretary  of  war,  received  of  the  contractors 
for  forage  in  Scotland,  to  his  own  ufe,  500 
guineas,  and  a  note  for  500  more  :  that. 
Sir  David  Dalrymple  had  200  guineas  of  the 
Scctcb  contractors  :  and  that  the  earl  of 
Lsven,  commander  in  chief  in  Scotland, 
received  tool,  per  annum  of  them. 

Dec.  23.  The  privy- feal  was  delivered  to 
Sir  George  Beaumont,  bart.  Robert  Byerley, 
and  Edward  Nicholas,  efqrs.  commiilioners 
for  executing  that  office,  in  the  abfence  of 
the  bifhop  of  Brijlol,  who  was  made  one  of 
the  plenipotentiaries  for  the  treaty  of  peace 
at  Utrecht. 

Dee.  28.  Her  Majefty,  by  her  writ,  called 
to  the  Houfe  of  Lords  James  lord  Comptom, 
el  deft  fun  to  the  earl  of  Northampton,  and 
Chatles  lord  Bruce,  eldoft  fon  to  the  carl  of 
jSylejbury. 

Dec.  30.  Upon  the  reprefentatton  of  the 
Commons  of  the  public  money  the  duke  of 
Marlborough  had  converted  to  his  own  ufe, 
her  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  turn  the  Duke 
•at  <«f  all  his  places,  as  the  Duchcfs  had 
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been  before  oat  of  hers.  The  places  they 
both  held,  at  a  moderate  computation, 
amounted  to  62,325/.  per  annum,  befidca 
what  had  he  made  by  the  contracts  for  the 
foldiers  bread  ;  by  the  two  and  an  half  per 
ant.  he  deducted  out  of  the  pay  of  the 
foreign  troops  ;  and  be  fides  the  prct'ents  be 
received  from  the  Emperor,  the  Mate* 
General,  the  Icing  of  Prujjia,  the  elector 
of  Hanover,  and  other  princes  ;  and  by 
farc-guarJs,  which  laft  was  no  inconsider- 
able article  :  nor  is  Bl.nhthn  caftle,  and  the 
eftate  at  rVood/lcck,  reckoned  in  this  ac- 
count. 

Robert  lyaipclf,  efq.  and  Mr.  Cardennel, 
were  expelled  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  lor 
their  breach  of  truftt  in  converting  the 
public  money  to  their  own  uies. 

Her  Majefty  created  ten  peers. 

1711-12,  Jan.  1.  The  duke  of  Or  men  J 
was  constituted  captain-general  of  all  her 
Majefty's  forces  in  Great  Britain,  and  co- 
lonel of  the  firft  troop  of  guards. 

The  duke  of  Northumberland  was  made 
captain  of  the  firft  troop  of  horfe-guards. 

The  earl  of  Rivers  was  made  mafter- 
general  of  the  ordnance,  and  colonel  of 
the  regiment  of  blue  horfe,  in  the  room  of 
the  duke  ot  Northumberland. 

Jan.  4.  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy  arrived 
in  England  from  the  Em;>eror,  to  endea- 
vour to  divert  the  Queen  from  entering  into 
a  treaty  of  peace. 

Jan.  8.  The  marquis  d'UxeUes,  abbot 
de  Polignac,  and  Mr.  Mcfnager,  the  three 
plenipotentiaries,  arrived  at  Utrecht ;  as  did 
alfo  about  the  fame  time  eight  from  the 
States-General  ;  and  biihop  Robinfon,  and 
the  lord  Raby  from  England. 

Jan.  11.  The  duke  of  Beaufirt,  was 
made  captain  of  the  band  of  pen  fi oners,  in 
i»e  room  of  the  duke  of  St.  Albans. 

Brigadier  Hill,  brother  to  lady  Ma/ham, 
was  made  lieutenat  of  the  Tower,  in  the 
room  of  lieutenant  general  Cadcgan. 

Jan.  17.  The  duke  of  Somerset  was  re- 
moved from  the  place  of  rnafter  of  the 
horfe. 

Her  Majefty  being  indifpofed,  fent  mef- 
fages  to  both  Houfes,  acquainting  them, 
that  her  plenipotentiaries  were  arrived  at 
Utrecht,  and  had  begun  to  concert  themoft 
proper  ways  of  procuring  a  juft  fctisfaftion 
to  all  the  allies  j  and  that  they  might  de- 
pend upon  her  Maiefty's  communicating  to 
her  Parliament  the  terms  of  peace,  before 
they  Should  be  concluded  j  and  the  world 
might  now  fee  how  groundiefs  thofe  mali- 
cious. 
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were  of  her  treating  of  a 
Separate  peace. 

The  meiliges  to  each  Houfe  were  the 
f  ime;  only,  in  that  to  the  Lords,  her  Ma- 
jefty recommended  to  their  consideration 
the  bar  J  (hip  the  Scotch  peers  lay  under,  in 
bring  incapaciated  to  be  peers  or  Great 
Britain  j  and  defired  their  advice  in  fet- 
tling that  art  air  to  the  fatisfaftion  of  the 
whole  kingdom.  It  had  been  adjudged 
ay  the  Houfc  of  Peers,  in  the  cafe  of 
euke  lljmt/rot:,  whom  the  Qjieen  had 
created  duke  of  Branden,  thu  no  Scotch 
sr,  created  a  peer  fince  the  Union,  could 
in  Parliament,  though  the  Queen  was 
at  liberty  to  mcrcaic  the  Peerage  of  Eng- 
land, as  fhe  faw  fit,  and  confequently  to 
make  a  greater  majority  of  Englifb  peers  in 
the  Houfe  of  Loids,  than  theie  was  at  the 
time  of  the  Union. 

The  commilTuoers  of  the  general  af- 
fembly  in  Scot/and  alfo  dr  w  up  an  addrefs 
to  her  Majefty,  fetting  forth,  That,  by  the 
aft  for  the  Union  of  the  two  kingdoms,  all 
the  aftt  for  fecuring  the  Proteftant  reli- 
gion, and  Prelbyterian  government,  in 
Scotland,  were  ratified  and  confirmed,  as 
eftential  and  fundamental  conditions  01  the 
Union,  even  beyond  the  reach  of  Parlia- 
ment; and  that  they  were  greatly  furprifed 
and  arai&ed  therefore,  that  a  bill  fliould 
be  brought  in  for  the  allowing  a  bound lefs 
toleration  in  Scotland,  which  threatened 
the  overthrow  of  their  church,  and  gave 
a  licence  to  all  manner  of  errors,  irreli- 
gious difputes,  and  blafphemies  j  and  there* 
lore  conjure  her  Majefty  to  make  ufc  of 
her  authority  to  prevent  the  palling  of  it. 
But  her  Majefty,  thinking  a  toleration 
in  the  north  as  reafonable  as  in  the  fouth 
part  of  the  ifland,  did  not  think  fit  to  in- 
terpofe. 

She  concluded  both  mefTages  with  de- 
firing  they  would  rind  a  remedy  for  fup- 
preffing  falfe  and  fcandalous  libels. 

Robert  Walpolt,  ef<j.  a  member  of  the 
Hoafe  of  Commons,  and  late  trcafurer  of 
war,  was  committed  to  the  Tower,  for 
corrupt  practice  in  payment  of  the  troops 
in  Scotland  \  which  occasioned  great  de- 
bates in  the  Houfe,  that  laid  open  hi' 
conduct  in  a  very  difcrcditable  light,  and 
gained  him  a  general  cenfure. 

There  was  f»»und  in  a  plowed  field  in  the 
puifh  of  Stvwfield,  near  Wocdfhck  in  Ox- 
ferdfl/ire,  an  intire  teffellated  Roman  pave- 
ment, 35  feet  in  length,  and  20  in  breadth, 
compofed  of  little  fquare  ftortes  of  the  big- 
acft  of  dice,  of  fcvcral  colours,  and  dif- 


pofed  in  a  regular  order.  It  appeared  t* 
have  been  made  upwards  of  1400  years. 

Jan.  24.  The  Commons  voted,  That 
the  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  which  the 
duke  of  Marlborough  dedufted  from  the 
foldicrs  pay  for  bread  and  forage,  was^»4fc 
rtr,rt{yt  and  ought  to  be  accounted  for  j  an4 
that  the  deducting  it  was  illegal  and  ur.~joar- 


Jan.  26.  The  new 
Vtenna  from  Frankfort. 

Jan.  The  coontefs  of 
and  the  lady  Rial  ton,  daughters  to  the  duke 
of  Marlborough,  refigned  their  places  as 
ladies  of  the  bed-chamber. 

Jan.  29.  The  archbifhup  of  Tuam,  and 
Sir  Conftantine  Pbifpt,  lord  chancellor  of 
Ireland,  were  con/tituted  lords  juftices  nf 
that  kingdom,  in  the  abfence  of  the  duke 
of  Ormond. 

William  Stewart,  e(q.  was  made  general 
of  the  foot,  and  commander  in  chief  of  her 
Majefty's  forces  in  Ireland,  during  the  ab- 
fence of  the  duke  of  Or  mend. 

Jan.  29.  JV.  6\  The  firft  general  con- 
ference was  he.'d  between  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries at  Utrecht.  It  was  opened  by  the 
lord  bifliop  of  Brifiol,  firft  plenipotentiary 
of  Great  Britain:,  with  a  fpecch  fuitable  to 
the  occafion. 

Feb.  9.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to  an 
aft  for  granting  an  aid  to  bcr  Majefty,  to 
be  raifed  by  a  land-tax  in  Great  Britain,  for 
the  fervice  of  the  year  1712. 

An  aft  for  preserving  the  Proteftant  re- 
ligion, by  better  fecuring  the  church  of 
b  r.glaitd  as  by  laweftabliftud  \  and  for  con- 
firming the  toleration  granted  to  Proteftant 
Diffcnters,  by  an  aft,  intitled,  An  aft  for 
exempting  their  Majeftics  Proteftant  fub- 
jefts  diflcnting  from  the  church  of  England, 
from  the  penalties  of  certain  laws ;  and  for 
fupplying  the  defefts  t her: of ,  and  for  tie 
further  fecuring  the  Proteftant  fucceftton* 
by  requiring  the  pracVifcrs  of  the  law  in 
North  Britain  to  take  the  oaths,  and  fob* 
fcribe  the  declaration  therein  mentioned. 

An  aft  for  charging  and  continuing  the 
duties  upon  malt,  mum,  cyder,  and  perry^ 
fur  the  fervice  of  the  year  171a;  and  for 
applying  part  of  the  coinage  duties  to  pay 
the  deficiency  of  the  value  of  plate  coined  , 
and  to  pay  for  the  recoining  the  old  money 
in  Scotland. 

An  aft  for  fettling  the  precedence  of  the 
moft  excellent  princefs  Sofbia,  cleftfefr  and! 
duchefs  dowager  of  Hanover,  of  the  eleftor 
her  fon,  and  of  the  electoral  prince  the  duke 
of  Cambridge. 
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An  aft  to  repeal  the  aft  of  the  fcventh 
year  of  her  Majcfty's  reign,  inticlcd,  An  aft 
for  naturalizing  foreign  Proteibnts,  ex- 
cept uhat  relates  to  the  children  of  her 
Majefty's  natural-born  fubjefts,  born  out  of 
her  Mfijefty's  allcgance. 

Feb.  11.  The  French  plenipotentiaries 
delivered  in  their  propofals  at  the  congrcfi 
at  Utrecht ,  -Ahich  were  Itiled,  A  particular 
explanation  cf  tbe  offers  of  France  for  a  gene- 
ra/ p<ace. 

The  dauphinefs  of  France,  Maria  Ade- 
hida  of  Savoy,  died,  in  the  26th  year  of 
ber  ate.  Six  days  after,  her  bufband,  Lewis 
the  d-oipbin,  died,  in  the  30th  year  01  his 
age.  His  eldett  fon,  who  was  five  years 
•ldt  died  likewife  a  few  days  after. 

Feb.  16.  The  Houfe  of  Lords  attended 
the  Queen  with  an  addrcf.,  rsprri'cntir  g 
their  indignation  at  the  diiho.tutir.ib2c  treat- 
ment of  her  Majcfty  by  France,  in  propofi.'.g 
to  acknowledge  her  title  to  the  crown,  no 
fooner  than  when  the  peace  fhould  be  fign- 
ed  ;  and  ex  prilling  all  their  rcfentment  at 
the  terms  of  peace  offered  by  France  j  re- 
newing their  promifes  to  {rand  by  her  with 
their  1ms  and  fortunes,  if  (he  would  con- 
tinue the  war. 

To  which  add  re  f*  her  Mj  jetty  only  an- 
fwered,  that  (he  thanked  them  for  the 
seal  they  had  expreflcd  for  her  honour,  and 
for  the  aflurancc*  they  gave  of  alliiHng  her. 

Feb,  14.  The  duke  of  OrmonJ  was  con- 
stituted general  of  all  her  Majcfty *s  forces. 

March  3.  The  royal  aflent  was  given  to 
an  aft  to  prevent  the  disturbing  tbe  epif- 
copal  communion  in  Scotland  in  the  exer- 
cife  of  their  religious  worfhipj  and  to  re- 
peal an  aft  pa  (Ted  in  Scotland,  inlitkd,  an 
aft  againft  irregular  baptifms  and  marriages. 

March  4.  The  Commons  attended  her 
Majcfty  with  a  reprcfentation,  (hewing  the 
hardships  the  allies  had  put  on  England  in 
carrying  on  this  war. 

They  (hew,  firft,  that  the  ex  pence  of 
England,  in  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
amounted  to  but  about  3.700,000/.  but  was 
now  increafed  to  6,9,00,000/*  and  upwards, 
by  being  obliged  to  fuppry  the  defictences 
of  her  allies ;  that  the  States  Ceneral  were 
frequently  deficient  two  thirds  of  the  quota 
of  (hipping  they  ftipulated  to  provide, 
which  not  only  increafed  the  charge  of 
the  EngTifh,  but  was  the  occafion  of  great 
damage  to  the  royal  navy,  and  the  deftruc- 
rion  of  the  merchants  (hips,  which  were 
deftroyed  for  want  of  convoys,  the  Englijb 
men  of  war  being  employed  in  other  fer- 
Tice  :  and  that  the  Dutch  had  alfo  been  dc- 


fkicnt  in  the  Netherlands  upwards  of  20,000 
men  of  their  quota  ot  troops:  that  the  whole 
burj  n  of  the  war  almoft,  in  Spain  and 
Portugal  had  of  late  been  tbiown  upon 
the  Englijh ;  the  Dutch  had  every  year 
leflcned  their  troops  in  Spain  and  /V- 
tugal  i  and  the  Emperor,  who  was  mod 
nearly  concerned,  had  no  troops  at  all  in 
pay  there,  till  the  laft  year  of  the  war,  and 
then  but  one  Angle  regiment :  that,  on  the 
contrary,  the  Engfyh  did  not  only  maintain 
6o,coo  men  in  tht  Spani/ti  war,  but  the 
charge  of  the  (hif  f>ing  only  employed  in 
that  fervice,  amounted  to  above  8,0c 0,000 
fterling  :  and,  in  (hort,  that  England  had 
expended  in  the  war,  beyond  its  quota,  * 
above  19,000,000  of  money  j  all  which 
the  late  miniftry  had  not  only  connived  at, 
but,  in  many  inrhncrs,  contrived  and  en- 
couraged, upon  private  views  ;  that  the 
J  greater  our  fuccefs  had  been,  the  heavier 
had  been  the  burden  on  the  part  of  Eng- 
i  land  j  and  that  new  dominions  were  daily 
conquered  for  the  allies,  while  they  abated 
their  (hare  of  the  expence  j  and  it  could  not 
be  excelled  they  (hould  ever  be  weary  of 
inlarging  their  territories  at  the  charge  of 
England,  efpecially  whep  even  the  revenues 
of  the  conquered  countries  were  not  applied 
to  the  carrying  on  the  war. 

That,  though  Br'vain  had  borne  as  great 
a  (hare  of  the  warastlie  whole  confederacy, 
no  advantages  had  been  ftipulated  fur  her  $ 
but,  on  the  contrary*  the  late  barrier  treaty 
with  the  Dutch  was  dtftruftive  10  our  trade, 
and  the  putting  Newport  and  other  placet 
in  Flanders  into  their  hands,  made  the  trade 
of  the  Englijb  to  the  Netherlands  precarious, 
and  the  ftrength  of  that  country,  which 
Britain  had  fo  largely  contributed  to  reduce, 
might  hereafter  be  employed  againft  L'ritain* 
And  they  rcfolved,  that  the  lord  Towrnf- 
bendy  who  negociated  the  barrier  treaty  with 
the  Dutch,  and  all  others,  who  advifed  the 
ratifying  it,  were  enemies  to  the  ftate. 

Upon  this  representation,  the  Queen 
ordered  the  earl  of  Stratford  to  notify  to 
the  States,  that,  unlefs  they  made  up  their 
quota  of  troops  in  the  Netherlands,  her  Ma- 
jefty  would  reduce  the  number  of  Brjtifh 
troops  there. 

March  5.  The  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
allies  at  Utretcht  delivered  in  their  refpecxive 
fpecific  demands  to  the  French  plenipoten- 
tiaries }  and  infifted,  that  the  French  (hould 
give  a  fpecific  anfwer  in  writing  to  tbe  fpe- 
cific demands  of  the  allies ;  but  this  the 
French  refuted,  and  propofed  to  treat  ver 
bally  of  the  matters  remaining  in 
Ppp 
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between  them)  which  the  Britifk  plenipo- 
tentiaries at  length  agreed  to. 

March  13.  Prince  Eugene  had  his  audi- 
ence of  leave.  Her  Majefty  prcfented  him 
with  a  fword  of  the  Value  of  5000/,  but  it 
feems  be  could  not4  prevail  upon  her 
CD  continue  the  war  any  longer  at  her 
own  expence,  or  induce  ber  to  believe  his 
milter  would  contribute  more  to  it  than  he, 
had  done. 

-  March  17.  Her  Majefty  iffued  a  procla- 
mation, ottering  a  reward  of  100/.  to  any 
One  that  mould  discover  a  Mohock. 
'  171a,  March  26.  George  earl  of  Nor- 
tbarrp'.cti  waj  made  conftabU:  of  the  Tower 
of  tendon. 

April  9.  The  duke  of  Qrmtnd,  accom- 
panied by  feveral  of  the  nobility  and  per- 
sons of  Quality,  fet  out  for  Flanders* 
•  April  11.  Louifa-Maria-Tertfa,  younpeft 
daughter  to  the  fate  king  James,  died  at  St. 
Ccrmains  in  France,  in  the  J  9th  year  and 
XI  th  month  of  ber  age. 

April  14.  ?be  upper-houfe  of  Convoca- 
tion acknowledged  the  validity  of  lay-bap- 
tifm,  which  the  lower-houfe  feemed  to  de- 
ny, and  occasioned  a  difpute  between  them. 
:  The  Convocation,  which  fat  with  the 
Parliament,  ftill  carry^  on  their  difputes 
about  prorogation,  and  fome  Nonjurors  en- 
tertained odd  notions  about  the  Eucharift 
being  a  proper  facrirke,  the  necemty  of 
prieftly  abfolution,  the  invadility  of  lay- 
baptifm ;  and  others  condemn  the  fiiprema- 
cy  of  the  crown  in  ecclefuftical  matters,  &c. 

The  confederate  forces  began  to  take  the 
field.  * 
'  April  20.  The  French  refugees  petitioned 
the  Queen  to  fupport  their  ihtereft  in  the 
prefent  treaty  of  peace,  the  earl  of  Dart- 
mouth Informed  them,  that,  ftrift  orders  had 
been  given  to  the  BrgrHh  plenipotentiaries 
to  the  fame  effect ;  but,  notwithftanding, 
they  were  not  duly  taken  care  of. 

Thomas  earl  of  Stratford came  from  Utrecht 
to  the  Hague,  and  earneftly  pre  (Ted  the 
States  to  come  into  the  Queen's  meafores, 
but  did  not  acquaint  them  what  they  were. 
■'May  to.  Secretary  St.  John  fent  a  letter 
to  the  duke  of  Ormcnd,  wrth  the  Queen's 
pofitive  command,  that  he  mould  avoid  en- 
gaging in  any  fiege,  or  hazarding  a  battle, 
till  he  received  further  orders  from  England* 
Mai  22.  The  tcv:j1  aflent  was  given  to 
an  act  for  laying  feveral  duties  upon  all  foap 
and  paper  made  in  or  imported  into  Great 
Britain,  and  upon  chequered  and  ftriped

The  confederate  armies  parted  the  Schc/d, 
and  the  duke  of  Oimond  took  his  quarters 
at  MarrtUnneu  The  quarter-marten  gene- 
ral having  viewed  the  enemy's  army,  de- 
clared there  was  a  fine  opportunity  of  at- 
tacking them;  the  duke  could  not  help  dis- 
covering the  orders  he'had  received,  which 
the  allies  were  highly  fhocked  at,  though 
they  had  fufpccleJ  it  for  fome  time. 

The  Commons  hearing  of  it,  feme  moved 
for  an  addrefs  to  the  Queen,  to  give  in- 
(tru ctidns  to  her  general  in  Flinders,  to 
profecute  the  war  with  the  utrooft  vigour, 
but  it  was  carried  in  the  negative. 

The  Lords  likewife  took  the  affair  into 
consideration,  and  (hewed  the  ill  confe- 
rences of  fuch  a  proceeding,  and  the  ne- 
cefllty  of  carrying  on  the  war  with  vigour  j 
but,  after  long  debates  (wherein  the  duke, 
of  Marlborough  was  feverely  reflected^ on 
by  earl  Paulet,)  nothing  was  determined. 

The  Dutch  complained  to  the  bifhop  of 
Brifiol  of  the  order  given  to  the  duke  of 
Orpnnd  without  their  concurrence}  he  told 
them  her  Majefty  had  much  more  reafon  to 
complain,  finer,  notwithstanding  all  the 
advances  (he  had  made,  in  order  to  engage 
them,in  a  plan  of  peace,  they  had  not  an- 
tVered  her  as  they  ought,  and  as  her  Ma- 
jefty  hoped  they  would  ;  and  therefore  they 
ought  not  to  be  furprifed,  if  her  Majefty 
did  now  th  ink  htrfelf  at  liberty  to  enter  into 
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feparate  meafures,  in  order  to  obtain  peace. 
However,  her  Majefty  hoping  they  would 
at  length  be  induced  to  enter  into  more  peace- 
able meafures,  confented  to  the  fiege  of 

Stftfitoy. 

June  6.  The  Qu/en  came  to  the  Houfe 
of  Peers,  and  communicated  to  the  Parlia- 
ment the  terms  on  wwVi  a  peace  might  be 
made. 

The  principal  articles  were,  that  the 
French  king  fhould  acknowledge  the  Pro- 
tcftant  fucceflion,  and  remove  the  Pretender 
out  of  his  dominions. 

That  France  and  Spain  were  never  to  be 
united  in  one  head,  but  the  rcfpecVive 
Kings  were  to  make  renunciations  for  them- 
felves  and  their  heirs. 

That  Newfoundland,  St.  CLriJkpbtr  s,  Hud- 
fon%-fiajf  &c.  were  to  be  yielded  to  the 
Bnglith\  as  alfo  CihraJter  and  the  illand  of 
Minorca- 

That  Naples,  Sardinia,  and  Milan,  would 
be  yielded  to  the  Emperor,  and  a  barrier 
eftabhfhcd  in  Flanders,  on  the  Rhine,  and  in 
Savoy* 

And  that  Dunkirk  fhould  be  demoliuSed, 
and  Annapolis  and  Nova  Scotia  in  North 
America,  mould  be  yielded  to  Great  Britain, 
Qutfnoy  was  inverted  by  the  allies. 
June  %,  The  Commons  addrefled  her  Ma* 
jefty,  alluring  her,  they  had  an  entire  con- 
fidence (he  would  Aeadily  purfue  the  true 
intereft  of  her  own  kingdoms,  and  endea- 
vour to  procure  for  all  her  allies  what  was 
due  to  them  by  treaties,  and  what  was  nc- 
cefTary  for  their  fecurity. 

June  10.  The  Lords  alfo  addrcfted  her 
Majefty.  alluring  her,  that  they  did  en- 
tirely rely  on  herwifdom  to  finifh  that  great 
and  good  work  ot  peace  (he  had  entered 
upon. 

The  Commons  refolved,  that  a  certain 
preface  of  bifliop  F/rrfttWsto  his  fermoot* 
calumniating  her  M.  jetVy  for  changing  her 
mioiftry,  and  hearkening  to  propofals  of 
peace,  was  malicious  and  factious,  tending 
to  create  difcord,  iec.  and  ordered  it  tq  be 
burnt  in  the  palace-yard  by  the  commqp 
hangman. 

June  11.  The  duke  of  Vendojme  died  in 
Spain,  as  be  was  upon  the  road  from  Vahm* 
cia  to  La  da. 

Sir  WilUam  tPyndham,  bart.  was  made  fe* 
cretary  of  war  in  the  room  of  lord  Lastf» 
down,  who  ■-  as  foon  after  made  comptroller 
of  her  Maje fly's  houfhotd.  .1 
June  16.  The  bifhop  of  Briftid  repre- 
sented to  the.  States-general  the  necefTuy  of 
(  a  (ufpen£©o  of  arms  in  the  Nttberknds^  io> 
I    Pppt  aid* 
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crder  to  facilitate  the  conclusion  of  the 
treaty. 

The  duke  of  Orntond  alfo  acquainted 
prince  Eugene  and  the  field  deputies,  that 
he  had  received  orders  to  agree  with  the 
French  to  a  ceflaticn  of  arms  for  two  months, 
and  to  fend  ten  battalions  to  Dunkirk,  which 
the  French  had  offered  to  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  Queen  as  a  £:curity  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  offers  the  French  king  had  made ; 
and  he  declared  alfo,  that  he  would,  in  three 
or  four  days, march  off  withthe  Britifh  troops 
and  the  foreigners  in  the  Queen's  pay,  and 
gave  the  generals  orders  to  follow  him,  but 
the  foreign  generals  decl  ared,  they  could 
not  feparate  from  the  army  of  prince  £«- 
gene,  without  cxprefs  orders  from  their  ma- 
ilers ;  whereupon  the  duke  of  Ormond  con- 
tinued fome  days  longer  in  his  camp. 

Lieutenant-general  Webb  was  made  lieu- 
tenant general  and  commander  in  chief  of 
ail  her  Majefty's  forces  in  Qreat  Britain,  in 
the  room  of  general  Erie. 

The  duke  of  Marlborough  challenged 
lord  Paufet,  for  infinoating  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  that  his  grace  contrived  to  knock  his 
officers  on  the  head,  in  order  to  fill  his  pock- 
ets, by  difpofing  of  their  commiflions,  but 
the  duel  waa  prevented. 

Brigadier  Hill  was  made  lieutenant- 
general  of  the  ordnance  in  the  room  of  ge- 
neral Erie. 

John  duke  of  Jrgyle,  was  alfo  appointed 
general  and  commander  in  chief  of  all  the 
land-forces  in  Scotland,  and  captain  of  the 
company  of  foot  in  Edinburgh  caftle. 

The  generals  of  the  foreign  troops  in 
Britifh  pay  being  commanded  by  the  duke  of 
Ormond  to  march,  they  all  refufed,  except 


Major-general  Grweflein,  governor  of 
Bcuchain,  having  been  detached  by  prince 
Eugene,  with  a,bout  1 500  horfe,  dragoons, 
Sxc.  made  a  fuccefsful  incurfion  into  France, 
and  having  ravaged,  plundered,  and  burnt 
feveral  open  towns  and  villages  in  Cham' 
pagnt  and  Metz,  and  ftruck  terror  as  far  as 
Parte,  made  his  retreat  by  Traerbach  to 
Mfte/lricbt:  but  the  French,  in  revenge, 
plundered  Tortcle,  &c. 

Mr-  fecretary  St.  John  reported  to  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  that  their  addrefs  re- 
lating to  the  rents  of  the  biftiops  lamb  in 
North  Britain,  which  remain  in  the  crown, 
having  been  prefented  to  her  Majefty,  flie 
had  commanded  him  toacquaint  that  Houfe, 
that  the  profits  of  thofe  lands  (hould  be  ap- 
plied to  the  fupport  of  fuch  of  the  epifcopnl 
clergy  there  as  mould  take  the  oaths  ac- 
cording to  the  defire  of  that  Houfe* 
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He  likewife  acquainted  the  foreign  mini-, 
iters  at  London,  that  her  Majefty  had  re- 
ceived advice  that  their  marten  troops  in 
her  fervice  refufed  to  obey  the  duke  of  Or- 
tr.Tnd,  and  that,  if  they  perfiftcd  in  that 
refolntion,  her  Majefty  would  pay  them 
neither  fubftftence,  fubfidy,  nor  arrears.

died  at  Chejbunt  in  Hertfudjhirc,  in  the  90th 
year  of  his  age. 

July  16.  Prince  Eugene,  with  the  con- 
federate forces,  and  the  Britifh  mercenaries, 
feparaled  from  the  duke  of  Ormond%  and 
Che  next  day  laid  fiege  to  Landrecy.

The  duke  of  Ormir.d,  with  the  Britijb 
forces,  marching  towards  Dunkirk,  they 
were  denied  entrance  Wo  B  ouch  am  and 
Do-way,  (in  which  laft  place  the  Britifh  hof- 
pital  was)  by  the  Dutch}  whereupon  the 
duke  bent  his  march  towards  Ghent*  of 
which  city  and  Bruges,  he  took  pofieflion 
•n  the  13d  of  July,  N.  S.  and  detached  fix 
battalions  to  rciniorce  the  garrifon  of  Dun- 
kirk. 

The  reft  of  the  Britifh  troops  encamped 
between  the  Lyi  and  the  canal  of  Bruges 
and  Ghent. 

July  %4>  N.  S.  Mar(hal  Pillars  attack- 
ed the  earl  of  Albemarle,  who  was  encamped 
with  thirteen  battalions  and  thirty  fqua- 
drunt  at  Denain,  to  fecure  the  communica- 
tion of  the  allies  with  Marchiennes,  where 
was  their  grand  magazine.  In  this  altion, 
the  earl  of  Albemarle  was  taken  prifonerj 
count  DLona,  lieutenant-general  and  go- 
vernor of  Mons,  was  drowned  in  the  Scbeld; 
mat  Xaffan  mdenburgh  killed  by  the 


fword  }  3000  more  killed  and  wounded, 
and  as  many  made  prifoner*  \  and  a  vast 
quantity  of  ammunition  and  provifion, 
twelve  pieces  of  cannon,  thirty-feven  co- 
lours, and  three  ftandards  were  taken  by 
the  French. 

July  16.    Tbcmas  duke  of  Leeds  died,  in 
the  8  lit  year  of  hi*  age. 

July  27.  A  Quarrel  happened  at  Utrecht, 
between  the  French  and  Dutch  plenipoten- 
tiaries, occasioned  by  the  fervants  of  the 
French  min ifters  laughing  at  thofe  of  the 
Dutch,  upon  the  news  of  their  defeat  ac 
Denain.  For  this  intolerable  affront,  the 
fervants  of  the  count  De  Rcclnren,  one  of 
the  Dutch  mi  Bi tiers,  fell  upon  the  fervants 
of  MonC  Mejnager,  and  beat  them  \  and 
when  the  French  demanded  fatisfa&ion  of 
count  De  Reebtcren,  he  teemed  ,  to  julhfy 
.his  fervants.  This  accident  long  fuipend- 
ed  the  negotiations  of  peace. 

July  31.  Morchienr.es  furrendered  to 
the  French  >  and  the  garrifon,  confirming  of 
between  four  and  five  thqufand  men,  were 
made  prifoners  of  war.  In  this  place  was 
above  300,000  weight  of  powder,  which 
the  Dutch  commiflary  c  aufud  to  be  funk  in 
the  Scarf  e  before  the  fiege :  there  wrre  al- 
fo  100  pieces  of  cannont  3C0  waggons,  a 
prodigious  quantity  of  bombs,  grcnadoes, 
bullets,  corn,  meal,  bacon,  wine,  brandy, 
and  all  forts  of  provifion  and  tools  neccifjry 
for  making  two  ficges,  and  great  numbers 
of  horfes.  Upon  this  misfortune,  prince 
Eugene  railed  the  ficge  of  Landrecy,  and 
marched  towards  Mens  the  2d  of  Augufl. 

Thomas  HarLy,  eftj.  being  fent  to  Hano- 
ver in  the  beginning  of  this  month,  en- 
deavoured, in  vain,  to  bring  the  Elector 
into  the  Biltijb  meafnre*  about  a  peace. 
The  King  of  Prujfta  refufed  alfo  to  come 
into  them. 

Aug*  14.  N.  S.  The  French  in  veiled 
Ditvay,  and  the  next  day  the  trenches  were 
opened. 

Aug.  16.    General  Stanhope,  who  was? 
made  prifoner  at  Brihuega,  being  exchanged 
for  the  duke  d"EUalona,  returned  to  £»#-  . 
land. 

Henry  St.  John,  lately  created  vifcount  < 
Bolingbroke,  was  fent  incognito  to  Paris,  ac- 
companied by  Matthew  Prior  and  Abbe 
Gaulticr,  to  remove  all  the  difficulties  that 
might  obftruft  the  general  fufpenfion  of 
arms  between  England  and  France.  He 
arrived  at  Paris  the  6th,  and  two  days  after 
figned  a  treaty  for  the  laid  fufpenfion  of 
arms,  both  by  fea  and,  land,  for  four . 
months.  He  was  impowered  by  his  in- 
timations 
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ftru&iorw*  to  conclude  a  feparate  peace 
with  England^  France,  Spam  and  Savoy.

Empire. 

April  7.  The  lord  keeper  Harcourt  was 
made  lord  high  chancellor  of  Great  Britain, 
April  9.  The  Britijb  Parliament  met, 
and  the  Queen  made  a  fpeech  to  both 
Houfes,  wherein  /he  acquainted  them,  that 
the  peace  was  figned  ;  and  faid  what  the 
bad  done  for  the  Proteftant  fucceffion,  and 
the  houfe  of  Hanover,  might  convince  focb 
as  wiAed  well  to  both,  and  defired  the 
quiet  apd  fafety  of  their  country,  how  vain 
all  attempu  were  to  divide  them  j  and  that 
thofe  who  would  make  a  merit  by  fepa- 
rating  their  interefts,  would  never  attain 
their  ill  ends. 

What  force  was  neceflary  to  be  kept  up 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  kingdom  flic  left  in- 
tirely  to  the  Parliament }  (he  depended  up- 
on the  loyalty  and  affeAioA  of  her  people, 
and  wanted  no  oiher  guaranty  ;  (he  recom- 
mended to  their  care  thofe  brave  men,  who 
hid  ferved  in  the  late  war  ;  the  improving 
and  encouraging  the  trade  and  manufac- 
tures of  the  kingdom,  and  particularly  the 
fiflicry ;  (he  exprefl'cd  her  difpleafure  at  the 
feditious  and  fcandalous  libels  that  fwarmed 
at  this  time,  which,  (he  thought,  required 
a  new  law  to  fupprefs  them  ;  (he  faid,  the 
impious  practice  of  duelling  alfo  required  a 
fpeedy  and  effectual  remedy  ;  and  now  they 
were  entering  upon  peace  abroad,  ihe  con- 
jured them  to  do  their  utmoft  to  calm  men's 
minds  at  home,  that  the  arts  of  peace  might 
be  cultivated. 

April  10,  ii.  Each  Houfe  attended  her 
Majefty  with  an  addrefs  of  congratulation, 
upon  the  conclusion  of  the  peace.

The  principal  articles  between  France  and 
Savoy  were,  the  ce/Boo  of  Sicily  to  the  duke 
of  Savoy  i  the  giving  him  a  barrier  againft 
France  \  and  the  limitation  of  the  crown 
of  Stain  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  on  failure 
of  iflue  of  k'reg  Fbilip.

By  the  treaty  with  the  Dutch,  France

fhe  ex|<refTed  her  fatixfadion  in  the  joy  the 
people  had  fhewn  on  her  recovery;  and] 
wifhed  that  effectual  care  had  been  taken 
to  fupprefs  thofe  feditious  papers,  and  fac- 
tious rumours,  by  which  defigningmen  had 
been  able  to  fink  the  public  credit :  the  fald. 
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feme  were  arrived  to  that  height  of  malice, 
to  infinuate,  that  the  Proteftant  fucceflion 
was  in  danger  under  her  government,  who 
only  meant  to  difturb  the  prefent  tranquil!, 
ty,  and  to  bring  real  mifchieft  upon  us  j 
and  after  ail  (he  had  done,  tofecure  that 
fuccerTion,  fhecoald  n»tm~ntion  tkefe  pro- 
ceedings without  fome  degree  ol  warmth  \ 
and  flic  h  >ped,  they  all  agreed  with  her, 
that  attempts  to  weaken  her  authority,  or 
render  the  pnfielfion  of  the  crown  uneafy 
to  her,  could  never  be  proper  means  to 
•  strengthen  the  Ptotcftant  fucceflioo ;  that 
ftc  would  have  it  their  endeavour,  as  it  had 
keen  her**,  to  unite  our  dirTVrenccs,  not  by 
xehxing  from  the  (hi  At  ft  adherence  to  our 
ConQitution  in  church  and  ftate,  but  by 
obferving  the  laws  themfcrvrs^  an<]  en- 
forcing a  d'  e  obedience  to  them  in  others  j 
that  jie  had  the  concurrence  of  the  laft 
Parliament  in  making  the  peace  ;  and  me 
defired  it  might  be  the  honour  of  this,  tu 
•ffilt  her  in  obtaining  fuch  fruits  from  it  as 
might  not  only  derive  blellings  on  the  pre- 
fent  age,  but  even  down  to  the  lateft 
ofterity.

I  thor  of  thefe  pieces  ;  they  were  voted  fcati* 
"  dalous  anJ  fedklous  libels  ;  highly  reflect  - 
iog  upon  hcrMajefty,  the  nobility,  gentry, 
clergy,  and  univerfitiei  j  malicioufly  infinu* 
ating,  that  the  Protectant  fucceflion  in  the 
Houfe  of  Hanover  was  in  danger  under  her 
Majefty's  adminiftration,  &c.  And  that 
B'uhard  Steele,  ef<j.  the  author,  be  expell- 
ed  the  Houfe.

ker  Majefty  gave  directions  for  iflutng  the 
writ  t  but  ihe  refented  that  demand  fo 
highly,  that  ihe  forbid  baron  Sbutx  the 
court  j  and  he  returned  loon  after  to  Hano  - 

The  lord  Paget,  was  appointed  envoy 
extraordinary  to  the  court  of  Hanover. 

Charles  Wbitvjortb,  efq.  was  appointed 
h*t  Majcfty's  plenipotentiary  at  the  con- 
grefs  to  be  held  at  Baden  in  Switzerland, 
for  treating  of  a  peace  between  the  Empire 
and  France. 

Jpr'tl  13.  The  duke  of  Argyle  was  re- 
moved from  all  his  places  j  and  the  earl  of 
Stain  was  ordered  to  fell  his  regiment,  as 
was  major-general  Davenport  his  poft  of 
lieutenant  of  the  firlt  troop  of  life-guards.

equally carried  on,  and  become  at  laft  im- 
practicable ;  and  to  intreat  her  Majefty, 
that  me  would  with  the  fame  fteadinefs,  not- 
withstanding the  many  obftructions  which 
had  been,  or  might  be,  thrown  in  her  way, 
purfue  fuch  meafures  as  (he  mould  judge 
neceffary  for  completing  the  Settlement  of 
Europe.  To  which  her  Majefty  anfwered, 
That  fhe  eftcemed  this  addrefs  as  the  unit- 
ed voice  of  her  affectionate  and  loyal  fub- 
jects ;  and  returned  them  the  heartieft 
thanks  which  could  be  given  by  a  fovereign, 
who  defired  nothing  more  than  to  fee  her 
people  fafe  and  flourifhing. 

About  the  end  of  this  month,  advice 
came  to  England,  that  the  fortifications  of 
the  harbour,  town,  and  citadel  of  Dunkirk, 
were  entirely  demolished.

Mr.  Hilkiab  Bedford,  who  publifhed  the 
book,  called,  Hereditary  Right,  &c.  was 
Sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  ioco  marks,  to 
remain  a  prifoner  three  years,  and  to  give 
Security  for  his  good  behaviour  during  life. 

May  19.  The  Queen  wrote  to  the  prin- 
cefi  Sophia,  fhew'mg  her  refentment,  that 
fhe  ihouid  enter  into  a  defign  of  fixing  a 
Prince  of  her  blood  in  her  Majeity's  domi- 
nions, even  while  fhe  was  living  ;  but,  at 
the  fame  time,  offering  to  enter  into  any 
meafure  for  fecuring  the  Hanover  fucccflion* 

She  wrote  alio  to  the  clrctoral  Prince, 
acquainting  him,  that  nothing  could  be 
more  dangerous  to  the  tranquility  of  her 
dominions,  and  to  the  Hanover  fucce/fion, 
than  his  defign  of  coming  to  England  with- 
out her  leave. 

The  earl  of  Oxford,  lord  treafurer,  wrote 
at  the  fame  time  to  the  Elector,  acquaint- 
ing him  how  heartily  the  Queen  was  for 
his  fucceffion  \  and  that  the  was  ready  to  do 
any  thing  that  might  mike  it  more  it-cure, 
that  was  confident  with  her  Safety;  and 
that  the  accident  about  the  writ  might  be 
improved,  to  increafe  the  friendfhip  be- 
tween the  Queen  and  bis  moil  Serene  re- 
mi  ly. 

June  8.  N.  S.  The  prince  fs  SspHa, 
elcdlrcfs  and  duchefs  dowager  of  Har.yjtr^ 
died,  in  the  84th  year  of  her  age  :  where- 
upon an  order  of  council  was  iflued,  for  al- 
tering the  Common  Prayer,  by  leaving  out 
the  words,'  The  princefs  Scpbia,  and  in- 
ferring the  words,  The  duke  0f  Brunfwick. 

This  Princefs  was  fourth  and  youngeft 
daughter  of  Frederic,  king  of  Bohemia,  and 
EHzalxtb  of  England,  only  daughter  of  kin  g 
James  I.  and  was  born  at  the  Hague,  the 
3d  of  October,  1630.    In  the  year  165s* 
fhe  was  married  to  Ens -11  Augufus,  duke 
of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg  (fourth  and 
youngeft  fon  to  George  duke  of  Lunenhurg- . 
Zell)  who,  in  1662,  fucceeded  count  Franxit 
of  Wirtenburg%  in  the  biihopric  of  0(na-'f 
burgh  t  In  16&0,  on  the  death  of  his  cldeit 
brother,  John  Frederic,  duke  of  Hanwtr% 
Erntfl  Auguflus  fucceded  him  alfo  in  that' 
dignity  ;  and,  in  the  year  16921  he  received 
the  inveftiture  of  the  electoral  dignity  o£ 
Brunfwick  Lunenburg,    This  Prince  died 
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•n  the  ijd  of  y/mngry,  1698,  hiving  had, 
by  the  prince?*  Soplia,  fix  font,  George 
Lewis,  Frederic  Augufhs,  Maximilian  Wil- 
liam, Charles  Fhiltp,  Cbriftian  and  Ertieft  Au- 
grfius,  and  ooe  daughter,  Sophia  Dorothy, 
■who,  in  the  year  1684,  became  the  fecond 
Wife  ofFretlerk  the  Turd,  king  of  Pr*jJ!a. 
The  princcft  Sophia  had  a  very  ftrong  hejl- 
thy  conftitution,  and  was  endowed  with 
great  abilities  natural  and  acquired.  She 
was  perfect  miftrefs  of  Low  Dutch,  German, 
Ettgfifh,  French  and  Italian  languages,  and 
hid  a  genius  equally  turned  for  converfati- 
Cfi  or  bufmtfs,  which  rendered  her  not  only 
the  ornament  and  delight  of  her  court,  but 
^nalified  her  to  manage  and  fupport  the 
high  eft  interefts.  The  great  nefs  of  her  foul 
bore  proportion  to  her  birth,  and  the  ftation 
whUh  fhe  filled  :  but  with  ail,  was  temper- 
ed with  fo  much  fweetnefs  and  affability, 
that  th:  duty  of  thofe  below  her  became 
their  plcafure.  No  one  ever  gate  liberties 
with  a  better  choice,  or  could  ad*  without 
referve  to  greater  advantage.  She  behaved 
in  both  part*  to  admiration,  as  a  daughter  of 
England,  and  a»  a  mother  of  Germany,

Provided  that  the  eldest  fon  of  a  peer,  or 
of  a  per  fon  qualified  to  ferve  as  a  Knight  of 
the  mire,  mall  not  be  incapaciated  |  and 
the  univerfities  may  return  member!  as 
formerly. 

The  candidates  are  required  to  take  an 
oath,  that  they  are  qualified  at  the  time  of 
the  election,  if  it  be  demanded.

Cap.  12.  All  conveyances  of  eftates  made 
to  qualify  perfons  to  vote  fox  members  of 
Parliament,  with  conditions  to  be  re  con- 
veyed, &c.  fhall  be  deemed  abfolute ;  and  any 
perfon  making  fuch  conveyance,  or  being 
privy  to  fuch  purpofe,  or  who  mall  prepare 
or  devife  the  fame,  or  any  who  (hall  vote 
by  colour  thereof,  (hall  forfeit  forty  pounds, 
to  any  perfon  (hat  will  fue  for  the  fame. 

No  perfon  fhall  vote  for  a  Knight  of  the 
flyre,  unlcfs  fuch  eftate  is  taxed  at  forty 
Shillings  ftr  annum,  nor  unlefs  he  have 
been  one  year  in  pdfleflioo  of  it,  unlefs  it 
came  to  bim  by  defcent,  marriage,  deviie, 
presentation  or  promotion  to  fomc  benefice 
or  office,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  forty  pounds; 
and  every  freeholder  is  to  declare  upon  oath, 
at  the  election,  where  his  freehold  lies,  and 
that  it  was  not  given  him  to  qualify  him 
to  vote.
